men. During our enquartring with them, our entertainment was anl[iver- 
able to our charges, where {ome Officers had allowance of a pecce 2 day for 
keeping good Order. Lievtenant Colonell Aaroby, Forbeſſe had the Com- 
mand over the Regiment in the abſence of the Colones, being hindred by fick- 
neſſe. Shortly after our going over, the Lieytenant Colonel] departed this 
lite, being a Gentleman of much truce worth, and a valourous Commander, 
much regrated by the whole Regiment. Immediatly after his death, Cap- 
taine Saxders Seaton was by his Majeſties Patent made Lievtcnant Colo- 
nell to the Regiment, who did bring a Krong Company of well cxerciſed 
Souldiers, which were joyned to ſtrengthen the Regiment. Captaine James 
Dumbarre, who did get Lievtenant Colonell Forbeſſe his Company, was pla- 
ccd Sergeant Major, Captaine Sinclaire, Captaine Boſwell, and Captaine Ennis 
Companies were reduccd to ſtrengthen the other Companies of the Regi- 
ment, which bcing made complete, were muftred, cloathed, and payd of 
their muſter-moneth.

HE land of Ho!ften full of proſperitie at this time , having all things in a 
' 4 golden ſwimme, and waving careleſly in a ſwallowing plentic, having 
her heart full of pleaſures, diſdaining whk«c was to come , ruine ſceazed vpon 


this land within ſix months, aftervur rifing from quarters, to our firſt expe= 
dition, towards the Waſer Rceame.; Art our comming into the land,the prou- 


deſt ſort of them,diſdained ſouldiers, ſaying,they had no neede of ſtrangers, 
they were ſufficiently able themſclvesto hold outthe Emperors forces,their 
paſſes were ſtrong, their power 1n Armes weremightic of Horſe and foote, 
as any Province in Germanie ; notwithſtanding whereof, ina ſhort time, they 
felt the wrath of Heaven, and were ruinated in the middeſt of their fortunes. 
I with my Country, by a timely prevention to avoide the like, by ſuſpect. 
ing the ſmooth ſtreame , being ordinarily deepeſt ; leſt they ſhould become

Certainly,a good refulution is the moſt fortitying Armour a diſcreet man 
can weare; that can defend bins 2g-yinſt all rhe unwclcome frownes.that the 

oorc world puts vpon him - with this , we can be ſervants as well as Loras, 
and have the fame inward pleaſantnetle in the <cheekes of fortunc,thar we C :r- 
ried in her {oftcſt imiles; It was Za»tippe's oblervation,that the eve; found 50. 
crates returne with the ſame countenance, that he went abroad withall. I with 
no man ſo ſpiricleflc, as to let all abuſes prefle the dulnefſe of a willing ſhou!. 
der : for reſolution is alwayes neceſſary in the waine of fortune, to tave v5 
trom diſcontentments, that uſually deject us. A wiſe man makes the tronble 
lefle by fortitude , when a foole ſtoupes to ir. The world hath norhi:'; ; 
glorious as vertuc , Which is like the paſſage of Haniball over the 4'co, Þ 
worke of trying toyle, of infinite danger, but once pertormed , it lets him it 
unto the worlds Garden, Italy leaving him a 4 ting fame. 

My Chicte and coſcn,the Baron of Fowles,beig in his travels in France a ie 
tle prodigall in his ſpending, redacted his eſtate ro a weake point, being ad- 
vilcd by his friends timely to looke to the wounds of his houſe and family 
andto forcſce thebeſt cure to keep burthen off his eſtate, having engaged ot 
Reverewes, for tecne yeares, to pay his Creditors, he went beyond tc2 a vo- 
Junticr ro Germante with <1/ac- Keyes Regiment, well accompanycd with a 
part of hts ncercſt friends : and having the patience to attend his fortune, his 
f(t employment was to be a Capraine of a company of Scots ſouldicrs,lea- 
vied by himſclte, and there after advanced to be a Colonell of horſe & foot 
of ſtrangers , undcr the invincible King of Swedewof worthy memorie. 

Thus farre of the Barron of Fowles in my firſt obſervation, ro animate 0. 
ther Caval:ers borne of lefle fortunes to follow his verrucs in being paticur, 
though their preferments come not at firſt, loving vertue for her cnd. 

Here alſo we fcc by the cxample of the Dutch!Capraine formerly ſpoken 
of, thatpride ina noble naturc js as rare to be ftound,as humilitic inag unwor- 
thy minde , and arrogancic is a weede that ever growes in a cunghill Sand no 
circumſtance Can make the cxpreflion of pride laudable: for che affronting 
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man by his owne follic, ſhould be taught the way to his ductic, as the Dutch 
Capraine was , who , out of his pride and arrogancie, would ſecond a firſt 
wrong with cantempt, was taught humilitie,in ſo much, as he was made bc- 
holden to thoſe for his life, whem out ofhis pridehe had offended. : 
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The ſecond dutie diſcharged, of the riſing of the Regiment 
from Quarters going on their firſt March, | 


land to Holland , and hom thence over land to Holſter , accompanied 

with Captaine Mar-Kenyee,and Captaine Pomfrey, arrived in the laticr 
end of March Anno 1627 in Holften, where he was welcomed by his Regis» 
ment. Athis comming , orders were given, his Regiment ſhould be broughe 
in Armes at Ezt1ho, where his Majeſtic would take cheir Oathes of fidelitie, 
The Regiment being come togetherat the Reydezwonz, was drawn vp in three 
diviſions,artending his Majeſtics comming,in good order ot batraile, all Ofe 
ficers being placed according to their ſtations orderly , Colours fleeing, 
Drummes beating, horſes neying, his Majeſtic comes royally forward, Sa- 
lutes the Regiment, and is ſaluted againe with all due reſpect, and reverence, 
uſcd at ſuch times ; his Majeſtic having viewed Fron, Flancks and Rearc,the 
Regiment fronting allwaycs towards his Mati.,who having made a ſtand or- 
dained the Regiment to march by him in diviſions, which orderly done,and 
with great reſpe&,aud revcrence,as becamezhis Majeſtic being mightily well 
plcaſed, did prayle the Regiment, that evertherafter was moſt praiſe wor. 
thy. The Coloncll, andthe principall Officers having kiſſed his Majeſties 
haad, retired to their former ſtations, till the Oath was publikcly given,both 
by Officers,and ſouldiers being drawne in a Ring by converſion, as uſe is, at 
ſuch times. 'The Oath finiſhed, the Articles of warres reade, and publiſhed, 
by a Banke of the Drummer Major , and his aſlociates, the Regimacnt remit- 
ted marches off orderly by companies. eo (heir Quarters, to remail.e till or. 
ders were given,for their vp-bre- :g.The next day the Colonel), and Lieve- 
tenant colonel], were commanded to march over the Elve with ſeaycn com. 
panyes, and to beſet he Towne of Sroade with two companies, and thento 
march with the other five towards the Waſer ſtreame, to joyne with the 
Emeliſh forces commanded by Generall Horgan, being fourc Regiments 
of foote, 

The Sergcant Major Dambarre, with the remnant foure companies , was 
commanded towards Lawenbure, fearing the enemy was to crofle the 
Elve : our orders dulic followed, we are thus ſevered, marching to our ſeve- 
rall Randezvouz, entring to take paines, for our former too much pleaſure 
and riot, uſed in our winter quarters- 

On this expedition towards the Waſer ſtreame, unfortunarcly Captaine 
Boſwell comming after the Regiment was killed by a number of v:lanous 
Boores, ever enemics to {ouldiers : the Cavaliers death was much regrated of 
all that knew him, and no reparation had for his death.But the Boores being 
fled, the Dorpe was burnt off, 

Being thus joyned to Generall A/organ his forces, where we remayned 
ten weekcs , having had greatdntis in watching, mafy alarummes, but 4 
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T H E Colonell recovered of his ſickneſſe toske ſhipping from Scor: 
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le ſervice,ſo that our fouldiers longing tor ſervice ſaidgthe Emperralifs were 
no cnemies ; yet when the ſervice was once offered, the ſnurr came with it 
10 great. : 
Our Lievetenant colonell and his company did march from «5 tqwards 


| Lawenbarg, and joyned with the other foure companyes , and the Sergeanc 


Major Dumbarre was ſent ro command the Colonells divilion on the Waſer, 
the Colonell being gone toſollicite moneyes for the Regiment, ſecing the 
Engliſh Regiment did get weekely meanes, whereas we were entertained on 
proviant bread , beere and bacon. 
The ſecond Obſervation. 
| Othing procures more faithfull ſervice, then the Maſters liberalitie, 
N This magaanimous King his liberalitie we could not complaine of, 
having payd us in money, and with affignation of moneys, on our 
owne King , and good Quarters we had, which were not reckoned unto us ; 
our true fidelitic his Majeſtic did oft-times commend, and our ſervice both, 
Thercfore in my opinion, that bloud is not to be accounted loſt, which is 
ſhed for a Noble Maſter. Diligent,and diſcreet ſervants, are the beft friends 
anoble King, or Prince can be bleſt withall : And as our deſerving in this 
{ervice was good, our reſpect was more than anſwerable; having beene 
many times tcaltcd, and Royally entertained, at his Majcſtics Table ; being 
of ſervants, made companions to the King our Mafter, Let no man thcn 
thinke ic bondage,to ſerve a noble Maſter,ana a 6ounrityll King,as this was; 
yet he that lackes this ambition, to be made companion to eantvly Kings, 
following this worldly warfare, I would admoniſh him, to be thankfull to 
the King of Kings, for his peace, and quietneſle at home, and in his proſpe- 
ritic, to make his acquaintance wich God, that if adyerfitie come, he may be 
the bolder with his Maker, by prayer, which is the key to open heaven, and 
the meanes to remove our adverſitie : for to reach unto God, wee muſt hum- 
ble our ſelves by prayer, unitipg us unto him, through the greatneſle of our 
love; for if we love God, we will Þs painfull to ſeeke him, and to find him, 
we muſt enter in the narrow Way ; and it wes yyjl[ be partakers of his meate 
we muſt firſt taſte of his comtinencie, it we will ſollgy him to the breakin 
of his Bread, like valiant Souldiers, wee muſt not faint, till wee drinke of his 
Cup; and to gaine him, wee muft learneto loſe our ſelves, for his ſake. 
Let not then this ſaying be hard unto us, For ſake your ſelves, take up your Croſſe, 
and follow me : if we faint at this, and nor prove as reſolute Souldiers, the nexr 
would be harder (the reward of Poulirons ) depart from me you curſed unto ever- 
liſting fire, I know you net. While then we have peace, and quietneſſe, I wiſh 
wemay be familiar with this King of Kings, the Lord of Hoſts, and ſay in 
particular, Thou art my King, O God, enter into his Tabernacle, and ſalute 
Teſus Chriſt thy Saviour, and Redeemer, the head of all principalities, and 
powers, and let thy defire be, to be with him, in the land of the living, 
Then letthe Heavens rejoyce, let Sathen flee, and Hel tremble, and ler thy 
Conſciencecry, ChrifFis my Saviour, the world thou muſt deſpiſe, Heaven 
thou muſt defire, andin truth ſay, Chri#t is my Saviour, withour this afſu- 
rance, all our knowledge, all our glory, all our honours, are imperfect, and 
of no cffcQ: leſt therefore, thou ſhould'ſt check me, being but a vaine Soul- 
dicr, ſaying,it is agood world, when the Fox begins to preach, leaving thec 
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to God, I will returne to my obſervation, on my Regiments March, 
the continuance of it, tor nine yeares ſucceſhve, in breadth, in lengrh, in cir- 
cle, in turning, in returning, inadvancing to, and from our cncmics, in weale, 
and woe, from the Baltick Sea, to the aſer ſtreame, trom the Waſer ſtreame, 

tO Rapine in the Marke, from Rapineto Weſmar on the Baltick Coat, trom f. 

mar by water unto Holitentoward Ouldenbarg, from rhence by Sca, to Henfs 

berrie in Holften, from thence to Denmark, where in two yearcs time, we did 

Circuit the Iand, with ſeverall Marches , by land, ard expeditions by 

water, bcing alike able for both, not like to the Hi2h Dutch, whole head nor: 

Romack cannot endurethe water. Being thanked of, by his Majeſtic of Den- 

mark, having made peace withthe Zmperour in May 1629. from Denmark our 

expeditioa by water( having taken ſcrvicc anew, under tle Lyor of the North 
the invincible King of Swedes ) did continue towards Spruce, fiom thence to 
th. Baltick Coalt againe, and from thence to the River of Daxube, that runs 
from the toort of the Alpes in Swaubland to the Adviaticke Sea, and, had our 

Miter of worthy memory lived, we had croſſed the Alpes into 7tale, and ſa. 

lutcd the Pope within Rome. But the loſe of this Lyon to lead us, was the lofle 
of many, and of this old Regiment, the remaines whereof are yct on the 

Rhine, where wich ewentic theuſand Scots like them, Iwould wiſhto be, to 
doe {crvicc tothe Jewell of Egrcpe , the Daughter of our King the Queene of 
Bohemia, and to her Princcly Iflue, | 

My firſt advancement to preterment ( through the love of my Coloxell, ) 
Was on this hirft Mar h,being without contradiction,though not wihour er- 
vic, placed to command, as Major over the Regiment, in the Major his ab. 
feace. 

So 1acobs bleſſing, bred Eſans hate, nature having made ſome as Artipathits 
to vercue, they were made ficke by my health, Bur tor me, if another cxce!l 
mc in vertue, I will make him my example to imitate, not my block to ſiom. 
ble on : It in wealth, T'le with him bleſle God, tor his plentic, ſeein God 
hath enough for me, and him both, 

. The killing of Captaine Byſwe/lon this March, ſhould be anadver. \. ment 
ro all Cavalicrs, comming after a Regiment, Or Army, upon Ma'c , © looke 
Wcll unto tacmſelves, not offecing any occation ct offence, LCIng w6 akeſt, 
for the Ralſcall {ort of Coymmunalrie, are ever loone ſtirred to milchicfe, 
cſpecially an Army having paſt by, which, for the moſt part, ncver goes 
through Dorpe, or Village , but ſome notorious V.Ilai e commits ſor in- 
ſolency or orher, for which oft times, the Innocent doth pay, 

Having joyned after our March to Generall Morgans torces upon the Wa. 
ſer, being quartered in open Dorpes, the enemy not farre from us, ir was my 
forcune to havethe firſt nights watch, as Captaine of the watchto ovetſce 
all Guards, the Avenue to the Dorpe on all Quarters, being well beer, 
with convenient Guards, and Centries, under ſilence of night General] Mor- 
gay, accompanicd with foure Gentlemen with fire-locks to try us, being 
young Souldiers,gaue fire on our outter Centry,our Centry havang dilchar- 
gcd, retired to the next Centry- I called the guard to their Armes, finding 
the 4/4r1wm continuing, cauſed the Sergeant ot the Guard, with twelve Mul- 
&cttiers, advance to Skirmiſh with them, to know what for A/arum it was, 
and to ſec what hinder hault they had : the Generall Morgas finding os dif- 
charging the dutie of underftanding Souldiers, gave preſcnrly notice unto 
the Sergeant, what he was, and defired to ſpeake with the Captaine of _ 
Prone WW atcn, 
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Watch, whereupon the Sergeant conveyed his Excellence unto me, to the 
place of my Guard,being the Rangezvouz for the Regimes incaſe of Alarum 
to draw up unto, and finding the moſt part of the Regimen, on fuddaine 
with their Colours in good order, praiſtng them for their good watch-kee. 
ping, his Excellence asked for the Colonel}, and went to {ec him» s 

It is the propertie of our Nation, anenemie being neere intime of an 4- 
lirams to be in readineſle before any other Nation, though at other tines, 
on watches, or repairing to their Colours, on Marches or in Garriſfop , they 
arc more carelefle than others, Bur once comming to caraeſt, or in grea 
cxtreamitic of danger , to givethem theirdue, they arc not inferiour to any 
Nation, ſo farre, as I did cycr ſee, or learne of others, older Commanders 
than my ſelfe. Yet many falſe Alarums, as we had on the Waſer make 
Souldiers, and the moſt diligent, at laſt careleſle, till they feele theſmart of 
ſome ſuddaine ſurpriſe, to rouſe them , the better to goe readily to their 
gduties, a 

The want of pay atthe Waſer made our ſouldiers alittle diſcontent, ſeing 
the Engliſh get due weekely pay ; Nevertheleſſe, I did never heare of our 
Nations mutinie, nor of their retuſall to fight, when they ſaw their ene- 
mies, though I have ſ{ecne other Nations call for Guilr, being going before 
their enemie to fight, athing very diſallowablcin cither Officer, or Soul- 
dicr,to preferre a little money toa world of credit. 

It is a youu part ofa Colonels dutic, timely to foreſec for all things ne- 
ceffary,that may give contenr «© thoſe under his\command, leſt being juſtly 
diſcontented, he might be greived, whiles it were not in his power to helpe 
himſelfe, or others. 
 Theliberality of a Colonell and his care in fore-ſceing, tor his Regi- 
ment, returnes to him oftimes with triple profit, being with moderation ta- 
miliar with his Officers, making them, as humble friends, not as ſervant,un- 
der command, and he ought by all meanes eſchewe to come in queſtion, or 
publique hearing with his Officers : the onely meanes to make himſelfe 
tamous, and his Regiment of long continuance. 
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T he thirddutie diſcharged of our Mar {pom the Waſer 
towards Byſcnbourg on the Elyc. © 


of Generall Morgen on the Waſcr ſide,we got orders to breake up, 

and to continue our march overthe Elveunder Hambeareh, and from 
thence, toward Byſenbowrg Skonce, to joyne with the reſt of our Regiment, 
the Colonell and Lievetenant Colonell being abſent, Major Tames Dumbar 
commanded then inchiefe, receiving all neceſſaries fitting for our maich, as 
ammunition ; proviant, and waggons, for our baggage, our ſicke ſouldicrs 
being cared for, were left behinde,and we brake up from the Waſer the tenth 
of Tuly 1627. a Regiment of Horſe being commanded with us for our 
Convoy to the Elve, the firſt night we quartered at Roztenbarg aſtrong paſle, 
having a great Marriſh on both fides, acceſſible onely by one narrow cauſey 
which leades through the marriſh to the Caſtell , which is well fenſed oa 


Dork fades wich Moares, Dranbridges, and Gaught bomes, wichour all. 


| = He thus remained the ſpace of ten weekes under the command 
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The next day our march continuirg, inthe morning our forc i:90pes ha- 
ving gotten Alarum retired on us, whereupon we drawing 1:9 Battaile, 
reſolvedto fight, and provided our ſelves accordingly for the eremies com- 
ming, whick eing found, but a falſe conception, no:hing followed on it, 
but the continuance of our march, without further interruption. 

The next night we lying in Quarters, our Guards ordcrly diſpoſed, 
before day we had another Alarum, our duety duely diſcharged of all, both 
horſe and foote, ifthe enemie had come we were provided; But the Ala- 
cum proving falſe, we brake up, continuing our march toward Back/ehood 
appointed for our firſt Randez-vouz : where we were commanded to {cnd to 


his Majeſtie at Sreade, for receiving of further Orders, and a company of 


. Horſe being direRed with me, for my convoy, I was made choiſe of, to go 


ro his Majeſty for bringing Orders unto the Regiment. His Majeſty .bcing 
abſent, Orders were given'to me by a Generall Commiſſary to contirve ovr 
march thorough Buckſehoodand to quarter oyer night in the old land by the 
Elve fide,till the next day we ſhould crofſe the River of the Elve at Blarcke- 
#cas , and from thence to march by Hambureh through their Territorics,and 
paſſe towards Lovenburgh,where we quartered a mile from it, continuing 
our march the next morning towards Byſenbyreh, where we quartered in 
the fields, for five nights, till we kaew of his Majcities further reſolution. 


| The third Obſervation. 


Ll marches are occaſioned þy the accidents of the warfare. The rea- 
ſon of this march was << enemies Army drawing ſtroug to ahead in 


Zwaiburgh land, of intention to torce 4 paſſage over the Elve to come 
the caſierto Ho/ſten : his Majeſtic being weake of foote in this quarter, ha- 
ving no great feare of his enemie on the Waſer, where we lay before, we 
were therefore called to joyne with the reſt of our Regiment at Byſenbargh. 
Another reaſon of this march was, the Kings forces in Sileſia being alſo 
weake of Foote,ſtanding in great neede ofa timely ſupply, we being able 
to endure along corenrny Majeſty reſolved. after beſctting well the paſlc on 
the Elve,to ſend us for a ſupplic unto che Szlefian Armie - Nevenhelecfle ma- 
ny times we ſee in warres, though gow Þ be long adviſed on, and proſecu. 
ted after adviſe duel y, yet the event doth not alwayes anſwer to mans CON- 
jectures : For it is a truc old ſaying;Man propoſcth, but God diſpoſeth. 

A Commander having the charge of a Regiment, or partie, on a march, 
ought in all reſpeRs to be as carefull and diligent as a Generall, that leads an 
Army, being ſubjc& to thelike inconvenience of fortune. Wherefore he 
ought to be well provided of all things fitting for his march, that,in time of 
Rancounter with the enemy,he might the better diſcharge his duty,eſpecially 
being provided with good ftoreof Ammunition, both for the mouth and 
fcrvice, with ſufficient fix Armes. 

He oughtalſo, for his march eycr to have good intelligence, leſt his ene- 
mic ſhould eircumyent him. He ought alſo to order his march, according to 
che countries ſcituation he marches thorough, appointing his Randez-vouz 
nightly,ſhort, or long, as his Quarters may fall in beſt ſecurity, 

He ought alſo to keepe his Officers and Souldiers in continual! good or- 
der of diſcipline, without ſuffering the one, or the other to tall off from their 
Stations, without great and urgent occafions; and if any of them chance to 
tall off, he is obliged to foreſce to their timely returnes, Like- 
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Likewiſe he ought not in any manner of way ſuffer violenceto be uſed ty 
Boores, or rangers in his march, and if ſuch doth happen, he is obliged ta 
do juſticeto all, and to ſez examplarie puniſhment done, to terrifie others 
from the like. He ought allo, to be carefull ro give none under his com- 
mand juſt occaſion of complaint, for want of cheir dues, cither in quarters; 
or in diſtributing of their vifualls, according to their {t:engths. He ought 
alſo on his march tobe provident,in cauling co bring their Proviant timely to 
their Randevouz, or Hawlts , ſceing it to be rightly diſtributed, for avgi- 
ding of contentions happening moſt commonly at luch times, 

Alſo he muſt foreſee before he makes a hawlr, that the ground be conve- 
nient where he drawes up, whether he be in feare of anenemie, or notz and 
at ſuch times, he muſt be caretull, that centries be duly placed, at all parts 
needefull,and that no man be ſuffered ro wander, or go aſtray, from the 
haulting part, for teare he be ro ſecke, when occalion ſhould prelenr either 
to breake up, to march, or otherwile, incaſe of Alarum, to have his Oſh-. 
cers, or ſouldiers wandering, while as the enemie ſhould charge, were a 
oroſle error. 

Likewiſe, he ought to be of ſtri& command, and authority to puniſh 
thoſe that on a march leave their Armes benind them, or thar are carelciie in 
keeping their Armes both fix, and cleane, In quartering either in village, 
field or Citie, he muſt give orders for his poſts to keepe Guards upon, and 


he ought himſelfe to recognize all avenues, and inquire of the knowne coun- 
trimen, the paſſes, whereby his enemies may come unto him, and of the d1- 


Rance he is from his enemy ; he muſt allo dire partics on all quarters of 


Horſemen to get intelligence, and Conſchaift of his enemic, leſt unawares 
he ſhould be ſurprifed. 

Likewiſe at his upbreaking from quarters, he ſhould take notice of all 
complaints, and do juſtice accordingly : And he ſhould have a ſpeciall care 
of the ſicke, either to tranſport them, or to foreſee for their good uſage, in 
calc neceſſitie, or weakeneſle force him to leavethem behind. He ought alſo, 
to foreſee before he march for his Guides and to give charge to keepe them 
from running away ; and he oughtto learne of the guidethe inconveniences 
on the way that may be hinderſome unts his march, that timely he might 
p__ a remedie, His Guide ſhoyld alſo know hoy: far to go, that when 

ecomes his length, he may timely provide for another , He ought allo to 
learne the beſt way for his Baggage, and Ammunition to march on, and in 
caſe of ſuſpeRed danger, he ought to ordainea guard of Musketiers with a 
ſufficient Officer to command for their conyoy. and if it be ſuch way, as 
that on occaſion his Ammunition cannot be ſteadable unto him, in ſuch a 
caſc he muſt not part from his Ammunition waggons ; but rather to keepe 
one way, though it ſhould be far about. 

He ought never forpaſtime, or pleaſure, on a ſuſpeted march neere-an 
enemy, to go from the fight of his Troopes ; for feare he ſhould be abſent 
10 greateſt neede, or that ſome misfortune might happen berweene thoſe 
he commands himſelfe, or agaioſt others incurring in their wayes. Ifocca- 
ſion of ſervice offer, hemuſt never be dejeted, bur to encourage ever his 
owne moft in the greateſt extreamity, ſhewing teſtimonies of his inward 
valour and ſetledneſſe of minde, by his by-paſt experience, teſtifying he is 
No Novice, not taking counſel} of others, when he is with relolucioa ro 
Tancounter a brave enemy, | b 
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He muſt be of judgment to conſider on the ſudden his enemies cefigne, 
and timely he ought ro oppoſe his enemy, cither with few, or with many, as 
he finds his beſt advantage, And if his enemy be too far ſtronger than he, he 
muſt timely reſolve how to make a ſafe retreat, being forcd thereto . Pre- 
ſerving his ſouldicrs, to a fitter opportunirtie : for once far ingaged, the retreat 
will bethc more difficult to make without great loſſe ; He ought alwaycs 
to keepe a good reſerve of frefh, brave, reſolute fcllowes to keepe faces on 
their enemies, while as others ſhould be forced to turne backe on them : at 
ſuch times,and in ſuch occaſions the reſolution,the courage,and the judgment 
of avalourous Commander is beſt knowne, for many can adyance raſhly, 
that have never the wit, or judgment to retire bravely, as 1s ordinari/ 
ſcene in many ſuch Commanders, more ſtout, than wiſe. But leſt I ſhould 
enter too far to this purpoſe in this obſervation, for feare to be blamed my 
ſelfe for no: retiring in time, it being a large field I centred in, let this ſut- 
fice for this march of the Leaders duty. 

Now to retire, being quartered a mile from Zowerburgh in a Dorpe, 
where the Boore for fcarc quit his lodging , ſo that for want of proviſion 
we were forced to {end our Suttler called 19hn Matheſon, towards Loven- 
bureh: inhis abſence our Boyes made uſe of his rugge to cover their faces;in 
drowning of Bee-hives, the rugge being rovgh did lodge a number of the 
Bees, which, when the Boyes had drowned the Bee-hives , they threw a- 
way : The Suttler comming late home we being a bed, went to reſt, and 
putting off his cloathes, drew his rugge to cover him, bur as ſoone as the 


Bees found the warmeneſſe of his skinne, they beganto puniſh him fer his 
long ſtay , That he was forccdroaring likea mad man, to rifc, and throw 


off his rugge, not knowing (though well he felt ) the ſmart of his ſudden 
enemies ; we called to him, asking, if he was mad : he made no an{wer, but 
ſtill cried the Divell had bewitch'd him, in piercing him ina thouſand parts, 
ſill rubbing and ſcratching, crying with paine, not knowing the reaſon, ill 
a candle was lighted, and ſeeing the Bees, threw his rvgge in a draw-well ; 
The gentle reader may judge whether, or not, he was puniſhed, for his long 
ſtay, Thus Seria miſta jocis,

from Hamburzh with a monethes meanes to the Regiment, our mo- 
res paid, we got orders for a new march towards Rapjze in the 
Marke , where the old Markegrave fon Turlaveh lay at Hazgelberge with a 
part of his Majeſties Army , and the enemie lay againſt him on the other 
{ide of the Hagge#, our orders were to divide our Regiment againe, ardto 
leave Major Dambarre with foure companies to beſet Beyſenburgh Skonce, 
the enemies army being then within five miles of it, tenthouſand ſtrong of 
foote befides Horſe. The other ſeaven companies were ordained to march 
with the Colonell and Lieyetenant colonell towards Rapine, as ſaid,isz WC 
levercd wot without teares , both of Officers and ſouldicrs. But Y; that 
CIVCS 


FH reſted here three dayes onthe fields, till our Colonell came 
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ſerves a maſter, muſt obey. The firſt night our Camerades accompani- 
ed us to our quarters. The next morning our march continuing, newes over- 

cakes us, the enemy is (et downebefore Beyſenbwreh Skonce. In the rels- 

tion of the ſervice I muſt be ſuccina, beivg loath, having nor lecne the ſer. 

vicc,co ſctany thing in Recor, bur what I know ro be truch, neubercan I be 

particular inthe declaration of this ſervice done by our COuntrimen, though 

it be generally well [poken of, overall Germany, yet I muſt ſay fomewhar, 

and it my Report diminiſh from thcircredit, I proccſt it is nor for lacke of 
love, buc tor want of information. 

The enemy hearing we were marc hed,and having gorcen true intelligence 
how ſtrong they lay in the Skonce, he marched tenthuuland ſtrong,aiu lay 
downe within a cannon ſhot of the Skunce, and having begun his lines of 
approach, The firſt nightqthe Major made an out-tall, where having brave- 
ly ſhowen their courage, and refolution, returned againe without great 
loſle. 

The enemy longing to be repared of this their bravade, refolved to 
ſtorme the Skonce ar all quai ters, bur finding reſolution joyned with valou 
agaialſt him, after long fighting in vaire, he 1s beate off from ric walles, and 
forced to retire at thar time, with the lofſc of five hundred men ar leaſt, Bur 
ha ing redoubled his forces the next time, fers| on with greater fury than 
betore , but is beate off the ſecond time alſo, with lofſe ; the third time he 
adventured , and, as was reported, thc Scots detenders, 42S is well knowne, 
bchaved themſelves fo well, that the enemy ſtorming the walles, the de fen- 
ders for want of powder threw ſand in their enemies eyes , knocking 
them downe wich the Butts of muskets , having bezene divers times Pell, mcl 
through others; at laſt the enemy is forced to retire withoutettectuaring any 
thing, 

Yet, gentle Reader, thinke that at ſuch play, the lofſe was not onely 
of one ſide, but of both, for in defenc> of this Skonce being ſo oft ſtormed ; 
thar ever praife-worthy Captaine Learmond, Brother to my Lord Balcomy, 
being twice ſhot witha musket, received deaths wound, and after died ar 
Hamburgh, in perte@ memory , diſcharging his duety Chriſtianly to God, 
as he did during his life time both to God and man, 

For his ſake, and in remembrance of his wo:th and yalour, the whole Of- 
ficers of the Regiment did weare a black mourning Ribben : in this conflict 
alſo was killed his Lieytenant, called David Martin, an old,ſtout and expert 
Officer : many other valourous fellows, that were there, carried the true 
markes of their valour imprinted in their bodies, for their Countries credit. 
There was alſo, a Scett:ſh Gentleman under the enemy, who coming to ſcalc 
the walls, ſaid aloud, Have with you Gentlemen, thinke not now you are on 
the ſtreets of Edenburgh bravading : One of his owne Councry-men thru- 
ſting him through che body with a Pike, he ended there. This Skonce 10 
well maintained by our Country-men, is to their prayſe recorded at length 
in the Datch Story of the Danes warres, where the curious Reider may learne 
more of ir. The enemy finding this opportunitie to faile, at another paſſe a- 
bove this on the Elve watched by Dutch {urprifing the watch, did come o- 
ver the Elve : the newes comming to his Majeftic, he preſently ſends Orders 
in the Night to cHajor Dumbarre, who commanded the Skonce to retire, and 
to bring Off his Cannon, and to cut off the bridge, and then to come by wa- 
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ter With bis troups to Zevenvureh, and to beſet the Caſtle thereof with two 
Companies, and to retire withthe reſt to Zukſtad, which accordingly was 
done, to their great credit, Y 

Major Wilſon being ict with two Companies on the Caſtle of Lover, the 
enemy falling downe, General Tillie leading the Armie, comming before the 
Caſtle, doth ſummon it to render, the Major refuling, be is belicged, the 
enemies Batteries having playd alittle on the Caſtle, the Major parlces for 
accord, before the parle, Gezerall Tillie is ſhot through the thigh, pledges 
delivered, the accord agreed on, he ſhould marchout with bag and baggage, 
Drummes beating, Bale au Bouche, with a Convoy granted tro them to Luk- 

&, ftad,the Accord lubſcribed, bur neither circumſpely nor wiſely by the Ma- 
J9r - at his out-comming his Colours are taken from him, having forgorto 
inſert them in his Accord, he complaining of the breach is bidden reade ir, 
and finding it was ſo, was forced to march without Colours to Laktad, 
where, for his over-ſ{ight, he was ſet from charge, with diſgrace, and the 
Company reſtored againe to the right Owner, Captaine Duzcan Forbeſſe, 
and incontinent Major Dumbarre, with foure Companies, was commanded 
to beſet Sratholder Ranſove his Caſtle of Bredenberg in Holſtex ; the enemy ha- 
ving alrcady falne into the Land, Which diſcourſe I muſt now leave, and 
protecute the continuance of our march rowards Rapine. 

After this ſervice the renowne ſpread ſo abroad, where ever wecame, that 
the Gentrie of the Country were ready mecting us, providing all neceſia. 
ries for us. The Duke of Wymar, the Dukes of Aechinburgh, with a number 
of gallant Ladies, did viſit us in our March, to cengratulate with us the good 
fortune, and good ſcrvice, done by our |Camerades. But it we ſhould looke 
to the outlide of Souldiers, theſe toure Companies were the meancſt of our 
Regiment to the outward appearance. Our March continues to Raprpe, 
where we were t© receive further orders of Gemerall Major Slamerſdor fie - 
our orders were to draw 'up in Battaile before the Towne of Raprne, where 
the Generall Major would Come, and ſee us, his intention being ro bring the 
Towne under Contribution, otherwiſe to fright them with inquartring of 
the Regiment : his intention effectuared, we were led in quarters or Dorpcs, 
for three daycs to reſt us, ſecing our intentions were to march unto S1leſia. 


The fourth Obſervation. 
T* this obſcrvation, though the dutic be ſuddenly diſcharged, wee have 


much to amplife the obſervation ; firſt, by reaſon of the diſpute thar did 

ariſe betwixt his Majeſtic and the Colopel., for offering to Caſhicre ſome 
ofhis Officers for alleaged inſufficiency, by the information of ſome malig- 
nant Spirits amongſt our ſelves, whoſe names I will ſuppreſle, and the rea- 
ſons allo, letting ſome other tongue, not mine, divulge their ſhame. Ar this is 
time alſo before our rifing to this expedition we were diſcontented of the di- 
viſion made of our Regiment, being abſolutely divided by his Majeſtics au- 
thoritic, without the conſent of our Colonell, who would have been loath to 
have lett Captaine Learmord behinde, that had done him ſo many notable 
good ofhces, andthis noble Gentleman of famous memory, at his leaye-ta- 
king of his Colonell, my brother and me, bcing then his intirefi Cameraaes, 
with teares reycaled unto us, whom he thought was the plotter of his itay, 
and withall did with grigf& in a manner foretell his owne fall, __ oy 
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ſhould never meet againe. Therefore, forthe love I barc ro my deare Cum 
»ecrade, I will point atthe heart of thole, who had a hand inthe f{eparto! 


tor the loſle of this noble, and vertuous Cavalier, whoſe heart and eyes wee. 
ever fixed upon vertue, and upon his love to his deare friends. He hates nor, 
but with cauſe, that is unwilling to hate atall. And it is the end thar ſhewes 
the difference betwixt vertue and vice, Fie then upon thoic judgements,thar, 
for their owne aymes, hatch the Ruine of their Cameraats, in to1e-thinking, 
and purſuing evill. And as the diſcharge of my laſt dutie was Tragicall, the 
reaſons of it Þ will ſet downe obſcurely, pointing at ſome, that every man 
may examine his own conſcience, that had any hand in plotting, or hatching, 
( by villanous policie, bred of envie, ) the ruing of their Camerades, the rc- 
ward whereof doth ſtill awaite them with ſhame in a killing ambuſh, when the 


could make ſome to bluſh, that I know plotted the fall of their Cameraades- 

But I will be dumbe, doing by them, as /sſeph thought to have done by Mary, 

in ſeeking to cover blemiſhes with ſecrecie, leſt I ſhould wound ſome ſo with 

my penne, as to make them by their Camerades, to be puſh't out of Compa- 

ny. ButI will rather ſhew my charitie ro the delinquent, by concealing of 
his fault, and tell him of ir in ſecret, than openly to divulge his milchicte, 

ſeeing I wiſh his amendment betore the world ſhould know his amille : 

I will not therefore be roo harſh, or virulent, hoping for his penicency, wiſh- 
ing God may enlighten his conſcience, that while he hath time, he may crave 
pardon for his harched evill. Being forry for the lofſe of theſe two worthy 

Cavaliers, of famous mcmory, Learmond and Dumbarre, for whoſe lakes, 

with gricfec I have pointed thus obſcurely at the forger of thele Cavaliers fall, 
whoſe name I will ſupprefle; though my heart knows him well ; and hoping 
time may change him to another man, I will let him be his own Beadle, and 
for his puniſhment, I would not care, though he were made to ling an 1x- 
vective againſt himſclfe, But I pray God, we may be freed of the like our 
lalves, and not to looke upon another, with a Beaw'deye, but rather to be our 
owne Antidet's, againſt all the poyſon that another is able to ſpit upon us. 
Let us then have our eyes fixed upon vertuc, and we ſhall finde a beaurie, 

that will every day take us with {ome Zrace Or Other : For the world hath 
nothing ſo glorious in it as vertue, when ſhee rides T riumphing, as both theſe 
Cavakers doc after death, in deſpight of their enemies, like Phabean Champi- 
ons, pray ſed by their enemies, for reſiſting their ſtrongeſt aſſaults, are now 
renowned in deſpight of envie, and the abuſive world. And the worthy 
Souldiers, their Aſſoc#ats In this memorable conflict, and hot ſtorme, arc not 
to be forgotten, butto be prayſed for their valour. For though, as I ſaid, 
by appearance to looke bur on their outſides, rhey were the meaneſt in ſhew 
of our whole Regiment: yet God that gives hearts, and courage unto men, made 
p: them the inftruments of our Regiments firſt credit inthe warres of Germany. 
| They were, I confeſle, led by brave Officers, which were ſeconded and 0+ 
beycd by reſolute and ſtout Souldiers, that gained viRtory, and credit, over 
their enemies in extremitie, by caſting ſand in their eyes. This victory purs 
me un mind ofa prettie Story, ſhewing that ſometimes the meaneſt things, 
doc helpe us much againſt our enemies, eſpecially, when the Loo x » will 
_—_ our fighzing, with meanc Inſtruments, fighting for us for his owr.e 
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the Regiment. I muſt therefore crave pardon alutle, to cxprefie my durtic 


Lord of Hoſts will bring to light the hidden plots of the malicious man, Here I - 
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Iovianies Pomtanus reports of Alphons being reſolved by aſfaulr to take in 
Ficaro, his Souldiers having at the firſt palt the countertharpe and foſſic, 
ſcaling the walles, the Inhabitants not able to repulſe them wich ſtores, and 
the enemy unawares having ſurpriſed them, that they got nor leaſure ro arme 
themſelves, they threw Bee: hives amongſt the enemy, which being diſper- 
ſed, ſticking under their Armes. and in their faces, forced the enciny to re- 
tire, uneffetuating his defigne, Reade 1pviar in his ſeventh Booke 0! A/pbons 
his deed, Cap. 2. 

Terome Oſoerius reports the like Story,ofone Captaine Baregae,a Portugal, 
in his cighth Booke of Port#eall,vho by throwing Bee-hives on his cnemues, 
made them to retire» The like was done of late in Hengaria, on a Fort be- 
longing to the Biſhop of Agria, neere the Turkes, which with the li\.c helpe 
was relieved of a ſudden aſlaule, the Souldiers not having time to goc to 
ticir Armes, uſed this meane, and were ſaved thereby. We ſeethen, that an 
immorrall good name 1s attained unto by vertue, and not by villany. 

_ Herealto inthis conflict we fce,notwithſtanding of the enemies eager pur- 
Hut with tury, that reſolution ar laſt prevailes ; for the defenders having at 


'Arit reſiſted their fury, the enemy with loſſe being forced to retire, the alſai- 


lers were diſcouraged, and the defenders incouraged. Therefore it 1s the 
dutic of a brave Captaine, that is to be aſſailed, to refiſt the beginnings well, 
and then the end muſt needs be glorious. 

In ſuch occafions,happie is that Commander,that, in extremitic of danger, 


is accompanicd with a feiv truſtic friends and Souldiers : He may be aſſured 
not to be forſaken, as I have becne ſome times by ſtrangers. The valianc 


Souldier is cver beſt knowne in the greateſt cxtremitic of danger, and a fore- 
beaten enemy, once or tivice repulſed, will be loath to continue his purſue : 
But he that would gaine honour, muſt reſolve tro contemne death, though 
ever before his cycs- Wherefore I would wiſh the brave Souldier to be e- 
ver well prepared to die, who ſhould glory in nothing earthly more than in 
the tokens of his valour, being knowne they were got with credit, and not 
by infamie, as many unworthy Souldiers oft-rimes get wounds, Fur not 
with credit, while for their cowardiſe they are running away, yct they will 
vaunt amoneft the unknowne, as if their wounds were credibly gortcn. 
Here alſo we may ſce the reſolution and courage of our Country-man to be 
prayſe-worthy, though killed ſerving the Emperour; for though I loved him 
not, being mine enemy, yet I honour his memory, in ſerving them truely, 
whom he did ſerve, for his owre credit, 

Of all profeſſions men of our profeffion ought to looke neercſt ro their 
credits, bcing attained unto by much toyle, and travell , and is loft with 
little, Therefore it is faid, that a valourous man his credit hangs, as it were, 
at one haire, and one little errour or overſight in command, can obnubilate 
all his formerglory. Circumſpe& then had we need to be, to preſerve this 
credit, ſo dearely bought, and eafily loſt, - 

We muſt not then looke to the outſide of a man, but ugto his vertues ;, for 
he that judgeth men of our profefiion by Phyſrognemieſhall oft-times be de- 
ceived, for hethat is not ſtout by nature in our profcſkon, having {cryed 
out a feaven yeares prentiſhip under ſuch a Leader, as the magnanimous 
King of Denmarke, ſuch a one, though/nor ſtout by nature, by frequencic of 
danger is made ſtour, as a ſword, fearing nothing, not death ir ſelfe. And 
Souldiers thus uſed with danger, forthe love of their Leaders, to pane thei, 
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favours and good opinion, will undertake the hazard of the greateſt dan-= 


ocrs for their Commandets ſake, Suchrhen, that have travelled well,ſhould 
by due have reft, ſince the Crowne is laid up and ordained for him that fights 
well. Onthe other part, to end this obſervation, as I 6id'begin, there is no 

iniſhment more grievous, than the publique ill.will of all men, efpeci- 
ally for juſt cauſes. And in my opinion, it is better to be buried in obliyion, 


than to be evill ſpoken of to poſteririe,

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ward Szleſia, to joync with the Armie there, God that diſpoſes al! 

things by his providence for our bet, provided that we went not ; for 
the Armie there being bearen, and put to rout ( whereof few eſcaped) 
The enemy after his Vicory tollowing downe to us-ward, and having crol- 
{ſed the Elve behinde us, our retrear towards the Kings Armie in Holſten was 
hindre<d, the paſſages being all beſer by the enemies torces, ſo that there was 
no other paſſage free for our Armie to paſſe through, bur onely to retire to- 
wards the Balrick Sea, to patronize the Ifle of Powe for cur ſaterie, till ſuch 
time as ſhipping ſhould be provided by his Majeſtic to tranſport us unto Hol- 
fern. Orders then were givenrto the whole Armie, to march with all celeritie 
from Rapine unto the Randezvouz, being appointed at Perleſberg, where ha- 
ving come together, we were neere ten thouſand ſtrong of horle and foor, 
being ſufficiently provided of Artillery and Ammunition antſwerable rothe 
ſtrength of our Armie, Our march in great haſte, night and day, continyes 
towards Wiſmere, being afraid of our enemies,we feared we ſhould not gaine 
ſo much tire, as to put our Armic in aſſurance, within trenches, before the 
Enemies comming : but being more affrighted, than we had reaſon, com- 
ming there betimes, we intrenched our [ves within a Cloſe Leager, bec- 
fore the Ile of Powle, a mile from Wiſmere : Where we made a draw-bridge 
over the paſſage to the Iſle, and fortified jt with Skonces and Redoubrs on 
borh fides ; where we lay five weekes, till his Majeſtic provided ſhipping 
for our tranſj portation unto HolF#eny, and fearing Contrary winds m 1ght keepe 
us long on the Iſle, it being in the Harveſt time, we provided the Iſland with 
Corne and Cartie taken off the Country about, ſuftciently ro have enter- 
tained us the whole Winrer in neceflitie, In this |Leager we had abundance 
of fleſh, and of drinke, but we were lightly provided of bread and falr, 
where a Souldicr had but one pound of bread allowed him in ten dayes, it 
that be tooke it not off the field.,Our Scottiſh High+land men called this Lea- 
per the fleſh Leager, and juſtly, for the Souldiers were [o cloyed with fleſh, 
that Oxen fleſh was let lic onthe ground, the Hides taken off by the Souldi- 
ers, and {old for a Canof Beere a Hide, the whole body left on the place 
untouclicd, and at laſt, the Souldiers weary of Mutton alſo, cating onely the 
heads and feer, being boyld with Wheat brought off the fields. Inall this 
neceſſitic, the Towne of Wiſmere did prove very difcourteous unto us, innot 
ſuffering to help us, with any thing they might ſpare for our money, but ra- 
ther through their pride abuſed our Officers and ſervants, that entred their 
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The fift Obſervation. 
=F we have repreſcnted unto us, the mutabilicy, of humane cſtates, 


and eſpecially of warres, the whe ele turning, we that looked to go 

forwards, were forced ro retire, humane affaires being Oppoſed as 
2 marke to allthe ſhots of difcontentment ; ſo that we ought not to rejoyce 
too much in acalme, or prove faint-hearted in a ſtorme. We reade of a 
Roman Captaine, who did tremble being victorious, as being uncertaine 
how long his good fortune might continue. And the Romans (as Scipio 
rould the Ambaſſadors of Axtiochws) were not puft up by vitory, nor caſt 
downe by loſſe. And Avguſtine ſaid , this lite of ours, was doubttull, blind, 
miſerable, made ofa floud of humors, ebbing, and flowing, 

Notwitſtanding whereof, it is the duety of a wiſe Commander to make 
uſe of the time, by diligent fore-ſight, and wile deliberation, to ſave him- 
ſelfe, and others ſolong as he may, and not tobe dejeted, at every buffer 
unconſtant fottune doth give him. 

As this old Generall his reſolution at this time, haying an enemy before 
him, was good, the enemy coming alſo behinde him, tooke his march be- 
twixt both, and did come fortunately to his wiſhed forecaſt, putting him- 
ſelte and his Army in aſſurance. This old Generall was of goodexpericnce, 
but not fortunate, neither were they fortunate whom he ſerved, though of 
Invincible courage, and of great underſtanding in warres : for, to give his 
Majeſty of Denmarke his duc, no man breathing, I thinke, carries a ſtouter 
heart then he doth : Yet I have ſecne his Majeſtic far dejected in ſpirit, 
through great loſe, and no wonder, as you ſhall heare more particularly ſet 
downe in the ſeventh obſervation. 

In this Retreat we were not voide of fearegbut ſuſpeRing the worlt, every 
man bethinking himſelfe of his beſt ſafery,ro eſchew an apparet overthrow, 
athing at all times moſt dangerous in an Army. Our Horſemen, being a- 
fraid of a retrcat by water, and conſequently the loſſe of their Hotſes, .for 
want of ſhipping, and which was more, they feared thi loſſe of their goods, 
and their owne impriſonment : bur it was in yaine they ſliould torment 
themſelves before hand, for things without their powers to eſchew. Bur 
they ought rather to have made uſe of the preſent, and to have foreſeene the 
furure ſo far as lay in them, reſolving patiently againſt all croſſes and to re 
ferre the event to God. 

Here alſo I did obſerve the inconvenience that comes to ſouldiers, 
through eating much fleſh without ſalt, or bread, which did bring diſeaſes in 
the Leager, ſo thatmany died of peſtilence and flux : but of our Nation 
feweſt, for toſpeake truth, I never did ſee more durable men againſt all 
Toyle, travell and tediouſneſſe,than they were» 


Likewiſe I did obſerve firſt here, that the Townes of Germanie are beſt | 


friends ever to the maſters of the field, in flattering the viRorious, and,in per 
{ccuting of the loſer, which is ever well ſeene inall eſtates. 

When weare happie in the ſpring-tide of abundance, and in the riſing 
floud of plenty, then the world would be our ſervants : but when theſe plea- 
ſant waters fall to cbbing, then men looke upon us, at a diſtance, Where 
fore adverlſityis like Penelopes night, which undoes all, that ever the day did 
weave. Ang our milery is {0, that we cannever trie a friend, bux in the _— 
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ofmalignant chance: ſo I confeſſe heighappy, that finds a true friend, bue 
he is happier that findeth not extremirie to trie him. | |

Aving remained five weckes in-this Leager,during whichtime, pre- 
paration was making , for the tranſportation of the Army unto 
Holſtes , ſccing the Emperors forces come from Silefie, and T:/- 
lies Army were joyned very ſtrong , which baxrd our paſſage from com- 
ming into Hoiften by land, which made vs ſhip our Army for going unto 
Heligenhoven ; and from thence to the paſſe of 0/denburgh in Holften, of in- 
eention to ly ſecuredthere, till the reſt of his Majeſties forces' might joyne 
with us. The Army then conſiſted of cight thouſand Foote, and Horſe, 


beſides thoſe that were left behinge onthe Iland under the command of Ge- 
ncrall Major Slamerſdorfe. | | 
Having all ſafely landed, at Heligenhoven : we matched towards the 
paſle of 0/dexburgh, where arrived before night, our Leager was drawne out 
into the moſt convenicne part, for maintaining of the paſſe, where the firſt 
night we begin to worke inthe Trenches, and continue working the whole 
night, and the next day, till noone, that the enemy was ſcene marching to- 
wards the paſle, in full Battalions of Horſe, and foote, whick before three 
of the clocke had planted Batteries, toplay with Cannon on our Leagerand 
to force a paſſage over the paſſe, which our Generall perceiving, gave or 
ders, to doublethe Guards both of Horſe, and foote, As alſo ftrongly ro 
Barricadethe paſle, and to caſt up inthe night a redout beforethe paſſe: the 
_ drawing on being darke, filence was over all, on both fides of the 
Co | 
, But the day cleering, the Guardes en both fides begin the skirmiſh, the 
Cannons on bork fides begin ,to diſcharge, the Horſe Guards charge one 
another, till ours were forced to give round ; the foote Guards beginning 
to fi ht,the reliefes were commanded on both fidesto ſccond their owne,the 
ſervice growing hot ; and the paſle indanger of loſing. | 
My Colonell in all haſte was commanded to march with the halfe of his 
Regiment to maintainethepaſſe ; The Colonell commanded-me, to have 
the menin readineſſe, andto diſtribute Ammunition amongſt the Souldiers; 
which done the Colonell leading on marches towards the paſſe under mer- 
cy of Cannon, and musket : the Generall meeting us bids askerhe ſouldiers, 
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the leg was allo ſhot from David Reſſe ſonne to Roſſe of Gamnis, The ſervice 
thus hot, both of Canon and muskct, many were hurt at the ongoing, 
where I receiveda fayourable marke, being hure in the inner fide of my 
right knee, with theend of mine owne Partizan, being thor off, by the 
Cannon bullet. And we drawing neere to the pafle, The Datch., that were 
on ſervice being all fled bar the Capralie, the paſſenecte loft, my Colonell 
drawes off a plotton of Musketicrs of the Right-wing, being moſt of them 
brave young genclemen of the Colonelis owne companie, which in all baſte 
with an Officer were directed to maincaine the pafle , which being hardly 
purſucd, ſundry gens, young gentlemen did lic on the place in the defence 
of it, and ſundry were hurt, as Andrew Monro, Heefor Monro, Alexander Fl. 
lowgh, Arthur Forbeſſe, and divers more, of common ſouldiers, By this tiune, 
the reſt of the Colon lls diviſion werenot idle from ſervice the rehefes go- 
ing often on, andthe reſt doing fervice along the paſſe, having a hedge. for 
their ſhclter, The Body of the Pikes ſtanding, for two howers 1n batcell, un- 
der mercy of Cannon and muskert, ſo that their ſuffrings and hurts were 
greater both amongſt Officers and Souldiers, than-the bart: done to the 
Musketiers, that were on ſervice, tot few of theig Gfficersefcaped unhurt,as 
Enfigne Ems, Enfigne Stewert, Enfigne Mowre, ciyers alſo. were killed, as 
Andrew Monro, Ferwhar Monro, and Mardo Powiſon was killed with a Can- 
non, Intime of this hot {ervice, powder being diſtributing amongſt ſoul- 
dicrs, a whole Barrell was blowne up, whereby che Coloncll was burnt in 
the face, and many Souldiers ſpoiled ; the enemy ſeeing our powder blowae 
up, prefle to force the paſſage, and ſome comming over, Captaine Jon Mon- 
78 With a few Muskericrs was commanded ina flat Champange to ce: counter 
the enemy, Who forced the enemy to'ret:re,ſo that'the pale was clicered a- 
gainc by Captaine 7o4» his valour,much to his cregirt. 
The firſt diviſion of our Regiment having thus maintained the paſſe for 
ewo howres hot ſervice, then comes from the leaper, forreliefe of the Colo 


_ nells diviſion, the Lievetenant Colonell, with the other. divihon nothing 


inferiour tothe firſt, who falling on freſh with man-like courage, the other 
divifion falls off, to refreſh themſclyes - during their Camerades bcing on 
ſervice, artthe very entry the Lievetenant Colonell was hun; Sr. Patrick 
Mackey and 1oby Forbeſſe of Tulleugh,both Captaines were burty Licvercnanc 
Andrew Stewart, Enligne Seatowand Enfigne.Gorden were allo hurt, and 
many gentlemenand common Souldiers were killed. This ſervice coati- 


- naed in this manner from ſeaven a clocke in the morning, till it was paſt 


foure in the afecrnoone, firſt began, with the halfe of the Regiment, who 
were relieved by the other halfe, which continveg till mid-day ; after that 
the ſervice not being ſo hot, as before,they went on to ſervice by companies, 
one company relieyeing another , till night thar it grew:darke, and then 
darkeneſle, che enemy of valour , made the fervice tocraſe. 

During all tbis time , our Horſemen ſtoade bravely in Battcll under 
my of Cannon, and Musker, beſides the foote, arrending to ſecond us, 
in calc the enemy had fer over, and forced the paſſe, which once he adventu- 
rcd to do, butwas ſuddenly beaten backe : all this while, thc Generall the 
Duke of Wermar, and both the Armies, were witneſſes to the manly and 
brave cariage of this praiſe- worthy Regiment. 

In theevening before night ammunition on both fides growing ſcarce, 8 
darkeneſle comming on, the ſervice begins to beare up: by this tume, there 
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is a Barrcll of beere {cnt us, from the Leager, the Officers for haſte cauſed to 
beate out the head of it, that every man might come unto it, with hat, or 
head- peece, they flocking about the waggon, whereonthe Barrell lay, che 
encmies Cannonter gives a volcy to their beere, which,by Gods providence, 
chough ſhoc amongſt the mid'ſt of them, did no more harme, burblew Bar- 
rell and beerc inthe Ayre, the neereſt miſſe that I did ever ſee; for man 
of them were downe to the grounde, whereof my brother, Caprtaine ob/te# 
of worthy memory was one. 

Atnight the ſervice ccaſt, I was ſent by the reſt of the Officers to the 
Leager tomy Colonell for Orders, to learne of the Generall, who ſhould 
relieve us at night : My Colonelldid go tothe Generalls Tent, and I with 
him,to have his Exccllences reſolution , who haveing Nobly accepted of 
the Colonell, did praiſe him and his Regiment, requeſting him, that as the 
Regiment had done bravely all day, in being the inſtruments under God of 
his ſafety, and of the Armies, he would once more requeſt him, that his 
Regiment mighr hold out the inch, as they had done the ſpan, till it was darke, 
and then they ſhould be relieved, as he was a Chriſtian ; And drinkeing to 
me, I returned with a Reſolutionto my Camerades, leaving my Colonell in 
the Leager : Andas it grew darke,we were relieved by the Duke of Weimar 
his carneſt and diligent intreaty , having proved our good friend, in urging 
to take us firſt off, The Generall having reſolved to retire from the enemy, 
witch the whole Army, by reaſon Ammunitiongrew ſcarce, and we having 
_ beſt, were firſt brought of, getting orders to march in the night 
to ſhips. 


The ſixt Obſervation: 


He wiſe Ancients ſaid, it was the principall thing in all things to 

i looke untothe end : but it is the propertie of our Nation to be over 

wiſe bchinde the hand ; as we were after the ſervice, having loſt 
thereat a great many of our friends, we oughtto have bcene the more Cir= 
cumſpeRagaine, But our condirion is {o, that no experience can make us 
wiſe, till we be ſoarcbeatenby others, andthen we will grow kinde one to 
another. 

Amonegſt the Romans none was admitted tothe dignity of a Commander, 
till firſt he had paſt a prentiſhip under a brave Generall, where he was caught 
the uſe of Armes,and Novices durſt not be fo bould,as to intrude themſelves 
in this honourable profeſſion, in any degree, to rake command on them, 
without long practiſe, and experience, as was requiſtteto undergo a charge 
in ſo high a calling, and of ſuch importance, as to leade others : Neverthe- 
lefſe, the ground worke or foundation of Military diſcipline once well laid, 
then they werc ſuffered to advance by degrees unto high charges, propofing 
recompence, and reward unto thoſe, that did merite, and to thatette,they 
invented ſeycrall forts of Crownes, for the reward of their travells, and 
wildome: Amongſt others, the Crowne called 065/1dionall was ordained, 
forthoſe that entred firſt the beſieged places, being of the moſt eſteeme of 
all crownes, which was made of the Roote of the Herbes, or graine, that had 
taken Roote within the place beſicged ; alſo thoſe that firſt ſcaled the walls, 
were Wontro get acrowne of the Herbe Woodbinde, or Parietarie, Pelli- 
tory growing on the walls, and thoſe that fixſt entred the enemies ay by 
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force , had alſoa crowne given unto them; And the crowne Caſiean was 
ordained, tor him that firſt entred the enemies Trenches, and brake the Pale- 
ſzdes, making way to enter unto the enemies Leager: Alſo a crownc was 
given untothote of the Nave/ Armie, that firſt entred the Enemies Gallics, 
or ſhips on Sea, this Crowne was made of gold, repreſenting the Combat, 
1nd the Generall a foote, being viorious, had given him a Crowne made of 
Hats, and Mirters, and triumphing in a charior, he Carried a Hat made of 
Lawrell. Atlaſt, tele crownes were made of Gold, laid over with preti- 
ous ſtones, They had alſo given them, for recompence of their travels, 
Chaines, and Bracelets, all to the end they mig accuſtome themſelves ro 


vertue, an tothe diſcipline and royle of warres. Who then would not defire i 
to be of this ſociety, to get acrowne for well doing « On the comrary, y 
Cowards, Poultrons, and Effeminate perſons, were diſdained, degrided and Y 


pur offcharge, while the valiant were honoured, advanced,and recumpenced, 
as the Turke doth practiſe ro this day ; to the diſgrace of Chriſtians negle- 
Qing oiſcipline, till they are overthrowne, It fhould then be the duety of 
biayc Generalls ro make choice of brave and vertuous Commandzrs, not af- 
king ef whom they come, bur where, and how long, have they practiſed to 
be vertuous, Then we ſee here, what was the cuſtome of the Ancient Ro- 
41s, in chooſing the vertuous,that had paſt their prentiſhip, and not Novi- 
ces to be Commanders : for we ſee, that the love of the Publ1que brings 
honour , plicature and profit to the vertuous, who thinke on it fincerely; | 
Bur thole, that would raiſe their fortunes by the ruine of others, ſhall never | 
p:Ofper. 
The reaſon of our coming to this paſſe of Owlaenbureh was, to liave ſtay- 1 
cd there in ſafety trom our enemies, till we might joyne with orr friends; but 
the Encmy preycntcd us, in coming betwixt us and our friends : i1cn there 
wasno remedy, but to hold him up at the paſle, till our Army might j»yrc 
with us, and of this intention we reſolved for beſt, ro maintaine the paſſe, as 
-_ did, till Ammunition grew ſcant, and then we were forced to 1etire to our 
1Ps. 
This King is powerfull by Sea,and is mightily well furniſhed of all things 
neceſſary for waries, of Armes, Artillery, Ammunition, victuails, money, 
and what clſe is requifit to ſet forwardsa warre , and, which is more, a noble, 
and a liberall Maſter, as everlI did (erve. 
Here alſo] obſerve the ſlowneſſe of our Genera//, thar did not patronize 
the paſle ſome few dayes before the Enemies coming, that it might have 
k beene fortified: for it was no time for us to fortific the paſſe in the night, 
- - when theenemie came beforeus, and the next day, we were not ſuffercd to 
worke, being otherwiſe imployed. Another overſight was, that cur General 
uid not know certainly, how we were provided of Ammunition, for though 
we had Lead in abundance, we wanted Bullets in the time of need, Where- 
upon the General! was accuſed, after our comming into Denmarke, and the 
blame was found inthe Commiſſary, that had the charge of the Artillery, 
Et jure, torthey were all Rogues,and deccived his Majeſtic, that truſted them 
too much, Nevertheleſſe, I cannot excuſe the Gererall of being ignorant of 
the proviſions ordained forthe Armie; ſecing he was certaine of the cne- 
mies comming: forit is moft ſure, if we had been provided of Ball, we were 
ſufficiently baſtantto have kept the paſſe againſt our Enemy, fince it came 
not 1n the Enemies power, till we had left it voluntarily in che night. The 
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enemy allo retiring from us, hearing the Rhrmegraves torces were coming 
behinde him, ot u:tention to joyne with us. I oblerved alfo, that the Genc- 


yall was too flow,'nihe encouragement of his Officers and Souvldiers, having - 


delaycd his exhor:ation to th- very time of our going on fcrvice. And its 
eafie, at ſuch time, ro Progneſticate by the countenance going on {ervice how 
th. y are affeRed . Burnever men went on {ervice with more chearivll cCOUNn- 
renances,than this Regiment did, going as it were,to welcome death, know. 
ing it :0 be the paſſage unto life, elpecially fighting in a good Cauſe, againk 
the enemies of the Daughter of our King, the Queene ot Bohemia, for whole 
fake, our Magnificke and Royall Maſter did undertake the warres, and tor 
her fake, we reſolved ro have followed ſuch a couragious Leader, as the 
Earth this day affords none ſtouter, as mine cyes did witncfle divers times : 
And for her fake, I perſwade my felte, our noble Colonel did ingage his c- 
ſtate, and advenrurcd his perſon,to have con her ſacred Majeſty gov [{crvice. 
I did alſo oblcrve this day, that the beft way to efcheyvy danger, 1s not :oper- 
ccive it; fora man wcll ref »lved perceives no danger, neither doth any thing 
fceme difhculr unro him, thar may import his credit. And the beft Com- 
manders,in my opir.ion,cs they are in meaſure remille, not ſceming predigall 
of their lives,though reſolutely ac venturous ; and for me, I love a man that is 
modeſtly valianr, that (tirres !.ot tiil he muſt needs: for he that is conſcious 
of his inward cour2ge, 15 confident to ſhew it to the world, when he will ; 
bur a man prodigall of lite, otr-times indangers himſclte and others ; tor 
though he have courage to lead them on, he lacks wit and diſcretion tohrins 
them off, in cale 0! cmir:e11t cluNgcr. And at ſuch timcs, as I condemne him 
thar runnes away firit, I cannot allow »t him, that, out of oftemration, will 
ſtay after all his Camerades are gone, till he yeeld himfelte prifoncr, or die un. 
neceſſarily there, wlierc he might have preterved himſelfe with honour for a 
better occafion. I havealſo obſerved, that a baſe fellow hath been killed 
running away, when a valiant Souldier ſtood to it, and came off with credir. 

I did alſo remarke the invincible courage and reſolution of that worthy 
Gentleman Lievtenant Roſſe, who having loſt his legge, wiſhed tor a wovd- 
den or Treen legge, lying on the ground,as the example of pitric,thar he, whe 
was indued with {uch courage, and Chriſtian reſolution, had not time in the 
warfare, to have given the world greater proofc of his yalour. 

Here alto I muſt condemne rhoſe arrogant Spirits, who contemnc God 
and Fate, that while as being on {crvice, and being hurt, may retire with cre- 
dit, and on the contrary will be ſo fooliſhly valiant, as to ſtay on a ſecond 
hurt, worſe than the firſt , as became that day of a young Gentleman of my 
name,and kindred, who being ſhot in the Arme with a musket baller, would 
not at my defire retire, but ſlighting his wound ſtayed on ſervice, till hc was 
ſhor dead in the head. David Monro Enfſigne, being ſhotthrough che body 
above the lefr pappe, went alittle aſide, till he was dreſt, and returned againe 
to his Station, keeping his Colours in his hand, till night, before the ence- 
my, never fainting with his wound, an example of rare courage, and of 
great ſtrengrh of bodie, neither did he ever thereafter keepe bed or lodging 
one houre, more thin ordinary,for all this hurt, 

Here alſo I ci | 0»ſerve,thar the tormer diſtraQtions amoneſt the Officers 
of the Regiment were taken away, having been companions of equall dan- 
ger againſt theirenemies, made them love one ano her the better ever at- 
ter: for Captaine 1n Monro, hclped Licvctenantcolonell Seaton, bcing-lhot,

ro his horſe, having on the march two dayes before fallen horribly out : 
which verifies the Scots Proverbe, Dogges will part Swine, and make them 
agree amongſt themſelves, VVe ſee ott-times, that thoſe that are fecbleſt 
themſelves, arc moſt ready to ſpeake Deregatively of others, Here I might 
inferre divers inſtances, yet Iwill inferrc, and onely point, tor the preſent a 
little at thoſe unluckie diſpoſitions, that cannot endure any bur themſelves 
tro be well thought of, for if one be juſtly praiſed,or advanced in recompence 
of his vertuc, they will preſently diſmount his vertves, and ſtabbehim to the 
heart, ob»ubilatize his brighteſt glory, with a Barr of Derradtion bred of en- 
vic, naſtie indeficient minds deviſing tpors, where they find them nor, a baſe 
office to make his tongue whip, a worthy man, It I kney vice in another, 
i would nobly ſhew my charitie in conccaling it, it he be abſent z1f preſent, 
I would not flatter : for the valiant man his rongue 1s everthe greateſt coward 
in abſence, for it is not good todeprave the fame of the abicat, with a vipe- 
rous Tongue: Therefore my advice were to thee, inſucha caſc, ro doe hike 
the wiſe man, to learne ſomewhat by thine enemies outrage, as King Philip 
of Macedon Icarned well the leſlon, who many times thanked his enemics 
for their outrage, which made him aticrwards the more wiſe, more circum- 
ſpe, and more ſctled: for nothing gives a man more good experience, than 
watres, laws, love, and dctraction : And for Detra&tion thou oughteſt to 
be ſo wiſe, if thou be made the marke for Calumniaters to ſhoot at, let them 
ſhoot, as they pleaſe, I would be hard, they ſhould nor pierce me, Being 


armed with a good Conſcience, we ſhould riot care for their ſhooting, for. 


though it ſometime take root iv the eares of ſome hearers, yet thy com- 
fort ſhould be, thar one day, he ſhall kill himſclfe, ſoone or late, as the poy- 
ſonable birth kils the mother:and ſuch fellows ſhould be puniſhed, as theeves : 
ſecing the one bereaves men but of their ſubſtance, but the other bereaves 
them of life, and death, and of their deareſt friends alſo. And he ſhould be 
holden as ſuch a one himſclfe, till he brought his evidence, as the cuſtome 
was of old : and for my ſclfe, I never found better remedie againſt tkem, 
than to diſdaine them,as comihg about the eares of a deafe man, that did not 
hcarc them, and this I found to be the beſt bridle, to curbe their tongues, 
toin the end he would hold his peace, and turne his tongue another way : 
bur I muſt conteſſe, the rongue of a Caluwmaratonr hath ſomerimes offended 
me, and gricved me much, but they profited me, in making me the more 
circumſpcR and diligent, inthinking on all circumſtances, that might con- 


' ſerve my credit and reputation, to be avenged on them. And with ihe Pro- 


wverbe, which I know to be true, I will conclude this point; things that grieve 
us, ſhould lead us to repentance, ſeeing that which deſtioyes, inftrudts ; 
and God ofc-times, cleanfes the inward man, by the outward, by the con- 
trary courſe, leading us to our wiſhed for Harbour : for there is no ſuch 
ercat diſcommoditic, but brings commodirie with it , for thoſe that are ſtin- 
cd by Scorpions, though ar firſt it be very dangerous, yet ar laſt, the hurc 
being cured by convenient remedies, it brings fruit with advantage, as cx- 
pericnce bath taught, neither Flic, Bee, nor Waſp can harme thoſe thus 
curcd. 

To conclude then this point of DetraRtion, men ſhould be circumſpeR, 
what to determir.e of other mens actions, being on ſervice : for Iam ot the 
opinion, that in time of hot ſervice, no man doth remember the halfe of his 


owne aRions, much leiſe to xemarke the actions of others, except ome 
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circumſtances, which he may remember. Therefore we ſhould be loath un. 
neceſſarily to bring our ſelves in queſtion, in ſpeaking evill of others : for 
commonly, ar ſuch times, cowards, or feeble men, that are not in aRion 
themſelves, ſee more than others that are better employed : yet the tecble 
man is ever readieſt todetraR, for to prevent his owne inſufficiency, roo 
well knowne to others. Bur afcer this dayes fervice, our detraQions, ang di- 
ſtracions alſo, were almoſt taken away, being companions of the like dan. 
ger, againſt our enemies: AndI inferred this diſcourſe of derraction, by rea- 
ſon, that at ſuch ſervice commonly mendoe ſpeake, as they doe favour,or ra- 
ther, as thcir envie carries them which fault as being roo much in uſe in all 
eſtates, eſpecially amongſt Souldiers, I would wiſh from my heart thar ic 
might beelchewed. | 
Here alſo I obſerved, that want of circumſpeRion in command, eſpecially 
over young Souldicrs, as we had tocommand, doe many times caule great 
inconveniences to follow, as was fſccn in the blowing up of our powder, 
whereby our Calowell was burne in the face, and many more. . Here I might 
ſpcake ſomewhat of che hurt and inconveniency, that doth happen many 
cimes by _—_— and powder, but I will referre it to a fitter place, to be 
ſpoken of. ' | 
* Likewile I cannot here omittoſpeake ſomewhat of the reſolution of fome 
particular Souldicrs, that were hurt on this ſervice. Heer Monro of Cool, 
ing ſhoe through one of his feet, was defired ropoe off, who anſwered, it 
was not time, till firſt he had cmpricd his Bandeliers againſt his encmics, 
before which cime he was ſhot through the other foot alſo, and then was nor 
able to come off alone, without helpe of others, and ſome of his Camerades, 
which helpthim off, going farther with him than he thought needfull for 
his ſafetie, or their credit, he wiſhed them to retire, and diſcharge their du- 
ries againſt the enemy, as they had ſuficicatly done towards him. Hsgh 


- eMerrey being deſired 1n time of hot ſervice, to goe and take off his brother 


being <illed ; he lacking powder ſaid, going towards his dead brother, I 
will firſt emptic my brothers Bandctiers, as I have done mine owne, to be 
revenged on his encmics, before I rake him off: in the meane time, he was 
ſhot in the eye himlſelfe, and that wondrous fayqurably, the Bullet ſome 
few daycs after having come forth at his noſe, which is moſt true, though 
ſeeming incredible» This day alſo I obſerved an ill cuſtome too common 
to all Generals, that they make molt uſe, in time of deſperate ſervice, of 
choſe thatdoe beſt ſerve them,and when once they haveexpetience of their 
yalour, they never omit to employ them on the moſt dangerous exploits ; 
and for reward, they onely doe commend their valour, when others arc 
ſcarce remembred at all. ft 17 

Here alſo I did ſee, that on hot ſervice, nothing can be more comfort- 
able,than the getting of a timely reliefe, as we did get of the reſt of our Re. 
gimear, for having long ſmancd under the mercy of Cannon and Musker, 
in hot ſervice, ſo that a Souldier was notablero handle his Musket for feare 
of burning, having ſhorſo off, till his ſhoulder did ake ; who can thinke, 
buttoſuch a one a reliefe was welcome: truely I chinke no man that hath 
bis footin the fire, but would gladly rake ic out : yer I perlwade my ſclfe, 
there were ſome here, who would ſuffer to burne before they retired with 
diſgrace, or diſcredit, their honour being fo deare unto rhem, The belt 
prootcs a Souldier can inferre of his valiant courage, arc his wounds gor 
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with credit, not running away, and the beſt exhortation a Leader can give 
common Souldiers is, to ſhew himſelfe couragious, and then, without 
words, with aſigne, ſome will tollow him, in imitating his exam ple. 

Here alſo I did obſerve, that the Darch are not the beſt Souldiers in ex- 
tremitie of danger, though I confeſle for the diſcharge of all dutie, other. 
wiſe very obedient,till it come to extiemirie,and then commonly they make 
a Cloake of diſcontentment, and call for money, as they- did this day. 
Likewiſe I cannot ſay, but Horſe-men are uſefull many times, as they were 
here ; yet in my opinion, in their ſervice, they are not to be paralleld to 
foot : For at the in-taking of Townes, and in hilty-and mountainous Coun- 
ries, that are ſtraight by nature, they are not uſefull, neirher can they doe 
bur little ſervice, yet for cheir great charges, they are much harder-ro be 
entertained : Therefore my choice ſhall be ever, as moſt credible ro com- 
mand on foote, and if I were worthy raadviſe a King, ora Generall follow- 
ing warres, T would wiſh him to eſteeme more of his foot Officers, than of 
his horſe : then fewer ſhould ſerve on borſebacke, and more on foote , 
and as his Charges ſhouldbe Jeſſe, his profit ſhould be the more, his Armie 
the ſtronger, his Countrey leſſe ſpoyl'd, his contribution to maintaine his 
Armic, the better payd, his CE richer, his Vitories more ftequient, 
and more durable, his Conqueſt the better maintained. 

This I dare pretume to affitme ro beall true, out of my little experience, 
and which is more, all the time I have ſerved, where I have heard one faulc

Likewiſe I would adviſe all worthy Souldiers , and Officers going on 
ſervice , ifthey can, neverto want ſome monies about them, that, if they 
chanceto comeas priſoners in undiſcreete hands, they may caſt a bone in 
the doggs teeth , ro curry favour ofthe cruell curre. 

I did alſo obſerye here, that continency is a vertuc very neceſſary for a 
Souldier , for abſtaining from many inordinate appcrites , that followe - 
his profeſſion, that he may the berter ſuffer hunger, cold, thirſt, nakedneſſe, 
travell, toyle, heate, and what elſe patiently,never mutining for any defect: 
for it is thc greateſt victory we can attaine unto, to overcome our ſelves, 
and our appetites. Likewiſe I did obſerve,that Kings, and Generalls are ve- 
ry courteous to Cavaliers, whileas they ſtand in necde of their ſervice, in 
: making their uſe of them, bur the occaſion once paſt,oft times they do looke 
' on Cavaliers ata diſtance, as if they had not imployment forthem ; which 

ſhould teach Cavaliers , to take their time with reaſon af their Maſters 

alſo; andthea they might carethe leſſe for thera (being ſtrangers or for- 

raigne Kings) while as, they would diſdainethem , having ſtill a ſure re. 

ercateto their owne King , and Maſter, Herealſo I found that a friend in 

necde was betterthen gold, for had notthe Duke of Wymer beene our friend 

we had bin left behindeat the palle, and beene priſoners the next day with 

the reſt ofthe Army. Itis therefore ever beſt ro do well, come after what 

may for vertuc indeſpight of envy, willnot want a reward : And a ſtout 

Marriner that hath ridden outtche ſtorme with loſſe, as we did this day, rc- 

- Joyces inthecalme, whenitcomes, and he is ſaidto merit the Crowne, 
that hath fought valiantly- | 

It is alſo very neceſſary, that at ſuch ſervice , as this was, if we have time, 
| that we be carefull,, to bring off our Camerades bodics killed on ſervice, 

that died honourably before their enemies, to be laid in the bed of honour, 

in burying their bodies , as becomes Chriſtians, Wearealſoticd induety 

to our Camerades , that were with us in danger, if cither they be woun- 

ded, or mutilated, to care for their ſaferics , ſo far as lieth in our power : 

And we muſt nor preferrethe ſafety of our owne bodies, to the publique 
wealeof our Camerades, and: countrimen dead or living ,-but weought, 

with the hazard of our owne lives , to bring off thedead and hurr. 

An example of this ducty,we have inthe perſon pf the Prefident of Cha/- 
ſangverreating of the Tewes law , .that did commagd, that the bodies of 

their deadenemies ſhould not lic unþuried. Caſar cauſed to be buried the 

head of his enemy Pompey, and weptat hisdeath, as Yalerime cMaximme re- 

orts in his fift booke , and ſixt Chapter, Hercules is thought to: have bin 
e firſt thatordained to bury the badies of thoſe killed on ſervice, and 
Devidcalls them bleſled, . that were ſo thankefull ; as ro have buricd Sav/. 
Indass Macchabie did cauſc to bury the bodies of the enemy killed inbartaile, 
and cMlexander reſtored unto the mother of Darits the dead bodic of her 
ſonne, Hannibal did butie , the borly of his enemy Aferceliac, as Yaleriue 
affirmes, Ic is alſoexpedient, for thecommon-weale , that the bodies of 
the dead be buricd : and Leonard Dares reports that Cyras , ' Alexander, and 
Ceſar did recommendtheir funeralls' ro their friends , as Lieverenanc Roſe 
did his to his Caprtaine and me, "which we performed inthe beſt manner 
wecould, for the time. If Pagess had fuch regard torheir burjalls, Chri- 
ſtians ſhould be more carefult, whoſe bodies fometimes were the: recepra- 
eles ofthe holy Spirir, and of the immorrall ſoule created to Gods owne 
Image, TOTO TT ORR 
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Here alſo I would report the commandement that we reade in the ſecond 
chaprer verle 23 . of the fourtiz booke of Eſdras. Where thou findeſt the dead, 
put them in the grave (with a certaine marke) and 1 will give thee the firſt ſeate in 
my reſurreftion : and the wiſe Ancients ſaid, men ſhould looke unto the cnd. 
My exhortation then.is to all my worthy countrimen , and women , that 
were intereſſed in our loſſes in this dayes ſervice, to confider, that when 
theſe gentlemen, and Cavaliers were borne, that they were marked and 
ordained ro die honourably, fighting inthe good cauſe, and for the liber- 
ty ofour Kings daughter , the Queene of Bohemia and her diſtreſſed Royall 
Ifluc , under the magnanimous King of Denmarke our Maſter , who for her 
Majeſties libertie, did hazard not onely his life , bur his crowne ; let them 
then that are intereſſed,as ſaid is , in this our lofle conſider againe, that they 
died with great honour, and reputation, ſeeing they live cternally in 
their fame, having laid downe their lives , as ſervants of the publique, if 
not for their country, yetar leaſt , as cannot be denied, for the liberty of 
their Kings Royall Ifue: It then became them well, to have died ſtanding. 
Therefore thoſe mothers, friznds, or Siſters, are to be condemned, that 
mourne for them that live (after their death ) in their fame, and though 
theirgriefe be great, let them ſhed no teares, for feare it becomeof them, 
as became of that Ancient woman called Yicia, mother to Futizs Gemines, 
who was killed at Rome, for having wept at the death of her ſonne, that 
had loſt his life in the publique ſervice, as reporteth Tac#tzs in his 6 buoke 
of his Az»als, and our Saviour.in the Evangeliſt Saint Luke doth forbid the 
widdoiy to weepe for her ſunne that was dead, and St. Paw! writing to the 
Theſſalowians ſaunh, Brethren I would not have you ignorant of the eſtate of thoſe 
that are aſleepe, tothe end you do not over-mourne, as thoſe do, that are with- 
out hope. Therefore, let us forbeare all teares for thoſe departed, and if we 
ſhould mourne, let us mournewith teares,cven thoſe moſt prerious teares for 
finne , theſe are the Chriſtian teares, that ſhould be ſhed from our hearts, to 
reconcile us unto God, thoſe teares arc as the bloud of the ſoule, hurt and 
wounded with the ſenſe, and feeling of our finnes, before God thele are the 
teares, thatdrawe Gods mercy upon us, as David cried unto God in the 
56 Pſalme. Thou haſt counted my wanderings, and put my teares in thy bottle, are 
they net inthy Regiſter ? Therefore though we be grieved at theloſſe of our 
friends, and at the loſſe of the day; Yer 6 God, make us thankfull unto 
thee, for our deliverance , that we may rejoyce at our owne ſafety.

The ſeventh Dutie diſcharged of our Retreat from 
Owldcnburg unto Aſſens in Denmarke 
by Sea. 


| = or thus paſt the day at 0 wldenburg,the night (the friend of Co- 


- 


wards)coming on, what we durſt not have done by day, being favou- 
red by the mooneſhine, when all were wearied with hot ſervice and 
royleintheday, begunto take reſt , and refreſhment by their fires, in the 
Leagerall Guards relieved, and centries ſet out, being all of us, after 2 
great ſtgxgme in a quiet calme, we begin to take our retreat to the water: 
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our Generall being full of feare and ſuſpirion goes before, and our Colo- 
nell alſo ; we follow, having the avant- Guardaccording to our Orders for 
going a ſhip- board, which orders were willingly obeyed, perceiving the dan- 
er was t. follow, and in conſideration that long before the Lieverenanc 
Colonell Sr. Patrick Mac-Gey and Captaine Forbeſſe being hurt had retired 
for their ſafeties towards the Ifle of Feamor, and from thence to Denmark 
 tobecured. I ſupplying the place of the Mqjor , our Regiment ordetly re. 
tiring from the enemy , Captaine Mac-Kenyee and my brother 06fel, who 
before were companions inthe day of danger, inthe nightdid march toge- 
therleading off the Regiment to be ſecured, and I bringing up the Reare, ac- 
companied with fome other Officers ; we had no doubt of our ſafe retreate : 
the whole army being behind us made us halte the oftner, taking paines to 
bring tp our hurt and ficke men, we marched but ſoftly, Py « Fyans: at 
laſt by ten a clocke of the night we arrived onthe fhore, and drew up in bat- 
tellattending the Colonells command for ſhipping , who had gone him- 
ſelfe unto the Roade amongſt the ſhips, to provide ſhipping, but could get 
noobedience, the feare was ſo great amongſt the marriners; having heard 
the roaring and thundring of cannon and muskets in the day, feare ſo poſleſt 
them all, that they lacked hands to worke and hearts to obey : and the 
Colonell coming a ſhore withour bringing of ſhips to receive us, we made 
uſe ofthe time, our Camerades the horſemen having come before us, who 
ever beginconfuſion, were without orders, forcing ſhips to take in their 
horſes, and had already poſſeſſed the whole Bulworke and ſhipping with 
their horſe, I asking my Colonells leave, drew our whole Colours in front, 
and our Pikes charged after them ; our musketiers drawne up in Our reare 
by diviſions, fortifying our reare in caſe the Enemy ſhould aſlault us in 
our Rearc, and then I advanced with our Colours alongſt the peere, our 
Pikes charged we cleered the Peere of the Horſemen, ſuffring them to ſave 
themſelves from drowning , where they found the Channell moft ſhallow, 
and advancing thus to the end of the Peere, we ſeazed upon one ſhip with 
{omehorſes in ir, where we ſer our Colours, and making that ſhip launch off 
a little from the ſhore for feare of being aground , having mann'd the ſhip- 
boat with an Officer, and ſome muskeriers, we ſent to force other ſhips out 
of the Roade to launch in and ſerve us;untill fuch time as the moſt part of our 
Regiment were ſhipped except ſome Villaines, who were gone a plundering 
inthe Towne, but not knowing the danger they were 10, they ſtayed all 
night from us and were taken by the cnemy the next morning. Thus having 
ſhipped our men wewere forced to quit our Horſes and baggage:the Officers 
that were moſt diligent,as Captaine £Homroand my brother 05ſte[, were bu- 
fied the whole night ferrying ſouldiers from the ſhoarc, eſpecially the ficke 
and wounded , who were notable to helpe themſelves : In the morning I 
ſhipped three boatetulls of wounded and ficke men, till at the laſt I was 
beaten from the ſhoare by the enemies horſemen. And my Colonells ſhip 
being under faile layd up tothe winde, attending my comming with the laſt 
iraught, and then we foll 
Army drawne yp in battell, horſe, foote and Cannon, and our Army of 
Foote and horſe oppoſiteunto them ; where I did ſee fix and thirty Corners 
of horſe, being full croupes withour loofing of one Piſtoll give themſelves 
priſoners inthe enemies mercy, whereof the moſt part tooke ſervice: As 
aloI did ſee above five Regiments of foore, being forty Colours, _ 
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' _  theircxamples , rendring themſelves and their colours without looſing of 
one musket. Iudge then, judicious reader, though we were {orrie for the 
loſſe of our Army, if we were glad of our owne ſafeties : I thinke we 
were, and praiſed be God with no diſcredit to us, or our Nation ; for none 
can be blamed that doth what he is commanded : thus following our courſe 
the third morning we arrived before Flinesborrie,where our Randezvour was 
appointed , and having ſent a ſhoare for ſome victualls , whereof we ſtood 
ingreat neede, no man was blamed to provide for himſelfe ar ſuch time, 
when the whole Country was to be left ro our enemies mercy. 

His Majeſty being there, after hearing the certainty of his great loſſe, re« 
ſolved to ſecure Denmark, having loſt Holften & Tewiland we got orders with 
expeditionall of us to ſhip, and to hold forth our courſe unto Aſſens in Dex-. 
ark, wherc his Majeſty promiſed to meete us to diſpoſe further of us, for 
his Majeſties ſervice, and we making ſaile follow our courſe and orders. Art 
our parting the Rhzmegrave with his Regiment did come thither the enemy 4 
at his heeles, and he at ſpurres following the King, till he had gotten rhe 3

paſſe made good betwixt HolZen, and Yewtland, and bis Majeſtic once ſafely 
arrived in Denmark,the Ehinegrave quitting Tewtlandunto the enemy follows 
the.King unto Denmark : We landed at Aſſens of our Regiment eight hundred 
Souldicrs befides one hundred and fifry wounded and'ficke men, and being 
put in good quarters, we reſt us, leaving the enemy to reſt inthe far land of 
Holſten and Tewtland, having a good broad and decpe fofley betwixt us, } 
we were by Gods metcy ſecured. 


The ſeventh Obſervation, 
FH we ſce that the loſle ofa day, is the loſſe of a great part of his 
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Majcſties Kingdome : for the lofle of his Armie was the loſle of 
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Holſtew and Tewtland, {o that here below we have no aſſured eſtate, | 
from rhe King to the Clowne, whereof we have frequent examples in Hi- b 


Fo 
tr ſtories, which ſhould make none of all eſtates to glory roo much, either in 
| aſi their peace, or proſperitic, as the Ho/Fexers did : for though now thou be in 


nh peace and ſecuritie, as they were before this day, thou oughtſt ro looke unto L 
thy ſclfe, and to prevent the worſt better than they did. 
Therefore ro diſcharge a part of my dutic ro my Country-men and 
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friends, I minde here ſomewhat totouch the miſery of man through the in- & 
conftancy of humane affaires . 1/idore writes, that ir was the cuſtome at Cox- 2 


fantinople in the dayes of the Emperours Coronation, while as he ſate in his 
Throne, a Maſen came to him, preſenting ſtones, that he might chooſe which 
he would to make his Tombe of, thereby purring him in minde of the in- 
conſtancy of humane fragilitie. We reade alſo of a ſimple Citizen in 1taly, 
that became one of the moft powerfull men in 7:aty; and coming to the dig- 
nitie of a Prince, being thirtic yeares, without intetruption, in great proſpe- 
ritie, tranquillitic and peace, yeaever inthe moſt dangerous time of warte, v 
and his Children raiſed to high honours and dignities ; this man thinking y 
himſelfe to be above the winde, a whirle-witide of warres, unlooked for, | 
came on him and his from Florexce, that he with his wife and children were 
taken priſoners, and ſent to MiHane, his-goods confiſcated, he was ſhut up in 
claſe priſon, and died miſerably : the Fenetiavs appropriating unto them- 
{clves all his money he had in Bancke, : I . 
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We reade alſo of one Francs Force,that through his heaping up of wealth 
came to be made Duke of Milane, and afterthar intitled himlelte ro be the 
Sonne of Fortune, and the Oracle of the Princes of /tabre, being many yeares 
in proſperitic, was afterwards chaſed from his goods , aS the Hol#exers were 
chen, but having recovered his lands and goods againe, he orew ſo inſolent 
and proud of his proſperitie, that at laſt he was rggen priloner, and was kept 
cill death: in priſon; mockr of the whole world, tor his pride and greedinefle, 
The ſame Author Guicchardine in his ſeventh Booke in the x 57,doth record 
of the Bentioles chaſed out of BuYon, where they long were in peace, the ſub. 
jets of Millane being forbidden to receive them, the chieteſt of them died 
of griefe, having never before taſted the Cup ot adverſitie : And ſo became 
of ſundry in Denmark, that for feare did lend away their goods by ſhipping 
unto the Craggs of Norway, to be kept there, whereof ſome were loſt by Sea, 
and the owners afterward dicd of griefe, not having the courage to under- 
0c patiently their Croſſe. The Lord of his mercie preſerve my Countrey and 


Friends from the like Yiſitation, Let no man therefore flatter himſcite with 


proſperitie, riches, or honour, as Ageperus adviſeth us in his Politrqne Aphe- 
7iſmes. All are borne alike, come of duſt, our glory then ſhould be of yer- 
rue, and not in riches, proſperitic, or honours ; tor we ſhould cſtceme of no- 
thing ſo much, as of Gods judgements, praying his Majeſtie continually to 
divert them from us, eſteeming more of our ſoules, than ot deceivable ri- 
Cches, whereof the poſſeſſion is uncertaine, as was ſcene at this time, both 1n 
Holften and Tewtland, their riches wene faſter away than they came, and 
though they could have enjoyed them, yet ar laft they were forced to leave 
chem ro others. Since therefore we can carry nothing with us, but our good 
name, let us be ever carefull of that, diſcharging, fo farre as we may, with a 
good Conſcience our dutie to God'and man, and this Heritage we cannot 
be robbed of, though the world ſhould turne to nothing. 

Here we ſee this m4gnazimoxs King his eſtate falling for his love to his 
Niece, the diftreſſed Queene of Bohemia, and her Children,ſeeing her bani- 
ſhed from her Kingdome by the {word of her enemies, he hazards the loſſe 
of is-Crowne and perſon, to get her reſtored, :bringing the (word of his 
encmies within his owne Countrey, fortune having croſſed him abroad : 
yet for all this, this Maguan;mowe King was not dejected, but witha coura- 
ious reſolution makes uſe of the time, retiring to one corner of his King- 
dome, to prevent the loſle of the whole, being naturally fortified with a 
broad graffe, as the Iſle of Britazne , being ſtrong of ſhipping, having his 
Majeftic of Britaine to friend, and the Eſtates of the united Provinces, he 
was careleſſe of the Emperours forces by Sea or Land, not being able to 
harme his Majeſtie more than they did, 

By this example we may ſec, what advantage our Soveraigne,the Kings 
Majeſtic of great Britaine, hath over all forraigne Kings in Zwrope, through 
the ſcituation of his Dominions, being mightie in power of men, ſhipping, 
and money, is able to make warre abroad, whete he pleaſeth, and to make 
a ſafe Retreat, when he pleaſeth, being Maſter at Sea, as he can calily be, 
terrifying his enemies with one Arruie abroad, atid a ftrong Armie at Sea, 
he can offend whom he will, and retire when he liſt, forcing all Zxropeto 
be in feare of him, and: his Majeſtic in feare of none, bur of the King of 
Kings, The Lord therefore preſerve his Majeſtic, his Children and Sub- 
xQs, from the power of forraigne enemies ; and 1 with a great part of my 
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friends and Country-men were fo farre addicted, to ſecke the reftitution of 
her Majeſtic of Bohemia, and her Royall Iſſue, as Iam; the warrcs then 
ſhould never end, till they were reſtored, and Iavenged of my tricnds bloud, 
and mine owne, ſhed in the quarrell. 

Here alſo I did obſerve his Majeſties circumſpeRtion, in preventing the 
Emperialifts, in coming bygwater unto his Kingdome, having beſer all F#n:- 
lend with ſtrong Garriſonfof Horſe and Foote, which kept ſtrong guards, 
and good watch by night and by day, at ſuch places on the Coatt, as was 
moſt in danger of the enemies oyer-ſerting, till in the end, rhe enemy was 
forced to retire his Armie, leaving but 4 tew men in Garriſon in the Townes, 
which lay on the-Coaſt, which Garriſons his Majeſtic with ſhipping did of- 
ten vilite,totheir great hurt, with ſtrong parties, retiring againe, having done 
his exployr, at his pleaſure in ſatetie. his Magnavuimors King, to my know- 
ledge, deſerved to have been worthily thought of, and well ſpoken of, for 
his noble enterprizing of the warre, being Leader and Generall in (o good 


acaule. And though the ſuccefle was not anſwerable, I dare be bold to af-. 


firme, it was none of his Majeſties fault, for his Majeſtie not onely beſtowed 
much in advancing of it, bur alfo did hazard himſelfe and his Crowne 
in maintaining of it. Nevertheleſlc, there are alwaycs ſome Cynicks, that 
doe barke at his Majeſties proccedings, without reaſon z where we may ſee, 
that no man, no nor Kings themſelves can eſcape the laſh of cenſure, and 
rone can eſchew tobe traduced by the ignominious aſperſions of the male- 
volent tongue. Therefore it is good todoewell, and then we need not care 


- what is ſaid; except the ſayer put his name to his aſſertion, and then he may 


be made to foote his Boule, in maintaining of ir, or unworthily to refuſe it, 
Here alſo Idid obſcrve, that no Armour nor paſſe could remove the 
Generalls feare; for having once imagined the enemies over-coming, he 
was never fully ſctled, till he was ſafe a ſhip-board. And therefore I did ſee 
at this time that verified, that when man diſtruſteth God, it is then juſt with 
God to leave man to himſelfe : for after our Retreat, being on the Roade, 
the Generall,being thronged in his owne Ship; could not command a Ship 
totranſport his ſervants, till I forced a Ship for his Excellencies ſervice 
which ſhould teach all men in Authoritie, while they have command, to 
command with diſcretion, leſt the wheele ſhould turne, and then theyſhould 
be beholding to thoſe, whom before they commanded. | 

Here alſo I did ſee mutinous Souldiers well rewarded, and it may be 
ſooner than they thought, for the day before thoſe that call'd for money 
when they werecommanded to goe on ſervice, the next day I being a Ship- 
board did ſee them turne ſlaves unto their enemies being taken priſoners, 
robbed both of Cloaths and money, and kept long in bondage, being for- 
ccd to ſerve againſt their Conſcience, ſuch was their folly in calling for 
money when it was no time to tell it. Having atthis time left our horſes and 
baggage to our enemies, I obſerved ſomewhat on the love of.men to thoſe 
beaſts, and the love of beaſts totheir Maſters, as worth the noting, to con- 
firme the kindneſle that ſhould be entertained amongſt Chriſtians, and men 
of one profeſſion; my brother 0bftell, of worthy memory, had a Horſe of 
our owne Country. breed, that was fo familiarly acquainted with his Soul- 
diers, and with the noiſe and touch of Drumme, that the whole day on our 
march, when his Maſter went a foote, he unled followed the Drumme a 
ie alide from rhe Company, halting when they haked, and moving when 
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they moved faſt or ſlow. Another Horſe I left, that being in Jiſmer Leeger, 

having rode out one day to a wood, halfe amile trom the Leager, to cauice 
co cut timber, leaving my Horſe ſtanding alone, and my Cloake on my Sad- 
dle, a Rutter coming by, unknowne to me and my fellowes, ſteales my 
Horſe away, who finding himſelfe in ſtrangers hands, Skips loole, agd runs 
to our Leager, being chaſt and hunted at by mqre than a hundred Horſe. 
men, out-runs them all unto the trenches, and rimning through the Leager, 
ftands before my Tent, my Camerades wondering what became of mee, 
thinking I had been killed by the Horſemen, come and make ſearch for me, 
and finding me, tell me of my Horſe» 

Theſe beaſts I have remembred for their love, for which Iwill ſet dawne 

ſome particulars concerning the addreſſe, fidelitic , and bountie of ſome 
Horſes; whereof I have formerly read. Plinie proteſts their prayles cannor 
be expreſſed. We reade of the Numidians, that were ſo much redoubred of 
the Romanes, that in their warres, they would at ſpurres, runne their Horſes 
in middeſt of their enemies, without a bridle to governe them. In the Bat- 
taile of Cannes, Hanniball returning the next day on the place of Battaile, 
to looke more narrowly to the place, a Remane Knight halte dead, heaging 
the noiſe of people, lifted up his head, of purpoſe to have ſpok&,but his voice 
failing, died : with the laſt gaſpe, by Hannibal there roade a Numiaian on 
that dead Knights Horſe, who knowing his Maſter, begun to move his 
eares, to bray, and toleape, and -rebound with ſuch fury, till he caſts the 
N#midian to ground, runnes through the dead bodies, and ſtands before 
his dead Maſter, and leaning downs his-necke and ſhoulders, ſheweth the 
deſire he had that his Maſter ſhould leape on him, to the great aſtoniſhmene 
of Hanniball, and his followers. We: reade alſo inthe warres of Germanie, 
inthe yeare 1176 the Dukes of Saxon forced by Armes to ſubmit themſelves 
to the Emperour Henry the fourth, giving the Emperour for pledges of heir 
fidelitie, two yong Princes, Sonnes to a Marquefſe, which were carefully 
kept in a Caſtle, that was very ſtrong, the Captaine whereof moved by 
Compaſſion, and wonne by ſome pretents, ſuffered them ſometimes tagoc 
abroad to take the ayre, and to ride their Horſes thereabout: The Capraine 
going a hunting, takes thele young youths with him, the; prey found and 
hunted, ſhee is followed by all, not thinking. af any, other thing : -The 
youths ſpurring hard out of fight, follow theircourſe till they come tothe 
River of the Maine, where they requeſt a Fiſherman to tranſport theminhis 
little Cane or Boate to <Hentz, offering him their little ſcarlet Cloakes for 
pay : The Fiſherman helpes them from their Horſes, and rakes them in his 
Boate, and rowes downe the River, their Horſes ſwimming after them to 
Hentz, where they and their Horſes were graciouſly welcomed. 

Plizie writes, that Horſes wept atthei Maſters deaths, and it.is recorded, 
thatthe Horſe of Ceſar wept : forctelling his Maſters death, and I perſwade 
my ſelfe, the gentle Reader could adde ſomewhat to this purpoſe, if he li- 
ſted, bur thus !arre to animate Chriſtians to love, reſpeR, and cheriſh their 
Camerades, and notto kittamdtbackbirerher;asStroomany arc too ready ro 
detract from others, to adde to themſelves : a wrong way for honour is 
compared well to a chaſte Maide, that will never love them who would ra- 
viſh her, but being courted ſhee may be moved. 

Here I muſt not forget that dutic I owe to the remembrance of that wor- 


ty young Gentleman, Arthur Forbeſſe, Sonne to a worthy Cavalier, of ta- 
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mous memory, Lievercnant Colonell Aribuy Forbeſſe, being a worthy valou- 
rous ſonne, deſcended of a valiant Father. This young Gentleman being 
deadly wounded on ſervice, and with hazard brought unto our Ship, within 
two dayes dyed. Likewiſe a Gentleman borne inthe Iles of Scorlazd, cal. 
led Alexander Mac-Worche, being wounded in the head, and ſhot in the arme, 
the enemies Horſemen ſhooting at him with Piſtols, he leapes from the 
ſhoare,with his cloathes on, notwithſtanding thoſe wounds, and ſwimmes to 
my Coſcn Caprtaine Aonro his Boate, and being brought in died the next 
ay, and was much lamented for of his Camerades, as a Gentleman of great 
Opec, 

7 did alſo obſerve here, the inconvenience that happens to many brave 
Officers and Souldiers given to plundering, gathering together a little boo. 
tie for ſpending, which brings them commonly into their enemies hands, 
their puniſhment being farre more grievous, than their purchaſe was delight- 
full, and yet I thinke, the Guilt is worſe than the puniſhment. To which 
purpoſe I will onely here inferre one Story. A Pythagorian bought a paire 
of | wa upon truft, the ſhooe-maker dyes, the Philoſopher is glad, and 
thinks them gaine, but a while after his Conſcicnce touches him, and be- 
comes a perpetuall chider, he repaires to the houſe of the dead, caſts in his 
money with theſe words ; There take thy due, thou liveſt to me, though deadts 
«ll befides. Certainly, in my opinion, ill gotten gaines are farre worſe than 
loſſes with preſerved honeſtic. Theſe grieve but once, the others are con- 
tinually grating' upon our quiet, and he diminiſhes his owne contentment, 
that would adde unto it by unlawfulneſſe ; for looking onely to the begin- 
ning, he thinkes not of the end- Burt inmy opinon, 'if plundering, or making 
of booric,ar any time be exculable for a Souldier, it is onely in refpeR of the 
circumſtances. Our friends being forced to quit their Countrey and their 
goods to their enemics, before it ſhould inrich the enemy, it were not amiſſe 
to take it, or deſtroy it either with fire or water, before it were profitable to 
our enemies; and in this point onely I doe allow of this bootic making, 
providing it doe not hinder men from the diſcharge of their duties, in time 
and place : otherwiſc, our beſt goods, being impediments to the diſcharge 
of our honeſt dutie inour calling, are to be throwne away. And for mine 
owne part, 2 few bookes left by my friends, which minc enemy might have 
burnt, was all the bootie that ever I made : ncither doe I repent me of my 
negle in this point ; having ſeehe many make bootie, who had never the 
happineſle to enjoy it long. His Majeſties care, in fore-ſceing the ſafetie of 
Denmarke, merits praiſe : for by the preſervation of Dewmarke, his Majeſtic, 
like a skilfull Gameſter, recovered againe all that he loſt, Therefore we 
ought never to grieve for any thing paſt, bur for finne, and for that alwaycs. 
And he ſpake well, that ſaid, He that 44th bimſcife hath lo#t nothing, 
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The eight Dutie diſcharged of our Quartring and Muſtring 
in Func, and of the Colonels goitg for a

nell goes a ſhoare to underſtand of his Majeſties will and com- 

mand, and being graciouſly welcomed, is made to dine at his Ma- 
jeſties Table : after dinner his Majeſtic diſcharging then the dutie of a Gene- 
rall Quarter-Maſter, who wrote with his own hand the names of the dorpes 
ordained for our Quarters : as alſo did appoint a faire Hoffe, to receive all 
our wounded and ficke men, where they were to be entertained together, till 
they were cured, and tothat cffe, his Majeſtie graciouſly ordained $kil- 
full Chirurgians, diligently to attend them, being an hugdred and fifrie, be- 
- ſides Officers , then we got orders to land the Regiment, and to draw up in 
| a convenient part, till our ficke and wounded were firſt directed to quarters, 
{ and then to appoint our Watch ( viz. ) two Companies to watch ar Aſſens, 
| then having gotten Waggons, for tranſporting of our Coloxels baggage and - 
,

|= Et happily arrived in Denmarke, at Aſſens in Fenland, our Colo- 


ſpare Armes, the ſ:verall Companies Quarters deale our, the Furriers ſent 
before, to divide the Quarters, every Company lcd by their owne guids, 
we marched off feverally, by Companies, as our ſeverall wayes did lie unto 
Our Cm, where we had reſt for our former toyle, and good cntertain- 
ment for our ſpare dyet, fo thatin a ſhort time; we were all ſufficicntly re- 
} freſhed, without feare of anenemy. Neverthclcfſe, our Watches were duc- 
q ly and orderly kept, and relieved4y cqurſc, every ſecond night : then Or- 
£ ders were givenby the Commiſſaries to give inqur Rolles, for muſtering of 
us, that his Majeſtie might know, what loſſe we had ſuſtained on ſervice, 
and that thoſe that ſerved well might be rewarded : we muſtered ficke and 
whole neere nine hundred men under Armes, befides Officers, having loſt 
on ſervice, foure hundred men, that were killed inthe place, and taken in our 
retreate. Before our coming to muſter, Newes was come to his Majeſtic of 
the loſſe of the Caſtle of Bredenberg in Holften, Srathonlder, Ranſowe his chiefe 
refidence, where Major Dumbarre did command, and was killed, The par- 
E ticolars of this ſervice I reterre to the next Dutie diſcharged. | 
53 The Major being killed, I having diſcharged the duty in his abſcnce, by 
A my Colonels reſpe ro me and his Majeſties favour, I had Patent given me, 
under his Majeſtics hand and Seale, as Major to the Regiment : as likewiſe 
Captaine Zermmond his company then at Zeckſiad, being vacant, through the 
death of the Captaine at Hamburgh , was allo diſpoſed unto me; and orders 


| were given untothe Commiſſary, that muſtred us, according ro my Patent 
R to place me, as Scrgeant- Major over the Regiment, which all duely obeyed 
 - bythe Commiſlary, the Drummer. Major, accompanied with thereſt of the 
y Drummers of the Regiment, being commanded, beate a bancke in head of 


the Regiment, The Commiſſary having his Majeſties Patent in his hand, 
makes a ſpeech, ſignifying his Majeſties will unto all che Officers of the 
Regiment » and without any contradition placed me Segeant Major, and 
delivering me my Patent takes me by the hand, asthe Colonell did, Licve- | 
tenant- Colonell with the whole Officers of the Regiment, wiſhing me joy, 
with the generall applauſe of the whole Soldateska, which ceremony —_— 
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the Regiment marched off, by companies unto their ſeverall quarters as be- 
fore ; The Colonell conveycd by his Officers unto his quarters, the Offi- 
cers were appoin:ed the next day, to mecte at the Colonells quarter to re- 
ceive money, and to underſtand further of the Colonells refolution, con- 
cerning the ſtanding of the Regiment. At their returne the next day, they 
reccived two monthes pay torthe Officers, and anc moneths pay for the 
Soldateska , with promiſe of winter clothes. But the Souldicrs coming into 
a good fat ſoyle, clad themſelves honeſtly, which made them want com- 
miſle clothes; Yet none of us could ſay, but we ſerved a liberall, and a 
bountifull Maſter : the money firſt payed by the Commiſſaries, they give 


orders in his Majeſtics name tor keeping ot good diſcipline over the Regi- - 


ment , whereby the Boores ſhould not complaine on the Souldiers Iſolencie, 
which they necded not to uſe, getting willingly from the Boores both meare, 
and mony, with ſome clothes:Nevertheleſle, there were alwayes amongſt the 
oac and the other, ſomechurliſh Raſcalls, that cauſed complains to be heard 
which made our profo:ce or Gavileger get company and mon:y,for diſchar- 
£118 his duety : for neither Officer, nor ,Souldier eſcaped due puniihment, 
that was once complained on, untill ſuchtime, as his Majeſtic was fatisfied 
withjuſtice, andthe party offended, Thus continuing in our duety, the 
Colonell anew doth Capitulate with his Majeſty, for bringing over'from 
Scotland athouſand men to recreute the Regiment, Officers were appointed 
of cyery company togo for Scotland, and for the moſt part the Captaines 
went themſelves, leaving their Lievetcnants in their abſence ro command 
their companies. The Lievetenant.Coloncll taking a fore-Joote, didgo un- 
to Holland : I being left eo command the Regiment, the Colonell and his 
Captaines Sr.Pairick Mac-Gey, Captaine _Annrave, Captaine Monro of 
Obſtet, Captzine Forbeſſe, Gaptaine Sinclarre, Captaine John Monro, and 
Lievetenant Robert Stewart, the Barron of Fowles followed them in the 
ſpring , for leavyinga company alſo. They being gone , I was commanded 
by his Majeſty totake orders trom Generall Major Slamerſdorph then reſi» 
dent at Odenſee in Fancland, who immediatly after their going away, com- 
manded je to take my quarters in Aſſens, where we kept our watch, ſeeing 
that part of the country was moſt indanger of the cnemics purſute ; where 
I had queſtion with the Major of the Rhinegraves Regiment of horſe, who 
ſhould give out the orders inthe Garriſon , which did bring an emulation 
betwixc our Souldiers and the horſemen, ſo that in ſeverall rancounters 
had in the Garriſon, three or foure on cach fide were killed, To prevent 
this diſorder, the Genetall Major with ſome other affociats came to Aſſens 
and held a Councell of warre, the buſineſie confidered, the Major of Horſe 
is removed to another Garriſon, and Rut-maſter Crarſtes is put with his 
Troupes in 4ſſens, and the command of the Garrifon was given unto me. 
Notwithſtanding whereof our enmity with the horſemen did continue a 
long time, till the Rhinegrave himſclfe had given orders to his whole 
Officers, examplarily to puniſh thoſe infolent Rutrers, who ſhould be tound 
tO live otherwiſe then brethren with the whole Scots Regiment, fo thar by 
that time the coldneſſe removed , we lived at more quiet during my being 
there, which was not long. |

caſt downe with the loſle of his Army , nor with the loſle of the halfe 

of his country , but preventing his further lofle for the fatcry of his 
country, and good of his Subjes , he with expedition , drawes himſ-1(« 
and the remnant eſcaped of his Army within Denmark, to prelerve them 
for a ſecond fitter opportunity ; As alſo to encourage his Subjects, that 
through feare, wereonthe flight by water unto other Nations , carrying 
their ſubſtance with them, feare comming unawares, having heard of cheir 
Kings lofſe and overthrow abroade, tame diſperſing the rumours of the loſle, F. 
much worle then it was, the people were ſo afraid, and fo fearctull, that 
they enjoyed nothing withoura frighted minde, no nottheir{lcepe : they 
erembled art the preſent miſeries that might but come, they were anticipa- 
ted in a more horrid habit, then any encmy could pur them unto , mecting 
with cvill before it came, making things but probable as certaine, as when 


Fa here we may ſee the wiſdome and magnanimity of this King not 


fi one may ſiteyen in a boate, he is in nodanger, yet through tcare ſtirring, 
3s he may drowne himſclfe, and others, as we ſee often in bartellthacthe va- 
| liantman conſtantly keeping his ranke , doth live, when as the teeble cow- 
F ardby ſtooping thinking eoſave his lite, he loſes it; when the brave ſoule 
| knowes no trembling, Ceſar ſpake like Ceſar, when he bad the Marriners 


feare nothing. And this invincibleand Magnanimous King , though rut- 

ficd by Ceſar, yethe encourages his ſubjeQs,by exhorting them to feareno- 
thing , going at all times himſelfe betwixt them and all dangers, he being 
| the firſt many times ingaged, and thelaft coming off, caſting as it were, 
o: through his valour,a kinde of honour upon God, believing in his goodnefle, 
2 caſting himſelfe in danger , truſting and confiding 1n his care onely. Not 
| like an unworthy coward thatecliptes his ſufficiency , unworthily doubting 
F: that God will bring him-off, unjuftly accufing God, his power or his will, 
| making himſelte his owne Saviour , he becomes his owne confounder. 
; Butthis magnanimous King ſetting his care upon God,and uſing the law- 
full mcanes, for his country , and kingdomes preſervation, winning the 
love of God, and of his ſubjects, eſtabliſheth himſelfe, and his Throne in 
deſpight of his enemies. Here alſo I have obſerved that good ſervice done 
to anovble and liberall Maſter , as this King was, cannot be without reward: 
Therefore let the ſervant deſerve, and the Maſter will recompence, it he 
be ſuch a juſt Maſter as we ſerved , where both loved each others, for their 
generous worthineſſe. Who ever then is a ſervant, if he ſuppoſe his lot hard, 
lethim thinke on the otherpart, that ſervice is nothing els but a tree mans 
calling,and comfort himſclfe with the example of Kings, that are but fcr= 
| vants (though more ſplendid) for the common-weale; and as this King 
7 our royall Maſter ſerved for his country, let us that are ſervants ſerving 
| ſtrangers ſervetruely where we ferve, for our countries credit, our owne 
weale, and our eternall fame which muſt live after us. This magnanimous 
King through the experience he had of our tormer true ſervice, 1s delirous 
to have more of our countrimento ſerve -him, as we may ſee by the, ner 
employment laid on our Colonell and his Officers , Alſo on divers other 


Noblemen of our country , ta bring unto him three gther Regiments as 
Fr ; IIS ae Njaeſdale 
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Nideſdale,Spynie and Murckles Regiments, we being the fiſt that ſhewed them 


the way to be employed by his Majeſty. | 

Here I will exhortall brave Cavaliers, of minde to follow the laudable 
protcſhon of Armes , notto grudge , thoughtheir advancement or prefcr- 
ment come not at firſt, but with patienceto awaite on Gods bleſſing, fince 
preferment comes neither from the Eaſt, nor from the weft . Bur ut is the 
bleſſing ofthe Lord, given by man as the reward of vertue. 

Who everchen would be famous by preferment, let him firſt Rudy to be 
diligent ahd vertuous 11D his calling,and thendoubricfſe God will difpoſc of 
him as be thinketh beft for his owne Glory. 

Here we {ce that the Barron of Fewles,of worthy memory, thought it no 
Jiſparagcrhent at firſt to follow my Lord of Xhey and his Regiment, as a 
volunrtizr , till he had ſecne ſome ſervice, and attained unto ſome experi- 
ence, andthen beginning with a company, coming at laft with credit to be 
Colonell over horſc and foote,and that to animate others of his name, and 
kindred to follow his example, rather to live honourably abroade, and 
with credit, then to encrodch (as many do ) on their friends at home, as 
we ſay in Scotland, leaping atthe halte loafe , while as others through ver- 
rue live nobly abroade, ſerved with filver plate, and atrendance. 

Officers of one Regiment oughtro live as brethren together, not envying 
one anorhers advancement, entertaining no other emulation , thcn the e- 
mulation of vertue, every one ſerving truely in their Stations, till Juch time 
occaſion may be offered, for their advancement by degrees : for though 
their patience may be the longer, their credits will be the more, and their 
contentments at laſt will wake rhem forgo and forget their former toyle,and 
diſturbances having come to their propoſed marke, though not altogether 
tothcir wiſhedend. Hereallo we ſee that good diſcipline is requiſite tor 
keeping good order, that as vertue is rewarded, fo vice may be puniſhed : zs 
we may ſceby the inſtitution of the Emperiall lawes, whercof one we reade 
conſtitute by the Emperor Frederick the ſecond in the code of 1uft1n1an, bea- 
ring that the labourers of the ground might live peaceably with aſſurance o- 
ver all,ſtaying in their villages, labouring the ground, ſothat no man ſhould 
be ſo bold , as to preſume to take any ſuch men priſoners, or to offer them 
any violence 1n deſtroying their Beaſt yall, or in rakeing their goods from 
them, condemning them to death that did contemne, or violate his ordi. 
nance. 

And Cyrus 20ing to warre, Commanded no man ſhould trouble the la- 
bourcrs. Xerxes commanded the like, ſaying, the warrcs were againſt thoſe 
that caried Armes, not againſt Shepheards. 

Beliiſarizs that brave Commander under the Emperour Iuſtinian, was {o 
ſtri&> againſt ſouldiers thattroubled the Boores , that the ſouldicrs going by 
the truityards durſt not throw downe one Apple, and for his good order 
kept, victualls were cheaper inthe Campethen in Townes. 

Procopixs in his third booke of the Gothes warres in 1taly reports,that Totilas 
King ot the Gothes obſerved the ſame ſtrict diſcipline in 1taly, ſuffring the 
Boores untroubled, for paying the contribution, 

Niepher Gregorize affirmed , that while as inthe front of an Army mar- 
chcd infOlency and violence , orderly came inthe reare defeate and ruine. 
And now a dayes the Twrkes do obſerve ſtricter diſcipline in their Armics 
thc Chriſtians Co, in {ſo much ghat their Captaines muſt not —— 
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Souldicrs to goe into Orchards or Vineyards, as they march by. And as 
order :5 recelfary inan Army, loit1s 1h a Regiment requifit to be kepr, 
and puniſhment alſo to be uled, for baniſhing all villany trom a Regiment, as 
Glutrony, Drunkenelſe, Whoredome, Oprefhon, Playing, Diccing, 
Roaring, Swaggering : for it 1s not ſeemely that thoſe, who ſhould over- 
come others, ſhouldtuffer themtelves to be overcome with any fuch notori- 
ous vices ;' neither ought a brave tcllow to vaunt of his valour, fince it js 
nottolerable to kill men with words, without coming unto blowes; Burt he 
that comports himſelte modeſtly is to be commended, 

Here alſo we {ce thatthe Emulation and ftr1 e begunne amongſt Suprri- 
ours and Officers of quality , brings at laſt rhe ſame among{t their intertours 
and followers; as was ſecne in the diſorders and quarrelling berwixt our 
Souldiers and the #hinegraves horſemen , which was wiſcly prevented and 
taken away by the wiſdome of their Commanders , that carried mutuall 
love and reſpe to cach others : for the mutuall good deſerving of both 
Otficers, which was the chicte inſtrumentot their reconcilement, and taking 
away of their jarres, and idle quarrelling, ariſing of oftentition, an un- 
worthy fruic growing out of Dunghills, withering taſter tnen it growerh, 
their jarres thus once removed , thercafter our love waxed lo great, that 
where we chanced both to be on one ſervice, as at Wol/gzaff , where we ſtood 
in necde of helpe,the Rhinegraves Regiment,eſpecially Rutmaſter Hoomes un. 
der God made our Rerreate afe, as you ſhall hearein its owne place: 

Herealſo I cannot paſle over with filence the love that ordinarily is {cence 
bertwixt Officers, and their followers : being once put under good diſcipline 
they will undergo any thing for love of theis Commanders and Leaders, 
who have taken paines and diligence in excerciſing them in the perfc& uſe of 
cheir Armes, and in leading them bravely on occaſions before their cnc- 
mies, in making with exercife their bodies ſtrong, and their hearts valiant, 
then I fay, what will they not undertake tor the loye of their Lea- 
ders? Traely, I maſt confeſſe, they will ſtand a thouſand times more in awe 
to incurre their Officers wrath, whom once they loved through love, than 
in any wiſe, thorough feare of any puniſhment, that may be enjoyncd unto 
thcm by Lawes : and if they love and reſpe their Officers, for tcare to of- 
tend, even in their Marches, for their Officers credits they will march lo or- 
deriy with Armes intheir Raneks and Files, that you would thinke a whole 
Regiment well diſciplined,as this was, were all but one body, and of one 
motion, their eares obeying the command all as one, their eyes curning all 
alike, at the firſt ſigne given, their hands going to exccution as one hard, 
giving one ſtroake, yea many ftroakes all alike, ever readie to ſtrike, or hold 
up, as their Commander pleaſeth ; and thus exercilcd they were, that their 
enemies in all Rancounters could not but ducly praiſe them, calling them 
the Invincible old Reginwent : which alwayes rancountred with them on all 
occaſions, ſo that Mac-Keyes name, was very frequent, through the glorious 
fame of this never-dying Regiment,never wrong'd by Fortune in their fame, 
though divers times, by their enemies valour, they ſuſtained both lofle and 
hurt : but would to God, we had alwayes met manto man, or that our Army 
had conſiſted all of ſuch men, and ſuch Officers, whereof, I was the unwor- 
thieſt ! If ſo had beene, our conqueſt had extended ſo farre,as the Romanes of 
old did extend the limits and borders of their Empire, which for my with 


I would beſtow on the Prince Eletter Palatine, borne by the Jewel of Earoye, 
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the Queene of Bohemia his Royall Mother ; andifir were at my diſtribution, 
he ſhould have all from the River Zaphyates atthe Eaſt, to the Occ Sca art 
the Welt, the fertilleſt part of Af-rcke ar the South, and the Rhine and the 
Danube at the Notth, and yet I durſt affirme, that his Grand-father King 
Iam = $ Of bleſſed and never-dying memory, might merit a farre greater 
poſſeſſion for his Grand-childe, the IlluRrious Prince Elefor Palatine of the 
Rhine ; and to have an Armieof ſuch men, under his command, to be aven- 

ed on his enemies. I would wiſh their cloathcs nor mince ow ne, came ne- 
yer off, till his cnemics were made his foorſtoole to tread on, or to ſhew mcr- 
cie, at his Highneſle pleaſure : And for my wiſb, his Armiec ſhould be all of 
Britaines, Datch, and Iriſh, ſuch as Fegetizs deſcribeth the Romane Souldiers 
ofold: and I, as one though unworthieſt of a thouſand Britazne Officers, 
would undertake to make ſuch brave lads to dwell Summer and Winter in 
Tents, ever in readinefle to fight with our encmics, and to endure all incom- 
moditics, forthe credit of ſuch a Maſter, baniſhing far trom him with vali- 
ant hands well armed, all the crafe, powcr, and fubriltic that his enemies 
were able to deviſe againſt him: And we ſhould, for his ſake, be contented 
with ſuch allowance as the Emperiall Lawes allow a Souldicr, being one- 
ly-ſo much as might maintaine life, or ſo much as Beaſts get that are pur to 
dyct, and we ſhould be content to march with ſuch expedition, without in- 
ccrmiſhon, without quarter or Garriſon, as necde requireth, nev:r ſtaying 
bchinde, but alwayes advancing, |confenting willingly to undergoe cor- 
reion, if wedid to the contrary :|but to march ever orderly in Rancks, 
as th: way lay rough or even, foule or faire, as Our Colours and Leaders 
went before us ; Never quicring Our Rancks, but with licence, till the cauſe 
were wonne, Or that our Maſters Throne were eſtabliſhed. And if otherwiſe 
we went aſtray, we ſhould be contentto quit ourallowance : and if this dif- 
cipline were nor ſtri& enough, we ſhould be content to have his Highneſſe 
and Royal Mother reſtored, to doe as our Fathers did coming out of Zeypr, 
marching alongſt the ſpacious and wide Deſert, that our Randezvouz might 
be appointed and ſet, till we arrived|in Cades, that is toſay, inthe holy Land, 
where being victorious, we ſhould bid our Maſter farewell,and reſt with our 


Fathers. 
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The ninth Dutie diſcharged of Major Dumbarte

His noble Cavalier, of famous and worthy memory, having done no- 
table good ſervice at Beyſenburg Skonce on the River of the Elve, 
as was formerly ſet downe, at his retiring to Lugited, he was com< 
manded with foure Companies of Scets, and certaine Dutch, the enemy 
Having talne into Helſten, his order |was to beſet the Caſtle of Brederberg, 
being a paſſe, but not ſtrong, nor fortified in Forma. . As I was informed by 
a valourous little Captaine, Captaine William Lumſaell, who then was Enſigne 


. tothe Major, who onely at that time eſcaped with his life, from the fury of 


the enemy, being within the houſe, while as qhe reſt, inthe fury, were putto 
the {word : This Gentleman who informed me, was with the Major wal- 


 Eingabroad ncare tothe houle ar the enemies firft approaching, {0 that the 


enemy 
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enemy unawares did come ſo neare, that they retiring to the Caſtle, had 


ſcarce time ro draw up the draw-bridge, when the enemy with his forces, 
being, as was thought, ten thouſand ſtrong, Icd by Tilley, had the houſe en- 
vironcdonall quarters, The enemy ſends a Trumpeter, ſummoning to ren- 
der the place, which was refuſed. Vhereupon they entred to approach, 


- andthe Defender refiſts. The ſervice thus begun, Comedian-like, ends very 


Tragically, the whole Court and lodgings running with bloud, with which 
the walles and pavementare {prinkled with our Scottiſh bloud, to be viewer 
and ſceneto this day. To be particular in the diſcharge of this dutic at large, 
not having ſcene the ſervice, I will nor, leſt I ſhould erre in giving noticeun- 
tO the world, of things I did not know , but by report, which ordinaril 

holds not ſo true, as things we have both knowne and ſeene; In this houſe 
of Bredenberg there was a great number of men, women and children, befides 
the Souldiers, that had taken their flight thither, as toa place of refuge,ar the 
enemics firſt coming into the land. There was alſointhis houte great ſtore 
of riches, belonging to the Lord of the houle, and to tne Fugitives, that was 
brought from the Country, The Major valourouſly defended the place for 
ſix dayes, untill the time they had approached unto the moate, and ſhot two 
ſeverall breaches inthe wall, and being ſo neare, the enemy directed a Drum- 
mer unto the Major, to fee if he would Parlez Butthe Drummer returned with 
an anſwer, that fo long as there was bloud in Dwmbarres head, that houſe 
ſhould never be given over : which anſwer io incenſed the enemy againſt 
them, that they {ware, if they gor the upper hand over them, they ſhouldall 


dic without quarters. Shortly after the anſwer was returned, the Major was 
ſhot dead inthe head with a-fire-lock , The reſt of the Officers were aſhamed 
to Capitulate for an Accord, the Major having refuſed : immediately after, 
Captaine Duncan Forbeſſe was killed,and after him, Licyctenanr Barbour, and 
then Captaine Carmichell, who had nOcharge there, but came-by accident to 
viſit his Camerades before the Encmies coming, whoſe fortune was not roeſ.. 
chew the payment of that debt by longer continuation. The Enemy then 
paſſing the Moate or Foſley, with a generall ſtorme, {corned all quarters, 
and being entred, cruelly put allco:rhe ſword, making no diflcrence of qua» 
litie, age, nor ſcx, but allalike cruelly put to death: ſo that five or fix at moſt 
eſcaped, whereat Enſigne Lumſuell miraculouſly was one. , FS 
The Enemy:hetore this houſe was taken, as I was informed, loſt abovea 
thouſand men, which made. the. Enemies crucltie the greater, and of our 
Regiment were killed above three hundred. And it is reported, that after the 


fury was paſt, they made inquifition forthe Majors body, and having found 
it, they ript up his breaſt, rooke: out his: heart, ſundered his'gummes, and 
ſtucke his heart into his mouth; theyalis killed the Preacher, who being on 
his knees, begging life, was denicd mercy. 
The ninth» Obſervation. 
Appie is be who opens the fruitfull carth, and croppes her plentie 
H from her fertill boſome, caſting 'the harmoty of peate, fingirig 2- 
way liis labours all day, having no note drowned with noiſe of 
Drumme nor Cannon, bur fleepes with peace at night, not over-awde by 
the Tyrants of the earth, leading the Rancks of bloud and death, as theſe 
cruell murderers did atthis time, bythcir monſtrous and prodigious maſſa- 
ce, 
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cre, breaking the peace of God, ſwimming in Chriſtian bloud, without mer- 
cy to Officer, Souldicr, or Preacher, heaping up wrath on their own oules, 
againſt the day of their appearatice before that great 7udge, that ſhall judge 
both the quicke and the dead. 

Out of our enemies crueltic uſed here, we ought to learne to forbeare the 
like, leſt oneday we might be uſcd as they uſed our friends and Country- 
men : for we may be revenged on our enemies crueltie, repaying them in a 
Chriſtian manner, without making Beaſts of our ſelves , in not ſhewing mer- 
cy being ſought of us, which is to be more cruell than Lyons, who will not 
ftirre thoſe who ſtoope unto them. And there is no greater token of inju. 
ſice, than to doe that unto another, that we would not have done unto our 
ſelves. And would'ſt thou have mercy that refuſcſt ro fhew mercy, being 
fought of thee £ Notruely, it is juft with God, that he miſſe mercy, that re- 
fuſerh mercy unto others , and to have courage without mercy, is to bragge 
of vcrtuc, and lacke the righr uſclof it, 

Was thcre greater perfidic in the world than was uſcd here art the in. ta- 
king of this houſe, willingly to] harme the dead, and the innocent © For to 
wrong an innocent Preacher, was ſavage, beſeeming a beaſt, not a man; and 
to give a ſtabbe, as was done here, for the innocent ſmile of an Infant, was 
devilliſh blacke at the heart, We reade in the Taxksſh Story of a childe, that 
ſtrucke an intending murthcrer jnto a {wound with offering tocmbracec him. 
Would to God, all thoſc that refuſe mercy, were ſo ſtricken dead, to terrific 
ſuch tyrants as they were ! AndI perſwade my ſelte, none but villanous per- 


ſons, being Commanders ever ſuffered the like to have beene done without 
moderation : but, I hope, haughtie and violent minds will never blcſſe the 


owners; bur that by Domineering they ſhall fall like Duſt, 

This worthy Cavalier, of fampus memory, after his death thus unchriſtj- 
anly uſed, ler no man judge by his end, that he in his lite time uſed any man 
but generouſly : for I dare afftirme, though ſometimes he was ſubject unto 
ph” Pan it continued not long, he being of a good, ſweer, and milde nature, 
and very kinde and conſtant, where he profeſſed friendſhip, and as devour in 
the profefiion of his Religion, profefſed in Scotland, as became a good Chri. 
ſtian being fincere., And commpnly his cuftome was, leading Troopes on 
ſervice, till he came in Action, [he went before them bare-headed, praying 
for a bleſſing to his actions,as he/hath told me'/bimfelfe ; having asked area- 
ſon for this his manner of carriage, he ſcornedinall his Onſers to have been 
any thing bur a Leader, alwayes teaching by the ſtrongeſt authoritie, his 
owne forwardneffe by bis owne example : And as his hutnour ſcorned tobe 
ſo baſe as to flatter, ſo he did hateto be ſo curriſh as to bite, But he was 
ever indued with inviolable Amitie, joyned with invaluable loye; and as he 
was couragious, ſo he was conſtant ; inthe one, withſtanding his enemies, 
in the other, entertaining his friend. Ina word, he was a reſolute Chriſtian, 
and a man truely honeſt ; and gre I perfwade my ſelfe, his death was 
but the beginning of his joy, and the end of his. miſery : having therefore 
written nothing amiſſe of him, I neededefire no pardon, But I know ſome 
men will object, asa blame in him, that he refuſed a Par{e,while as there was 
no appearance, cither of relicfe, or holding out : to which, I cannot other- 
wiſe anſwer, than he anſwered himſelfe ro ſome of the Officers rhat were 
moſt inward with him, which| was, that he was ſorry the charge of the 
bloud of ſo many ſoules did lic! on his ſhoulders, But it he ſhould give 0+ 
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ver thit houle, he was pertwaded, the King his Maſter would cau{c to hang 
him. {ecInNg he had enemies about his Majcſtie, whowould make him die, 
chough innocent. Theretore he rel{olved ro dic honourablie, rather than his 
name ſhould be brought in queſtion, and then to ſuffer at laſt, Here alſo we 
ſee a poore Miniſter in his laſt Act g1ving good example, not terrified wirh 
the horror of death, nor crueltic of his enemies, but on his knees being d-nj. 
ed of mercy from man, begs mercy of God, dying as a Martyr, perſecuted un- 
to Deith, 

A happie death ro him, being reſolved with God and his Conſcience, 
to dic innocently, like a valiant Souldier of Chriſt, incouraging others, cven 
it the laſt Act of his Calling ! A happie man, dying inſinceritic, time ſhall 
not qut-live his worth ; he lives truely after death, whole pious Actions arc 
his pillars of remembrance , tor though his fleſh mould-r ro drofft in the 
grave, yet his happineſle is in a perpctuall growth, no day but addes ſome 
graincs to his heape of glory. 


The tenth Duety diſcharged of our March unto Lowland, 
Y Colonell and his Officers being parted for Scotland to bring over 
a Recrew, I being leftro command the Regiment: In November 


leaving three Companies in Fune, 

M-- orders from his Majeſty to leave three Companies in 
Funland and to march my ſclfe, with the other foure Companies, and the 
Regiment ſtafte unto Lowland : the reaſon of our march was : the Emperi= 
aliſts having by ſhipping croſſed the Belt, and taken the Ifle of Feamor un. 
der their contribution, Low/ayd the Queene Mothers dowry being next unto 
it, and without ſouldiers, his Majeſty was afraid the enemy out of Feamor 
might ſer over with ſhipping, deſtroy the land, and retire againe, freing 
there was no fortified City within Zowland,though it was the Fertileſt {oyle 
within Denmark : to prevent this inconvenience, I was ordained to march 
thither,and to quarter the Companies in the moſt convenient parts of the 
land, and to remainc there during his Majeſties will, ,having onely charge 
to watch where our Garriſons lay , andthe Boores were ordained to watch 
night and day along(t the coaſt, at ſuch places where the encmy might land: 
This marchthough ſhort was tedious, being in the middeſt of winter the 
waycs dcepe and toule, being fat clay ground, the beft and fertilleft part in 
Denmark , and the march was the more troublelome, that we were forced 
inthe winter time to crofle the Seas over the Belt twice, 

Marching through Zanglana, having quartered there a night, there happc= 
ned an odious complaint to be made on a ſouldier called Hac-Myer of 
Moxro his Company, for forcing the Boores daughter, where he quartered. 
The 5oore complaines tothe Commiſlary, and the Commiſſary to me; to 
ſatisfic juſtice, we calleda Councell of warres (having our Auditor with us) 
oi the Regiment Officers z the buſineſle exaQly examined, according to his 
Majcſties Articles, theſouldicr was condemned to die, and to be ſhot at 2 
poſt,toterrifie others by his example from the like hainovs ſine : The ſoul- 
dicr getting time for that night to prepare himſclfe tor death, the minifter 
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inſtrutiog him of his duety, the \next morning the companics drawen to 
Armes, a Guard was directed to lec the execution, the ſouldier couragiouſl. 
ly and Chriſtianly reſolved, being tied toa poſt was ſhot dead by his came. 
rades, who withoutany delay executed the command laid on them by the 
malcfactor, whoſe Corpes was |preſently buried. The next day having 
ſhipt, we croſt oyer unto Lowland, where,according to his Majcſtics orders, 
we were well quartered and courteouſly received, The Colonells company 
and Sr. Patrick Mac-Geys with the ſtaffe, were quartered with me in Atarbo, 
Captaine Mac-kenyee his company were quartered in Rubee, and Captainc 
Monro his company in Necoppine, where the Queene mother did remaine,

ſatery , the one ſecuring the ſoulc, the other the eſtate and body : 

For this magnanimousand wiſe King , by his forc-fight and wit-

not Licenrtiat ro havethe like of their owne, The Gentry of this land are 
much given to policy and ceconomy , following the example ot their Kipg, 


H Erc I did obſerve that wiſdome and vertue were the beſt Guards of 


having great ſtalles and ſtables, eopraining above foure hundred Oxen, and: 


their fables ſome threeſcore horſes, being well fed and made luſty, they 
are {old to the Germazrnes , which yeerely brings unto the gentility great 
ſtore of money : this Iland abounds in Deere and wilde foule. 

This country is alſo plentifull of wood for building of ſhips, where his 
Majeſty every yearc hath ſome builded by his owne maſter builder,a worthy 
ocntleman begotten of Scots Anceſters, called Mr: Sixclaire, who: ſpeakes 
thc Scortz{þ tongue , and 1s very courtcous to all his countrimen which come 
thither. The Citizens alſo of this Tland,being very rich,build ſhips for their 
owne uſe, and ſome they ſell unto\ſtrangers, 

My hoſte the Burgomaſter of Maybo, ſomctime furniſh'd his Majcſty for 
building of his ſhips, toarcckoning Þfone hurdred thouſand Rex Dolors, fo 
that ina word,in this little Ie of Zewlana T did obſerve vertue to be habitua'f 
init, and fo was the peoples goodhefſe diſtributive unto us and our foul- 
di.rs, ſo that during our rc{1dence there, we were fo welcome, thar all 
things {mil'd upon us, where it was my fortunc one night to have gotten 
lis Majcſty to be my Ghu-ſt , having then my quarter in the Burgomaſters 
houſe, ad though he was a King, I perſwade my felfte he was contented 
with his cntcrtainm-nt,bcing both good and rare , whereof trucly I had a 
good dcalc,bur my Ghucſt departed by three of the clocke in the mor- 
ning without bidding me farewell, yet being his Majcſtics will, I was well 
pleaſed, having fate up all night I was not for attendance m the morning, 
which his Majcſty at his departure gratiouſly did excuſc. 

Toreturnc then to my obſcrvation, I did ſec and learne here the truth of 
that proyerbe in his Majcſtics perſon , that the wife man only is the cun- 
ningſt fenccr ; noman can give a blow ſo ſoone, or ward and k-cpe himſclfe 
ſo lafcly as the wife man, and r.othing is to be placed above him, but God, - 
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the King of Kings and giver of wiſdome, To live is common, to be wif: 
and good particular, and granted roa few + many I ſee with for l;0nour, f-r 
wealth, for friends, for fame, for pleaſure ; I defire but ih1{v WO; | Vcr- 
rue, and wiſdome, which both I law in this Magnanimous K 'v,, 3nd in his 
country people following his Majcſties cxampl. . We find 10 ag-y that 
the world ever had ſo plentitull in all things, as was Scorer : yct his rC= 
queſt was bur one oftheſe two , though indced it include: 1: che other : for 
without vertuc , wiſdome isnotz orifit be, it undocs us at liſt : and to 
returne to my obſervation, in my judgement it may be ſaid of this Magia- 
nimous King , as was faid of Ceſer,Semi-Dew ef: toras he is valiant, fo he 
is leared, Ex #troque Rex, being valiant and wiſe, a Prince of an excellent 
ſpirit, capable of all good things,as I have feenc , and obſerved in him : he 
is Icarned in the liberall ſciences, and underſtands well the Mathematicks 
and the praiſe of fortifications, asa ſouldier ſtudied inthe Lawes , joy- 
ning Armes with Iauſtice, two great helpes for rhe governement of a Prince. 
ly dignity : he handles well his Armes, and is expert in riding of horſes, 
a ſtrong man for wreſtling , as all Exrepdaffords, ablc for:o give ſtrokes, 
and the leyellecſt ſhooter with a peece, thatever I did ſee; tor witha piſtoll 
he never mifles a dogge in the head he ſhootsaty for experience in warfare, 
nothing inferiourto the greateſt Capraines we reade of, eafie to come to, 
and very affable , patient to beare with heate, cold, hunger, and moſt dura- 
ble in travell; and if I were to wiſh forthe perſonage of a man, mineeyes did 
never ſechis like, fora ſtately majeſticke perſon , whom ever I will great- 
ly reſpect and love for the good received * and ſhall be ever ready to ſerve 
him againſt all his enemies , My Gracious SOVeraigne onely excepted - and 
his dcereſt Siſters Royall Iflue, ro whom I have vowed my vet fer. 
VICe. 
 Herealſo inthis Kingdome I did obſerve, that there is nothing mooves 
ſubjects more to obedience, then the opinion they conceive of their Princes 
carc anddiligence, in the conſervation of his Kingdome and ſubjects ; and 
experience tcacheth us, that the obedience due to Kings by their ſubjects is 
weake, if it be not grounded on feare and reſpeRive reverence. As authori- 
ty iSgotten by honourable and convenient carriage : ſo oftimes we ſee it is 
loſt by evill carriage. So that all greatneſle deſtitute of vertue doth vaniſh 
inan inſtant ; and therefore the Poets did ſay , that honour and reverence 
were the children begotren of Majeſtic and authority : the example wher- 
of, we have in the perſon of Charles called the wiſe, who having ſcene 
France ruin'd by the former warres, under his predeceſſors Philipand Joh, 
Normandie and Piccardie poſſeſſed by the Engliſh and having Edward the third 
to deale with, the beſt and happieſt King ever England had , who defeated 
the Frexch in rwo Battells. This Prince reſolved to keepe the reſt, finding 
it to be as good to governe by counſellas by force of Armes, he did nothing 
raſhly nor untore-ſ{cene, but his deſigns were all well premeditated and dige- 
ſted, making choice of men wiſe, valiant, and knowing how to command 
In warres. Edward (ecing his ſword thus blunted, and the courſe of his vi- 
Qories by the wiſdome of Charles interrupted , faid, who did ever fee one 
Our of his chamber to give a man ſo much adoe without Armes 2 Thus 
Cbarles was ſo wiſe, that his enemies did make no diſhculty to praiſe him, 
for he not onelLy freed his people from miſery, butalſo gathered afterward 
a great tregjure tor his ſonpe, being called rich , as he was wiſe, and being 
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reſpeRed of his ſubjects, and of his enemies, as this Magnanimoue King of 
Denmark 1s , for his prudence after|his warres, is as much tro be commen. 
dd, as his valonr was in preſerving|his fubjets & Throne from his enemies, 
being redaQcd roa corner ; and his counſel ſerved alſo well, tor the good 
of his ſub;e&s, the cſtate of his Throne , and for the recovery of his lofless 
And therefore Cicero ſaid, that counſcll availed for the good of the State as 
wcll as Capcaines, forit is oft ſeenc incftcR, that by the good advice of 
the one, tie others have happily dxawne, and governed their ſwords; And 
in another place he {aith that Agameymon Generall of Gree, did never wiſh 
for ten ſuch great Captaines as Ajax was, but rather ten wiſe counſ. llours, 
4s Neſtor was, which made Crcero {0 often to proclaimc the h.,nour due to 
cloquencc above valour, ſaying, Cedant arma toge, concedat laurea linens : 
but joyngd rogether, as in this Magnanimous King of Denmark they worke 


- oneto anothers hands , for the eſtabliſhment of is Throne, which I wiſh 


ſo long to continue as the world, Here alſo we may learne to c{chevv vice 
by the puriſhmcar inflicted upon this fouldier for his exorbitancy, in having 
raviſh'd a virgin of her honour, he| was bereft himſclte ot life, by Gods 
juſt ice, puniſhing man for finne examwplary to others. | 

Againſt this finne of raviſhing Emperours ordained pun'ſhmenr, towie, 
tololc thei heads, and their goods alſo to beconfiſcate , but che law of che 
Canoniſtstreaies more meckely with raviſhers, ſuffering them to marry thoſe 
hom they raviſhed : But the. Lord judgeifg more tevercly, ſtecping his 
rods in vt iger , ordaines ſtritcer puniſhme t for ſuch maletaQors. Ta 
cſchew thereforethe committing of ſuch villanies, I will here fer downe 


ſome remedies to hinder man from fuch vices, that we may eſchew the like 


puniſhment. The firlt remedy the! is roabſtaine from the exccſſe of wine 
and meates, not to be du; ke with wine, wherein there is diſſolution. "The 
ſecond remedy is ro c{chew idleneile and roo much ſleeping , which is ene= 
my to travell and diligence. The ayoe, to eſchcw the company of un« 
clc anc perſons, whoſe delight is ih filthy communications , for he thar 
wili ouch picch, muſt be defiled with it, Ewill ſpeeches corrupt good manners ; 
ang with Wolves we learnero howleand cry, Dina the daughter of Iacob 
defiri:gto {ce what was not convenient, neither for her ſhametac'tneſſe, nor 
for the reſpect ſhe ought to have carried to her fathers houſe , was raviſhed, 
vi led, and was the cauſe ofgreater evill. The fourth remedy is to kecpe 
both wenien and maides in a convenient modeſt y of a chaſt behaviour, 
without wh-ch there is a doore Opened :o all villany and filthiveſſe, which 
is ablc of1critue to make vice, The|other remedies are , to live ſoberly and 
vcrtuouſly in ourcallings , eſchewing evill company and filthy. communi- 
cations, loving rather to take paines in our callings, remembring our duty 
weoweto God, inncotdelighting in any uncleanneſle, that we may eſchew 
the malcdictio!. hanging over the heads of thoſe, which continue in their 
filthinefſe without repentance, abuſing the long ſuffering and patience of 
the Lord our God and Father. | 

To conclude this obſervation, there are lawes and juſtice obſerved as well 
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number of thirteene of our owne Regiment, Officers, Captaines, Licve- 
tenants, Anticnts , Sergeants and Corporalls, till our number be full : 
our Proforce or Gavilliger brings in the complaints, ard defire; juſtice, in 
his Majeſtiesname, to the party offended, and to his Mater the Kings 
Majefty or Generall , that fuers or leades the warre ; and eyery Regimene 
is bound to have an executioner of their owne, which itthe Regiment wanes, 
the Colonell is obliged to hire another to doe the execution tor paiment 
and ſometimes as the crime and the perſon is reſpected , that is to ſuffer, be 
is honoured to beſhot by his camerades, or beheaded, not ſuffering an 
exccutioner to come neare him. Other {light puniſhments we enjoyne for 
ſlight faults, put in execution by their Camerades , as the Lowpegarthe, 
when a Souldicr is ſtripped naked above the waſte, and is made torunne a 
furlong betwixt two hundred Souldicrs, ranged alike oppoſite to others, 
leaving a ſpace in the midſt for the Souldier to runne through, where his 
Camerades whip him wich ſmall rods, ordained and cut for the purpoſe by 
the Gavilliger, andall to keepe good arder and diſcipline, for other leſſer 
faults, there is ordained flighter puniſhments, as Irons, ſtanding ata poaſt,” 
his hands bound up above his head; likewiſe ſitting ona Treen or woodden 
Mare, in ſome publicke place, to make him aſhamed of his fault : As alſo 
ſometimes to ſtand fix or ſeaven houres longer than ordinary at the centrie 
poſture;as I was once made to ſtand in my younger yeares at the Lowver gate 
in Paris, being then in the Kings Regiment of the Guards, paſſing my prenti- 
ſhip, for ſleeping in the morning, when I ought to have beene at m y CXCCT- 
ciſc, for puniſhment I was made ſtand from eleven before noone, to cight of 
the Clocke 1n the night Centry, Armed with Corſlee, Head-picce, Brace- 
lets, being Iron to the teeth, in a hot Summers day, till I was weary of my 
life, which ever after made methe more ſtrict in puniſhing thoſe under my 
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The eleventh Dutie diſcharged of our expedition by water 
unto the Iſle of Feamer, and of the in-takins of it. 

HE twenty-ſecond day of March 1627. his Majeſtie having come 
T in perſon to Lowland with two thouland five hundred foote, havin 

appointed Randezvouz at Rubie, Ihadordersto repaire with all dilt- 
gence tothe Randezvouz, withthe foure Companies commanded by me of 
our Regiment: his Majeſtics intention being to ſhip at Rubie, to fall on the 
Enemy upon the Ifle of Feamer, as being too neere in neighbourhood unto 
Denmarke : tor preventing of their evill, his Majeſtic rcſolvedto vifit them 
before they ſhould viſit his Country, and in the cxtremitie of a bitter froſt 
we were all ſhipped in open Skouts or Boats, where we lay three dayes with 
contrary winds in the Road very much perplext, and troubled with the cx- 
tremirie of cold weather, being hard froſt and ſnow : the ſtorme continuing 
we were appointed to come aſhoare, and toretire to our former quarters, 
till orders were ſent us toriſe againe, ſo thatthe ſixt of Aprill we ſhipped a- 
galnc. And on the cighth we anchored before the Iſland, where the enemy 
with diligence planted Ordnance for hindering of our landing. But was re- 
paycdagaine by our Ordnance ten for one: During which ſervice, we were 
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landing our Souldicrs with ſmall Boats by twcntics and thirties. The enemy 


with Cannon and musket giving continuall fire on us, till at laſt ſecing a | 


ſtrong body of Souldiers landed, and he having no horſemen to ſecond his 
foote, he was compelled to retire his Cannon, . making his Retreat to a 
ſtrong Fort they had built of purpoſe on the l{land, leaving the reſt of the 
Iſland and the Cities at our mercy ;|the Townes bcing of no ſtrength, 
Before it wasdarke we were all landed, with our Cannon and Amunition, 

:ncamping for that night in the Fields, keeping ſtrong Guards ard diligent 
watch» The enemy being diſcouraged, we had not ſo much as one Alaram, 
The next morning his Majeſtie marched towards the Fort with his Forces 
and Artillery, and having himfelfe xecognoſced or ſpicd the Fort, retired, 
giving orders for our {everall quarters : Our Souldiers were cntred to worke 
the approaches, which were ordained and affigried ro us to approach on. 
The enemy being icarce of victualls, and knotying of no reliete, reſolvedas 
bis beſt courſe ro Parle, and having {ent. forth a Drummer, which being r= 
Ccived, and the Paric granted, pledges being delivered Hinc 1nde, the accord 
goes on, and is prelently agreed upon. The conditions granted tv the ene- 
my were ſomewhat hard, ( }z, ) that they ſhould leave their Armes, Bag- 
gage, and Amunition within the Fort, and that they ſhould come forth in 
his Majeſtics reverence, of mercy, or of none ; which accordingly they did 
undergoe, Bur before their out-coming, there was a prohibition givento all 
Our Souldters, that no man ſhould wrong or injure them : Nevertheleſle, 
at cheir comming out, the Country Boores ( evet cr uell to Souldeers ) re- 


membring the hard uſzge of the Souldiers ro them in the W inter time, ſee- 
ing them come forth unarmed, ranne violently upon the Suuldiers, knocks 


ing them pirrifully downe, they cauſed great diſorder, fo that in the fury 


the Count of Mongemrie, Colonel! to a French Regiment, was knockt to 
che ground, and left tor dead, being taken for a Walloone, or one of the ene= 
mics Officers. This infolency of| the Boores continued ( in killing the 
poore Souldiers ) rill by his Majeſties charge, I was commanded to put my 
Souldiers ro Armes to ſuppreſle the Boores, which was preſently obeyed 
by my Souldiers, who againe robbed the Boores of that they had taken 
from the enemy, and withall were well knockt, The Tumult appeaſcd, the 
enemies were ſent away by Boats to Hoelſtes, where they ivere put aſhoare, 


andleft, his Majeſtic then refreſhed his Troopes for three dayes, during 
which time, the Iſland was brought under Contribution to his Majeſtie, 


anda Governour with a Garriſon being lefc on the Iſland ro keepe them in 
obedicnce, and to hinder the enemies rcturne, we were commanded to be 


in rcadinefle for a ſecond Expedition. 


The eleventh Obſervation: 


Cipio (aid, we were moſt in danger when we wanted bufineſſe, for 
C wile we want bufinefle, and have no foe to awe us, We are readic to 

drowne in the mudde of vice and floathfulneſſe. So our R-giment 
having laine fix moneths 1n idlcnefie and floath, cating and drinking, and 
ſomerimes doing worſe, tor lacke of employment in our Callings, falling out 
amoneſt our (elves unneceſſarily, and without reaſon abuſing both Burgers 
and Boores, ſo that when we lacked employment, then was the Gavilligey 


and bis Irons beſt employed, inſolency domineering, ſorhat when we came 
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to endure hunger, thirſt, and cold on our ſhippes, we were growne ſo effec. 
minate, that we could not flecpe without a good bed, our ſtomackes could 
not digeſt a Gammon of Bacon, or cold Bcefe without muftard, fo farre 
we wcre out of uſe, till this Magnanimows King came to lead us, who in a 
ſhort time, without the helpe of Phyficke, cured our cloyd ſtomackes, hard. 
ned our effeminate ſides, in ſtead oft a warme Chamber, made us contented 
with a hole digged in the ground, to let the winde and Bullets flee over v5, 
making hunger our beſt ſauce, giving us cmployment, andto Our Gavillzger 
reſt and caſe at home, | 

O how bright then doth the ſoule of man grow with uſe and Nepgotiati. 
on ! Now could our Souldiers having made a little bootie on this Iſland, 
ſpeake like Cleanthes, when he had laboured and gotten ſome Coyne, he 
ſhewes it his Companions, that he then could nouriſh another Cleanthes ; 
even fo our Souldiers ſhewing and telling their Camerages of their bootie, 
they rejoyced the hearts of their Leaders, whom betore they had offended 
by their exorbirancy in their idleneſle, bringing joy with profit, when they 
were cxerciſcd in their Callings, baniſhing miſchicte from themſelves by 
their diligence : for it is one of our greateſt happineſle in our Calling, to have 
a minde and love to vertuous exerciles, raiſing us Faw | to blefledneſle and 
conrentation; for every one ſhall {mcll of that he is buſied in, and every no- 
ble Action addes ſinewes tothe yertucus minde : where on che contrary, 
ſurcly he muſt be miſerable, that loyes not to be diligent in his Calling, 
when he ought to emptoy himſelfe ; for if he growes no better, yct ſure it 
keeps him from doing worſe, not having, time by his 1dlenefle to entertaine 
the Devill. VVhen our enemies leaſt looked for us, then came we with Bells- 
za, {ummoning him to the Combate, bur he obeycs nor, and for his cowar. 
dize wedegrade him of his Armes, and baniſh him to ſome other corner to 
lurke in, ſecing he lacked thecourage to have made us ſport at our landing, 
or to haye givenus an Alarum in our Quarters ; to have once tryed what 
for Souldiers we were, or what reſolution or conduct we had : for he ought 
to have buſied us at our landing, as well with the ſpade and the ſhovell, as 
with the Pike and the Musket, and fo wecould have ſaid, we had an Ene. 
my, as we had nor, but a flying daſtard or coward. 

This Fort was ſcurvily given over, which any reſolute Commander 
could well have kept for three dayecs, during which time, he had added to 
his owne reputation, and ſubſtracted doubtleſfle from ours, by diminiſhing 
of our number, which at laſt would have made him get better Conditions 
of Quanrns, and a more honourable Accord : for in ſuch a caſe, I would 
chooſe before I came in my enemies Reverence without Armes, rather to 
fight ro the laſt man, and if I chanced to be the laſt, I had rather die, being 
reſolved, with reſolution having Armes in my hands, than unawares, being 
unprepared,to be knockt downe miſerably, when I looked not tor Death. 

Here I did ſee the Ingenier that built this Fort ( who in time of working 
did oftentimes beate the Boores to make them worke ) for his crueltie he 
was moſt cruclly beaten againe, and he running/to his Majeſties feete for rc- 
fuge (thinking thereby to eſcape ) was on his knees crying for mercy, ſo 
hard purſued by the multitude, that before his Majeſtic he was ctuelly bea- 
ten dead, as the reward of his former tyranny, and ſo would God. | 

| Here alſo we ſee, that oftentimes the Innocent doth ſuffer with the Guit- 
tie, as hapned ty that worthy Cavalier the Count of Mongomree, being abu 
uy 
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elly beaten by the raſcall mulcitude ; wich moans teach all Cavaliers bea- 
ring chargeart ſuch times, to looke unto themlelves in attending their Maſter 
or Generall on horſe backe , when an overcome enemy is warchivg our of 
ſtrength or Towne , or otherwiſe they ought to be on the head o! tlicir 
charge attending cheirduety ;| orif|tor pleaturethey would looke on, they 
ought tobe on their Guard, leſt beihg taken tor private mcn, they mivhr be 
diſgraced recciving a Diſaſter, as this Cavalier did, | 

Happy therefore are thoſe who (can elchey evill by the example of 0- 
thers. Hereallo we ſee, that the beſt mcanes to ſuppreſle the infolency of 
the tumultuous multitude, is a band ot well commanded ſonldicrs w ith 
Armes , whoare ever good ſervants, but more often cruell Maſters, lt is 
thenthe duety of a Generall in ſuch caſes, peremptorily to ſee that his accord 
be kept , which otherwiſe being broken cauſeth much evill and miichicte to 
follow. His Majeſty as he was diligent inthe intaking of this Tlind, fo we 
ſce him carcfull of the keeping of it, as his conqueſt, by leaving a Gover- 
ror with a Garriſon in it, tobe his'retreate,in caſe of neecde, out of Holſter. 
We reade that Geiſbcardin in his hiſtory of the warres of 7raly in his fiſt 
booke , accuſes under hand the Frerc-,that did enlarge their rertitoiics by 
Armes, and did not maintaine and keepe their conqueſts, but on the contra- 
ty did ruine themſclves in the end. 

The Emperour CAvevſftws, haying read the great conqueſt ot Alexander 
in the Eaſt , he did wonder that Alexander did not take care to keepe rem, 
as he travelled ro winne them. It is ſaid of Pyrrhus King of Albany, that where 


he once ſet his foote , he was conquerour there. Bur was ever untortunate 
In keeping his conqueſt , and chercfore the King Artigoxus comparcd him 


toa gamecſter at dice , thar loſt his owne in hope of gaine. Examples we 
have of this at home without warres. 

Zeonard Darrez in his 3.booke of the warrs of /taly againſt the Gothes, Totie 
Ls King ofthe Gothes being made Conqueror of Rome,in his Harrangue made 
co his army concluded,that it was harder to keepe a country conquer'd,then 
co winne 1t:for in conquering ofcimes(as hcre)the cowardize of the enemies 
helpes more then our owne valor, & to maintaine our conqueſt we had necde 
of valourand juſtice, Thatcuſtome of the Turkes is commendable, that 
when hcenters into his Chappell, the bed man of the Temple going be. 
force him, cries out aloud, that he remember, that the Empurc uttuined 
unto by Armes and juſtice, is to be maintained with the like : ſo mutipy js 
and ſhould be holden dereſtable amongſt Souldiers, and in all wcll go- 
verned eſtates. For the uſe therefore of my fellow Camarades, and for the 
benefic of my country , I will ſpeake ſomewhatat large of the tury, cruclty 
and barbarity of the multitude , mutinous and ſuperſtitious , that we may 
avoid the evill incident thereto, I will ſet downe here my colleions on 
this point, which occurred in my obſervation. The Philoſopher Plzto called 
the wiſcſt and moſt honourable among ſtthe Greczans, ſayes, the peopic are 
ungratctull, cruell, barbarous, envious, impudent, being compoſ.d of 2 
Maſle of fooles , naughty, deboiſt, and deſperate : for all that is ſpoken by 
the wiſc, diſpleaſes the people that are incenled. And Balens writing the 
lives of the Popes , writes of Pope 7#hnthe twenty third being askedl what | 
ching was fartheſt from truth , he anſwered, it was the vulgar opitiion, tor 
all things they praiſe merite blame, what they thinke is bur vanity ; what 
they ſay is butlies ; they condemne the good, ang approve the evill, _ 
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magnific but infamy: And N!cholas Hanap Patriarch of Ieruſalem, in his 
booke of the unconſtancy of the people, hath a whole chapter apart to 
. this purpoſe, and CArrianzs 1n his firit booke praiſeth much the wifdome 
of Alexander the great, in taking away from the people or Epheſus the nieanes 


ro Mutine- againit the chicfe men of the Towne : for ſome of the mutiners 


being executed Alexander forbids to ſearch, or puniſh the reſt, knowin 
that if once the popular could looſe the raine, there was nothing to tollow 
but miſchiefe, where the innocent might ſuffer as well as the guilty , as wit- 
neſſe here the Count of Mongorry, that ranne the hazard of death, being 
long bedred after his beating,withour ſenſe or feeling, And Thucydide did in 
his third booke, ſpeaking of thoſe of the Ifle of Corſs, did feele the evill of a 
ſturdy popular having licence to doecvill, how much it was to be doubted, 
inſo mych that the Maſlacre being ſo cruell, that there was no villany letc 
unpraQiſed, and ſuch ſtrange things he writes of, that the Fathers did ſuffo- 
cate their ownechildteht, and thoſe that were runne to the Churches for rc- 
fuge, were cruelly put to death ; who pleaſes may reade the ſtory, where it 
is ſer downe more at large, As alſoto reade the late Maſlacres in Frazce, 
from the yeare r560to this preſent time, eſpecially the Maſſacre of the twen- 
ty fourth of Auguſt 1572 in thechicteſt Cities of the Kingdome, continu- 
ing without reſpe& of age or of ſex, as well againſt the dead as the quicke, as 
ſaith Za&ance in his ſixt booke and ſecond chapter : humanity was fo farre 

one from men,that to take away rhe life of their neighbours was bur ſport, 
| Ar become beaſts drunke with cuſtome of bloud, nor | paring the 1nno. 
cent, bur doing toall , what the hangman doth to malefators. Therefore 
Duintus Cartiue ſaith properly, thatthe deepe Seca inatempeſt hath not more 
waves , thenthe cumultuous multitude hath changes ; eſpecially gctting 1i- 
berty by a newgovernment : And Titus Liviws in his fourth booke of the 
ehird Decad ſaith, ſo is the nature of the peopleto ſerve as flaves, or ſtrike 
like Tyrants, Reade alſo Thomas Faſell in his tenth booke of the ſecond 
Decad of the hiſtory of Sicilie,a memorable example of fedition,moved in 
Palerne of Sicilie, where Tohn Squarelazop was cheife leader,amply deſcribed in 
brave termes, he having ſeene the Tragedy himſelfe, where he complaines 
ofthe ruinc of the City, Iuſtice and Lawes being aboliſhed, avaricerite, and 
pride did reigne and dominier (a pleaſant ſtory to reade and makeule of ) in 
the day robbing unpuniſhed, ſpoyling the Church in all confuſion. Ari- 
fotle ſayes well , that fuch chavges come by them that have eaten up their 
owne, and have no more. 

There was alſo ſedition moyed at LZisbone,in the yeare 166 by the fantaſies 
of the multitude, that was a flood that tooke away almoſt all the ſewes, that 
were turned Chriſtians, whereof there were killed above a thouland, and 
the Maſſacre continuing three dayes was never appeaſed, till at night the 
third day Arias Silvixs and Alvare of Caſter gentlemen, and chicte of the 
Tuſtices, came with men of warre in Armes to Lisbone, and appealed the 
tumule, The Kings Majeſty hearing the newes of this horrible ſedition, be- 
ing much grieved did preſently ſend unto Lisboxetwo of the chieteſt of the 
Court, to wit; Jackes Allmod and Iackes Lopes , with full power to puniſh che 
MalefaRors of fuch cruelty, where publiquely there was executed a great 
number of the ſeditious popular , and the Prieſts, that moved them to the 
ſedition, were firſt put off their charge, then hanged, then burnt, the 
Tudges and Magiſtratesthat were floathfull ro ſuppreſſe that popular _ 
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and fury, were ſome deprived of their eſtates, and condemned to great pen= 
nance , and the Towne it ſelfe was deprived of their priviledges and ho. 
nours : I pray God to keepe my, country trom the like, Who plafcth to 
reade the ftory, it is much worth, and of grcat obſcrvance for any good 
Chriſtian. 

Another. notable ſtory of the like we have in the beginnins of the 
Reigne of Charlesthe fift ſucceſſor to Ferdinand King of Sparne and S1cil, in 
whom did faile the race of the Kings of Aragon, the people being moved 
by a Monke continued long in ſeditions one after another , till God did re- 
move itat laſt, and ſince they lived pecceable. 

To conclude thenthis point, itis avaine thing to be a follower of rhe 
popular ſort : for none is the better for their praiſe, nor the wotle tor their 
blame. And therefore P/ztarch {aid well, that one man could not be maſter 
and ſervant of the people, otherwiſe, perforce it bchooveth him to fall 
into inconyentencie; as Wereade in the fable written of the ſerpent, the 
taile whereof came one day to quarrell the head , ſaying, he would goe his 
day about foremoſt, and not goe alwayes behinde, which being grinted vn- 
to him by the head, he found it worſt himſeltc, not knowing how or where 
togoe, and becamethe cauſe thatthe head was all ſpoyl'd and rent, being 
compelled againſt natureto follow a part without ſight or hearing to leade 
it. The ſame we have ſeene happen unto thoſe who in the Government of 
the publique would do all things to pleaſe the multirude, and being once 
tied to that yoake of ſlavery, in all things to will and agree with the come 


mon and lower ſort, that oftimes are raſhly moved and without reaſon, 
howlſoever they cannat thereafter come off and retire, hinder or ſtay the 


fury and raſhncſſe of the people. And therefore the great ſervant of God 
Moſes did properly comprehend in the bleflings promiſed unto the 1/7ae- 
lites their obedience to Gods lawes, that the Lord might cſtabliſh them in 
the firſt rankea head ; in briefe that they ſhould be as Maſters, and ſhould 
not be ſubjzeRt. Reade Deus. 28.

The twelfth Dutie diſcharged of our expedition by 
water to Aickilfourd in Holften, and of 
the intaking of it. 


ſhipped we ſayl'd along the coaſt of Ho/flez, till we arrived before 
Aickilfourd, where lay a Garriſon of the Emperialiſts , bcing five 
| hundred ſtrong , halfe Dragoniers and halfe foote ſouldicrs , having ancho- 
red while we were providing for our landing , the Towne being no ſtrength 
the Dragonters marched away, leaving the Captaine of foote to actend the 
place , who had a Skonce withoutthe Towne, with a running line from the 
Skonce to th- Port of the Towne, and thinking us to be but a we..kc flying 
party , that durſt not remaine long on the land , ſceing the enemy lay ſtrong 
of horſe, and foote neere by, he rcſolvedas his beſt, ro defend the Skonce 
without , whereunto he drew his ſtrength : his Majeſty commandcd vs to 


land our forces, and to ſtorme the Skonce, he ſtaying a ſhipboard looking on 
| | | us, 


'T cleaventh of Aprill 1628 we got orders to ſhip againe, and being 
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us. we land in all haſte, being allmoſt ewo thouſand fi ore of ſeverall Nati- 
ons, Engliſh, Scots , Dutch, and French : all about equall ſtr.ngth; we 
threw dice for the Avangard, who ſhould fall on firſt, concluding thole 
thiew moſt ſhould have the leading , and ſo ſucceſſively to ſecond one anv- 
ther, having throwne fixes, the hor.our of the Avangatde or leading fell of 
me and mine; the Engl ſb talling next unto us, having put our ſelves in 
order, and dcalt out Amunition, recommending the {ucceſle to the Lord, by 
our preacher Mr.William Forbeſſe, companion of our dangers, and having di- 
reed Enſigne Alane to recogaoſle or [pic the beſt advantage, being reti- 
red, I commanded Capraine Lieverenant Carre with fifty mUsketiers to a 
broken houle , that Aancked on the Skonce, giving him orders to give fire 
from thence o! their backs, as we marched to them in front, and in caſe 
of thcir retreate tothe Towne, tocut off their paſſage, or at leaſt to march 
in with them. Thus done, I gave charge to my musketiers that no man 
ſhould give firetill I commanded, but to follow their Leaders ſtill in good 
order. The ground we were toadvanceon to the Skonce, was plaine as 
pavement ; the Skorice not being high, our reſolution was ro ſtorme with- 
out giving fire , ardas we advanced thoſe of the Skonce did give three ſeve. 
rall ſalvees of musket thundring amo: gſt us, whereof ſome feltthe ſmart, 
and Captaine Mac-kenyee was favourably ſhot inthe legge, ard I more fa- 
vcurably in the hilt of my ſword , which aftenvards-I gave to Mac-kenyee. 
The moſt hurt was done to the Zxgliſh marching after us, led then by Cap- 
taine Chamberiaine, a worthy anda valorous gentleman, In this time we 
were advanccing,our musketiers colnmanded by Carre, giving fire on their 
flancks many were hurt, and the Captaine ſhort inthe Arme ccing us give 
no fire, but marching hard to ſtorme, he quit the Skonce and retired ro rhe 
Towne, andenters the Port before us, ſhutting us out, and leaving 2 
few hurt men behind him ; we brake downe the Stacket, and the Towne 
not walled, we e::tred the broade fide, and follow the enemy to the mar- 
ket-place, thinking he would fight us there. But he retired into the 
Church, and ſhutting the doores defendsthe Church, ſhooting our he did 
us great hurt + our Souldiers not having forgo:ten their cruelty uſed ar Bre- 
denberg,rclolved to giveno quarters, and with a huge great ladder and the 
force ofmen we ran-forced the dooreand entred, I thinking to get the Ofi- 
ccrs priſoners, centred withall, but could not finde them 2 incontinent per- 
ceiving a great quantity of powder ſpread a thwart the Church , fearing the 
blowing up of the powder, I commanded every man upon paine of death 
to retire, the word not well ſpoken, the powder blew up, blowing the 
top of the Church, above a hundred were killed , anda number burne piti- 
fully, and I with Lieverenant David cMonroſtanding behinde me , was al- 
ſo pittifully burnt : the blaſt paſt , Captaine Chamberlaine entring, findes 
the Officers, andglves them quarters as his priſoners : of the ſouldiers 
feiw or none of two hundred ard fifty eſcaped. The Towne was plundered, 
and his Majeſty fearing the coming. of the enemies Horſemen before our 


retyring , we got orders cvery man to ſhippe againe as we might 
beſt. | 
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The twelfth Obſervation. 


His ſervice being butſhort, having had ad-e (as formerly ) with a 

11:ght Enemy, my obſervation mult be the ſhorcer: but ro my great 

once, as we found aſterwards the next day, this daycs fervicewas 
but like a pleaſant Weathergall, the fore-runner of a greater forme , for they 
made bootie this day, that had not the happineſſe to enjoy it cight and fortic 
hourcs, as you ſhall heare inthe next Obferyation. 

Our hap here and good ſuccefle in making of bootie was ſoone reſtrained: 
0 man, ro beaſt, no creature, but hath ſome thing to ballaſt cheir lightneſſe. 
One ſcale is not alwayes in depreſſion, r.orthe other lttred ever high, but by 
the Beame is ever kept in motion ; nothing but hath ſome thing to awe it : 
man with man is awed and detended, the world is but a perpetuall warrc, 
and a wedding, When the Aſſyrian tell, the Perſian roſe, when the Perſian 
(ell, the Greeianroſe; the lofle of one man is the gaine of another. It 15 vi- 
ci/{ſ1tage that maintaines the world, Here { Ifay ) our Souldirrs mace boo- 
tie by oppreſſion, which brought a ſudden contumption with it, Hodie mi- 
h1, cras bi, The dying Flie Ie&vres out the worlds mortalitie, and though 
frequent, miſerable man never thinkes of his end, till it be too late, cver epi- 
curing our {clycs with this worlds joy, till at laſt we are ſeazed on una- 
WAarcs, | 

Herc I muſt not forget the memory of our Preacher Maſter William For- 
beſſe, a Preacher tor Souldiers, yea and a Captaine in neede, to lead Soul- 
diers gh a good occaſion, being tull of courage, with diſcretion and good 
Condhict, beyond ſome Captaines I have knowne, that were not fo capable 
as he : atthis time he nor onely prayed for us, but. went on With us, to re- 
marke, 2s I thinke, mens carriage, and having tound a Sergeant negleRing 
his dutic, and his honour at ſuch a time ( whoſe name I will not expreſle ) 
haying chidden him, did promiſe to reveale him unto me, as he did after 
their {cryice, the Sergeant bring called before me, and acculed, did den 
his accuſation, allcaging it he were no Paſtour that had alleaged it, he would 
not lie under the injury ; the Preicher offered to fight with him, that it was 
truth he had ſpoken of him , wh-reupon I caſhier'd the Serge:nr, and gave 
his placeto a worthicr, called Mongo Gray, a Gentleman of good worth, 
and of much courage. Tlie Sergeant being caſhier'd, never call'd Maſter 
TVilliamto account, for which he was cvill thought of, {o that he rctired 
hom- and quit the warres. 

Some men perhaps wil! blame our Conduct here, for purſuing men re- 
tired toa Church, bcing a place of retuge. Firſt, I an{wer, our orders we had 
of our Maſter, were to beatc our enemies, in taking them Priſoners, or by 
killing them, which we could not cect, neither the one nor the other, 
without cntring the Church. 

Sccondly ; They having baniſhed the Goſpell, and the Preachers of it 
out ofthe Church, we had gogd reaſon to baniſh them, who h:d made of 
the houl of God a Denne of theeves and murtherers, as they were at Byre- 
denbere, having killed our Camerades, and maſſacred our Preacher, bcing on his 
knees begging mercy, and could fince none, 

Thirdly , They treacherouſly retired themſclyes to a Loft apart in the 
Church, {or thcir owreſaterics, and l-fr traines of Powder to blow us up 

at 
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at our entry, which made our Compaſſion towards them the co'der; tor 
when the ſubject of our hatred is finne, 1t cannot be too deepe , and for my 
oOwne part, I rctuſed notto ſhew compaſſion onthole, who did beg it of me, 
1nd what others did in their fury, I did tolcrate, not being powerlull to hin- 
derthem : yet truly my compaſſion was {o much, that when I ſaw the houtc 
ordained for Gods ſervice defiled with their bloud and ours, and the pive- 
ment of 1he Church covcred over with the dead bodics of men, truely my 
heart was moved unto the milde ſtreames of pittie, aid wepr, as is repor. 
redo! Ceſar, when he heara how Pompey Cied. For in my opinion, pittie, 
though ſhe be a downy vertue, yct ſhe never ſhines more brightly, than when

times wct eves as well as wounding hands, Fabixz did conquer, as well by 
delaying, as Ceſar by exp<ditio!1, Tocnd this obſervation, reaſon teacheth 
us tocaſt the bloud of the flaine vpon the unjuſt Authors of it. That which

within the Palleſſaas,unſrene or known of us, where inthe dead of the night 
he lodged, and placcd athouſand Musketiers, giving them charge, never to 
ſhoor, nor appeare, till firſt our Souldiers were almoſt landed : his Majeſtic 
not expecting the like, by ſcaven of the Clocke in the morning, turnes the 
broad fides of five great Shippes and two Gallies onthe Towne, and ſhoots 
at once, for the ſpace of an houre, ſo faſt as they could charge, ſeaventic 
halfe Cartewes at evcry Salve, through and through the Towne houſes, 
where many were lamed of legges and armes, and freed of lives. Never- 
theleſſe, the Souldiers within the Towne never give one ſhot of Myske: 
during that time, but the Sling-pieces from the Towne were TY their 
Bullets thicke amongſt our Fleetz, which forthe moſt part, ſhort over, do- 
Ing us no great hurt: inthe cnd, our Cannon leaving ſhooting, his Majeſtic 
ſent orders to ſet a partic of two hundred Musketiers a-ſhoare , we thar were 
Othcers m-t togetherin the Admirall ſhippe, and agreed ro command our 
the partie, and having caſt Lots, it fell on the Dutch - they a, He's. the 
H 3 Qangecr. 


= retired all unto our ſhippes, his Majeſtic made laile againe

the reſt, and begins th. fight aſhoare, and continues the Skirmiſh hot on 
both ſides for one halfe hourc, till the moſt part of our partic were killed, 
thcir powdcr ſpent, and perceiving no relicte was to come, his Majcſtie ha- 
ving conſidercd the danger, the rclicfe, though in rcadineſſe, was ſtayd, 
The Licvetenant being the laſt man, retired with credit, being thrice ſhot, 
did come off, and dicd the next night. A Sergeant of Captaine Mac-Kenyee 
his Compa yv, called Mac-Clawde, an old expert Souldicr, and adiligent, 
{onne to Neale Mac- Clawde, was killed, and twenty-two Souldicrs of the 
thirtie that I commanded out of our Regiment, the reſt being wounded, 
for fault of Boates, came ſwimming intheir cloathes ro his Majeſtics Ship,

The partie thus loſt, the enemy begunne to thunder amongft our Fleete, 


with two halfc Cartowes a .d fix Sling-pieces, where leaving our Archors, 
he was thought the beſt Maſter that had his Ship firſt under ſaile : His Ma- 
jeſtics Ship being the laſt, was twice ſhot through, and two Conſtables were 
ſhotin two inthe waſte, Thus forced ro retire with great loſe, we hold on 
our courſe towards the Ifle of Feamer againe. | ;

of his loſle, as it were, triumphing over his enemies, and contorting 0. | 
thers, moſt graciouſly ſaid. We ought not to be aſtoniſhed, when things 7 
happe unto us beyond our expectation : and that which was morc cſteemed 
as a Ged amongſt the Pagans, was extraordinarily changeable, ſometimes 
taking part with one, and ſometimes with another. In a word, this Magne- 
nimows King did abate nothing of his former courage, or of his gravitie : 
So that his very enemies, it they had ſecne him at ſo ncere adiſtanceas I 
did, they could not but have humbly reverenced his M«jeſtie for his magni- 
ticke ftarure, higher than any ordinary man by the head : yet aſhamed he was, 
to ſtoope for a Cannon Buller, when they flew thickeſt. 

And for the accompliſhmem ofhis vertues, Nature hath given him an 
extraordinary rich Preience, to Wit, a face as manly as poſſible may be ſcene, 
worthy of agruat King, w 1|mixt incomplexion, his eyes flaming and ſhi- 
ning, full of comage, his beard browne, his noſe Aquiline, or Emperiall, 


his voice manly, winning the hearts of thoſe that ſee or heare him, ineffeR,

IE time of this hot ſervice, no man could perceive any alteration tithe 
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A Royall King, fwll of aſſurance, without any tare ar all, in reſpe-t of man : 
yer full of Majeſtie, amiableto his friends, andtcrrible to his encmics, 

Here then we may fec, that it is the Lo » that Guards and keepes 
Kinzs and Princes from immirent dangers that environ them, whereof Hifto- 
tics both ancient and modernc, arc full otexamples of the miraculous delive-- 
rance of great perſonages from dangers. 

.One notable Story I will bring.to confirme this divine protetion, in {. 
ving Titus ſonne to Feſpdſian, appointed tor the ruining of 1eruſalem, ro \u,- 
due and puniſh the Tewes. Flavins Toſeph in his fixt booke and tecond Chap- 
ter ofthe Warres of the ewes, records of him, that betore the fiege was !ayii 
to the Towne, of. minde to recognize, he tell unawates amongſt an Ambrſi- 
cade of his enemies, where then it was knowne, as much as ever, that it is the 
L on » who diſpoſeth of the moments of warre, and ofthe lite of 17os : 
for though Titzs had no head-piece nor Corflet on his backe ( having no: 
gone to fight, but to recognize) ol an infinite number of thor, ſhot at him, 
none touched him, though many were ſhot behind him,thoſe darts jkor aftdu 
at him, he rebated them with his ſword, and thoſe ſhot low, lic made his 
horſe skip to eſchewthem. The 7ewes percciving his relolution, made gre: 
noiſe, exhorting one another torunne at him, and:to tollow him where eve: 
he went. A rarecxample ofa rare deliverance, where we ce that he is well 
guarded, whom the Lord keepes. Here alſo we may ſec, what difference 
there is betwixt Commanders, he jn Feamer ſhewed himſelfe no Souldicr . 
ncither yet the Caprtaine in Azct/eford : bur this brave fellow that comman- 
ded in Keele, preſerved himſelfe and others, andthat with credit z where we 
ſee, that whcre wiſedome and valour doemeer, oft-rimes the ſucceſle is an- 
{werable; and a mans diſcretion is ſeene when he abides a fit Occaſion, as 
this brave fellow did : where I finde alwayes, that thoſe are the beſt Com- 
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manders, that arere{olute and remiſle, not hunting beforc he ſees his prey, 


a':d then with advantage, it he would catch. 

Here alſo, cxpcrience deare bought did teach us, that it is better in com- 
manding men on exployts, to command them proportionally out of divers 
Regiments, than to command them all out of one, which were to undoe 2 
Regiment: and we ce often, that the examples of the noble carriage of Of- 
ficers, doe much animate and encourage their followers to well-coing ; 
and it is a comely thing for the (ervant of the publique, to tcach by cxam- 
ple, which makes his tame hive ater death, as this worthy Exgltſh Cawvalicy 
did,eſpecially being in the publique view of the King his Maſter, his Came- 
rades, and hiscnemuies, carrying their Characters from ſervice,as the marks 
of his valour, without fainting, though wounded to death. 

Here alſo our Scotr;ſþ High-land-mien are prayſe-worthy, who for lacke 
of Boats, made uſe of their vertue andcourage in ſwimming the Scas, not- 
withſtanding of their wounds, with theircloathes, ſhewing their Maſters, 
they were not the firſt came off, but with the laſt , following the example 
of their Leader, they would not ſtay to be Priſoners, as many doe at ſuch 
times, and never returne. 

I did alfo obſerve after this dayes ſervice, an alteration in the common 
Souldicrs behaviour, while as before we were to {end out a partic of com- 
mancled men, we were iroubled with the Souldiers, ſtriving who ſhould goc 
out on the partie, every one deſiring it ſhould be he, but after this dayes 


[mart once telt by their Camerades, they learned to be more wiſe, end t© 
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ſtay tillthcy were commanded, and then they obeyed, though not {© free! 
as before. 

Here alſo I will entreat thee, Iudicious Reader, to give me leave to di. 
grefle ſomewhat, to diſcourſe a little of Sea-bghts, wh ch occurred in the 
diſcharge of the laſt dutie, though not properly belonging to my ſcope. 
Yet in this retrcat-making, as we were in danger of killing, ſo were we in 
danger of drowning, by the enemies Cannon piercing our ſhippes, repaying 
us for the hurt done by our Shippes and Cannon'to thcir Towne and Sou! - 
anc having in one houre diſcharged amongſt them an 1;.finte number of 

ot. 

To give theh notice to the Reader of his Majeſties power by Sea, I will 
relate a Story of a Sea-fight, that happened betwixt the Swedens and the 
Danes, which was 11 the yeare 1564. the thirtieth of May? the Story is 
9-zny by Gaſperence in his Commentaries of the Swedens warres, as fol. 
oweth, 

Amongſt other ſhippes, ſauh he, there was one which in greatneſſe and 
excellent cquipage, went beyond all humane apprehenſion, ſo that many 
aftirmed, that fince the memory of man, the like of her was not ſecneon 
the North Ocean, which by the Sweders, in their language, was Called Make- 
leſſe , that is to ſay, eHMatchleſſe, carrying two hundred picces o' Ordnance. 
The Swedes Admirall, truſting much in this ſhippe, did employ his whole 
force againſt the principall Daze ſhippe, called the Fortune, furiouſly 
cannonading her, till he had ſhot her fourteene times under water, and a. 
bove one hundred times above water, on her Miſts ard Shrow des : tlc 
Conflict of the firſt day being doubtfull, both the Armies being much in. 
dangered, tho next day the Daxes being ſure of one fide, rextthelard, ard 
on the other fide, having the Sweden: Fleete, that preſſed ro ma} e them 

round, but the winde turned {o, that the Danes hav og the winde at beſt, 
they chaſed the Swedens Fleete, {cattering them ſo, that the Mutchleſic bee 
Ing almoſt overthrowne by the ſtrength of the Dees Flecte, was driven on 
abanke of ſand, where ſhe was burnt by the Daves with wilde fire, w hich 
the Danes launcht within her, the Admirall of the Swedens,called Tacqors Bagg, 
and Arrold Troll, Councellour of the Kingdome, and a Lord calle d C/r:ſto- 


pher Ander, were taket priſoners. The Swedens finding their beſt firength 


loft fie,. being followed of the Daves, whoſe ſhips being ſhrewdly battered 


by the Cannon of the Swedens, that tit was impoſſible to {ayle, or keepe the 


Sea longer, but were forced to harbour till they were helped, Where we ſee, 
by the ruine of this great Hulck, that G o Þ 15 not pleaſed when men make 
ſuch Cities of Timber ; bur on the contrary, rvines them, not ſuffering any 
to grow proud of their might. | 
Paul Igvein his ſeaventy booke recores a fiory of a Sea- fight, that happe- 
ned berwixt the French and the Exghſh: Two Engliſh Ships havirg purtu'd 
one French Ship, of atextraordinary greatneſſe, called the Corde/zere, having 
fought long with Cannon, with fire- ſtaves, and with Artificiall fire pots, 
19 one inſtiat were miſerably conſumed by fire, having loſt :bove tiyo thou- 
fand men, burnt, killed and drowned,and loſt in ground thovg ht incredible, 
Reere Two hundred peece of cannon, as reports Hubbere Malew, who amply 
hach written this ſtory ; and of the lofle otthoic ſhips, he writes in his ad- 
dition tothe Hiſtory of Gogwine. 
Atrewe makes mention of ſome worthy obſervation, in his fift booke, = 
3 2 0: | tr 
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fife Chapte!. Ptlomy Philadelph King of Agypt had a greatnumber of ſhips. 
amongſt which were two, each one having thirty rankes of ſeates, cali'd 
Trieniti-remes, {o that they were maryclous great, and Ptoloxyyy Philopater 
cauſed to build a ſhip, of two hundred and cighty cubits in length, and of 
f.,rty cight cubirs i:; hight from rhe Keele to the Poupe, with toure hun- 
dred Marriners, and foure thouland Rowers: and that ſhip of Heron Prince 
of Sirecuſe, built by the $kill of Archimeats, was yet greater then this other, 


' according to the report of Athewe, who reports things ſeeming incredible 


being a worthy Author,which according to his account did carrytwo thou- 
ſand Tunnes, being a prodigious monſter, fo that there could nor be tound 
2 ſure harbour for that City built of timber, ſo that Hzeron did ſend a pre- 
ſent of all the wheate and proviſion within her to the King of Zeypr, for the 
relicfe of l:is country, Phnius Writes of another ſhip in Claudine Ceſar lis 
time, that carricd (ix ſcore thoutand buſhclls 'of corne , whereof the maſt 
was ſo great that foure men could nor fathom it, where we may ſec, how 
theſe Princes of ould delighted in making of thi::gs out of meaſure, 

More of this we may rcade in our owne ſtory, of the ſhips buile by King 
Tames the fourth Kirig of Scotlavd, whereof on: was ſuch a huge great ſhip 
as ever was ſeen- on our ſeas : ſhe was ſogreat, that Henry the cight and 
Prancis the firſt, Kings of Exgland and France through jealouſie cauled to 
buildevery one of them a greater ſhip then the Scotriſh ſhip, which being 
made ready , and pur eo Sea, were improfitable for Navigation, aid this 
Scottiſh ſhip alſo was improfitable , bring loſt by Admirall Hamilton on an 
cxployt at Briſtol. Where ſhe being robbed of her equipage, ſhe rotted on 
that coaſt by fucceſſion of time, 

At Yentcethis day we hearc of a faire ſhip, butnot incompariſon of theſe 
for quantity, of which 1«ffin:a» writes as followes , above' water fhe is 
garniſh'd with Columnes, many in number, guilded with fine gold, Whenany 
Princ. or great man coms to Yerzice,the Duke & Senators to do him honour, 
l-ade him unto this ſhip, where before the maſt on the higheſt ſtage or de- 
grec,is fer the Dus chaire, where the Prince is ſet amongſt the Ambaſſadors, 
aud the Lords of the privy counccll, and all men about, on bankes ſet lower, 
al! the Senators with great ſilence and gravity , ſitting onthoſe bankes un- 
der thcm , are thoſe that leade the ſhip, even by force againſt the ſtreame, 
thovgh the windebe contrary. 

Theterritories of the Dutchie are ſcene , with the Dukes buckler, clad 
and covered with blacke , the ſhip is covered with Tapeſtry of velvet or 
ſcarlet, well bound that the winde may not diſcover thoſe under itz at the 
Rudder there is to be ſeenc , the Portrait of Tuſtice in cleane gold, having 
in the right hand a naked [word, and in the left a ballance: ſhe is called 
Bucentaure, bu (1gnifying great, and centanre, as the moſt ancient marke of 
fhips built in the time of Sebaſtian Siano Duke of Yenice, at the coming of 
the Emp« rour Frederick Barbaroſſa,tor treating of the peace betwixt the Pope 
and the Fenetians, 

Oſorius writes of the mighty ſhip of Dian, which alone fought againſt 
the whole flecte of King Maraef, and ar laſt was taken: and in another 
place of the ſame ſtory, he ſpeakes ofagreat ſhip, called Reffe,that fought va- 
liantly againſt the Portugels, and they being entredinto her,there was made 
on the ſuddaine an artificiall fire, that ſo aftrighted the purſuers, that they 
Quit the Reffe,rctiring the fartheſt they could from her, which fire did not 

I burne. 
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burnc, bcing artificially made, and the makers of it could cxtinguiſh ir 
when they pleaſed. 

Toconcludethen this obſcrvation and diſcourſe of ſhips; I did obſerve 
here before Keele, fire being entred into one of our ſhips, and the {ou'diers 
throwing ſalt water on it, it ſtill burnr the more, till I made them throw 
freſh water, and chen it was quenched, having before read the like in Plutarch 
trcating of the naturall cauſes. And Yenice ſcated on the ſea hath beene often 


in danger of burning, as Sabellicus writes in his fixt booke in the ſtory of Ye- | 


ice, wh-re hc reports that the Temple St Harke was almoſt all burnt, and 
the Dukes Palace was preſerved with great difficulty, which verifics, that 
fire and water are good ſervants butevill maſters. God make us thankefull 
for this deliverance, and from many more ſince, having beenc in danger of 
fire, water, {ivord, famine, peſtilence,and from the cruelty of our cnemies.

Dorpe called Grottesbrode,a mile from the ſhore, naturally well fituated, 
which might be put in defence with little paines, to hold up an Army, 
His Majcſty havingdrawne the draught ofthe Retrenchment , the Byores (et 
to worke, I with the Engliſh and two Dutch companics, were made choile 
of, to Guard his Majeſtic and the workemen; the encmie lying ſtrong with 
horſe and foote, within ewo miles of us. The firſt nights watch was laid on 
me and my ſouldiers : by breake of day, a Corporxall and twelve horſe- 
men of the enemies were ſent to try our watch, or rather, to betray us,which 
were holden up by our outer centry, who calling to the Guard, the Guard 
taking Armes: I direeda Sergeant, and a Corporall with twelve musketiers 
to advance, and toſpeake with thoſe horſemen : The enemics Corporall 
finding himſelfe wrong, pretended an exculc, allcaging he was come to offer 
his ſervice to his Mafcſtie, and then retired : whereof incontinent I did in- 
forme his Majeſty, who preſently conſidered he was a ſpice ſent from the e- 
nemy : before midday he returned with fifteene hundred horſe, and ſome 
Dragoniers ; our intrenchment not ready , wedraw to Armes, his: Majeſty 
direQing the two Durchcompanies to beſet the paſſes, and finding his per- 
fon in danger retired, with a few musketiers , and leaving mc and the Es- 
gliſþ, being of equall ſtrength to defend the Dorpe, promiſing to provide 
me of amunition, and to ſend us relicfe : his Majeſty thus retired, I cauſed 
a barricade of waggons to be made a hundred paces without the Dorpe, 
where I placed a Licverenant and thirty musketieres, giving him charge, 
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ifthe exemy ſhould advance ro diſcoyer,or recognize, then to give fire On 
them, and not otherwiſez This done, the reſtot our Souldicrs were placed 
for maintaining the entry of the Dorpe, and the Enghſh were appointed, 
as our reſerve, tolyeat Armes, tobe in readinefſe to ſecond us , the ene- 
my finding us provided, and their foote not: being come up, they ſtand in 
Battell , and dire two Troupes of horſe to try the paſſes, meaning t5 
come betwixt us and our ſhips, to cut off our retreat, bur finding we had 
the paſſe beſet with musketiers , they were forcedto retire backe, with the 
lofle of three horſemen. | 

By this time, his Majeſty did ſend Colonell Hekh unto me (being come 
looſe from the enemy on Parole to folicite his Ranſome) to defire me, if the 
cnemy forced entrance unto the Dorpe, thatI ſhould retire ro the Church- 
yard, which was but cold comfort, ſo being his Majcſty had no inten- 
cionto relieve us, and conſequently, at Iaſt we ſhould be the enemies priſo- 
ners, after loſing ofour Colours, which grieved us moſt, But I defired 
the Colonellto ſhew his Majceſty,that ſeeing I knew of no relicfe, ifthe enc- 
my purſued us hard , I would chooſe rather tofet th: Dorpe on fire be- 
hinde us, and then commit my ſclfe, and the reſt to the hazard of fortune 
in making our retreate , rather then to berome priſoners to the enemy. The 
Colonell gone, we preſſing to make a faire ſhew ofa ſlight game,doubling 
our Guards betorc night, and making great Guard: fires 1n view of the 
enemy, his foore not come up,, and ſeeing our reſolution, he retired be- 
fore night, where incontinent we imbraced the opportunity, and leaving 
{ome Dragoniers behinde us , we retiredeo our ſhips , giving orders to the 
Dragoniers to follow afterus , fo ſoone as they thought we were ſafcly 
retired. Before midnight , the cnemy having gotten his toote joyned with 
him, returned to the Dorpe , andthenext morning advances towards us, 
till hewas holden off by the fury of our Ordinance of the ſhips. In the 
meane time , his Majeſty had above foure thouſand Boores at worke, fini- 
ſhing the Leager, and royall Fort in the mideſt of ir, whereon were placed 
eight pieces of Cannon, the Fortbeing higher then the Leager, did com- 
mand the fields about , which being complete, the two Dutchcompanies 
were leftto maintainethe Fort, and the reſt had orders to- ſhip their men 
and to retire to Lowland, his Majeſty having underſtood, that the enemy 
had bcleagerd Traileſownd. The ſecond night, after our going away, 
the cacmy coming to purſue the Fort, the Dutch retire quitting the ſame, and 
their Cannon alſo, with the loſfe of toureſcorc men , 1o that his Majeſties 
paines taken in Holiew was in yaine, the Dwrch retiring from it un- 
toughten. | 


The foureteenth Obſervation. 


T is muchto be lamented, when Kings, or great men preferre their owe 
ceaſeand reſt tothe publique weale,ſuffering it to be overthrowne: on 
the contrary part, it is worth much commendation, when a King , or a 
Prince undertakes toyle and travell ofhis body,for the ſafety of his people, 
toKkecpe them in quiet from imminent ruine, with the hazard of his owne 
like prelerving his ſubje&s. Therefore men ought to call ro minde oft-n, 
the wiſe counſell of Pericles, who ſaid that whenthe my Rare was ru- 


in'd, hethatlived well athis caſe, for his owne particular,ſhould not eſcape

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unruin'd, where 03 the contrary, the publique ſtate being w.1l, the poore 


feelc the lefſe diſcommodity and is comforted in ſome manner. Ceſar was 
of this opinion , when he ſaid unto his Captaines and Licyecenants, no man 
could ſo well eſtabliſh his condition, as that it could not periſh, if the pu. 
blique ſtare were hurt : Bur if the publique ſtate did floriſh, he might helpe 
and mitigate al! the mi'cry of all particular perſons. And the Emperour An- 
zony called the Debonnaire, was of that minde, when he tooke away the pene 
ſions of ſome penſioners of the publique, that did no ſervice, ſaying, there 


was no p<oplc more cruell, or more villanous, thenthoſe char did eate up 


the publique. Would to God this magnanimous King had done ſo with a 
number oi hi; Commiſſaries, that had milguided his rich Treaſure, and 
were the undurg, 0) his Army, where they ſhould .rather have died rhen 
wrong drtheir Kg and country , and ſhould rathet have left by will and 
reſtameiitrothcir children, an example of their fidelity and honeſty , then 
arich Patrimony. 

The Rogues, the Commiſſaries did much differ in their love to their King 
and Country , from that worthy gentleman of famous memory, we read- of 
in our owne Stories, called W:#:am Seaton, who is worthily recorded of, 
tor his love tothe publique, preferring it ro his owne children, who being 
Governour of Barwicke, he and his wife did chooſe rathcr ro quic thuir 
owne lives, and the lives of their childten,, then to give ovecrthe place un. 
tothe Engliſh, chooling rather to keepe it, for the weale of the publique, 
and for the honour of their King and Country : preferring the publique- 
weale, to their own? particular : the tory I neede not amplify, being 
well known-. This Magnanimous King , ſcorning the attempts of his cnc. 
mies,ccaſcth nor ſtill to hazard his owne pcrſon a1 d Crowne for the ſafety 
of his people : for he truſted and confided ſo much in God , that he knew 
well the Scepter was ord'incd for thoſe that ſlighted is, and not for thoſe 
did covet i- greedily, as his enemies did. : 

Hereaiſo we ſec that the enemies forces being drawne towards Traile- 
ſound , minding that way to come unto Denmark, his Majeſty was diverted 
trom his reſolution, and was forccd to joyne with Traileſowndto make a de- 
tcnſive warre, forthe ſafety of his Country and people , forif the enemy 
had gotten Traileſound, he had an cafie way to come into Denmark, where. 
inthere were no great ſtrengths , and getting ſhipping}, Artillary and A. 
munition, (whhereof his Majeſty was well provided) he had then the 
paſle open unto Britaine, when he pleaſed, But he was wiſcly prevented by 
his Majeſty and his Councell , God bringing things to paſſe according to 
his ſccret decree, and not according to the will of man, 

Here alſo we ſee, thatit is the duty ofa Generall lying ncerc an enemy, to 
know all avcnues well, and berimes to beſet them wcll with diligence, ard 
good watches , for ifthis paſſe at Gottenbrode had not beene timely well bc- 
ict, his Majeſty might have fallen into the cncmies hands , the paſſage be- 
ng cut off betwixt his Majeſty and the ſhips. 

Allo in all extremities, it is the duty of Commanders to encourage their 


' inferiours , otherwiſe the paſſengers may beaffraid,if the Skipper or ſteerſ- 


man gives over: as Commanders do looke to their owne credits, ſo thcy 

ought to be carefull of their followers ſafetics. 
The Exgiþ and our Nation are good ſeconds, one of another, being a- 
broade, for commonly they take part one with another againſt ”_ o her 
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Nagion ; as happened here at Grotenbrode, where I did ice filty Eneliſh and 
Scots chaſc above a hundred Dares , with (words into the lea, deeper chan 
their waſte, ruaning into the Sea for their ſafeties, whereupon there was a 
complaint made unto his Majeſty by the Commillary on my Camerade Cap- 
raine Chamberlaineand me, for not ſuppreſling our Souldiers infolency, from 
abuſing of the Dares Souldiers, The occaſion of their quarrelling was, the 
Danes Boores being commanded our for the Kings ſervice, and tor the de. 
fence of their Countrey, they had fortie daycs proviſion with them, and be. 
ing well furniſhed with dry Beete and Bacon, while as our Souldiers did ger 
nothing bur hard Bisket and Beerc,they deviſed that one coming behinde the 
Daves Souldicrs for taking up his knapſacke, while as another ſhould cut the 
ſtrings before, and then to runne away with it ; this Stratagem being oft 
practiſcd by the Engliſh and Scots againſt the Danes, at laſt, the Dares reſol. 
ved being ſtronger inthe fields than they both were, to fight for their Knap. 
fackes : the occaſion being offered, they yoake or joyne with ſwords, and 
fightin the Leager, andthe Dayes were forced to give ground, and to retire 
- withinthe Sea for their ſaferies, ſundry on both fades being hart, their Offi- 
cers appcaſed the Tumulr, and after Captaine Chamberlaine and I, though in. 
nocent of thz fault, were mightily chidden by his Majeſtie : his Majeſtic af- 
ſuring, us, ifthe like happened againe, he would puniſh us, and not our Soul- 
dicrs, which made us afterwards looke more narrowly to their behaviour 
and carriage, making them live more peaccable with their Camerades, in rot 
oppreſſing them ; tor itis a hardtime when one Wolfe cats up another.

The fifteenth Dutie diſcharged of our March from Low- 
land to Alzenhcure, and from thence to 


Traileſound by eter. 


Regiment, orders were given unto me, to be lent to Lowland and to 

Fune, to make Our Regiment march in all haſte to A/zenhenre, and 
ehere to attend for their orders : the orders. I did direct to Captaine Mac- 
Kenyee, commanding him to _ good diſcipline in his March, and ftric, 
being in his Majefties owne Land; he receiving the orders breakes up the 
twelfth of May from Lowlend, and continues his March tothe Randezvouz. 
The Garriſons alſo in Fuxeland breake up the ſaid day, and continued their 
March towards their Randezvouz. On the March through Zelazd, Cap- 
taineMac-Kenyee his Souldiers being quartered ina Dorpe,the Boores goc to 
Armies to hinder their inquartering, the Souldiers fecing the Boorcs take 
Armes, ſtayd not to be led by their Officers, but entered the skirmiſh with 
the Boores, where at the firſt Salve, foure of the Beores were killed dead, 
and ſundry hurr, the reſt flic away, leaving the Dorpe tothe Souldiers to be 
quartered in ; the blame of this accident was laid on the Commiſllary ap- 
pointed for the Convoy, who being abſent was to anſwer for the wrong ; 
but the Commiſſary cauſed for revenge, a Boores daughter to complaine on 
three Souldiers of Capraine Mac- Kenyee his Company, alleaging they had

Jac withoure acknowledging the fact , ſtill pleading their innocency. 
i uc Licverenant Colonell Alexander Seaton, being then come from Holland, 
was ordained by his Majeſtic in all haſte to ſhip three Companies, and to 
goc withthem for the reliefe of Traileſound, I being appointed to ſtay for the 
other Companies _— they being come to Alſbenure, were ſhipped al- 
ſo, and arriving at Copemaenhagen, it behoved me inall hafte to thip,and tollow 
the Lievetenant Colonell, Be reliefe of Traileſound bcing hard belcager'd, 
where I entred the twenty-eight of May, and was no ſooner drawne up in 
the Market place, bur preſently we were tent to watch at Franckendore, to 
relieve the other Diviſion, that had watched three dayes and three nights to- 
gerher uncome off, that being the weakeſtpart of the whole Towne, and rhe 
on-ly poſte purſued by the enemy, which our Licvetenant Colonel! made 


| choice of, being the moſt dangerous, for his Countries credit; where we 


watched tortie cight houres rogerher, till we were. relieved againe by the 0- 
ther Divition, and ſo £1ngulis noftibus per wises, during {1x weekes time, that 
my cloathes came never off, except it had becue to change a ſuite oz lin- 
nngs.

they defired humbly the protection and aſſiſtance of his Majeſtic of 

Dewmarke, which was willingly granted unto them:having accorded 
on their Conditions, his Majeſtze made choice of our Regiment to bc ſent 
thithcr, having had ſufficient prootec of our tormer ſervice, in his Majcſties 
preſence, and under command of others his Majeſties Gencralls , So that be- 
torc others we were truſted on this occaſion, where we did come with a time- 
ly relicfe ro thoſe Burgers, that were wearicd and toyled with watching, 
and alſo hure by their enemies, whom they had beaten- from their walles 
twice bctore our coming. 

Inthis accident, which hapned in Zelavd betwixt the Boores and our Soul- 
diers, we may ſee the Antipathy that is betwixt Souldicrs and Boores, 
where the one cannot with patience indure the ſight of the other, without 
ſome preſent jarre, ſo that it were impoſſible ro make them agree together, 
if Military Diſcipline were not ſtrictly obſerved, and the tranſgreſlours cx- 
emplarily puniſhed. 

Here alſo I cannot omit the over-fight committed by thoſe Belly-gods 
the Comiſaries, that ſerve the publique State worſt, yet are oft-times beſt 
rccompenced; whoſcnegle& on this March, was the cauſe of ſhedding the 
1nnocent bloud of the poore Labourers, and of the Souldiers allo : and it was 
pittie, ſuch a King ſhould cntcrtaine ſo many of this ſort of belly-gods, thar 
ſtudied nothing {o much, as to fili their own Coffers, and to raiſe their hou- 
ſes, without any care had of the Publique VWeale, 

Herealſo I cannot allow of that vaine cuſtomeamongft the Officers, my 

wil;

will make abad choice for a little oftentive credir, having the good tn their 
clection, to make choice of the worſt ; for in occafions againſt our cenemic S, 
we ſhould rather take all advantages, as of ſtrength, o! ground, of Sunne and 
windc : and ſhall he not be thought yet unwiler, who may be the Inſtrument 
to lave his people 01 {crvice, that willingly will make choice of a place to 
loſe them. 


No menagric in my opinion comparable to that which ſparesthe lives of «© 


men from loling, and I periwade my ſelte, I need not 1n(ift in this reprehen- 
{jon, ſceing the actor, though out of time, was ſorrow tull enough for his 


evill choice. 


Here alſo I did obſerve, that frequent danger doth encourage the feebleſt 


Souldier, who by daily dangers, and the faniuiliatitie made with death, in 
ſtepping cvery day over the bodies of dead men, who perhaps never betore 
had ſeene one die naturally, much lefle to ſee daily and hourely examples of 
violent death, learning wit, by by-paſt loſſes, and experience had inthe ex- 
erci(c ot our Calling, being hardned with toyle and travell. Theretore, in 
my judgement, no man is more worthy of the name of a Souldier, than he 
that indures beſt weariſome toyle and travell in this honourable Calling, 
not withdrawing the ſhoulder, but by puſhing it torwards couragiouſly, 
having once begun: for though in all atfaires of this kinde, the beginnings 
ſeeme hard and difficult, yet ſoone after we finde it lighter, accordi''g to the 
meaſure of our advancement, and reward in the end, we enjoy ſtill the gi ed- 
ter contentment, as became of me the firſt time my friends led me up a 
ſteepe hill, when my breath begun to faile me, looking behinde, and ſeeing 
what way I had put by, the reſt tothe top of rhe hill ſeemed nothing unto 
me, being ſo neare the end of my travell, but was pleaſant rather thante. 
dious. And therefore we uſe to ſay, He that beginneth well hath halfe 
ended. 

At ourentry.in this Towne, our travell and toyle once bcgun, continued 
night and day for fix weekes, till we grew hard with travell, yer not hard, as 
many of the Dutch, that are hard againſt the Musket Buller, this proofe we 
Iacked. Hethat ſhews himſelfe honeſt in his calling and Travells, the Tra- 
vel! paſſech, the honeſtie remaineth : But onthe contrary, when we have taken 
dclight in evill, the delight paſſeth, and the evill remaineth. Happie there- 
fore are thoſe who travell in well-doing , for when the paines are gone, then 
doe they enjoy the pleaſure; | 

We reade of Cincinnatas brought from the plough to the Sexate,to be made 
Conſull for his Travell : the like we reade of Quintus taken from his plough 
to be Conſullalſo; agreat change, No wonder then to take a man from the 

lough to be a Souldierz as the Porter of Fowles, called Mac-Weattiche, 
who, in this Towne of Traileſound did prove as valiant as a ſword, fearing 
nothi-g but diſcredit, a::d the down-looke or frowne of his Officers, leſt he 
ſhould offend them.

The ſixteenth Dutie diſcharged of our Watches and Accidents, 


that occurred in this Towne , before the Enemy 
did ſtorme our Workes. 


H E twenty-cight of May 1628, not without danger both by water 
and from la”d, weentred the Towne of Trazleſound, the Emperiall 
Armielving beforc it, having their batreries neere the water , at our 
in-coming they ſhot our Maſt , having grounded betore ourin-coming, we 
ranne the hazard both of drowning and killing, but being againe without 
hurt come off, our Camerades wearied of wa:ching, immediatly attcr our 
entry we relieved the watch at Franckender, being the onely Poaſt in the 
Towne moſt purſued by the enemy. 

The order of our watch was after this manner : of the ſeaven Companies 
one Company watched fti!l on the Iſland before rhe Towne, called the 
Hollomne , the other three Companies were ordained by toure aclocke af- 
ternoone, to parade in the Market place, and afterwards to match to their 
Po. ſt at Franckendoy,without the walles on ſcurvic outworkes, which were 
bur lightly fortified with a dry Moate, the enemy lying ſtrong betote us, 
and approaching neare, we fearing a ſudden on-fall, thoſe that were relieved 
of the watch by five of the clocke, were ordained againe to meet by nine of 
the clocke at night, and to watch againe on the by-watch, till toure of the 
clocke inthe morning, whereot.the one balfe were appointed to liein readi- 
neſſe at their Armes withour tlic Port neere the workes, while as the other 
halfe were appointed alſo to lie in readineſle at their Armes on the Marker 
place, to attend all occfions of Alarums, either within or without the 
Towne : and thus we watched nightly, rclicvii gone aro.her, for the ſpace 
of ſix weekes. 

The reſt of the Poſtes, above the walles, were alſo beſet by the Durch, 
but none had tie halfe of our duties to diſcharge, by reaſon the whole ap- 

roaches were made by the Enemy to us, as b. ing the weakeſt part, Not- | 
withſtanding of this our great nighily watch and dutie kept, the Burgers of 
the Ciriedid prove very ungratetull and unchanktull ro as, in nor quartring 
our Souldiers, as they ought ro doe : for Captaine Monro his Company did 
lie on the ſtreets foure nights unquartred, till the fortnight that they came 
off the watch, unknowne co their Officers, they went to the Burgo-maſter 
his owne houſe, and ſaid, they would quarter with him, if there were not 
orders taken for their quartring, but receiving a ſoft anſwer, they retired for 
that night : inthe meanec time, the Burgo-maſter did complaine to Colonell 
Holke, then Governour, who did cauſe to aſſemble a Councell of warre, 
where the Lieverenant and Company were both accuſed, as mutiners, the 
Lieverenant proving he knew nothing of it, and that the Souldiers had done 
It without his knowledge, he was afſoyled and made free by the ſentence of 
the Conrcell of warre : But the Company were ordaincd, being divided in 
three Corporalſhips, that out of every Corporaſſhip one ſhould be hang'd, 
who were to draw Billets out of a Hatt, which were all blankes,rill one had 
the Gallowts on it. 

The order aid ſentence of the Councell of warre being duly obeyed, 


three wereled afide,and committed to priſon,to be reſolved againſt the exe- 


cution, 


and Obſervations, 
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cution, and the reſt were remitted to their Quarters, of the three ordained 
to be cxecutcd, it was concluded againe, by the interceſſion of the O flicers 
made to the Governour, that one might ſuffer, who againe being two 
Scots and a Dave, having drawne lots, it fell ro the Daze to be hang'd, the 
Governour himſelf being a Dave alſo, he could not of bis cr. dir fruſtrate ju- 
ſtice , ſeeing before he was ſo earneſt to ſee our Nagion puniſhed for a fault, 
whereof he was rather guilty himſelfe, not having appointed them quarters 
as he ought , ſo that the Daneſuffred juſtly for a Danes fault, 

The Captaines of ſome Companies being abſent in Sc#rland, having gore 
for recruets, the ducty being great, Lievcrenant Sawnders Hay was made 
Capraine to Annan his company, being informed the Capraine was to re- 
maine in Scotland: Enfigne Gordon being made Lievetcnant to Sr, Patrick 
eMac-Gey, being long ficke in Lowland, and having a little recovercd, on 
his journey to Traileſournd, at Copmanhaggen in Denmark, died ſuddainely be. 
;ng a reſolute brave young Cavalier, and of good parts, was much Ia- 
rented, 

He being dead Enſigne Gawin Alles was made Licvetenant, and Patrick 
Pumbarre,a young gentleman, of worth and merit, was advanced to be 


r:nfigne, 


During our refidence here, our orders were ſo ſtriR that neither Officer, ' 


nor ſouldier was ſufcred to come off his watch,neither rodine or ſuppe, but 
their mcate was carried unto them, to their poſte. Theenemy approaching 
bard, and we working faſt, for our owne ſafeties, where ſometimes, we ſaly- 
ed out, and did viſit theenemy , in his T renches, bur lictle ro their content= 
ment ; ell at laſt, the enemy did approach right under our worke, where 
ſometimes, being ſo neere, we begun to jecre one another, ſo thar the Dutch 
one morving taunting us, ſaid, they did heare, there was a ſhip come from 
Denmarke to us, laden with Tobaccoand Pipes, one of our fouldiers ſhew- 
ing them overthe worke, a Morgan fterne, made of a large ſtocke banded 
witch Iron likethe ſhaft of a halbert, witha round Globe atthe end with 
croſle Iron pikes , ſaith, here is one of the Tobacco pipes, wherewith we 
will beate out your braines, when ye intend to ſtorme us. 

We did alſo nightly take ſome priſoners of them, ſometimes ſtealing off 
their centeries, which made many Alarums in the night, and in the day 
time. Here a man might ſoone learne to exerciſe his Armes, and pur his 
courage in praRiiſe : and to give our Lievetenant Colonell his due, he had 
good orders, and he did keepe both Officers and ſovldiers under good diſci- 

line, and he knew well how to make others underſtand themſelyes, from 


the higheſt tothe loweſt, 
The ſixteenth Obſervation. 


| Hen Cannons are roaring, and bullets flying, he that would 
V V have honour muſt not feare dying : many roſe here in the 
F- morning, went not to bed at night, and many ſupped here at 
night, ſoughc nobreakefaſt inthe morning - many a Burger in this City, 
coming forth in his holy-dayes-clothes, totake the ayre , went never home 
againe, till he was carried quicke or dead , where ſome had their heads ſe- 
perated from their bodies, by the Cannon; as happened to one Lieyetc- 
nantand thirteene Souldicrs, that had their tourctecne heads ſhor from chem 
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by one Cannon bullet at once : who doubts of this, he may go and ſee the 
rcliques of their braines to this day, fticking on the walles, under the Port 
of Franckendore in Traileſound. 

It is ſaid, that yalour is then beſt temper'd, when it can turne out of ſterne 

fortitude, unto the mild ſtreames of pitty : who could behold theſe acci- 
dents, and no: be moved with pitty and compaſſion © and who will not 
weepe at the caſuall miſerics out calling is ſubject unto, in following oft- 
times the leading of an ambitious Generall , yeaand of an ambitious Cap- 
caine, yeathe following of an ambitious Souldier, delighting ſometimes 
co treade over his enemies, as happened many times unto us during this 
licge ? * 
Who then is more compaſſionate, in peace or warre, then the martiall 
man 2 Obſerve generally , and you ſhall fiade, that the moſt famous men 
have both courage and compaſhon, of which in this City we had neede, 
of courage againft our enemies, and of compaſhon to our friends, Came- 
radcs, and ſometimes to our encmies. 

You ſee here we were made to keepe double watch , as wiſe men ought 
ro do : for when we kept ſteddy watches, theenemy could not harme us 
much, being wary of our ſelves, and he that can do this, he ſurely merits 
che name of a good Souldicr, but oftimes, we are our owne worſt cnemics, 
and killing our ſelves we neede no other enemy againſt us. Therefore at 
ſuch a Siege as this was, ſobriety andtemperance were requiſite to a Soul- 
dicr, as well as yalour to detend him from his enemies, 


Here our enemies were our pedagogues teaching us vertue, every mo- 
ment minding us of our dnety to God and man : yea minding us both of 


Death, and of Iudgement : here/ we needed no dead mans pawe before us, to 
mindeus of Death , when Death it ſelfenever went night or day with his 
horror from our eyes , ſparing none, making no difference of perſons, or 
quality, bur equo pede, treading alike on all came in his way, whoſe houre 
Was Come. 

Here I wiſhnot the gentle readerto miſtake this inſurreRtion of Hons 
his company for a muriny. It was not; neither againſt their Officers, nor 
yet in prejudice of their Maſters ſervice, Therefore I would rather terme it, 
a rude ignorance in ſeeking their due , though unformally, whereof their 
Officers had no part, and therefore were made free by a Councell of warres, 
but the unthankefulneſſe of the Citizens (in ſparing their meanes from fee- 
ding of thoſe that kept them , their wives and children, from the furious 
rage of their enemies , at ſuch time as they themſelves did Jooke for no ſafe- 
ty, till they came for to relieve them ) cannot be well excuſed , bur their 
unthankefulneſſe was ſo much the greater, that they err'd againſt the very 
lawes of hoſpitality, being in their unthankefulneſſe farre inferiour to 
Beaſts, For we reade, that the Athenians did bring thoſe guilty of un. 
thankefulneſle before the Iuſtice , to be puniſhed, and that juſtly ; becanfe 
he that forgets a benefit received, without making any ſatisfaction, doth 
take away humane ſociety , without which the world could nor ſubfi ſt:and 
therefore ſuch Citizens, as would not acknowledge the good received, 
ought to be baniſhed the City , as unthankefull , for a man evill in particu- 
lar, cannot be a good member of the publique, as many villanous traitors 
were in this Towne of Traileſound during the Siege, that for their particu- 
lars would have fold the Towne, andthe common good to their _— L 
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and Obſervations, Pare I. 6&7 
ſuch fellowes ſome of them were made flaves, being not worthy the name 
of free Citizens : and the Canon lawe makes the ur gratetull the moſt de- 
teſtable of all men; And therefore they were cruelly punithed, 

' To make then the ingratitude of the Citizens of Trazleſesnd towards 
Souldiers the more odious, I will inferre the Storics of Beaſts here to ac- 
cuſe them , Elian writes of a Dragon mindfull of the good done to him (ag 
theſe Rogues were not) intheſe termes , 1n his thirtecnth booke, In Achaie 
there was a Towne called Petra, wherea young boy did buy a Dragon very 

—Hhitle, feeding itdiligently , making of ir, playing with it, and makiag it 
ly in his Bed , till it became great, and a Dragon in efte&t : tho:c of the place 
tearing ſome evill by ir, did cauſe itto be carried unto a Uclert : the boy 
becoming a man alſo, and certaine ycares after, returning from a feaſt, 
with ſome of his Camerads , they met with Robbers, and crying our for 
helpe, there comes the Dregon running on the Robbers, killing ſome, put- 
ting the reſt to flight, faves the lite of him that had done him good. 
A memorable acknowledgment to convincethoſe of Traileſonna. 

$ We may joyneto this ſtory, the memory of the Zo» healed by Andror 

the Romas ſlave, whoſe life afterwards the Lyon ſaved. The ſtory is written 

by Gellizs and Elian, andalſonow ſetout in verſe by Dabartes, in the fixt 
day of the firſt weeke, 

Here alſqg we may ſec the profit and benifit good order doth bring uno 
the obſervers of it : though we thought hard, not to be ſuffered ro come off 
our Poſtes for our ordinary recreation, nor yet to {leepe from our Poſtcs, 
we found at laſt the benefit redounded unto our ſelves : for while as the ene- 
my purſued us hard , we wereat hand to defend our (elves,and to maintaine 
our credits;otherwiſe, it had become of us, as it became in the Swedews wars 
in Germany of Magdeburg on the Ebve, and of Franckeford on the Oder, bein o 
both loſt through negligence and carelefſe watch, which made much inno- 
cent bloud to have bin ſhed in both. And therefore I cannot bur praiſe the 
worth of my Lievetenant Colonell, for his good order and ſtrict diſcipline 
kept in Holke his abſence, being in Denmark at his wedding, we being then 
in greateſt danger of our enemies.

whole Towne, and finding our Poaſt to bethe weakeſt part thereof, by rca- 
{on of the ſituation and of the inſufficiency of the workes, the wall not cx- 
ccceding the hight of aman, he reſolved to purſuc it by ſtorme, {ſwearing 
out of a paffion he would take it in, in three nights , thoughitwere hanging

| take God on his fide, he was diſappointed by him, who diſpoſcth - all

\V«< having then gorten intelligence of Walenftine his coming, we look't 
: he better unto our ſelves, and having inthe cvening or twilight ſet out our 
P.rducs,we ſtrengthencd all our Poaſts,and we placed our by-watch in the 
Rwelim, to be in readineſle, as alſo I commanded {oure fcore musketiers, un- 
der the command of Captaine Hay, to fit by their Armes and to bc in 1ca- 
din.fie, to{upply all deteRs might happen by a timcly tuccours, 2s they 
mould be commanded, likewiſe I cauſed todouble all centries, and ſo fit- 
ting downe to reſt us, we were paſling the time by diſcourſe, betwixt ten 
and eleven aclocke arnight, whcn as our centry gives fire and calls us to 
our Armes : at ourrifing we finde the enemy approaching above a thouſand 
ſtrong, with a ſhoute, Sa, $4, $4, $4, Sa, Sa, thus it went on chceretully, and 
every man to his Station, The worſt was,we had without a halfe moone un- 
finiſhed, where Enſigne 10hnſton was with fifty musketicrs , that were for. 
ccd to retire under ground one after another at a ſorting Port, where ſome 
were loſt before thcir entry : they being entred, then begun our ſouldiers to 
make ſervice, and I give Charge to Quarter Mr, Bruntfeild, a valorous gen- 
tleman, with 4 guard ro keepe the enemy from entring atthe ſorting Port : 
chus the ſervice being hot onall quarters, eſpecially Mac-kenyees quarter, 
being next the enemy, was hardeſt preſt , where I having viſited him, dit 
ſend him fifty musketicrs of ſupply, and then I did vifite Lieverenant Bearer 
his Poaſt, whom I found both carcfull and vigilant in re{iſting the Ene- 
mies entry valiantly , with his aſfociats, who were two capable Scgcants 
called Embrey and Simpſo», who were both killed this right. | 
_ Then I did viſit the Dutch quarters, being betwixt me and the Ravelin 
which I thought to be in leaſt danger, The Cavalicr their Copraine being a 
Beamijſh gentleman , both ſtout and diligent, the moft part of his Souldiers, 
the Dutch having left him, hewas much over-preſt with the enemies, them 
alſo I was forced to ſupply with fifty musketicrs of our Nation, under the 
command of Captaine Hay , oiherwiſe the enemy had fallen in betwixt us 
and the Raveline. Butthis valorous gentleman the Beamiſh Captaine being 
killed ; Caprtaive Hay by his valour maintained the Poaſt, till the fury of the 
enemy begun a little to ſettle. Inthis time, for one houre and a haltec, the 
ſervice being hor, ſundry were killed of us, burthree for one of the enemy, 
which finding himſelfe reſiſted with valour, being relieved by a freſh ſupply 
of another thouſand men, ſet on more furiouſly then before, where ſundry of 
our Officers were ſhot, as Lievercnant Beaten, Enfigne Dumbarre, Licvete. 
nant Arburthnert, quarter Mr. Brantfield, & my felfe;divers others were killed, 
as Sergeant Mac-kenyee Sergeant Toung, Moſieur Gordon, Monſitur Stewart, Mon- 
fieur Tullowgh,all gentlemen of my Colonells company ,with divers more,and 
Captaine Mac-kexyee was allo ſhot favourably a thwart the Bclly, and I be- 
ing wearied and growne ſtiffe with my wounds, being helpr oft ,| did meete 
a treſh relicfe coming tous, led by Lievetenant es Stewart,a valoruus 
gentleman , and of good conduct, Brother tothe noble Earle of Traquare © 
I did exhort them ep paſſant , to carry themſelves well, they anſwered me 
cheerefully, as became reſolute Souldiers, who were deſirous to virdicate 
chew camerades bloud againſt their enemies: the reliefe being come, the 
ſervice went on afrcſhon both ſides, the enemy ſtorming againe with the 


third relicte, which continugd ſolong, till a number of our Officers more 
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were killed and hurt, as Lievetenant Sreware, Enſigne Seaton, Enſigne Enris, 
Captaine Armes, Andrew Monro, and divers more were hurt, Duting this 
time, our Licyctenant Colonell was buſted within the Towne, incomman- 
ding the reliefes, and in ſending orders to the other Poaſts to luoke unto 
themſclves, who would not mifle one man to ſuccour or helpe us in our 
greateſt neede, Notwithſtanding, that the whole force of the enemies was 
1mployed againſt us alone, 

The iccond relicfe that came to our Poaſt, was led by Colonecll Frertz, 
newly come to Towne, with ſome Swedens, who, though not admirted to 
Command, out ot his generoſitie, being accompanied with his Licvetenant 
Colorell Mac-Dongall, and his Major, called Semple, with foureſcore Mul- 
keriers, voluntarily did come to ſuccour and helpe our Nation; who at his 
firſt coming, received deaths wounds, whereof he died ſhortly after. His 
Lievctenant Colonell alſo was taken priſoner , and was miſſing tor fix 


mon. ths, we not knowing whither he was dead or alive. The Major alſo was 
killed inſtantly at his firſt coming to {ervice ; fo thatihe laſt rime,and on the 
laſt ſtorme, by the breake of dey the enemy was once entred our workes, and 
was beate backe againe with great loſſe, with [words and pikes and butts of 
Muskets, fo that the day cleering theenemy was forced to retire, laving loſt 
above a thouſand men, and we neare two hundred, beſides thoſe who were 
hurt. Hethat was on this nights ſervice from the beginning ro the ending, 
being inaRion, might avouckhe did eſcape danger. The enemy forlaking 
our workes unconquercd, the grafte filled with their dead bodics, equall ro 
the bancks, the workcs ruin'd in the day time could not be repair'd, which 
cauled the next nights watch to be the more dangerous. 
The ſeventeenth Obſervation. 

HE Emperour « Alexander Severe had reaſon to {ay, that Military 
| l Diſcipline did conſerve and maintaine the Eſtate : And fo might 

the magnanimous King of Demmarke ſay of this ſcrvice, and the 
Towne of Trai{ſound, the Citizens of it, before this time bcing fluggiſh,dif- 
ſolute, cowards, {pend-thritfts and voluptuous, are now by this Diſcipline 
made active, menagers, valiant, ſparing and honeſt : the thankes whereof 
they owe unto our Nation, whole bones lie in their ground, and to our 
Country-man, who fince hath beene th:ir Goycrnour, tor the reward of his 
vertue, was appointed by his Majeſtic of Sweden, of worthy memory, and ſet 
to Command over them and their Citie, And it is moſt ſure, that the ob. 
ſervance of good diſcipline is the maintaining of Kingdomes, Citics, and 
Common- wealths, making them to flouriſh ; where diſcipline is well &epr, 
as it was here during our beleagering, for then we had no thought of g:the. 
ring of money, but of gaining of credit ; here were no Novices, but cxpert 
Souldiers to reſiſt both the craft and valour of their enemies, who did feele 
the ſmart of their valourous reliſtancegin heaping their dead bodics oneupon 
another 1n the graffe. 

During the time of this hot conflict, none that was whole went off ar the 
coming of the reliefe, but continued in the fight aſſiſting their Camerades, 
ſo long as their ſtrength ſcryed, ever cfteeming more of their credit than ot 
their ſafetie, through the deſire they had to be revcnged of the lofles ſuſtai- 
ned by their Camerages, On the other part, it was reported of my 
K 3 thax 
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that he was ſo eager to get inthe Towne, that his Officers retiring off tervce 

being hurt, he Cauſed to ſhoot them dead, calling them Cowards for retiring 
with ſo ſmall hurr. Hcre alſo 1 purpoſe to ſpeake ſomewhat of the Emperia- 
{its cuſtome, entring on ſervice, ſhouting like Twrkes, as it crying would ter- 
ritic reſolute Souldiers : No truely ; we were more encouraged, having long 
expected for their coming, being all of us well reſolved for the Combat, we 
were greedic of honour, and therefore we longed to try our enemies valour : 
Seeing we were more overjoyed of their coming, than any wile terrificd ; 
and we received them with Volees of Cannon and Mugket 11 their teeth, 
which faire and well come was hard of digeſtion unto ſome of them : and ir 
might be well ſaid of them, as the Proverbe 1s amongſt the Badrzars, that the 
dogges did barke more than they did bite, eſpeciallythe Flecte Curres , for 
true courage conſiſts not in words, neither ought we to looke for much cou 
rage, where we heare many boyſterous words, But on the contrary, true 
valour doth conſiſt in the greatneſſe of courage, and in the ſtrength of the 
valiant Arme, and not inthe Tongue : and the firſt people, that did practiſe 
this lowde crying of martiall relolution, ang of rejoycing in battel], were 
the 1ſraclites, who in the moſt part of their fighting uſcd thoſe cryes, os teſt i- 
monies of their faith,and of their carneft calling for the helpe of the Almigh- 
tie. And a Lord of Mfricke being to fight againſt the Portucalls, his Troopes 
ready to fight, he ſaid unto them, they ſhould not cry but ſtrike hard, for 
{1ith he, thoſe men whom you ſce, are not accuſtomed to be afraide with 
words nor voyce; for it is not incryes, but in valour, that men ſhould cta- 
bliſh thc hope of Victory. Neverthelefle, we reade in Hiſtories, thatthe 
Romanes, and other warlike Nations, were wont n Battells, as to this day in 
approaches, cvenas in fields, to cry alowd : and therefore we ſay among our 
ſelves at home, that he is to be pittied, that is ſurprized with the cry of his 
Enemies. Wereade alſo of the Savages, whom the French doc call Tokniams 
bows,that before they come within halte a mile, they cry like Devills at the 
firſt ſight of their enemies, redoubling their cryes coming nearc hand, ſoun- 
ding, their hornes, lifting their Armes here and there in a boaſting manner, 
fighting ſo long as they are able to move hand or foote, never giving ground 


.or turning backe till they die. 


Tacitus reports, that the Germayes of 01d, did ſing going to fight : and wee 
rcade of Cate the Cenſor, that he taught young men to fight ſtanding in one 
place, and he uſed toſay often, that words were more powerfull to terrifie, 
and to chaſe an enemy,than the ſtroaks ofthe hand. And the ſame Caro ſaid, 
he loved notthe Souldier that did ſhake his hands marching, that ſtaggered 
with his feet in fighting, & ſnorted lowder in fleeping,than he did cry coming 
to fight. And Ceſar ſaid, that in every man was ſcene a certaine moving and 
naturall rcadineſle and promprtitude, that kindled them witha defireto fight : 
which Generalls and Commanders of Armies ought diligently to intertaine, 
and not extinguiſh. Wherefore it was, thatthe Ancients before they fought, 
cauſed ro ſound their Trumpets, beate their Drummes, and made their Soul- 
diers cry hard, eſteeming that did encourage their Troopes, and affrighe 
their enemies, The Macedens alſo began their fighting with crying and ſhout- 
Ing, . and Curtixs reports, that as ſoone as the Armies ſaw one another within 
ſhot of Musker, the Perſians beganto cry furiouſly, and the Macedons,thongh 
fewer in number, did ſo anſwer them, that the tops of the Mountaines and 
Woods reſounded againe to the Echoof their Crycs» Thelike we reade in 

our 
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our owne Story, where the Author in his ninth Booke makes mention of 
Henry Piercie Earle of Northumberland, and Regent of Exgland at the Eaſt, 
being come unawares into Scotland with ſeyenthouland men, was driven a- 
way by the Boores and Herds, by the helpe of Stone-Bagges, as they are 
calledto this day i1 our High Lands of Scotland, being uſed by the Inhabi- 
cants to fright Wolves, and to chaſe Deere and other Beaſts from theirgra- 
ſings: the Inſtrument is made of dry skinnes made round like a Glove, with 
{mall ſtones in it tharmake anoiſe, as they did neere the Exg/:ſh Canipe, 
that their Horſes brake looſe through the fields, where atter long flying they 
were taken by the Boores of the Country. It then we ſhould cry at all, kr 
it be ſuch a noiſe as may terrifie our enemies, being ſtrong, couragtous, and 
brave. 

Plutarch reports, that the cry of Souldiers made a Raven flying in the ayre 
to fall downe bcing aſtoniſhed : and Titas Liviws faith, that when the mul= 
titude of people jp imbarke, that few or none were left in 7talie and Sicile, 
coming together, and crying, the Birds aſtoniſhed fell out of theayre : and 
Paulus Amilins reports the like, that when the Chriſtians befieged Tyre, a P1- 
geon was ſcene in the Ayre, which made the Chrif#raws raiſe ſuch anoiſe, that 
the Pigeon fell downe, as if it had beene ſtricken with thunder, ard that they 
found a Lerter about the necke of the Pigeon, that the Sarazens had ſent to 
the belicged, ſhewing they ſhould be ſoone relieved, if rhey would take 
good courage, and maintaine the Towne for certainc dayes : and the Chri- 
fians having men with them, who underſtood the ſame language, didwrite 
another Letter, which they tyed to the necke of the ſaid Pigeon, and let him 
goes which Letter carried, that the befieged had neede to looke to them- 
ſelves, that they had given good proofe of their valourand fidelitie,and thar 
their Fortune was, not to give them hope of reliefe , the paſſages being clo- 
ſed up by their enemies, and the Tyriaxs thus deceived, give over the Towne 
untothe Chriſtians, 

The like we reade practized at the fiege of Harlam, which made the 
Towne hold our long : and itis certaine, ſuch Poaſts are made fall downe 
with the noiic of crying, and of Cannon and Musket, ſo that their packetts 
aretaken from them. Here alſo was wonderfull, the loſſe and dammage done 
by Cannon, eſpecially the Morters of the enemy, carrying Bullets of Stone 
withinthe Towne of three hundreth pound weight, and ſome that carried 
Bullets of one hundreth and fixtie pound, and in one day there were ſhot on 
the Port of Franckendore, where we went our to our watch, above ſeycn hun- 
dreth and fixtie ſhot of Cannon, the noiſe whereof was heard above thirtic 
Engliſh miles. Alſo we reade,that at the Bartell of Zepanto, inthe yeare 1572, 
where the Twrkes were defeated with great loſle, that the noiſe of the Can- 
non was heard from the place, above fixtic Scottiſh miles. But on the Sea 
they arc heard a great deale farther, as having neither hill nor wood to hin- 
der the ſound in the Ayre. 

Here alſo I did obſerve, how happie it is when Officers and Souldiers love 
one another, refuſing to undertake no danger to ſupply their Camerades, 
their lives being dearer unto them than their 0wne : which was evident by 
the timely reliefe, which diſcouraged the Enemy, ind made them at laſt per- 
ceiving their owne loſſe to be great, having effecuated little, inthe end ro 
ſettle. .To ſpeake in particular of any mans valour, at this time, ſeeing tomy 
knowledge, I perceived no defect neither in Officer nor Souldier ; _ lo 
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farte as tomy gricte, I did ſpeake of the Dutch that Icft their Capraine, 
which {i-cc I confeſſe to be a warlike Natioh, being now long hardned by 
the cuſtome of warres, but on deſperate ſervice, as this was, I would wiin, 
if I had libertie to chooſe, other ſeconds : neither can I commend thoſe 
Dutch thit would not ſend us reliefe in our great danger , for though we 
ought to looke to our owne houſes, when our neighbours are on fire, yet 
Chriſtian compaſhon ought to move us to ſupply the d:tects of our brethren; 
but when Souldiers and Officers preferre their caſe, with whole skinnes, to 
the ſafetic of their Camerades in danger, then ſuch may be juſtly called fim- 
ple, without moderation, abandoning their Camerades, they loſe their good 
name, and bring their reputation and valour in queſtion, Who will nat then 
blame ſuch, and who will not praiſe thoſe, tht in extremitie, contemned life 
and their caſe, to relieve their Camerades : as Colonell Fretts his Lievetenance 
Colonell and Major did, fighting againſt our enemies £ Him then I eſteeme 
as a valiant Souldier, that tights againſt the enemy, embracing wounds for 


his Miſticſſe, and that 15*contented to lie on the ground, being weary, and 


that makcs no difference of tood to ſerve his appetite, without ſawce; being 
contented wich anod for a flcepez to ſuch a Souldicr nothing 1s impoflible 
or hard to attempt, and ſuch Souldiers ro command were my choice, that 
cared not for gold nr. money, but for credit : and Souldiers have moſt feare 
waen they are beſt fed, beſt clad, beſt armed, and when their purſes are beſt 
furniſhed , but when the Souldier glorieth in his povertic, then doth the 
Armie flouriſh, then doe they overthrow their enemies, And therefore ir 


was the ſaying of Demerriwsto Xerxes King of Perſia, going to make warre in 
Greece, that Greece did ever entertaine povertie, and lodged vertue brought in 


by wiſedome and ſcycre diſcipline : by which meanes their dominion remais= 
nerh unconquered, ſo long as they were cnemies to vice, and were glad in 
their povertic, as may be well ſpoken of our owne Nation at home, that hath 
ſuffered and done ſo much ai.d more for our freedomes, than any Kingdome 
in Europe, which this day makes our Soveraigne toſay, Nobs hec invitts mi. 
ſerant centum & ſeptem proavi, being left unconquered in his ſucceſſion of 
one hundred and feycn Kings : for what have we to doe with gold or great 
riches, ſolong as wecan command our owne appctites and defires £ And 
it we thirſt afrer gold, ler us valiantly bringit from a farre with credit, to in- 
rich our Countrey with, and to ſupply the neceflities of our poore at home , 
and then having ferved long credibly abroad, his Majeſtie our Soveraigne 
may grant unto us after our diſmiſſion from other ſervice, the liberties and 
riviledges which were granted by Char/emaine unto his Souldiers, after he 
had ſubdued the Saxgns and Lambards, which I will wiſh his Majeſtie to 
grant unto, ſaying, Goe your wayes my Souldiers, you ſhall be called va- 
liant, companions of Kings, and Iudges of the wicked, live henceforth free 
of Travell, give good advice to Princes for the Common-weale, be pro» 
reQors 0: widdowes, helps tothe fatherlefle, waite on great men, with your 
wildome,and deſire of themlife, cloathes, and entertain:ment, and he that 
refuſcth you, lct him be deteſted and infamous, and thoſe that wrong you, 
fer them be accuſed, as of treaſon. But take heede yee ſpoyle not throvgh 
drunkenneſſe, pleaſure, or other vices, the great honour and privil:dge you 
have attained unto, through your juſt, travell in warres, for feare, that, that 
which we grant unto you for honour, may not redound to your diſhonour 
and puniſhment ; which we rcſerve to our ſelves, and to our Succeſſors Ro- 
mane

and Obſervations, 
manc Kings, if by chance you commit any exceſle. It is a good thing and 
worth commendations, to have detcated Kings, allaulted Townes and Pro. 
vinces, Strengths and Caſtles. But it is a thing much more worth commen- 
dations, to overcome your own paſſions, a maryaile {urpaſſing all maryailes, 
that h: who did overcome ſo/many, at laſt overcomes himlelfe, The firſt 
and beſt of all Victorics, which cannot be attained unto without contem- 
ning of riches. 

Toconclude thenthis obſervation, happic are tl'ofe Cavaliers that cnded 
their lives inthe defence of their Countries credit,a brave interchange, where 
worthy Cavaliers, in undergoing a temporall death for eternall tame and 
glory, gaine life after death. Miſ-rable is the brevite, and more miſerable 
the uncertaintie oflife. Since then, we are ſure we cannot live long, and un- 
certaine if we live at all, being like leaves on trees, we are the [port of every 
puffe that bloweth , and with the leaſt guſte, may be ſhaken from our lite 
and nutriment:; we travell, we ſtudy, we fight, that labour may pay us the 
lofſe of our ill expended time, while death whiſkes about us with a Pegaſeen 
ſpeede, flies unawares upon us, and with the kicke of his heele, or the daſh 
of his foot, we are driven downe to duſt, and lie there, Many a ſtout fellow 
this night at Treileſound, and five weekes before, did expircin their oppug- 
nations, leaving their breath in the places where they laid their Siege, Cer- 
tainly, if we could thinke of lifes caſualties, we would neither be carcleſſe 
nor coyetous. Whar availes then a man, to cxhauſt his very vitals, for the 
hoording up of fatall gold, not thinking how a haire or aflie may ſnatch him 
in a moment from it? Why ſhould we then ſtraine our ſelves for more than is 
convenient 2 We ſhould never care too much for that we arc no: ſure to 
keepe ; yet we ſhould reſpe& ſomewhat more than for our owne time, that 
we may be beneficiall to pofteritic , but for mine owne part, I will caſt this, 
my life on Gods providence, and live here as a Pi{grime of one night, nor 


being ſure to ſee the morrow.

ce Lievetcnant Coloncll having viſited me tl;e next day at my 
lodging, being not able to ſtirre out of my bed, he declared unto 


me the loſſe ſuſtained by the Regiment, both of Officers and Sou!- 

diers, and he ſuſpeRing the enemy would ftorme againe at night, being 
battering the walles furiouſly the whole day,having ſhot at Frankenaore neere 
cight hundred ſhot, he defired toheare my opinion, how I would have the 
Poaſte beſet at night with the Regiment ; my adviſe was, to cauſe beate a 
bancke by the Drummer Major , and the whole Drummers of the Regi- 
ment athwart the City, commanding upon paine of death, that all Officers, 
and Souldiers able to carry Armes under the Regiment ſhould repaire art 
parad time, to the market place, there to recetve further orders, and that 
at their coming, ro appoint allthe Officers, that were not hurt, rocommand 
the whole youldiers, ro beall put under the Colonells company, till ſuct 
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time, as the Recrcuts ſhould come fiom Scotland, and then every man ſhould 
b- ſuffered to ſerve againe under their owne companies, as b. tore, and this 
order being followed , they would be well commanded having luflicicne 
Officers to leade them , giving them orders how to behave th.mſclves, in 
caſe the enemy ſhould ſtorme their workes, ſeeing they were not able to 
defend them long , being weake of forces, and the workes almoſt ruin'd 
the night before. 

This dctermined , the watch being drawne up, they march to the for- 
mer Poaſt , getting ordcrs from the Licyetenant Cojo.el), it the enemy 
ſheuld prefie them hard , they ſhould retire themſelves orderly to the Rave- 
lin, and quit the outer workes, ſecing that from the Towre wall, and 
Ravclin, they were able with Cannon and musket to cleanlce out the enemy 
againe, 

: Socntring on their watch, and the night being come on, the encmy 
furiouſly did invade them, and they defended the workes a lotg time, till 
n the end being precſt hard , they rctired according to their orcers, to the 
Ravelin , whercupon the enemy tollowedthem with a ſhout ind 3 cry, as if 
the[Towne had beene wonne , Which did put the Burgars, :nd cthercſt of 
the Souldiers that were on other Poaſts, in great feare, thinkir.g all was paſk 
recovery. | 
| Notwithſtanding of this tudden fearc, our Souldiers valiantly and brave- 
ly defendedthe Ravelin with Pikes and fire-workes the cnemy having advan- 
ced bravely to the cutting of the Paleſſades, prefling alſoto undermine the 
Ravelin by working under it, which our folkes did binder, by counter. 
mineing. 

Theenemy alſo, had another fortell, or advantage by reaſon of a new 
worke, which was uncomplete, betwixt the Ravelin and the outward 
workes, where he did lodge himſelfe , having the rew workes asa Breaſt. 
worke, todefend him from our ſhort. | 

The night thus paſt furiouſly on both ſides , not without greatlofle, be- 
ing well fought , both of the purſucr and detunder, in the morning our 
Souldiers ſome of them being Armed with Corſlets, head-peeces, withhalfe 
pikes, Morgan ſterncs and {[words, being 1:d with reſolute Officers they 
fallout, Pcll mell amongſt the enemies, and chaſe them quite out of the 
workcs againe, and retiring with credit, maintained till c};e Triangle or 
Ravclin ; The cncmy conſidering his lofle, and how little he had gained, the 
Towne alſo bcing not void of feare, thinking the third night, the cnemy 
might enter the walles, being thus doubtfull on both fides, the enemy 
ſer.dsa Trumpeter, to know if they will treate for conditions , our Lievete- 
nant Colonel] having the command, for the time (in Colonell Helke his 
abſence) I thinke was glad of the offer , to prolong time, till his Majeſty of 
Denmark might ſend a freſh ſupply. Pledges delivered hinc ingt,a ſtill-ſtard 
or ccflation of Armes was corcludedon by both parties, for a fortmights 
time, then Articles were drawne up, to be advited on, which continued 
In advifing certaine daycs , inthe end the treaty being almouſt agreed on, to 
the ſubſcription, ol come tour Lieretenant Coloncll to diſſolve the 
treaty, ſ{ceing his Majeſty of Dewmark had folke in readineſſeto come in all 
haſte with Colonell Holke, for their reliefe, Whereupon my Lord Spyzre, 
a Scots Noble man, with his Regiment, with ſufficient proviſion of money 
and Amumition, werc ſent unto the Towne, and being cntxed, the treaty 
was reed, and made yoige. © © ; At

At this time alſo Sr. Alexander Leſly,(anexpert andayalorous Scars Com- 
mander) with ſome Swedens forces, was ſent to governe the Towne, his 

Majeſty of Sweden having condeſcended with his Majeſty of Denmark, that 

his Majeſty of Denmark ſhould diſmiſle the proteftion of Traileſound in fa- 

vour of his Majeſty of Sweden, and to that effe& the Dares forces ſhould be 
drawne out of the Garriſon, for to give place to the Swedensz in the mieanc 
time, the command was turned over upon Sr, Alexander Leſly , whom 

Colonell Helke did aſhſt with the Dares forces, till they were removed, 

the abſolute command being given to Sr. Alexander Leſly , as Governour 

for his Maj. ſty of Swedes, 

. In time of the ſtill-ſtand, I tookea foarc loffeurder my Lievetenant Co- 
2.1 lonell his hand, & ſcale,to goe by Sea to Copmanhagen,to be cured there, ſee- 
Fj ing no Chirurgian in 7raileſound would undertake to cut the bullet out of my 

knee, without hazarding me to be lame, which to prevent,I chooſed rather, 

though with infinite paine, to keepethe bullet a fortnight, till I came to 

Copmanhagen, where happily I found better cure.

Wo things we muſt reſpeR, ſo long as we live, our inward inte= + 
grity, and our outward uprightneſſe, our picty towards God,and 

our reputation amongſt men, the one makes our lite famous, the 0- 
| ther our death happy, ſo both together bring credit tothe name, and felici- 


ty to the ſoule , Then whenſoever our breath is made bur aire, we ſhall be 
bleſſed, leaving a ſweete odour behinde us, and men will regrate our loſle,as 
at this time they did our hurr, 

Hewhom before I was wont to obey and viſite, came now, and vifited 
me , I not being able toſtirre, my Lievetenane Colonel] came ro comfort 
me, having neede to be comforted himſelfe by good adviſe, how to de. 
fend the workes the ſecond night, a generall tcarc having poſſeſicd the 
hearts both of Burgers and Souldicrs, atnd I, tro encourage him, did tell him 
a ſtory of Avg»ſfus the Emperour , who being necre death commanded, 
that after his deccale, all his friends ſhould clap their hands, and laugh 
bt unfainedly, as the cuſtome was when a Comedy was well a&cd - cven 
+ fo ſaid I, - though Iwas ſorry at our loſſe, yer I was glad for being hurt, 
when I looked to be kill'd , and having acted my part of the play, tor thar 
time, and retired off the Stage, all I could doe was but ro minde my 
Camerads of their duties. Inthe meane time, ' the Enemies cannon having 
ſhot foure great bullets of a hundred and fixty pound weight, out of mor- 
ters, through the top of my lodging evento the bottome , where I did lie, 
affrighting me ſtill, when my feere were not able to ſhift away my body ; 
yet recommending my ſoule to God, I reſolved, he was well guarded,whom 
the Lord had a care of, and having defvered me from many dangers, I ſtil 
confided he would not ſuffer me to be ſmother'd under walles : For which 
y and all his bleſſings I doe infinitly thanke his Majeſty, in giveing me tims 
1 todoe any thing , that may ch his Majeſty,for my deliverance. 

To make my Lievetenant Colonell laugh , I did tell bim a ſtory ofa viſt- 
on,that was ſeene by a Souldier of the Colonells company,that morning be. 
fore the enemy did ſtorme ;. being a predictive dreame, and a true,” One J 
3 Murdo HMac-claude borne in Aſſen , aSouldier of atall ſtature, and valiant 
: | L 2 Courage; 
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courage, being {lceping on his watch, awakened by the breake of day, 
and joggestwo of his Camerades lying by him, who did finde much faulr 
with him for ſturring of them , he replicd, before long ycu ſhall be other- 
wiſe ſturred, a Souldicr called Allen Teagh a Loghaber- man, recommen- 
ding his ſoule ro God , asked him what he had ſecne, who :n{wered him, 
you ſhall never ſee your country. againe, the other replycd, the Joſſe was 
but ſmall ifthe reſt of the company were well, he anſwered no, for there 
was greathurtand death of many very ncere , the othcr asked againe, whom 
had he fecne more,that would dye beftdes him, ſundry of his Camerades 
he rould by name, that ſhould be killed : the other asked what would be- 
come of himſelfe, he anſivered, he would be killed with the reſt : in «fe, 
he deſcribeth the whole Officers by their cloathes that ſhould be hurt: a 
pretty quicke boy neere by asked him, what would become of the Major, 
mcaning me, he anſwered, he would be ſhot , but not deadly, and that the 
boy ſhould be next unto me, when I were hutt,as he was. 

This diſcourſe ended, I wiſhed my Lievetenant Colonell to fct all care 3- 
ſide and tolooke to himlſelfe, and to the credit of his Nation, in main. 
taining of the place , till the reliete ſhould come, and fo we parted. 

Here I did obſcrve, that no city, be ir.never ſo ftrong, or fo well beſet, ror 
no Armour, be it of what proofe it will, is able to encourage a tearctull 
heart, as in this City, and atthis time, were many of the Burgars, Souldi- 
ers,ſtrangers, Officers, of women and children, who were tormented: by 
the feare of death, and of their meanes , whole feare was generally ſoprear, 
that they were bereft both of wiſdome, and courage, as people given over, 
ſo that their feare in fome ſort did fruſtrate their lawfull detences : the like 
I did never ſee, ncither wiſh to ſce againe, for the cnemy could not, though 
victorious , put them ina worſe habit, nor make them ſecme more miſera- 
ble, thanl did fſce them at this time, making themſelves unfit to reſiſt 
their cnemics, and they were all of themin mine eyes, like to the ſiword- 
fiſh, having weapons , but they wanted hearts ; they had quaking hands 


without uſe - andin a word, if the enemy had ſecene them,as I did, he would 


rathcr pizty them as cowards, then kill them like gallants. 
Notwithſtanding of chis feare, which poſſeſſed the burgars, and. thoſe 
Souldiers that had not beene on occaſion, yet our Nation , that are'ever 


moſt couragious in greatcſt extremity , failed nothing of their wOnted va- 


lour , *but having once retired to the Ravelin, maintained :it couragioully, 
repelling the enemics valour, with reſolution bujlt on vertue,; ard lowe of 
credit, ſothat they madctheir cnemie with great loſle, to be fruſtrare of 
his hoped for viRory , finding the valour of the Scors tempered with:con- 
ſtant reſolution and vigorous ſpirits , his fury was made to fſetle by little 
and little , rillat laſt, reſolution, theſtrong Armour of the deſcreete Soul- 
dicrprevailed againſt all the ſhuffles and cries of the enemy , and the deten- 
der,ſecing the ſtorme paſt,and the tempeſt ceaſe, he Jaughes and ſmiles, with 
as much honour, quiet and ſafety , as before he ſuffered toyle, gricte, 
Or injury. | Fen | | 
Here we ſce the uſe of treaty ,and ſtill-ſtand(orrruce) ordained of Polity, 
that every man may. preſſe 10 winne his owne ay mes. The Souldiers that in 
fix weekcs before, were wounding,and killing one another,are now comin 
and diſcourſing rogcther as friends, where I did remarke and obſerve, 
that it is much caſier to be reconciled withanenemy, then to conquer him.

Now in time of theſe ſtill-ſtands, by diſcourſe they prefle to fince out 
one anothers actions, and to obſerve one anothers faults and excurſions, 
treaſurivg up againſt the day of advantage, forthe confounding of one ano- 
ther, at their firſt ourt-falling , and like the Crocodile , they {lime one ati 0- 
thers way , to make one another fall, coming in occaſions againe : and 
thereforcit was the anſwere that Seneca gave unto himſelfe, when he asked 
uid eſt homini inimiciſiimum ? he anſwered, Alter howo, Our enemies ſtu- 
dics are the plors of our ruine, [caving nothing unattempted, which may in- 
duce our dammage , and the danger 1s ever moſt , when we ſee it not. Yet 
I thinke, he that can be a worthy enemy , can, reconciled, be a worthy 
friend ; and he thar,in a juſt cauſe, can fight againſt us, can likewiſe in the 
like cauſe, being reconciled, fight with us,, and it he be unworthy re- 
concile him too, if it were but to be freed of his ſcandalous rongue, and that 
alſo will be worth thy labour, and he that upon go004 termes refuſeth rc- 
concilement, may be ſtubborae, but not valiant nor wiſe : for he chat wil. 
fully coatinues an enemy , teacheth his enemy to do him a milſchicfe if he 
can : andthatendcavour is well ſpent , thatunmaskes an enemy, or makes 
a friend : for as the one begetrs a treaſure;the other, it may be, raiſerh a ſiege, 
and that man is wiſe , that is kinde to his fricnds and ſharpe ro his enemies - 
but he is wiſcr, that can entertaine his friends in love, and make his enemics 
likethern, as our Nation did here at Tras/eſourd, in keeping their Maſters loye 
ro thebeſt , for their loyalty, and in maki-g their enemics thinke well of 
them , and love them fortheir bravecarriage and valour. 

Likewiſe I did obſerve herethe benefic thatariſerh co a Kingdome, City 
or Statethrough a good Government, and, what a bl.fſing ic was to a 
Towne perplexed , aSthis was, Oo get A g00g, wiſc, vertuous and valiant 
Governour , intime of their greateſt trouble, which ſhewes that we are 
zovern'd by a power above us : for pfrimes, thar, which we deſire or tcare, 
doth ſeldome happen. This City having feared the Emperours tyranny to 
come over them, deſired the King of Denmark as their proteRor, yer God, 
by his providence, gave them another, towit, the invincible King of Swe- 
den, who provided theman able Goyecrnour in their greateſt neede, to wit, 
Sr. Alexander Leſly, who immediatly after hi$cntry togke the command 
upoR him, keeping both the Dare, their Souldiers, and the Burgars under 
his command, and diretion , as worthy of his authority, flowing from 
the King his Maſter of moſt famous and of never dying memory , it farin 
then with Traileſound, as with Sara; fhe became truitfull when ſhe coul 
not believe it, and they became flouriſhing having gotten a Scots Governour 
toprote them , whom they looked not for, - which was a good Owen 
untothem, rtogeta Governour of the Natjon , that was never conquered, 
which made them the onely Towae in Germany tree, as yer, from the Em- 
periall yoake , by the valour of oyr Nation, that defended their City in 
their greateſt danger. Wn þ "x. 

Toconcludethen, for the love Ibeare to che Crowne,; that doth protet 
them, knowing their diſpoſitions by experience $0 be froward, factious, and 
proud, haviiig as yet ſome Wolygs amongſt them, thagthe folde may be 
quier, ler the factious heads be mad higher by-a pole than thetr bodies, cute 
ting off the tumultuous ; whereby their Governour, by. a majeſticke awe, 
may keepe the reſt in aſtrict ſubjection, leſt flackneſle 2nd comnivence may 


undermine an unſerled Government z fer it is. g9 crueltic to denie fallemen 
E 3 liberty, 
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libertic, that are ſo infected, though there be ſome honeſt men amongſt 
them ; let them ſerve thcir Governour, and let him bearethe ſway, as bc- 
comes the dignitie of the place, that having once wonnethe ficld, he may be 
ſureto keepe it : for though I hate the evill people, for their former unthanks 
fulneſſe to onr Souldiers and Nation, yetthe love beare to their Protector 
and Governour, makes me thus plaine ; whoſe happineſſe I wiſh to endure 
while thcre remaineth a ſtone in the Citic, and his tame eternally, 
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The nineteenth Dutie diſcharged of the out-fall made by 
Spynics Regiment, and of their Retreate made 
good by ( aptaine Mac-Kenycc. 


T-: E treatie diſſolved, the new ſupply being come out of Dexmarke, 
Sir « Alexander Leſlie being made Governour, he reſolved for the 
credit of his Country-men, to make an out-fall upon thc Enemy, 
and deſirous to conferre the credit on his owne Nation alone, being his fi-ft 
Eſfay in that Citie. And therefore made choice of Spywies Regiment, beirg 
their firſt ſervice, to make the out-fall, ordaining Captaine Mac-Kenyee, with 
the remainder of our Regiment, in the Lievetenant Colonell his abſence, to 
ſecond them, for making good of their retreate. 

My Lord Spyzie being preſent with his Regiment, confifting of brave and 
valourous Officers, being all worthy Cavaliers ofnobledeſcent,and of good 
families, having action, valour, and breeding anſwerable to their charges, 
they were deſirous to gaine honour and credit againſt a powerfull enemy, 
with whom they were to be ingaged ; they went on with boldneſle and con- 
fident reſolution, and falling into the enemies workes,' they forced the ene» 
my to retire, andto give ground, even tothe body oftheir Armie : And de- 
lighting in the ſhedding of their enemics bloud, who had ſhed ſo much of 
their Country bloud before, they purſued them hard, following them unto 
their maine reſerve or battell, where they ſeazed on their Cannon : but the 
enemy being too ſtrong, and his forces ſtill augmenting, they were made to 
retire with the loſle of ſome brave Cavaliers, eſpecially the lofſe of Sir 1h 
Hume of Aiton, the firſt Captaine of the Regiment, who, after many bloudy 
wounds received, was taken priſoner, being a brave reſolute Cavalier, of 
good carriage and moderation inall hisa&ions,whoatfter died of his wounds 


 withthecnemy, being a priſoner long, and was much lamented of all that 


knew him. 

Herealſo was killed the valourous Captaine Mac- Dowald, who in valour 
fucceeded his worthy predeceſſors ; for with his owne hands, as ts credibly 
reported, he killed with his ſword five. ofhis enemies, before he ws kill'd 
himſfelfe. Divers alſo of theſe Officers were hurt,as Capt: Lundeſey of Barnſho, 
who received three dangerous wounds, Licvetenant Pringle, who was hurt al- 
fo, and divers more, they being madeto retire, their powder being ſpent, to 
make their rerreate good, falls up Capraine Mac- Kenyee with the old Scottiſh 
blades ofour Regiment, to ſuppreſle the enemies fury, they keeping faces to 
their enemies, while their Camerades were retiring, the ſervice went on a- 


freſh, where Lievetcnarit Seaton his Company alone led by Licvetenant _ 
i F ae 
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dell ( inab'ence of their owne Officers, being rhe: all under cure )there was 
loſt of Searons Company above thartie valourous Souldiers_and the Lieve- 
renan: ſeeing Colonell Holteretiring, defired him ro ity a little, and to tee 
if the Scots could ſtand and fight ornot, The Cotonell perceiving him to 
jeerc, ſhooke his head, and went away : in the end Captaiiic Mac-Krzyee re- 
tired ſoftly from his enemy, kecping faces rowards them with cred, till he 
was fate within workes. And then made ready forhis march towards Wol- 
eaſt, to finde his Majeſtic of Denmarke,

Ere we ſce, that when his Majeſtie of Dexmarke did quit the pro- 
H tection of Traileſoundunto his Majeſtic of Sweden, Sir Alexander Leſ- 

ly being made Governour, following the example of 1u{{5ntan the 
Emperour, to pur his authoricie in praftize, He commanded out a partie, 
and was ob:yed by thoſe he commanded : which ſhould incourage all brave 
Cavalicrs to ſerve well and faithfully, where they ſerve, without ſpot or 
blemiſh, that in the end they may expe ſo great a reward, from fo greata 
Maſter, as we ſee here beſtowed for valour and fidelicie upon our Cou:try- 
man, being truſted with ſuch a charge on a frontier Garriſon, though a ſtran- 
ger, b<fore his Majcſties owne Country-men ; where he againe tollowing 
the example of Alexander the Great, who cauſed a Combat to be foughr 
with one of Darias Captaines, before the Armie ſhould fi ght, and his Cap- 
raine returning victorious,he(I ſay) tookethar as a good preſage of his future 
fortune,in beating of Darixs his Armic. Tacitus ſaith allo, that the Germayes 
were wont to fight, and try their valour, firſt after this manner, by parties, 
for preſages of greater ſervice to follow. And we finde, that the valourous 
Generall Scanderbegge, King of Epirus, did fight many Combartrs himſelte, 
for to give good prelages Of future victories, whoſe fortune was till his death 
to be ever victorious, The like fortune I heartily wiſh to this noble and 
worthy Cavalier, happie alreadie and bleſt in bringig horour to his Coun- 
try, being 1nall his time, beyond apprehenſion, happily excellent. 

To concludethen this obſervation, here we may ſee the benefit of good 
order, where thoſe that were in great danger, are happily preſerved by the 
goodneſle of good order and diſcipline, and by the timely ſuccours of 
their valourous Camerades, taking; the enemies blowes and ſhots in their 
owne boſomes, to reſcue their friends from danger, to the great prayſe of 
that noble Sparke, Captaine Mac-Xenyee, being full of worth, as the pureſt 
orientall Diamond, ſhining amongſt the greateſt Stones, who did ſcorne to 
turne face from his enemies, but retired orderly, offending his enemy in de- 
fending his friends, till both he and they were returned with credit,though 
with loſle : for where order 1s kept, as inthis retreate was done by that no- 
ble Sparke, all things flouriſh and thrive, and I wiſh from my heart, he had 
followed his profeſſion ; for though he be honourable enough, as he is, 
none can blame me for wiſhing him bettcr, he having once commanded me, 
and ſhall ſtill while live. 
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The twentieth Dutie diſcharged of the Regiments March 
to Wolgalt, and of their Retreate unto 
' Denmarke.

I S Majeſtic of Denmarke having given overthe proteRion of Trast- 
HI ſound unto the King of Sweden, immediatly after he did ſhip ſome 

forces of foote and horſe in Denmarke, which he did land art Wolgaft 
in Pomeren, of intention to patronize the Dukedome of Pomeren zgainſt the 
Empecrour : And being come to Wolgaſft, his Majeſtic did recall the remain- 
der of our Regiment from Trazleſound, who were not then foure hundred 
ſtrong at their our-coming,havang loſt in ſix weekes neare five hundred good 
men, be{ides Officers , the Regiment led then by Captaine MHac-XKenyee, 
in the abſence of his Superiours, he continued his March towards Woelga#, 
where they joyned with his Majeſties Artic : being no ſooner arrived, they 
were inſtantly commanded on ſervice. The enemy having falne ſtrong a- 
gainſt his Majeſtic, he did plant fourtcen pieces of Ordnance, and playd on 
the Kings battell, till his Majeſtie perceiving the danger, not being baſtanr 
to reſiſt the encmy, retired confuſedly in great haſte to Wolea#, and having 
loſt without fighting the greateſt part of his Armie, our Regiment and the 
remnant of Spynies Regiment had beene cut off, had not Rutmaſter Hoowe 
and ſome of his Camerades, of the Rhmegraves Regiment of horie charged 
the Enemy thrice, keeping them up till the moſt part of his Country-mcn 
wereretired in ſafetic, and then were made by-their enemies to retire at the 
ſpurres themſelves, baving endangered their owne ſafcties for the good of 
their Camerades. His Majeftie finding the enemy preſling hard, fearing 
much to be ſurprized or taken, he did giveCaptaineMac-Kepyee charge to c0. 
mand the whole Scots that were there, and divers others;and to skirmifhwith 
che encmy before the Ports, till his Majeſtie were retired, and then tomake 
his rctreate over the Bridge, and to ſet it on fire, which the Captaine did or- 
derly obey, doing his Majeſticthe beſt ſervice was done him in the whole 
time of his warres, not without great danger of the Captaine and his follow- 
ers, where the Bridge once burning, he was then the happicſt man that could 
firſt be ſhipped ; Enſigne Lindeſey brother to Beinſho was ſhot with a Cannon. 
Bullet in his ſhoulder, and notwithſtanding was brought off, and miraculouſ- 
ly cured. 
f The Regiment thus ſhipped, they met with their Colonel], being come 
from Scotland with the Recrewt, who retired with his Majeſtic unto Denwarke, 
and were muſtered. 
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five hundred men, and of the remnant eſcaped, both of Officers and 
Souldicrs, I doe not thinke one hundred were free of wounds received 
honourably, in defence o! the good cauſe, Who will then ſay, butthatbloud 
was better loſt than kept, when it returnes with advantage, having brought 
ereait to themſelves and Countrey ? Let none then mourne for the loſſe 
gotten ſo horourgblic. Let none then, I ſay, bedgw their eyes for _—

left behinde us, ſecing the gaine 1s cquall to the lofle, if not more . forthem 
we had, we knew were not alwayes to ſtay ; yet what we have gained, is 
permanent and eternall ; thoſe we loſt, I contefle, we loved, yer that love 
ought nor tobe {o violent as to undoe our felyes with wanting of it. Neither 
can we ſo ſlenderly forget their memory, being our noble triends, and who 
were Ornaments to our Regiment and Country, and helpers ot our credits. 
Shall we not then be ſorrowfull for their loſles, that loſt themlſclyes tomake 
us renowned in their deaths, and, while they lived, were our moſt faithfull 
and loving Camerades, even unto their laſt breath 2 But ſince they are gone 
before us, to take in quarters in heaven, following their great Captaine, 
who hath made the way open for them, being ſtricken, as 7ob ſaith, by the 
hand of the Lord, and yet placed at his right hand, ſhall we be ſorry for 
them 2 No; we will rather rejoyce, and thinke we muſt tollow them, when 
we have fought that good fight againft our enemics, we ſhall be crowned 
with them in glory, and rejoyce following the Lambe where ever he gocth, 
and till then his right hand will ſuſtaine us, as beforc , for he is our helper, 
and hath ſworne by his right hand, and the Arme of his ſtrength, that he will 
not forſake us, till we reſt with him 1n glory. 

Here alſo we ſce, that his Majeſtie having truſted our Nation more than 
his owne, orthe Dutch, hedoth leave them ingaged wich the enemy, till his 
Majeſties retreate were made ſure, both firſt and laſt, Where we ſee, that 
friendſhip and true ſervice is beſt trycd in extremitie; for no greater teſtimo- 
ny can be given of true ſervice, than when the ſeryant doth endanger his own 
life and hononr for the relictc of his Maſter, as that young Cayalier, Cap- 
taine Hac-Kenyee did here, being a generous a&t, for the ſafctic of a King, 
which ought to be recorded, to vindicate his honour trom oblivion, whoſe 
memory merits to be rewarded, that others might imitate his noble ex- 
ample» 

ng alſo we ſee, that ſufferance in a noble manner cauſcth love, for that 
young Cavalier Henry Lindeſey, then an Enfigne, not able to help< himſelte, 
his Camerades loving him dearely, andthe more for his noble ſufferance, 
they helpt him off from the crueltie of his enemies, to preſerve his life for a 
better occaſion, who by Gods providence was miraculouſly healed, ha- 
ving jo a great part of his ſhoulder, a wonder in an age, fuch wounds tobe 
curcd,

Sir Patrick Mac-Gey having ſtayd in Scotland, his Company was caſhier'd, 
and Captaine Arnens allo, in place whereot the Colonell did zet from his 
Majcſtic two Companies, that were ſent over by Colonell Sinclaire, ( vis.) 
Captaine George Stewart, and Capraine Francs T _—_ hich were both joy- 
ned tothe Regiment, The Lord of Fowles having leavied a Company in Scer- 
laxd,joyned al:oto the Regiment, 8 [ohn Sizc/aire was made Captaine Lieves 
renan: to the Colonels Company, Lievetevant Stewart being matiried, having 
ſtayd in Scotland with his wife, his place was given to Eye Har Key, an 
William Brumficld was made Enfigne to Captaine Mac-K enyee, The Lieve- 
renant Colonell having quit the Regimear, I ſucceeded to his place, and his 
Lievetenant Andrew Stewart, the Earle of Traquairs brother, [uceceded Cap- 


taineto the Company, Enfigne Seaton being made Lievetenanr, the Cap- 


taines brother William Stewart was made Enfigne, Tallowgh his Company 
was recreuted, and was full by his old Officers Beaton and 19h»ſou : Iphn Mone 


to his Company being recreuted, long David Monro was mide Licyetcninr, 


and long William Stewart Enſigne ; Captaine Mexro of 0bjtell his Company 
being complete, William Carre was made Lievetenant, and Hefor Monro En- 
fignc. The Regiment thus complete was muſtred, and rcceived a moneths 
meanes, together with a reckoning of their by-paſt reſts, with an aſſignation 
on his Majettic of great Britazne, tor the payment of the moneys. 

The Regimentthus conteiited, the Colonell, Captaine Monro of Obfeell, 
and Captaine Mac-Key returning for Brizine, the Regiment being left un» 
der my command, was dire&ed ro winter Gatrriſons, as followeth,

the Sunne hath his appointed circuite , the Moone her conſtant change, 

and every planet and Starre their proper courſe and place, the Earth al- 
ſo hath her ondicred ſtations, the Seais confined in limits, and in his ebbing 
and flowing dances , as it were,after the influenee and aſpect of the Moone, 
whereby it is kept from putrefaction, and by ſtrugling with it ſelfe, from 
over flowing the land. Sothat in this world, orderis the life of Kingdoms 
Honours, Artes : for by the excellency of it, all things floriſh and thrive ; 
and therefore we ſee, that this order is requiſire ro be obſerved in no- 
thing more than in military diſcipline, being the lite of it, Regimenis thery 
maintained in good order, the Army can be but well ordered, andthe Ar- 
my well ordered, the King and country cannot bur ſtand, both in peace and 
warre, for ſeldome we ſee any goodnefle in the retuling to obey good Or- 
ders. And we hearec ordinarily, that one bad voice puts twenty out of tune, 
and that it is the chiete property of a good Souldicr, firſt to learne to obey 
well, in keeping of good order, and then doubtlefle, in time being advan. 
ccd , he cannot but command well, ſothar here in ordering of this, as in all 
things, we fce viciſſitudes and alterations, ſome Regiments made up and 
continue in floriſhing order, other Regiments reduced taking an cnd, as oc- 
caſton and accidents of warre doe happen, Spywes Regiment was reduced, 
and my Lord of Rþees Regiment is made up againe,.. Where.we lee, that as 
viciſlitude maintaines the world; even ſo concord is a great meanes of con- 
tinuance, asdiſcord is toooften of diſcontinuance, and ruine, Likewiſe we 
ſee, thatnoeftate is free from mutability, and change , which is the great 
Lord ofthe World , who will be adored and followed as ſoone as order 
doth faile : butwhcre order is kept, and concord (as in this Regiment) 
change hath no place to ruine , though wellto alter; for order was ſo kept 
by this Regiment, like to brave Souldiers, whoin a running skirmiſh come 
up, diſcharge, fall off, flie, and yet reinforce themſelyes againe, having kepr 
order in their proceedings, which though now ſhe admits of ſome change, 
being reinforced againe and joyned together with the chaine of love and 
reſpect , ſhe admits of no confufionor ruine 4 but is ready againe with her 
brave Souldiers being reinforced in a ſtrong body to make head unto their

enemÞs, one day to be revenged of their former loſſes , as, God willing, 


ſhall be cleered in the ſequell of my diſcharge of ducties and obſervations, 
of this new reformed body of the old Regiment. 

My cozen Lieyetenant Andrew Monro being killed in combat, I have 
more then reaſon to condemne and diſallow of that miſerable fort of fight, 
where oftimes the vitorious puts himſelfe in a worſe caſe, both of ſoule 
and body, than he that is killed. Yet this kinde of fighting hand to hand, 
called Monomachia, hath bin much praQtiſed, both amongſt Pagazs and 


Chriſtians, evenamongſ all Nations, as «is yet, Of old it did ſerve for 
M 2 , Ri proofe 
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prootc of things hidden, being in one rancke with the burning iron, and 
ſcalding water, tothe end men might diſcerne the mnocent from the guilty : 
this kinde of violence of proofewas ſo common, that Fronton King of Dex- 
mark made a law, as reports the Saxon hiſtory , that all differences whatlo- 
ever ſhould bedecided by the combar;, and Lesdey reports, that jyct to this 
day they obſerve the ſame in Muſcove, But wiſe men finding this cuſtome 
dccetvable, in deciding the truth , and fo uncertaine, that many times the 
innocent doth ſuccumbe ; and therefore it was forbidden by the civill, and 
canon law, as is cvident by ſeverall ancient conſtitutions, inſerted in the 
Decretalis. | 
Notwithſtanding whercof, amongſt the Rewans it became {o common, as 
to be thought bur a ſport ; which made che name of fighters eſteemed of a- 
morgſt the Romans, as we reade in the Cod. Titmo de gladiatoribus, and 
thereforethis cuſtome being diſpleaſing unto the Emperour 1»ftinian, he 
commanded all ſhould be ſubje& unto the Iudge,and ſaid, that valour with- 
ont juſtice, was nottobe allowed of, Thiscombat betwixt thoſe two was 
well fought of both, in preſence of many witneſſes ; where it was thought, 
that the D#utch-man was hard, fo that a {word could neither pierce him, nor 
cut him. This faſhion of fighting is ſo common, that we neede not illuſtrate 
itbyexamples of Hiſtorics, cither ancicnt or modernez but who ſo would 
ſatisfic theircuriofity inthis point, let them bur reade Prea/ack his Cleander, a 
ſtory well worth the reading. And truciy dayly cxperience teacherh us (as 
in this accident) that the end of combats doth ſhew often that he, who ap. 
peales, often times doth reccive the reward of his temerite, which might be 
clecred by many examples, amongſt the ancicnts, We have one very notable, 
written by Qujntwe Curtins,where Dioxippme the Athenian, that brave fighter 
being all naked, and ſmeredover with oyle , as the faſhion was then, with e 
hatof flowers on his head, carrying about his Icft Arme a red ſleeve, and in 
che right hand a great batron of hard greene timber, durſt enter incombat a- 
_ Horrat Macedonian carrying on his left Armea bucler of braſſe, and a 
ort pike in the right hand, a jacdart-ſtaffe as we terme it, or ſomething like 
it, anda ſword by his fide : attheir approaching, Droxippme with a nimble 
flight , andaptetty cunning ſhift of his body, efchewed the tabbe or thruſt 
of the ſtaffe, and before the Macedonian could have wielded the Pike, the 
other doth breake it in ewo with his cudgell, and quickly cloſing with his ad- 
verſary gives him ſuch a knocke on the ſhinnes, that he fell ro the ground, his 
heeles above his head , tooke his ſword from him, and would have kill'd 
him with his batton , had not the King ſaved him. Thus much of combars, 
which for my part, thoughT cannot allow of, nevertheleſſe I ſhould be 
loath to refuſero fightin a juſt quarrell, but would rather referre the ſuc- 
ecſſe to God , todetermine of, thents let that be called in queſtion, which is 
dcareſt unto me.

pls Majeſty being reſolved in Aprill 1629, with his ſword in h&$ hand 
H to conclude a fertled and a ſure peace with the Emperour, or 9. 
therwiſe to free Holſten and Yewtland from the tyranny of the Ejn- 

periall Army, andto that effeQ his Majefty did gather his forces together 
ro a headin Denmark , where they were to be ſhipp't for landing at Angle 
in Holſter : ſo that orders were given to me, his Majeſty having provided 
ſhipping , to tranſport our Regiment from all quarters, and to mcete at Ar- 
gle, Betore our parting, Captaine Forbeſſe of Tallangh, and Captaine Andrew 


Stewarts Companies were put on warre ſhips to lie before Wiſmar, Ihaving 


ſhipped withthe reſt of the Regiment , we ſailed unto HolFen, and landed ar 
Angle : where the Regiment being come together , we were one thouſand 
foure hundred ſtrong beſides Officers, and having lyen at Azgke till the 
peace was concluded , his Majeſty did thanke off, or diſmiſſe his Army,fave 
a few number that was kept a moneth longer , till the enemy had marched 
out of the country : we being diſcharged of ſervice, and having gotten our 


honourable paſſes we were directed, by his Majeſty to the Rex-marſhall to-- 


ward Fuzeland, with orders from his Majeſty, that he ſhould reckon with us, 
and give us contentment A The reckoning made, we were for- 
ced to accept of two parts, andto —_— the whole, having made no 
reckoning bur for us who were preſent, leaving our Colonell being ab- 
ſent, ro make his owne reckoning thereafter with his Majeſty. 

Likewiſe his Majeſty did give arders to the Rex-marſhal to provide 

ſhipping and viRuall for our Officers and Souldiers, to tranſport them for 
- their country , which accordingly was obeyed. As alſo his Majeſty did 
ive orders to ordaine us , both Officers and Souldiers free quarters in Al- 
zenheur , till the ſhipps were ready to ſzile , Sotharwe being free from our 
honourable Maſter his ſervice, we were ready to imbrace new conditions 
from a new Maſter.

peace, and that the end of this peace was the beginning of greater 

warre, under a new Maſter. Happy therefore is that man, or that 
Regiment that can ſay, whileas they ate thanked off, we have ſerved truely 
and with credit our laſt Maſter; andthenthey may beaſſured of a ſecond 
Maſter, having wonne a good name, as this Regiment did, under his Ma- 
jy of Dewmarke , in whom the leaſt omiſſion could never be found, much 
lefleto have committed any groſſeerrout worthy imputation : And therc- 
_— were Graciouſly diſmiſſed, and honeſtly rewarded according to 
Cnetime. 


H:-: concluding our D axes ſervice, we ſee that the end of warres 1s 
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Captaine Andrew Stewart (brother to the noble and worthy Earle of Tr4. 
qraire) being ſoliciting buſineſle at Copmanhagen contraceda teaver and died 
there, being in his Camerades abſence honourably buried by the Stathoul- 
ders dire&ion ; whoſe death, asuntimely, was much regrated by all his 
Camerades, he being a valorous and expert Commander. 

Lik-wiſe lob Hampeſeede , an old true ſervant to my cozen the Barron of 
Fowles, he dying of a feaver at Axgle leager, was honourably buri-d 
there. : 

This Danes warre thus ended, was the beginning of a greater warre, as is 
{aid : for the Empcrour (in Summer 1629. The Daves peace being made in 
Augult 1629) did ſend affiſtance.ofmen unto the Pele, againſt his Maje- 
ty of Sweden, under the command of the Felt-marſhall Ar»bew, which 
the next ſummerdid bring the ſword of the Sweden againſt himſelfe. So that 
we ſee there is nothing here on earth ro be expeRed byus, more then a con- 
tinuall warfare, Lord therefore make us dayly to warre in that ſpirituall war. 
fare, ſerving trucly the King of Kings and Lord of hoſts, fighting that good 
fight againſt our ſpirituall enemies, where he that overcomes, receives for a 
reward (inſtcad of worldly glory) an immortall Crowne of Glory in the 
Heavcns.

then in the gorgeous, 8: pleaſant Palace of Freddesborree taking leave 

of his Majeſty, having kiſſed his hand, I retired co 4/zerhenur , 
where I began to thinke, that this King could have ſaid of his whole King- 
dome, as Sci: ſaid, you ſce not a man amongſt all thoſe, but if I command 
him, he will from a Turret throw himſelfe into the Sea: even ſothis Mag- 
nanimous King , to my knowledge, was of abſolute authority in his King- 
dome, as all Chriſtian Kings ought ro be in theirs ever obeyed in the Lord, 
without asking the head a reaſon ; VVyhy doe you command us thus ? For 
we readethat the favour of the Lord was in #44, in giving them one heart 
in doing, and obeying: the commandements of the King, and of their 
Magiſtrates and Principalls, as I did cleerely obſerve inthis Kingdome of 
Denmarke the goodneſle of government, for the floriſhing of the Kingdome; 
wherc Totws orbs componebatur ad exemplum Regis, He commanding , the 
obeyed, both lived in proſperity , the Ruler or King Heroick,wiſe, noble, 
magnanimous and worthy. 

The Gentry, Citizens and Communalty obedient, which made their joy 
and felicity tocontinue, in deſpite of their mighty foes , and that by rea- 
ſon of his Majeſties Governmentin military diſcipline, who doth entertaine 
a great number of Officers yecrely, having good allowance for comman- 
ding of Souldiers trained up in peace, agai:ſt warre, ſuch as Colonells, 
Lieverenant-Colonells, Majors, Captaines and other infcriour Officers, 
which are ſtillentertained at the countries charge, in cxcrcifing of Souldicts 
for his Majeſties emploiment, being alike ever ready in all Provi:.ccs for 
peace or warre, Wouldto God we were ſo well provided in our owne 
country at home, and then we needed not to feare any forraine enemy; 
that arc cncmiesto God, to our King, and to our Religion, 5

|= 05; had the honour to have dined with his Majeſty at his Table, 
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And for the better maintaining of warre, no Kingdome or King I know, 
is better provided ofa Magazin, then this magnanimous King, for Armes, 
braſſe ordnance (whereof every yecre his Majeſty doth caſt above a hun- 
dred peeces ) being ſufficiently provided of Amunition and of all forts of 
fiery Engines, to be uſed by Sea or Land, together with Armour ſufficient 
tor to arme agreat Armie of Horſe, His Majeſtic is alſo ſufficiently wetl 
provided of ſhipping, and yearely doth addeto the number, which ſhips are 
built by ewo worthy Scottiſh-men, called Mr, Ba{fovre, 'and Mr. Sinclaixe, 
being bach well accounted oftby his Majcſtie, who in like manner hath a 
Reprobane at Copwanhagen, for making. of Cords and Cables for his ſhip- 
ping and Kingdome, where I was informed, that in twenty foure houres 
timc, they were able to furniſh the greateſt ſhip the King had, of Cables 
and of all other tacklingand cordage, neceſlary to ſetout the Ship, 

Likewile by his Majeſties Artizens within the Kingdome,all ſort of ſtuffes 
and filkes are woven, ſufficient to ſerve the Kingdome, and his neighbours 
that plealcto buy, 

Mor.over this Kingdome is worthy commendation, for the order of Iu- 
ſtice and Lawes, having their Law-books deciding all controverfics amongſt 
them, and if it co.neto any great difference, the Kings Majeſtic, as being 
above the Law, fits in judgementas the Interpreter and Director of Tuſtice, 
and according to his Princely dignity, mitigatcs as pleaſeth his Majcſtie the 
law, and dccides the controverlie. 

This Kingdomeallo ts praife- worthy, for the purity of their Gentry, be- 
ing as ancient and noble, as any other Kingdome', and can bragge of a purer 
and clecrer bloud of Gentility, then many Nations can : for they neverally 
orenter into marriage with any inferiour to themſelves, be they never ſo 
rich, if they be Burgars or Plebeians ; they never marry with them ; and 
if one of their daughters will , through love , miſcarry in her affeRion, to 
marry a Citizen, they will not thereafter doe ſo much as to honour her with 
their company, but on the contrary, ſhee loſeth both her portion and ho- 
nour, not ſuffering her to carry the armes of her familie, 

Morcover,this Nation is praiſe-worthy for their entertaining of learning, 
and of the 1iberall Sciences profeſſed in their owne V niverfitics, where their 
children are well taught and trained up, after a noble and heroick manner, 
within their owne Kingdome, nor onely intheir Studies of the liberall Sci- 
ences, bur alſo in their exerciſe of body, as fencing, dancing, ſinging, play- 
ing of Inſtruments, and riding of horſes, and what elle are noble Recrea- 
tions, as learning of forraine languages, Spaniſh, Italian, French, Dutch, and 
ſuch like, and afterwards their yourh being well travell'd, returning trom 
their Travells, they attend on the Chancellarie, as under-Secretaries to 
States-men, to enable them to be profitable members in the Common- 
weale. And being fors familiat, according to their gifts and qualities, 
thcy are preterred ro Government and charges under his Majeſtie, in all Pro- 
vinces of the Kingdome of Denmarke, Tewtland, Holiten, and Norway. 

His Maj. ſtie allo is praiſc-worthy, for his Oeconomie in keeping of Store- 
houſes to feed Oxen, and ſtalles for keeping of milch Cowes, whercot is re- 
ccived yearely great income of moneys, for Butter and Cheeſe made in great 
quantitie by Hollanders in Denmarke, Holſten, and Tewtland: which parts a- 
bound alſo with all ſorts of Fiſh, which, inricheth his Majeſtics tre./ſurc in- 


fiaitely , rogether with their trading by Sea to the fiſhing in Greene/ana,

- bringing great commoditie to the Subjects, in ſerving themiclves, as alſo

' in bringing of money into the Kingdome, by furniſhing of others. Alſo 


this Land abounds in Corne, which makes great cheapneſle in this King- 
dome, where I have lived nobly entertained with two fervants for twelve 
ſhillings ſterling a weeke, being a whole winter in Garriſon at Malemce in 
Skoneland, Where I did ſee and obſerve the cuſtom uſed by the Dares Gen- 
tric intheir houſc-keeping, wherein they are not prodigall, but yet very no- 


' ble, no: differing much from our owne cuſtomes at home, entertaining many 


perſons attendant, but not with coſtly or daintic fare, but aboundant. in 
meate and drinke ; obliging alſo they are in entertaining ſtrangers of faſhi. 
0 ; they keepe long Tables, at which there fit ſometimes above thirtic per- 
ſous : ordinary Tables they uſe befides, ordained for the attendants of the 
familie,who ſit not till their Maſters have halfe din'dor ſup't: they keepe al- 
ſo many horſes, hounds and hawkes, with attendance anſwerable, which 
makes their families great. \ 

Here I did obſerve, that the SubjeRts doe follow the example of their 
King, in their apparxell, in their vertues, and Oeconomie, where I did ſee 
vertue to have beent alike habituall in King, Gentry, Citizens, and Coun- 
try, being all intheir degrees extraordinary rich, not onely in money, but 
alſo in Iewells and plate ; nothing inferiour, in my judgement, to any neigh- 
bour Country. It was obſcrved inthe Court of the Emperour Maximilian 
the ſecond, a good Prince and-a vertuous, that many Lords and great Scig- 
nicurs not onely clad themſelves according to the colour he wore, but allo 
had the ſame veſſclls and moveables : the greateſt Ladies alſo followed the 
Emprefle ; ſo that thoſe kindes of cloathing that before were diſdained and 
out of requeſt, were then followed, all being clad with skinnes and leather, 
The Emperour and the Empreſſe not diſdaining to carry and weare them, 
the reſt followed : the pearles and precious ſtones did riſe to the great price, 
that they are now at by the rich, that made the price ſo high, that the poore 
could not attaineunto them, To ſhew this by example, we reade of Sabins 
Poppes, to whom nothing was wanting, but ſhame and honeſtic, being ex- 
tremely beloved of Neys, had the colour of her haire yellow, like Amber, 
which Ners eſteemed much of, in ſinging Verſes made on her on the Cir- 
tern : and from this came that the whole Damſels of Rome and 7talie did like 
beſt to have that colour of haire in their Buskins, Bracclers and cloathing, 
and the Amber, which before was in no eſteeme, became very deare, ſeeing 
Nero eſteemed of it ; which makes Plzie report,ſpeaking of the Comcedians 
apparell, that they carried ſo much Amber, that it was admirable to behold 
which ſhewes, that the examples of great perſonages have great power, in 
matters of moment and conſequence, as it hath in things of leſſe impor- 
trance, 

For as Yilleius Paterculus ſpake of the Emperour Auguws, a good Prince 
teacheth his Subjects to doe well, and as he is the greateſt ineſtate, even ſo 
he is the greateſt in example, the people caſting their eyes on their Prince, 
fitting high, in fight of all, they delight narrowly to conſider all he doth and 
faith, and they looke unto the moſt hidden things of his ations, as through 
little holes : and therefore before all places, the Kings Court ought to be 
holteſt, and cleereſt of all vices, andendued with moſt honeſtie, which be- 
times will make the whole Kingdome conforme, To confirme this, we 
reade in our owne ſtory a memorable example ; how the King es” —_

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pleaſure anddelight to diſcourſe much with Phyſicians and Chirurgians ; 
in a ſhort time the* Lords and Gentrie did accommodate themſelves to the 
Princes humour, that many ages after, there was no noble familie in Scot» 
land,that was not expert and well taught in dreſſing ard healing rhe wounds 
of the body. A knowledge very neceflary tor men of our profcflion, that 
oft-times are loſt for want of good cure, And we reade, that King Iams s 


the fourth, following the laudable cuſtome of his Anceſtors, was very ex- 


ert in this kinde, in healing of wounds. A noblc knowl.dgc of {o noble 
a Prince, and ſo great a Capraine, as he was !

V r Regiment thanked of by his Majeſty; of Denmarke- in 
| May, 1629. my Colonel being in Ezzland, I hearing his 
Majcity of Sweden (much ingaged againſt the Pole in Spruce) 
did ſtand in great n<c1 of a ſupply of Foor , thought ri1en, 12 
P was a fit time for me being out of ſervice, tooiter my icrvice 
unto his Majeſty of Sweden, whereupon I did dirs David 
Martins Auditor with my Jetters,and warrant 10 his Mojdſty, 
ro treate with his Majcſty for a Commiſſton, and money for bringing unto his 
Matie a Regiment ot Foot, over which my old Colonell ſhoukl command. 
His Mzjeſty condeſcending to my delire, difparcheth my Commiſſioner 
backe againe witha Commiſſion , and monies to me in the CoJonels name; 
and in his abſcaceTI did dire as a beginning of the Regiment, Fowles, Cap- 
taine Horne, and my owne Capraine, being tarce Companies of the Regt. 
ment unto Spruce, before the Colonels comming from Enzland, and after 
there were {ent unto Spruce three Companies,(v:z.) Major Sy»ners,Ca pt2ine 
Bullions, and Captaine Lermond's Companies, which f1xe for that yeare, re- 
mayned in Garriſon in Browneſ ery in Spruce; other ſ1xe Companies of the 
old Regimenr, the Colonell direted from Holland to Sweden, in November 
1629, where they remained jn Garriſon till May, 1630. when they were fſenr 
into Dutchland, commanded by the Colonel], whoſe Company was led by 
Capraine Lieutenant Gwunze, Licutenant Colonel! Zindefey his Company was 
[ed by Licutenant Pringle, Captaine Sinclaire, Ciptaine MoncreifeL, Cap- 
rainc Enna, and Capraine Beaton, made out the other {ixe Companies of the 
Regiment : Captainc George Stewart, and Captaine Francs Trafford, hivins 
quit their Companies tor thcir better preferment : Captaine Menro of Fowles 
being advanced tobe a Colonell of Foot, his brother HeZsr Menrs ſuccec- 
ced as Captaine to his brothers Company which was under me in Spruce. : 
thus farre then may ſuffice, for the manner of our Ingagements. 

My Colonell and I, having winterecd both in Deamarke, in February 1630. 
wee crolt tlie Sexnd and tooke our Journey unto Swedez through Skonland, 
In our way, wee were nobly and courteouſly entertained by the Governour 
of Warden Caſtle, and trom thence were mounted with the Governours bet: 
Horſes, being convoyed by his ſervants, till wee entred in Gottenberze, where 
we reſted rwo dayes, tillthe Governour did provide us of Paſſes, guides 2nd 
horſes;towards his Majefty, then at Sroctholme in Sweden ; where on onr jour- 
Acy we did vifit that worthy Cevaliere, Colonell _Alexaxder Hamilton, at !:is 
WW orke-houſes in Z'rbowe, being then imployed in making of Cannon and 
z1I2-WOrkcs, for his Majeſty of Sweden; from whencerhe Colone!! did con- 
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vey us to his Quarter, where we were kindly enrertaincd and welcommed by 
him, and his Officers : From thence ye continued our Tourney, and did viſir 
(_aptaine Siclarre at his Quarter, where wee were alto well entertained, [12- 
ving ſtayed with him on Eaſfer Sunday, and from thence wee travailed to 
Stockholme_, where wee had firſt the/honovr of his Majeſtics prefence an 
conference, after kiſſing of his Majzftics hand, we tooke our lodgings where 
we ſtayed ccrtaine dayes, his Majefty being making preparation tor the tras{- 
porting of his Majeſties Army unto Dutchland. ON 

The firſt Sunday after our comming, his Majeſty did invite the Princin2{l 
Cevalicrs that were in Towne of our Nation, for to accompany his Majeſty 
ata Feaſt appoinred in honour of the Order of the Garter , where Thirteen 
Cavalters of our Nation did fit at his Mijeſtics table, and were Royally en- 
tertained ; This Feaſt paſt, his Majeſty having ordered his Foot Army in the 
Ficlds, after his new order of Diſcipline of Brizgeats, then firſt brought in 
uſe, at which time his Majeſty having ſhowen unto my Colonell and his Ofh- 
ccts, the Order of his Majeſties diſcipline, in which Order, his Majeſtic 
commanded to put my Colonels Regiment , which was preſently obzycd, 
inſomuch, that his Majeſty was ſo well plcaſed with the capacity of my Co- 
lonels Souldicrs going ſo orderly and readily to thetr Duties, that his Maje- 
ftic did wiſh in open preſence of the Army , that all his Feot were ſo welk 
diſciplined as my Colonels Regiment : for which, his Majeſty would bee 
content to be indebted of a huge great ſumme of money, and having cauſed 
the Regiment march by towards their Quarters, his Maicſty did mightily 
and much praiſe the Regiment for their good Order , ſaying, hee hoped one 
day, togergood ſervice of thoſe men for his monies ; ſhortly after this, his 
Maicſty did Ship his Army for Germanie_-, with which, my Colonell and 
his Regiment went alſo : I having gotten his Majefties Patent over a free 
Squadron, of the Companies that were in Spr#ceÞ, I was directed to the Rex 
Chancellor there, with Orders from his Maicſty to his Excellence, to dire& 
mc and my Squadron with all diligence, atrer his Majeſty unto Datchland , 
according to which, having arrived in Spruce , and delivered my Commiſh- 
on to his Excellence ; I was irmmediatly cireted ro my Garriſon to order 
the. Companies for a Muſter, and being muſtered, and payed of two 
moneths meanes, there was Shipping provided for mee and my Compa- 
nics at the Pills, in Auguſt 1630. for tranſporting of us inro Dutchland, ac. 
cording to bis Maieſtics will and Orders given unto me to folloiy his Maje- 
ſic , and our Ships being viAualed, weeartended the winde, 
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Majeſtic of SvvgDew, diſcharged in

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Toe fri? Dutie diſcharged in the Swedens ſervice of our Ex/- 
artcz ty Farr froms Pillo in Spruce ento the Coaſh 
of Pomernc as Rougenvalde. 
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A _—— 1 twelfth ot Ay-.,30. having received 


his Excellence Orders the Rex Chancellor, for 
to Ship my Souldiers at the P:lio, and from 
thence to tranſport them unto Dutchland, to. 
wards Wolzaſt in Pomerne_, in obedience to 
the orders, having divided the Companies at 
the P:illo, my owne Company, Captaine Hey 
Honro's, and Captaine Bullievs Company, 
- were put with my ſclfe in a Ship of his M:jc 
ſties called the L:/ly-Nichol ; The othie three 
Companics, ( vis.) Major Senatts , Capraine 
lohn (Monro sand Lermena\, were put on another Ship of his Majeſtics,called 
the Hownd, our Horſes and Baggage being put on a {mall Skoore or Boat, the 
winde favouring us, we beiag victualed for a weeke, we make {:yle trom rhe 
Pilia towards Pomerye , having calme weather for two dayes : The third 
Jay witha ſtrong winde, and a great tempeſt from the Welt , wee wete [eve- 
red from the Fleet, and our Ship ſtriking a leake, we were driven unto Farne- 
lolicm Roide in Denmarke_, where the tempeit being paſt, wee goea ſhore, 
r0 vituall our ſhip anew + the winde fayouring us, we weigh Anchor aging, 
and ſetting ſavie, we take our courſe towards Wolga#H, being necreie Coaſt, 
the winde Contrary, wee were not able to double ow Courle, and our ſhip 
being leake, we durft not adventure farre from land , and purting forty eight 
Souldiers to purzpe continually by tarnes, they were nor able to kcepe her 
dry, and being ove: charged with much water, though there blew a great 
winde altcr us, wee made buta ſlow Courſe, our rclolution was, being ny 
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ned backe, and before the winde, ro make for Partick as our belt refuge : 
But keeping ſo neere the land, under night , wee bayed within lands, the 
winde blowing hard with a great tempeſt/on the fhore, being a ſhallow fandy 
Coaft, all {avles being up, by Eleven a clocke at night, we ſtruck on ground, 
2ur Skip old and weake breakes inthe middeſt below, but kepr faſt above, 
cur Souldicrs comming all above hatchcs, they were pitrifully drenched and 
wet with rh» waves , and being in danger of out-waſhing, they 'tyc them- 
{clves with Ropes to the ſhip f1des , yet two that rooke a pride in their {win - 
ring, (a Dane_, and a Scot, called £Muraq Piper ) thinking by ſwimming to 
inc the ſhore, were both drowned, the Mariners ietring eur one Boate af- 
ter another, were both broken, and they being feeble fellowes they loſt coy- 
riec; thus under the mercy ot the raging Seas and waves, going Iygher then 
thc Maſtes overthe ſhip ſides, wee patiently attended the Lords mercy with 
pr2yets, till One of the clocke the next day, during which tune, ] forced the 
Mariners and Sovldiers, that could b:{t worke, having cut the Maſts, and the 
en.'s of the Croſſe yards, with D-ales and the Deckes of the ſhip to make a 
floatc ; being made, it was tyed tothe ſhip within with Towcs, hanging at 
it, which the waves could carry aſhoare, the floate thus ready, with ſtrength 
of incn was let downe by the Ships {i.e , whereon foure of the moſt coura- 
210us Souldicrs did adventure to ge, ſome Boores a ſhoare having got hold 
of the Towes, that were bound to the Floare, with"thc helpe of the waves, 
drawethe Float athoare, and bcing drawne backe to the ſhip, wee did conti- 
nuc In this manner ferrying out our ſouldiers, till at Jaſt rhe moſt part were 
landed, who bing landed ſought along rhe Coaſt, and finding a Boate, did 
bring it with Horſes on a Waggon, whereof wec made uſe in landing the rc(t 
of our ſouldiers, whereof I remayned the laſt; till I ſaw our Armcs landed. 
But our Amunit1on and Baggage bcing loſt, we were ina puifull feare, being 
neere unto our Encmics, -and above Twenty Dutch miles from his Majefties 
Army, b.ing without fixe Armes, and lacking Amuricion, wee hadnothing 
to detend ws, bur Swords, and Pikes, and/{ome wet Muskets, the enemy be. 
Ing.nccre, our rclolution behoved to be ſhort, where having learned of the 
Boorcs, how ncere the Enemy was unto us, I ſuffkcred none to goc from us, 
[ct we inight be diſcovered to our enemit's, 

Aftcr adviſement T ſent Capraine Ballon with a Guide, tothe Captaine 
of thc Caſtle of Rowgenvalde, belonging to the Duke of Pomerne , oficring if 
hee wor:1.! turnith us lome fixe Maskers, with fome dry Amurition 3nd Bul- 
Icts, wee would cut off the Enemy thar Jay 1n the Town, ai:d defend Town 
anc Caſtle from the enemy for his Majeſty , till ſuch time as his majzity 
m*'ghr rclieve us, the propofition 1o pleaſed the Captaine; that hee gave 
w 1 :0 my ſuite, and withall, hce, for fearc of ſuch ſuſpition, goes unto 
the Countrey, having ſent a Gentleman with Amunition to me, ro convey 
m- 2 icecret way unto the Caſtle, where'I ſhould receive Fifty muskets, my 
Cp ine rctiring ro me, with the Gentleman and Amunition, I marched 
till f cane ſafe tothe Caſtle, and then trom the Caſtle falling on the Towne, * 
with commanded Musketicrs, under the command of Ciprtaine Bullion, F 
ttayed my elfe with the reſerve, my folkes entering the Towne, the Ene- 
my 3 lott drew to Armes : thus ſervice begunz my partic being ſtrongeſt, 
{ome of rhe enemy ſhot, the'reſt got quarters and mercy, our Watch cuely 
ict. the Keyes of the Towne and Caſtle being delivered unto me , my grea- 
(clt care was then, how to put ourſelves jn ſafety 2gajnft our Encmics, being 

at 
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ver did Iyerwo miles from us, which was not paſſable but atone Bridl2e, 
where I wentto Recognoſce, and finding it was fo, I cauſed them to breake 
off the Bridge, where 1 did appointa company of Boores, with Armes, and 
Horles by them to watch the paſſe, and if incaſe the encmy ſhould purſue 
tem, rh:y had Orders from meta defend the paſſe (o long as they coule. 
commanding them alſo at the firft tghr of the Enemy to avertife me, whei- 
by they might be ſupplyed, and I put on my Guard. 

Being rctyred from the paſſe, immediarciy I did ſend a Boore on Horf-- 
backec, in the night, roacquaint his Mzjeſty of Sweden ( the Army then [ying 
at Statine rwenty Dutch miles from us) with themanner of our hard lancins, 
and of our hap py ſuccefle atterlanding ; as likewiſe, difiring to know his M .- 
jeſtics will, how I ſhould bcnave my ſclfe in thoſe Q 1arters,the Enemy being 
ſtrong, and I very weake, his Mijeſty returncd for refoluionnato me, thir 
I ſhould doc my bzſt ro fortifie, and beſet the paſſes, that were berwis s 
mc and thc Enemy, andro keepe good watch, and good order over the Sol- 
ciers, and not to ſuffer them to wrong the Country people, whom I thou! 
preflc ro ker pe for my Friends. 

This Orccr being come, I begun with the Country Boores, fuſt, to for ti- 
he the Paſſigcs without me, and next to make Skonces and Redoubrs with- 
out the Towne, as alſo to repaire the Fortifications about the Caſtic, and in 
Clcanfing of the Mote, that it might be deeper of warer ; the other parts alto 
without me, I brought under Conttibution to kis Majeftie , by ſending 
parties of Dr ageniers athwart the Country , in Hinder Pomerne, betwixt 
me and Dan/iche, being twenty Dmutch milc in length, which all in ſhort 
time I cid bring under contribution to his Majeſty, As allo the Enemy ha- 
ving had a M4g4zi1nof Cornc,at Rowgenvalde, and Stolpe, by our !2nding here, 
was made geod for his Majeſties uſe and his Army. 

Being thus buſicd for a few dayes, another ſhip of the ſame Flcer , being 
long beaten with the tempeſt arSea,ar laſt was forced fot ſcurcery of vietuots, 
to Anker on the ſ+me Coaſt, being foure handred men, of Colexel f7etz Roſe 
his Regimcnt of Dtcb. his Lieutenant Colone)] called Tiſzze Howjne dil 
come aſhore, intreating me to ſupply him with victuals, which I did, Inthe 
meane time he asked my adviceit hz might land his Soldiers theres I 161d | jon 
T had no counſcll to give him, ſeeing there was no necc fiity of his landing,and 
which was more, his Orders wereto land at another part, fo tht be hat ro 
adviſe whether hc ſhould tollow his Orders, or for {econd reip '6is if licz 
might negle& his Orders, ſo that on all hafards he Iinded fs people alfc. 
which were quartered with me inthe Towne : Shortly afrer, he woul 1 con- 
teſt with me tor command, which bred a colinefte berwixt us. 3 hereupon | 
again adverriſed his M:jcſtie of our difference, defiting his Majeſty might dif- 
poulc ofthe Command , his M:jcſty off-nded with the other, 1d lend an 3b- 
{olute wrrrant unto me, to command him, and the whole Garriſea 2t my pl 
\ure, for the well of his Maj: ſhes fervice, during ur being tire, where we 
renmned nine weekes, fighting and skirmiſhing with the enemic, 12}] Sir cb; 
Hepberne with his R c£1ment was {ent by his Excellence the Rex Chancciicr 
from Spruce to rclicyc us; 
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Aving thus by the providence of 'God happily landed ag2ine on the 
faire, tertill, and ſpacious Continent of Detrchlard, witha handful 
of old «xperimented Soldiers, ablc ro endure all miſery, roile, or 

travcll, bcing valogrous to undertake any perill or dancer,-they were to be 
commanded upon, being led by ſucha Generall as Gus ravus the Invin- 
cle, their new Maſter was (under whoſe command and cordudt , as their 
ſupreame Leader, and me,as his Majeſties and my Colonels inferiour Officer, 
they marched from the Coaſt of Pomerne,qut of Rongerwalde, through Dwtch- 
149d, unto the toot of the Aip:s in Schawblana,) 

Tins City of Reugenvalge in Pomerne, lycs midway betwixt Partſ:che,and 
Srorrme, bv: ingalike outant, twenry Dutch mile from both, and 1s a plcaſanr 
jet, being anc of thi Duke of Pomerne His chiefe Reftdence, not diſtant a- 
tc one Englith mile trom the Sez, it dorh abound in Corne, Fruit, and 
ftore, Cartill, Horics ot go9d breed, Fiſhponds, and Pikes tor Decre, and 
piltorage, whircot it hach enough, where we were n' viy cntortained, and 
kindly w. Icomm:'d of the 1nhabiracies,, tfpcctally of thc C praine and his 
C1vi1] Bud: tellow, to whom, under God, we were: beholyc n ivr our liferics, 
the Remembrance whereof we ate bound never to foig-r, 

Here, I did remarke as woadertull, thu in the very momear when our 

£77. . ſhip 1d breake on gronnd, there wes a Sergeants Wife a ſhipboard, wha 

without rhe he Ive of any women was delivered of a Boy, which all th time 
ot the rempeſt ſhe carefully did preſerve, and being come aſhore, the nexr 
day, ſh- marched neerefoure Engliſh mile, with that in her Armes, which 
was in her Bclly the night before, and was Chriſtened the next Sunday after 
Sermon . being the day of our thankeſgiving for our Deliverance, our Prea- 
clixr ir. :4urdow Mac-kenyee a worthy and Religious yong man, having 
diſcharged his part thar day , after with much regrate did ſever fromns,and 
followed my Lord of Rhee our Colonell unto Britatue. 

3cing thus eſcaped from danger of ica, and from ourcnemies, I did keepe 
the Soldiers ever exerciſed in watching, in working, in parties againſt onr 
enemics, left that reſting from Hoftile employment, they ſhould become ſedi- 
tious, immodeſt, and turbulent ; and to this fie, when they were not cra- 
ployed in partics againſt theenemics, I fent them by parties inthe Country, 
on M:l:tarie cxecution,to bring the poſſeſſors under Contribution to his Ma- 
jeſty, making chem hate andrenounce the Emperialifts, whom formerly they 
wecrc forced ro obey ; ſo that by this meancs, the Country was broughitinto 
ſubje&i »n to the King, and my Soldiers were put under as good diſcipling 
21d command, as any ſerved his Majeſty ; which diſcipline made their con- 
7 :n nce the longer in theſervice : where it was rare to finde one Regiment in 
an A mic, har did change 19 many Officers as they did in fonre yeires, as 
6h. Obtervations on their duties will cleare tothe world,in Jc{pighr of their 
£nvers wharſt: ver. Bur 1 hope no worthy ſpirit or Herorcke minde will 
elimnk« un evill thought of the verruqus, 

We may ſec here, that in the greateſt extremities , both Officers 2nd $91. 
dicrs have greateſt need of Courage, and [Reſolution : For nothing ſhould 
{-cme hord to daring men, that are of courage, which never doth beger, but 
hi 0p4030N 4nd centure of vertue.. For Welce at this time, that to dare was 
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the beginning of victory, being better to hazard to ſave onr ſelves and others, 
then ro be the inſtrument to lgle us all by flying, as ſome of our Officers ad- 
viſed me at our landing, ro march backeto Dantficke, which if we had, tie 
enemy gctting intelligence, he could with caſe overtake us, and cut us all 
off, as he did, ſome yeeres before, cut oft inthe ſame Country three Regi- 
ments of Dutch who were going to ſcrve his Majeſty againſt the Pole. 

Here alfo, I found by expericnce, that the ſtedfaſt, and invincible vigour 
of che minde rifing agunſt croſſes, doth helpe much, eſpecially where nece(- 
lity requirerh ſuch reſolution, For being in the greateſt extremiry of dan- 
ger, rcivlying with God, I thought as my ſafeſt courle to bide Gods ley- 
fure, I fate on the Galerie of the ſhip, being aſſured it would be the Luſt arr, 
chat would remaine together of the whole, and being ſo neere land, I was 
never dcje&ed and caft downe, nor did I doubt of our fate landing, iceing 
we had viduals and were in hope, the ſtorme would nor continue, being in 
the middett of Avegnſt, 

Here we may ſee by this Chriſtian advertiſement, that no part of our 
lifeis exempred or freed from griefe or ſorrow : But on the contrary, we 
are expoſed to all kinde of miſeries and troubles, ſo that we ſee, tha t chil- 
dren doe ſucke with the milke of their Narſes, certaine beginnings of the cyill 
ro come, our miſery growing as doth our age; and we {ec it true: for the 
godly ; they ſigh and groanc under the burthen of cheir adverſities, having no 
comfort they can enjoy, but out of the written word of God, a fruit whereof 
the wicked hath no part» Therefore they ſayd well, who ſaid, that Phuloſo- 
phicall precepts were not ſo powerfullto heale the wounds of the ſoule, as 
are thoſe of the word of God. 

Men of our profeſſion ought ever to be well prepared, having death ever 
before their Eyes, they ought to be the more familiar with God, that they 
might becver ready to Embrace it, not caring a ruth tor it when it came, do. 
ing good while they may. For now we flouriſh, inan inſtant we wither like 
Gra(ſe, now we ſtand, preſemly we fall, our life carrying with it when we 
received it, the ſeed of death, and that which did begin our life, doth open the 
doore to it, rogocaway : For in onr birth, our end did hang at our begin- 
ning; and, according to the cuſtome of that worthy Empereer, our ations 
ſhould be ever before our eyes, as if preſently we were to appcare in Iudg- 
ment, beforethe Eternall o#r God, and that cry ſhould never depart our of 
our cares, cryed unto Philip King of Macedon, Philippe, memento mori, Philip 
remember, thou maſt dies : For man ſhall never behave himſelfe as he oughe 
inthis World, exccpt at all times he have death before his eyes, thinking 
on the houre and moment of his departure alwayes , contemning the Fxte- 
riour things of this World, giving himſelfe unto the inward cogitations, 
that doe profit the ſoule and the life thereof, rejoycing beyond all raings in

cc4roquit the Towne : Receiving Orders for ſome Am munition, I rooke 
Icave of Kniphewſen, and continucd my march to Shevelbean,then layd almoſt 
waſte with Peſtilence, the Inhabicants being fled away , [ had flight quar- 
ters for my Soldicrs, which being quartered, baving viiitcd che Towne and 
Ciſtle, I appointed the manner ot out Watch, and did beſet the Poaſtes, 
from our Cnards, which were kept both in the Towne and on the Caſtle and 
then I ſent Orders to the Boores of the Graveſbaft , to come inthe next day, 
witch Spades, Shovels and Axes, tor to repaire che workes, that were almoſt 
ruined, being a {curvic hole, for any honeſt Cavalier to maintaine his cre- 
dit by. 

Before my comming, two Troopes of Bawtees Rorſemen ( wiz.') Major 
Renſtene, and Long-fretts, were quattered there, who getring intelligence the 
Army was to march upon me, being Horſemen, quit the Garriſon to our 
{*lves, and took them tothe Fields, to joyne with their Colonels Regiment, 

zcing neere hand, ſo thatour Quarters thus enlarged, we were glad ro be rid 
o! their trouble, as they wercto eſchew |the Enemies comming, ſcrving bet- 
ret in the Ficlds, chen they could doe within Walles: The Horſemen gone, 
I was evill fped, for being pur on ſuch a place with ſuch orders, appointed to 
fizhtrothe laſt man , whereno Cavalier, with creditcould hold out twenty 
foure honrcs, being purſued by an Army, except the Lord extraordinarily 
would thew mercy ; Neverrheleſſe, getting three dayes longer continuation 
bctore theenemics comming, we did worke all of us night: and day, till we 
had Stacketed the Wall abour, the height of a manabove the Paraper, having 
maceabreaſt-worke of earth within the Walles round about, with Traverſes 
within, for cleering out the Encmy, if he had entered ar a breach ; our Wotk 
caded, and our Ports Ranforced with Earth to refiſt the force of Pittards: we 
{ce inthe atternoone the Enemies ſquadrons of Foot and Horſe, about eight 
thouſand ſtrong, marching unto us, having Artillery contorme, we finding 
them mirching within reach, I cauſed to alere them with two ſmall ſhor, 
wherewith a Rut-maſter, and a Lievrtenant of horſe were killed, which made 
tae reſt march out of diit1ance; The Army drawne up in Battell without reach 
ot our Canon, the» ſenta Trurwpeter ſummoning us to a treatie, he was an- 
iwered , we had no ſuch Orders, but we had Powder, and Ball arthcir ſer. 
VICE. 
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Towne, retired with my folke on the Caſtle - I being retired, the Burgers 
made vp, {er open the Ports to the enemie, giving him entrance , who did 
bring in his whole Artillerie, and Amunitionto the market place, and then 
{cat co mcea Drummer co {cc , it I would render up the Caftle upon good 
conditions, then they were tn my power, burtifnot, I fhould haveno quar- 
eers aiterwards. 

They got their firſt Anſwer agzaine, and then the ſervice beginnes arew 
cn boil fides, and they begunne before night to plant their Batteries,within 
fuurtic pace of our walles, which I thoughr too neerce, but the night drawing 
on, wee reſolved with fire workes, to cauſe them remove their quarcers, 
aid rheir Artilleric, 

Havinethrown ſome ficry Grenades on the houſes, and ſecing they wrought 
no effe&, I hired a ſtout ſouldier witha Piketo reach a firye Ball I had made 
(upon the top of thenext houſe thar lay to the Caftle) which in the end was 
fixed, ſorthatthe whole ſtreet did burne right alongſt berwixt us,and the cne. 
my,who was then forcedto retire, both his Cannon, and fouliers, and not 
without great loſle done unto him by our ſouldiers , by meancs of the fire- 
light; where other two Officers,and eighteene of their ſouldiers were killed, 

The &ay clcering up,l fell out after with foureſcore Musketiers, and rooke 
thirtecne Crabbars priſoners. The Army leaving us for that time they mar- 
ched forwards for the releefe of Colberg,and I retired to the rowne to comfort 
the Burgers, tor thcir loſle ſuſtained by the fire, cauſed through neceſkrie, ha- 
ring no other meanes to eſcape our enemies fury. 

I being retired to the Caſtle, and the enemy marching to Colberg, having 
raade up <i2hteene Dragoniers to march after the enemy for bringing me in- 
telligence, it his Majeſties forces from $tatiz1were come betwixt the enemie 
and Colberg,my party retiring ſhewes,that the field MarſhallGuftave Hoyye,and 
Coloncll Mackey,that comanded the comanded musketiers,were joyned with 
&K niphouſen, Bawiiſh,ind Sir /0hnHepburne zand were lying over-night, before a 
p.1l.ige berwixt the enemy,and Colberg . | 

The nex: morning being darke till nine aclock with a thick miſt,the horſe- 
men charging one another , they came in confufion on both ſides, being at- 
frightcd alike, retired fromeach others with the loſſe of foureſcore men on 
both ſ1des: The particulars whereof I will not ſer downe, having not ſeenc 
the ſervice,though I was within hearing of their Cannon and Muskets both., 

Two horſemen of Bawtifh Regiment, that had charged through the ene. 

my came,and reported to me openly, in preſence of many ſouldiers, that the 
Swedens were all beaten, I being offended ar the manner of their report, I cau- 
{ed to impriſon both the horſemen, till I knew greater certainty, and calling 
my ſouldi-rs rogerher, I was prepared for the cnemies returne, But he paſſing 
by a mile from ns,[ [cnt Dragoniers to cut off his paſſage,giving them charge 
ro cat off the Bridges, but his Dragoniers being there betore mine, to be quir 
of their ill;my Dragoniers returned againe io fafetic,allowing paſſage to their 
enemies: within few dayes after, having eſcaped this inconvenience, I was re- 
called from thence, by his Majeſtics order, to joyne with the Felr.marſhall 


Horne, then at Griffinberg , with a party of the Armie , where before my 
B departing. 
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departing, I took an Arreſtation,from the Amptman of rheCaftle,of the good 
order and Diſcipline,that was kept by vs there; And being glad I was rid with 
credit of ſuch a place, I marched to Griffenberg to finde the Felt-Marſhall,

He fore-ſight of a wiſe Commander availes much, in preventing the 

| incentions of our Encmics; Firſt, in beſerring rhe paſſages, through 

which hc might come upon us, which doth hinder his march in giving 

us the longcrtime to bee prepared for his comming : Next, the farther our 

wings are {pred without us, our Body is the better guarded by good intel- 
ligence : Thirdly, by this meanes, wee can the better provide our Arm 

wich thinges neceſſary : Fourthly,the paſſages withour being kept, they be- 

ing next the Enemy, wee can have the more timely advertiſement of our enc- 


mics de{1gnes, ſo ſoone as they are hatched. 


This Cavaliere Kniphowſer, though hce was unfortunate, he had both rhe 
Theorie and PraQtick befitting a Commander ; whom once [ did heare ay 
thac one Ounce of good Fortune was to be preterred before a Pound weight 
of Wit; which hee knew well by his owne experience ; and ro my know- 
ledge, though hee was untortunate himlclfe, yer Caveleres under his com- 
mand, could learne by him much good order and diſcipline. 

-And though in his life-time, hee loved not our Country-men , Neverthe- 
leſle, for the love I carried to his vertues, I would not omit ro make mention 
of his worth. No tcare of danger, or death can be an excuſe to a man,to ſerve 
the Publique in his calling. ' 

Before I was commanded toenter this Towne , the InfeQtion was great ; 
yet none of us did forbeare to converſe with the Sicke, though daily exam. 
ples of mortality were frequent amongſt us ; fer on our Watches, wee knew 
not the cleane from the foule, Nevertheleſlc, it bohoved us all co paſſe on 
our dutics, 2s wee were commanded , and though I know no reaſon for ir, 
fewer Souldiers dyed of the infeQion than Bureers. 

Yet one rare Sparke, being a reſolute fix Souldier with a Musker,as ever 
commanded, dyed here of the Peſt, called Andrew Monro, who being bur 
Eighteene yeares of age, though little of ſtature, no royle nor travell could 0- 
verict him; andas hee was toute, ſo he was merry, and ſociable without of- 
tence, ſuch another was his Cozen lohn Monro, Kilternies grand-child, who 
dycd of a burning Feaver, being alive without feare before his Enemy, and 
of a merry and quicke diſpofition : I made onely mention of their names, 
becauſe they lived vertuouſly, and dyed with farre mare credir, thenif they 
had dycdat home, wheretheir names had never bin recorded for their worth 
and yertucs. 7 

It is the duty of a Commander, to whom a Frontier Garriſon is put in 
truſt, timely to fere-ſce all wants, and defects about the place hee is truſted 
with, as to repaire the workes, to provide it with vials, with powder, 
with Ball, Match and Armes,; for iz were notgood kee had his marerials to 
leeke, when hee is reſolved to begin his worke. | 

Likewiſe his workmen, if they bee not ſufficiently furniſhed before-hand, 
he will be forced todiſmifle them, before his worke be credibly ended: his 0- 
ver-ſ{cers muſt be alſo goed and diligent, otherwiſe, there may bee roo many 
creyiles in their building, and he himfelfe muſt give good example in over- 
ſceing all,andin fore-ſceing of all inconveniences,not truſting ynto others,to 

diſcharge 


: 
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diſcharge thoſe durics, hee is bound to diſcharge himſelfe ; and in caſc of 
extremity of danger, hee muſt ever bee the firſt himſelfe to looke unto ir, 
and the laſt in comming from it, otherwiſe hee can neither majntaine the 
place, aor his credit. ; 

Hee muſt alſo be very modeſt, and ſecret, 1n not revealing the dangers hee 
fore-ſces, but be amending of them, for feare to diſcourage others. 

Likewiſe wee ſee here, that it is alike with a Commander keepins a 
ftrenz2th ſomerimes, as it is with a body, whereof ſome members arc infe- 
Red with a Cankecr , thatto preſerve the bady they muſt reſolve to loſe a 
member, as it was with us atthis time, being forced to burne a part of the 
Towne, to preſervethe reſt and our ſelves ; otherwile, all muſt haye becne 
loſt. | 
Bur God fayouring us by the winde, that obeyeth when hee comman- 
deth, andthe Element of the Fire alſo, ſupplying the defet wee had of Wa. 
cr in our Graffe ( being but dry on that f1de) wee were guarded with fire 


zn ſtead of water, and that bravely. 
The Enemy being gone, wee preſervedthe rett of the Towne in quenſh- 


17g the fire. 
Here alſo, wee may ſee the benefit we reape, when Frontier Garriſons are == 

well beſet, ifthe Enemy fall into our Land, 3s wee are able to affront him 

in his comming, ſo in his going, taking alwayes Priſoners of him, and this 

is the right uſe of Strengths ; that when wee ſuffer loſſes in the Fields, wee 

have time to draw breath againe, our Garrifons being avell beſcr, as was 

{cenc inthe Peace made berweene the King of Denmarke and the Empcrour. 

For i! his Majeſty of Dewmarke_, had nor builr Luckſtad on the Elve_, hce 

bad hardly recovered Holſter againe z even ſo this Garriſon being ſer here, 

gave time ( by thc holding up of the Enemy) to his Majeftics Forces, that 

were come from Statiw, to bee before the enemy at Colberge ; tor it they had 


fought better, I had obſerved the more. 
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The third Dutie diſcharged of our March to Prymhauſſcn

neere Stargard, and from thence 20 
Statin, 


Ecing recalled from Sbevelbex wee joyned with the Felt-Marſhalt 

Horne, at Griffinberg , taking our march towards Prymhasſſen , a 
oreat Dorpenecre $targard, his Majeſty being then at Colvoe-, draw- 
ing his Forces together, hee intended to try the Enemy before Winter, ha- 
ving met with the moſt part of his Forces at Prymhauſſen, the word was 
ſpred, his Majcſty had dealt out winter Quarters, to move the enemie to doe 
the like, that they drawing to Quarters, his Majefties Armie being together, 
they might rake advantage of the Enemy being ſetled in their Quarters. 

Wee having ſtayed wirh the Felt-Marfhall, till the Colonell went for 
Scotland, accompanied with M: jor Monre, Capraine Francs Sinclarre_, Ma. 
ſter Hugh Mowat, and Licutenant Barrie_; they being gone,his Majeſty com- 
manded I ſhould march ro Sratis, and joyne with the Regiment, and to re- 


ccive Orders from Generall Major Leſley, beeing Commandant for 


the time; where, by the way at Coinocy, I did ſpeake with his Majeſty, 
Bb a who 
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who told mee, hee was to preferre Capraine Buliop , (being one of my 
Captaines ther ) to be Generall quarrer Maſter to Horſe , As alſo ſhewcd to 
mc, that hee had imployed my Colonell. fornew leavies, and therefore he 
had recalled mce to remaine with the Regiment 1n his abſence, recommen- 
ding unto me diligence, in keeping good Diſcipline, and in defending of the 
Poſts, which ſhould bee intruſted ro! our watching , ſeeing wee wete to 
watch on Here Tywvel his Poſte : Thus his Majefties admonitions recaved, I 
was diſmitſed, to continue our march to Sratiz , where ivce being no ſoo- 
ner arrived, but Gener:ll Major Leſly appointed me my Quarters and Poſte 
to watch at. 

The next day his Majeſty direted Captaine Dumaine_ to mee, With an 
Order under his Majcſties Hand and Seale to place him Caprtaine over Bulli- 
on's Company. The Order I reverently received, and appointed the Cava- 
liere the next day inthe afrernoone ro come to mee, fecing rhe next mor- 
ning I wisto ride to his Majeſty , b:ing loath his Maicfty ſhould diminith 
my priviledge, having the treedome by his Majcſties capitulation to place 
tae Othcers of the Regiment, as they were vacant, and not his Majeſty , ha- 
V1g once diſpoſed of that priviledge. | 

Being come to Colyoe, I moved Sir /ohs Hephurne_s to accompany me to- 
wards lus M-jeſty to affiſt me ; his Majeſty asked wherber 1 had placed the 
C.praine, or not; I an{wered; that fiading ir prejudiciall ro his Majeſties 
ſervice, I had reſolvedto acqu-int his Majeſty firſt therewith, ſeeing che-Ca- 
valicre, though otherwiſe ſufficienr, heellacked Language, to command the 
Company being Darch, his Mij.ſty replyed, hee would ſoone learne ſo much 
Dutch, 25to c6inand a Company ; and thus ſayd, his Majeſty asked,on whom 
would I beſtow the Company ; I anſwered, toa Cavaliere that deſerved well 
of his Majeſty, called David Honro, then my Licutenant : his Majeſty tar. 
ning to Generall Baxziere_Þ, replyed di{daintully, what fall I thinke ? - Hee 
would place his own Cozen,and notobey my Orders: whereupon I returned 
to place Captaine Damaine inobedience to his Majeſtics will, for that rime. 

Major John Monre gone for Britaine_ with his Colonel, diſpoſed his ' 
Company to his Lieutenant William Stewart, who was younger Lieutenanr, 
| then David Monre, yet once comming before him, hee was ſtill elder Cap- 
raine, and conſequently neereſt preterment, under that Regiment, through 
this chinge onely, 

Likewi!e, by the death of Major $ynne7 ar Starin, Captaine lob Sinclaire, 
being a wortay Cavalicre, was preferred to bee Sergeant Major, and Synners 
Company was put by the Lieutenant, and diſpoledto Capraine SempleFY - 
In like manner Lieutenant Pringle dying at S14tin, Henry Lindeſey was advati- 
ced ro be his brothers Lieutenant. | 

During this Harveſt, 1630. the PrR raged ſo at $14tis, that divers brave 
Souldiers of the Regiment, were baried there , Neverthelefſe, a great deale 
fewer dyed of them, then either of Datch, or Swedexs, which was ſeene on 
Our march towards Brandenburg, being (tronger then other Regunents, that 
at their landing were twice ſtronger then wee; for no extremity of Hunger, 
__ or Sword could eyer make one of them runne away from their 

ours. 

The Colonell being gone for Leavies,ingaged my brother 0bfe/l ro bring 
over a Regiment of Foot for his Majcſtics {ervice, Major Iohn Monro being 


preferred to bee his Lieurenant-Coloncll, and Captaine Znny his os. 
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being gone for Scotland after the in-taking of Brandenbure. 

The Colonell gave another Commiſhon for a Regiment of Ene{fþ to Sir 
Thomas Conoway , to whom Captaine George Stewart (a brave and a valorous 
Gentleman) was preterred to bee Lieutenant-Colonell, and Captaine Mon- 
gorge Major ; but the misfortune happened, that in their oyer-going,both the 
Celonell and Lieutenant- Colonell were caft away, being drowned on the 
Coaſt of Denmark ,and afterwards,rhe Regiment having loſt three Companies 
by Sea, the overplus were commanded for a time, by the Major, which af- 
rerwards were diſpoſed by tis Majeſty to Sir lohn Caſſels to bee made up 2- 
galne to a Regiment. 

Atthistime , Colonell L#mſdel having brought over alſo a Regiment of 
Scots, Captaine Robert Stewart came over his Licutenant Colonell, having 
ſerved at firſt as En{1gne and Lieutenant ro Captaine Mackenyee- under this 
Regiment, and there after came againe unto Sprece;, Caprainc under Sir /obn 
Hamiltons Regiment, in May 1629. And was preferred after the In-taking of 
FVirtzberg, having beene betore ar the Batraile of Zipfeh : during this time 
wee lay at Statin, his MajcRy did take in both Garts, and Griffen hagan, and at- 
cer retyring to Statin, did prepare tor his march rowards new Brandenburg. 


The third Obſervation. 


S Viciſlicude maintaines the world, ſoall temporall things here be- 
Ar are fubjzc ro Changes and alterations : for the world it ſelfe was 
never wholly under one long ; and in Commandment changes are 
moſt frequent , being cauſed through the manifold accidents occuring in 
Warres, as by the frequency of our mortalities, in the profeſſion of Armes ; 
And alſo by the ſeverall intentions of men, according to their capacities and 
ſeverall wits, which tend ſome times to good, ſometimes to evill, and ofc 
to nothing, or to worle, F 
Likewiſe by example, here wee {ce infrrionrs myſt yeeld to their betrers 
in ſome things, though without reaſon, giving way to Princes that are abſo- 
lute. Yet it 1s the duty of the inferiour to maintaine his Right, leſt he ſhould 
be thought too ſf1mple,in over-paſſing ic , For though perhaps at firſt wee bee 
not heard, yet it may happen, that afterwards we be not incroached upon, 
moge inthat kindez For as a Generall commands his Armie .; 1o ſhould a 
Colonel] command his Regimes, thathee may advance the vertuous accor- 
ding to merit, and good delerving, more then by fayour ; If hee would be 
well cſtecmedof, .bee onghe to have the underſtanding to preferre (for re- 
ward) the reſpetive and the obedient, and to hold backe onely thoſe , who 
doc not well underſtand eicher themſelves or others, 

Here alſo we fec, that ſometimes ir is eaſier ſpeaking with Kines by their 
inferjours, then to proud Generals, chat although rhey beare rhe citle, lacke 
the diſcretion, rhat ſhould feafon their Coramands.” ' For-wee find oft times 
many of them dor command more through abſolute authority, thearhrough 
cither love, reſpeQ or reaſon'to their Inferiours t and for:my part, I kad ra. 
ther follow with little mranes a Cemmmander, who would reſpe& me in rea- 
ſon for his love, then to follow a proud Generall, for greedineſſe of mcanes, 
that raking the ſnuffe in his noſe wouldaffront mc withour reaſon; {uch Ge- 
nerals I did never tollow,neither will follow (though I ſhould quit the wars) 
tor my owne contentment, 
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VW cc (ce oft times, that the faults of the Inſeriours are laid cn the ſhoul- 
d-1s of theit Coloncls, which ſhould mike Superiours to make the better 
choice of their Officers , eſpecially in eſchewing thoſe, as peſtiferous , who 
arc inclined to factions, or given to fow ſedition amongſt Czmerades, ſuch 
are circumſpecly to be avoided by the ſound judgement of the Colonel, dett- 
rous to live in peace, with thoſe who ovgbt to be his friends, that hce may 
be the more able to offend his Enemics. | When both love and fearcarc inthe 
hearts of the infcriours, then the Command 15 not burthen{ome,nor the obe- 
dience {livith; tor fomcrimes, as goud obeyerh, as hee rhar commanderh.the 
Title onely with the authority bcing laid aſide, 

Sundry Cavalteres, that carried charge/under this Regiment in Denmarke_), 
wee ſce in the bcginning of this new Warre ; for having artained to alittle 
experience under this Regiment, they arc now like the Eagles birds, thar 
how ſoone they can but flee, they take Command on rhemticlyes, and thar 
moſt worthily, knowing, that it is ambition grounded upon vertue, makes 
the meaneſt Souldier mount fromthe loweſt centrie, ro the rop of honour to 
beea Generall; as ſome of our worthy Countrimen have done under the 
Crownc of Sweden, to their etcrnall glory. 

Toconclude this Obſervation as I|begun, ſceing all things here are but 
humaine, unſtable, and but waves, and toſſing, whercin there 1s nothing ſare, 
buttht,which is rycd co the Anchor of|truc Pictic : fot our very life,brings 
many things with ir contrary to our expectation. Therefore, wee onght 
not to aske when, or where, but we/ſhould be ever mindfull how wee are pre- 
pared, for they live ill, that thinke they ſhall live ever. Men will com- 
mand, and bee commanded fo that they may live, but not live fo, as they 
are commanded to live well. |

Is Majeſty after overcomming his Enemies at Garts, and Girffin- 
Hagan, having retired to Sr4tin, and made preparation for ahappie 


ncw-yeares march in the beginning of 1anwary,16317. Wee brake up 
from Statin, taking our march towards New-Braxdenburg,the earth clad over 
with a great ſtorme of Show, being hard froſt , wee carriedalong great Ca- 
nons of Batterie, and a number of fmall Canon, being well provided of all 
thinges delonging.to Artillery ; our little Army conſiſting then of eighr 
Thouſand Rorſe, and Foot', having left the reſtof the Army under Com- 
mand of the Fele-Marſhall Horne, before Luvdsberg in :the, #farke : our 
macch the firſt Night went no further; then beyond the paſſe of Lackners, 
where wee quartered qver night : breaking up:the next morning, wee Conti- 
nue our march for three dayes towards #r andenbwrg, where there Jay in Gar- 
riſon as Commandant,;. Colonell Marizencs' with Five hundred Horſe, 
m twclyc bundred Foot ; being as Complete: to looke on , as you could

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and Obſervations. 
ot Canon to the Towne, drew us in Battaile, and then divided out the 
Poaſts, where the Briggads ſhould lye ; commanded out the Horſe watch- 
es, tolye without the Foot , other Troupes were alſo commanded forth 
for bartcring the Streets, and the reſt of the Horſcmen, being diretedro 
aarters, The Foot datraile ordered, Drums beating, Colours advanced, 
and flying , every Briggad by diviſions marched to their Poaſtes, where be. 
ing arrived, their Watches duely ſer, the reſt were ſerled intheir Quarters, 
being Commanded, both Officers and Souldicrs, not to ſtirre our ot Quar- 
ers from their Armes, but to attend on Orders. 

In our by-going, being within diſtance of Cannon to the Towne, we were 
ſalured with Cannon, Hagbyrs of Crocke, and with Musket ; where,with- 
ina ſhort time, weerendercd unto them their exchange with the intereſt, 
the ſervice continuing fo long, as they did ( thenight bringing filence over 
all, till day begun to breake againe ) and then ar: our Poalt there lay beforc 
che Port, a little Tri-Aogle , with a Water-graffe abour it, and a Draw- 
bridge, wee paſſing through the Graffe, that was not deepe, ſtormed the Tri- 
Angle, and madethe Enemy retire within the Towne walles, who fearing 2 
generall ſtorme, did preſently cauſe ro beate a Drum, defiring a Parlee, 
which was granted, pledges delivered hinc inde, the Treatic went on, and 
the Accord was made, and ſublcribed;z they ſhould march out with bagge 
and baggage, Horſe and Foot, with full Armes, which ſhould have a Con- 
voy to Hagelberg, and ſoaccordingly they marched our ; and then his M1je- 
ſtic to refreſh the Armie, cauſed ro make Quarters for the whole Foot with- 
in the Towne, where wee lay two nights well entertayncd. 

Bis Majeſty having a greatcr enterpriſe in hand, hee commanded ont 2 
Thoufand choiſe Musketiers towards Trepro, two miles from Brandenburg, 
and the enemy being acquainted with their comming, hee did retyre toaD a- 
weive, the Leader of the party leaving two Companies in Treprs, marched 
forwards with the partie totake ina Caſtle ona paſſe lying in his way, be- 
ewixt Trepto,and Daemeine, whereon were fifty commanded musketiers; who 
after a little defence made for their credit, did capitulate for quarters, bei 
afraid of the Armies comming, they gave over both Caſtle and paſſe. His 
MajeRy (leaving a few number of commanded men in Br audenbare, with 2 
Commiſſary, for irgathering of Contribution, and Proviant for the Armie ) 
he did breake up, and marched rowards a little Towne, lying on the paſſe be- 
low Dameine, Called Leits : where in the Caſtle there lay above fixe hundred 
men ofthe 1mperial:ſts, that might have toughren for good quarters ;- but be- 
ing careleſſe of their Watch, our commanded Musketiers , having paſt the 
Bridge, were ſuffered to enter within the Caſtle, before the Garriſon could 
gettotheir Armes, and being thus ſurprized, they got worſe quarters, then 
if they had fought. 

The Soldiers and Officers that firſt entred, made good booty; and having 
got gold chaines and mony in aboundance, by reaſon the Zmperialiffs had lycn 
long there, who though they gathered the whole money of the Country, yer 
they had not the wit to tranſport it away, being filly fimple Nraliens, and 
without courage, the pooreſt Officers thar ever [looked on, and unworthy 
the name of Souldiers ; for though they knew of our march, they ſuffercd 
themſelves pirrifully ro be {urprizeds 
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The Fourth Obſervation, 


gence, ncglcftingnotime, making ufe of Winter, as of Summer, be. 
ing an expert Generall, who in his judgement was nothing inferi- 
our to the greateſt Generall we read of,as doe witneſle his valorous aftions, 
He ſecing ar our comming to Braudinburge , what advantage the ground yeel- 
ded tothe enemy, to have. hindered our comming untoit, As alſo perceiving 
what hurt the enemy was able to have done us, before our aown-lying ( ha- 
ving known their ſtrength, that were within, both of horſeand foot) if hee 
had beenea reſolute, and a couragious Commander, «s hee was nor, hee had 
cried our fore-troopes,beforc our comming ſo neere, which made his Majeſty 
judge they would not hold 9ut long, 

Here atrhis time, a young Cavaliere defirons of honour, and greedy of s 
good inftrution,could have learned fro this Kirg'the wiy ro command well, 
2s likewiſe with order to direct all things fitting , how to purſue any place 
or {trength he came before, as his Majeſtic did there , being the firſt part, 
whercin I 01d obſerve his Majeſttes dexteritic in Command, di'charging the 
ductics of {cvcrall Officers, being but one man , he never doubtedto pur in 

7. Ccx<cution what he once commanded, and it was well done; and noalterarion 
was to be found in his Orders, neither did he like well ot an Officer,that was 
not as Capable to underſtand his direions, as he was ready, in giving them . 
Neverthelefle, hee:wwould not ſuffer an Officer to part from him, cill hee 
found he was underſtood,by rhe receiver of the Order, 

Such a Generall would I gladlye ſerve ; bur ſach 2 Generall I ſhall 
hardly ice ; whoſe cuſtome was; to bee the firſt and laſt in danger kim- 
ſclfe, gayming his Officers love, in being the companion both of their la- 
bouirs and davgers ; for hee knew well how his ſouldiers ſhould beetaughe 
to behave themſelves, according to the circumftances both of time and 
place, befoie they were led to fight , and being carefull of their credits, 
hee would not luffer their weakeneſſe , or defects to be diſcerned, being 
ready to foreſce all things, which did belong to the health of his ſouldiers, 
and his owne credic. Hee knew. allo, the devices and Engines of his enc- 
mie, their Counſcll, their Armies, their art, their diſcipline : As alſothe 
nature and fituacion of the places they commanded ; ſo rhat he could not bee 
neeleftive inany thing belonging ro his charge ; and he underſtood well,thar 
an Army being brickle like glafſe, that ſometimes a vaine and idle 
brute was enoughto ruine them ; and to breake them, like the brickleſt glaſſe 
that is. 

His Majeſtics further diligence , after the intaking of Brandeaburg we ſee, 
' he giving neicher time, nor Jeaſure to the neereſt Garriſons that were ar 
hand, to reſolve, what they had to doe; for one ſtrength was no ſooner ta- 
ken, but incontinent , the commanded Musketiers, and horſemen , were 
preſently cloſing up the paſſages of the reſt , before they could either re- 
tire, or ſend for ſupply ; And ſo being long, ſleeping in a carelefle [ccuritie, 
lome-of them were taken, before they could bee prepared for to fight, or to 
take about their ports or bridges; ſo farre were they out of uſe with hunting, 
and making good cheere, that they were ſurprized, 7nter pocula ; having regar- 
ded their bellics, more then their credits.

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Where I did lee, the ſaying of the Prophetcleered, that ſaith, Men doe an- 
zoy themſelves, 1n gathering goods, and cannot tell who [ball enjoy them , For 1 
thinke the 7talians never minded, that the riches which they gathered in Po- 
meren, ſhould be {uddenly tranſported from the Swnne unto the Northerne 
cragges and cliffes of Swedes; being led by the Lyow of the North, the Invin- 
cible King of Sweden, ofnever dying memory,

foote to our Army at Letts, and being joyned with us, his Majeſtic 

did give him orders to defire from the Colonells of all Regiments 
of toote and horſe { according to a Swedens cuſtome uſed at ſuch times ) the 
Liſt of their marching men,and of their ſicke, the Lifts being ſeverally given 
our Army did effedve conſiſt of fifteene thouſand men, of toote and horſe, 
able to fight, 

Tac next morning every Regiment of foote, according to cuſtome, was 
commanded to have a competent number of Cannon baskets ready made, 
to be tranſported the next day on Waggons before Dameine, which we were 
to beleaguer, Therefore this preparation was made before hand for the 
Batteries, the wood being ſcarce and farre from thence. 

T he fourteenth of Febrwarie; we did breake up, horic and foote, and mar- 
ched rowards Damezre from Letts, our horſemen were directed to lie withour 
us, 0n both (des of the Towne alike, ſothat the Towne could get no ſupply, 
without they would firſt beate our horſemen, and next our foote, His Ma- 
jeſtie remaining with the Infantry, as his choice, we incamped ona hill, and 
about it within Cannon ſhot of the Towne, being our beſt Quarters in the 
extremitie of the cold, without houſe or ſhelter to defend us trom the 


winde. 
Ar our firſt drawing up in battel], a worthy Gentleman called Robere 


($0 Major X »iphowſen, being come with a ſupply of horſe and 


Roſſe , one of our Regiment, was kill'd with the Cannon, being blowing of 


Tobacco before the Regiment ; died inſtantly, and was tranſported to Letts, 
where he was honouribly buricd in the Church, whole laſt words were 
worrh the noteing,ſaying,Lerd receive my Soule, 

His Majeſtic having firſt diſpoſed of the Horſemen, in giving them their 
direions,the foote was ſtanding in battell, under the mercy ofthe Cannon, 
behinde this hill for two houres, while his Majeſtic was in viewing and re- 
cognoſcing both Towne and Caſtle : which done, the Guards were com- 
manded forth to their ſeveral! Poſts, to the Artilleric, and to his Majeſtics 
baggage, then his Majeftie direted Generall Major Xnipbowſen, and his 
Forces, with th: thouſand commanded Musketiers, to take in the paſſ»ge 
that went to the Caſtle, on which ſervice was commanded Here Tivell his 
Lievetenant Coloell, called who commanded the partie ; 
under whom was, with the commanded men of our Regiment, Lievetenanr 
George Heatly, the ſervice beginning hot on both fides, ſtriving for the paſſe, 
the Lievcenant Colonel] was killed; At which time Licvetenant Heatly be- 
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ing ſhor, norwithſtand1:g, behaved himſelte valourouſly,bcing the firſt with 
his Musk<tiers that clecred the paſſe from the enemy, in making them give 
ground, he poſſeſſed the mill on the other fide of the paſſe, till the reſt of the 
commanded Muskerters did follow the'enemy to the Caſtle, where Knip- 
how{en with his Forces did advance, the paſle being free. 

His Majcſtic having given Orders where the Batteries ſhould be made, 
Giving Generall Baxrer charge to attend the Armic, as it begunne to grow 
darke, his Majeſtic accompanied by Colonell Tive/, went to appoint the 
place where the approaches ſhould beginne,where the Guards ſhould be kept 
that were to guard the workmen, in caſe of an our-fall : where preſently both 
the Guards, and the men that ſhould worke, were commanded forth, with 
ſufficient Othcers to overice them. Likewiſe there were men commanded 
from every Regiment proportionably, for making the Batterics, and a ſtrong 
Guard was appointed to guard the Cannon againſt an out-fall z others were 
commanded from every Regiment, to make more Cannon Baskets, and the 
Furiers, with Convoycs, were ordained to returne to Zerts, for bringing of 
Proviant to every Regiment, 

This all orderly done, he that had meate inhis Knapiacke, being free of 
dutie, could invite his Camerade to ſupper, and make merry till he were 
commanded on dutic hitniclte, where divers did cate that were not ficke on 
the morrows 

The enemy perceiving the next morning the Guards by the approaches, 
ſaluted them with Cannon and Musker, and were falutcd againe, though not 
ſo kindly as friends doc one anorher. The ſervice continued the whol. day, 
his Majeſtic oft viſiting the Caſtle, being hardeſt preſt, as of moſt conſe- 
quence ; for the Caſt once wonne, the Towne could not hold out, 

Vpon the Caſtle were ſeaven Companies of Colonell Ho/ks Regiment, 
who fearing to be blowne up by a Mine, centred 1n treatic, and were con. 
cent to take ſervice under his Majeſtie, and to render their Colours, which 
immediatly was agreed upon, and their Colours brought to be planted and 
{pred on our Batteries, as tokens of his Majeſties victory. The Cannon in 
che meane time from our Batteries, thundring till night on their workes, 
they begunne to be diſcouraged, fii.ding the Caſtle was given over, they 
were out of hopes to maintaine the Towne longer. 

The next morning Capraine Beaton of our Regiment, having the guard 
in the Trenches, the enemy falling our ſtrong , the Da#ch retired and gave 
ground, while our folke maintained their Poaſt valiantly infight of his Ma. 
jeſty , who commanded Generall Bawwitr with ſome Musketiers of Here- 
Tyvelis Regiment and ours (led on by Major|Potley an Engliſh Cavalier of 
good worth) to ſecond the Guards, and to beate backe the enemy in plaine 
champagne, Generall Banner advanced, the enemy playing hard with can- 
non on them , Notwithſtanding whereof, entering the skirmiſh , the cnc. 
my was bcatc backe not without great tofſe on both ſides , where I cannot 
bur commend Baxter his carriage , being in fight of his King, as his Maje- 
ſty did commend our Nation for their good behaviour and charity : for 
a Captaine of Benniers Regiment being left for dead on the field, his coun- 
trimen tor feare, rcfuſing to bring him off, he was voluntarily brought off by 
our countrimen, to their great praiſe, who after diſdaining his Camerades 
and thanking our countrimen , he died of paine and agony betore 


night,

After this ſhow made of courage, by the beficged, they being diſcoura. | 


ged, defired a Parle, where Major Greezelandan Engliſh Cayalicr then fer- 
ving the Emperour, was fent our to make the accord with his Majeſty, 
pledges delivered by both, the accord agreed on was ſubſcribed , where ir 
was co: cluded , the Governour ſhould march out with flying Colours, and 
Armes, and with two pecces of Ordinance, with big and baggage, and a 
convoy to the next Emperiall Garriſon, providing the Governour ſhould 
leave behinde him all carnon, being threeſcore peeces of Brafle, all ſtore 
of Amunition and victuall, and all ſparc Armes , and to march forth pre- 
ciſcly the next day by twelve of the clocke, _ 

But had the Governour the Duke of Sevele bin ſo valorous, as thoſe he 
commanded, he might,in reſpe& of the ſeaſon& ſituation of the Towne, have 
kept the City a moaeth longer, ſo that roour Iudgments he was no good 
Souldier, knowing his Generall was able to rclieve him. 

The enemy thus march't away, and his Majeſty having beſet the Garri- 
ſon, heareing Generall Ty{y with a ſtrong Army had taken rceſoluton to 
viſit bis Majeity 1n Maclenbwreh , he ſtood not long on adviſement, bur out 
of hand diſpoſed of his Army couragiouſly , wiſcly, and circumſpedtly, as 
the event did witneſſe his Majeſtics good command an retolution; Damaire, 
beſer with Swedens , Generall Banuicr was ordained to ſtay there, for to 
command the Garriſon, and to keepe correſpondence with his Majeſties, and 
with others in caſe of 7Ty{zes coming :  Generall Major &Kniphowſen was ſent 
with his owne Regiment, and fix com panies of my Lord of Rhees comman- 
ded by his Lievercnant Colonell Baizſhew to lic at new Brevdenbare, Major 
Sinclair with two campanies was ordained to lic'ar Triptowe, the Grave Fon- 
ortenburg with his Majeſties Regiment of horſe ,- and my ſquadron of Foote 
was appointed to lic at Malchene , his Majefty himfelfe with the reſt of the 
Army were to lie at Pooſwel, being the paſſe unto Pomeren, and to the Oder, 
Felt-marſhall Horze being recall'd with his forces from Landsberg, was or- 
dained to lic at Freedland 2 all having their inftructions and orders in writ, 
which they durſt nor paſſe one jot; to th'end , that whereever Tylies Ar. 
my would ſettle, thereſt of our Army from the feverall Garriſons, ſhould 
come together to relieve the party beſieged, it his Majeſty thought fitting, 
Soleaving Dameine, having loſt three hundred men before ir, our march 
houlds out, according to our (everall orders and inſtructions,

LL things wereatchicved unto here, by the goodheſle of a glorious 
A order,being ſeconded with skilfull and valorous Officers and Soul- 
iS dicrs, obcdicnt evenunto death, every one by revolution keeping 
his certaine time and turne , and that with ſtritneſſe, each being greedy of 
their owne honour and advancement, under this noble King and Gencrall 
who liked of no wicked Souldier, living out of compaſſe and rule ; ſueh 
as were birds of the Divells hatching , all ſuch were baniſhed from this, Ar- 
my , that was led by Pious and religious G#ftavur ofnever dying memory ; 
who could notabide any that would profainz Gods ordinance, or that refu- 
{cd rogive obedience to good orders, 
Here at Letts, before our riſing to Daweine,I could not but pitty, though 


an enemy, the {#a/ien Governour, that commandegan Letts, who ſuffered

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kim(clic , the placegand his followers to be ſurprifed , knowing of the Ar- 
mics approach; tor we ce by his example, that goods evil! conqueſt with 
great'paines, are {02ne loft , Soltig away with wings {wifter then the winde; 
whereot Hiſtories are tull ot examples, to/whieh purpoſe I willinferre one 
ſtory, I have rcade of Huzolene Gerrardeſque Depiſe, as records, Paulus Amilt- 
% in the cighth booke of the French ſtory. This Hugolene being a Comman- 
der for the Pope over the Gweſfes, having chaſed a part of the Gibelins that 
were with che Empcrour, tcrrifying the reft , he became ſo greatly renow- 
ned among ſit his owne falke , chathe commanded what he pleaſed, and was 
made Lord an41 G-vernour ot a City (asthis 1talign was here) being accoun- 
ted noble, rich, magnificent, and learned , he was married, having good 
iſſue, he abounded 1n all riches, more then he could defire or wiſh, bein 
counted happy , and at his cafe according to his owne minde, and the opi- 
nion of his friends ; he madea feaſt on his birth dayy and having aſſembled 
his friends; being merry he fell in commendation of his owne worth and ho- 
our #xtolling himſcltc above the Clouds ſo farre, that he begun to aske of 
one of his neereſt fricnds, if he thoughthe lacked any thing to make him 
happy - the other conſidering the uncertainty . of worldly affaires, and the 
deceitful vanities thereof that periſh in a moment ,,/when the Lord pleaſerh 
but to breath, ſaid; certainely the wrath of God cannot be farre from 
this thy great proſperity. Incontinent the Forces of the Gibelins begining 
co ſtirre, unexpected come abour the lodging, breake in through the Ports 
kill his children, and rake himſfelfe, who begging life being refuſed, was 
miſerably murthcred , and all his goods raken by the enemy in 7taly, in: the 
yearc 1288.to teach all moxtall -men nat.to/ glory too much 1n uncerraine 
riches,that come but ſlowly and goe away. ſwiftly, 

Thoſe men that are meangly riſen, may juſtly be:checked here, that when 
they bave attained untowealch, richey and honour, preſently they will be- 
gin to countertcitthe Nobility, preſſing totreadin their foote. ſteps, though 
not belonging unto them : tor wealth attained unto, it may be by unlaw- 
full meancs, ſhould not makethe owners too proud of it, leſt ſuddenly 
ic may be loſt, as chanced to Hwgvlene. Neverthelefſe ſome tantaſtick Ofhi- 
cers, that cangot governe themlclves nor their wealth, they will hunt and 
bawke, with traines on Princes bounds (asI have knowne ſome doe being 
abroad) thin\.ing themſelves equall ro Princes., whereof they were farre 
ſhort, and they will have their ſilver plate, their gold, their ſilver, their 
[ewells,cheir Coaches , their horſcs, their traines, and Officers of houshuld 
counterfeiting greatnefle and great men, having, it may be, but little worth 
beſides, (uffering themſelves 1n their Pompe'to be ſyrprized, their goodg1a- 
ken from them , and then to becaſt inacloſe dungeon or priſon, till, 
dic for want , the reward of their pride; whereas, it had beene better, they 
had lived with greater ſobriety and modeſty, ang then if misfortune ſhould 
happen unto them , they would bethe more reſpged, and conſequently 
the ſooner ſet at liberty. | 

I have read of Cavaliers that ſerved long and truely with credit, whoſe 
mindes were not ſet on outward things periſhable z but rather their hunting 
was after a good name, renowne and credit to leave behinde them, when all 
other things might be ſtripped from them , which in my opinion weremore 
to be commended then thoſe that would counterfeit worth being without 
't, But on thecontrary , I have knowne ſome Cavaliers , that hunted af- 
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ter credit, did gaine muci renowne,and WCre rich in credit, though poore 
otherwiſe , leaving no more houshold ſtuffe behinde them , but a { pit and a 
pot , being ſo given to ſobriety in their lite times, that ſometimes they were 
contented with a morſell of dry bread from a fouldier. Not that I would 

have any Cavalier, that hath merited well,to be carclefſe tro maintaine þ;jim- 

ſelfe in credit, according to his charge, it by lawtull meanes he can doe it, 

and if plcnty increaſeth , I would wiſh him timely to diſpoſe of it, tor his 

ncereſt friends or ſucceſſion in a part, and the overplus I would wiſh him to 

beſtow for the weale of the publique, and the adorning of his country, that 
after his death, the monuments of his vertue , and Trophees of his vio- 
rics might live, and ſpeake to ſucceeding ages, that ſucha one hunted well 
1Q attaining unto honour, and perpetuall renowne and credit, 

Here alſo by the example of a worthy Maſter and Leader, being the 
Phcenix of his time, for a Generall, that he who hath ſeene his variable 
eſſaics, and learned to lay up the ſame in ſtore, if he follow buthis Maſters 
precepts , and obſerve his orders, he cannot bur in time merit the title of a 
judicious Commander; and doubtleſſe one day having paſt his prentiſhip 
well under ſucha Maſter, he cannot but merit honour and reward , and 
then may be made choiſe of tor the ſervice of his King and country , before 
thoſe who had not ſuch experience under ſuch a Leader. In remembrance 
of whom, Iwillinferrean accident happened his Majeſty of famous me- 
mory, the time of his belcaguering, 

His Majeſty walking alone ona marriſh that was frozen, of intention 
with a proſpective glafle, to ſpic into the enemics workes, the Ice breaking 
his Majeſty falls up to the middlein water , being neere my Guarde, where 
Captaine Damaire did command , who feeing his Majeſty fall in, wenr 
rowards him , of intention to helpe him out , which his Majeſty perceiving, 
leſtthe enemy might take notice of them both, his Majeſty wagged his 
hand that the Captaine might retire , which the enemy perceiving, ſhot a- 
bove a thouſand ſhot of Musket at his Majeſty , who at laſt wrought him- 
ſelfe loole, coming off without hurt, and fat a while by our guarde- 
fire. 

The Capraine being a bold ſpoken gentleman, well bred, and of good 
language, begun very familiarly to finde fault with his Majeſty , for his 
forwardnefſe in hazarding his Majefties perſon in fuch unneceffary dangers. 
on whom, at that time, the eyes of all Europe were fixed, expeRing their 
freedome and relicfes ( fromthe tyranny of their enemies) to come from 
his Majeſty, and incaſe any misfortune or finiſter accident (as God forbid) 
ſhould happen unto his Majeſty , what then would become of his Majeſties 
confederates, and which was worſt, what would become of many brave 
Cavalicrs of fortune, who had no further hopes then to liye, and to be main«» 
tained under his Majeſty their Leader? "4 

His Majcfty having heard the Captaine , patiemly thanked him gr 'Þ 
good counſell, and he colild not but confefſe his owne fault, w c 
could not well helpe, ſeeing his minde was fo, that he thought nothing well 
done which he did not himfelfe, and ſo went ro dinner, where before he 
changed his wet clothes , in a could Tent, he called for meate, and dined 
groflely, and rakinga great draught of wine went and changed his clothes, 
and immediatly comigg forth apaine, while as the enemy had fallen our, as 
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The time of this our-fall, our Souldiers being commanded under Major 
Petlry to beate backe the enacmy, going on fervice, there happened a merry 
Accident to one of our Country»-men (then Enligne to my Colonells 
Company ) called 7awes Lyle, being in fight of his Majeſtie, going downe a 
a ſteep hill, the cncmy playing hard with Cannon, the Enfigne happened 
co fall forwards,the winde blowing offhis Periwigge, which rumbled downe 
the hill, the Major ſware a great oath, the poore Cavaliers head was ſhot from 
him, and ſeeing him riſeagaine without his falſe head, ſware the Cannon had 
fot away the skinne, with the haire of his head being bald. 

His Majeſtic at this time alſo ſeeing a Dutch Capraines cloake about him 
going on ſervice, commanded to recall him, and|to command out another, 
which was a diſgrace to the Captaine, whom his Majeſtic openly reproved, 
ſaying, If he had intention to have fought well, he would have felt nocold, 
and co:ſequently the carrying of his Cloake was needlefle. 

In this meane time his Majcftic looking on, from the enemics Battery a 
Cannon Bullet came ſo neare his Majeſtie, though he was really ſtout, he 
was made to ſtoope, and behinde his Majeſtic, the thigh was ſhot froma 
Swedens Capraine, belonging to the Artillery, who died the ſame night, 

Hetrc I cannot let paſſe an overſight unworthily committed by Generall 
Major XK n:phowſen, while as the enemy was marching our, the Guard of the 
Poſts bc1'g committed to the Swedess, having got command from his Ma- 
jeſtie to let no Officer nor Souldier come within the Towne, till the enemy 
was marched out; XK »iphewſex preſſing in was put backe by the Capraine thag 
commanded : Whereupon K/phewſennot knowing what diretion the Cap. 
eaine had, or from whom, he lifring a Battoun, brake it on the Capraines 
head, which wasevill thought of by his Majeſtic and the whole Officers of 
the Armie, Nevertheleſlc, we never heard of the Reparation : ſo that I would 
never wiſh my noble friend to lie under anaffront, though done by any for 
raigne King, for if I could not be revenged, I would ſerve againſt him to be 
revenged, if nor of him, yetart leſtof tis, tor which I crave pardon, having 
ſpoken rather like a Souldier than a Divine, for no:hing ſhould divert my 
heart ſooner from my Superiour, than diſdaine or contempr,

my Lord of Zhees Regiment, commanded then by Lievetenant Coe

the enemy lay downe before Brandenburg, I was recalled from HMalchent 
with my {quadron to joyne with Feltmarſhall Horxe at Freedland,being com- 
manded to leaye a Captaine with a hundred Musketiers behindeme of com- 
manded mento beſet Malchene : at this time alſo Major Sizclaire with his own 
Company, and Capraine Semples, were commanded to beſet Trepto, which 
lay but two miles from prendenbarg ; his Majeſtic with the reſt of the Ar- 
my; 


("yi Major K niphowſen with his Regiment and fix Companies of 
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my, being at Poſewall, Tilly with his Army being ingaged in the belceaguering 


of Brandenburg, conliſting tnen of twenty-two thouſand foore and horſe, 
having twcnty-lix pieccs of Ordnance, with all furniture an{werable, he bc- 
leaguered Brandenburg, thinking his Maje ſtie beir g ſo nearc,might be moved 
to ingage his Army with diſadvantage to relieve it : But his Majeſtic bcing 
more wiſe, and having had a greatcr defigne in his head, he ſuffered Tilly to 
try his Fortune againſt a place of no ſuch importance, as ro ingage a King and 
a Crowne, a Countrey and an Army, in relieving of it; 2nd his Majeſtic re. 
lying much on the wiſcdome,diſcretion, and valour of Gencerall Major Knvp. 
hiwſen, as that of himſclte he was ſufficiently ablc to make an honourable 
Accord, when better could nor be. Andin the meane time, todivert the e» 
nemy from him, his Majeſtic did make a Carracole with the halfe of his Ar- 
my towards Swede on the River of the Oder, where he built a ſhip-bridge over 
the River,and cauſed to fortifie it with Skonces, that in his option he might 
come and go: on both ſides of the River, till Felemarſhall Horne might joyne 
with him, . 

Generall Tilly hearing the King was marchcd, and fearing ſome great de- 
ligne, he preſſed Brandenburg fo much the harder, with continuall thooring 
ot Cannon till a Breach was made, and then out of timc Xniphowſen did fend 
his Lievetenant Colonell w:tch a Drummer to the breach, rodchre a Parle, 
but being negl-Red by che enemy, as to0 late, The Parleretuſed, Lievete- 
uant Colonel] was killed, the enemy having given Orders for a generall 
ſtorme, which going on, Lieverenant Colonell Zindeſey and Captaine Mon» 
creiffe were both killed, and Lievctenant Keith and Enfi ene Haddon, were allo 
cut downe in the fury, with many a brave Souldie: behides, who being de» 
nied Quarters, fought valiantly to the laſt man, ; 

The other Scots Officers of the Regiment, being within the Towne, as 
Captaine Ennis, Captaine Gunne, Captaine Beaton, and Captaine Lermond, 
with their Officers and Souldicrs, were for themoſt part, taken priſoncrs, 
with Lieyvetenant Zyell,and ſome other inferiour Officers, Captaine Exny be- 
10g on another Poaſt without the Port, which was not ſtormed at all, the c. 
nemy having entred on the other ſide of the Towne, where in the fury they 
did put the moſt part to the ſword, and coming through the Towne Port, 
upon En his Poaſt behinde him, he and Lievetenant Zumſzel/did leape in- 
to the Graffe, and ſaved themſelves through a marriſh from the fury ot their 
enemies, and came to us to Freedland. Brandenburg thus taken in, a partic was 
ſent towards Trepto, where Sinclaire did command, getting orders to take it in 
alſo. But Sizclaire did behave himſelte valiantly in falling out upon the enc. 

my, who retired againe without great hurt, and maintained the Towne foy 
two nights, till he had received Orders from the Feltmarſhall co quit it ia 
the night, And attcr that he did joyne with us at Freedl2nd. 

The Feltmarſhall knowing that Brardenb»rg being taken, the enemies For. 
ces would march upon him, and he having Orders and inſtructions i: writing 
from his Majeſtic, he retired with his Army over the paſſe rowaras Avcklam, 
the enemy advanced to Freedland, finding us to be gone, they retired in hafte 
backe to Brandenburg, and from thence they march backe agaire tO Rapine, 
ſulpeRing his Majcſtie had marched before them towards Magdeburg : 
Tillies Army being marched, we retired to Freedland, from whenoe Enſigne 


Greame, with ſome Dragoniers,was ſent to Brandenburg totake Order for the 


hurt and ſicke, whom Generall Ti/h had left behinde him, which wy ow 
IRR Jered, 
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dard, and ſome others killed by the Enfigne and his Souldicrs, who had al- 


ſo runne the ſame hazard by the enemy his Crabarts, had they not retired 
intime :; after whoſe returne, my Musketiers being come from Malchene,

HE cruckie and inhumanitie uſed here by TiZies Armie, giving fo 

ill quarters to our Nation, to Burgers, and to thoſe that {-rved at 

the Altar, was not lohg unpuniſhed, at{uch places, as they leiſt cx- 
pected. SS. 

And Gencrall Major Kniphowſen was not voide of blame, for refuſing a 
Treatic in due time, ſecing he bad no certaintie of reliete, ard being I: ft to 
capitulate with the encmy, at his owne diſcretion (by his inſtruſtions he had 
from his Majeſtic ) he ought to have embraced the opportunitie of time 
(which once paſt is not to be recovercd) in capitulativg with the cnemy 
for honourable Quarters, rather than to have brought himſelte and others 10 
the ſlavghter, for he whodelayes to embrace time when it is offered, muſt 
nor preſſe to recover it, and ofr-times good occaſions in wartare are loſt, 
when Commanders arc ignorant of their enemics doings, Therrfore while 
time 1s, we ought to be diligent and carefull ; [or it is bctter tobe in {aferic 
through preventing, than baſcly to ſuffer under pur enemies, occaſion being 
paſt, which oft-times in warres helpes more than vertue it {elfe : for if Kz:p. 
howſen had embraced Till/ies offer when he might,our worthy Camcrades had 
not fuffered as they did, which ſufferance aftcr that made Cavaliers bc ing 
freed our of priſon, to ſeeke Conditions el/e-where for their adv ncements, 
ſuch as Captaine E-ny,being firſt made Major to Colonel] Monro of 0btell, 
was afterward Lieverenant Colonell tothe Maſter of Forbeſſe, after the Ceath 
of that worthy Cavalier Sir Arthur Ferbeſſe, Likewiſe Captaine W/11lzam 
Ganne, being com- out of priſon, was after advanced by Sir Patrick Ruthwen, 
Generall Major and G1ycrnour of 0/me, tobe his Lievctenant Colone)] o- 
verihe Dutch in Schwabelard : 

Caprtaine Bearon was made Major, and afterward Lievetenant Colonell to 
young Colonell Skenrre, 

Captaine Lermornd alio was advanced tobe Captaine of Dragoniers, and 
James Lyel, hiving (erved long under Sir 70h» Ruthven his Regiment, the Re- 
g1ment reduced, and the Captaine leavying againe for the French ſervice, 
was pirtifully murthered by knaves in We#phalia, 

Henry Lindeſey advanced to be Captaine of his Majeſtics Leeffe Regiment 
under Grave Neles, atter for reward of his vertue and valour, was preferred 
to be Lieverrnant Colonell ro Colonell Alexander Lefly the younger : Cap- 
raine Brumficld was made Major to Coloncll Genre, and after that Regiment 
was reauced, being under Sir 19bn Ruthven, was pittifully hutt in Combare, 
and then reſoletely dicd of his wounds at Buckfteehood, being much lamen- 
rec by all chat knew him, foras valourous andexpertan Officer,as any of his 
qualitie was under our Armie: ſo that we ſee here, thatthough the Regi- 
ment ſuftcred ercat lofle at Brandenburg, ncverthelefle the valiant Officcrs 
were advanced according to their former good carriage. 

Likewiie I cannot with filence here paſſe by the yalourous carriage of Ma- 
201 Tohn Sinclaire at Trepto, in making a faire ſhew ofa bad game, while as the 

encmy 
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encmy came before Trepto with a partie of a thouſand Muxketiers, he not ha- 
Ving a hundred Musketiers within the Towne in all, neverthelefſe tell our 
with fiftic among ſta thouſand, and skirmiſhed bravely and orderly with the 
enemy, and rctired againe with credit, makingthe enemy thinke that he was 
a great deale ſtronger tvithin walles. I confeſle as it was well ventured, ſo 
the Cavalier was beholden to. Fortune, in coming ſo ſafely backe-ButT will 
not adviie.my friend to make ule of thelike ;; for if the enemy had haply got 
a priloner of his, who couid hayeſhewed histrue ſtrengrh, that might have 
cauſed the loſle of all. But the Cavalier aid hazard faire to gaine credit: 
for as he was valourous in Conduct, and amongſt others, even ſo being fin- 
gled out, he fearcd' no man, as you ſhall ſce in the ſubſequent obſervations 
before we end our march: / 

Here alſo I did obſerve the difference betwixt the King our Maſter and 
old Tilly; whereI did fee his Majeſty, though younger, our-ſhoote the 
clder in experience, who by winning of a Dorpe (which was afterwards 
ſlighted) with the loſſe of two thouſand men , over and above the toylc ſu- 
{tained by his Army, andthe lofle of ſome cannon, he loſt Francford on 
the 0der, where three thouſand were put to the ſword, in requitall of his 


cruelty uſed at Brandenburg. 
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The ſeventh Dutie diſcharged of our march 
to Swede , and of our reformation | 
there , being made into Brige 
gades. 


his Army did breake up from Freedtand with Horſe, Foote, and Ar- 

tillery towards Swede to joyne with his Majeſty, continuing our 
m-rch for three dayes to the paſſe at Lecknerts, where we reſted rwo dayes, 
ſundry Officers having taken Forloffes of his Excellence to goe unto Starive, 
to provide themſclves of cloaths and neceſfaries, expeQing for along march, 
where I wentalſo to ſee my wife and Family ; and having ſtayed but one 
night, our march continued fo farre in proſecuting our victories, that the 
encmy coming betwixt me and home, I was not ſuffered in three yeares 
_ ro xeturne, {o long as his Majeſty lived, which was much to my pre- 
judice, 

Bcing arrived at Swede on the Oder, and joyned with his Majeſties Army, 
afrer our coming being drawnc out to the fields, we were made into 
Briggades both horſe and foote , where Sr. 19hn Hepburne being made Co- 
lonell ofthe Briggad,his Regiment, Colonell Lumſacls, Stargates and ours, 
made up the Briggad, where Lamſell & I had the Battaile, Colonell Hepburne 
his Regiment made up the right wing, and Colonell Srargates the lefr, 
Which on our march was changed by turnes, and thereafter was ſtill. called 
the Scots Briggad commanded by Hepburne, Sundry other Briggeds were made 
up, asthe ycllow or lecffe Briggaa , commanded by the Baron 7yvel, the 
blew Brigzad, Commanged by. Colonell Winckle, and the white Briggad 
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called Dametts, where having lien ſome tew dayes, we were preparing 
for our, march towards Francferd on the Odey. 


The ſeventh Obſervation. 


Encrall Tify was no ſooner marched with his Army , but inconti. 
ef? the Felr-marſhall did follow his example, to joyne with his 
Majeſty. Where we may ſee, that theſe two wiſe Generalls did 
ſozre inthe skies with their Armies, caſting boards like war ſhips, ro get 
advantage one of another. DRY | 
We fcc here that Cavaliers, though tied by Gods ordinance to live 
with their wives, being once feveredand tied to ſerve, they cannot with 
credit quit theircharge rocome ro their wives. The King himſelfe bcing 
once engaged in the Datch warres , was deprived for two yeares, from the 
ſweere {ociety of his Queene z which ſhould teach women, and men of 
mecaner quality, aftcr their examples , to be patient in abſence, for more 
love wasnever betwixt two, than was betwixt his Majeſty and his Queene, 
no love could goe beyond their love each to others, except the love of 
Chriſt, God and man, towards man. For the love of this Queene, to her 
husbandthe King, di$equallthe love ofthe wite of Hicron,whom we read 
of in Pletarch his Apophthegmes tor her rare continence and reſpeR carried to 
her husband, ſhee never felt the breath of anothers kifle, but her husbands. 
Which in my opinon, this Queene of Sweatr could well for her love to 
her husband have done, if it were poſhble , as is reported by Plinizs of 
Arria, wife to Cecizna Patws, who'bcing condemned todie, with liberty ro 
chooſe the forme of his death , his wife going to viſit him, did exhort him 
to die valiantly with great courage ,- and taking good night of her husband, 
ſhe trucks herſelfe with a knite in the body , . and drawing out the knife 
againe preſented it to Petws her husband, with thele words, /ulvuus quod 


fect Pate, non dolet, ſed quod tu facies + as one would fay, the wound I gave 


my (clfe hurts me not, butthe wound which you ſha'l give grieves me, 
We read alſo of Portia, Cats his daughter , and wife to Brut#s, who hearin 
of her husbands dcath , in deſpight of all that were about her, filled her 
mouth with hot burning coales, and was ſuffocated for gricfe, Ve reade 
alſoa memorable ſtory of the wives of the Henan, recorded by Plg- 
ztarchin his fourth booke of Illuſtrious women, their husbands bcing in 
priſon ard condemned to death, for having enterprized againſt the King of 
Sparta the *Lacedemoniancuſtome being to execute their malefattors in the 
night, theſe noble women, under pretence'to ſpeake with their husbands, 
being appointed todic, got licenſe of the Guardsto goz within the priſon, 
and having put themſelves in place of their husbands , whom they. made 
to put on their Gewnes, taught them to cover their faces with vailes, as 
being extreamely ſorry , carrying their heads downward, they eſcaped our 
of thcir hands. 

Having inferred this diſcourſe on a Queene, yet wife to the beſt Soul- 
dicr inour dayes, leſt Souldiers wives ſhould be worſe thought of than 0- 
thers, having ſeene more love , more indurance , berter obedience, and by 
appearance more chaſtity in them to their husbands, thancyer I did fee in 
any other profeſſion, 1 will here yet inferre |a rare ex1mple of a Souldiers 
wite, tOEncourage others to follow and imitate her vertues, The ſtory 
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we reade written by Barnard Scardeon in his third booke of Padsa, that Blanch 
Rubta of Padua , being retired with her Baptiſe de la Porte , within the tor. 
treſſe of Baſſe:n, pertaining to the YVenetians: Arcrolen bai ſhed out of Paawa 
with all his fo:ces , affailed the ſaid place , being valorouſly detcnded, it 
was impoſlible to get it, but by Treaſon J Baptiſt not lofi ng courage, though 
ſurpriſcd, running unto the Port with his Armes in his hand, but ſup- 
preſſed by the multitude of his enemies having gotten entry , he was kil- 
led by the hand of Accroler ; his wite Blaxch did fight valiantly in the con- 
fit, being armed with ſtcele and with courage , farre beyond her !cx, 
The enemy being victorious, ſhe was taken pertorce, and brought before 
the Tyrant, who being raviſhed with her beauty, ar firſt making much of 
her, then defireth ro raviſh and bereave her of her honour, ſhee defending 
her ſelfe by words and prayers of entreaty eſcaped his hands, and fin- 
ding the window open $skips downe, where ſhe was found tore hurt, 
and halfe dead , but by the diligence of good Chirurgians, ſhe was made 
whole as before, and was ſolicited by the Tyrant againe , which ſhe retu- 
ſing to yecld unto, being bound was forccd by the Tyrant, thee keeping 
her griefe within herſclfe, gets liberty to goe {ee the dead body of her hul- 
band Baptriſf, and pretending todoe ſome ceremonies about his Corps, and 
having opened the Grave, ſhe crying, ſtreached herſelfe in the Grave, and 
violently with her hands pulls the ſtone that covered the grave over her, 
and her head bcing bruilcd, ſhe died preſently above her husband : in the 
yeare I253. 

The Ancient Germans did marry their wives, on the condition they ſhould 
be their companions in travellsand dangers ; and as Cornelius Tacttiss reports, 
one husband married but one wite, being but one body and one life. And 
Theogene the wite of Agathocles ſaid,ſhe was companion of his troubles and 
adverſity, as ſhe was of his proſperity: and being in love my ſelfe with 
the vertue ofduch women, rare tobe tound , I will yet earich this obſerva- 
tion with a notable example, that happened inthe yeare 1465, berwixt Bon- 
ne, Lumbard or Greeſon,and Peter Brunore of Parme , as the /talian ſtory re. 
cords, which I herc repreſent in favour of vertuous women, to incourage 
that ſex more and more tothe like vertue, being ſo pleaſant where ever it is 
found to be ſeene. Bonne borne in the Woalkie of Talhine, inthe country of 
Greeſon, in which place Peter Brunore Parmeſan one day walking alone, a brave 
Cavalier, and a Knight well experimented in warres, leading his Army, 
in paſſing by he ſees this young Damſell tceding her ſhecpe 1n the fields, 
being lictle of ſtature , of brownecolour, not pleaſant, or faireto ſee to, bur 
very merry, playing then with her fellowes ; wherein ſhe ſhewed a cc rtaine 

uicknefle of ſpirit, that the Knight Brwnore looking on her attentivcly, 
obſerving all her geſtures, and hoping of ſome great good of her, cau- 
ſed totake her , and leade her away with him againſt her will; that in time 
being accuſtomed with him, he made her divers times change clothes, and 
clad herat laſt like a boy, by way of pleaſure and recreation of ſpirit, lea- 
ding her oft a hunting , and uſing her to ride, and ſpurre horſes, and 0- 
ther exerciſes, wherei” ſhee ſhewed her quickneſle and dexterity ; and though 
the Cavalier did keepe her but for pleaſure, recreation, and paſtime; ne- 
vertheleſſe, ſhe did ſer her ſelfeto ſerve him with a love and diligence in- 
credible, in ſuch ſort, that willingly ſhe could endure all manner of la- 


bour, trouble of toyle of bydy or of minde, that Brunore could notunder- 
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goc, and wentever with him, as with her Maſter, in all his journies, afſi- 
ſting him in all dangers, following him on foote, and on horſcbacke,through 
dalcs and mountaines, by water and by land, | with an intire and faithfull 
obedicnce , without over-leaving of him, or without grudging in any ſort: 
the went alſo with him towards A/phoxſe King of Naples, tor at that time 
* this Cavalier and Knight Peter Branore, did ſerve under Francs Sforce which 
party he after quit z but having afterwards changed his minde, hereſolved 
ro quit Alphonſe King of Naples, and to retire to ſerve his former Maſter, the 
Count of Sferce, and while as he was making preparation for his flight, the 
buſin.ſſe not being fo privily carried , bur that the King perceiving it, ſe- 
erctly cauſed to apprehend Brwxere, and caſt him into priſon , where he was 
kept long without hope of relicfe ; Wherefore Bonne being teſtlefſe, till 
ſhe ſhould ſee the day when the Knight By#nere were at liberty, ſhe went to 
all the Princes and Potentates of 7taly, and to the King of France, to Philip 
Duke of Brgoigne, to the YVeretians, and to many more, of whom ſhe at=- 
tained letters in favour of her'deare and wellbeloved maſter , ſo that Aphon= 
fe wonne by ſuch requeſts and the intreaty of ſogreatmen, was as it were 
conſtrained to ſet Brunoreat liberty, and gave him unto that valorous warrier 
that did for him , who having gotten him looſe, to doe yer greater ſervice 
co her Maſter, did obtaine ſo much by her meanes atthe Yeretians hands, 
that they accepted of Bywnoreunto their ſervice, and was made Leader to 
the Army of fogreata Republique, and there was a great penſion ordained 
for his entertainment, by which deeds of friendſhip, the Knight did know 
the faith, the vertue, and the valour of his Bonne: he eſteemed it not honeſt 
to kcepe her longer as a ſervant, as he had done till then, bur marricd her, 
keeping her as his lawfull wife, making ſtill great eſteeme and account of 
her, following her counſcll in all his affaires of weight, and importance, 
during which time, he atrained unto great reputation under the Yenerians, his 
enterprizes ſtill coming fortunatly and happily to paſſe. This yaliant Dame 
of his was ſtill feenein Armes , when occaſion wzs offered to fight, and 
when it was needefull to leade the Infantry, going before , ſhe appeared like 
a Magnanimous Leader and warriour, being very capable in warlike mat- 
ters, Whereof ſhe gave divers times good proofe, eſpecially with the Yene. 
1:ans againſt Frencs Sforce at that time Duke of eHilaine , where ſhe made 
her ſelfe knowne , whileas the Caſtle of Peron beſides Breſſe was loſt, her 
' couragedid appeare ſogreat, thatevery one did wonder at it , for being 
armed from head to foote , ſhewing her felte more couragiouſly then any o- 
ther at the ſtorme, the Targe on her arme, andthe Curleſle in her hand, 
ſhe was the meanes the place was recovered. At laſt the Yeverians having 
great confidence in Brwnore, and in the counſell and valour of Bonne his La- 
dy, he was ſent for the defence,and keeping of Negrepont againſt the Turkes, 
where by the Fortifications , they two made while they remained there, 
the Twrkes had never the courage to hurt or” impeach them, in end, Brwnore 
dying, and buried with great reſpeR and honour, Bexne his Lady returning 
cowards the Yenerians, for toget her husbands penſion confirmed to two of 
her ſonnes, and falling ſicke, cauſed ro make a Tombe of great charges, 
P. which ſhedeſircd tobe perfected before her death, and being dead, ſhe was 
buried there, inthe yeare 1468. Therefore it was well ſaid, that there 
werethree things ſeemed pleaſant in Gods fight, the loye betwixt brethren, 
the friendſhip betwixt neighbours, and man and wife continuing 1 uni- 
on 
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on and mucuall loyalty, Who likestoreade a plealant oryto this purpole,, 
let him read Nauclerws treaty of the Emperour Conrade the third, in his 
arres againſt _ Duke of Bavtere, who was forced for his lafety, ro 
retire within Rhimesberg,, where the Towne being raken by accord, by the 
r{waſion of Ladies, he would grant noother condition, but thatthe women 
ſhould tranfport themſclyes out of the Toivne in ſafery , with ſo much as 
they could carry, and no more, where one taking the Duke on her backe,the 
reſt of the wives their husbands, the accord thus kept, and the Emperour 
Conrade moved ro Compaſſion, beholding their love and vertue, pardoned 
the Duke , and reſtored the Towne to their former liberties. And Bodjn in the 
reface of his hiſtory reports that Lawrence de Medices was healed of a gric- 
vous diſcaſe, by reading of this ſtory without any other helpe, I wiſh it 
may worke the ſame cftcct uponall thoſe that reade ir, eſpecially the Fe. 
male ſex, in making them follow rhe vertuous examples of theſe noble 
Ladies, in loving their husbands beyond all other things whatſoever, and 
thoſe that will not be movedthereto, I wiſh them che death of that Remar 
Lady , reported of by 2uintus Curtiue and Titus Livixs, called Publia Cor- 
neltia Annea, who lived twenty yeares without once offending of her huſ- 
band, and ſeeing him die , contracted ſuch gricfe for his dea:h, that ſhe 
threw herſclfe into the grave with her husband, where ſhe died, and lay 
with him. This wiſh I hope cannot be taken in ill-part by the vertuous La- 
dics, that arc like Cornelias. butT feare there is none ſuch ar all, To con- 
clude then this point of my obſervation; in my judgment, ro women are 
more fairhfull, more chaſt, more loving, more obedientnor more deyour, 
then Souldiers wives, as daily cxperience doth witneſſe, and none have 
more reaſon tobe ſo, theh ſome of them , whoſe husbands doe daily un- 
dergoc all dangers of body for their ſakes, not fearing death it felfe, to 
xlieve and keep: them from dangers. To th'end you may ſee, that the no- 
ble parts and yertues before mentioned, are nor proper alone unto the Fe. 
minine ſex, Iwillhere inferre ſome notable examples of the good will, 
iove and fairhfullneſle of hugbands to their wives , eſpecially Souldiers, 
whereof amongſt many, for the preſent, I will, to content the Reader, 
mention two or three, that are notable, whereof one happened ar this 
time in our warfare , worthy to be recorded, of that noble, valorous, 
pious and worthy Cavaliet, the Felt-marſhall Gaſfave Horne; the Peſte ha- 
ving entred his lodging , and taken away two of his Children , ſeazed on his 
vertuous Lady , \daughter to the Chancellor of Swedes , the Cavaliers love 
was ſo great, thatin theextremity of her fickneſſe, he never ſuffered her ro 
be out of his armes till ſhe died, and then cauſed her to be pur in a Silver 
Coſhn, that ſhe might be tranſported for her country, to be buried amongſt 
her friends;and his love wasſo great unto her,that afterher death, though a 
young man, he could never be moved to leade his lite with anyother woman. 
Another example we reade in the ſtory written by Plinre & Yalerins Maxi- 
m»us,that is very notable tothis purpoſe. Sempronivs Gracchus finding two ſer- 
pcnts coming out of his bed, enquired of Theologues whar might that acci- 
dent preſage ? they anſwered , that if he killed the ſhe ſerpent, his wite 
thoulddie, and if he killed the he ſerpent, he ſhould dic himſclfe , he loved 
his wife Cornelia fo dearely that he commanded to kill rhe he ſerpent, and 
ſhortly after he himſelfe died. Alſothat which we reade of Me/eager ſonne to 


Danness is notable, who would not riſe out of his chaire, for the relicfe of the 
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Part I I. ' Monko his Expedition, 


Towne he was 1n, for his father, mother, brethren, or ſiſters, all crying and 
calling for his helpe, who nothing cared for their ruine: but how ſoone Clee- 
patra tis wite came to him, defiring his helpe, and telling him, the enemy was 
alreadie cntred the Towne, and was ſetting the houſes on fire; this ſtony- 
hearted man, wio before could be moved by nothing, at the deſire of his 
wife, went to Arimes againſt the' enemy,and repulſing them backe,ſaved the 
Towne from wracke and ruine, and the Citizens from death : for this Melea. 
ger ( as all honeſt men ought to doe ) eſteemed his wite and himlclfe but one g 
ſo that he cou:d deny her nothing. Here it may be, ſome will alleage, he 
was John Thomſons man. I anſwer, it was all one, if ſhee was good: for all 
ſtories eſteeme them happic, that can live together man and wife without 
contcntion, ſtrife, or jarres, and ſo doe I. And, in my _m_— no wife can 
be ill, that wants the gal), forche g4ll inthe body is the ſcare of choler, from 
which the love of man and wife ſhould be free, andas of gall, ſo of deſpite, 
of anger and ot bitterneſle. 
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The eight Dutie diſcharged of our March to Francford 
on the Oder, axd the intaking of it, the 
third of Aprill 1631. 


T HE ewenty-fourth of March 1631. his Majeſtic having diſpoſed of 


his Ar nie, iv putting them in good Order of Briggaddes, horſe and 

toote, through he tcverall occaſions and accidents happening in 
warre, his M2jeſtic before his march, finding the enemy lay ſtrong in the 
Sileſian a:1d at Zaxſbere, Ii he might fall downe unto Pomeren and Marke, 
codiſturbe the new torces that were expeted ro come from Spruce,and from 
Scotland, his Majeſtic direted Feltmarſhall Horwe, with a part of his Horſe 
that croſt the bridge at Swede unto Pomeyen, and the Wart, to colle& the for= 
ces there, for to be tured and led towards the Wart and Lanſbere, to give the 
encmy ſomewhat to thinke on, while as his Majeſtic might march with the 
reft of the Armic ( conſiſting then of ten thouſand foote and horſe) towards 
Francford , whereunder the command of the Feltmarſhall 7 uffenback and tha 
Grave Fon-Sehonberg Governour of Frencford on the Oder, there were 
drawne together of the Emperialiſts neere nine thouſand foote and horſe, 


Generall Ty, with this maine Armie then lying at Rapin, after his returne, 


from Brandenburg with two and twentie thouſand foote and horſe, his Ma- 
jeſtie then not being ſure, neither of his brother in law the Duke of Branden- 
burg, nor yet of the Duke of Saxon, though the League was ended with the 
King of Fraxce, his Majeſties affaires thus ſtanding doubrfull, we marched 
towards Francford , with a reſolution to' pric' into the encmies defignes, 
more than any wayes reſolved for a beleaguering, having ſuch ſtrong cne. 
mics and Armies about us, without affurance of our pretended friends and 
confederates : yet having continued our march till within a mile of Franc 
fora, our enemies retiring out of all quarters were come into one body at 
Francford , who having joyned, we did heare the enemy was almoſt 
as ſtrong within,as we were without, and he having of us the advantage of the 
Towne bchinde him tor his retreate, we expected no other thing, _

the enemy ſhould come our, and offer us Battell. Wherefore his Majeſtic 
himſclfe diſcharging the dutie of a Generall Major ( as bccame him well ) 
having ſoughtthe ayd and aſſiſtance of Sir ſohn Hepburne,beginneth to pur the 
Armic, horſe, foote,and Artillery in order of Battell, the commanded Mul- 
ketiers, aS his forlorne hope,advanced before the Army,haviog placed plot- 
rons of them by fifties, to march with his ſquadrons of horle, all bving in 
even front,the ſigne given for advancing, Trumpets ſounding, Drummes bea- 
ting, Colours diſplayed, advanced and flying, every Commander direged 
and appointed on his Command and Station ; the magnifick and Royall 
King leads on; this Royall Army marching in bartell order for halte amile, 
as comely as one body could doe, with one pace, and one meaſare, advan- 
cing, ſtopping, moving, and ftanding alike, till at laſt coming neere the 
Towne, and finding no Hoſtile Ranconter made by the enemy, we hault 
' ſtanding a while in Battell,and then reſolved,being the cnemy durſt not mect 
us in the fields, we would preſſe on the ſudden ro be Maſters of Frexcford, 
or not at all ; knowing of the neereneſſe of our enemies, and of the great 
ſtrength they had rogether : and ſeeing we were not ſure of the Princes, we 
reſolved the taking of time was the beſt for as; and incontinent, his Majeſtic 
commanded out the moſt part of his Cevalerie,to make a Carracolle behinde 
us, betwixt us and Berleine, tearing Generall Tilhe with his Armie might 
come behinde us, whiles we were ingaged with the Towne,kceeping onely of 
all the Cavalerie the Rhinegrave and his Regiment, beſides the I»fxterie, in 
_ of our-talling, to ſecond us againſt the horſemen, that were within the 
owne, 

The Cavaleriethus direted,. his Majeſtic then perceiving the feare of his 
cnemics, having voluntarily fiered their fore- Towne ( tooke their feare as a 
preſage of his future victory ) commanded a part of the commanded Mul- 
ketiers to £oe in, through the fore-Towne being on fire, and to lodge them- 
ſelves, being advanced to the very port, till ſuch time as his Majeſtic ſhould 
diſpoſe of the reſt of the Armie, in direingevery Briggade apart to their 
ſeverall poaſts. The yellow and the blew Briggade were directed to lodge 
in the Vineyards on the fide of the Towne next Caſtrexe, being commanded 
to advance their guards before them, while as the reſt of the Briggade ſhould 
lodge and lic in one body at their Armes, to be ſtill in readinefle incaſe ofan 
out-fall ; rhe white Briggade, called Damits. Briggade, was appointed to 
lodge in the fore-Towne, to guard the commanded Musketiers that lay 
betwixt them and the danger, at the Port right under. the walles. Hepburne 
his Briggade was commanded tolie neare unto the other Port,ard to advance 
their guards allo, the reſt of the commanded men to lie neare vnto the other 
Port, and to advance their Guards alſo ; the reſt of the commanded Mul- 
ketiers being commanded by Major 1ohn Sinclaire, were commanded tolye 
on a hight neere a Church»yard, that was dire before the enemies workes, 
befides which, there was a Battery made, and the Artilkry and Amunition of 
the Armic ( as commonly was uſuall ) was placed behinde our Briggade, 
and the Rhinegraves horſemen behinde us; all things thus ordered and pla- 
ced, commanded tolkes our of all Briggads were commanded out propor- 
tionally for making of Cannon Baskets, and for caſting of Trenches. 

Then, according to cuſtome, his Majeſtic himſelte and Colonell Tywelf 
went to Recognotce neare the wall, where Colonell Tyvell was ſhot inthe 


ett arme, his Majeſtie then makibg openly great moane for him aleagngs: 
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had no helpe then, but of Hepburpe , inthe ſame inſtant my Lievetenant Da- 
vid Aonro was ſhot inthe legge with a Musket Buller, and my Major 10hn 
Sinclaire, commanding the commanded Musketicrs neere to his Majeſtic, 
where the Battery was making, the enemy har ging out a Goole in dcriſion, 
they preſently tell out above two hundred of them upon our Guard, who re- 
@ived them with volees of Musket,and they being too trong for the guard, 
his Majeſtic commanded the Major to ſend an Ofhcer and fifrie Musketiers 
more to ſecond the Guard. Neverthelefſe, the enemy ſtill puſhing our guard 
backwards, making them give ground,incontinent his Majeſtic commanded 
the Major with a hundred Musketiers more to fall on, and to relift the ene- 
my in rclieving the Guard, which the Major ſuddenly obeyed, making the e- 
nemy retire with greater haſte than he advanced, where their Lievetenant 
Colonell and a Captaine were taken priſoners, and after the Major taking in 
a Church-yard, that lay right beforc the enemyes workes , and keeping his 
Guard- there, he did keepe the enemy under awe, ſo that we were no more 
troubled with their our-falling , though diverſe of our Officers and (ouldiers 
were hurt by them from their workes , the Churcheyard being no ſhelcer 
for our Guard, that lay juſt under their workes. On Sunday in the morning, 
being Palme-ſunday, his Maieſtic with his whole Armie in their beſt appa- 
rell teryed God; his Maicſtic after Sermon, encouraging our fouldiers, with- 
ed them to take their evill dayes they had then in patience, and that he hoped 
betore long, to give them better dayes, in making them drinke wine inſteade 
of water they were then drinking , aud immediately his Mai-ſtic gave orders 
unto Generall Banzier, to command all the Briggads to be in readineſſe, with 
their Armes, againſt the next orders : this command given, ſome of the com. 
manded men, that were under Sinclarre, ſuſpeRing a ſtorme, provided them. 
{clves of ſome ladders, 

By five of the clocke in the afternoone, his Majeſtie comming towards 
our Briggade, called for a Datch Captaine under Hepburnes Regimene 
named Gunter , and deſired him to put on a light corſcler, with his ſword 
drawne in his hand, and to take a Sergeant and twelve other good fellowes 
with him, and to wade through thegraffte, and then to aſcend to the top of 
the wall,and to ſee if men could be commodiouſly lodged, betwixt the mud. 
wall of the towne, and the ſtone-wall, and then to retire ſo ſuddenly as they 


' might, which being done, his Majeſtic getting reſolution , char there was 


roome betwixt the two walles to lodge men, the Brzggads being alreadie in 
baccaile, they fall on ar acall, the Caprainc being retired without hurt; wher- 
Vpon his Majeftie direted Bannier and Hephnrne with our Briggad, to paſſe 
the graffe, and to ſtorme;, And if they repulſed the enemy from the outward 
wall, to lodge under the ſtone wall , betwixt both the walles, and if thc ene. 
my forcuned to retire to preſſe in with him thc like orders given to the reſt 
of the Briggads, all being in readinefſe, his Majeſtic having a number of 
Cannon great and ſmall charged on the batteries , cauſed to give notice at. 
all poſtes, that when the Cannon had diſcharged, the firſt Save in the midſt 
of the \moake,they ſhould advance tothe ſtorme, as they did, where in paſ- 
fing the graffe, we were overthe middle in water and mud, and aſcending to 
ſtorme the wa'les, there were ſtrong palleſſades, ſo well faſtened and fixtin 
che wall,that ifthe enemy had not retired from the walles in great feare, we 
coui'd nat, but with great hazard, have centred. 


The caemy teebely retiring , our Commanders and Leaders —_— 
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their orders received tom his Majeſtie, we preſleto tollow 1n atrer the cne- 
my, at a great lallying port, that was betwixc both the walles, that opened 
with two great leaves, where they entred : afcer their Rerreate, they planted 
2 flake of {mall ſhor, that ſhort a do zen of ſhot at once beſides which there 
were ſet two pecces of {mall Ordinance, that guarded alſo the entrie, and 
musketi. rs beftdes, which made cruell,and pittitull exccution on our muske= 
ticrs, and pikemen, the valorous Hepburne, leading onthe batralle of pikes, 
of his owne Briggad,bcing advanced w ichin halfe a pikes lepgthtothe doore, 
at the entry he was ſhot above the knee, that he was lame o. before, which 
dazling his ſenſes with great paine forced him to retire, who-ſaid to me, 
bully 2onro, I am ſhot, whereat I was wondrous ſorry, his Major then, a 
rc{ ure Cavalier, advancing to cnter was ſhot dead before the doore, where= 77, 
upon the Pikes falliag backe and ſtanding ſtill, Generall Bexzer being by, and 
exhorting a'l Cavaliers toenter, Colonel] Zumfacl and I, being both alike 
on the head of our owne Colours, he having a Partizan in his hand, and I 
a balte Pike, with a head-picce, that covered my head, commanding our 
Pikes to advance we lead on ſhoulder to ſhoulder, Colonell Lumſaell and I 
fortunately without hurt, entcr the Pore, where atour ciitry fome I know 
received their reſt, and the enemy forced to retire in confuſion, being aſtoni- 
ſhed ar our entry, they had neither wit nor courage, as to let downe the 
Portcu!lis of the great Port behinde them, ſo that we entering the ſtreets at 
their hecl-s, we made a ſtand cill the body of our Pikes were drawne up Or- 
derly, and flarcked with Muskctiers, and then wee advanced our Pikes char- 
gecd, and our Musketicrs giving fire on the flancks, till the encmy was put in 
diſorder, 

After usentred General! Baniey, with a freſhbody of Musketiers, he fol » 
lowiag the enemy in one ſtreer, and Zumſdel and Iin another, baving ran- 
countred the enemy againe, they being well beaten, our Officers rooke nine 
"Colours of theirs, which were-<to be preſented to his Majeſtic, and themoſt 
part of the Souldiers were cut off, in revenge of their crueltie uſed at New 
Brandenburg, but ſome of their Officers got quarters, ſuch as they had given 
to Ours, | RS 

This Regiment defeated, wee direfted an Officer with a ſtrong partie to 
poſſeſſe the bridge, and that to hinder their eſcape : their paſſage being cue 
off, they were alſo cut downe themſelves, till the ſtreets were full of dead 
bodies, an4 that the moſt part of our Soldiers and Officers diſbanded to 
make boorie, leaving me and a few number of honeſt Souldicrs to guard 
my Colours, which diſorder, I confeſſe, ſtgod not in my power to re- 
medic. Thus farre tor L»mſaeils part and minc, which I dare maintaine to 
be truth. 

And as I have ſpoken truth of our owne Actions, without oftencation, 
which no man can controlle that is friend to vertue : I will now relate other 
mens Aions,ſo farre as I know to be truth by relation of my honeſt Came- 
rades, 

Lievetenant Colonell Msſter, being appointed rocommand the Muske- 
tiers of Lamſdells Regiment, and of my Colonells, then under my command 
he {ccing us entred did follow after us, and commanded thoſe he led on exe- 
cution apart, giving no better Quaiters than we did. The Dutch alſo remem- 
bripg the enicmics crucltic uſed at #raudenbarge, they gave but ſlight Quar- 


ters, 
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Major 1cha Sinclaire, as I was credibly informed, being accomparicd wuh 
Lievenant Georee Heatly, being/both rctojute and ſtour, were the firſt that 
came over the walles with ladders, whoar their firſt entry huviig but a few 
Muskctiers with them, they were c:.arged on the ſtreets by the cnemi. s Cu» 
raſſiers, or beſt horſemen, where they wete torced to ſtand cloſe.their backs 
ro the wall where they cntred, and to give leverall Salves of Muske's upon 
the enemy, ti!l they were made to retire, 

Lik-wiſc after we were earred, the yellow and theblew Bric gads, being 
eſtcemed of all the Army both rcfolute and couragious in all their exploirs ; 
they wcre t© ciiter On the Iriſh Quartcr, where:hcy wcre twice With great 
lofſle furiouſly beaten cf, ard were| cruelly jpoylcd with tire-werkes 
throwue by thedr:fh amor git them. Butar laſt : hey having entred, r0:withe 
Nandirg the incquality of their ſtrength, rhe 1riſh thovgh weake ſtood to it, 
a: d tought wich (word, and pikes within wonkes along time, t:l[the moſt 
part of the Souldiers £11 to ground , where rhey ſtoode fighting, fo that in 
the end, Lievetenant Co!lonell Walter Butler , who commanded the 1r.ſþ, 
being ſhot in the arme, and pierced witha pike through the thigh, was ta- 
ken priſoner , ſo that the next day , it wasto be ſecne on the poaſt where 
the beſt ſervice was done : and truely hag all the reſt ſtood fo well to it, as 
the /r/ſh did, we had returned with great Joſſe, and without victory. 

The fury paſt, the whole ſtreere Find full of Coaches and ruſty waggons 
richly furniſhed withall forts of riches, as Plate, lewells, Gold, Money, 
Clothes. Mulcts and horſes for ſaddle, coach and waggons, whereof all 
men that were cartel: ſſe of their duetics, were too carcfull in making of 
booty, that I did never ſee Officers leſſe obcyed,, and reſpected than here 
for a time, tillche hight of the market was paſt|: and well Iknow, fome Re- 
ejiments had not ore man with their Colours , till the fury was paſt, and 
ſome Colours were loſt tle whole night, till they were reſtored the nexe 
day , ſuch diſorder was amongſt us, all occaſioned through covetoulneſſe, 
the roote of all evi'l and diſhoneſty. 

A: laſttheexecution paſt, his Majeſty entred himſelfe, being guarded 
withthe Rhine- Grave, ard his horſem.n, who! immediatly were comman.- 
ded to crofſe the bridge, and to follow the enemy ar their heeles, being 
on flight-towords G/ozoe, where the Felt-marſhall T»ferbacke,the Count of 
Schonvere , and Mounte De Cncnle had retired with ſuch as c{caped, 

His Majeſty having but ſcarce quartered in the Towne, the fire begin. 
ning to-burne the City accidentally, Orders|were given with ſtroake of 
Drume with a Bancke beaten in all ſtreetes , thar all Officers and Souldiers, 
mder paine of death, ſhould repairepreſently to their Colours, on the 0- 
ther fide of the Oder,, inthe outer workes , Where Sr, John Hepburne was 
ordained to command within the workes , except ſuch as were appointed 
to guar the Potrcs ofthe Towne , his Majeſties quarter and the Generalls 
lodgin& onthe market place, where a ſtrung guard was kept to ſuppreſſe 
plu:dering ,*and the inſolcncy of Souldiers, Nevertheleſſe theſe orders 
proclaimed and publiſhed , tmany difobeyed remaining in the Towne for 
plundering. 

Inthis conflit, the enemy Toft neere three] thouſand men, beſides the 
Officers that were killed (v:z." foure Colonells , Herberſtize, Heydo, Wale- 


ffine and Towre , and above thirey fix Officers were killed, 


Likewiſe there were taken priſoners , Colotell Sparre with five Lievere- 
| | nant 
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nant Colonell of Dutch and one [rſh Cavalier , that behaved himielte both 


honourably and well ; Coloursalſothey did loſe, as I did (ce the next 
day made Counte of beſore Gencrall Bansier, forty one, and Cornets of 
horſe nine, 

On our ſide were loſt alſoat leaſt eighthundred men , whereof the blew 
and yellow, for their parts, loſt five hundred, 

His Majeſty alſo did get herea great deale of proviſion forthe Army, as 
Corne, Amunition, and eighteene peeces of Ordinance. 

The next day his Majeſty appointed Generall Major Zeſly as Governor 
over the Towne, giving him orders to repaire the ruinous workes, and 
walles, asalſoorders were given for burying of the dead, which were 
not buried fully in fix dayes, inth'end they were caft by heapes in great dit- 
ches , abovea hundred in every Grave, 

The next day we were ordained to afſemble our Regiments, and to bring 
them rogether in Armes , that they might be provided- of what they wan- 
ted of Armes, having loſt many intheir diſarder. 

The eighth Obſervation. 

I'S Majeſty going to rancounter his enemy , before his riſing from 
H his Royall Leagerat Swede , did wiſely diſpoſe of his Army, 1n 
making itinto Briggads, that coming unto the action, he ſhould 
not necde to thinke on the Theorie , when itwere time to practiſe, as many 
oung Commanders are forced to doe, beginning to learne of others, that 
which is defeQive in themſelves, who are to be pitticd , that undertake to 
leade others being ignorant themfelves : but this wiſe Generall , at this 
time, did not only order his Army, as he would have them to ſtand in 
Barcaile, but alſo knowing the gifts, and ſeverall parts , his chiefe Offi. 
cers of the ficld were indued with , he diſpoſeth of them, in appointing 
ſuch places for them, in fighting againſt their enemies, as did beſt befic 
their vertues, which all he knew betore hand, partly by his owne experi- 

ence, and partly, by enquiring of others, their qualities and vertues. 

Secundo,his Majeſty doth forecaſt with himſelfe , what the enemy, being 
ſtrong might intend againſt him, and accordingly, he fore-ſaw wiſely how 
to prevent him, in dividing his Army, by ſending the Felt-marſhall on the 
one {ide of the Oder with a part of his Army, going himſclfe on the other, 
leaving the bridge and paſſage at Swede well fortified and beſet with Souldi- 
ers,to the cnd, that which of both Armies might be conſtrained to retire 0« 
= tne bridge, being ſafe might then conycniently joyne wirh the 
other. 

As his Majeſty was wile in fore-ſceing what might happen, he was alſo 
diligent, in taking time of his enemics on the ſudden, before thcy could 
come together ; ſo that after this viRory obtained, his Majeſty did not on- 
ly get elbow roome by the enemics removing over the Zlve and the 0 dey z 
bur alſo he did gainetime to ſettle his affaires with the Princes ; for thoſe 
who would not before this viory, ſcarce kcepe correſpondence with his 
Majeſty, afterwards his Majeſty having freedtheir country from their ene- 
mies, they were then content to intreate for his friendſhip, by their Ambaſla- 

 dours, and he like to a cunnin gamſter, taking the Ball at the right rc- 
bound, embraced their friendſhip, _ confederacy, having bound chem 
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up, in a more (tri:t manner then before, tilþ in th'end, they were forced jo 


dance atrer his pipe. * +: 2 | 
Here likewiſe I did obſervdribar it $6&Fer 200d, to truſt roo much unto 
our owne ſtrength,as ous eaenitcs did ao at their banqueting, and inter po- 
cu/a, b<fore that the ſtotime werltn, riGgph hearipgahe noyſe of our Can- 
non, they tell a laughing, as woftdy; beSaedens meant,thought they 
to fly over the walles, ad granting he could Wy, were they notſo firong as 
he « Miny more idle difcourlcs, they had  FRoffihg themſclyes in their 
pride , boaſting of their ſtrength anq'Eaurige , not ſetting God before 
them, they difdained and contemned tt emies , but ſuddenly in an in- 
tant they found their owne follics, beFÞp Brought unto feare and aſtoniſh- 
ment., ſo that at laſt, their wits confomfided, and conſequently their aQi- 
ons coniuſed , ard their enemies , though weake inſtruments, by the power 
of the God of Armies were made ſtrong and couragious, for puniſhing them 
in repaying of their former Barbarity, and cruelty uſed by them at new Bran- 
denburg , whcre we [ce, the lord repayeth their wickednefſe, when they leaſt 

expectcd. | 
Th ſſenbacke,the Felt-marſhall was much to bJame for his command, being 
ſo ſtrong within the Towne as we were without, that he did not adventure 
eo fightus inthehields , or atleaſt, to have tried our conduR and valour, 
with a ſtrong patty : his not Caring to adventure with us made us the more 
couragious and reſolute ro ſeeke: him, though with diſadvantage, having 
once tound him tobe atimorousenemy, keeping himſelfe cloſe within walles, 
for we know well , the greater his ſtrength was| within, if once we entred, 
his confuſion would be the greater - for a multitude within a ſtrength eſpe- 
cially horſemen, many ſervants and baggage brecde ever confuſion , for 
avoiding whereof, the Governour had the more reaſonto have tried us in the 
fields, whereby he had encouraged his Garriſon,who ſeeing he durſt adycn- 
eure to meete us without, being retired, they would not be afraid within 

walles. | 
So it is never good toreſolve to be alwayes the defender , but rather ac- 
cording to the time, and circumſtances, ſometimes to try Fortune, as well 
by purſuing, as by defending , that our credit may not be called in queſtion, 
neither for too much ſlowneſle, norfor too much forwardneſle , but ftill to 
preſſe for the Mcdioctrity, being the true vertue of Fortitude, without which 
no Souldier can attaine commendation, if he doc participate of either ex- 
treames , as this Felt-marſhall did, ſtaying within walles. Yet ſome, I 
know will obje<, that I ought rather to praiſe the aftions of the cnemy, to 
make ours.the more glorious , to which I anſwer , ours at alltimes, as here, 
were ſo ſplendid, that no Luſtre could be added\unto them , our Leader Gy- 
{tavas being 11»firiſimus himſelfe, and the favourite of Fortune, to whom all 
things ſucceeded fortunatly by taking of time, the moſt pretious of all 
Og , eſpecially in warres , which ſometimes helpes as much as vertue it 

elte, | 

The forwardneſſe and courage of Major 1ohw'Sinclaire, and of his Col- 
league, Lievetenant Heatlie , 15notto be over-paſt, they being the firſt gave 
good example to enter this Towne, ingping over the walles with ladders, 
with a weake party of fifty musketicrs, that ventured to follow them, which 
were hardly received by the enemies horſemen, nevertheleſſe they valo- 
roully detendgd chem es , and madc their cnemics to retire with ſole ſo 
| that, 
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that, as my intention here, 15 not to over-pratſe my friends vertae, 1 would 
not on the other part be filcnt in giving them their due, axfyerible to their 
merits, 2nd no more, 

We ſce alſo by experience dayly , thatatall times, as here , no man e- 
ver {crved God for nought , who rewardeth men, though not throug!) me- 
ritin reſpe of his God-head , of whom we can merit nothing, yet of his in- 
finit bounty is ever ready to reward them truely that doe ſerve liim : his Ma- 
jeſty with his Army having ſerved God in the morning, at night he was 
made vitorious over his enemies. 

And that his Majeſty in the atrernoone on the Sabboth purſucd his enc- 
mies, there was a neceſſity init : Generall TiHies Army being on their march 
for the reliefe of the Towne , his Majeſty was forced to take the opportu- 
nity of time, which once being paſt doth never returne. 

Here we may jce the cvill, that feare bringeth withina City or Strength 
cauſing diſorderand confitfign, bur it all thoſe within this Towne had flood 
to theirdefengeg#as Lievetcriapt Colonell Bxtler did and the Iriſh, Frencford 
had ndtbin ah F | 

Thercf6re, when reſiſtance is not made, as it ought tobe, the vitory is 
cafulyattained - 3fof nothigg encourageth more, then good example, Et 


contrax;Arid I'did obſerve Ferc, that no nation cfteemed good Souldirs, 
arc infetimrgathe Durch in maincaining a ſtorme, or in extremity of dan- 
Fherwiſe good Souldiers for obedience to command, in 
watches , orkingabout workes, and in doing all other dueties 
befitting thagg profeſhoen, "wn 11 company of others. | 
Pike-mettWing reſolptt men, ſhall be ever my choyce in going on exe- 


cution, as al{oinretiring honourably with diſadvantage from an enemy, 
eſpecially againft horſemen : and we ſee ofcimes, as we found here, that 
when musketiers doe disbandon, of greedineffe to make booty , the worthy 
pike-men remaine ſtanding firme with their Officers, guarding them and 
their Colours, as being worthy the glorious name of brave Souldiers, pre- 
ferring vertue before the love of gold, that vaniſheth while vertue re- 
maineth. 

This vice of avarice is alike common to the ſuperiour Officer, a"d ro the 
inferiour Souldier, which oftimes makes the ſuperiour ro be deſpiſed as 
well by the common Souldier , as by his betters : And therefore publique 
imployments of command ſhould never be given to ſuch greedy perſons ; 
for as ſparing ina private perſon is commendable, being done withour hurt 
toanother; even ſo the vertue of liberality is due to him that 1s publiquely 
imployed : as alſo he ought to have ſplendor in his carriage , and nor to 
give evill example to others his inferiours , if once he be honoured with 
command in leading of others. I muſtthen againe condemne this kinde of 
avarice, that makes men for booty abandon their Colours and their duet y, 
they being the cauſe oftimes of the overthrow of their worthy Camerades 
ſtanding to fight, when they were employed in making of booty, for which 
many time , they are contemned , and their money taken from them by the 
multitude, with diſgrace and danger of their lives : for though ſomerimes 
they make booty, they have not the fortune to enjoy ir one quarter of an 
_—_ , thanking God to be rid of it with their lives, though not with their 
credits, 

It is the duety of valiant Commanders , and of braye Souldiers, when 
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ever fire cntreth into a City , ſtrength or Leager , ſuddenly with their 
Armes torepaire to their Colours, leſt at ſuch times, the enemy being 
neerchand ſhould be ready to take advantage : but here the baſcr ſort of 
Soutdiers , neither for obedience to his Majeſtics command, nor for love 
of their Officers , nor of their owne credits, would ſtirre to artcnd their 
Colours , though the enemy had ſhewed himſelfe to purſue the Ciry. 
Herealſo, the enemy was to blame, tor leaving proviſion ard Amuni- 
tion behinde them, whoſe duety it was rather to deſtroy it by fire or water, 
then to leave it ro their encmies, But we ſee, there is no coun{ell againſt 
the Lord invented by man, able to worke,| bleſſed be his name for 


evcr, 


The ninth Dutie diſcharged of the intaking of 
Laudsbcrg on the Were |by ac- 
cord, 


Oder well beſet, under the command of Generall Major Leſly, who 
had diretion to ſce the fortifications; repaired , as likewite, 
Generall Banmey was left to command over the Army , his Majeſty having 
taken two and twenty hundred commanded musketiers , eight hundred 
horſemen, rwelye pecce of Cannon great and ſmall, with Amunition 
anſwerable, with ſpades, ſhovels, and axes, where the Colonell of the 
Artillery called Leonard Richardſon , was commanded to goe with them for 
to attend his charge : As alſo Colonell Hepbeurne was commanded to leade 
the party , and I was ſent as Lievetenant Colonell, to ſecond him in this 
employment. Colonel] Hepbarne having viewed the party , and taken no- 
tice that all things were in good order, commanded the party to march, 
having had a blacke-{mith, that dwel't at ZLandiberg, for our guide, we 
continued our march , the firſt day , being come within foure miles of the 
Towne,” we quartered at a paſſe on the high way , and the next morning 
breaking up , we marched forwards, tillon the way , our fore.troopes did 
meete with a Regiment of Crabbats , where, after long skirmiſh and lofſe 
ſuſtained by both the parties, inth'end, the Colonel! that Icd the Cyabbats 
being deadly wounded, retired to the Towne, caſting off all bridges be. 
hinde them, which hindered us fora day. | 
Theeightof Aprill, we lay downe before a. skonce royall, built on a 
firong paſſe, betwixt us and the Towne. This skonce well fortified was 
well provided of Cannon, It had allo awide Graffe of running water, and 
a draw-bridge, which was taken up at our coming , and then they diſchar- 
ged their Cannon 01 us;, where at firſt there were Led ſome fix Souldiers : 
the night drawing on, our watches ſet forth , I'was appointed by his Ma. 
zeſty ro be Captaine of the watch, being ordained to 'overſce the making of 
the Batteries: As alſo I was commanded to ſer forwards our workes, both 
for intrenching, and for running ourlines of approachto the skonce, where- 
[EIS I OUNS , Wave the hole gan T\weg ever of wy fects, but 
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T HE fifth of Aprill 1631. his Majeſty having left Francford on the 
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from one part toanorher, having had furdry Alaruns, chough nor of con- 
Unuance. 

His Majeſtic having taken quarters in the neereſt Dorpe, he left two Ruc- 
ters to attend on me, that if the cr emy ſhould fall our againſt us, incontinent 
one of th-m might be fent to acquaint Ins Majeſtic, who having reſted for 
that nigh!, coming betore day to viſt the workes, a: d finding tnem not ſo 
farre advanced as he did expect, be falls a chiding of me, :otwithſtanding of 
my di'igence uſed the whole nigbr, in kceping the Soldiers (till at woke, 
with the ſmall number of matcrialls we had to worke with. But no cxcule, 
though true, would mitigate his paſſion, till he had firſt conſiiered on the cir- 
cumſtarces, and then he was forry he had offended me without reaſon, 
But b1s cuſtome was fo, that he was worſe to be pleaſed in this kinde, than in 
any other his Commands, being ever impatient, when workes were Bot ad- 
vanced oO his minde, and the truth 1s, our Country Souldicrs cannot endure 
to works li'ze the Darch, neither wh.n they have taken paines, can they 
worke ſo formally as others, 

Our batteries being readi- againſt the morning, rhe whole day our Can- 
non played on the Skonce to faſt, as they could be charged, bur' to no pur- 
poſc, the earthen wall being ſo thicke and ſo well ſet together, that they 
{corned us and our Cannon borh. 

His Majeſtic ſecing nothing to be effcRuated this way, reſolved to try a 
ſecond way, by the adviſe of the Black-ſmith, that knew all the paſſages ro- 
wards the Towne, notwithſtanding that the whole land on that ſide was co- 
vered over with water : This Black-fmith adviſed his Majeſtic, to caule a 
Float-bridze to be made, and then ferting over the watcr, he would lead us 
through ſha'low paſſes, wh:re we might come behinde the Skonce, cutting 
off their paſſage from the Towne, and then the Skonce wanting reliefe might 
be ours« | 

According tothis plot, his Majeſtie commanded Lievetenant Colonell 
Dowbatle, with two hundred and fiftie Dragoniers for foote,and me with two 
hundred and fiftic Musketiers to follow the Black-ſmith, and to ſurprize the 
enemies Guard, which being done by us, we were commanded to make the 
place good, till Coloncll Hephurne with a thouſand Musketiers ſhould be 
ſent after to ſecond us, Dowbatle and I having fortunately ſurprized the 
Guard, makivg them retireto the Towne, leaving the Skonce in our power z 
Colonell Hepbarneb-ing advanced towards the Skonce,tooke itin on accord, 
and the Souldiers were made to take {crvice, and their Officers made pri- 
ſoners. 

In this time Dowbatle his Dragoniers having followed the enemy with hor 


Skirmiſh within ſhot oftheir walles, his powder being ſpent, defired I ſhould ' 


f.l! on andrelieve him and his, as I did, continuing the (ervice till we made 
the enemy retire over a bridgethat was hard by the Towne, ſo that I was for- 
ced, for our owne ſatetics, having loſt divers Souldiers, that were killed with 
the Cannon, to divide my Souldiers, making the halte of thern to coſt Þp a 
running Trench, while-as the reſt were hot skirmiſhing'with the enemy be- 
ing in danger of bo h Cannon and Musket, bur my Souldicrs once getting in 
the ground, w- fortified our ſelves againſt their Cannon,and re(olycd incaſe 
of rheir out falling, to maintaite the grotmd we bad formerly wonne, with 
th: Iofle of our bloud, having loft in one halte houre above thirtic Souldiers, 
whexcot fix were killed with the Cannon, 2%

Thc enemy finding the Skonce was loſt, and us 1o farrc advanced on the 
Rrongeſt fide : Feltmarſhall Herve with bis Forces marching on the other 
fide that was weakeſt, they prelently did ſend a| Drummer on our {ide to 
parle for quarters, whom I received, and being hood-wink't, he was ſent 
with a Convoy to his Majcſtie, who condeicended ro the Treatic, and 
pledges bciug delivered, the Treatic went on; the Accord ſubſcribed, his 
Ma jcſtie came and thanked Dowbazle and us, for our good ſervice, where large 

romiſcs were made unto us of reward, and to Colonell Hepburneallſo, for 
taki gin of the Skonce. | 

The cncmy being ſtrong in the Towne, and above rivice our ſtrength, his 
Majeſtic reſolved to ſend to Francferd for more Forces, both oi horſe and 
foote, to come to him before' the enemy was ſuffered to march out of the 
Towne, to whom conditions were granted to tranſport foure pieces of Ord- 
nance, and the Souldiers to march out with tull Armes, bagge and baggage, 
with Drummes beating, and flying Co.ours, and a Convoy of Horſemen to- 
wards Glogve. £4 

His Majeſtic having bcſet the Garriſon, as ſoone as they marched out, ha. 
ving ſcene their ſtrength, we were aſhamed of their carriage, being the eldeſt 
Troopes, and the choice, by report, of the whole Impcria'l Armie, who 
cowardly did give over ſuch a ſtrong Towne, being without neceflitic, and 
in hope of relicte. | | 

One of my Captaines called Dumaize, having contracted a feaver here be. 
fore Lansberg, being removed to Francford died there, and being buried, my 
Lievertenant David Monro was preferred to be Captaine of his Company, 
and Enſigne Burton was made Licvetenant, and B»lliox his brother having ta- | 
ken his paſſe, my Sergeant Andrew Roſſe was made Enfigne to Captaine D4- 
vid, and William Bruntficld was preferred to be my Lievetenant, and Monge 
Gray Enfſigne. G | | 

” This Towne bcing taken, both Pomeres and the Markes of Brandenburg 
wereclecered of the Empertaliis, being ſent up unto Szleſpa. 

The next Sabbath, his Majeſtic, that was evcr ready to reward good fer- 
vants for veitue, he cauſed to make our guide the Black-ſmith ( being a tour 
fcllow and a craftic ) Burgo-maſter of the Towne, who did get from his Ma» 
jeſtic two hundred Duckets befides. | 

His Majeſtic 68 the Sabbath day in the afternoone ſuffered the principall 
Officers of his Armie ( ſuch as Generall Baxer, and Lievctenant Generall 
Bawtts, and divers others )-to make merry, though his Majcſtie did drinke 
none himſelfe, tor his cuſtome was never to drinke much, but very ſeldome, 
. and upon very rare conſiderations, where ſure he had ſome other plot to ct- 
feCtuatc, that concerned his advancement, and the/wealc of his State,

and therefore it was that bis Majeſtic did uſe the oreater diligence abd celeririe 
1n obtaining of it, with as great honour and repuration,as could be imagined, 
in rel pect of : he equalit:e of ftrongth betwixt us and cur encmies : As alto 
12 confidcratian of the fiwation of the place, being on the one ſide fortified 
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His Towne of Lezſberg being a Frontier | Gartiſon lying neare the 
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| 8 by nature, yet beyond nature and probabilitic of reaſo:1, This ſtrong Garri- 
ſon was forced to yceld to Geſfavws, who was Mars his Minion,and Fortunes G 
Fayourite, or rather their Maſter, as we ſce by his frequem ViRories obtai- ; 
ned againſt his cnemics, who, though ſtrongeſt, are made to ſubmit ro the 
weakeſt partie, where we may ſee, that as induſtry is fruittull, ſo there is a 
kinde of a good Angell, as it were waiting ever upon diligence, carrying a 
Lawrell in his hand, tocrowne hcr. And theretote it was, that they ſaid of 
old, that Fortune ſhould not be prayd unto, but with hands in motion, 
which made this valiant Kiog love cyer to be bufied in vertues exerciſe, be- 
fitting a Generall, that carried a minde as this Invincib)e King did, while he 
lived, ill riſing to bleſſedneſſe and contentation, 

It is commonly ſeene,that thoſe who feare leaſt are commonly overcome, 
as became of Francford on the Oey, and this Towne alſo: and though vito- 
ry we {ce be from God, yet to overcome an enemy, the courage atd $kill of 
Commanders is very requifit and neceſſary. And where good military dil= þ; 
cipline is obſerved, as was done here, there confidence doth ariſc, ye. | 
ding us, we can doe what we pleaſe. Ofthis opi:.ion was our Leader, and 
our Armie never doubted of their owne valour, nor of their Leaders good 
Condu&, which made our Victories the caſter to be gotten, 

Here alſo we ſce the goodnefſle of intelligence, tor had his Majcſtienor 
gatten the Black-ſmith, or ſome other like unto him, to have beene intclli- 

encer and guide to winne through the ſhallow Trinkets he led us, to the 
Damme upon the head of their Watch, who were ſurprized; hardly could 
we have overcome this Towne, on ſuch a ſudden, for without this good of 
intelligence, which is ſo neceſſary, and of ſo great a moment in watres, no. 
thing,or very little can be effkeQuated in unknowne places. For good Intelli- 
gencers are {orequiſit in an Armie, that no meanes ought to beſpared on 
them, providing they be ttuſtie : for one deſigne or ſccact of our enemies 
well knowne, may bring all the reſt we defire to a wiſhed end, or atleaſt, pre. 
ſerve us and ours from danger. This Black-ſmith, that was our guide in lea- 
ding us towards our enemy, at our firſt on-going on {crvice,the enemy play- 
ing hard with Muskets, nevertheleſſe he went on without feare, under-ra- 
king alike danger with our ſclyes,but finding in time of hot ſervice ſome fal- 
ling beſides hum, onr powder being a little wet, and not giving ſo good re- 
port as the enemies dig, he then ſaid, he would returne to his Majeſtie, and 
ſend us better powder,yet I thinke,though here there did appeare ſome lacke 
of conſtant reſolution in him, that time, exerciſc, and frequency of danger 
would make him a brave fcllow, being of a ſtrong and a good able body, 
but in my opinion, the ſtouteſt of men, till they be a little acquainted with 
the furious noiſc of the Cannon, will naturally feare and ſtoopeart the firſt. 

Likewiſe his Majeſtic was to be commended tor his diligence by nighe 
and by day, in ſetting forwards his workes ; for he was ever out of patience, 
till once they were done, that he might ſee his Souldiers ſgeured and guarded 
from their enemies ; for when he was weakeſt, he digged moſt in the ground; 
for in one yeare what at Swede, Francford, Landsberg, Brandenburg, Yerbam, 

T annermonde, Wutdnbere, and Wirtzbure, he cauſed his Souldiers to worke 
more for nothing, than the States of Holland could get wrought in three * 
99-47; though they ſhould beſtow every yeare a Tunne of gold : and this 

e did, not onely to ſecure his Souldicrs from the enemy, but alſo to ketpe 
them from idlcnefſe, VVhen they were _ employed on ſervice, they were 
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kept by good diſcipline inawe and obedience, and that with as great mode- 
ration, love and difcretion as could be. | 

And his Majeſtic knew well, that our Nation was of that nature, that they 
could take to heart the auſtere carriage of their Commanders, were they ne- 
ver ſo good. For while as ſomerimes, through his Majeſties impariencie, he 
would cauſe to impriſon ſome of our Country-men, without ſolicitation, 
his Majeſtic was ever the firſt did minde their. liberties ; for he knew their 
ſtomacks were ſo great, that they would burſt or ſtarve in priſon, before they 
would acknowledge an crrour commirted againft their Maſter,excepr ic were 
of negligence, . | | 

Moreover, nothing can more diſcourage a Citie, Fort, or Strength, thar 
is beleaguered, than when they ſee their ſecrets diſcovered,and their paſſages 
from reliefe cut off; as it was {cene of thoſe that yeelded up the Skonce tos 
Sir 7ohn Hepburne, being contented to come in the Colonells mercy, ſeeing 


themſelves barred from all reliete, 


Likewiſe the dutic of Leaders, that lead men onſervice, ought to be limi- 
ted with diſcretion, and not to advance further than with conveniency they 
may retire againe, if need be, leſt by too farre advancing, they not onely in- 
danger themſclyes, but alſo ingage others, for their relictes,to indanger all : 
and a fault committed in this kinde, through too much forwardnefſe, merits 
a harder cenſure, than remiſſeneſſe with dilcretion, ſeeing inthe latter, a man 
iS but cenſured alone, but committ e former crrour, heloſeth himſclfe 
and others. 09% BY | 4s 
 Herealſo we found by expericnce,that the ſpade and the ſhovell are ever 
g00d companions indanger, without which, we had loſt the greateſt pare of 
our followers. Therefore in all occaſions of ſervice, a little advantage of 
eround is eyer profitable againſt horſe, foote, or Cannon. And for this it 
was, that the beſt Commanders made ever moſt uſc of the ſpade and the 
ſhoyell, and that in ſuch ground as was found moſt commodious for their 
ſaferies. | 

We ſee alſo here his Majeſties difpoſition in entertaining his Officers 
Lindly after viRory, cſtecming them not as ſervants, but as companions in 
his mirth, as a wiſe Maſter ought and ſhould doe to thoſe he findes obedient 
to his Commandements, incouraging them another time to undergoe any 
ſervice or danger for his ſake, that was ſo kinde and familiar with them, 
joyning their hearts as well with his love, as with his bountie ; for he knew 
well nothing was more able to bring victory next under God, than good 
Commanders : As alſo his Majeftie knew, that to be courteous unto his Ofe 
ficers was the way to triumph over his encmies. 
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The tenth Datie diſcharged of our March to Berlin , 
and from thence to Spandavy , and 
backe to Botlave. 


E br eighteenth of Aprill 163x. the enemy being marched out of 


Lanasburg towards Glogs, his Majeſtic having beſct Zandsburg with 


a Guriſon, we marched backe to Fraxcford on the Oder, where my 
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there were Ambaſſadours going mutually betwixt his Majeſtie and the 
Duke of Brandenburg : ar laſt having condelcended on ſome points, his Ma- 
jeftie brake up with the Armiec, and marched towards Berlin, and -wcre quar- 
tered by the way ata paſſe called Paxcs, being one of the Duke of Brandexn- 
burgs hunting houſes, and from thence we marched to Berlin, where his Ma- 
jeſtie was Royally entertained by the Duke, and that his Majeſtie mighr 
thinke he was welcome, after the feaſt the Caſtle of Spandaw was delivercd in 
his Majcſtie cuſtodic, where incontinent Colonell Axelliily, with foure hun- 
dred Swedes were Icft in Garriſon, being a ſtrength one of the faſteſt in 
Germanie, fortified well with Foſlecs and Counterſharpes of free ſtone, and 
an earthen wall above, having one hundred and fiftic picces of Cannon on 
it, and Armes for twentie thouſand foote and horſe, with Amunition an- 
ſwerable z Provided alſo ſufficiently with ſtore of vicualls for an Armie of 
ten thouſand men for along ſpace : and though the Garriſon were Swedes, 
they were ſworne to obey the Duke ; and his Majeſtic was obliged by his 
Royall word paſt to the Duke, to reſtore it againe when cver the Duke de- 
ſired to have 1t, if the Duke of Saxony ſhould not joyne with his Majeſtic a= 


gainſt the Emperour. 


Thethird day after the agreement, the whole Armie brake up,and marched 


to another paſle, three miles from Spandaw, called Spotsdamme, where we lay 
not intrencht the ſpace of ten dayes, till his Majeſties Ambaſſadours were 
returned from the Duke of Saxon, with an anſwer, that the Duke would not 
affiſt his Majcſtic for the relicfe of Madebarg, neither yet would the Duke 
grant to his Majeſtic free paſſage through his Country, which was the loſſe 
of many poore ſoules within Madebarg, being cut oft by the cryeltic of Gene- 
rall Tillies Armie, having ſurprized the Toivne that was-never taken before, 
ſparing neither man, woman,nor childe,bur putting all alike cruelly todeath, 
and in the end, the Towne was burnt downe, which was occaſioned by the 
breach of the Dukes promiſe, in not aſſiſting his Majeſtic of Sweden, being'on 
his march to relieve it. S , 

His M1jeſtie not aſſured of the Duke of Brandenburg behinde him, our 
Armie turning faces about, we marched backe tO'Spandaw, and lay downe in 
the Flelds in order of Battaile, where we remained certaine dayes, till ſuch 
time as it bchoved his Majeſtic, for keeping of his Royall word, to reſtore 
backe to the Duke the Caſtle of Spandaw, and his Majeſtics Garriſon being 
brought out, it was manned againe by the Dukes Forces. 

The caftle reſtored, his Majeſty was fo incenſed againſt the Duke, though 
his owne brother in law, that he ſware to take in Berlin, which was the 
Dukes refidence; as alſo he was reſolved to take the Duke priſoner, except 
he would joyne in confederacy with hims without the Duke of Saxon; 
whereupon our Army did breake up, and marched towards Berlin in hoſtile 
manner, and lying downe before it, the Duke not able to reſiſt, entred in 
a Treaty with his Majeſty, and to move his Majeſty the more , the Dut- 
cheſle and her mother witha traine of Great Ladies, came ro-the fields to 
entertaine his Majeſty , with offering in the Dukes name all due reſpeR to 
his Majeſty., and promiſing all things ſhould be done by the Duke , what 
his Majeſty would deſire. To which his Majeſty anſwered merrily,that if the 
Duke would not end with him friendly before night, he would ſend the Dut- 
chelle and all the Ladies priſoners to Sweden, and the Duke ſhould _— 
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did reſt us with the Armie till the twenty-ninth of April, during which time, +» 
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Incontinent the treaty begun the Duke getting ſhort time to reſolve, 
was {orced to end with his Majeſty, and to joyne 1g confederacie with him, 
offenlive and defenſive, againſt the Emperour , and that without the Sax- 
ons conſent: and in the treaty it was concluded ,| the Duke ſhould give a 
greac ſupply of men, monies and Artillery to his Majeſty, tor the advance- 
iog of the warres , belides the ordinary inquartering of his Majcſties Ar- 
my ; and the paiments of the monethly contribution, out of the Dukes 
lands was alſo agreed upon, and Commiſhoners were appointed, for the 
ingathering of the firſt reatmes contribution : during which colleRion, his 
M ajeſties Army was laid in quarters to refreſh them , till his Majeſty ſhould 
retire from Statzw, being gone thither to give preſence to the Reſs1an Am- 
baſſadour, and his Majeſty being returned from Szat;n the twenty ninth of 
Tune he quartered in my quarters in Barwow , where we had orders given us 
to be in readineſſe to march to old Brapdenbarg on the firſt of Iuly. 

The tenth Obſervation. 
H firſt he had forced their enemies to give groynd, being made to 
leave behind them Pomeren Maclenbure , andthe three markes of 


I S Majefty could never be aſſured- of the Princes friendſhip, till 
Brandenbare , without any Emperiall Garriſon, except one was left in Grip- 


ſwald , but (o loone as the Duke of Brandenburg did'fee the enemy retiring, 


and his Majeſty prevailing, he then-begun to enter in treaty , and to give 
his Majeſty aſſurance of his Ioyall friendſhip , by ſubſcribing of certaine 


*Articles condeſcended upon betwixt them, at Barlcene in Tune 1637. 


On this march, though ſhort, we had many variable reſolutions and 
changes , which were cauſed by the changable accidents happening in the 


courle of this warre , which made his Mafeſties reſolutions to vary, as the 


time changed, ſometimes through feare of his ſtrong encmy , ſometimes 
by ſuſpeRing the Princes , who werealſo affrighted and feared, being aſto- 
niſhed in their mindes , they were not able to diſcerne what was moſt pro- 
firable for them, ſo that their doubting ayd feare ſuffered them not to ha» 
zard any notablething, in aſſiſting bis Majeſty againſt their common encmyz 
bur ſtill lingred to joyne with his Majeſty, expeRing the enemy would 
prevaile, and then they would joyne with the Maſter of the fields, as ordi- 
narily is done over all Dwutchlandin all degrees, from the higheſt to the low. 
G R ay wagge as the buſh doth refolving ever to quir their beſt friends in 
adqvcruty. 5 

Here we ſeethe inconſtancy of the Dukes friendſbip, that will not be 
friends as wcll in adverſity, asin proſperity : for when fortune favours us; 


all the world would ſeme to laugh on us;but when we are but once kik'tin the 


heele with any malignant chance of misfortune, then our ſuppoſed friends 
fly from us , ata farrediſtance, while they ſee us like to be rofled by the 
Tempeſt of adyetfity. Butas ſoone as they ſce the Tempeſt over-paſt, and 
fortune beginning to ſmile onus againe, then begin they(as the Princes did) 
ro returne , and todefire to be made partakers of our good fortunes, though 
they had no minde to taſte of the bitter cup of bis Majeſties adverſity , but 
once {ceing the ſweete commodity ofthe peace, which they, their country 
and ſubje&ts did reape by his Majeſties valour (with the hazard of his per- 
ſon, andthe lives of many Cayalicrs who followed him ) then their cne- 

mics 
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mies being farre removed from them, they defire his Majeſty {or their 
Admirall, to attend when he makes faile, having [cene he did-valiantly ride 
out the ſtorme, promiling againe when his ſailes were full, ro bide by him. 
and to follow him till death ſhould ſunder them. But it they hatl bin gene- 
' rouſly minded, they had imbraced the danger, and taken part with bis Ma- 
jeſty when honour was to be gor, in the middeſt of greateſt danger , {ince 
common danger doth conjoyne the coldeſt friends, togoc together againſt 
their common enemics, Likewiſe here we may fee and obſerve a Royall 
King moſt loyall in keeping his Princgly Parole and promiſe to the Duke his 
brother, in rendring backe Spaydeaw, thoughto his diſadvantage, keeping 
his covenant, albeit he ſhould loſe thereby , reaching,by his owne example, 
all Cavaliers to keepe their word, though given to their enemies. For his 
Majeſty knew well, chat nothing was to be thought more unworthy in a 
Prince or common-weale, then to breake word or promile.; tor of all ver- 
rues ina Prince truth is the chizfeſt, which once being loſt returnes not 
againe, 

> His Majeſty taking to heart, that the Duke had ſo peremptorily ſought 
the reſtitution of this ſtrength, his Majcſty being free of his word, and his 
Garriſon march't forth, he incontinent marched to Ber/ix, and got both the 
Duke and the City into his power, in interchange of the Caſtle of Spandaw, 
which then his Majeſty knew how to get againe, as he did {ſhortly atter. 
Where we may ſce, there is no Oratory of ſuch torce to gaii.e both men 
and women, as a ftrong well conducted Army, as this was. 

Here alſo we may fee, whatevill oftimes doth happen by cunRation, 
or delayes, as doth witneſſe the overthrow and ruine of Madeburg , the 
Citizens whereof, intheir proſperity , would rot ſuffera Souldier to enter 
imo their houſes, butmade them build: Hurts and Tents along the wall, 
which wall, for their pride,was alike brought low with the ground, where 
before their death for their pride they were puniſhed with fire and 1word, ſo 
that they having diſdained Souldicrs, they were by the enemies Souldiers 
juſtly rewarded, being denied of mercy in their greateſt extremity, and 
the houſes, they ſo much eſteemed of, cannot this day be ſecne, what for 
houſes they were, and his Majeſty his wiſdome is commendable, who ſe- 
ing Madeburg loſt , the enemy ſtrong, the Dukes wavering , contrary to 
his mindeand cuſtome , his Majcſty retired with his Army backe to Spen- 
dew, and from thence to Berlin, making himſelfe ſure of the one, though 
not of the other, leaping the Dike where he found it weakeſt, and miſſing 
co catch a gooſe, hethought it ſure to catch the goſelings , though he was 
his good brother, he did looke to his owne ſtanding , fearing Generall 
Tlie and the Saxon might joyne together, not being farre different in con- 
ditions, co make his retreat ſure, his Majeſty did beſet Spandaw againe with 
a Swedens Garriſon, 

At this time a great number of Heamburgh marchants , amongſt which 
were ſome Emeliſh, going by the Army with great packes , were ſeized up- 
on, and their goods taken from them, whereof his Majeſty being made 
foreſeene, orders were given, thatthe whole packs, under paine of death, 
ſhould be brought to his Majeſty, as they were, our Army being very 
hungry, and almoſt brought to diſcontent, for lacke of monies, his Ma- 


jeſty ina faire way, was content to reſtore the Hamburgers goods, provi- 
ding the marchants amongſt them would advance upon Band and ſurety, to 
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his Majeſty two hundred thouſand Do!ers ,to give ſome contentment to his 
hungry Army which the Marchants condefcended unto & advanced the mo. 
ny,wherof the Engliſh advanced no part:Neverthcleſle they had favor ſhewed 
untothe,in the reſtitution of their goods, bythe requeſt of the Cayaliers (who 
intercceded for them to his Majeſty) their country-men both Scors & Engliſh, 

This kinde of favour ſhowne to Matrchants by Souldiers occurres not of. 
ten: for ſometimes the Souldiers (the worſt fort of them) meaſured the 
packes belonging to. the Marchants with the long cell, and if this ſort of 
dealing ſhould but only happen tothe churliſh Marchant, . it were the leſfſe 
to beregarded ; but honeſt Souldiers ſhould beever honeſt in their dealings 
towards the rancke Mcrchants , that have worth and diſcretion to reſpect 
Cavaliers being in neede,and common Souldiers alſo, as I have knowne by 
experience ſome wonhy Engliſh Marchants to have done worthily , in rclic- 
viog the neceſſities of the common Souldiers of their country-mcn, and 
therefore in my cſteeme, ot all Nations, for their charity , they doe beſt 
merit the name of gentlemen Marchants. 

We ſcealſo here, that notwithſtanding of the termes his Majeſty did 
ſtand unto with the Duke of Saxo», and with |Tillie, who might have 
come to have madea viſit in Brandenburg his lands, where our Army were 
laid in quarters : Neverthelefſe, his Majeſty was not afraid tolcave his Ar- 
my, and to returne to Statzn to give preſence to the Ruſsian Ambaſſacour, 
and to diſpatch him ; being alike ready to Governe the affaires of the ſtate, 
as he was to fight againſt hisenemies , he ſtaied not long ,” but having re. 
colleed his forces, that were come from Sweden, Spruce and Scotland, 
giving them orders to march to old Brandenburg, his Majeſty getting intel. 
ligence Tide was gone from Heſſen , he then begunito mate the beſt uſe of 
rhe time,

Barnoe, and we did breake up, having got|orders to march to old 

Brandenburg , being appointed then for the Generall Randevouz of 
our Army to come together at, This Bree is a [Towne in the Marke of 
Brandenburg , renowned of old, for brewing of [good beere , which du- 
ring our reſidence there with the Swedes, we did merrily try, till that we 
had both quarrelling and ſwaggering amongſt our [ſelves, who before our 
departure againe were made good friends, reſerving our enmity, till we 
ſaw our common enemy., and ſo we marched together following our or- 
ders towards old Zrandenburg, taking but eafie marches, being withour 
feare of an enemy,and bcing ticd tono particular diet, we tooke quarters, 
where we found the beſt entertaimment to be , cicher in Dorpe or 


T HE firſtofTuly , the Swedeasof Axeliily his Regiment , that lay in

Notwithſtanding our eafie march and good quarters, there were ſome 


under both the Regiments unworthy the name of good Souldicrs , who in 
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their march leaving their Colours, and ſtaying behinde did plunder, and 
oppreſſe the Boores, for remedy whereof, the Souldicrs being complaincd 
on, accuſed and convicted, they were made, torpuniſhment to ſuffer Gat- 
lop, where they were well whip't for their infolency, 

- Likewife on this march , ſome of our Souldiers in their rancks, their 
Colours flying , did beate oneanother ,. for which over-fighr I did caſhiere 
a Sergeant, after I had cut him over the head, for fuffering ſuch abule ro 
have beene done in his preſence, where ſuch infurreRtion, amongſt Soul- 
giers being in their armes , might have brought the whole Regiment into 
fations, where I alone was too weake, for all my authority, to command 
them aſunder . And therefore ſuch faults ought ever to be ſuppreſſed at 
firſt, andto be ftilled by any Officer,that chancethto be neereſt him,who did 
L1ve the farſt evill example. 

Having marched three dayes, the fourth we arrived at Brandenburg, the 
Peſt raging in extremity of the heate in the City , 'we were commanded to 
quarterwithout in the fields,” and preſently there was a certaine quantity of 
the workes aboutthe Leaguer appointed for us, within foure dayes to com- 
plete and make ready : during which-time, Robert Monro Furer to Cap- 
taine HeZor his Colours, dicd of the Peſt , and was much regrated, being 
a youth of good hopes. 

Herealſodid dye of the plague , Segeant Robert cMonro,Culherags ſonne, 
and Andrew Monro was executed at Statin, for having, contrary to his Ma- 
jeſties Articles and diſcipline of warre , beaten a Burger inthe night with 
in his owne houſe, for whoſe life there was much ſolicitation mace by the 
Putcheſle of Pomeren , and ſundry noble Ladies, bur all in vaine, yet to be 
lamented, fincedivers times before he had given proofe of his valour, eſpe- 
cially ar the ſiege of Traleſonnd in his Majeſties ſervice of Denmerke, where 
he was made lame of the lefrarme, who being young was well bred by his 
Parents at home , and abroad in Fravce, though it was his misfortune to 
have ſuffered anexamplary death,forſuch an over-fight commirted through 
ſudden paſſion, being Summum jw , inreſpedt thatthe party had forgiven 
the faulr, but the Governour, being a churliſh Swede, would not remit the 
fatisfaion due to his Majeſty and juſtice. 


The eleventh Obſervation. 


HIS Regiment in nine yeeres time, under his Majeſty of Den- 
| marke, and in Dutich.land,had ever good lucke to get good quarters, 
| where they did get much good wine, and great quantity of good 
beere , beginning firſt with Hamberg beere in Holſter ,' and after that in Den- 
markethcy had plenty of Reftecke becre , and now at Berne, and thercafter 
they taſted the good Calvinrſts beere ar Serbeft, and our march continuing 
out of low Germany, towards the upper Circles of the Empire,as in Franconta, 
Swabland, Elſas and the Paltz, they were oft merry with the fruits and 
Juice of the beſt berries that grew in thoſe Circles, for tro my knowledge, 
they never (uffered either penury or want, I being the Leader, but oftimes 
I did complaine and grieve at their plenty , ſeeing they were betrer to be 
commanded, when they dranke water, then when they got too much 
beere or wine, But my choice of all beeres is SerbeFey beere , being the 


wholſomeſt forthe body , and cleereſt from all filth or barme, as —_ Re. 
jo igion 
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ligion is beſt for the ſoule, and cleereſt from the dregs of ſuperſtition, 

Being once ar dinner with the Rex Chancellor of Sweden, having drunke 
good Seebeſter beere, he asked me what I thought of that becre; I anſwered 
it pleaſed my taſte well , he replied merrily, no wonder itraſte well to your 
palat, being itis the good beere of your ill religion, I asked his Excellence 
how the good wine on the Rhine would taſte at Aſeriz, being the good 
wine ofa worſe religion; he anſwered, he liked the wine and the beere ber. 
ter than both the ">. nxt But I faid, to be his Excellence neighbour, 
neare Hertz in the Paltz , at Crewtſenach, I would be content ro keepe 
mine owne Religion, and to driake good Rhunſh wine for my life 
time, 

Nothing is more neceſſary on a march, then to keepe good diſcipline, 
without which there is no order,qor feare of God among Officers, that wilt 
ſuffer their Spuldicrs to grinde the faces of the poore by oppreſſion, from 
whence ofiimes doth come the unfortunat, and unhappy events of warlike 
enterpriſes and expeditions : for where the feare of God is taken away,there 
the common-weale muſt ncedes decay , and then the ruine of the people 
doth follow. 

Likewiſe we ſec here, that all that come to the warres , (as many foo- 
liſh men doethinke) are not killed, but ſome dic, through one kinde of 
death , and ſome by another ; ſo that we ought ever be preparedand ready, 
not knowing how , when, or where to die. Happy then is that man, that is 
prepared to die, as it he ſhould die to morrow ; for many have ſcene rife 
well inthe morning(the time of theſe warres)who went not to bed at nighr. 
Our care then ſhould be ſtill, ro meditate on the end , that it may be gogd, 
and then doubtleſſe we ſhall die well. | 

The infection being great at thistime, 1n a9 rei I contrafted a ſo- 
daine fit of ſfickneſſe, that was vehement, and therefore did not continge 
above forty cight houres : It was ſoychement, |thatif I had nor ſuddenly 
overcome it, doubtleſle it had overcome me, but praiſed be God, then 
I baniſhed death by imagination, as I did divers |times before, yer ar laft, 
I know he will haye about with me, but my confidence is, that by the helpe 
of the Conqueror I will overcome him in-th'end, as my Captaine and Lea- 
derhath done, who is gone before me, and openeda Dore to me to enter 
at, where I may fing Triumphing over my enemies , with thoſe that follow 
the Lambe in the Communion of the Saints bleſſed for ever.

N themiddeſt of Iuly our Army did breake up from Brawdenburg, and 

marched towards Ratenoveh , the Emperialiſts having leftir, being mar- 

ched rowards Tengermonnd, his Majeſty advanced with the commanded 

Musketiers, anda ſtrong party ofhorſe , who|having ſet through the Rt-

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Colonell was taken priſoner, and then atter Colonell Dowvatle with bis _ 
Dragonicrs did take in by ſurprize allo Tangermenrd, before his Majeſty © 
was come with the party, and being come, immeCiatly he cauicd to It 

over the River a ſhip-bridge , which was tortified Lefore the entry, over 
which our foote Army did paſle , and our horſe with the Cannon, A- 
munition and baggage, did wade through the River , where never one was 

ſcenc to paſle with Cannon before, fo that withou: impediment our Can- 

non and baggage for the moſt part, came ſa'cly through, but thoſe wag- 

gons that were lighteſt, being loaden with Beores traſh , asit came lightly, 1 

it went lightly with the ſtreame. Er merito. 

The Emperialiſts at Car/eben,hcaring we had crofſed the Eve, tooke them 
to their flight, to provide bertimes for their winter quarters ; 1YVo/merfiat alſo 
was taken by a weake party of our horlemen, having heard our Army had 
croſſed the River ofthe E/ve, ſuch a feare came among tl:em,that they never 
looked behinde them, but ſtill fled, directing Poaſt upon Poaft to Generall 
Tillieto retire backe from Durine, being minded unto Heſſen, who reccj- 
ving newes of his Majeſties croffing the E/ve, he rurning faces about, with 
his whole Army continued hisexpedition backward to finde us at Werber, 
before we could be intrenched, as he thought, | 

But where he did but march with his Army ia the day time, we with ſpades 
and ſhovells, wrought our ſelves nightand day inthe ground, ſo that, before 
his coming, we had put our ſelves out of danger of his Carnon, 

Generall Bannier, with the reſt of our Army coming after us, tooke in 
Hagleberg inhis way, and beſct it with a ſtrong Garriſon, where Generall 
Major Xazz did command, to whom was conjoyned my cozen Fowles his 
Regiment, after he had taken the Caſtle of Bee in Macleburgh in his march, , 
with his owne Regiment alone, where they made good booty, but their * 
Souldicrs got but ſleight quarters, as Baznier did give atthe intaking of this + , 
Towncand Caſtle/ot Hagleberg. 


The twelfth Obſervation, 


T this time I did remarke the great, wonderfull, rare and extraordi- 
nagy mercy of God towards our Leaderche Kings Majeſty, and his 
Royalllittle Army, which,before our removing from old Branden- 
burg, was much infeted with the plague of Peftilence, to that we knew not 
the {icke from the whole : for of our Regiment alone, there died in one 
weeke, above thirty Souldiers, and being but removed fix days, at our 
downe-lying at Werben,we ſcarce knew there was any infe&tion amonglt us, 
{o that in a moneths time, we were miraculouſly rid of it,and for mine owne 
part, I neither know, nor can conjecture any reaſon for it (cheitely being in 
the Cogge dayes, and in a Leaguer) but the Lords mercy rowards his Maje- 
ity an his Army, being art this time; :farre inferiour in ſtrength to our 
ENEMIES, 
| Many examples and teſtimonies of Gods favour towards his Majeſty I 
did obſcrye on this march © forſuch rertor was put in their hearts, by his 
Majcſties vitory obtained at Francford and Lansberg, that they fled, where 
once they did heare of our coming, being perſwadcd and informed by their 


conſciences, that, if his Majeſty were victorious , they ſhould gee no befter 
G g ; quarters 
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quartcrs,thcn were given by them at Madebarg,which made them quit ſftrorg 
G rriſoas, before they would attend or abide thedanger, 

Wherefore we may pl1nly conclude, thit they doe not merit the name 
of Souldiers, nor, yet the title of couragious Coma':ders,thar did ſuccumbe 
betore they (aw or feltthe dinte of their enemies valour, Fie then on fuch 
Commanders ! If :hey were ot my friends, I would allow them a Pinne 
higher on the Gallowes, then is allowed for common offences : for ſuch 
Cullions that quit places tor feare, not ſeeing their enemies, are unworthy 
the name of Souldiers ; but I thinke they were too 11ch, and coniequently, 
they grcw too tecble. | | 

Lixewiſe here I did rejoyce, and was glad, when I did obſcrre that it is 
nor, ror was not peculiar to any ſtill to have overcome, or to be vitorious: 
the Einperizliſts, I know by experience, and ſo did the Regiment I com- 
mand, had theirrime of the viory againſt the King of De-marke (where 
I did learne to niake a retreate) but now being come under another Leader, 
there Fortune began to change and to retire from us, we learning under the 
invincible GuF#awes, to advance orderly, never'falling off, but ever keeping 
f:ces to our enemy, a brave leflon learned from a brave Commandcr, So 
that we ſee here, victory keepes no conſtant dwelling, bei::g now here, now 
there, yet we {ce, that it is beſt kepr with counſel] and vertue, neither can T 
thinke , but fortune, andcharce hatha great hand in ir, for it is a greatcr 
matter :0 uſe yiRtory well, then toovercome, and all vitors h:vean in- 
ſariable deſire of their proſperous fortune, neycr appointing an end to their 
deſires; And nothing brings viRory more, next unto God, then good 
Commanders , wherc of King Guſtav the invincible had many. EET 

Here alſo at tie intaking of Hagleberg, Generall Banmey did well in 
Siving the Sou!diers 'ome liberty of booty : to the end they mighr prove 
the more reſolute another time , for Souldiers will not refule ro undergoe 
any hazard , when they ſee their Officers willing to reward tl. em with hoe.

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The thirteenth Duty diſcharzed at our Rog v + 
all Leaguer of Werben | on the 54 
Elvc againſt Generall Tillio 
bis Army. 


Bout the middeſt of Iuly 1631 his Majeſties forces being come to- 
A gcrher of Horſeand Foote, hedid reſglveto fer downe his Leaguer 

at Werbes on the Eve, wherethe River of the Haggle enters inco it, 
and ſpying a parcell of ground, the moſt commodious that could be had, 
for ſnuarion, and aire, having firſt the commodity of tranſportation by water, 
on the Riv. r of the Haggle running into the Ehve at the Leaguer, whereon 
all proviſions could bc brought for maintaining of his Army; He had alſo 
= whole country on the other fide of the-El/ve, bchinde him as his 

riends. | 


This Lcaguer lay along the fide of the River ona plaine meadow, being 
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uarded by the River on one fide, andthe foreſide was guarded by a long car- 
then Dike, which of old was made to hold off the River from the Land, 
which Dike his Majcſtic made uſe of, dividing it by Skonces and Redoubts, 
which defended one another with Flanckering,having Batterics and Cannon 
ſet within them, alongſt the whole Leagucr : he did alſo fer over the River 
a Ship- bridge, for his Retreate inneede, as alſo for bringing commodiouſly 
of provifion and ſuccours, from the Country, and Garrifons on the other 
fide, as Haglebere, Rateno, Perleberg, and others. 

In like manner his M1jeſtie did fortifie the Towne of Werben for his M4- 
gazin, bcing cloſe ro the Leaguer, with workes abour ir, which defended the 
Leaguer, and the Le2guer-workes were made to d.tend the Towne alſo, 
ſo that they could rclieve one attother being in moſt Jiftreſle, and both the 
Towne-w-ll and Leaguer-wall, were ſo thickeand firme o! old carth, taced 
up with new, that no Cartow could enter inco it. The Bulwarkes on which 
the Batteries were made for the Cannon, wereallio very ſtrong and formally 
built, and they flanckered one another, ſo that none could fnde but folly 1n 
pr ſing to enter by ſtorme , And berwixt the flanckerens were lett yoides, 
for letting Troopes of Worle in and our,with flawght Bommes before them, 
where ſtrong guards were kept for detending the paſlage. | 

A donthe one fide of this Leaguer were planted above oge hundred and 
fifrie pieces of Cannon, great and ſmall, befidesthoſc that were planted on 
the Towne workes , = our whole Horſemen were quartered within the 
Leaguer. BP 

The manner we were ordained to watch this Leaguer, cvcry Briggad of 
- foote had ſuch a portion of the Leaguer appointed'for them to watch and 
maintaine by fight, in caſc of a ſtorme, which part rhcy had fortified them- 
ſelves, and Briggads of horſe were ordained to attend particularly on a foote 
Briggad,to ſecond them,ifthat the encmy, at a ftorme, ſhould beate the foot 
backe from their Poaſts, then the horſe Briggad was ready to charge, till the 
faote might be recollected by the diligence and: valour of their Officers : 
for beſides the watch ordinary on the Poaſts, the whole Briggads of toote 
ſtood in readineſle at all Alarums bchinde the guard, and the horſe Briggads 
did ſtand in Battaile bchinde them. Likewiſe wichour the Leaguer, thcre 
were ſquadrons of our horſemen to ſtand in readineſſe at one cnd, that while 
as the enemies foote ſhould march on to the ſtorme, our horſemen. mighc 
charge through to the end of the Lerguer, where they were ro be received 
againe within the Leaguer,being hardly followed, ſo that the judicious Rea» 
der can eaſily judge, what a difhicultie it was to ſtorme (uch a Leagver. 

Being thus provided to welcome our enemy, his Majeftic hearing of his 
enemies neere approach with a ſtrong Armie, his Majcltic did reſolve like 
a wiſe Gencrall rotry his encmies courage in the Field, before they ſhould 
come neare to diſcourage his little Armie, And thereforc his Majeſtie com- 
manded out a ſtrong partie of two thouſand Mvsketicrs, and a thouſand 
horſe, which partic he did lead himſclfe, and finding by his in:cliigence 
Tillies Armic were advaticed lo farre, as to Wolmerſtat, his Majcſtie Ame 
omnia, called in unto the Leagner all the Garrifons, which were withour on 
that fide of the River, whereon the c emy did march, and gettirg good in. 
telligence of the enemies fore. Troopes, being foure R: gimens vt horle, 
the beſt of Tlies Armie( viz, ) Colonell Harmeſteans his Regiment of Cu- 


rakkers, Mounte Cucules Regiment, Hoiks Regiment of C uraffiers, and Cor- 
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ramino his Regiment, which were all about fortic rwo Cornets of Curaſſiers, 

being quartered belide Tangermonde,nort knowing how ncere they were come 

unto the valiant Guffaves, that, though a King, would not ſtand on a Ccre- 

mony, to make the firſt viſit unto ſuch valourous Cavaliers of their worths, 

and to make his Majeſtics viſit the more gracetull ( though leſle acceptable 

well I wot ) he did ſend the Rhine-grave and Colonell Colenbagh, with five 

hundred Dragoniers, and their owne two Regiments of horle,to ſalute them 

at their quarter in his Majeſties name, honouting them firſt with a Salvy of 
Muskets, teſt they ſhould thinke it difcourteſie, to have come unto them 

without ſerding betore, which being miſ-raken by the enemy, the skirmiſh 
went on, Coloncll Harmeftean was killed, Holkeand Corcnell Corramine fled, 
ſo thar the cnemics forc-Troopes were driven to contuſion, having loſt 

twenty-nine Corners, the Troopes whereof were dcteated and ruined, fo 
that our Horſemen did make good boorie, having gotten horſes, and a great 
deale of riches. The cncmy in this Conflit did lole above a thouſand men, 
and his Majeſtics loſſe was great alſo, having loſt his owne ſiſters ſonne, 
the young Rinegrave, being killed on his firſt exployt, being the ſeventeenth 
of Iuly , the Cavaliers death was much regrated by his Majeſtic and the 
wholc Armic, but the exployt ended his Majeſtic did retire towards the 
Leaguer, having left fome Officers and Horſemen, that had followed in the 
flight Geucrall Tilly, and Colonell Holke, dogging them to their a1 ag 
where both hardly cſcaped untaken, The Swegeas diſappointed of their 0n- 
ſlaughtr, retired af-erhis Ka jcſtieto their Leaguer, and having put a terror in 
the enemies Armie, by this defeat, he did get|foure dayes longer continua- 
tion, to put all things in good Order againſt their coming ; during which 
time, the enemy-was buſicd in recolleRing of his ſcactered Troopes, and in 
putting bis Armic in good Order, forgetting of his revenge. 

His Majeſtic as ſoone as he came backe, did fend 1ncontinent Orders to all 
the chiefe Officers of the Armic, to come inſtantly ro his Tent, where being 
come, he asked their advice, whether it were beſt, the enemy being ftrong, 
timely to retire overthe Elve, or that he ſhould |bide their coming before the 
Leaguer, and finding no man to anſwer him, all turning it over upon him- 
ſclfe, being wiſe, knowing that Counſell would beallowcd of by a King, but 
according, to cvcnt ; But his Majeſtic perceiving their intentions, he reſolved 
to abid- the enemies coming, what ever might follow, and inſtantly he gave 
all Officers and Commanders of Briggads charge to ſeetheir workes accom- 
pliſhed, and finiſhed, for if the enemy would ſtay but three dayes, he would 
be no more afraid of him, than if he were 1n the _—_ Iſland could be 
imagined, being he was affured, Go p would fight for him, and with him, 
and beſides, he knew he had as good Commanders and Souldiers of horſe 
and foote, as Tilly was able to bring againſt him, and which was more, he 
could get his Armie longer and better entertained than Tlly could get,ſeeing 
he had the Country to enemy, which was his Majeſtics friend. | 

This rc{olution being taken, his Majeſtie went to viſit the Leaguer, being 
accompanicd with the Hargueſſe of Hamilton, come then from Britaine, 
withan Armie of fix thouſand foore, as complete as could be defired to be 
ſeene for perſonages of men, in complete Arines, being well araide, and 
furniſhed of Artillery, and of all things fitting for the adorning of an Ar- 
mic, his Majeſtic being cxceeding glad of ſuchatimely ſupply, he did moſt 


heartily welcome the Margueſſe, by entertaining him with gracefull counte- 
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nance and reſpect, in giving him tuch emtertainement as the time could af. 
foord, and in the interim, his Majeſtie went along with his Exc/ence, to let 
him ſee the fortifications and preparations he had made againſt Tr{jes com- 
ming, which being to neare, made his Majeſtic after ſome Tonfiderable dif. 
courſes had withthe Margqueſſe concerning his Armic, wherein his Ma jcſtie 
declared he was ſorry the Marqueſſe with his Armie werearrived inſuch parts 
of the Country, that was ruined, and not able to cntertaine his Excellence, 
and his Armie with bread, much lefle to be furniſhed with neceſſaries conyes 
nient for them, or with ſuch as his Majeftie would willingly beſtow on 
them, if the Country, or his power wete ablc to furniſh ir, Other private 
diſcourſes they had together, concerning the ſcrvice, that the Marqueſſs with 
his Armie was to be imployed on : And his Excellence having received his 
Majeſties inſtructions, being both preſſed by ſhortneſle of time, his Excellence 
was graciouſly diſmiſſed, ro returne to his Armie, then being come upon 
the 0decr, being then the moſt ruined part within the Empire, by rcaion both 
the Armies had laine there abovyea yeare betore ; which cauſed that Summer 
both famine and plague, the {mart whercof his Exce/ence Armiec ſuffered at 
their firſt coming, where they died of the plague above two hundreth a 
weeke, ſo that it was impoſſible for them ro ſubliſt long, and the plague was 
ſorife, that his Excellence (ervants and family, were not free. Neverthclcfle, 
none can ſay, but for the well and furtherance of the good caule, they did ar. 
riveina good time, having diverted from his Majeſtic a great part of the c- 
nemics forces towards Sileſia, being more afraid of their coming, than of an 
Armietwice ſtronger, and the diverſion thus made, was a great furtherance 
to the joyning ofhis Majeſtic with the Duke of Saxon, and conſequently of 
his Majcſtics advancement in Datchland, and of his vitory obtained againſt 
his encmies ar Zeipſigh ; for nothing doth more croſle the defignes of a migh- 
tic enemy, than to heare a forraigne ſupply of valiant men to come to his c. 
nemy, which no doubt, would force to alter his former Defignes, which 
once altered unadviſedly in haſte, might marre the happie event of his for. 


mer Concluſions. 
Likewiſc,his Excellence being diſmiſſed, the Landerave of Heſſen, and Duke 


Barnardof Wymar, did come unto his Majeſtie, wich the offer of their ſervice, 
(knowing his Majcſtie had gotten a ſupply to his Armie out of Britaine, 
which did encourage them, and the moſt part of the Townes of the foure up- 

r Circles of the Empire, to offer tojoyne with his Majeſtie in confederacy, 
nfs ſcene the appearance of the ftrong partic his Majeſtie could make, 
being aſſured of the friendſhip and concurrence of great Britaine ) they were 
both graciouſly accepted of, and ſo much the more, that they were the firſt 
did hazard with a private Convoy tocome to his Majeſtic through their enc- 
mics; for which his Majeſtic did thanke them, who the next day were dil- 
patched to returne, for advancceing of the cauſe in doing his Majeſtic good 
ſervice, by colleRing of more forces, as they did ſooneafter, 

They being gone, the twenty-two of 7#ly Generall T:{ly, with his mightie 
Armie, did preſent himſelfe before eur Leaguer, about two of the clocke in 
the after-noone, and begun to ſalute us with thirty-two picces of great Ord- 
nance of their carriage , diſcharging through and through our Leaguer, 
till he madc us to draw to-our Armes, and ſtand in Battaile, horſe and foote, 
under the walles, which did ſhelter us from his Cannon, where we ftood till 


night, looking for his on-falling, requiting and honouring him now and 
Gg3 then 
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then with interchange of Cannoa-Bullers, till it begun to grow darke, that 
he retired his Cannon to the body of his Armic, having lyen all night ia Bat- 
taile, without being intrencht, though ſtrongly fortihed without him, with 
ſtroog Guards, both of horſe and foote, having his Crabbars and Dragoniers 
w1thout them againe, 

His Majcſtic having commanded out ſtrong Horle-guards to watch with- 
out the Leaguer, I was commanded,as leaſt warthy of a thouſand, that night 
ro watch witkour the Leaguer, with five hundred commanded Musketiers, 
which were 0:d2iacd to lye in readinefle, betwixtrhe encmies Armie and the 
Leagucr, almoſt a Caanon-ſhoc trom our workes, getting orders from his 
Maj-ſtic hicnſelfe, how T ſhould keepe good watch, and howto behave my 
ſeltc, in c 1 of the ene nics purſue, and being come the length of the ground 
appointed for me to wa:ci1 0.:, having conloljdated the body of my Muſ- 
kciiers inthe [afeſt ground I could finde for them to ſtand on, their Armes 
reſted, and in readineſſe» Firſt-I caulc@Þ ſet out my Perd#es without my other 
Cen:ries, not truſting the giving of an Alarum altogether to our horte Cen- 
tric's, and then to the end the enemy might notſurprize us being flecping, 

-] oraained the balfe of our Musketicrs to ſtand for two houres in rcadiuefle, 
cill the Centries were relicved, and then I ſuffer.d the other halfe.rto reſt 
them, ſo long as the other did before and thus orderly wee paſt over the 
nights watch, having had ſundry naughtie Alarums in the night without 
continnance., Our dutie was to be the more ſtrict, having receivea command 
of his Majcſtie, not to quit_that ground} except the enemy by greatneſle of 
ſtrength, would beare me from it, and then I ſhould retire orderly skirmiſh- 
ing with the enemy, ouy faces to them ſtill, and our Armes, giving fire on 
them till we came under our walles, ſo that, by that meanes the Leagucr 
would ger tine to be inreadineſfleto receive them. 

By :hc breake of day, friend to yalour and courage, the enemies Horſe- 
guards begua to skirmiſh with ours, who being ſtronger, made our Horſe- 
men to give ground, the Commander of the Watch ſent to me for a ſupply 
of fiftie Musketiers, which I accordingly did ſend, with a Lievetenanr, 
giving him charge how to behave himſelfe, who having a little skirmiſhed 
with the «ncmics Dragoniers and Horſemen, was made to give ground alſo, 
and having command. d out a Caprtaine with fiftie Musketicrs more, he was 
allo repulied, I wondring at their carriage, advanced to recognoſce the 
bounds they were on, and [py ing an advantage of ground, I rooke our a hun- 
dred Musketiers, giving a Captaine charge to remaine by the remnant of 
my Musketiers, and putting a hedge betwixt us and the enemy, we advanced 
till we were ineven line withrhem, and then giving a Salve amongſt them, 
incontinent we made the enemy retire, ſo that our Horſemen did advance to 
their former ſtations: His Majeſtic having heard the ſervice, ordaincd the 
Armie ſhould be i rcadinefſe, and coming forth from the Leaguer, accome 
panicd with Gencrall L:everenant Bawtiiſh, and Baron Tyve/l, where his Ma« 
jeſtic begun to enquire of me, how all paſſed, which according ly I related, 
Bur though *is Majeſtic was pleaſed. yct he checked me for leaving of the 
Reſerve to another, when I went on ſervice, which I contcflſe was more ſud- 
denly dons than wiſcly, andever after, I promiſed to his Majcſtic,toavoide 


Ris Vajcſtic nr corrinert, fincethey had tryed his guards, he would alſo 


try 42 Croft, wit tor Othceis and Souldiers they did command,and —_ 
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effe&t, his Majeſtic {cnt Orders torhe Leaguer to command out c1oht hundred 
- Horlemen of Hagepelis, and athouland Musketicrs, with tourc tmall Ficld- 
icces of Cannon, with the five hundred Musketiers I commanded on thc 
Poſte, which all being ſet in order, his Majeſtie directed the Coloncll of his 
Lecfe Regiment Here Tyvelt toleade on the foote towards a Dorpe, thatlay 
ncerc the enemies Armie, and his Majcſtie with Generall Licvetenant Baw- 
t;ſh commanded the Horle, taking the Cannon alo'g with them, and com. 
ming neatc the enemics Guards, conſiſting of a thouland Curraflicrs, having 
iven fire with the Cannon amongſt them, they charged furiouſly with the 
Horſe in middeſt of the enemy, and putting them in dilorder, they cut them 
downe from their Horſes as they retired at the ſpurres, buing ſtill tollowed 
unto the body of their Armic : And our Musketiers falling up alike, diſchar- 
ging amongſt them, the enemy ar firſt in great feare was almoſt put in confu- 
{10n, the moſt part of their Horſemen. being abroad on Forrage, thcir Guards 
did ſtand to their Armes, till the. Armie was drawne in Battaile, and their 
Horſe ſpanned, or put before their Cannon, during which time our Soul- 
dicrs continued in giving fire amongſt them, till his Majeſtic did give orders 
for our Retrcate, which we ſoftly made, giving now and then faccs abour, 
Skirmiſhing with Cannon and Mu>ket, and then retiring againe orderly, 
bcing orefled thereto by their Cannon, giving fire after us, and their a 
men calling up ours inour Reare, till at laſt we being retired the length of 
my Poite, our Cannon being able to reach them, they were made to make a 
Itand,and I was ordained with my Musketiers to remain on our former Poſte, 
his Majeſtic and the reſt of the partie being retired within the Leaguer, In- 
continent from our Batteries, our Cannon did play againe within the Lea- 
guer, which continued the whole day, doing great hurt on both ſides, where 
the whole time, I with my partie, did lie on our Poſte, as betwixrt the De- 
vill andthe deepe Sea, tor ſometimes our owne Cannon would light ſhort, 
and graſe over us, and lo did the enemies alſo, where we bad three ſhort with 
the-Cannon, till I direted an Officer ro our, owne Batrerics, acquainting 
them wichfour hurt, and deſiring they ſhould ſtell or plant their C:n1on 
higher,. In the motning alſo we loſt on the skirmiſh, thirtcene Souldiers, 
belides thoſe were hurt, Theday thus paſt, I was relieved at night, and the 
next morning, before day, Generall 7:4y made a ſhew of on: falli!:g on our 
Leaguer, by making all bis Trumpets to found, and his Drummes to beate, 
making a great noiſe, we being prepared to receive them. The morning be- 
ing darke,with a c!oudy miſt, {0 that nonecould fee, the enemy being retired 
with his Army, haying broke up, at night,be marched towards Tawgermonde, 
and the day being clcared up, his Majeſtic with a ſtrong partie went forth to 
drive up their Reare, with fix ſmall pieces of Ordnance, even to the body of 
their maine Armie, which conſiſted then of twenty-ſix thouſand men; while 
as we were not inthe Leaguer, agd at Hagleberg, twelve thouſand men, toote 
and horſe, till afterwards that the Felemarſhall G»//avas Horne did come from 
the der towards Ratens, With foure thouſand complete Souldicrs, and Gene- 
rall T#/ly having lycn ſome few dayes'at/Tangermonar, luficring daily loffes 
by his Majeſties parties; at length,through ſcarcitie of vicualls, he was for- 
ced to march unto Hall, and in the Sex#s Country, being made weaker by 
{ix thouſand men than he came downe, haviog had to doe with the Invinci- 
ble Guf«vwxs, who ſtill did out-ſhoot him out of his owne Bowe, having had

ing commodious for tranſportation of victualls unto his Armic, 
without being in danger of his enemies. In like manner we ſee his 

Majeſties wiſedome in making his triends ture bchinde him ( viz.) the Duke 

of Brandenburg, the Dukes of Pomeren and Machlenbure, from whence his 

victualls and |is ſupplies muſt needs come, and as his Leaguer was com= 
modious for turniſhing the Armie, fo it was commodioufly fituated for de- 
fencc againſt the encmy, the one halfe, or backe, being aaturally defen- 
ded by the courle of the water running by ; and onthe other fide, it was de- 
tended by the Towne, and by the helpe of the old Dike, which cafily was 

fortihcd, 4 

His Majcſtjes wiſedome alſo was ſcene, by keeping of his Sonldiers ſtil! 
in Action, never ſuffering them to be idle ( as a wiſe Generall ought todoe) 
forcither they were imployed on marches, or lying ftill, in working, or in 
hghring by partics, or in grofle, as occaſion offered : For this Generall knew 
well, that he was but the carrion of a man, and not a man, that did live idle, 
having inaliving body buta dead minde, 

H. Here alſo I did remarke and obſerve, Homo bomini quid imeret: for we 
finde a great diffexence berwixt his Majeſties welcoming ot Tilly to Werben, 
and the Felt-marſhall Twifenbacke his welcome| made to his Majeſtie before 
Francford on the Oder , who never did preſent himſelfein the Ficlds, though 
almoſt as ſtrong as we were: but here we finde the contrary, that notwith- 
ſtanding of Tiles ſtrength, being twenty-ſix thouſand men, Gaffavws was not 
afraid to have invaded his fore-Troopes with a|weake partic, and did defeate 
them ; ſhewing unto us the difference berwixt Commanders, by his owne 
valourous example,incouraging his little Armie beforethe cnewics coming; 
he would not firſt mecte his enemy with an Army, but having ſtrengthened 
his Leaguer with Baniers Forces, and called in his weake Garriſons from 
danger, and then taking all viQualls out of his enemies 'way, bringing it 
within his Leagucr, he then armed with courageand reſolution, adventures 
to Rancounter his enemy witha partie, and having tryed them to their loſſe, 
he retired againe with credit, preparing bis Leaguer, being ſtrongly beſer 
with men, Amunition and viaualls, he was not afraid te be taken unawares, 
as the French were within Philipſburg, not being 'ptovided-to oppoſe their 
encmies, for their floath they were cruelly murthered. Teaching others, 
by their examples, not totruſt too much in- ſecuritie,: be the place never ſo 
ſtrong, if they be lefe unto themſelves, and grow careleſſe, they muſt needs 
{ſuffer under the Tyranny of their enemies, - re 

Likewiſe his Majeſtic, not truſting to hiffowne wiſedome, he did call his 
chiefe Officers ro Counlell, asking them, what was to be done ( as wiſe 
Commanders ought to doc ) and finding them all by filence to relie on his 
Majeſties will, giving Orders for all things that were to be done before their 
coming, he reſolved to ſtand to it, being trucly couragions, as he did not ad- 
venture raſhly, without asking bis Officers advice, knowing once their reſo- 
lution agreeablc ro his owne, he was not inconfiderately afraid of his enc- 
mies ſtrength, though mightie and ſtrong,neither was he unprovided againſt 


their coming, 
His 


H S Majeſtic wiſely made choice of a fit place for his Leaguer, bc- 
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His Majeſtics dexteritie of Command is {cence here, by the order of his 
diſciplinz, in giving good orders for watching : Firſt he divide] the Poſtes, 
and appointed what tootmen or Briggad ſhould watch on the feverall Poſts, * 
as they were ſeverally fortzfied by themſelves, ro the end, no man might 
blame their orvne worke, for inſufficiency to hold out the enemy. As alſo he 
appointed [everall Briggads of horſe to ſecond the Poſtes {cyerally, every 
one knowing where to repaire in time of ſervice : As alſo he did inſtru them 
of the manner they were to fight, in refiſting the enemies entry: As alſo in 
caſe of their entry, he did inſtru&t both foote and horſe, how and in whar 
manner they ſhould be repulſed againe, promiſing, according to his wonted 
Cultome, to be a Companion both of their travells and dangers, and that he 
ſhould never leave them, till firft they ſhould quit him, and that he would 
promiſe as he was a Royall King. 

A worthy ſaying of a worthy King and Generall, whoſe prudence and 
wiſedome in Command, was .ever an{werable to the dignitic of his maje- 27, 
ſticke per(2n, that ought, and ſhould be endued with infinite vertues, fince in- 
finice were thoſe things he had to foreſce, and which are reedfull fora man 
of his place. Infinite chances, and altogether divers, every moment were {ct 
before him, in ſo much, that Argos Eyes were too few for him, not onely inre- 
ſpe of the weight of his Command, bur alſo in reſpect of the witand pru- 

ence which was requiſit for him, 

All other commands belonging toa Souldier are ſo inferiour to this of a 
Generall, chat almoſt they are nothing in reſpet of this, who/amongſt 0. 
thers his great gifcs, he muſt know ſeverly ro command,and ſoftly to beare 
with others. As alſo, he muſt learne patiently to give place to others con- 
tumacy, and he muſt not onely be powerfull ro ſtrengthen for his owne af- 
faires, butalſo hemuſt weaken his enemies, and chiefely, he muſt make 
warre by policy, withour giving battell, or travelf (as this wiſe Generall did 
deale twice with old Tile) who was forced after a long march, having 
but viſited him, and ſcene his orders, to retire againe, with the loſſe of many 
men, without any detriment orhurtat all ro his Majeſties owne litle Army, 
which h: kepteyer to the beſt, by preſerving them from their enemies, and 
by ſupplying of them, as they became weake, ſo that their weakneſle could 
never be truly diſccrned. Who would notthen admire the wiſdome and fore- 
ſight of this Generall, in preſerving this little Army, at this time, for a ſe- 
cond fitter occaſion £ Whoever then was ſo worthy of the honourable ticle 
ofa Generallas he 2 For though he had bin no King , he was a brave ware 
xiour, and which is motc, a ” man, magnificent, wiſe, juſt, meeke, indy- 
ed with learning, and the gift of tongues, and as he had ftrength of body, 
and a manlike ſtaturez he had alſo the ornaments of the minde, fitting a 
brave Cotumander : he knew how to dally, and weary an Army led by ſuch 
an old Generall as Tiliewas : for though he did vaunt, he had beaten two 
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able to doe it, | | 

To conclude then this my obſervation, when God is with us, all things 
ſucceede well unto us, as did with this fortunate King Guſfavas, whol knew 
did feare Go4, and I perſwade my felfe , by hisexample, and after him, 
by the example of another Guffavas, Felc-marſhall Horpe ( who truly feared 
God in his calling without pride or oftentation) many , others under them 
following their examples (though Souldiers) did the like. Therefore no 
wonder, thatthey and thoſe who followed them, were happy in their cn- 
terpriſes, having had ſuch Leaders : for that is moſt ſure and infallible, 
where moſt fearc of God is, and true piety, there is moſt happineſſe; and 
this piety is enough to ſave Princes. And on the contrary , withouther, 
Armies candoe nothing, Horſe or ſtrength of man, gold or money can doe 
nothing. Let us then following the example of this King, who was Godly, 
ſcck to the King of Kings forhis Kingdome,& the righteouſnefle thereof, & 
then ſurely all other things will goe well with us,as it did with our Maſter 


and Leader.

Colonell Cagge to breake up from Haggleberg , with his Regiment , and 
wich Colonell Menro of Fowles his Regiment, for to joyne both with the 
Army, ontheir march (which continued orderly to the*Randezvouz ap- 
po-nted to meete with the Felt.marſhall being within foure miles of Wittew- 
bere , where wedidcome together, and immcdiatly che Felt-marſhall did 
pur the Army in good order of Battell , horſe foote and Artillery ; 
The baggage allo was placed and directed to march a part from the 
Army. 

O. Sunday the twenty eight of Auguſt 163r. we continue our march 
towards Wiuterberg , where a'mile from the Towne we rejoyced atthe tighe 
of ou; Maſter and Leader, Guſfavusthe invincible, who with ihe parry did 
joync withus, and immediarly he tooke the paines to bring that Royall 
Army in order of Battaile , where on rhe ſudden, his Majeſties dex:eruy m 
command gid appeare to the great contentment of the whole Army, and 
ma:chin3 a while in Battell order, having halted neere the part, where our 
].cagucr was appointed to be, we were commanded to incampe for that 
right on the ficld,, as we ſtood in Battell. The next morning, the Leaguer 
beg divided infſeverall quarters, andour Quarter-maſters, and Furriers, 
{.viig madetbeir right deſignation of every Regiments quarter, and having 
-1vided their quarters proportionally amongſt the companies, they. being 
r-ady, every Briggad whole quarters were firſt defign'd, marched unto the 
L-aguer , poſſeſſing themſelves with their Quarters, they begun orderly to 
place their Colours and their watch; then every particular Camer:dihip 
dil ftrive, who could beſt providethemſelves of conyenicnt lodgings,where

ſturre from his Leaguerat Werbez, till firſt he was made certaine 
by good intelligence, of his enemies defigne , counſell and reſo- 
lution, which bcing well knowne, his Majeſty then refolved, by preven- 
ting ot them, to make them unprofitable: and truly the diſcoverer of ſuch, 
plots and counſells ought to be well rewarded, ſeeing by. the diſcovery of 
our encmics defignes , we were made to refiſt dis intended evill againſt us, 
Happy therefore are thoſc intel}igences that come in time, and there ought 
to be no delay uſed, in taking that counſellthat cannot be praiſed, till the 
turne. be done, and things once deliberated ſhould be quickly done, and 
though he be a brave fellow , who doubts 1n adviſing, yet ig action he ought 
to be coufident, as Guſtavas was , getting intelligence of rhe enemies de- 
ſ1gnc with celeriry, he tooke his hortes and Dragoniers with him, and lea- 
ving his toote and Cannon, he advancedto the paſſe of Wittenberg, for to 
prevent Tlie , who was ſtriving to make the Duke turne Emperialiſt , bur 
Guit:vxs wiſely taking the ball at the right rebound, he did turne the Duke, 
by Gods providence, both ſoule and body good Swede, Where cleerely we 
muy fee the Lords powerfull hand and providencein this, as in all humane 
aftaires , ſuffcring things ſometimes to take delayes» Notwithſtanding of 
mans inſtant urging , the Lord deferrcs to his appointed ime, thatthe glo. 
ry may be given unto himſclfe alone, and not tomans wit or policy, For as 
the Rudder in a ſhip doth with a little motion , governe all the ſhip: even 
ſo, God the direQorand governour of the world, doth move the whole, 
himſelfe not turring. And as there is one God in the heavens, that governes 
all the frame of the earth : ſo the Lord hath his Subſtitutes on carth, whom 
he hath made above their tellowes in judgment, and herolike vertues, yer he 
himſclie-kcepes the Prerogative above them all in commanding them, to ler 
N. us ſee, thatalltheevent, and concluſions of Kings projets and intentions, 
be they never ſo powerfull, availe nothing to the furtherance of their inten. 
tions, till they firſt acknowledge them to come from the fountaine God, 
thar diſtributes them againe on his ſervants, when he pleaſeth, that they may 
learne to 2lorify him, and not their owne wit or policy, which is ſo much as 
nothing, till he conſent. This God then, the author and. doer of all things 
(and of this union and confederacy ) that erernall (I ſay) and provident God- 
head, that governes the motions ofthe Heavens, the ſtarres yiriable cour- 
ſes, the Elementary changes, all things above, and bencath the earth, ruling 
and governing, ſpreading, where he pleaſeth his light beames from his etcr- 
nity, and with a winke, piercing intoche Bowells of heaven, carth and ſea, 
he doth nor only goe before them, bur in them, ſeeing and knowing all, and 
governing them all, his will is ſo, that he converts our noiſomneſle unto 
health, and our finnes being il], heturnes them unto our good : that cternall 
Governour triumphs in the Chariot of his providence, and if willingly we - 
follow him, then freely,as his Souldiers, if unwillingly, we muſt follow 
him, as captives and ſervants. We ſeethen here by Gods providence, the

H I S Majeſty, like a wiſe and prudent Generall, we fee would not 
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It had beene good for Madebarg this union had \becne ſooner concluded, 
but the Lord would nct have it, ſeeing their puniſhments, by Generall 
Tillies Army (their {courge) was decreed long betore.

of Saxon, all things ſcaled and ſubſcribed, his Majeſtic gave Orders 

to breake up with the Armic, and tocrofle the Elve, over the bridge 
at Vitteuberg, for to joyne with the Dukes Armie z the orders were obcyed 
with great contentment,and entering into Saxonie,we quartered the firſt night 
not farre from D3zbey, the place appointed for our Randez-vouz'; the next 
morning we marched thither, and were drawne up inbattaile on the Fields, 
where in the after-naone the Dukes Armie arrived, being drawne up in bat- 
taile within Cannon ſhort of us, the whole Officers of our Armic, were come 
manded to be in regdineſſe on horſe-backe, to convey his Majeſtie for to 
welcome the Dukeand his Armie, which for pleaſing the eyc, was the moſt 
complete little Armie, for perſonages of men, comely ſtatures, well armed, 
and well arraide, that ever mine eyes did looke on, whoſe Officers did all 
looke, as it they were going in their beſt Apparell and Armes to be painted 3 


where nothing was deteRive the eye could behold. uy 
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This ſhew f.cne by his Majeftie and his Officers his Majeſtie returning ; 
the Duke with his followers did convey his Majeſtic to the fight of our Ar- 
mie, which being called to their Armes, having lyen over-night on a parcell 
ot plowd ground, they were ſo duſty, they looked out like Kiichin-ſervants, 
with their uncleancly Rags, within which were hidden couragtious hearrs, 
being old experimented blades, which for the moſt part, had overcome by 
cultome the toyleof warres, yet theſe Saxons gentry, intheir bravery, did 
judg. of us and outs, according to our out-fides, thinking but little of us , 
neverthelclſe, wethought not the worſe of our ſelves. The ceremony paſt, 
we were all remitted to take reſt for that night in our former quarters : the 
next morning, by breake of day, we were called up to march, where both our 
Armies were ordained to march on ſcverall ſtreets ; one Randezvouz being 
appointed for us at night, within a mile arda halfe of the enemies Armic; 
where being come to our Randezvouz by foure aclocke inthe after-noone, 
and draiyne up in bartaile z our guards drawne out to watch, were direced 
to their Poſtes, and then we reſting by our Armes, as we were 1n battailc, 
we ſlept lying where we ſtood, that in caſe of a Alarum, we were not to be 
found in diſorder, being ready to fight where we ſtood, 

Immediarely after the Armie was fetled in Quarters, newes was come to 
his Majeſtic in poſte, thatthe Caſtle of Lepfgh was given over by accord to 
theenemy : As alſo that Generall Tilly with a mightie and ſtrong Armie, 
was come a mile from Lerpeh, and was preparing for a Fight : which newcs 
did no waycs alter his Majeſties conftitenance, being reſolved before for the 
like, ro have ſought him to Fight. So:hatberng both willing, and ſoneare, 
it was eafic brinzi: g them rogether ; our baggage was appointcd to goe 
backe to Dber, our horſe and foote watches were ſtreygrhened, and we were 
in r-adineſſe, and rcfreflung firſt cur bodies with victualls, we flept till the

Having thus the night before meditated, 1 found a motion rejoycing my 
heart, in making mcc reſolute, to tight inthis Caule; being tied in dutie, not 
onely for my perſon, butalſo tied ro give Couniaile and direction, as the 
Lord did enable mce, by giving inſtruction, good hearrning , and good cx- 
ample to otters, who were bound to follow mee, as I was bound to follow 
my Maſter the King, ſeeing the Lord by his providence, had brought mee 
thither, with a number of my triends to follow,and obey him, as they were 
bound by oath to obey mee. And thenI thoughtwith my ſeltc, after I had 
awaked from {leepe, going on to march, that my life was much like a tale, 
and that we ſhould not care how long this life of ours ſhould laſt , bur thar 
wee ſhould bee carefull , how well our life ſhould bee acted : for it is no 
matter, where wee cnd, it wee end well; and we ſhould not aske, when, or 
where, but we ought to bee ever mindfull,, how wee are prepared going to 
fight, Nature did beget us miſerable, we live over-burthened with carcs, and 
like a lower, wce vaniſh ſoone away, and dye. Our hunting then here, and 
our care ſhould bee onely fora perpetuall good name to leave behind us, that 
{0 being abſent wee are'preſent, and being dead, wee live» 


S the Larke begunne to peeps, the ſeventh of September 46371. ha- 
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ving ſtood all night in battaile amilefrom Tiles Arrnie, in the mor- 


The ſixteenth Duty diſcharged on our Fight at 
Lejpligh, 
Ac" , the Trumpets ſaund to horſe, the Drummes calling to March, 
being at our Armes, and in readineſſe, having betore meditared in the :ighr, 
and reſolved with our Conſciences, we begunne the morning with offering 
our ſoules and bodies, as living Sacrifices unto God, with Conteſſon of 
our finnes, lifting up our hearts and hands to Heaven, we begged for recon- 
Ciliation in Chriſt, by our publique prayers, and (ecretfighes, and groancs , 
recommending our ſelves, the ſucceſle, and event of the day unto God, our 
Father 1n Chriſt , which done by us all, we marched forwards in Gods name 
alictle, and then halted againe , till thewhole Armije, both the Dukes, and 
Ours, were put in good Order : our Armie matching on the right hand, and 
the Dukes onthe lefr, our commanded Mugzketeres marching in the Yar. 
Guarde, being in one bodie beforethe Armic conſiſting of three Regiments, 
whercof two of Scotts, and one Dotch, all cMmketieres, led by three Scotts Co- 
lonels, men of valour and courage , fit for the Commaund concredited unto 
them, being made choice of, as men, that could fight Zxemplarieto others : 
(viz.) Sir James Ramſey,called the Blacke, Sir Joby Hamilton,and Robert Monys 
Baron of Fowles, wemarched thus,both the Armies in Battaile, Horſe, foote, 
and Artillerie, till about nine of the Clacke in the morning, wee halted halfe 
a mile diſtant from the Emperiall Armie , that were attending us in Batraile ; 
conliſting of fortie fourethouſand men, horſe, and foote , our Armic, conſi- 


ſting of thirtic thouſand men, whereof, towy judgement, His Majeſtics Ar- 
ee? IMC : 
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mie; were cizhtthouſand foote, and ſeven thouſand horlc, The Duke allo, 

would be eleven thouſand toote, and foure thouſand horſe ; having refreſhed 

our felves with vials, leaving our Coaches behind us. The whole Armie 

did ger grcene Branches on their heads ; and the word was given, God with 

us :a little ſhort ſpeech made by His Majeſtic, being in order of Battaile, we 
marched towards the enemie, who had taken the advantage of the ground, 
having placed his Armic ona place called Geds Acre ; where their Generall 
did make choice of the ground moſt adyantagious for his foote , Artillerie, 
and hor(cs ; he alſo did beſet the Derpes, that invironed the ground, which 
was I-frfor us, with Dragoniers and Crabbats : to incomber our wings by 
their evill Neighbourhood : yet, notwithſtanding of all the advantages hee 
had of Ground, Wind, and Sunne ; our wagnenimew King and Leader, 
under God, infcriour to no Generall we ever reade of, for wiſedome, cou- 
rage, dextcritic, and good Condu, he was not dejefted ; but with magna- 
nimitic, and Chriſtiaa reſoJution,having recommended himſeltc,his Armie, 
and ſucceſſe to God, the DireRor of men and Angells; able to give vigory 
with few againſt many, He ordered his Armic,and directed every ſupreame 
Officer of the Ficld, on their particular charge and ſtations committed unto 
them, for chat day : As alſo he acquainted them ſeverally, of the forme he 
was to fight unto, and he appointed Plottons of Musketiers,by fiftics, which 
were commanded by ſufficient Officers to attend on ſeverall Regiments of 
horſe, and he inſtructed the Officers how to behave themſelves in diſchar- 
ging thcir dutieson ſervice. Likewiſe he dirc&ted the Officers belonging to 
the Artillery, how tocarry themſclvos ; which orderly done, the comman- 
ded Musketiers were directed to their ſtand where to fight ; his Majeſtie then 
led up the foure Briggads of foote, which were appointed to be the Batraile 
of the Armic, with a diſtance betwixt every Briggad, that a Regiment of 


'horſe might march out in groſſe betwixtthe Briggads, all foure being in one 


fron, having their Ordnance planted before every Briggad, being fonre 
picces of great Cannon, and eight ſmall ; whereof, foure Rood before the 
Colours, thar were the Battaile of the Briggad, with Amunition and Con- 
ſtables to atrend them ; on the right hand Pikes, before the Colours were the 
other foure pieces of Cannon, with Amunition and Conſtables conforme ; 
and on the left wing of Pikes and Colours were placed the other foure 


' Pieces of Cannon, as we ſaid before.

Behinde theſe foure Briggads were drawne up the three Briggads of Ree 
ſerve, with their Artillery before them, ſtanding at a "21A nrtO diſtance 
belinde the other foure Briggads, with the like diſtance betwixt them, ag 
was betwixt the Briggads ofthe Battaile, 

The Briggads of horſe which had Plottons of Musketiers to attend them, 
were placed on the right and left wings of the foote, and ſome were placed 
betwixt the Battaile of foote and the Reſerve, to ſecond the foote as neede 
were ; other Briggads ofhorſe were drawne up behinde the Reſerve of the 
toore Briggads, h 

The Felt- marſhall Howe, Generall Banier, and Lievetenant Generall Baw- 
tiſh were commanded to over-ſce the Horſemen, his Majcſtie, the Baron 

Tyvell, and Grave Neles, were to command the Battaile of foote ; Sir Zames 

Ramſey, as eldeſt Colonell, had the command of rhe fore-Troopes, or com: 

manded Musketiers, and Sir 10h» Hepburyne, as cldeſt Colonell, commanded 

the three Briggads of Reſerve : Our Armie thus ordered, the Duke of 5 _ 
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ard his Fcltmarſhall Arnhem, having ordered their Armie ( whereof I was 
not partic.|larly inquiſitive of che manner ) they were ordained rodraw up 
on our left hand, and being both in one front thus ordered, we marched in 
Bactaile a little, and then halced againe, till his Majeſtie had commanded our 
ſome commanded Horſemen, on the wings of the Armie, a large diſtance 
from the body, to {coure the fields of the Crabbats, we marched againe in 
order of Battaile, with Trumpers ſounding, Drummes. beating, and Co- 
lours advanced and flying, till we came within reach of Cannon to our ene. 
mies Armie , then the .nagnifick and magnanimous Guſtave: the Invincible, 
leads up the Briggads of horſe one after another to their ground, with their 
Plotrons of ſhot to attend them : As alſo he led up the Briggads of foote one 
atrer another to their ground, during which time we were drawne np accor- 
ding to our former plor, the enemy was thundering amongft us, with the 
noiſe, and roaring whifling and flying of Cannon-Bullets ; where you may 
imagine the hurt was great ; the ſound of ſuch mutick being ſcarce worth the 
hearing, though marrciall I confeſſe, yet, if you can have ſo much patience, 
with farre lefle danger, to reade this dutie to an end, you ſhall finde the mu- 
ſicke well paide ; but with ſuch Coyne, thar the players would nor ſtay for a 
world toreccivethelaſt of it, being over-joycd in heir flying. | 

By twclyc of the Clock on wedneſday the ſeventh of September, 1n de- 
{pight of the fury of the enemies Cannon, and of his advantages taken, 
they were drawne up ineven front with the enemy, and then our Cannon 
begun to roare, great and ſmall, paying the enemy with the like coyne, 
which rhundering continued alike on borh fides for two houres and an halfe, 
during which time, our Batcailes of horſe and foote ſtood firme like a wall, 
the Cannon now and then making great breaches amongſt us, which was 
diligently looked unto, on all hands, by the diligence of Officers in filling 
up the voide parts, and in ſetting aſide of the wounded rowards Chirurgians, 
every Officer ſtanding firme, over-ſeeing their Commands in their owne ſta- 
tions, ſuccceding one another as occaſion offered, 

By halſc three, our Cannon alittle ceaſing, the Horſemenon both wings 
charged furiouſly one another, our Horſemen with a reſolution, abiding un- 
looſing a Piſtoll, till the enemy had diſcharged firſt, and then at aneere di- 
ſtance our Musketiers meeting them with a Salve; then our horſemen dil- 
charged their Piſtols, and then charged through them with ſwords , and at 
rheir returne che Musketiers were ready againe to give the ſecond Salve of 
Musket among(t them , the enemy thus valiantly refiſted by our Horſemen, 
and cruclly plagued by our Plottons of Musketiers; you may imagine, 
how ſoone he would be diſcouraged after charging twice in this manner, 
and repulſed. 

Our Horſemen of the right wing of Finnes and Haggapells, led by the 
valourous Felrmarſhall! Horne, finding the enemics Horſemen out of Order, 
with reſolution he charged the enemies lefe wing, forcing them to retiredif. 
orderly on their battailes of foote; which cauſed: diforder among the foote, 
who were forced then to fall to the right hand ; our Horſemen retiring, his 
Majeſtic ſecing the enemy in diſorder,phyed with Ordnance amongſt them, 
during which time, the torce of the enemies Bartailes falls on the Duke of 
Sax0n, Charging with Horſe firſt in the middeſt of the Battailes, and rhen 
the foote giving two Salves of Musket amongſt them, they were put to the 
Rout, horſe and togge,and the enemy following them cryed Yidoria,as _ 
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day had becne wonne, triumphing before the victory ; But our Horſemen 
charging the remnant of their horſe and foote, where their Generall ſtood 
they were made to retire in diſorder to the other hand towards Leipfigh , 
our Armie of foote ſtanding firme,not having looſed one Musket,the ſnoake 
being great, by the rifing of the duſt, for along time we were not able to ſee 
about us ; bur being cleared up, wedid ſee on the lefr hand of our reſerve 
rwo great Battailes of foote, which we imagined to have beene Saxons, that 
were forced to give ground ; having heard the fervice, though nor ſeene it, 
we found they were enemies, being agreat deale neererthan the Saxons were : 
His Majeſtic having ſeat Baron Tyve{lto know the certaintic,coming before 
our Briggad, I certified him they were encmics, and he returning towards 
his Majeſtic, vas ſhot dead , his Majeſtie coming by, gave direRion to Co. 
lonell Hepburn, to cauſe the Briggads on his right and left wing to wheele, 
and then ro charge the enemy, the Orders given, his Majeſtic retired, pro- 
miſing to bring mar unto us, 

The enemies Batraile ſtanding firme, looking onus ata ncere diſtance, 
and ſecing the other Briggads and ours wheeleing about, making front unto 
them , they were prepared with a firme reſolution to reccive us witha ſalve 
of Cannon and Muskets ; but our ſmall Ordinance being twice diſcharged 
among ſt then, and before we ſtirred, we charged them witha ſalve of muſ- 
kcts, Which was repaied, and incontinent our Briggad advancing untothem 
with puſh of pike, putring one of their battailes in diſorder, fell on the exe. 
cution, ſo that they were put to the route, 

I having commanded the right wing of our musketiers, being my Lord of 
Rhees and Lumſaclls, we advanced on the other body of the enemics, which 
defended their Cannon, and beating them from their Cannon, we were 
maſters of their Cannon, and conſequently of the field, but the ſmoake be- 
ing great, the duſt being raiſed, we wereas in a darke cloude, not ſeeing the 
halfe of our ations, much leſle diſcerning, either the way of our enemies, 
or yct thereſt of our Briggads : whereupon, having a drummer by me, I 
cauſed him beate the Scots march, till it cleered up, which recojleted our 
friends unto us, and diſperſed our enemies being overcome ; ſo that the 
Briggad coming together, ſuch as were alive miſſed their dead and hurt

Colonell Zamſdel was hurt atthe firſt, and Lievetenant Colonell Maften 
alſo, with divers 0. her Enfignes were hurt and killed, and ſundry Colours 
were miſſing for that night, which were found the nextday ; The enemy 
thus fled, our horſemen were put ſuing hard, tilt it was darke, and the blew 
Briggad, and the commanded musketiers were fent by his Majeſty to helpe 
us, but before their coming, the vitory and the credir of the day, as being 
laſt ingaged, was aſcribed toour Briggad,being the reſerve, were thanked by 
his Majeſty for their ſervice,in publque audicnce, and in view of the whole 
Army , we were promiſed ro be rewarded, 

The Batraile thus happily wonne, his Majeſty did principally under God 
aſcribe the glory of the viRory to the Sweds, and Fywnes horſemen, who 
were led by the valorous Felt-marſhall Gufavw Horne; For though the 
Dutch horiemendid behave themſelves valoroufly divers times that"day ; 
yet it was not their fortune to have done the charge, which did put the cne- 
myto flight, and though there were brave Briggads of Swedsand Dutch in 
the ficld, yet it was the Srors Briggads fortune to have gotten the praiſe = 
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the toote ſervice: and not without cauſe, having behaved themſelves well, 
being led and conducted by an expert Cavalier and fortunar, the valiant Hep- 
burae,being tollowed by Colonell Zumſdell, Lievetenant Colonell Auſten, 
Major <Monypenney.Major Sixclaire, and Lievctenane Colonell bn Honro, 
with divers others Cavaliers of valour, experience ard of conduct, who 
thereafter were ſuddainely advanced unto higher .charges. The victory be- 
iog Ours, we incamped over night on the place of Battaile, the living merry 
and rejoycing , though without drinke at che night-wake of their dead 
Camerades and friends, lying then-on the ground inthe bed of honour, being 
glad the Lord had prolonged their dayes for to diſcharge the laſt honourable 
duty, inburying of their Camerades. | 
Our bone-fiers were made of the enemies Amunition waggons, and Pikes 
lefr, for want of good tellowes to uſe them, and all this nighr our brave 
Camerades, the Saxons were niaking uſe of their heeles in flying, thinking all 
was loſt, they made booty of our waggons and goods, too good a recom. 
pence for Cullions that had lefr their Duke , berrayed their country and the 
goodcaule, whenas ftrangers were hazarding their lives for their free- 
domes. $1 OE 
Our - loſſe this day -with the Saxoxs, did not cxceede three thouſand 
men, which for the moſt part were killed by the enemies Cannon: of princi= 
all Officers we loſt a number, and chiefely our horſemen ; as Colonel 
Collenbagh,Colonell Hall and Addergeſt ; and of the foote Colonells, the Bar- 
ron Tivel/, being all of thetre brave and valorous gentlemen, we loſt allo 
foure Lievetenant Colonells, together with a number of Rutmaſters, Cap+ 
taines, Lieverenanrs and Enfignies. , | | 
 OftheSaxoys were loſt five Colonells, three Lievetenant Colonels; 
with divers Rut-maſters and Captaines, and of inferiours Officers many. 
| Totheenemy wcre loft on the field neere eight thouſand, befides Officers 
of note,, ſuchas the Felt-marſhall Fuftenbere : the Duke of Holften , the 
Count of Shomebere ; old Generall Tifie hurt and almoſt raken; a number 
of other Officers of the Field were killed, and taken priſoners, They

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loſt alſo thirty two peeces of Cannon, with three ſcore waggons of 
Ammunition, and cheir Generall, and Papingham were chaſed rowards Hall, - 


and from thence were forced with a ſmall conyoy to take their flight for re- 
fuge to Hamell on the Waſer, :

| Andtherefore ir was that this Magnanimous and religious warriour,with 
his whole Army,publiquely did call onche Lord, praying for his aſſiſtance

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truc Catholique and Apoſtolique faiths which they had endeavoured to 
ſubvert with the profeſſors of thetruth , to hold up and maintaine the man 
of finne and his erronious doRtine, by the pawer of the houſe of Auſfria,and 
of the Catholique League, We ſee then, this duty being religiouſly and 
piouſly diſcharged by bis Ma jeſty and his Army , the frute was antwera« 
ble to thieir deſire : having obtained vidory over our enemies by the good 
command of his Majeſty , and theready obedicnce, dexterity and valour of 
his Majeſtics ſupreme Officers of the ficld; who in all charges did direct 
thoſe under them to the ready diſcharge of their duties, every one of the 
whole united body of the Army following the example of their head and 
Leader, the magnifick and Magnanimous King, forto abate ard lay downe 
the pride of the houſe of Av#r14 , and forto teare and ſtrip naked that 014d 
roud and Ambitious Generall Tile of his former g!ory and honour , for 
Gods bragged and vainely gloried, he had conquered'two Kings befoxe : 
herenow the Captaine of Kings, and King of Captaines doth vicoriouſly 
Triumph, having robbed him of glory, and clipped the wings of the Em- 
pire with his little Royall Army. 
Likewiſe, next unto God, a ſecond helpe unto this glorious viRtary, was 
the great execution made by his Majeſties Cannon; and though eycr be. 


fore, Tiliedid pride himfelte all his life time jn the courſe of the warres, in 


his dexterity of his great Cannon, here from a Maſter he was turned againe 
unto a prentice, being cunningly aver ſhotwihi Cannon, ſo that his Can» 
non, and three ſcore waggons belonging therers, were taken from him by 
Guftauwus the firſt , and moſt valiant Captaine of the woxld, with the belpe 
of the nation which was never conquered by any forraine enemy, the invin. 
Cible Scots ; whoſe prayers to God were more cffecuall through Chriſt, then 


| theirs th og the interceſhon of Saints. 


The third cauſe of this glorious victory, was bis Majeſties good diſci- 
plinc houlden over the Army, horſe and foore, not ſuffering them withour 
great and extraordinary puniſhment, ro opprefle the poore, which made 
them cry for ableſſing to his Majeſty and his Army. 

Theenemy on the contrary provoked the wrath of God againſt them- 
ſelves and their Army, for their cruclty uſed intorturing the poore,and force- 
ing thcir monies from them did further their puniſhment, and his Majeſties 
glorious victory. 

The fourth helpe to this victory, was the plottons of Musketiers, his 
Majeſty had very wiſely ordained to attend the horſemen, being a great 
ſatety for them, and a great prejudice tothe enemy,the Musket ball carrying 
ahd piercing farther then the Piſtolet : Asalſo the great celerity uſgd in 
charging and diſcharging of our ſmall cannon brought the enemies battaife 
indiſorder, tothe furtherance of this victory : As alſo the extraordinary 
care and diligence, that was uſed by his Majeſty, and his Officers, in ſeeing 
and foreſceing of the defe&s and diſorders amongſt our ſelves, which be- 
ing ſuddenly remedied, was alſo a helpe to this vicory : And laſt of all, the 
invincible courage and reſolution both of Officers and ſouldiers in ſtanding 
firme, Notwithſtanding ofthe fury of their enemies ; and which was maze, 
they were no wayes diſmayed or diſcontaged at the flight of the Saxons, bur 
thought it their greateſt glory to be viRorious without them; Randing Te- 
folutly till they ſaw thebacke of their enemies, the undoubted tokens of 
their glonious viRory, wy

His Majeſties Army on this ſervice as at all times, might be called true] 
valorous, for thoſc are called valorous Captaines, and holden for ſuch . 
that when their Camerades are flying , they notably with hands, voice and 
wounds (if wounded) ſuſtaine the fight, doing at once the duty of Soul- 
dicrs and of Captaines , by thoſe meanes, bringing backe, and reſtoring the 
ſuſpeRed loſle unto viRory, for their credits, For as ignorance dothealily 
precipitate men into danger, even ſoto a gencrous heart nothing can ſeeme 
difficult or fearefull, being once reſolycd-to fall on, though towards the 
mouth ofthe cannon - but before reſolution fleſh and blood have their owne 
diſturbances, even in the moſt valorous : and valorous men, as they fearc 
nothing after reſolution; ſo they diſdaine nothing entering upon danger, 

Here alſo the xeſolutionof our horſemen og this (crvice was praiſe worthy, 
ſeeing they never laoſed a piſtoll at the enemy, till firſt they had diſcharged 
cheirs : for the enemy being fiexce and furious , while as ours were ſtout 
and ſlow, the enemy was made weary when ours were freſh, which made 
the enemy being weary, and charged with a freſh fuccour, being once let on 
going, they followed hard their viRory, not giving them-time to breath, or 
recolle& their forces againe,, till they were mterly detcated ; that the night 
and darkeneſſe was theit beſt ſafety. For I didobſerve here, thartthe dury 
of valiant Commanders isto know not onely the nature of their enemies, bur 

alſo their ſpirit, and wherein they pride them moſt : we ought to make our 
beſtuſe for to deceive and out-ſhoote them in thoſe ſame things wherein they 
delight andtruſt moſt unto. Likewiſe this dayI1did obſerve, that as the in- 
ticement to great travelland painesis gldry and bonour, even {o courage 
and conſtant valour may be attained unto by exerciſe in warre, and frequent- 
ing of dangers, wherein Souldiers, Compamies or Briggadsarc uſed with, 
arid made once familiar with that cruelland vehement, horrible and terrible 
fellow, death, having ſcene many dead bodies before, and being inured to 
bloud, ſuch Souldiers will ſtand to it and deſire to fight, when ignorant 
Novices (as the Saxoxs were)are afraid ofdeath z who ſeeking their ſafery 
inflying, they were miſerably cut downe by their enemies. 

I did likewiſe obſerve this day, that itis nat the multitudedoth the turne, 
but under God it is good command , gaod:condu, art, and $kill in hand- 
ling the weapons of our warfare , and in taking the occaſions in time that 
beget victory, 

T herefore he that would labour an Army as GuFavwe did , he will finde 
fruite, yea even the beſt that groweth under the Empire, good Rheniſh 
and Necker wine, not onely for himſelfe, but for the meaneſt Souldier, and 
that unto exceſſe , which hath made me ſometimes complaine more of the 
plenty our Souldiers had after this viRory, through the abuſe of it,thenever 
I did before for any penury. Heis therefore in my opinion farre deceived 
that thiakes that it is the time or number of yeares that makes a good Soul. 
dier, no, no, it is ratherthe continual meditation ofexerciſe and praiſe 
for Souldiers ſhould be in runping , not iti ruanung away, as horſemen ordi- 
narily doe» But on the contrary , thatwith the greater force they may be 
ableto inyade their enemics , as our Btiggad\did hore, who ſeeing the cne- 
my 1 contufion with their Pikes charged ranne fiercely upon them till they 
were beaten, And ſurely Idoe thipke no man ſo ignorant, bur knowes that 
more cometo be good Souldiers by. cxesciſe and frequency of danger and 


uſc, thenby nature: and he is nota manthat will hot ſeat, nor couragi- 
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gious , that cſThewes danger , when hee ſhould fight, as our Camerades did 
the painted Soulgiers the Saxons,with their plumed Officers;which feathers 
ſerved chem I thinke in their flight, for tokens rather to cut them downe by 


than for their ſaferies. 


Courage ſhould growe by frequencie of danger , the onely way, in my 
Opiaion , to feare nothing, and then he may be called ſtout , before the ma- 
ker of a qu:rrell ar home, who oncedrawing a {worde, when he knowes of 
twentic Part. rs,or, Redders,is there called ſtout ; but when he comes abroade 
tothe warres , at firſt , the thundering of the Cannon and Musket roaring 
in his cares makes him ficke , before he come neere danger, as I have known 
{ome : but where vertue and honour doth growe, there labour, exerciſe and 
danger is needfull : Nam ardus & difficils virtmiis ef via, tamen, nil tam diffi- 
cile eſt, quad non ſolertiavvincat, And death it ſelfe is never bitter, when it eaves 
an immortall, and glorious name behindir , Yivit enim poſt funera virizs 5 &f 
animus moderatis laboribus adjwuatar , immoderatis autermn abluithr. 

To conclude then this obſervation, we ſee that as courape in warres is 
much worth, for obtaining of victory : ſo is the wiſedomeot a Generall or 
Leadcr in watres, as Gufavws was, of ſo much worth, even inthe obtaining 
of this viRory, that the ſpirit of him alone, and $kill in dircRion, was berrer 
than thouſands of armed men. The enemy being in this Battaile necre twelve 
thouſand men, art lcaſt, ſtrooger than we ; yet G#avws alone on our fide 
was better, and of more worth to us, then that multitude to our enemies. 

Wee ſee then here, that'no greater joy or pleaſure can come to mortall 
man, than to overcome his enemy by Armes: and we fcc alſo, that :he event 
of Battaile doth not confiſt in number of Fighters, but, under God, in the 


order and courage ulcd in Battaile. 


Here alſo we ſce, that a good cauſe and a good quarrell is ever to be had, 
if thou wouldeſt have vidory over thine encmics z and who would wiſh 2 
better quarrel! then we fought for,this day being for the relicfe of our di- 
ſtreſſed friends, and for the libertie and promotion of Chriſts Goſpell; 
or who would not hazard, in ſuch a quarrell, eſpecially againſt {uch cncmies, 
that had baniſhed the daughter of our dread Soveraigne,and her royall Ifluc, 
from her Kingdome and Dignities? _ | | 
© Owouldto Go b I had once ſucha Leader againeto fight ſuch an other 
day ; in this old quarrell ! And though I died ſtanding , 1 ſhould be perſwa- 
ded, I died well ; and I wiſh, thatas wee have reccived the light of truth hap- 
pily,that fought in that quarrell : even ſo we may happen toreſtore that li ohe 
againe pleaſantly; that as wee did overcome that day our carnall enemies ; 
evenſo we may overcome in our laſt fight our ſpirituall enemies zthat after 
death we may be crowned with ummortall Glorie Es

Other Diſcourſes wee had of plentie, and bfwant, being ſome of us ex. 
treamely hungrie, others pined with extraordinary thirſt , having no water 
neere unto us , nor veſſelsto bring it from a farre,our ſervants being left farre 
behind us , who were plundred by thoſe cowards that had fled from us, who 
alſo furniſhed a great part of our nights Diſcourſe, having wondered at their 
carriage, that had ſuch externall ſhowes , wich ſo few inward giftes of the 
minde, ; 

The nighethus paſt , the day peeping, every one, that miſſed a loving 
* fricnd,or a Camerade, wetit neere to the ground; on which they ſundered , 
making diligent ſearch to finde them, eitt.er dead or alive ; ſundrics of both 
were found, the dead were put under ground , being honourably buried like 
ſouldiers,that had giventheir lives for the weale of the publique,the woun- 
ded were convoyed unto Doypes, where Chirurgians were appointed to at- 
tend their cure. . | | 

By nine of the Clocke, the Artnie was drawhie up in Battaile, where the 
difference was great, betwixt our ſhow then, and the figtit of theday before ; 
His Majeſtic having overviewed the Artie, he rooke the moſt part of the 
Horſemen with him, and commanded to march towards Leipfic with the: 
reſt of the Armie,to be reſted there till further Orders , and His Majeſtic 
with the Horſemen advanced after the enemie ; proſecuting the viRorie, 
in taking Order with thoſe they had left behind, for making their Retreate 
ſure, whereofthere were left at Leipfgh three thouſand men, whom His Ma- 
jeſtic in his by-going gave Orders to purſue, andadvanced to a Caſtle called 
Morſhberg , where there were a great matly of rhe etemie, who rendredthem- 
ſclves, and tooke ſervice. | | 

Our March continuing to Leipfieh, at out comming there, we found a 
well provided Leaguer for our hungrie ſtothackes , of all ſort of good vi- 
Ruals, where about the Leaguer, there wete feeding; Kine, Shtepe, Calves, 
Geeſe, Hennes : they left alſo Corne in!abundance; ard flower in readinefſe, 
which was the more acceptable , being found at hand , without travelling 
for it; ad to avoide ſtrife and diſorder, before weentercd the Leaguer,, it 
was divided proportionally atnongſt the Regiments,as wewould'parr quat- 
ters, where no man was ſuffered to take any thing out of an others quatter, 
butie behoved him to be Content with his lot, whither good or bad ; ſo thar 
being quartered, they were happie to their meare; havingeome, as they ſay, 
toa peeld egge ; where we laie two nights refreſhing out ſelves, till our ba- 
gage was come after us from Dihes : during whichrime , rhe Sees wete 
comming together, their feare being paſt atL ſail 
Harnans was appointed, with the Dakes fbtces , t6'rakein both the Towne

day, who gota metry night after: and the long expeCation of this 
our happincfſe made our joye the more welcome, tor wee Helped 
with grear labour, toyle , and travell ro have brought this dayes worke to a 
good cnd : we rejoyced that the labour and dangct being vaniſhed, the good 
of it remained with us : and though our Commons wete bur ſhorr, our mirth 
was never the leſſe ; for we ought not tocare how laborious or painefull our 
actioas are, if the fruite be honeſt and good ; tor though the paines be firſt 
tedious, yet bctime they will yeeld content, What matter is it then of our 
coyle, and travell ; or what carc ſhould we take of trouble or danger, ſo our 
joyes may be enlarged £ 106 was not ſo miſerable in his afition, as he was 
happy in his patience. Vhich ſhould teach all menof our Profeſſionto beare 
their diſturbances and troubles patiently , that in end they may come to 
their wiſhed for credit ard honour. For he is not worthy che ſweete, thar 
cannor ſuffer the ſower - ncither is he worthy to be made participant of ſuch 
mirth, as we enjoyed this night, that ranne away in.time of danger, 

Here alſo we ſce, that it is the dutic of the longeſt livers, to ſee tothe ho. 
nour and credit of their dead friends, in taking care of their burialls, as the 
laſt dutic : as alſo, to ſhew their compaſſon to their hurt Camerades alive, 
who perhaps received their wounds in reſcuing of ochers, whoſe skinnes were 
kept ſound, though theirs torne. | 

Here alſo we ſce,that death is fatall unto all,both to feeble andcouragious, 
bur a glorious death is onely proper unto the valiant ; who\ofteſt doth ef. 
chew death, when the fearefull periſheth in an inſtant; and thercfore ir is 
that the valiant man dorh chooſe rather to die honourab y, than to live inig- * 
nominy, as the feeble doth ; but theſe died here valiantly ; the brightneſfe 
of their Actions, done in their lite time, rcmaines firme in the minds of men 
unto all ages; And totheir poſterities in writing, never ſuffering their me. 
mories to rotte with the time ; whoſe burialls, though meane, on this place 
of Battaile, yet they arc commemorations of their vertuous lives to poſte. 
ritie - wholc killing was no puniſhment ( ſay the world what they liſt ) bur 
rather the beginning of their glory : And therefore, how ever a man dies, 
he dics well that dies in Chriſt, ending his dayes with honour, 

 Acthis dayes ſervice I was rich in friends, that helped co the obtaining of 
this vitory with credit; bur ſoone after we found the fruits of moxtalitie, 
dcath having ſeaſed more on our kindred, than on any other Family of our 
Nation, that were employed in this warre; and the unthanktulneſſe of thoſe 
weſerved hath beene ſuch;that thoſe who ſuffered moſt, were leaſt rewarded; 
as we may juſtly ſay, having loſt our Maſter and King, whodid ſee our aQti- 
ons, .and had rewarded them, had he lived. And though I will not vaunr, 
neuher of my friends, nor:of. pur travells, none can blame me to ſay, as the 
Pappie ſaid, wee Dogges kill'd the Hare, fince we'were with the reſt at Leip- 
feb, the center of Germanie, which was, and is, and ſhall be Sedes Bellz, till che 
cauſe be wonne, a::d thoſe we fought for be reſtored , and then I would bee 
contentto lay up my ſworde, and live a rctircd life, fcrving God 2nd che 
Publique at home; as we did abroade.

ces , toaccord with Leipſigh and the Caſtle, the eleventh of Scp- 
rember, we continued our march towards Hal - and coming at 
the appointed Randezyouz , we halted in the fields, whete we were to 
quarter over night , his Majeſty accompanied with a great and honourable 
traine of Cavaliers, lighted from his horſe on the head of our Briggad; the 
Officers whereof coming together about his Majeſty ina Ring, his Majeſty 
made a ſpeech in commendation of the Briggad, thanking them for rheit 
zo0d ſervice, andexhorting them for the continuance thereof, promi- 
fing,as hewas a Royall King, he would not forget to reward'them ; and 
eurning him towards the ſupreme Officers , they inall humility did kifſe his 
Majeſtics hand, in confirmation of their loyalty in time to come, the 
whole inferiour Officers and Souldiers cried aloud, they hoped to doe his 
Majeſty better ſervice then everthey had done, | 
His Majeſty raking horſe againe with his Royall traine, hedireQed Gene-= 
rall Banxier to goeand diſtribute the three thouſand foote priſoners that were 
.willing to take ſervice, under the Dutch Regiments: Whereupon, I ap- 
proached unto his Majeſty , intreating his Majeſty to conſider the great 
loſſe our Regiment had ſuſtained on all the former occafions of ſervice, that

might have all the Britaines and Triſh that were amongſt the priſoners, to 
ſtrengthen our Regiment , which his Majeſty granting , directed a Cava- 
lier with me unto the General, commanding I ſhould have them : I was 
overjoyed, thinking to geta recreut of old Souldiers , and the Cayalicr 
having declared his Majeſties will unto the Generall, the Generall faid, 
with all his heart I ſhould havethem, and when I had made cryall to finde 
out the number ; there were but three 7r;fþ amongſt themall , and being dil- 
appointed of a ſtrong Recreut, I did over-lee thoſe, to follow their 
Camerades; and being returned, his Majeſty asked me how I ſped ; I told 
his Majeſty , Britaizes were ſo farre addicted to his Majeſty and the cauſe, 
that few of them ſerved the Emperour , whereupon I intreated his Majeſty 
for ſome Dutch, but his Majeſty refuſing, promiſed to pur me and the Re- 
$_ alone uponan occaſion, where I ſhould get, not onely the priſoners,

The next morning continuing our march towards Hal, the moſt part of 
my folkes werecommanded for the intaking of the Caſtle of Hal, the par- 
ty being commanded by the Colonell of the Artillery , Captaine Wilkam 
Stewart , Clare his brother , then Captaine under our Regiment, was 
commanded with the commanded men,. the Caſtle being taken by accord, 
we did get fifty old Souldiers thattooke ſervice under our Regiment. | 

His Majeſty onthe Sabboth day inthe morning went to Church, to give

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Carhedrall ſcare, I did heare there ſung the iweeteſt melodious mulicke thar 
could be heard, where I did alſo ſec the moſt beautifull women Dutchland 
could affoord, 

The next day the Duke of Saxon, with a princely traine, came unto Had, 
to congratulate his Majeſties victory , and was invited to ſup with his Ma- 
jeſty, where they made merry, and the next day held ccunſe]| how to 
maintaine the warrcs, and how they ſhould proſecute their victory, where 
it was concluded, that his Majcſty with his Army ſhould advance rewards 
Erford, and , then over Duringer Yalt unto Franconia , and that the Dukes 
Army ſhould march unto Sezza, and towards the Crantzw, or Frontiers of 
Bohemia. Atter this concluſion, his Majeſty ſent poſt unto Spruce to call 
the Chancellor of Sweden from thence, to licat Hellas Legate for his Ma. 
jelty , to disburden him of the politicke affaires , having burthen enough of 
the military employment, and of the receiving and diſpatching of forr-ine 
Ambaſſadors; and*till the Chancellors coming he did leave Cotonell 
Wincklewith a ſtrong Garriſon in Hall, having wilcly fore-ſecne both the 
way , how to proſecute his victory , as alſo to maintaine |his Con- 
queſt,

themſelves in great Troopes and bands, eſpecially the foote, who 

ought ever to ſtand well , and fightwith courage bouldly in field, 
andnot to ſuffer themſelves to be rentz though the horſemen ſhould runne 
away , and being they cannot runne fo faſt for their ſateties z my counſel! 
then ſhall be ever to them, co fight well for viaory , and though they 
ſhould loſeall hope of victory, I would not have them to disbandon or 
ſcatter , bur ratner to ftand together , till at laſt they might gee honourable 


T HIS great Army of Generall Ti/zes being deicated , did ſeperate 


quarters for themſelves, rather then ſhamefully to be cur off in flying 


away. 
Here we ſee, that the foote Souldiers ſuffer ever the greateſt loſſe in ex- 


tremity, and they haveever leaft gaines , though moſt credit : butwe ſee 
his Majeſty with clemency doth follow the example of the ancient Rowaens, 
who, ofall vitorics, thought that victory beſt, which leaſt was ſtained 
with bloud , having givenquarters and ſerviceto three thouſand Emperiall 
Souldicrs , without drawing one drop of bloud. 

Likewiſe we ſce here the continuance of his Majeſties induſtry and 'dili- 
gence, aſwell in proſecuting his vitory,as he was valiant in obtaining of it, 
inthe one as in the other vindicaring his owne honour, and the honour of 
bis noble friends, ſhcwing, after the tury was paſt, his clemency and meeke- 
nefle rowards his enemies; yet who ever was more valiant than he, being 
ever in all his on-{ctsa Leadcr £ And as we ſee his Majeſties valour and di- 
ligence,in proſecuting his victory : ſo we ſee alſo his care, in ſupplying the 
weakeneſſe of his Army, as a wiſe Generall ſhould doe, in not letting his 
enenues ſeethe weakeneſſe of his Army., which ought never to be knowne 
cothole, who would rejoyce at the ſame. 

| Likewiſe here I did obſerve a great thankefulneſſeina King, in acknow- 
ledging openly in view of an Army , thc good ſervice done by his ſervants : 


whercu I did eſpecially fcc his loveto our Naticn beyond all _—_ cid 
erve 


Likewiſe we did ſee here, how fewof our Nation are induced to ſerye 
thoſe Catholique Potentates : and for wy part , I finde the reaſon, good : 
for if we have any enemies in Ewrope , it muſt bethoſe, that would not onely 
overthrow our eſtates at home (it they could) but alſo would force us (if it 
lay in their powers) to make ſhipwracke of our confcieaces, by leading us 
unto Idolatry. 

Morcover weſec here, that his Majefty and the Duke of Saxon having 
once beene companions of danger together, they were then entertaining 
one anothers familiarity , in renewing of their friendſhip, confirmed againe 
with the Germs cuſtome, in making their League the firmer, by drinking 
| brother-ſhip together , where I having entred the Ha, and being ſecne by 
his Majeſty , I was preſeat!y kindcly embraced by houlding his Arme over 
my ſhoulder: wiſhing I could beare as much drinke, as old Generall Majot 
Asthven, thatT might helpe his Majeſty ro make his Gueſts merry, and 
holding me faſt by the hand, calling to the Duke of Saxon, declared unto 
him, what ſervice our Nation had done his Father and him, and thebeſt laſt, 
at Lei fie : commending in particular tothe Duke, Colonell Hephburne, and 
Iurgſdel, and having called Colonell Hepbarneunto him , he did reiterate 
ehe former diſcourſe, and much more, in commendation{of the Scots. | 

In the continuance of this warre in Germany (as the ſequell of the Story 
will prove) fromthe Balticke coaſt unto the 4/pes and Tyrol, where Colo- 
nell Hepbuyne was ſent out as Colonell, to command a party, I was ſent 
with bum, as his ſecond, being ever much obliged unto him, not onely for 
his love on thoſe occaſions , but alſo for his good counſell, he being long 
before me in the Swedens ſervice. And as we were oft Camerades of danger 
together ; ſo being long acquainted , we wete Camerades in love : firft at 
Colledge , hextin ourtravells in Fraxce, at Pars and Poit#ers, Anno 1615. 
el] we met againe in Sprace at Elbenin Auguſt 1630, Nothing therefore in 
my _ , more worthy to be kepr next unto Faith, then this kinde of 
friendſhip, growne up with education, confirmed by familiarity,in frequen- 
ting the dangers of warre, and who is more worthy to be choſen fora friend, 
then one who hath ſhowne himſclfe both valiant and conſtant againſt his c- 
nemics, as the worthy Hepbarne hath done, who is generally ſo well 
knowne in Armies, that he necdes vo teftimony of a friend , having credit 
and reputation enongh amongſt his enemies; | 

To conclude then this obſervation as*'T begunne it, I cannot but com: 
mend his Majeſtics wiſdome and'fore-ſight, in bringing the Rex-chan- 
cellor Oxexfterne onthe Datch bottome, to be ſecond to bis Majeſty , and to 
free him of a part of his buthens, by placing him at Hel (as Legate) being 
Contrum Germania.

with a ſtrong Garriſon to command the Towne, he ordained and 

left the Duke of Awhalt as Stat-houlder, not only over the Towne, 
bu: alfo over the whole Stiffe of Madeburg : having taken leave of the Duke 
of $2x0n, after many proteſtations and promiſes of mutual! friendſhip ; our 
march did continue towards Erfort ; and before our up-breaking, the Caftle 
of Leipſigh was given over by accord unto the Duke of Saxsn: and the Dukes 
Army was alſo marching towards Sileſia and Bohemia, PE Tabs 

Theſeventeenth of September, our firſt nights quarter was taken at a 
Dorpe, two miles from Hal, where thole of mp being fo diſpleaſed at 
our coming, as unwilling to entertaine ſuch Gueſts (they being all Catho- 
liques , Icluits and Monkes) being mightily afraid, they did fend their | 
Commiſſioners before them, to treate with his Majeſty, but his Majeſty did 
give them their anſwers, by Duke Williamof Wymar, that they ſhould quit 
the Catholique faRion, and give their oath ot fidelity to his Majeſty of 
Sweden, and that they ſhould rake in his Garriſons within their Towne, and 
render upto his Majeftythe Caſtle of Eryackbarg,with the Colleges to come 
in his Majeſtics will; who ſhould ſuffer them to be untroubled in their *Re« 
ligion, paying thcir contribution to the warres, like the other Burgers and 
. Country. | | 

The-CommilGcacrs thinking their conditions to be hard, they tooke 
leave ofhis Majeſty, promiſing to referre the bufinefle ro the Towne and 
Clergic :- and they being departed , the Duke of Yymay with a Regiment 
of horſe was directed after them ; having charge to ride as hard as they 
could, and entering the Portes with a few horte at the firſt, commanded 
the Guardto lay downe their Armes, which hardly they could refuſe, the 
reſt being ſo ncere; they entred the Towne and marched peaceably tnto 
the market place, which cauſcd an extraordinary feare amongſt the Bargers, 
and yet a greater terrour amongſt the Clergy. ; 

The Councell being called rocome onthe market place, they were com- 
manded to render the Towne keyes unto the Dukes whogetting the keyes, 
the Towne was taken without bloud. Eta en We x 

The twenty two of September, his Majeſty Having quartered the greateft 
part of the Army without the Towne , he entre-the Towne with eight 
thouſand men foote and horſe, which were all quartered within the Towne, 
and Cloiſters ; having all free entertainment, ih abundance-; ſome of the 
Clergy removed themſelves, thoſe who pleaſed toftay; were not troubled 
but intheir meanes, and his Majeſty promiſed untothe' Toiyne and* Couns 

ccll the free enjoymcnr of their former liberties.” 2 _— 

His Majcſty having reſted the Army ſome few dayes,” Ditke Wi#/am of 
Wymar was made Stat-houlder , who had abſolute command over three 
thouſand horſe and foote, getting alſo full power to take in the contribution, 
and togive out Patents, for leavying of horſe and foote Regiments for his 
Majcfties lcrvice,

[4 I S Majeſty having left Colonell Winckle at Hal as Governour, 
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My cozen, the Baron of Fowles, with his Regimcart ot foote, being left 
there in Garriſon, tooke afterwards Patent of the Duke of Wymay for leavy- 
ing a Regimentof horſe, whichhe after brought to pale. 7 

His Majeſty giving direQion for repairing.the fortifications ofthe Towne, 
there were Orders given to the Armietobe 1n readineſſe,tor to march over 
Durcrgerwalt unto Franconia, and the Regiment had orders to provide their 
Souldicrs ſufficiently of Pikes and Muskets, being dchred to lend unto Er. 
fort for ſuch as they ſtood in need of.

H- Majeſtic as he was valourous and diligent in conquering ; fo hee 


was carcfull ro maineaine his Conquelſt : the one being as neceſlarie 
as the other, Likewiſewe ſee his Majeſties wiledome, 1n appointing 
the Dake of Anhals (in re{ſpeot his power in thoſe quarters) to be Star-bolder 
at Hall, and over the Stiffs of Madebwrg, tillthe Chancellor of Swedens com- 
ming, where we ſee, that His Majeſtic, tor his owne Aimes, did make no dit- 
ference berwixt Proteſtants and Latherans, but madea like ule of them both. 
For though the Duke of A »halt was a Proteſtant,heheing powerfull in choſe 
Quarters, todo: His Majeſtic ſervice! ( being Father in law ro Duke William 
of Wymay) chis Commaund was impoſed uponhims 4 
Here alſo at Zrfort, being the farlt part an Dutchlavd belonging unto the 
Catholique League, as appertaining to the Biſhopricke of cMemz,norwnh- 
 Randing, weſce His Majeſtie clemencie towards the Papiſts, in uſing no vio- 
lence againſt them, ſave onely, Ture Bel as thoſe who were conquer'd by 
the ſword: His Majeſtic did exacte of them contribution tothe warres , and 
their fidelitie in giving their Oathes to be true unto His Majeſtic, in doing no 
harme unto his perſon or Armie ; by entertaining correſpondence with his 
enemies, and on thoſe termes, His Majtſtie was pleaſed,to let them remaine 
untroubled in their conſctences, and thoſe that were ſcrupulous to give this 
Oath,were ſuffered to depart itz peace,and thoſe who were contented to give 
it, could not ſay, they were injured. | 
Here then we ſec, that Privces Charters are no others over their conque- 
red lands, than their ſworde, andthe Oathot fidelitie, | 
It is reported of Peter Count of Sawoye, that he coming to give his Oath of 
Aidelitic ro the Emperovy Ottothe fourth, he came pteſenting himſclfe before 
che Emperour, the one halfe of his body clad over with cloth of gold, and 
his left {ide clad over with glittering Armour ;the one, to refſtifie the honour 
and reſpec he carryed to the Emperour zthe other, how ready he was to fight 
againſt his enemies, or thoſe that durſt ſpeake cvill of His Majcſtie:and being 
asked for his Charters,which he had of lands given him intime of warres, he 
drew his ſworde, ſaying , berethey are, Sing thereby, that brave wars 
riours, Kings or Princes had no better righe than their ſwordes, : 
Here alſo we ſee, thatnothing is more powertull, ro bring our encmies to 
an accord, than a trong Armie, while asthey want ftrength to oppoſe them; 
for the Conqueſt will render and give fuch conditions tothe Conquerour;as 
he pleaſerhto further, o00d or bad. 2 
We lce alſohere as formerly, His Majceftic in refpe& of the: Duke of Wi 
war his power in thoſe Quarters ( which ia effect is.great ) appointed him 
S$14-boxldcr, apd ſnprcame Commiſſioner in His Majeſtics abſence, in gover- 
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ning the Countric, and in ſtrengthening the Armie, by leavying of forces, of 
horſeand foore, being a fit man fofſuch employment, thar part ofthe Coun- 
try being the moſt populous part 1n Germanic, and cheapeſt to catertaine 
them, throtgh the fertilitie of ground in thoſe parts, rendering increaſe be- 


| yond any part of lower Germarie. 


The twentieth Datie diſcharged of our March towards 
Wartzburg in Franconia. 


HE twenty-fix of September, his Majeſtie divided the Armie in two 
[ Deales or parts, mrs the difficultic he had to march over 
Darine-vault with a ſtrong Armie. And therefore being minded to 
march unto Franconia, to viſit the Biſhops of Bawberg and Wartzbure, he 
tooke the one halfe of the Armie with himſfelfe, crofling over the Yasir to- 
wards Konickhofſen and Swinfort , and direed Lievetenant Generall Zawtiſh, 
and Sir !19b» Hepbarne, with the other halfe of the Armic, to march over the 
Y ault unto Fvaxconis, upon Swalks and New#at, the Randezvouz appointed 
for the Army to meet at was Wartzbweg on the Maine, being the Bithop his 
_ refidence, where there was a great Citic and a ſtrong Citadell or Ca- 
le, wherein lay aſtrong Garriſon, and the moſt par of the riches of the 
Country, being eſteemed by them as impregnable, in rcipeR of the Situati- 
on, being ſeated on a high hill unacceſſible, ſave onely from the Towne; ſo 
that it was hardto doe it any hurt by Cannon, being ſo ſtrong by nature, 
and fortified with divers out-workes, on the acceffible fide that lay to the 
Citic. | 
The Army thus divided,;and marching aliketo one centre or Randezyouz, 
his Majeſtie was provided to take in the ſtrengths that lay in his way, and 
Bawtizen and riphern had Orders to bring under Contribution ſuch C ikics, 
as they marched on, as they did. 

His Majeſtic tooke in his way Xonickhoffen by accord, being ſtrong, and 
having beſet i with a Garriſon, he marched from thence to Swinfort, and 
fooke it in alſo, and having beſet it with a Garriſon, the Burgers being made 
to give their Oath of fidelitic ; Duke Erxeſt of Wymar was appointed Stats 
holder over Franconia. -þ 

In this time we marched over tht Yault to Smalks,and from thence to News 
fat, NilerZad, Gemond, and Carleft# on the cHaine, The firſt night we quare- 
tered onthe fide of the Yawlr next unto Franconts, in a Citic called Swalks, 
where we were well quartered ; and the next morning we marched to M aini- 
gen, from thence to Mellerftat, and then wo Newſtat onthe Sls, from thence to 
Hamelburg , from thence to Gemond, and from Gemondto CarlFas, and theſe 
fix Cities we tooke in by accord; and having gotten a Compoſition of mo- 
neys of them, they being ſworne to give their obedience unto his Majeſtic, 
having quartered in them as we p— they were free, paying the tnoneys 
they had promiſed, and the monethly Contribution. In this match, though 
the Generall Lievetenane commanded in chicfe, and made the Accord moſt 
to his owne advantage; having got of theſe Townes above fiftic thouſand 
Dollers, wheregt he wade nejther agcompt to his Majeſtic, nor yer was he 
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any wayes beneficial] ro the Colonells, who did the ſervice; bur pur all in 
his owne purſe, neither yet did be acknowledge Sir lohn Hephurne with the 
leaſt token of his bountic, whoſe merit, atthis time, was not interiour to his 
owne. | 

His Majeſty having taken in Swz»fort,and beſet it, he continued his march 
to Wartzburg, and coming before the Towne, he ſummoned them torender, 
whereuponthey did ſend Father Ogleby, Abbot of the Scors Cloyſter at Wartz- 
burg, to capitulate with his Majeſtic, in the behalte of the Burgers, who got 
granted unto them the like accord, as was made with Zrfort, in all degrees ; 
the accord ſubſcribed, his Majeſtic entered the Towne the ſame day that our 
forces arrived at Car/at, being within two miles of them thatnight. 

The Citi given over, the Caſtle refuſing to heare of any Treatic,they be- 
gunne from the Caſtle-workes to plague his Majeſties Armie with Cannon ; 
where ever they could lie or ſtand, within or without the Citie, oneither fide 
ofthe Maine, they were cruelly tormented by the enemics Cannon; fo that 
at laſt ir went on in carneſt on both ſides, for his Majeſtie having had intelli- 
gence, that Generall Tilly with a ſtrong Armie of fiftic thouſand men, being 
joyncd with the Duke of Loraize, were coming for thereliefe of the Caſtle , 
his Majeſtic reſolved, that taking of time was beſt, and that it bchooved him 
on the ſudden to have it, or not at all, 

This Caſtle being a ſtrong Strength, ſequeſtred on a height from the 
Towne; andthe Souldiers as they retired from the Towne, they did breake 
off one Arch of the Bridge, to hinder his Majeſties paſſage over the Bridge 
untothe Caſtle being the onely way he could get to it; and the Caſtle- 
workes did ſo command the Bridge, that afingle man.could not paſſe over 
without great danger of life, being the whole Bridgedid lic open juſt under 
the Caſtle , where there was one long plancke laid over the broken Arch, 
being diſtant in heighe from the water, neereeight fathom, fſothatirt ſcemed 
a hazard or torment to any man, to paſſe over alongſt the plancke, where 
ſome valourous Officers and Souldiers would rather adventure to goe be- 
fore the mouth of the Cannon, than co ctoſſe aver the plancke, though there 
were no danger of the enemicsCannon or Musket, which Kill playcd furi- 
ouſly on that paſſe of the Bridge, to hinder his Majcſties Souldiers in ſerting 
over; where at firſt, two yalourous Gentlemen of our Nation, being bre- - 
thren, were killed on the Bridge ( vis. ) Sir James Ramſey bis Major, called 
Bothwell and his brother, © - -_ 7 45 —- L 

Neverthelefſe, before our coming from Carlſat, being within two miles ; 
his Majcſtie had ingaged the: ireft of ous. Country-men that were with hum, 
on this picce of ſervice, beitgthemoſt deſperate, and of the greateſt impor- 
tance, that was ever done in D##chlandduring the continuance ofthe warres z 
And therefore Sir /awes Rewſey and Sir 1obn Hamilton: were made choice:of, 
with their Regiments by his Majeſtie, who knew. bath theis worth and ya= 
lour, being perſwaded, if they refuſed it, none would undertake the. leryice 
after them , the pailage being lo dangerous, and of ſych hazard, that wihour 
great difficultie, there was noprobabilitic to gaine much credit there ; and 
his Majeſtic reſolved, except thoſe Cavaliers with their tollowers, would 
make way to others, the wiſhed event, could not be hoped for ar that ime, 
ſeeing the enemy was within chree dayes march to relieve it; and to the 
end, they might ſhew good example to'orhers, they were commanded, with 


their fellowes, being-all Masketiers, to'crolle the Bridge, and to beatethe 
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enemy from the water fide, and then to force a paſſage for the reſt of the Ar- 
mic towards the Caſtle ; the orders were as hard,as the paſſage was difhculr , 
yet Cavaliers of courage, bcing daring mein, and once re{olved,nothing could 
{ceme difhcult unto them, to gaine honour and credit to themſelves and 
Country , eſpectally being made choice of by a King, out of his Armie, to 
give teſtimony publikely, in view of the whole Armic, of their valour and 
relolution exemplary, forcing their enemies ro give ground forthem and 
theirs, 'having had not one foote of grougd on that {ide of the water, till they 
ſhould gaine it at their landing : for I was none of the actors, nor yet of the 
ſpeRarots, till I had viewed it the next day, being intormed particularly by 
my Camerades of the manher of their on-falling- 

The bridge lay over the Maine, with ſix Arches in length, being a very 
faire and ſparious bridge( over which ſjxtie mencould well march infront ) 
lying open unto the Caſtle batteries and workes , the middle Arch whereot 
being broke, a plancke was ſet over, where with d:thcultic ſtrong-headed 
Souldiers might croſle one after another, under mercy of Gannon and Mul- 
ket z and while as they could but file over, the enemy could receive them 
with full bodies of pikes and muskets, which was a greatdiſadvantage ; and 
the diſtance, betwixt the water and the plancke, would terrihe any to venter 
over, for tcare of drowning, though he were in no teare of an encmy ; ſo that 
many, who went with reſolution to paſſe over, return. d again?, choofing ra- 
ther to croſle alongſt the water, in fmall boates ; Notwithſtanding, the cne- 
my would emptic Sa/ves of muskets oh them before their landing ; Never. 
theleſle, Sir James Ramſey and Sir 1#hn Hamilton,in obedience to his Majeſties 
commands, witha few Souldiers adventured to crofle the River with ſmall 

[Boates , their Souldiers giving fire before their landing,and in their landing, 
againſt their enemies : and being happily once landed, and beginning to skir- 
miſh, their Souldiers they left behinde them, who before durſt not adventure 
to croſle alongſt the plancke, ſeeing their Officers and Camerades ingaged 
with the enemyzto helpe them, they ranne over the plancke one after another 
ſo faſt as they could runne; till at laſt they paſt all and made a ſtrong head 
againſt the enemy ; till, by the valourous Condud of their Leaders, and 
their following, they forced the enemy to give ground, retiring unto their 
workes. 

Their Leaders, defirous to gaine further honour and reputation, purſued 
the enemy ſo hard, till they had beaten them out of a Torne, they had fled un- 


. to. Atwhich time, Sir Jawes Ram(ey was ſhot lame in the left arme,and then 


bis Camerade Sir I9hn Hamilton ſucceeding him both in command and cou- 
rage ; notwithſtanding of the enemies ſtrength and great fury uſed againſt 
them, having diſputed with long ſervice for the ground ; at laſt it was made 
good by Sir ſ#hwand his followers ; till ſuch time his Majcſtic had ſet over 
after them the moſt part of the Armie, ſo that they were blocked up on all 
quarters, and forced to remaine within their workes ; till that againſt night, 
the ſervice being ccaſed, we with the reſt of the Armie were come from Carl- 
ft41, and quartcred that night without the Towne on the other fide of the 
Mane, 
His Majeſtie before day, gave Orders to the Swedes, and ſome Dutch Re- 
giments, to ſtorme the enemies workes, who baving kept ſlight watch, 
wete unawares ſurprized by ſome Swedes, that had entered with ladders over 


the wall , ſothat a panick fcarc having poſſcfled them, they recired in n iſ- 
order 
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order from their Poſte; and the Swedes and Dutch to!lywed fo hard, that 
they had not time to draw up their draw-bridge,neither yetro lt downe the 
Portcullis of their inward Ports ; being {o amazed, our people flockiag in 
after them, cut them downe as tl:ecy were found, giving no quarters ar all, 
ſo that they that entred firſt made the beſt boot, though leaſt (orvice, 
Here fortune favoured his Majcſtie miraculouſly at this time, beyoad mens 
expectation,as formerly ; having got here a great dcale of riches ; as al{o ma- 
ny Cannon, and great ſtore of Amunition ; and of all ſort of victualls abun- 
dance, The fury paſt,his Majeſtic ſet a Governour onthe Caſtle, and a Gar- 
riſon, which was ſtrong, and he gave Orders prelently to beginae to repaire 
the workes, ſeeing Generall Ty, with his Armic, were drawing ncerc , 
and his Majeſtic having got intelligence, that thcy were quartered wii hin 
two miles off Wurtzburg, according to his accuſtomed manner, his Majeſtic 
with a partie of Horſe and Dragoniers fell upon their neereſt quarters in the 
night, and defeated foure Regiments of their Horſe,andretired the next night 
unto Wartzberg,attending whenthe enemy would ſceke tor his revenge.

=t Majeſtic at this time, as formerly, uſcd great expedition in mar- 


ching unto Frenceniae, knowing it was one of the Circles of the 
whole Empire, that was of moſt importance for the enemy , being 
a ſtraite and a ſtrong Country, by reafon of the ſtrengths within it: And 
cherefore it was, that he divided his Armie in crofling the 7"aw{t, at divers 


places ; that his Artillery might pafſe the ſooner through, For he knew, 


who ever was Mafter of Wurtzburg, he commanded the whole River ofthe 
Maine, and conſcquetttly, whole Frauconiez which fortunately happened, 
according to his Majeſties deliberation. 

Here alſo we ſee the evill that comes of greedineſle, in making generall 
Commanders to be hated by thoſe that follow them ; tor Bawtizen having 
got a great ſumme of money of theſe Townes, by the helpe and ſervice of the 
foote, it became him, according to right and diſcretion, to have ſhared with 
the Colonells, who commanded the Briggads and Regiments ; but lecing 
his want of diſcretion in not acknowledging them, they being once joyned 
againeto his Majeſties Army,would never conſent tobe commanded by him 
a foot-ſtep afterwards, for ought his Majeftie could doe, having dealt fo 
niggardly with Cavaliers of their worth, ſo that his Majeſtic was forced to 
dire& him to command elſewhere. 

This greedineſle is the moſt peſtiferous roote, that ever grew ina generall 
Commander ; for on this march, Souldiers were uſually commanded to lie 
in the Fields, and not ſuffered co quarter in the Townes, which they had ta- 
ken, for feare to hinder the payment of the moneys impoſed on them ſo 
that publique employment is 11] beſtowed upon a greedy perſon ; and this 
greedineſſe in a man of warre,to gather riches, may loſe him all his fortunes ; 
and avarice hath beene ch: lofſe of many Armies, and of many Kingdomes 
allo; forno vice is more peRtiferous in the extraordinary ufe, than this, co 
tg a man to be diſdined'of others, efpecially of thofe would follow 

im, | 
Here alſo we ſee, that of old, our Nation was much efteemed of abroad, 
eſpecially the Clergice, who in all Kingdomes, as in Germarie, aac 000g 
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Cloiſters, as here, and at Erfort , and hewasa Scors man, that brouphr 
the Chriſtian Religion firſt imo Franconia, but was evill rewarded, being 
there afterwards murthered. 

It was the cuſtome obſerved ordinarily by his Majeſty of Sweden,to make 
uſe of our countrimen on ſervice, wherein he defired they ſhould ſhew them- 
ſelves cxamplary to others, as atthis time , he mace choice of Sr, James 
Ramſey and Sr. 1ohn Hamilion, to be the fiiſt ſhould adveature, of the whole 
Army , to torce the enemy to give way to his Majeſty to fer his Army 
over the Maine ; where, onthat bridge Major Bodwell and his brother being 
killed, were buried in Wurtzburg Church , leaving the Trophic of their va- 
lour amongſt ſtrangers , in honour of the Nation, that was ever glorious 
abroad. 

Sr. /ohn Hamiltos di{daining the orders his Majeſty did give, for ſtorming 
the Caſtle, having employed the Sweds and Dutch on the ſtorme, negleRing 
him and the$cors, who hal made the way to the reſt, in the extremity of the 
danger, the Cavalier, I ſay, therefore diſdaining the ſcrvice, ſecing his 
countrimen neglected, he defired of his Majeſty his honourable paſſe, which 
his Majcſty delayed, promiſing to givecontent another time, which he ut- 
terly refuſed, but rooke his paſle,ſeeing he thought the Nation was wrorged; 
for which in my opinion he merits praiſe: for if many ſuch Cavaliers thus 
ſcrved ſtrangers, that would not carefor them nor thcir ſervice, when once 
they begin:o neglc them, others that were but Cavaliers of Fortune of the 
Nation, would be the berter reſpeted and uſed, Which ſhould teach all 
Cavaliers that ſerve truely abroad to take their time with credit of thoſe 
they ſerve, ſceing they doe not reſpet Cavaliers, but when they have 
moſt uſe of them, 

Herethen we ſee that no ſtrength, be it never ſo ſtrong, is able to hould 
out, whcenas God doth not watch the Fort , the watch-man watches in 
vainc, and we (ce by the ſubmiſſion of Franconie after this vitory,that the vi- 
Rorious Enſignes are everfollowed: for where Fortune doch favour, there 
the Commons doe follow, and their ſtudy alſo with their favour followes 
the victorious, | 

Herealſo we ſce Generall Ti/te, though beaten at Zeipſieh, in leſſe then 
f1ve weekes time, he drawes together againe a ſtrong Army, with Fi:ty 
thouſand men, and lies downes within three miles of his Majcſtics Army, 
but his Majeſty having wiſely beſct the paſſes on the Maine, before his com- 
ming , winter drawing neere , and the country being a ſtreite country 
by nature, for woods,. hills and water; As alſo, furrage and proviſion for 
horſes being taken out of his way , his horſemen in that counrry were made 
unprofitable for him to ſtay there, for lacke of entertainment, which was 
defective for his foote alſo, ſo that it was impoſſible for him.to ſtay long , 10 
ſecing his Majeſty had reſolved in that country, and forthat ſeaſon to make 
a defenſive warre , hoving divided his Army, both horſe and foote within 
Townes and ftrengthes , he ſuffered TiVis to ruine his young Novices with 
marches in cold weather , who being for the moſt part French and Italians, 
could not endure the cold ayre of thatcountry being billy : His Maje- 
ſty baving beſer all the Garriſons onthe Marne ſtreame, he ſuffered Tile, as 


| hedid the yeare before, in Pomeren and CMadebure and the Markes, to tra- 


verlc with his Army in the cold,while as he lay ſtill with his Souldicrs with- 
in 
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ia the warme ſtove , and when he found the ſtorme over-paſt , he was ready 
to negleR no time. 
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The twenty one Duty diſcharged at Oxenford on 
the the Mainc in Franconia. 


have fallen on O xenford,to patronizethe paſſe over the Maine,where 

his Majeſty had ſent but one hundred and fifry musketiers, whom 
he judged to be too weake for defending of the Towne, and conſidering 
with himſelfe,the enemy might likewiſe purſue Wurtzburg, having made bur 
a faint at Oxenford, and perhaps his intention might be to purſue both alike, 
his Majeſty under night coming alone on horſebacke from the Caſtle, ro- 
wards my quarter, being then inthe remoteſt part of the whole Towne, I 
being at ſupper, his Majeſties footc-man tould me, the King was below, and 
deſired I ſhould come unto him, being come to his Majeſty, he commanded 
me inall haſteto bring our Briggad in Armes, and to draw them up on that 
part againſt his returne; and tocommand Sr. 79hn Hepbarye in his name to 
mecte him there, which immediatly being obeyed accordingly, his Majely * * 
being returned commanded Hepburne to leade off the Musketiers of the 
whole Briggad , being then eight hundred, and to follow his Majeſty whe. 
ther ſo ever he went, who commanded me to bring up the Reare, leaving our 
Colours and pike-men behinde us there, till further orders : we marched on 
in the night halfea mile without the Towne, before we knew whether we 
were going, or what the exploiteconſdbe that we were going on, having 
Icft both our horſes and ſervanes behinde us : at laſt, his Majeſty acquain. 
ting Colonell Hepburze with his defigne, he marched towards Oxenford, be. 
ivg convoyed with foure ſcore horſes alongſt the fide of the Maize, and we 
followed with our foote, marching in ſeven houres thoſe foure miles, and 
before two of the clocke in the morning, we arrived there, without halt or 
drawing of breath by the way. At our cotningwe were let in alongſt the 
bridge, unto the market place, where our Souldiers, after this weariſome 
march, were commanded to ſtay by their Armes all night in readinefle, and 
houſes were appointed for the Officers to remiine in all night. A 

The next morning by day light his Majeſty did fend for Colonell Hep. 
burne and me, and tells he was going to viſit the walles withour, and he com- 
manded to ſend two hundred musketiers of our Regiment towards the Port 
before him , which being done, his Majeſty accompanied with ſome Ca- 
valiers walked out: andthe night before,at his Majeſties coming to Towne 
he had directed fifry horſe to watch halfea mile without the Towne, betwixt 
him and the encmy. Athis Majeſties out-going, we heare the enemies Dra- 
goniers, with ſome horſemen making ſervice againſt the watch, who were 
forcedtoretire: whereupon his Majeſty commanded me to fend forth fifty 
musketiers with a Lieyetenant toskirmiſh with the enemy, till the horſe- 
men might retire ; the musketiers being advanced, they skirmiſhed with the 
encimy in vicw of his Majeſty, ATT upthe enemy till the horſemen yak 
l 2 - & 28 


H I S Majeſty having intelligence,that General! Ti#ichad intention to 
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by : butthe enemy being too farre ſtrong, mace our musketiers loſe ground 
in retiring ; and his Majeſty ſuſpecting the enemy was back't with ſtronger 
forces, his Majeſty commanded me, to conimand a hundred-muskericrs 
more, with a ſufficient Officer to match incontinent, for reliefe ot their 
Camerades ; and commanded me to goe withall, and to place them in the 
moſt advantagious ground , which I did, and incontinent]v the reliefe be. 
gun the ſervice a freſh, forcing the enemy to retire backe over the top of the 
hill ; which his Majcſty perceiving was wo 1drous glad, ſaying, the Scots 
Skirmiſh well, who had made the enemy quittheir ground, which they po. 
ſeſt and kept: the other {ide of the hill being all plaine, his Majeſty com- 
manded out atroope of horſe, for torecognize the enemies deligne, and cal. 
ling Colonell Hepburne unto him he ſaid, he would leave us there, and fearing 
the enemy might have a defigne upon Ww7rt5burg, he would returne thither, 
being of greateſt moment, and fo he gave orders to Hepburne to defend the 
Towne ſo long as he could, and then, incaſe of neceſſity, to retire over the 


; bridge, and to breake it off behinde him. 


His Majeſty being gone,Colonell Hepburne begun to putallthingsin good 
order, preparing for the enemics coming, caſting downe houſes and wallcs, 
which might ſerve without the Towne for the enemies advantage, as alſo, 
Cutting downetrecs and hedges, which might ſerve to ſhelter the enemy ; 
As alſo making Scaffolds about the walles, for musketiers to make ſervice 
from ; ordaining the ſcyerall poſtes to be repaired anddefended, in caſe of 
the cncmics purſuite ; ordering alſo the watches, and by watches, to obſerve 
their preciſe houres, making alſo proviſion berimes for ſtore of Amunition, 
and giving diligent and capable men charge over it, and appointing guards 
for it, with ſeveral! other dire&ions befitting an able Commander to give 
outat ſuchtimes; being looking for a mighty enemy to purſuea skurvy ir. 
regularhole; where no Cavalier could gaine credit without overmuch ha. 
zard z yetſ{ucha Maſter would be ſo ſerved, 

All things thus provided , the Curriers went night and day betwixt his 
Majeſty and the Governour, for mutuall intelligence , till the third night 
before day,the enemics Trumpets and Drummes made ſuch a noiſe,as though 
Heaven and earth were going together , continuing as if the enemy were 
marching to the walles for a general{ſtorme : our horſe guards being bea- 
ten in under the walles, were refuſed of entry, and the ourt.guards of foote 
alſo; and then every man within walles did repaire to their poſts,expeRing 
a generall ſtorme , and the pitterding of the ports. The Colonel! having 
vitited the whole guards, and made the Rounde of the whole Towne, ſecing 
all things were ingood order, and the day drawing neerc, wefound the e- 
nemy was retiring from us , having begun his march at midnight towards 
Newringbarg, and the upper Paltz, The day clecring, our horſemen having 
come from the other fide of the Maine, being led and commanded by Duke 
Bernardot Wymay , whereof toure huhdred were commanded towards the 
enemies quarters, to take order with thoſe were lett bhinde, who did ger but 
{light quarters. 

Theenemies Army being marched, his Majeſty was advertized, who 
ſentorders incontinent to Sr, /ohn Hepbarne to breake up in the night, with 
five hundred musketiers, and to march by the enemy, in the night cowards 
Wintzſew, which (by appearance) was too hazardous. The-enemy being too 
farre betore, and in his way alſo, which made his Majeſty to a OO 

is 
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his former orders againſt hiscuſtome , and then the Colonel! being com- 
manded to beſcrthe garriſon, he was recald with the party to returne to 
Wurtzberg, Aftcr Tillies departure, his Majcſty cauled publith an EdiQ over 
all Frazconia, that both Clergy and Laikes, none excepredgſhould come and 
ſweare their fidelity to his Majeſty. Whereupon the full liberty of their 

rofeſſion in ;religion ſhould be granted unto them untroubled, As 
alſo they ſhould have his Majeſties ſateguards for the conſervation of their 
worldly eſtates ; and in this Edit were comained a great part of his Maje. 
ſties former victories obtained againſt his enemies, with the cauſes and mo- 
tives, which moved him to undertake warre againſt the Emperour, together 
with the ſucceſſe followed his Maicſty in this warrc,in having freed Pomeren 
Maclenburg , the three Markes of Brandenburg, the Stifi Breame;, the Stift Me- 
deberg, Saxon and Dwringer, already of the enemy ; As alſo Franconia, after 
the in-taking of Warizbarg, in forcing Tile with his Army, that did come 
for their relictes, for ſcartity to retire unto the upper Paltz, from whence 
ſhortly he hoped to make him rerireto Bevaris, towards the Danow ſtreame, 
as he had made him to retire before from Leipſighto the Waſer ſtreame , and 
at laſt, he hoped he ſhould bring out of the Emperour and their Catholique 
League,againſt all their wills, a good Generall peace, untoall che Evange. 
liſts and thoſe of the reformed Religion in Germanie ,, and he hoped to pay 
them home againe 7ure Talions, m ufing their landes in Byerland ,' as they 
had done his friends Landes in Maclenbure and Pomeren. 

About this time, Madeburg was blocked up by Generall Banter and the Bri- 
gaines forces, commanded and led by the Marqueſſe of Hamilton, at which 
time alſo his Majeſties Ambaſladour of great Britaine, Sir Henry V aine, arri- 
ved at Wurizbarg, where his Honour, with his noble traine, had the good 
attendance and reſpect due given unto him by the whole Officers, who were 
there of both Nations, Scots and Engliſh, whom my Lord Ambaſſadour 
courteouſly and kindly did entertaine, with ſuch reſpe& as became his Ho- 
nour to give unto Cavaliers , and thoſe who followed his Honour, did alſo 
kcepe familiaritic alike with both Nations, 

Ar this time alſo was Lievetenant Colonel! Heball ſent with a Convoy 
of Horſe, and athouſand Dragoniers towards Hazow, who tooke it in by 
ſurprize, with very little lofle, where ſome hurt Officers that were come 
from Leipſigh were taken priſoners, being under cure there. 

The T owne being taken, Huball being bur before Liverenant Colonell to 
the blew Regimenr, having brought apart ofthe Countrie under contribu- 
tion, he gave out Patents, for leavying of horſeand foote, in his owne naine, 
having had a ſure muſter-place, and the helpe of Franckford beſides: imme- 
diatly he did get Commiſhon of His Mafſeſtie, for leavying three thouſand 
horſe and foote, to be intwo Regiments under his Command , he was thus 
ſuddenly made up by one fortunate exploite, withour any grear ſervice, or 
hurt to himſelfe, or thoſe he did command. At this ſame time, or there a- 
bouts was Pragse in Bohemia given over, by accord unto .M1r»hom Generall 


x0 the Saxons Armie, 
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E n = His Majeſtic was pur to the triall of his judgement; and dex- 
reritie in Command : after the incaking of Wurt7borg,his Armie for 


the moſt part being ſent from him, under Command of Gufavws 
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Horne towards Bambridge , as alſo having weakened his Armie,by bcfeting 
the Garriſons on the Maine, not keeping above cight zhouſand toote and 
horſe by himſelfe at Weri7burg, while as G cnerall Teliie, CAltringer, Feuckey, 
and the Duke of Leraive had joyned their forces together, making up fifric 
chouſand men, of intention. to force a paſſe over the Maine , to come at His 
Majeſtic ; His Majeſtie being ſure, Ti#ie would not barme the Countrie 
being Papiſts, he reſolved by cunRation, and delaies to wearie him with a 
defenfive warre, keeping the maine ſtrength of his Army, within WurtZburg, 
being well provided of all furniture .for horſe and man ; he beguane to 
ſtrengthen the Towne with the ſpade and the ſhovell, in making of redoutes 
and skonces without it,in manner of a Winter Leaguer : he alſo cauſcd Scat- 
fold the walles round about within the Towne ; and _ his coming on 
Oxenford, he did the like, diſcharging all duties himſcltc , from one placcto 
an other, as became a wiſe Generall, that did foreſce he defignes of his « ne- 
mie, by a timely prevention, according to the accidents, circumſtances, ar:d 
ſituation of places, ſeeing his enemies ſtrong , and himſelte weake, he tooke 
the firſt advantage, 

This charge of a Generall to an Armig is aplace of ſuch weight and 
importance, that few _ to longto intrude themſelves inthis kinde of Ge- 
neral! command, being ſubject to infinite chances,and altogether divers , al- 
moſt every houre ſet before him. Truly chough this King had a rare judge- 
ment, wit and dexteritic, with great experience in his Command : Ncver- 
theleſſe, ro ſpeaketruth, all the time I did follow his Majeſtic on occafions, 
being ncere three yeeres, I did never ſce His Majeſtic ſo much troubled in 
minde and reſolution, as atthis time in 0xexford, not knowing well himſelfe 
what toreſolve, the enemie being behind him and betore him ; able ro pur- 
ſue Wart7bure, and Oxexfordalike ; and to my minde if he had, hemight have 
carricd both at that time for our Armie was not only ſcattered anddi'per. 
ſed z but alfo we were weake, and, which was worſe , we wereall of us dif- 
contented ;being too much toy led with marching, working and watching , 
without any pay or gaines for honeſt men. 

Art this time, his Majeſtic ſtood in neede of aſſiſtance and good Coun- 
ſell, having enemies on all hands, and a ſtrong enemy ; the Country alſo 
unſure, being unfricads and Papiſts, and he being wiſe, reſolved without 
giving Battaile, his beſt was, to preſſe ro overcome them with the ſeaſon, 
with hunger and cold, with marches and delayes, keeping himſclfe within 
walles, he knew well twelve Souldiers with a good Officer to dire thcm, 
were better, being willing toattend, than a hundred naked and hungry Soul- 
diers without, whereby his enemies Armic were undone, without hurt or 
detriment of his owne, being welltommanded, and well foreſcene and pro- 
vided of all neceſſaries, having given them beſides, as reward of their former 
ſervices, alittle money, knowing well how hungry men could be contented 
with little, in time of neede: for he reſolved, if the enemy purſued him hard 
within Wertzburg,he could not ſuffer himſclfe to be beleaguered with aſtrong 
Armic, ina ſtraiteplace; and to goeto the Fields with adiſcontented weake 
Armie (which it bchooved him to doc) was not good. The conſideration of 
this forced him to g1VC {ome moneys in hand,to content them,and hand. writ, 
and afſienations for more moneys to be payd unto them out of Newrenberg, 
within fax moneths afterwards. 

As allo his Majeſtic knew well the enemics Armie ncerc hand, —_— 
: there 


there was money given out by his Majeſtic, that it was the one'y way to 
weaken and diflolve the enemies Armie, in making invir Souldicrs runne 2+ 
way, and to take ferviceunder his Majcſtie, wh.ch incflect accordingly fl] 
ouc : for it being neere Winter, and their Armie marched away,the's (trag- 
ling Souldiers did ſtrengthen our Gatriſons, having taken fervice wider us; 
having but heard of the brute of money, that was given our amongſt us, 
Where we ſce, how neceſſary it was, at this time, in juch'a dangerous cx. 
eremitic, tor this lictle Armic to have bcene commancacd by a wile Generall, 
that ſteered his courie aright inmiddeſt of the greateſt tempeſt, liketo a skil- 
full marriner, where an arrogant fellow, wichour $kill, that had comman- 
dcd, had made ſhipwracke of all. 

As his Majeſtic was wiſe and moderate in his Command ; fo thoſe who 
obeyed were taithfull and intire to their Superiour. Here inferiours whom 
Fortune favoureth, though weakeſt, were ſubje&t inall things to him, who 
was Fortunes CHinon, and Mars his equall, Gz#4avw the Invincible; that 
by his wiiedome, and foreſight, forced old Tlie to retire to Nurenberg, ha- 
ving gained nothing but lofſe, which retreate was the preſage of his tuture 
ruine, at the LTeacke, where it enters into the Danow., 

Here alſo we are inſtructed,as well by his Majeſties politique government, 
as by his milicary ; He being alike expert in both, diſcharging thedurie of a 
King, anda Generall, Tam Arte, quam Marte : forthe enemy was no ſooner 
gone, but incontinent his Majeſtic cauſed ſerve his publique Za:#ts,for bring- 
ing inthe Country-men, to give their oaths of fidelitic ; moving them there. 
to partly by compulſion, and partly by promiſes of dutie and of libertic to 
their Conſciences, two ſtrong Arguments to move thoſe to obedicnce, who 
had ſeene their friends forced to turne backes uponthem, from whom, under 
God, they did expe Reliefe to come, 

Moreover we lec here, that thoſe whoare honoured by God, are alſo wor. 
thy of honour from their cqualls: other Kings, Princes, and Confederates 
{ending their Ambaſſadours unto them, to congratulate their good Fortunes 
and ſucceſle ; as alſo to Treate with them in matters belonging to their mu- 
euall States and ſtanding : at this time alſo, there were Commiſſioners ſen 
from Ylme, Strasbnrg, Nurenberg, and Francford, treating with His Maje- 
ſtie for themſelves apart, as free from the bodic of the Empire : And ſuch 
feathers his Majcſtie was glad to get out of the Emperours wings, knowing 
the more he wanted of ſuch feathers, the worſe he could flic : and ſome of 
them were light, changing as the winde. To concludethen , whom fortune 
fivcures, the world |+ughs on,as may be ſcene here, by theexample of Lieve- 
tenant Colonell Howbals, after the intakingof Henow by meere fortune being 
ſurpcized , which was the occaſion, this Cavalier was ſo ſuddenly made up, 
in getting Command over horſe and foote, from Livetenant Colonel], who, 
foure yeeres betore, was Sergeant under the blew Regiment. Yet notwith- 
fanding the good he had received under his Majeſticand his Crowne, he af- 
terwards quitthem and their fervice; in their greateſt extreamitic, which was 
unthankfully done of him, being more unkindly, then friendly. 
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The twenty ſecond Duty diſcharged of our 
March from Wurczburg to France - 
ford on the Maine. 


Garriſon, under command of Colonel] Axelile, preparation being 


H: S Majeſty having beſet Warrzburg Caſtle with a firong Sweden; 
made for the march, the Colonell of the Anillery, Leonard Richayd- 


ſon a Swede, was direted downe the Maine, with the great Cannon, and 


three hundred commanded musketiers of Scors,of Sr. James Ramſey his Regi- 
ment comanded by Alexander Hanan, beinga diſcreete Cavalier, of good 
command and condu, and valorous alſo : they had abundanceof Cannon, 
fire-workes, Amunition, and all other furniture belonging to Arnllery, 
with them by watcr, having got orders to take inall ſtrengths on the Maine, 
which lay in their way , where they and he who commanded them, made 
good booty , having takenin ſeverall Caſtles, and cHiltenbarg alſo, and 
from thence continued their courſe downe the water towards Aſheffenbure, 2 
City and a Caſtle on the Maine belonging to the Biſhop of Hens, where 
they had orders to remaine till his Majeſties coming with the Army. 

This march continued for five dayes , where we had nightly good quar- 
ters by the way , being in feare of no enemy we kept the whole march, rhe 
Maine on our right hand, & our horſemen upon the left,having had the Fele- 
marſhall with his Army lying at B«mbridge, betwixt us and the cncmy, ſo 
that this march, though in winter , was not ſo troubleſome unto us, as their 
travelling is tothem, who journey in forraine countries, for to ſee ſtrange fa- 
ces, where they muſt needs lay our monies for their entertainment, ſome 
of us onthis march were well entertained , and did get mony beſides to 
ſpend at Francford, 

Likewiſe when it bchoved travellers to hire guides, and ſometimes to 
hire convoies for their ſafeties, we had G#ffavma King under God,our Lea- 
der, and a powerfull Army to convoy us, and atnight, the ſweete, and ſo- 
ciable ſociety of our countrimen and ſtrangers, the one to ſeaſon the other, 
which made our march pleaſant, alongſt the pleaſant and fruitfull River of 
the Maine , that runnes through faire Frencowis into the Rhine at 
Mentz, 

Having come with the Army , the length of Harow, leaving Aſhafſenburg 
behinde us, we marched to Sre/nhems, which preſently we tooke in by accord, 
where the moſt part of the Souldiers did take ſervice, which being done, 
his Majeſty did ſend unto the Lords of Francford, defiring them for rhe 
well of the profcſſours ofthe Evangell, totake in a Garrifor, with a proteſts 
tion, iftheyrefuſed ro doc itwillingly , itbchoved him otherwiſe to deale 
with them , which was not his deſire. 

They having taken the propoſition, for two dayes, in adviſement , bis Ma- 
jeſty the ſixteenth of November, did let quarter the Army before their 
Ports in Offe:back, Ober and Nider Rode, the next day they conſented, his 
Majeſties Army ſhould march through, leaving fix hundred men in Garri- 
ſon in Sexenhowſes,the Lords giving their Oath to ſecure the Garriſon of 
Sexenhowſen of all dangers , and on the ſeventeenth of November his _ 
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ſty with the whoke Army.in comely order marched alongſt che bridge, trom 
S<xenhowſenthrough the Towne of Francfora towards Hechſt, whete there 
lay twemilts off the'. Towne a Garti{on of the cnemics. In this march 
through Francford, fuch order was kept wichout any diſorder, as it it were 
the ſolemne proceſſion ofa King and his nobles in-parliament., every one 
admiring of his Majcftics good order and difciplin: kept over his 
Arm . F Wwe a $aF s 4 

The nincteenth of November, Hecht was taken in by his Majeſty with - 2. 
accord, where the Souldicrs for the moſt parc tooke ſervice.” The next day 
the Army lying till in Dorpes, bis Majeſty returned to Franeford, and met 
with the Landewave of Heſſen,the Landgrave of Darmſiat and with the Earles 
of the Yetro, where it was agrecd amongſt them,for the defence of the Land, 
to joyNc in one caafederacy , where the Caſtle of Ruſſe/ſhews. was given un« 
to his Majeſty by the Landgrave of Darmftit , whereon two hundred Scots 
of Cylanell Zodewick Leſly his Regiment were ſet,under command of Cap» 
taine M1caowgall, 

The n. xr day bcingthe two and twentith of November, his Majeſty re- 
rurred to Hecht agaire; and having put forth the Papiſts, placing his owne 
Preachers, on Sunday his Majeſty thanked God,that he had gotten in Frexc- 
fort without bloud or ftroake of ſword, His Majeſty cauſed to ſer over a 
ſhip-bridge at Hech#, and ſent ſhips before cMentz, to blocke it by water, 
till his Majeſty with the Army croſſed the Maize, and marched by Darm- 
Pat in the Bergftraſſe, of intention ro have gone for Heidelberg , bur retiring 
downe-necre the Rhiwe, —_— quartered the Army, his Majeſty with a

] _ Souldiers have notalwayes ſo harda life,as the common opinion 1s; 
for ſometimes as they have abundance, ſo they have variety of plea- 
ſure in marching ſoftly, withour feare or danger , through fertill ſoyles and 
pleaſant countries, their marches being more like to a Kingly progrefle, 
then to warres,- being ina fat land, as this was, abounding in all things, 
except peace : they had plenty of corne, wine, fruite, gold, filver, Iewells, 
andof all ſortof riches could be thought of, on this River of che Maine, 
wherethe Townes and pleaſant Fleas lie by the water, not diſtant, in many 
places , halfe an Engliſh mile from one another, beifig one of the pleaſan- 
' teſt parts, and wholeſomeſt for ayrethar I.did ſee in all Germany , having a 
grcat Traftique by water from thence unto the weſt ſea, by the R/ime run- 
ning northward unco Holland, This Towne of Fraxcford is ſo pleaſant for . 
ayre, fituation, buildings, traffique, commerce withall Nations, by water @©. 
and by land, that it is and may be thought the Garden of Germany, and con- 
ſequently of Zwropey ſeeing no continent in Ewrope is comparable unto Ger- 
many, tor fertilicy, riches, corne, wine, traffique. by land, pleaſant Cities, 
fairc buildings, rare orchards , woods, and planting, civility, as well in rhe 
country as inthe cities; their Dorpes and Fles walled aboutz The Boores 
inhabitants having their wines in Sellers (et in grear,rife or plentifull as. wa-

H1$ march being profitable as it was pleaſant tothe eye,we ſee that XN. 
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ter, toentertainetheir friends, in a bountiful manner, eſpecially alongſt 
this pleaſant River of the Marne. | 

Here at Fraxcford is the Mart,calledrhe Francforter Maſſe whether the Mar. 
chants reſort from all partes of Zarepefot the mutug#Hhinrerchange of money 
and wares : Hether alſo are broughrttwice inthe yeare from all par:s of Eu- 
rope, the trayells and/bookes written by the learned of all ſciences, ard of 
all controverſics of Religion,to be tranſported againe from thence, tor the 
uſc of other Kingdomes. 1 | 

The inhabitants of Fraxsford , we ſee here.are content to take in his Ma- 
jcſties Garriſon iv Saxoxbovſew, without compulhon or lofing of bloud: and 
this kinde of conqueſt is the beſt conqueſt, when we conquer more by loye 
then by force 4 where they,by their timely yectding, preſerved their Towne, 
their buildings,their orchards, their houſes of pleaſureundeſtroied, when o. 
thers through their pride toode out,till they were puniſhed by the ruine of 
their Townes , thc loſipg of their moveables, 2s their gold, their (1]ver, 
their rich cupboords, thcir Iewells, their ornaments, thear orchards, their 
gardens, in regard of their pride in time of their plenty. 

But this City of Frencford was made wiſe, by the ruine of other Cities, 
whoſe intemperate troubles made rhem moderate. Thus concord is the mo- 
therofall happineſſe in the Common-weale; for ſhe debarres enemics, avg- 
ments wealth , makes the Cities ſure withont a guard, and oftimes we ſce 
_ thoſe whocontemne Peace, ſecking glory, they loſe both peace and 
glory, 

There fore the Lords of Fraxcford did well, in preferring good conditions 
of peace before an uncertaine war, eſpecially againſt ſuch a'Heroick King as 
Guſtavws was,then the Patriot & ProteQour of their faith and Religion,and 
conſequently of their freedome, and their countrics freedome, and for 
theirrewards,to my knowledge,they were inriched three yeares together (by 
the hant of the Army) withthe ſubſtanee of the foure upper Circles of Ger- 
many; Which in th'end they rewarded with unthankefulnefle, and Goubr. 
lefle will be puniſhed for it ſometime, 

Herealſo we have the power of example, for the Towne of Franeford 
having taken his Majeſty of Swedenfor their ProteRor,following their exam- 
ples, the two Landgreves Heſſenand Dermitat , with the Earles of the Yere- 
raw dcfirc alſo tobe inthe confederacy , and weremoft gladly accepted of. 
Flme, Nurenberg and Strasburg endedalſotheir confederacy with his Maje« 
ſy after the example of Frencford, promiſing ſupply of men, money and 
victualls fo: the Army, Amunition and horſes for the Artillery , with a- 
bundance of Armes for horſe and foote,with powder, ball, match, waggons, 
ipades, ſhovells, Pikes, mattockes, axes and all other things fitting for the 
adyancement of the warres, Here was a greate conqueſt without ſtroake of 
Iword, ſhewing unto us the number of tricnds we get, when fortune ſmiles 
onus : but how ſoone this Heroicke Perſon is but once gone, and that for. 
tune beginneth to frowne, then theſe yariable friends quit their confederacy 
againe ; following the ſtrongeſt , for which oneday the ſword of their enc- 
mics will come amoneſt them, with hunger and peſtilence. Ar thistime the 
Queenes Max ſty of Sweden was come to Sretiy, and from thence on her 
journey towards Francford- Here allo the Kings Majeſty of Bohemia was 
come tOviſit his Majeſty of Swedes, and was Royally received by his Ma- 


. 


&ty,as likewiſeby the Lords of Freveford, and was wondertully youu 
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of by the whole Communalty of the Cities and Countries, where ever his 
Majeſty did come. 

Here alſo the Marqueſſe of Hamilton did come unto his Majeſty againe, 
being followed likea Prince , and well reſpeted by both the Kings, The 
Ambaſſadors of Britaineand of France werethere alſo , and the Rex.chan- 
cellor of Sweden being come with the Queenes Majeſty and Sir Patricke 
Ruthwene come from Spruce, wereall made welcome to this Court then art 
Fraxcford , which was not inferiour to the Emperours owne Court, in re- 
ſpect of great confluence of people, that came from all parts to congratulate 
the Lyon of the north his victories , and toadmire his fortunes, being ſo in. 
creaſed in two yeares time , tharall things ſuccecded happily unto his Ma- 
jeſty according to his owne hearts deſire. 
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The twenty third Duty diſcharged of the intakins 
of the Skonce at Oppeaham , and 
his Mateſties eroſſing the 
Rhine. 


I S Majeſty having viewed and well recognoſced the Skonce on 
H the Rhine,over againſt Oppraham,the River being interjeRed betwixe 
it and the Towne , his Majeſty did leade Colonell Hepburnes Brig- 
pats and Colonell Winckles being the blew; with ſome cannon,'great and 
mall before it , where his Majeſty did ſtay till the Batteries were made, and 
the approaches begun , then leaving the command on Colonell Heplwurne, 
with tempeſtuous cold weather, with hard froſts and ſnow, 'we lay downe 
= the fields, having no ſhelter , but Come buſhes by the fide of the 
Rhine, 
The Skonce was really fortified with Foſſees, that were broad, deepe, 


and full of water, with a draw-bridge over the Moate, and the Skonce was 


well beſet with a thouſand men, and well provided of victualls, fireand A. 
munition , having free paſlage at their pleaſure without danger, from the 
Towne unto the Skonce ,- and backe againe : The Caſtle and the hill on 
the other fide ofthe Rhine, being mounted high , their cannon from their 
batteries did cleanſe and ſcowre the fields about the Skonce, being a razed 
Champange, and plainc without any ſhelter of their batteries, on the other 
ſide they plagued us ftiHvith cannon, eſpecially in the night time, while 
It bchooved us to have fire, which was their marke, ſo that ſundry wereloſt, 
and one night fitting at ſupper, a Buller of thirty two pound weight, ſhot 
right out betwixt Colonell Hepburnesſhoulderand mine, going through the 
Colonells Coach; the next ſhot kill'd a Sergeant of mine, by the fire,drink- 
ins a pipe of Tobacco. This night the enemy made an out-fall, ro try his 
valour , thinking to beate us from our cannon, but he was brayely repulſed 
by puſh of Pike, ſlightly cſteeming of their muskets, and ſcorning to uſe 
ours , with ſharpe points of pikes conveied them home to their 
Grafte. | 
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The next day inthe morning,knowing his Majeſty had croſſed the Rhine, 
they did capitulate with Colonell Hepburne,who did gIVe them, being Itali- 
415, more honourable quarters then 1a truth their carriage did deſcrvc, 
having got licence to march out, Bag and Mp tull Armcs, with a 
convoy to the next Garriſon, they being marched,his Majeſty having croſſed 
the Rhine inthe night, where the Spaniard made ſome refiſtance, but in vaine, 
his Majeſty having got over, the next morning he marched towards Open- 
hams in the Paltz , on the one fideof the Towne , aud we ſetting over alſo, 
we purſuedthe Towne and the Caſtle on the other fide, but Sr. 1«mes Ramſey 
his musketiers being led by their Major, finding a privy paſlage about the 
Caſtle, they ſtormed over the walles, coming betwixt the outward Skonce 
2nd the caſtle, and finding the draw-bridge downe, on a ſudden they entered 
the Caſtle, and pur all to the ſword : the reſt of the enemy tirding the Caſtle 
to be in,they runne all ro ſtorme the Skonce,on which were nine Companies 
of 1taliaws, with their colours ; their Officers finding the caſtle ſurprized be- 
hinde them, and the ſtorme going on before them, they threw downe their 
Armes calling for quarters, which wasgranted: bur theircolours taken from 
them, they willing to take {ervice were all diſpoſed by his Majeſty to Sr, 
Tohn Hepburne, who was not only a Colonell unto them, but a kinde Patron, 
putting them in good Quarters till they were armed and clad againe. Burt 
their unthankfulneſſe was ſuch, that they ſtayed not, but disbandoned all, 
in Bireland , for having once got the warme ayre of the Summer, they were 
all gone before Winter.

E = x then we ſce, that itis the durie of all wiſe Generals, of intention 
"Þ to beleaguer Citic, Fort, or Strength, firſt to recognolce, and having 
once recognolſced, then to proceed, as they finde moſt advantagious 
for the Belcagueter, and diſadvantagious for the aſſailed : the purſucer muſt 
know, what number of men are requiſite forthe purſute, as well offenfiye as 
defenſive. 
| lIathis pointof recognoſcing his Majeſties judgement was wonderfull, as 
in all other practical duties fitting a great Commander,and as his Majeftics 
judgement was great and good,ſo he was of that minde,nothing, in this kinde 
could be well done, which he did not bimſelfe, neither could his Majeftic a- 
bide, at ſuch times, as he went to recognolſce, any other to accompany him 
in the danger, other reaſons doubtleſſe His Majeſtie had, which were onely 
privie unto himſelfe. This point how neceffaric it is, for a great Comman- 
derto be judicious of, no Souldjer will doubt. 
_ Herealſo weſee, His Majeſtic made nodifference of ſeaſon, or weather, 
in proſecuting his enemic, whenever he formd any advantage. And there- 
forc it was His Majeſties wiſe reſoltion, to croſſe the Rhine, while Generall 
Tillies Armie, inthe Winter time, was fartheſt from him , and making but a 
faint here beforc Oppenham, his ayme anddefigne was to croffe the Rhine at 
an other part by ſhipping, that while the enemie was buſfied in defence of the 
kOnce, His Ma jeſtie might croſle at an other part: for the Armic once crol- 
ed, the Skonce was loſt, for want of ſupplie ; and His Majeſtic once over, 
the whole Pals and Mentz were in feare. 
Nothing is more powerfull to reliſt reſolution , than reſolution : for £ - 
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ſaidof the 0ke, being hard timber, for to cleave it a ſunder, there mult be 
wedges made of it ſelfe, that hardnefſe may overcome hardneſſe, M y adviſe 
, then to all brave fellowes watching in trenches, or guarding Cannon, while 
1 as the encmie would try their valour by out-falling,in afſailing them, at ſuch 
1 times, let thedefenderdoe as was done here, leaving the ule of the Musket. 
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as being more unreadie, letthem make uſe of their pikes, meetivg their ene- 
mies inthe teeth, with a ſtrong firme badie of Pikes, (after the old Scors faſhi- 
on,uſed by our Predeceſſours,that fought pell mell;with two-hand ſworde s, 
eill one of che parties did quit the field) for though they ſuffer loſle, ſure they 
muſt winne credir, that repulſe their cnemie, rather than diſgracefully ſuffer 
' their Cannon tobe nayled, ortheirbraines knockt out in trenches , while 
as they take them tothe uncertaintie ofthe musker, Therefore letreſolution 
be ever preſent, repulling force with force , for it thou wouldeſt be eſteemed 
amongſt the number of brave fellowes , thou muſt reſolve to ſhew thy ſelfe 
reſolute,couragious,and valiant,going beforeothers in good exam ple,choo- 
ſing ratherto dye with eredir ſanding, ſerving the publique, than ignomini- 
dy to live in ſhame, diſgracing both thy ſelfe and Countric, Who would 
not then at ſuch times choole vertue before vice; glorie, honour, and im- 
mortall farne, before an ignominious, ſhameful! , and deteſtable life « Lec =X. 
then my deere Camerades of the Brittiſh Nation, where ever they {erve, em- 
brace this my cxhortation,and lay it up in the ſecrer corners oftheir heart and 
minde, that they may be ever mindeful! of their credits , preferring credit to 
life, for the honour of the invincible Nation, doing ever, as was done here 
by their Countrie men, in onenight thrice, at three ſeverall partes, whereof 
twicgin ſight oftheir King and Maſter, ' 

His Majeſtie croſſing the Rhine, did take with him the Scots, which were 
there, of Sir [awes Ramſeys Regiment, of old Spexſe his Regiment, and of x 
Lord Rhees; being landed, rhe Spaniſh horſemen having turiouſly mal 

' the Scots, with a {itle advaritage of a _—_— ſtood by His Majeſtie againſt 
the Spaniſh horſemen, and with a ſtrong body of pikes,and ſalves of musker; 
reſiſted valiantly the horſemen, till;the reſt were landed , to relicye them. 
As alſo the next day, the Musketieres of Remſeys Regiment, that onall occa- 
fions were wont to ſhew their valour , were the firſt ſtormed the walles, at 
Oppeaham , as they were the firſt, with their Camerades, that accompanied 
His Majeſtic, at his landing in the Pars, teſtifying how willing they were 
ro oppoſe danger, in fight of their King and Maſter, revenging themſelves 
onthe Spaniard (acruell enemy to the Daughter of our King , and Siſterto 
our Dread Soveraigne, the Queeneof Bohemia) whom before they had re- 
moved, by force of Armes, from the ſweete land of the Paltz, where at this 
time, they were fighting, to inveſt againe His Majeſtie of zohemis her Hu. | 
band, and his Royall iſſue, being under the Condu@ of the Lyon of the #- 
North, the invincible King of Swedes, cheir Leader , who was carelefle {as he 
ſaid bimſclfethat night) to-incurre the feude, or the enmity and anger, both of 
the Houſcof ,1»ſiris, and King of Spaine , to:doe ſervice to his Deere 
Siſter, the Queene of Bohewis. Who would notthen, my deere Camerades, 
Companions, not of want, but of yalourand courage, ar ſuch atime, being 
the time we all of us longed to ſee, who would not (I ſay) preſſetodiſcharge 
the dutie of yalourous Souldiers and Capraines , in fightot their Maſter and 
King, having croſſed the Rhine, fighting for the Queene of Souldiers, being 
led by the King of Captaines,and Coping of Kings 5 who would not then, 
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45 true valourous Scets, with heart and hand ſuſtaine the Fight, diſcharging 
at once the dutie of Souldiers, and valourons Captaines , by that meanes (© 
farre as in them lay, reſtoring the Paltz, contemning death, ſtriving to ger 
- victory over their enemies, and freedome of Conſcience to their diſtreſſed 
brethren long kept in bondage; and under tyranny ot their enemies, the ſpace 
of ten yeares, till the coming of this magnanimous King, and great Cap. 
raine zwho in ſix moneths time after, did free the Paltz of all Spaniſh Forces, 
ſetting them ar libertie; having brought the Keyes ot all Goales with him, 
and opened the doores, not onely of all priſons, bur alſo of all houſes and 
Churches in the Pa/ts, that had becne cloſed ten yeares before, through the 
baniſhment of the owners, bringing them backe to their houſes againe, and 
hiving removed the Idolatrous worſhip of Papiſts out of their Churches, 
ſuffered them againe to ſerve God peaceably in their former true, undoubted 
and oncly pure profeſſion of tht Faith of Chriſts Goſpell.

The twenty-fourth Datie diſcharged of our March to 
Mentz, and of the intaking of it, 


[ S Majeſtic having laien here at Oppenham ſome three dayes, till the 
reſt ofthe Armie were come over at Oppenham, and ar Stockſtat, the 
Armic being come overgthe Spaniards wereafraid to ſtay inany place, 
thar was not wondrous ſtrong and their feare being ſo great,they quit Stag ne 
ſetting ir on fire, as alſothe Lorrerings Garriſon did quit Wormes, having firſt 
abuſed the Towne with plundering,and other intolerable damage and hurt, 
they retired all unto Frankendall, being ſtrong by fortification, they made is 
ſtrong of men, having retired above eight thouſand Spaniards within 1t, 
who being blocked up, had never the reſolution or courage once to have 
falne forth on the Swedens Forces, butkepr themſelyes cloſe within walles. 
His Majeſtie taking his march towards cMemz, which before was blockt 
up, on the other ſide of the Rhive next to Fraxcford, with Shippes, and with 
the Landgrave of Heſſens Forces, his Majeſtic about the middeſt of Derexm- 
ber, in cruc!l tempeſtuous weather for froſt and ſnow,coming| before it on a 
Sunday in the afternoone, and having himſelfe rode abour the Towne, on 
the Palr7 fide, and recognoſced both workes and walles, the Armie ſtanding 
in Battaile, his Majeſtic having firſt commanded'*the Horſemen, ſome to 
quarters, and ſome on dutie : The foote Briggads were commanded to- 
wards theirſeverall Poſtes, where Colonel! Hepbarnes Briggad ( according 
touſe) was directed to the moſt dangerous Poſte,. next the enemy ; and the 
reſt to theirs. The night coming on, we begunne our approaches, and-pre- 
pared for making readie of our Battailes, where, according to cuſtome, men 
were ordained to make Cannon Baskets, ſome to provide materialls, ſome 
to watch, ſomerto worke, ſome to guard the Artittery,and ſome to guard the 
work-men, and ſome to guard the Colours beforethe Briggad: the day ap- 
Proaching, having made ready the Batteries in the night , as allo having 
wrought in the approaching by day : the ſervice on both fides beginneth 
with Cannon and Musket, ſo that our Cannon offthe water, and from the 
eLicr fide, did ſhoot blancke within the Towne, which made great terrour 
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amongſt the Inhabirants, the Biſhop being removed towards Cowblance, ke 
did leave two thouſand Spantards within the Towne, who were in doubt of 
the Burgers fidelitic, neither yet did they expect any relicfe,and the Towne 
being wide of circumfcrence, more than they were able to beſet, they begun 
betimes to thinke on Accord , yet, they relolved,to make it the more ho- 
nourable, their beſt was to prolong time. | 

Colonell A xall:ly, a Swede, being come to viſit his Majeſtic, having had 
noemplayme"t in the beleaguering, being at ſupper with Colonel! Hepburne 
and me, on our Poſts, by our Guard-fire, being merrily diſcourſing, that if a 
miſ-fortune ſhould happen unro him there, what ſhould” be thought of it, 
having had no charge, he having foretold a mithap unto himſclte, rhe next 
day aftcr dinner hard by me, the legge was ſhot from him with a Cannon 
Bullet, who after that was carried by my folkes unto his lodging, and being 
curzd, ſerved after with a treene or woodden legpe. 

A: this Sicge our Briggad did ſuſtaine more hurt thanthe reſt ofthe Ar- 
mic, bring moſt employed on all commands, bo\h i reſpect of their valour, 
and of the goo! conduct and fortune followed them, and their Leaders. 

The third day, the Skonce without the Towne being hard preſſed, and 
we having on our quarter approached ro the walles, and the Towne, from the 
wa'er, and from the Landgrave fide, having ſuſtained great lofle by their 
Cannon. The enemy finding there was no hope of relicfe, hz entercd ina 
Treatic, and gave up the Towne on accorg z being ſuffered to march our 
without Armes, they were Conveyed to Cowblance - they being gone , 
Qua:ters were made for the whole foote within the Towne, where three 
daycs before Chriſtmaſſe we were quartered, and remained there, bcing lod. 
ged in the extremitic of the cold with the Hopſtaffe, to the fifth of March 
1632. 


The twenty-fourth Obſervation. 


I S Majeſtic of Sweden having croſt the 8hine,the Priſoners that were 
FH long baniſhed, being ten yeares out of the PalrF, were then incouraged 

by their libertie attained unto, through the yalour and wiſcdome of 
his Majcſtie of Sweden, who did bring the keyes of thie priſon, and of their 
houſes, and the paſſe once opened, they begunne ro rtrurne home, and the 
ſtrangers removed, they rejoyced at their home coming, inthe enterrainin 
of their friends, thit fought, for them, and they did perceive the terrour 
feare of their enemies, that drew all unto Fraxchendsle, as uno the ſtrongeſt 
corner of their feeble hearts, whete it was evident to ſee, their removing 
from all was drawing neere. Franckexdale being blocked up, and viRtualls dc» 
barred from them, it was impoſſible for them to ſubſiſt long. 

I did obſcrve here, at the in-raking of Mentz, that oyle, travell, danger 
and reſolution wer2 our beſt meanes, in gerring this Towne in three dayes 
tine, our Cannon having froth the Heſſen fide ſo ſpoyled the Burgers on the 
ſtreets, and within their houſes, finding their owne hurt, being ſtrongerthan 
the Garriſon, forced the Garriſonto Accord, by that meanes preventing 
their owne ruine,atid the lofle of their goods, if the Towne had beenetaken 
by ſtorme of hand. And therefore, for ſparing of their Cirie, they promiſed 
his Majeſtie, for keeping good order, threeſcore thouſand Dollers, _ 

Likewiſe I did obſerve, by AxaGilies loſle of his legge, that many —_ 
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hurt comes to men inthat kinde, as a preſuge of worldly lucke, 18 getting, 
as they ſay, ſomething to the ſore toote , for he, betore this, being bur 
meane in cſtate and cmploy ment, was afterwards made rich by governe- 
mcnts. Divers others I could inſtance under onc Armic, were advanced to 
riches, after recciving of meane hurts, and on mcane occaſions of [ervice, as 
this was, being buta looker on. But tor me, let me have health, and glad po. 
vcrtic with credit, for riches I dcfire not, it chat I may have more of credit 
than oth. rs ; and that ſhall bc my prayer, to kerpg my mtnde 1n an invincible 
lice, that externall things move me not : neither would I ſuffer fortune to 
be able with her threatnings to pierce me, having tryed ſharper thatgould not 
dare. Let us then-be conteat with our lot,and though che meanes we ſhould 
live on, be detained from us, yet let us wrong no body by oppreſſion, incone 
quering by unlawtull mcanes, and doubtlefſe the Lord will conlerve aur 
healths, and fuſtaine our bodies with ſufficiency, and ſo being honeſt, we 
ncede never be aſhamed to be thought poore in mens cſtecme, being rich in 
Chriſt. : - 

Hereallo I did obſerve, th:t oftentimes thoſe, that durſt nor liftup their 
heads in time of danger, doe often better ipeed and thrive in worldly things, 
than thoſe that mcrit the beſt : as was leene on thole Briggads entred firſt in- 
to Meat, that did get both Priſoners and ſpoyle with the beſt Quarters, 
when others, that deſerved better, were worſe quartered in empti- houſes, 
while as other Colonells and Souldiers,of farre lefle deſerving, were making 
up of eſtates for their poſteritic, in better Quarters, within the Paltz and 
Franckonte. 

But on the contrary ; valouxgous men their labours and travells ought to 
be rewarded, with honour and profit, by thoſe they did truely ſerve, For 
if great undertakings in this kinde, before Townes, inextremitie of danger, 
were nobly recompenced with great rewards , that would incourage men a= 
Saine to refuſe nothing to be undertaken, that was honourable : and on the 
contrary ; nothing diſcontents worthy men more, than to be rewarded like 
Cowards ; and thoſe that ſtood out the danger, like thoſc that durſt nor 

fifrt head when the ſtorme blew ; and whea the hope of reward is the com- 
fort of mens labours, than all royle ſeemes to be caſic : and it is a hard thing, 
when the diligent and induſtrious is diſappointed of his hyre, and when he 
is rewarded with injury, who did merit well ; this of all evills, is moſt un- 
ſufferable, when he muſt ſuffer lofle that expected helpe : for on the contra- 
ry, it were more juſt, that notable vertues ſhould be notably rewarded, with 
badges of honour, to make all others treade in the glorious path of vertue, 


and well-doing.

W Hile we lay ot cMents, his Majeſtic having heard that the Spaniard 


had ſet over a ſtrong Armie at Spzer, of intcntion to fall on the 
Rhinegrave his Regiment of horle, lying in the hinder PaliR, be- 


twixt Bachrach and the Moſel , who having no foote forces with rm, - 
acſtic 
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Majeſtic made choice of me,to be ſent unto him with apartie of five hundred 
commanded Musketiers, for to aſfiſt him in maintaining the Garriſons in 
thoſe parts, from the incurſion of the Spanzard, and his Majeſtie hearing of 
the Queenes coming towards Frexcford, leaving orders with Duke Barnard 
of Wymar (then Governour of Menrtz, and commander over the Armie in 
his Majeſtics abſence ) to direR me away with the partic to the Rhinegrave, 
his Majeſtic being gone, I was ſent tor by the Duke to receive my Orders. 
which were, I ſhould receive five hundred commanded Musketiers, with ſut- 
ficient yictualls and Amunition, and then to ſhip them at Merrz, and to goc 
downe the Rbine towards Bachrach, and there to fend tothe Rhinegravefor 
further orders,but before my departing, I took orders in writ from the Duke, 
how to carry my ſelfe in obeying of the Xhinegrave his commands, and im- 
mediately I went and received the partie, being in readinefle on the marker- 
place, with Proviant and Amunition for the voyage,and being ſhiprt we went 
downe the Rhine towards Bingen on the Noe,that runs by Crewrzneehthrough 
the Paltz intothe Rhine at Bingen,where Sir Temes Ramſeys Regiment did lie in 
Garri{on,out of which there went with me of that Regiment a Capraine with 
a hundred Musketicrsz being ſhipped, we continued our courſe towards B4- 
chrach, where being landed, I deftred from the Governour (being a Captaine 
nnder the Red Regiment ) Quarters for my Souldiers, till I got orders whe. 
ther to march, but the Captaine being diſconreeous, cloſedrhe Ports, uſing 
us unfriendly, whereupon I deſired to be ler into ſpeake with him, which be- 


10g granted for mealone, I entered,and having ſpoke with the Captaine,was | 


retuſed of Quarters, and of Proviant for my Souldiers, whereupon I retired 
forth, 8 the Ports being cloſed againe, I made our Souldiers make good fires 
of the drieſt wood without the Towne, whereof there was no ſcarciticz and 
being darke, the Towne Tying alongſtrhe Riyer, we getting intelligence there 
was 2 water-gate, where thete ſtood a Centry, Itooke a ſmall Boat and rwo 
Officers with me,and entering the ſallying Porr, the Centry {uſpeRing no e- 
nemy, we tooke him off, ſwearing it he cryed, we would kill him,and bring. 
ing him ro our Guard, left him te their keeping,and immediately I went in at 
the ſallying Port, accompanied with my Officers and ſome Musketiers, and 
having ſet a Guard at the Port, we went to the Captaines quarter,and tooke 
in his lodging, where we made good cheare, jecring the Captaine, till he was 
contented to ſend forth abundance of vituals for the whole party;& to make 
good quarters for our whole Officers within the Towne, where they did ger 
both meat 8& money;and beſide, I madeall the Dorpes that were without the 
Towne belonging to it, to pay a contribution of money ro me & my Officers, 
for keeping good order, web wedid to repay the Captaines unthanktnlneſſe, 
The next day leaving the partie ro make good cheare, I went to the R/:ne- 
grave to receive his Commands,who dire&ted me ro marchro a Dorpe with- 
intwo miles of Coblentz, and to quarter there till further Orders,I retired to 
the partie, and forcing the Capranne ta ſend fiftic Mus keticrs with me ; wee 
followed our Orders, and quartered within two miles of Coblentz. 
| The Rhineerave having gorteninelligence where ſome ofthe Spaniards did 
lie in quarters, with his Regiment falling ito their quarters, he did defcat 
two Regiments of them, that were come over thi Moſel before the Armie. 
The next day, he advertiſed me, he was toddvance with his Regiment to- 
wards Sprer, neere the Moſel,to arrend the enemies coming, and if he were di- 


[ireſſed,he would advertiſe me,whereby I might timely befer the —_— 
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The Spariardhaving ſet over his Army at Spter, bcing tc:1 thouſand ſtrong, 
octing inelligence of the &himegraves iQuarter,they narchedon it, where he 
lay in open Dorpes, in a manner truſting and repofing roo much unto him. 
ſeltc and his ſtrength, mif-regarding his encmics, be.1g a Cavalicr who was 
both couragious and refolure, who had alſo relolute and valourous Officers 
and Souldicrs under him, a ſudden alarum had no power to fright him or his, 
being his watch was commanded by Rutmaſter Hume of Carrelſide, who was 
a Cavalier of courage ard of good experience, find ing by intelligence the e- 
nemy was approaching on his Guard, he advertiſed his Colonell rimely to 
draiv out on horſe-backe, and to expe his enemy in the field, who did take 
no notice of the firſt advertiſement,cill the Rurmaſter rode to him,and adver- 
tiſed him to draw to the fields, he commanded him againe to retire unto his 
watch, he knew his owne rime, the Rucmaſter ſcarce returned, when he with 
his wacch were charged by three Troopes, which charge, he reccived, and 
charged them againe,and then retired on the Colonels quarter, being fo hard 
followed,thar by the Colonell was on horſe-back,he was invironed by three 
Regimcts of the enemies whom he bravely charged home, with foure troops 
of his, and making them to retire, he did caracolle about from the encmy, 
having ſuffercd lofſe on the charge, The young Grave of Naſſaw, then a Rut- 
maſter, bcing hurt and taken, and divcrs more inferiours being retired, he 
commanded Rutmaſter Hume with the other foure Troopes, to make aſtand 
before the enemy ; to hold them off till ſuch time he were retired, 

The Rutmaſter ſeeing the enemies ſtrong,coming up in full {quadrons one 
afecr another,he drew up very wilſcly bis fopre troops inthe entry ofa wood, 
making a large and broad front, whereby the enemy might judge, he was 
ſtronger than he was ; as alſo, that they might thinke he had Musketicrs be- 
hinde him in Ambuſcade for a rcſerve or hinderhalc, which made the enctny 
give them the longer time, and the berrer apporzunitic to his Colonellto re. 
tice with caſe, The Rutmaſter finding the enemy to fall off a little,he retired 
his troopes at aneafic trot, till he overtrooke the Colonell, who thought be- 
fore their coming, chey had beene all cur off, I 

Immediatly the Rhinegrave ſent to me to beſet the Garriſons (as I did ) 
and then he ſenc Poſte unto his Majeſtie,acquainting his Majeſtic how all had 
paſt, and of cheenemiecs ſtrength; which his Majeſtic having knowne,he drew 
his Armie together at Mentz,with a reſolution to fight with the Spantard,bee 
for: he were ſuffcred to relieve Fraxckendale, but the cnemy hearing of his 
Majeſties preparation, they retired over the Moſel againe, and they being re- 
tired, I wasrecalÞd with the particunto Mextz,where having lefr a Capraine 
and a hundred Musketiers with the Rhinegrave to be diſpoſed on, having got 
orders to that effect from his Majeſtic, which afterwards were all cut off by 
the cnemy ; the reſt of the partie diſmiſt, I-retired ra my Commands,

HE duty of an Officer leading a party is almoſt alike to the duty 

oi a Generall lcadihg an Army , in fight, in march, in quartering, 

.1n command ; andthoſe be commands ought to give the like obe- 
dience unto him, though ſtrangers, as if abſolutly they were of his owne 
Regiment; and his care for them ſhould be as for himſelfe. He ought alſo 


at the undertaking of the command or charge over them, to _—_— be 
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ſuihciently provided of all things neccflary tor fuch tcrvicc, ag he 15 commat- 
ded on, of Amunition, ſpades, ſhovels, marterialls for his Cannon and Pet- 
tards, with his Guides to convey him from one place to anocher, till he coOmy to 
the end of his intended march, doing all things by wiſe and deliberate ſteddtaſt- 
nefle, in Command without wavering, not altering his Orders, as he muſt an- 
ſwer to his Generall, to whom he is to give account * and is beſt 1s, ro have 
his Ocders in wricing, that in caſe of variance betiwixt Commands, Vriting 
may beare him thorough, when Orders by mouth will be denied : nerther oughe 
hein his command to be rimorous or raſh, but rather refolute and remiſle, as oc- 
caſion offers, and on occaſions apart, when his Commard muſt be rclative ro 
anOthers direction, that is but ſubordinate to a Gencrall, he muſt duliberat wiſe- 
ly what to doc, and he muſt foreſee the beſt and worſt of things; but having once 
Libermnd, let him be as reſolute in the cxecution as he can. 

Likewiſe here wc ſee in the Rhinegravea rare example, both of remiſnefle and 
courage in one perſon. For firſt being made forcicene of the enemies com- 
ming, he ſhewed his remiſneſle, having refuſed to give care to the fevcrall ad- 
vertiſments ull in th'end he was purſued unawares, and then he did teſtifie his 
inward courage and refolution in charging the enemy, being three Regiments, 
witch foure troopes putting them to a retreat, 

Ncvertheleſle, we fec him alike bcholden to the Rut-maſlcr for his adycriil= 
ment, as for his ſafe retreat, having firſt and laſt ſuffered the dint of the enemies 
Armes 91 him, and houlding it oft his Commander. A brave example to be 
imitated and followcd of all Cavaliers, that wouldgainc 1: 0nour and reputarion.

payed betoreto the Biſhop of Hentz. 

Bcing here alſo at Mentz, the French Ambaſſadour Idid ſee get audience. The 

' reaſon of his coming being to ſhew his Majeſty of Swedes, that the Kings Maje. 

ſty of France was ottended,his Majeſty of Sweden had croſt the Rhiveagainſt his 

- paction, and confederacy made with the King of Fraxce, and therefore defired 

** heſhouldretireagaine with his Army. His Majeſty anſwered he did but proſe- 

cute his enemy, and if his M»jcſty of France was offended, he could not helpe it, 

and thofe thar would make hin retirc ove” the Khineagaine, it behooved them 

todoe it with the ſword in their hand, for otherwiſe he was not minded toleave 

it bur to a ſtronger; & it his Majefty of France ſhould anger him much, he knew 

the way to Pars, and he had hungry Souldiers would drinke wine,and catc with 

as good a will in Fraxceas in Germany. Therefore he hoped his Majeſty would 

be bctrer adviſed in lending the next Ambaſſage in milder rermes. TV is inter-

His Majeſty at this time, cauſcd publiſh an Edict, where all Marchants of 
whatlocver Religion, or Nation they were ot ſhould be tree to paſle and repaſle 
with tlicir goods to the Francforder Maſſe, and that none of his Majeſties Army 
of whattoever condition they were, either of horle or toote, ſhould trouble 
them, under paine of death, where the concealer of the wrong being got notice 
of ſhould be puniſhed ro death, as the Actor, 

Litewiſec the twelfch of [annary, Babenhouſen was taken in by accord, by his 
Majeſtics order and direction, and intheend of December, Manhem was taken in 
by Duke Barnard of Wymar, having ſurprized their guards, where abour ewe 
hundred and fifcy were cut off, of the ſtrangers, and quartcrs and ſervice given 
to the Datch ; where a Captaine and-his Enſigne were taken priſoners, and let 
looſe agaire, for the paiment of their Ranſome, and bving come to Heidelberg 
they were executed by the Governours direction there, for over-fecing their du- 
ties, and theſe of the League, lying ar Herdelberg were mightily troublcd with 
the neerenufle of the Swedens neighbour-hood,laving gotten Manheommthiir pat- 
ſage unto the Rhive was aliogether cut off from them. Likewile the Spaniard 
did quir Garmar(ham, and retiring to Franckendale they had no more in the 
PaltF but that and Heidelberg, His Majeſty wonderfully having gotten in 
Creutznach, and the Caſtle. 

W here the valorous couaze of my Lord Cravey, a Noble and worthily re- 
nowned Engliſh Lord, was, to his great commcndation,taken notice of by both 
the Kings. For he, out of afte&tionand delireto advance the cauſe, following 
his Majeſty of Bohemia of worthy mcmory, at the ſtorming of the workes at 
Creatznach (inſight of his Majeſty of Sweden) leading up his Company of Vo- 
luatiers, to the good example of others, gave outward teſtimony of his inward 
courage; in ſo much that his Majcſty of Swedewand all the beholders openly 
extolled his Lordſhips noble & praite-worthy carriage;for having endeavoured 
ſo farreas lay in him, onthis exploit, tomake his memory our-live himſelfe. As 
afterward his Lordſhip did ſhew his prowefle & Heroicke ſpirit atthe intaking 
of Donavert. Where hedid merit ſo much, that I having reaſon to have ſaid 
more, could ſay no lefſe. His worth being knowne, his att-Rion tothe caule, 8& 
his reſpe&s to his Majeſty of Bohemrawhom he followed, merits a well defer. 
ving reward from his Majeſties Royall Iflue. 

Before Creutznach Lievetcnant Colonell Talbot was killed : and the worthy 
Captaine Dowglas was ſhot inthe arme. 

Colonell Alexander Ramſey was placed Governour of Creutznach by his Maje= 
ſty of Swed?,as a beginning ofreward for his old ſervice & attendance,wholoved 
nothing better than nobly and kindly roentertaine his friends and ſtrangers, be- 
Ing the common receptacle and refuge of all his Country-men, that liked to 
honour him withtheir company : As alſo he was moſt willing to entertaine and 
reſpec ſtrangers of the beſt quality, and moſt of all he was peremprory in 
maintaining his Countries credit, obliging all Cavaliers ro his power - but 
moſt unwilling to be beholden to others, carrying ſtil] a noble minde- 

Atthistime, his Majeſty being in Mens, Bingen, Bagherachon the Rhine, and 
Shale, were taken inby Scalade, with a ſurpriſe by the Scots of Sir Iames Ramſeys 
Regiment, where thoſe within were thrice ſtronger than thoſe purſued them, 
but being once centred the Towne, the Inhabirants aſſiſting the Scots , they 
put all to the Tword , except the Officers that were taken Pr 
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by Major Hanan, a Gentleman of much worth, valour, and diſcretion in 
Command, whoſe Ilofle was much lamented, he, having died ſoone atter of 
a Conſumption , was much regrated of all his acquaintance, and of my ſelte 
'n particular, being my old Camerade. 

Atrhis time alſo the Towne of Spier came under his Majeſties proteion 
and devotion , and lcavied three Companies tor his Majcſties ſervice ; Las. 
daw alſo and Crownewerſenburg aid become good Swedens. Lana#all way taken 
in alſo by ſtorme, through the helpe of the Country Boores ; ſhortly after 
was Elwanzen, Oberweſell, Papart, and Lovenſteene taken in by accord. Alſothe 
Caſtlcof Erenfells, and the Towle-houlc over againſt Bingen was taken in by 
the Landerave of Heſſens folke. 

By this timic was Damets in Maclenbarg given over by Accord, unto Genes 
rall Major Lowhowſen, asalſoWeſmer on the Baltick Coaſt was taken in by 
Accord the tenth of lanuary 1632% And the Garriſon marched out three 
thouſand ſtrong, being commanced by Colon.1l Grame, who having buried 
ſome Cannon, robbed the ſhippes, and tooke away againſt Accord a number 
of Armes. Likewiſc on his march unto Sileſia, he killed a Swedens Licevete- 
nant; bur being followed , the Swedens (at the command of Gencrall 7 tt ) 
Generall Major Lowhowſen having overtaken them , five hundred were kil- 
Ied, and two thouſand taken priſoners that tcoke ſervice; and Colonell 
Grame was {cnt priſoner to Gripſwald, to remaine there tull further try- 
all, 

By this time allo, Genera!ll Tott his Army marched over the Flve to- 
wards Luxeburg , being necre fouretcene thouſand ſtrong of foote and horſe, 
under whom were ſevcrall Scots Regiments come from Scotland tle Harveſt 
before  ( viz) Sir Iames Lumſdells Regiment, to whom Robert Stewart was 
Lievetenant Colonel]. The Maſterof Forbeſſe his Regiment, to whom. Sir 
Arthur Forbeſſe way Lievetenant Colonell; Sir Frederick Hamilions Regi- 
ment , towhom cMlexander Cunningham was Licvetenant Colonell, Colo. 
nell .Aftins Engliſh Regiment , to whem Yavezer was Lievetenant Colonell , 
Colonell Monro of 0bHell his Regiment, to whom Tohn Monro was Licyce 
tenant Colonel]; and a Squadron of Exgiiſh, commanded by Licyctenant 
Colonell CI/on-Gorge, being the Remainder of Sir Thomas Conwayes Regi- 
ment; and Coloncll Robert Leſly, his old Regiment of Scors. Generall Tort his 
Army bcing over the Elve;, Colonell Ryneaker, and Carmago did gather all the 
Emperialiſts, and thoſe of the League out of all other Garriſ-ns , towards 


Stoade, and Bukſtihoode, to defend themſelves, where leaving them to ſome 


other penne to write of , I returne to the Rhine. His Majeſty being making 
preparation towards the Daxube, to viſit the Byerforſt, and Tillie : where I 
minde to follow out my march, our idle time being almoſt ſpent. 

Has Majeſtie did write unto the States of Holland, to draw ſooner unto the 
ficlds, than theircuſtome was , to hinder the Spaniards from ſ-nding forces 
unto Purchlagd, which letters mooved the States to give out Edidts , that 
all Regiments and Companies ſhould be complete, under paine of caſhier- 
ing, to draw to the fields againſt the firſt of March. By this time , his 
Majeſty of France having a ſtrong Army together on the borders of Dutch. 
land, the Catholique League did what they could, to-put his Majeſtic of 
France by the cares wich the King of Sweaen, alledging his Majeſty of Swe- 
dens intention was tully ro roote out the Catholique Religion ; and that he 
had alrcady baniſhed a number of thera from their Cloyſters , which _ 
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untruth ; for his Majeſtic of Sweden baniſhed none, but thoſe who through 
feare did baniſh themſelves, Burt on the contrary, his Majcitic in all pl-c: 3 
he had taken in, ſuffered them the free libertie and ulc of their Relivion un- 
troubled, without troubling of any mans Conſcience in matters of Religion, 
But his Majcſtie of France, being better informed, refuſed any aſſiſtance ro 
the Catholique League, againſt his Majcſtie of Sweden , but wilt. 1..!.o 
the Catholique League to remaine zextra/, and that he would interpoſe 
with his Majeſtic of Swedes for obtaining the Neutralitie , whereupon in- 
ſtantly they begunne to treate of the Newtralities and Monlicur Seharnaſſe 
was ſent Ambaſſadour to his Majeſtie of Sweden to that cfte, and his Ma- 
jeſtie propoſed, and ſet downe the points he defired ofthem, if he ſhould 
celd unto the Newtralitre, 

Firſt, they ſhould give his Majeſtic and his Armie free paſſage through 
their Lands, eſpecially over the Danwbe. 

Secondly, they ſhould take all their Forces from the Emperialiits, and be 
bound hereafter to give them no more helpe- 

Thirdly, they ſhould reſtore the Pelatinateunto the former eſtate, and all 


others they had taken beſide. 


Fourthly, they ſhould contribute tothe maintaining of the Sweaens Ar. ' 


mie; 

The French Ambaſſadour having promiſed within foureteene dayes to 
get the foreſaid Articles confirmed, his Majeſtie granted a forr'nights Still. 
ſtand, providing the Ambaſſadour would make Papenham retire his Forces 
out of Wefiphalia, and Strffi-madeburg ; As alſo that thoſe Forces the Duke 
of Bawarts and the League had in Bohewizs, ſhould alſo retire , andthar ſuch 
parts as his Majeſties Armie had beleaguered or blockered, they ſhould goe 
on notwithſtanding of the Still-ſtand, rill they came to an Accord, or tor. 
ced to quit them. The time of this Treatie, the Catholique League found 
many doubts. | 

Firſt, that it was hard for them bcing ſo much obliged to the houſe of 
CAnſtria, to forſake them in their greateſt neede. 

Secondly, the Catholike Religion, in that caſe, did lacke a ſtrong Pro- 
retour ; whole like they could not ſoone finde againe. 


Thirdly, the King of France had his owne pretentions in this Treatic, to 


wit, to weaken the houſe of TA»ſtris z which his Majeſtic of France could 
eaſily doe, by ſeparating the League from the houſe of A»#ri4. Ir was eaſie 
then uuto him to tranſferre the Empire unto another Family :and the League 
embracing the Newtralitie, the Crown of France had wonne their point againſt 
the houſe of Auſtria ; and if the Nestralitie were not granted or accepted 
by the League, the Kings Majeſtic of France would not quit the Swedens 
faction, but rather favourize all their enterprizes ; whertby, in times com- 
ming, he ſhould have the leſſe caufe to feare' the houſe of A»uiris; bur in 
the end, the ſecking of this Newtralitie was but for mcere policic, to hinder 
his Majcſtie of Swedes progrefle, cill ſuch time, as that Generall Ti/ly could 
make aſtrong head againe, and'to winne time of his Majeſtie to prepare 
themſelyes Or Warre. | ; 

This Treatie turning to nonght withour any fruir ; neither were the Spa- 
niards ſtill this time, but having drawne to ſtrong head, they came over the 
Hoſell againe unto the Paltz, and were beaten backe with'great loſſe, and 
the whole Pa{iF made free of them, : 
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' In which conflict Maſter Home in preſence of the Rex- chancellor 0 xenferne, 


before the face of the whole Army, with his owne troope, and two other 
trroopes of horſe,charged a ſtrong body of the Speniſh horſmen, & tooke nine 
Corne's from them,having hunted and chaſed them, totheir great ſhame,and 
tothe perpetuall credits of the purſuers eſpecially of the Leader, whoſe ati. 
ons areworthy to be recorded to Poſterity, | 

A fter this victory obtained over the Spaniard » his Majeſty of Sweden did 

propoſe certaine propoſitions and Articles unto the Duke of Bavier, and 
the Catholique Stends that were confedetat with him. Firſt , to breake 
the Emperiall Edict that was publiſhed over the Empire, Secondly, both 
the Evangeliſts Religion to be ler free and untroubled by rhe Papiſts.Third. 
ly, Bohemia, Nerlinand SileF1ato be reſtored inthe old manner, and the 
baniſhed freely ro returne to their lands and country, Fourthly, to ſet his 
Majeſty of Bohemia free againe inthe Paltz, Fifthly , the Dukedome of Ba. 
vier to be transferred on him againe. Sixthly, the Towne of TAHu5bure to 
be put in the former eſtate againe, and the exerciſe of the Evangeliſts Reli- 
£10n to be free againe unto it as before, Seventhly, all Jeſuits ro be pur a- 
way and baniſhed out of theEmpire, as the Peſt of the Common. weale. 
Eighthly , all Evangeliſts Cloiſters to be reſtored againe, as well as the 
Catt olique Cloiſters, Ninthly, all Cloiſters in Wartenburglend, to be reſto= 
red againe, Tcnthly , to choole his Majeſty of Swedes , as King of the Ro- 
MANS. 

About the end of Ianuary Papinham gathered the whole Garrifons toge- 
therthat were in Brunſwicke lands, and weſt Falis, and relieved Madebare, 
forcing Banter to retire on Calbe, alleadging he had a mandact of his Majeſtie 
of Sweden not to fight; Papenham, who having relieved the Towne , and 
gottcninrelligence the Duke of Zuxeburg with a ſtrong Army, was to come 
on him from Woeſfenberle,he having left Madeburg,and taken out the Garriſon 
having nailed thecannon, anddeſtroyedall hecould, in caſting ir into ths 
Elve , which he could not take with him on waggons ; having ſpoiled their 
beſt cannon, leaving the bare walles to the Sweaews , which they immediat. 
ly beſc againe with three Companies : Paperham marched towards Wolfen- 
betle to meete the Duke of Luneburg. 

Likewiſe Pals2rave Wolfegan will 


iam, did alſo by his brothers interceſſion, 
Pa/ſrrave Angufizs , hould on with his Majeſty of Sweden for a Neutrality, 
but in vaine. The fourtcene dayes of ſtill-ſtand being out, they fc11 ro 
worke againe, every one for himſelfe. 

Bamberg alſo taken by Guſiavus Horne Felt-marſhall , and ſhortly after 
was Tillze come thither with a ſtrong Army from Ner{n, unlooked for, ſet 
on Guitavus Hormes forces , the Towne being almoſt made faſt by the Swe- 
aens , Tilly with his Army falls on: and the Felt-marſhall having put his 
carnon aWay by water onthe Maiwe, retired in haſte with loſſe upon Herf+ 
ford, afteralobg skirmiſh had with the Emperialiſts, and having gotten 
intelligence of foure Regiments of Tiies, that had paſt by Held, he did 
breake up with the Cavalcrie , and in their quarter in 0berbyde , being but 
halfe a mile from Bambere , falls on them two houres before day , and de- 
feats two Regiments, to. Wit , Planck, Hartiſh and Mered:jb the youngers 
Regiment by fire and ſword, where he got bur two Cornets, the. reft de- 
ing burnt inthe fire, withth&ir goods: The Crabbats were forced ro ſwimme 


the Maine, the reſt betooke themſelves for gefuge unto the Dragoniers 
Quarters 
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quarters thatl1y at Stafflebach, and retiring tothe Church-yard , the Fele- 
marſhall having no musketiers with him , preſſed to fire them our , but in 
vaine, ſothat he retired againe with his Officers on Hasford and Swineford, 
Theſe newes coming unto his Majefty , he prepared for a march unto 
Franconia, bringing the reſt of his Majeſtics torces together, that were with 
the Felt-marſhall z and he did ſend unto Durizg, to the Duke of Wymar, 
and to Generall Banter to bring their forces together, to meete betwixt Nu- 
renberg and Donavert ,- to ſearch ont Generall Tilly , and about the middeſt 
of March 1632+ we brake up from cMemz , having left the Rex-chancellor 
Oxenfterne, and Duke 'Bernard' of Wymar, With cight thouſand men in 
the Pahkz , to attend the Spaniards further intentiviis on the Rhine. - 


The twenty- ſixth Obſervation. 


HE Catholique League, ſecing the Spaziard terrified in the Paltz, 
and almoſt beatentaway , they begun being members of that head, to 
quake and tremble for feare of the Swedens ncighbourhood , and 
therefore the Biſhops of Mentz , Triere, Cullen, Wartzburg and of Bambrick 
preſently reſolved, out of their policy , ro treat tor a neutrality , preſſing, ſo' 
farre as lay tathem, to bring the King of Franceand his Majeſty of Sweden 
to pull at each others beards; alleadging the Swedens intentions were only to 
ſubvert the Cathulique Religion, and the proteſſours of Popery, as he ”Y. 
had already (as they alleadged)perſecuted and baniſhed the Churchmen out 
of Erford, Wwrtzburg, Francford, Hickſt , and out of all other parts where 
they were : whereupon his Majeſty of France notwithſtanding of his con- 
tederacy with the King of Sweden was commoved at his crofling the Rhine, 
fearing he might bring the CatholiqueLeague on his ſide , '*and then turn- 
his Armes againſt Fraxce, which ſuſpitions wrought an Ambaſlage from 
his Majcſty of France, towards his Majeſty of Sweden, for treaty of neutrality 
berwixt the King of Sweden and the Catholique Leagye , which in,th'end 
turned to no:hing. Vhere we ſce, that al: Potentatesand orcat Kings, doe 
keepe no Confederacy nor League , butonly ſo farre as they ate helpfull for 
their owneaimes and defignes , preferring their benefit betore the keeping 
of thcir covenants; where we lee, that Kings hand-writings or ſeales, in 
pactions making , tye them no more then as nothing, when they finde them 
prejudiciall to their owne greatnefſe , and cannot be made to keepe their 
covenants , bur with ſtronger power. Then we fee here, his Majeſty of Swe- 
den was nothing moved with the King of France his threatning (except he 
would retirc over the Rhine againe) ſeeing he knew his owne ability at that 
time , that being once over the Rhine, hecould march unto France. The 
conſideration whereof made them agree better on ſecondary conditions, 
having paſt from the firſt covenant , (o that we [ce there is no dealing with 
Kings but on equall rermes , and then are they moſt reaſonable ; but the ex- 
ample of Kings, in this point of their covenants, is not ro be imitated by 
ay other inferiours, for inreſpeof them , though not in reſpect of God, 
they are privileged perſons; who cannot be puniſhed for their faults tur by 
God alone. And therefore, amongſt inferiours, nothing is to be kept more 
ſtri next unto faith unviolated, then mens word and promiſe , eſpecially 
pramiſes betw1xt old friends. But alas ! no friendſbip is permanent, ſeeing 
Wk O o many 
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many things come betwixt , turning it unto hatredand hoſtility ; for where 
love doth not grow, the friendſhip 15 not durable. | 

Likewiſc bere we ſce,his Majeſty of France made haſte to interpoſe his re- 
queſt for the weale of the Catbolique League , ſhewing binlelte diſconten- 
red with their uſage , tomake them the more ready to thinke on him, betore 
they ſhould any wayes leanc in their neceſlity to the King of Swedes, As 
alſo we ſee the policy of the League, though in their neceflity they ſeemed 
10 make uſe of the King of Frence his friendſhip , yet they would not caſt off 
the houſe of Av#ris, and King of Spaine their ould friends, for the hope 
they had in their new fiiend rhe King of France, leſt their new friend might 
diſappoint them of their expectations , as be did in th'end, miffing his owne 
aimcs. 

Welſce alſo here the Frenches policy , ip making haſte to intercede for the 
Leaguciſies, leſt thedanger might come on himfelfe ; forthe King of France 
h-aring the King of Swedes had croſſed the Rhine , he did not ſtay to bring 
his Army together , till the League ſhould call forhis helpe, leſt it ſhould 
be to0 late, but incontinent brought his Army to.the Hoſet, and then 
ſ.nthis Ambaſſador ro Ments to his Majeſty of Swedento treat , having his 
Army at hand, which-was the only ſure way then to get the better condi- 
tions, knowing the King of Sweden had already too many Irons ip the 
fre, 

Thoſe we ſee are the beſt friends, that in neceflity keepe their paRtion, as 
the Catholique League did at all times untothe Emperaur, who otherwiſe 
hadbinno Emperour , neither yet had he bin Emperour , had the Evange« 
liſts kept together and hazarded their meancs and bloud, in defence of the 
publique cauſe , as the Catholiques did in their greateſt neceſiity, onceeve. 
ry yeere ſetting upever new Armies, as one was beaten unto them : their 
wiſdome and eonſtancy were 1o great, that preſently the next Spring, 
rhroughtheir power and diligence, they hadever another new Army « 
which in th'end made their enemies the Evangeliſts weary , ſparing their 
meanes , they ſuffered in a manner the cauſe and the publique to be neere 
loſt ; being ſince beaten by their owne Armes and meanes, ſcein they neg- 
lected time , whileasthey might employ their meanes to the finall over. 
throw of their enemies : and yet to my knowledge, in Germany, if they 
would conj>yne their ſttengrhs together conſtantly againſt rhe Papiſts, they 


are powerfull enough to free all Germeny of Popery , baniſhing them over 


the Alpes, from whence they came, And I perſwade my felfe, none thar 
knowes Germany , but in his canſcience he muſt confeſle this to be truth. 
But when our fellowes in friendſhip faile us, as the Evangelifts one after 
another, for a skurvy loſſe , quit the Crowne of Swedes, the great Duke 
of Saxon having left them firſt, breaking his oath and promiſe, , in prejudice 
of the publique peace , excluding the Proteſtants impiouſly for his owne 
aimes, hedid prejudice the Goſpell, his country , and confedcrates, and 
by his evill example: for plaine neceſſity, while a ſtorme ſhould blow over 
the townes of the upper Circles of the Empire, as Strasburg , Vime , Nu- 
renberg & Francforddid accept of an unſetled peace, contrary totheir mindes, 
in prejudice of the publique, loſing themſelves and the publique, for the 
lofſe of one day, being without their head , which firſt broughe them 

together, 
Here then we ſce the great difference of friendſhip in proſperity and in 
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adverſity : for his Majeſty of Sweaen being at Fraxcfordyas avitoriousKing, 
he had then, in his praſperity , the conflux-'df. friendſhip, ſome ſtetking his 
proteRion , others his friendſhippnd contederacy, others for fcare of the: 
dine of his Armes , feeking $9:be Neutrall 5-whobefare'were eacmigs ; 0- 
ther Kings and Potentats, Republiquesand Cities fending their. Ambaſla- 
dours congratulating his ſucceſle z.yca, and which wasmore and rare to be 
ſecne, bis Majeſty of Bohemiein perſon came unto himgto offer hun afb ſtance 
Royall,.in leavying of an Army for himſelfe;, : and was refuſed , asammwal- 
ling other Armies ſhould bein Pw/chland, to be participaht of his glory, bar 
his owne. Where we ſee Fortunes Fayaurit lavght'on by. the world, 
but how ſoone againe Fortunebeguii to frowne. on his facceſſour, 'who ha- 
ving got but one Buffet, all men would killhim:, his friends (nomine tepus) 
aſwcllas bis enemies. Where weleecleere! y thatthere.is-no triend- in ad- 
verſity , except it be:afrierid in Chriſt , who wil never forſake or leave us. 
This then is the friendſhip we ſhould niaketo league ant} confederarerwith, 
our brethren in Chriſt, with wham:we have unity in Faith; it that we would 
have our friendſhip.durable and canſtzat : ochers will. change as the winde 
blowes plenty or penury uponiis; being burtemporary friends (as nainy of 
the Durcb are) but our brethret:in Chriſt will. never totally leave:us, no 
not in our greateſt wants and extremity of Foitune, ' Which ſhould make- us: 
chooſe ſuch, andto liveand dye with ſuch, , fighring for them and theit 1i- 
berties, who will never leave us, though death ſever us; but after death, 
they will prove canſtant friends toour ſuccefſours: (as the Germans did not 
to the Chancellor of Sweden) if they ſucceederunto us inthe true and)utrdoub- 
ted Faith., And co verifie.this;, :I canbeare witneffe ,:thatthouph the'enemy 


did keepe our brethren in Chriſt, - that were inthe Paltz ,' under: ren2yeares' 


bondage ;, Nevertheleſſe that bondage, northe tyranny:uſcd unto them by 


their enemics ,. madethem never forgettheir fidelity andove to thei?

frrong in the fields, in commanding ſtrangers, as they did their owne 
Country-men. Notwithſtanding of all theſe forces led and commanded by 
his Majeſtic of Swedes, we ſee that the Empire is like a depth withour a bot- 
rome, that cannot be ſounded. Eor though they loſt ſeverall Barrailes, 
their power was ſo great, that incontinent they made up Armies againe, 
one after another, for the ſpace of twentie yeares together ; ſo that, wich 
difficultic, they made the body of the Empire to ſtand, though the wings 
were very neere clipped by his Majeftic of Swadev, who, in three yeares 
time, ſubdued the meſt part of the Empire, and with his owne little Arwie, 
B, inone Winter, freed the P47 of the Spaniſh Forces (except Heidelberg a- 
lone) on which occaſions thoſe of our Nation that followed his Majeſtic, 
ſhewed both their valour and their love, eſpecially thoſe of my Lord Spence 
his Regiment, ſeconded well by thoſe of my Lord Rees Regimzent,and Sir 
Tames Ramſeys worthy Regiment, were well ſeeonded by Colonell Lodewicke 
Leflyes Regiment, which formerly were Sir John Hamilions. Theſe foure 
Regiments of foote having followed bis Majeſtics owne perſon in all occa- 
fions, were worthy their deeds ſhould be Regfſtred to all poſteritic. O-" 
ther fix Regiments of Scors, under Generall Tozr, and two of Exghſb, being 
yonger inthe ſervicethanthe former fourc, were alſo ſhorter of continuance, 
whoſe ations I cannot relate, but by Information. Therefore I will be ſpa- 
ring, kk I ſhould derogate from their worth, or overfee my ſelfe. | 
At this time alſothere were a great many worthy Cavaliers of our Nati- 
on under his Majeſtie, who, for their lopg experience and valour, had attai- 
ned tothe honour, not onely to be eruſted before others with Governments, 
but alſo were honoured in commanding of ſtrangers, both Du#ch and Swe- 
dens, whereof ſome were employed in DarcHand, ſome in Sweden, ſome in 
Ziffeland, and ſome in Sprexe z all alike ſerving their Maſter to his minde, 
where he liked beft ro make uſe of them for the weale and advancement of 
his ſervice.

Seaton, and Colonell Thomſon, others alſo, were employcd in his Majeſties 
ſervice in Sprucey as Sir George Fleetwood, Colonell to foote over Engliſh , 
Francis Rathven, Colonell to foote over Scots, and William Knnningham, Co- 
lonel!l to foote over Scots, eAlexander Gordon, Colonell to foote over Dutch ; 
which Officers, with thcir Regiments, after concluſion of the peace made 
with the Kings Majeſtie of Pole, were alſo brought into Detchlazd, againſt 
the Saxon, and the Emperour, Thus farre, ex psſſavt, I was bold to inferre, 
eo ſartisfic the curious Reader, and his Highneſſe, ro wham we all vowed 


faith and obedience, being formerly led by ſuch a Generall, as the Zyor of 


the North, the invincible King of Sweden, who did inſtruR us all, ro doc his 
Highneſſe ſervice, inall reſpeRs, to the ſacrificing of our lives, untill his 
Highneſſe be avenged of his enemies, aad moſt honourably reſtored to his 
Country, credit, honours, and former lofſes. For we know Germany {0 
well, that without guides, we can enter their Cities where we know them 
weakeſt, having helped to ſubdue many of them before , as ſhall be evi. 
dent, before our expedition come to an end. Where we would wiſh ſuch a 
Leader as his Highneſſe, or one of the race, come of the Iewell of Exrope, 
his Royal! Morher, for whom and her royall Iſſue, we are obliged and reſol- 
ved yet to fight, till her Throne beeſtabliſhed indeſpight of het enemies. 

Here alſo we (ce God will nor ſuffer thoſe Chriſtians uopuniſhed , thar 
violatetheir promiſe, as was ſeene 0a Colonel! Grame, whoſe faulr is too 
common amongſt their faQion, rhat hold for a maxime, they arc not bound 
to keepe promiſe or accord uhtous; as was feene on Colonel! Moxrs of 
Fowles his Regiment marching out of Srobixg , the conditions of their ac- 
cord being brokenunto them , the Souldiers were forced to ſerve, and the 
Officers were made priſoners. It my fortune were once againe to command 
the Guards in Af en in Bavier (the Dukes chiefe refidence) though I 
would not breake my word, I would hazard to breake my ſword, to be 
avenged on thoſe who keepe no promiſe or oath, being enemies to God 
and to his truth , as they did witneflſe by their cruelty uſed at Bamberg ; 
where the Felt-marſhall being fet og unawares, was forced toretire, having 
ſent away his cannon before him , choofing the leaſt of two inconvenien- 
ces, having thought better tocndanger a few men in skirmiſh,than by ſtand- 
ing to hazard the loſle of all, and of his cannon. Where we ſee thar it is 
hard for a brave Commander to make a good retreat without cannon, 
where onthe contrary having & little time, with ſome advantage of ground, 
Itrs caſte retiring from the fierceſt cnetyy , who may loſe himſelfe and his 
Army with preſſing too farre forwards againſt cannon, 

Likewiſe there is nothing more able for ts make a partic of horfmen for- 
tunace, than a reaſonable ſupply of musketiers ever toattend them, for they 
are ever beſt together : Moreover, we have here a laudable cuſtome of 2 
brave Commander, as his Majeſty was, being as carefull in maincaining his 
conqueſt, as he was fortunat in conquering: for befare his Majeſty wou!d 
march from the Rhine rowards the Poaxemn, be fifft eſtabliſhed the _ 
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chancellor of Swedes at Mentz , leaving unto his care the dirction of the 
Army left in the Palatinat to atrend the Spemard, which Army was to be led 
by Palſorave Chriſtian Brickafield, being at leaſt cight thouſand (trong, 
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The twenty ſeventh Duty diſcharged of ox 
Marchfrom MentzZ unto Fran- 
cony and ty Shawbach. 


had given at Bamberg to Felt-marſhall Horne, and hcaring the Felt- 
marſhall was retired oa Swinford, incontinent his Majeſties Army 
was brought togethcrat Mentz, and leaving the Rex-chancellor 0Oxenſterne 
in the Paltz at Mentz, as direQor, and to attend on the Spazi/þ forces, till the 
Paltz were clecred of the enemie. 

The ſixth of March, his Majcſty did breake.up from! Francford, where in 
the ficlds before 4ſchafſenburg , the Army made a ſhew in preicnce of his 
Majeſty of Bohemia , Marqueſſe of Hamilton, and-diyers others, men of 
quality , and having paſſed the bridge , we quartered over night i the: ficlds 
on the backe ſide of the hill,and the next day, continued our march rowards 
Lore, and having ſcent before to make proviſion for the j Army 1n all parts, 
where he reſolved to quarter , through Frepconia being free of ourcnemics. 
The ncxt night we quartered at Erinficld, and our Briggad paſhng by Gewond 
we marched on Carleſtat, where wejquartered over night ; the next day 
continuing our march, we joyncd at night with the army at Terrelbach, where 
before our upbreaking the ncxt morning , a. fix, being entred in the Sub« 
burbs, as his Majeſty was marching out of quarter, thoſe of Spexces Rc Bi 
ment wcre blamed for this accident, though innocent - Neverthelefle his 
Majeſties rage continued thewhole day, andwe being ſeparated, bis Majcſty 
marched on Xichew, on the Maine to joyne withthe-Felt-marſhall;and we 
were commanded to march on Oxexford on the Marne, and from thence to 
Vinchen , where we againe were to joyne with the Army , having cver our 
cannon and Amunition waggons along with us, 22 W TTETES 

On Sunday in the afrernoone,, his Majeſty againe over-viewed the. Ar- 
my , being ſct in order of Battaile, the Felt-marſballs forces, and ſome 
new forces having joyned with us, being pleaſant to behould , where in 
time of the ſhow, his Majeſty of Bohemiadid comeand. ſalute our Briggad, 
bcing reſaluted with all due reſpe&t of the whole body of the Briggad, 
where his Majeſty was pleaſed toſhew us, how glad he was of the good re- 
pore and commendation, his Majeſty of Sweden had given of our good ſcr- 
vice, the continuance whereof he hartily wiſhed. | 

Our Army thisday was aboye twenty thouſand men, horſe and foote, 
beſides thoſe did belong tothe Artillery., being all in'good order, Gene- 
rall Tily having underſtood of his Majeftics coming , and of the ſtrengrh of 
his Army,. hethought, as beſt forthe ſafety of his Army, notto ſtay our 
coming,, and beſerting Bamberg and Forcham with new levied men, taking 
the ould Souldiers with him , he marched towards Newmarke in the _ 
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H I'S Majeſty having pot incelligence of the Ruffle, Generall Tilly 
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Palatinat having takenall the beſt things he could finde within the Biſhop. 
ricke of Bamberg with him on waggons : And baving ſent his Genergl 
Quartermaſter before him towards Loaffe, he was met by ſome of the Swe- 
dens party , and beivg kill'd, all his letcers were brought unto his Majcſty, 
and before his Majeſty brake up with the Army , he cauſed to publiſh an 
Edid over all Franconia, that all fort of people which bad before bin fugi- 
tives for feare of Religion, they were @lt tree t@ returne unto, thetr houlcs 
againce, not being moleſted or troubled in the peaceable Iabouring of the 
round, 
, Likewiſe on this march, a ſtrong party of our Army, led by Colonell 
Sparereutter, Rancountring with the cnemics party by $, hawbb:/hhall, after a 
long skirmiſh the Emperialiſts were madeto retire with lofle towards the 
Caſtle of Dawberg, where Lieverenant Colonell Backoy, that had theegm« 
mand of the Emperialifts , was ſare wounded, & Rut-maſter of the Cyeb- 
6419 anda Lieyerenant was kill'd s andabouetwenty fix Soukdiers, bufides 
a hundred andhirty were taken prifopers, The newes came to his Majeſty 
on our march , which we coninued from Winſen on Wolmerſdor fer and from 
thence : the next day being therwentith of Marchto Furt ©. paſle on tithe 
River of Peenets, a mile from Nurenberg ; where the Army lay but one 
night, {o long 25s his Mijeſty d1d vilit Nurenbers ; and the next day Our 
march continyed towards a little Towne called Schawbach, where his Majcs 
ty reſtedthe Army two days , till thatthe Duke of Wymers forces, with 
Generall Banier coming from During, were come within one days march of 
Us ; his Majeftics intentions being towards Donavers on the Danube, where 
my, Cozen Fans with both his Regiments jeyned with us. His Majeſty 
of Swedes accompanied with the King of Bokemris and Palſerave Auguſtus, 
and divers Princes mare, before their coming jp Nure#perg , they were 
mee by the Lords of the Tawne, with a great convoy on horsbacke, and 
were moſt nghly welcomed , where the whole inhabicants were overjoyed 
at the fight af his Majeſty of Sweden , bur chietely their affections moſt a- 
bundantly did extend towards his Majefty of Bobemia, which is impoſhble 
for any tongue tocxpreſle, But well I know , my eyes did (ce their cyes 
ſhedding teares of joy , being overjoyed with the light oftwa Kings at once, 
as they thoughe, ſentby the King of Kings for their rehiefes z and ro make 
their welcome the more reſpeRed, the whole City , Burgers and Souldiers 
were in theirbrighteſt Armes ; and being conyeyed unto the Cuy, they 
were ſumptuoully banquered ; andin teſtimony of their Jove, they gifted 
unto his Majeſty of Sweden foure halfe Cartowes , with all furniture belong- 
ing to them , together with two ſilver Globes, one Celeſtial, the other 
Terreſtial/: there were alſo preſented unto him drinking Credence- many, 
with ſome Antiquities that were rare, and withalltcſtifying their affection 
in way ofcomplement, they aſſure hi» Majeſty that nor only with words 
but with their whole eſtate , they were ready to lerve the common cauſe, to, 
dic and live with his Majeſty, io the defence of the publique. His Majeſt y 
thus taking leave of Nurenberg, promiſes to continue their friend, and 
ſhewes them he was togoe with his Army towards the Danew ſtreame, to 
ſee how to geta paſſe over the Danow for to viſit the Nuke of Bavier , and 
he hoped he would make Tilly with his Army to retire thence, But Tilly 
finding his Majeſties Army growing fill ſtronger and ſtronger , he retired 


backe unto the upper Palatimer , and from thence, he crofſcdehe Danow tc 
joyne 
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joyne with the Duke of Bavaria, to hinder our coming unto Bavaria, being 
then, of his owne forces, neecre eighteene thouſand men, foote and horſe : 
Burt many of them were new leavied folkes ; and the Duke of Bavaria had 
alſo a ſtrong Armic rogether ; but for the mcſt part, they were ſuch as 
could not indure the noiſe or whiſling of the Cannon Bullets, 

(7 By this time, Grave Henry William Fonſehins, being ſhot in the leg before 
Bamberg, was departcd at Swineford of a burning tcaver, contraſted _— 
the paine of the ſhut , whoſe death his Majeſtte of Sweaern did much 1a- 
ment.

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HE fifth ofMarch, 16323. his Majeſtic. having left ſurc footing in 
| the Paltz,,with abridgeover the Rhine , and the Mayne, where it en- 
ters into the Rhrne ; where allo was begunne, as the Trophee of his 
victorie , the foundation ofa Citic and ſtrength called Gaſfavau-Bure. Then 
inthe bcginning of the Spring, we ſprung forth from the Rhine, towards the 
Danow ſ{treame , being on this march royally zccompanyed by his Majcftie 
of Bohemia, whom his Majcſtic eſtecmcd of, as of himiclte, inall quartering 
ordaining his quarters before his owne- ; continuing the march, through 
Fr:u#coma 1n ſuretie, having the yeere before freed that whole citcle from tte 
enemic, lo that the I. habirants had given their Oach of fealtic unto His Ma- 
jeſtie. RA | 

This March was pleaſant, through a plentifull Countrie at this time, be- 
ing a pr. greſſc bc fitting two Kivgs, witha Royall Armie, and forces fron: o- 
ther partes joyning with us; as we drew neere our enemies ; We mace all fure 
behiide us, both for our Retreates incaſe of ncede, as alſo for the ſafetic of 

thole were to come after us ; and thirdly , for the furniſhing our Artnic in 
Amunirion and vicuals , to be brought unto us incaſe of want, 

His Majeſtic here beirg of intention to get a paſſe over the Danow (having 
before made the Towne of Ylmeſure) for his retreate ; for the more abun- 
dar cc, his Majeſtie re{olved to have the paſſe of Dorawert , being the right 
paſſe berwixt Nurenbergand CAnsburg, | 

Before Tiles Armie could joye with the Duke of Bawiere, his Majeſtic 
reſolved it was not beſt to' give them time , but with ccleritie concluced to 
march towards them, knowing it was buc follie and madnefſſe, to ſtay till 
they were joyned;and the Duke of Baviere being aſſured of his Maj ſty com- 
ming to viſit his Countrie, he cloſcd the paſſes the beſt | c could ; both Dona- 
Vert, Rhine, and Ratz#boxe. Andas he did beſet well the frontier Garriſons, 
bc fore bis Majeſtics comming, he alſo very circumſpe&ly betimes tooke all 
vi&tuals out of his Majeſtics way, towards Engolftat, as a wiſe Commander 
ought to doe, where he made his Magazin, being the onely part,he was aflu- 
red of for his retreate ; and ſuch a parte, as he knew well, we were not ableto 
gct without treaſon , and then being aſſured he had time to providean Armie 
co oppoſe his Majcſty, himſelfe not being taken unawares, 

It iS1he durie of all good Commanders,at their downe lying and upriſing 
from quarters, to be very carcfull toprevent fire, ſeeing thereby the whole 
Armie may be endangered by the lofle of men, Amunition, Armes and Aft- 
tillery ; and ſince (uch loſſe is irrecoverable, our care ſhould be the greater to 


avoyde the hurt, And therefore Order ſhould be given to all Guardes, - 
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make diligent roundes over the Quarters , to prevent the like accidents, and 
to give Orders to the Gavilliger and his ſervants, to overlce all fircs, and to 
ſec them quenchr, atall upbreakings, and diflodging : otherwiſe, the enemy 
being neere, great inconvenience might happen, and if any enemy, at ſuch 
times, truſting toour diſorder, ſhould offer to invade us, finding the con- 
trary, it wereeafie to beate them backe; as alſo, it were a fit time to try their 
valour, they bcing more than halte afraid, Burt I will advilc all you, that 
defirc to gaine credit, to ſeeke out your enemy, rather than to ſtay his com- 
ming unto you, and by this meanes, haply you may ſet up your Trophees in 
his owne Country, to ſpeake to poſteritie, as doth Guſtavws-Burg betwixt 


the Maine andthe Rhine.

The twenty-eight Dutie diſcharged of our March 
to Donaverr, jor the Tn-taking of it. 


T H » tiwenty»fourth of March, his Majeſtic with the Armie continued 
the march, from Schwabach towards Donavert upon Ottengen & Pletn. 
felt, and went before the Caſtle of Mansfield on the hill, being the 
ſtrongeſt of any one in Dutchland, and finding he could get nothing done, 
young Papenham being Commandant there, was advertiſed by his Myjeſtic, 
if that he would not give over the Caſtle, his Fathers Earledome therea. 
Þours ſhould be ruind ( which he, though unwilling, behooved to ſuffer ) 
but the Cavalier regardleſſe of his Majcſties threats, did keepe out the Ca- 
ſtle, ſo that his Majeſtic, for that time, was forced to leave it- | 

His Majeſtic leaving a ſtrong Garriſon inthe Towne nextto it, he confi- 
nued his march towards Denavert, and quartered the Armic on the Hill a- 
bove the Towne: by this time his Majeſtic of Poſe died, as alſo then Duke 
Barnard of Wymar had put a thouſand Finnes onthe other fide of the Rhine, 
in Biſſer, and beſet Spier, at which time the Spaniard againe did ſet over the 
Meſel, of intention to relieve Fraxckendale, but was ſent backe with ſhame 
over the Moſef by the Dukes Armie then left in the Paltz © at which time 
the Chancellor oxen#terne being there in perſon, and Palgrave Chriitian 
Birkafield, his Excellence the Rex-chancellor cauſed the Dutch Regiments 
marching towards the enemy, to beate the Scots march, thinking thereby to 
affright the enemy , but it fell out contrary ; the Dutch that marched in the 
Van with the Scors march, being charged by the enemy, made a baſe retreate, 
till they were holden up againe by the valour of the Scots, that were there 
( viz. ) Sir 10hn Ruthven, and his Regiment, havinghad all his Officers of 
valiant Scots, as Lievetcnant Colonell 19h# Lefly , Major Lyet, Captaine 
David King, and divers others, reſolute Cavaliers, that ſtood to it, withthe 
allkſtance of Colonell Lodowicke Leſly, and his Regiment and Officers : being 
all old beaten Souldicrs, formerly called Sir 10bn Hamiltons Regiment; by 
their valour, reſiſting the enemy, and encouraging their Camerades, who 
were flying ; the victory, that before was doubttull, is reſtored againe co the 
Swedens , {o that Palſgrave Chriſtian did ſweare,in audicnce of the whole Ar- 


mie, to his Excellence the' Rex.chancellor, that had it nor beene for the 
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M o n « 0 his Expedition,

valour of the Scots Briggad, they had all beene loſt and detcared by the 
Spaniard. 

Here alſo was evidently ſcene, as was way page's mentioned, the yalour of 
Rucmaſter Hume, in view of his Excellence, in detcating the Spaniſh horle- 
men, being farre inferiour in number unto them, where the Darch Cawalerie, 
led by him, repaired the over-fight of their I»farterie,that had the Vanguard, 
To rcturne tothe belcaguering of Donavert,wherein did lie Herizog Randolph, 
Maximilian of Saxonlawenbnrgh, with fifteene hundred Souldiers, and = 
hundred Boores of fooie, wherein were alſo five hundred horſemen, who 
finding his Majeſtie was come to viſit him, reſolycd to defend the Towne 
ſo long as he could, and to thateffeR, begunne with Cannon and Musker 
to play amongſt us, who ſceing his Majcſtie bad cauſed to plant ſome Can- 
non before rhe Port, to play alongſt the Bridge, heſallied out bravely, and 
did heare the Swedens. thar guarded the Cannon, from their Cannon, which 
they nayie.} , and a Scots Capraine called Semple, that commanded the Swe- 
dens, was blamca, for the Swedens fault, thar did leave him alone ; who un- 
willy, fearing to be taken priſoner, came off after his fellowes, and we ha- 
ving buaren bacie the cnemy ; the Captaine was put inarreſt, till he were 
hcard bcfore a Councell of warres. 

Incontineat after chat, his Majeſtie planted Batteries onthe hill, for to 
play with Cannon on a loag ſtone-hou. e, thit lay on the other fide of the 
River; wherein were a number of foote and horſe, come from Bavaria, to 
ſtrengthen rhe Garriſon, but their entry was hi-dered by our timely com. 
ming ; on which our Cannon played ſo hard, till che houſe was creviſed, 


{o that they were forced to quitit, with the lofſe of many men, and they be. 


ing gone, our Cannon then played hard on the Towne-Ports andwalles, 
doing the enemy great hurt, 

The night drawing on, his Majeſtie commanded Colonell Hepburxe, with 
his Briggad, to march to a Bridge a mile above Donavers, and to crofle over 
forto bcſer the other fide of the Towne, whercon his Majeſtic thought the 
enemy would preſle to eſcape : betore mid-nighe the Colonell arriving 
there, did place our Muskctiers in ſtrong Plottons, by hundreds, in the - 
moſt advantagious parts, for offending the enemy ; our Pikes and Colours 
were drawne up in three ſtrong bodies, or ſquadrons, and were eomman. 
ded toſtand by their Armes, to be in readineſle, in caſe of Alarum: And 
having placed our Centries, Perdues, and others, by breake of day the ence 
my tell forth eight hundred ſtrong of Musketiers on our Quarter ; the ſer- 
vice begunne by our Musketiers, we came up with full ſquadrons of Pikes 
amongſt them, and entred on the execution,ull we made them throw downe 
their Armes, and cry for Quarters ; ſome for ſatetic retired backe to the 
Towne, and were followed in by us, and cut off within the Towne ; while 
others made way for his Majeſtics Forces to enter from the other fide 
ſo that the enemy were-pitrifully cur downe the moſt part of them in rhe 
tury; The Towne alſo was ſpoyled and quite plundered : but ſome of the 
Sonldiers, with the Ic{uires and Monkes,that had eſcapedalongſt the Bridge, 
being ſent after were overtaken, and the moſt part cut off : the rcſt above 
three hundred were brought backe priſoners : within the Garriſon were 
found dead aboye five hundred, and ſome were drowned in the ſtreame, 
and a thouſand that had gorte their lives, were forced to take ſervice 
ander the Regiments ; bur being Papiſts of Bavaria, as ſoone 0 
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The in-taking of this paſſe on ſuch a ſudden, wrought a terrible feare a- 
mongſt all the Papiſts in Bavaria - In like manner, his Majeſtic did fend 
Palſgrave Auguſtus, with ſome Forces to Hechſtat, a paſſe On the Daxube, 
waich he immediatly tooke in, and by this time was Gencrall T#ly with his 
Armie come on the Leacke towards Rhine on the River : and having beſet ir 
ſtrong, he beſet alſo all other parts betwixt that and A#5-7rg, and the Dul.c 
himſelfe cauſcd to take their Armes from all the profeſſors of the reforme( 
Religion in Ausbsrg, and having beſet ic with two thouſand Souldicrs, 
he retired himſelfe tro Zngo/ar, 

His Majeſtic after the in-taking of Donavert, commanded Gencrall Bay- 
nicer, with a partie of fourethouſand ſtrong, of horſe, foote, and Artillery, 
towards Newburg on the Danube z but it was beſet before their comming, 
and they retiring againe to Doxavert , where our whole Arnie being joy. 
ned, we marched towards the River of the Leacke, of intention to torce x 
palle unto Bavaria, bcing then thirtie two thouſand ſtrong, of horſe aid 
toote.

'0 be revenged on him, for the Ruffle he had given to Guſtave Horne 

at Bambricke; he never reſted his Armic, buir continually kept them 
on footc, attending ſtil] our comming ; 'and we, torverific the defire we had 
ro be revcnged on him, did negleR no time, till at laſt, we found him our, 
where we intended to try Fortun@ againe, which never ſmiles alwayes on 
one, but is ever variable, keeping no conſtant courſe, being whiles here, 
now there ; and commonly we ſce, that thoſe who have beene moſt fortunate 
in their time (as this old Generall was') they have.an inſatiable defire of vi- 
Rory, and proſperous fortune, till neerc their ent}, that they are overcome 
themſelves, 6s: 2h | 

Here we ſec his Majefties diligence alike, in following ofhis encmy, as he 4. 
fled before him, as in his purſure at Donaver?, being the paſſe, we were hol- 
den up at, which his Majeſtic with diligence did get in his power, being ſo 
hard purſued, 'that the enemy got no time rorclieve it, though the Cavalicr 
that defended'it;, ſhewed hirſelfe reſolute in deferiding of it, as in out-fal. 
ling on our Guards, which were Swedens, who having neglected their du- 
tie, were blame-worthy, as their Captaine that commarded them, who 
ought to have preferred death before life, ere he had quite his Poſte; ſeeing 
his ſtanding icould have moved others to helpe him, though the Swedens 
left him. But his Majeſtic having 'gort the victory over the Towne, by the 
valour of the Captaines Country-men; their ihterceſſion then procured his 
pardon, though not his admiffion to his formet Command. 
. Likewiſe here we ſee'that ſtone hotiſes are vaine defenſes againſt cannon: ,, 
where the walles once pierc't, thoſe within are in worſe cafe then if they 
ſtood on plaine fields, Therefore at ſuch times , it is better to adventure 
forth unto rhe fields our of reach , then ro beſmothered within walles, a3 
were many within this houſeboth ofhorſc and foote,

($5 Tilly knowing his Majeſtiewas ſo necre with a ſtrong Armi, 
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Hcre alſo as in the continuance of the Story, we lee the valour of Hep- 
burne and of his Briggad praiſe worthy , being firſt and laſt inſtruments of 
the enemies overthrow in groſle or by partics, being commanded men - 
where often we were well leconded by Ramſeys men, ſeeing thoſe were ever 
comnianded on deſperat exploits, being ſtill appointed the fore-troopes of 
the Army, well led and conducted by Major Szdſerfſe, who was a Cavalier 
both diligent and valorous , being alfo truſted on good occaſions for his 
judgment in command. | 

As his Majeſty was diligent in the taking of this paſſe, ſo he was carctull 
rorepaire it , by helping of the ruins, and in beſetting it againe with a ſtrong 
Garriſon, eſtabliſhing good order and diſcipline , having left Colonel! 
Worbrane , an Ofterriker Freher , as Governour, being a man expert in ma- 
king.of cannon, and indeviſing of fire-workes, As alſo he underſtood 
well how beſt to fortifie irregular workes as thefe were. And therefore his 
Majeſty moſt wiſely did concredit, according to his gifts, the mainraj- 
ning of this paſſe to his carc and diligence, which both he did ſhew in for. 
tifying the Towne , even fo farre as Art could be helpefull to na- 
ture.

The twenty ninth Duty diſcharged of his

ON AVERT being taken, and beſct againe with a Swedens Gar- 
ID riſon, cauſed a great feare and aſtoniſhment to ſeaze upon all the 
Papiſts in B4varis, which made the 7eſuits and Monkes flic unto 
Tilligen, Mynchine, Nenburg , and Engolſtat : whereabove twenty thouſand 
of the Clergy wereunwilling to fight with the Duke againſt his Majeſties 
forces , and ſeeing Yindligan, the Caſtle of 0berdorffe,, and divers other pla- 
ces taken inby his Majeſty , thoſe of Nejghbarg deſired his Majefties ſafe. 
guardes, in reſpect the Swedens were making great booty over all, where e- 
ver they came hanging the Papiſtsby rbeir purſe,noe ſparing ts torment their 
ſhinnes, as they did in Pomeren and in the'Markes of Brandenburg to the Pro- 
teſtants , in cxaQing their monies, which they were made to repay againe 
Leet talions. | 
Gcnerall Tifyby this time had intrenched his Army about the Rhine, by 
the {ide of the Leacke,to hinder his Majeſtics paſſage unto Baveria , with 2 
ſtrong Army , which lay onthe other ſide of the River , right againſt Ti- 
lies Army , where his Majeſty did ſet qver a bridge made with boates and 
plankes ,” having planted ſeventy two peeces of cannon,great anc mall , on 
the borders of the River, which did play continually inco the middeſt of Tit 
lies Army, who were drawneup in Battaile, on the other fide, to hinder 
his Majeſties paſſage , but our meſſepgers were ſo ſwift and diligent, tbar 


through importunity , they obtained a grantof the paſſage , where many 
were 
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were made to lie dead by our cannon 3 for thoſe that were not hurt by the 
Bullets, they were lamed by branches andtrees, cut by the cannon, being 
they ſtoodina thickewood, which ſhooting continued a whole day, being 
on the fitth of Apri{1632,, a day ominous to Generall Ti4y, who was ſhot 
inthe knee with a cannon bullet; a cruell blow for an ould man of (cyenty 
two yceres, who, being carried from thence to Enge/at, dicd within three 
daycs, being cruelly tormented with the ſmart of his wound. 

Tilly being gone , the Army diſcauraged for their great Joſſe ſuſtained; 
The Duke remarking his Majeſty would force the paſſage , he thought belt 
intime to retire, taking his flight confuſedly upon Ezgolſtat and Nuburg: 
after that Altringer, then a Colonell was ſhot in the head, and above a thou- 
ſand did lie dead on the place they ſtood on. 

His Majeſty having croft over with the Army , he incontinent comman- 
ded certaine Troopes to follow the fugitives, getting orders to cut them oft 
as they were found. 

This victory happily attained unto by his Majeſty,incontinent the Towne 
of Rhine, being the firſk frontier Garriſon in Bavaria, rendered up, and 
his Mijeſty having beſer Rhine with a Garriſon , he marched with the Ar- 
my alongſt the Leacke fide on Awsburg ; where by the way a Commaillary 
from Nwubsrg came to his Majeſty, making their cxcuſe for receiving of 
Tillies forces, and withall they declared , that the encmy had quit their 
Towne againe ; and therefore they interpoſed with his Majeſty for neutrali- 
ty, which being refuſed untothem, a Garriſon was ſent to keepe them 1n 
awe, to bring their landes in contribution, and torepairethe bridge which 
was broken by the Dukes command. 

His Majeſty having continued his march towards As5burg , the cigth of 
Aprill we lay downe before it, and immediatly we ſet over a bridge over the 
Leacke , during which time the Commandant ſpared not his Amunition, but 
continually Cannonaded amongſt us ; but our batteries being once ready, 
they received their interchange , and his Majeſty offered the Garriſon free 
paſſage, andto retire in ſafery with his folkes , whether be pleaſed, other- 
wile there ſhould no quarter be granted unto them , it they preſſed to hould 
out longer , whereupon the Goycrnour reſolved to accept of his Majeſties 
offer , and having made his Accord , onthe tenth of 4pri& he marched 
out, and was conveyed towards Engoiſtet. 

Incontinent thereafter , his Majeſty did beſet the Towne wich a ſtrong 
Garriſon, and the next day before his Majeſty centred the Towne, all Pa- 
piſts were ordained to aſſemble and meete at Leckhowſen, where they were ſet 
off the Towne Councell, -that were knowneto be Papiſts, and Proteſtants 
were placed; So that the fourteenth of Apri{ his Majeſty entred the Towne, 
20ing firſt unto the Church called St. Annes Church , and there in preſence 
of his Majeſty of Bohemie, Palſgrave Avgnitzes , and Duke William of Wymar, 
Duke Henyes of Howlſten , Markgrave Chriſtopher Femtarlach and Bawden, and 
other Potentats and Ambaſſadours , did beare a Sermon, and praiſed God 


for the viory obtained againſt their enemies ; The Text being caken out of 


the twelfth Palme and fifth verſe. Far the eppreſiion of the needy , and for rhe 
ſighes of the peore , Iwill now up ſaiththe LORD , and will ſet at liberty him, 
whom the wicked had ſnared. 

After Sermon his Ma jcſty went to the market place, where ſome $ wedens 


Regiments were brought, and where the Burgers were alſo injoyned to 
Pp 3 come

EnzRaL 1 Ti/hebeing neereunto his end, bchooved to make 7 
march unto Bambricke, to ſhew the Swedens by his retreat the right 
paſſe unto Bavaris, with his ownedeath, 'VVherin we have a notible 
example of an old expert Generall , who being ſeventy two yeeres ot age, 


was ready to die in defence of his Religion and Country , andin defence of 


thoſe whom he ſerved, being then Generall for the Carholique Le:gue : 
which end of his ſhould cncourage all brave Cavaliers, following the lau- 
dable protcfſion of Armes, to tollow his example in life and. death, as va. 
lorous Souldiers : where weſee , that though dearh be fatall unto all, yet 
luch a death, as happericd unto this old Generall,is only proper unto the vali- 


ant, whothough often contemned death and eſchewed death, during the - 


warfare, yerat laſt he is overtaken by Gods Almighty hand and power, 


though formerly in his lifc-time he hadeſcaped, by the ſame providence, 


many dangers. And fometimes we ſcein the very entrance of warres , ſome 
iuidenly taken away , to teach us alwayesto truſt more unto God then unto 
the armeof man, which is bur a vaine ſtrength. 

Likewiſc,though this worthy Generall did fight often, and obtained ma- 
ny notable victories till this time , againſt Kings, yetar /aſt he is overcome 
by a King, ard a moreskilfull Generall then he was, and though before 
the bartaile of Zeipſigh, he did give no higher title to his Majeſty then to a 
Cavalicr: Neverthelefſe his Majeſty hearing of his Yeath , called him Ho- 
nourable old Tilly, whoſe Acts were fo Hcroicke in his lite time, that after 
his death, they werc his cverlaſtiog monuments, making his memory c- 
ternall , ſuffering h's name never to rorwith the time, And my wiſh were, 
I might prove as valiant in advancing Chriſts Kihgdome (rhdugh I ſhould 
dic in the quarrell)as he was fonvard inthinderingot ir;my death then ſhould 
not be bitter unto my friends, I leaving an '4mmonall ' tame behinde 
me, | "Jn by: | 

Alſo hert we ſee the great force'of Artillery ; either in forcing of paſſes 
againſt our enemies, or -in maintaining of paſſes with a little advantage of 
ground, for ſeventy two peeces of Ordinance; with ſuch cominitance , were 
of mighty force to make paſſage to an Army : for this viRory was obrat- 
ned by the torce of our Cannon alone ,: #hich mdde'the enenry tame away, 
betorc we could come at them to fight,” and the diſcouragment given vno 
them, by the lofle of their Leaders caufed their diſorder , and conſequently 
ſafety to us in our paſſage; Where we ſee, that asviEorie is from God,ſo the 
helpe, wdgment and dexterity of good Commandat is turtherſome to tÞexicto- 
ry, asthe lawfull meanes ordained by 'God... © 717 t: | | 

Moreover we ſee here, how eaſic it fora vietorions' Armie ,* that is' once 
maliter ofthe Field ; ro rake in Frontier Garriſons, while as they arc pofteſſed 
inſtantly witha Panicke feare, eſpecially being taken at the Stor or rcbcund, 
bctore they have time to diſgeſt their feare, But had Gererall Tilly agnes 
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his Army out of reach ot his Majeſties Cannon, ind refolved to ſuffer 1:.s r. 
Majeſty to have ſet over his Army, the pate bcing {© narrow , that tcarce 

three mcn could march in Front, Tr{zes advantage had bin the greaer ro 
reccive them as they came, who might have cut them off by diviſions, 
which had bin more to his credit : yer we ſee as the Prophet ſes, Exc:pe 

the LORD watch, the watch-man watcheathin vaine. And we ſce, God would 

have theſe people puniſhed for their formercruelties ; and theretore he tooke 

away their judgment , and confounded their Counſell, making them erre, 

till they ranne to their owne ruine, 

As his Majeſties Indgment in command was great, ſo his Example w:s 
goodand commendable, in giving God thankes in his Church, tor h's 
victories and for the preſervation of his lite from danger ; wherein his Mz = 
jcſty chiefely mba the example of his Picty and religious exercile, tor 
he knew well that Religion and Iuſtice were the fundaments of al! good ſo- 
cicty, and being much inclined unto both , he would winnethe people by 
his owne example : fince of all men it becomes Kings and Princes worſt co _ 
be irreiigious and ungodly : for on earth we have nothing more worthy #F, 
than Religion tobe reſpeRted and honoured, it being unto Heaven our 
guide, onearthche fountaine ofour Iuſtice , whereby we governe our at- 
faircs well or ill, expeſling and putting away unjuſtice or unrighteouſneſle : 
for where there is moſt Religion or piety; therealſois moſt happineſle : and 
without her no Crowne can be eſtabliſhed ; andas his Majeſty was religi- 
ous himſelfe , ſo he maintained good lawes and good diſcipline , grounded 
on religion and holineſſe of life, which madethe happy events and fortu- 
nate end of his warlike expeditions to follow. Bleſſed therefore ſhall they 
be , who follow his Majeſties example in this, as in all other his warlike 
enterprizes ; for I dare affirme on my conſcience, never man ſerved this 
Maſtertruly (whom his Majeſty our Maſter did ſtrve with his heart) with- 
outa reward. D

HE fixteenth of 4prilthis Majeſty did breake up with the Army 

from Av:burg, taking his march towards Exge/#at, of intention ro 

ſtarr the Duke of Bevier from thence, having left ſo many of our 

Army behinde us as tooke in Launceberg, Mindelharm, Faſſen; Showngow 

and divers other parts in Schwabland by accord, where Generall Major 
Ruthventhen Governour of Y ive , had brought with his Forces that were al- #* 

{o behinde us , all the Papiſts Townes that were betwixt Yime and Lindew 

under his Majeſty of Swedes contribution, and moſt part of Schwabland allo, 

for which ſervice his Majeſty gifted unto him, under his hand and ſcale, the 

Graveſbaft or Earldome of Kirkbere, lying next adjacent ro the City of YVime, 

which belonged to the Fuckers of Ausberg,that were made Earles by the Em- 

perour , from Marchancs having curn'd Souldiers,to ſerve his et: 
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Majeſtie : which Graveſhafc or Earledome could pay ycarely, belide Con- 
tribution to the warrcs, ten thouſand Rex-Dollers, being a good avgmen. 
tation of pay for an old ſervant, who had ſcrved long and valourouſly, 
without the leaſt bloe of diſcredit, and retired bravely with meanes and 
credit to his Country, carrying.the markes of his valour in his body, bein 
above the waſte full of tokens of valour, credibly gotten in his Maſters ſer- 
vice; for as hewas couragious betorc his enemy, he was alſd fortunate in 
his Condud, in obtaining victory beyond his tcllowes ; and being often 
ſingled out, man to man, to make his courage the more undoubred, he al- 
wayes gave teſtimony inthis kinde of his valour, an{werablc to the cxternall 
ſhew and hanſome frame of his body, being in perſonage inferiour rono man, 
tor ſtrengthand comely ſtature. 

His Majeſty continuing his March towards Enz0/7at, coming within fight 
of the Towne, he drew his Armie in Battaile, horſe, toote, and Artillery, 
where we ſtood the whole nightat Armes, "The next day drawing neerer 
to the! encmies Armie being incamped before us, Ex oppoſite, on the other 
{ide of the Danube, ready to ſecond the Towne on all occaſions, which his 
Majeſtic conſidering, gave order to-draiv out our Leaguer, and to fet men to 
workeafter we were quartered 5 where, 'for our welcome, the enemy from 
the Towne did ſalute us furiouſly with Cannon , fo thart at firſt, the head 
was ſhot from the young Markgrave of Baden, and his Majeſtic recognolicec- 
ing, thc legge was ſhot from his Horſe, divers others were allo here lamed 
by the Cannon. | 

The night drawing on, his Majeſtic expeRing a ſtrong out-fall from the 
Towne, their Armiebeing ſo.ncere, our Briggad, according to cuſtome, 
was commanded to march, and to ſtand the whole night in Armes, on a ra. 
zed Champaigne, under mercie of Cannon and musket , being ordained in 
caſe of the enemics our-fall , by fighting to hold them up, till our Armic 
might be in readineſſeto relieve us; being in Aprill , though the aire was 
cold , the ſervice being hot, ſundrie were taken away in full rancks with the 
Cannon, bcing in no ation our ſelves, but ſtanding ready to maintaine our 
ground, in caſe the enemie ſhould purſue us.,, which to my minde, was the 
longeſt night, in the yearc,though in Aprill ; for at one ſhot I loſt twelvemen 
of my owne Companie, not knowing what became of them, being all taken 

, alike with the Cannon; and he that was not this nighr, in this ſtand afraid of 

a Cannon bullet, might inmy opinion, the next night , be made gunpowder 
of without paine , and who would {weare he was not afrightcd for a ſhot, 
] would nottruſt him againe , though he ſpake truth. 

His Majcſtie, in the beginning of the night, commandeda thouſand Swe- 
dens, being Musketiers , ledby.\ufficient Officers in his Majeſties- owne pre- 
ſence, to fall on the Skonce, before the bridge, which was beſet with fifteene 
hundred foote, and five hundred horſe,lying open on the fide, that lay next 
the Towne, that if the encmic ſhould ſtorme and enter, he might be clenſed 
outagaine with Cannon and musket, from the Towne wall ; notwithſtan- 
ding whereof, the Swedens bravely advanced, even to the grafte, being ready 

\ to ſtorme they were plagued with the; mnsker, - and with fire-workes , that 
teaving three hundred men killed about the Skotce, they were forced to re- 

Ze tire; the enemy continuing a thunder-elap of Muskets for one halfe houre, 

till they were tully zetired. His Majeſtic finding nothing could be effecuare 
In this manner; retired with the Musketiers, leaving us and our bg 
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the former ſtand, to attend the enemies out-coming, to make us acquainted 
with the chundcring of Cannon ; where no man, were henever ſo ſtout, 
could be blamed to ſtoope , ſceing the Cannon in the night fircing in a 
right line before him, he that would nor ſhift his body, roelchcw the graſe- 
ing of a Buller, was not to be-pittied, it killed through oſtentation, 

Here death, that cruell fellow, courted all alike, yet none was fo ena- 
moured, as Gillingly to embrace him, though well I know, many brave fel. 
lowes were reſolved to meet him, for to give him the foyle betore he came 
necre. 

T his night a Souldicr though not ſtour,might paſſe prentiſe in our _ 
in one night, for reſolution ; whicre having ſtayed till it was day, we retire 
ro the Leaguer, with great loſſe of men, that were killed and hurr, where 
they that had eſcaped the Malhewr, were glad to diſcoutle at large of their 
nights watch, | 

His Majcſtic finding this Towne ſtrong by nature, fituation, and art, lying 
on the Danube, really fortified with a bridge over the River, fortified allo 
before the en'ry, and the Towne being well provided ofall furniture, having 
a ſtrong Garriſon, and in neede an Armie to ſupply it, which made his Ma- 
jeſtie, for that time, riſe from ir, having gotten intelligence, that the Duke 
of Baviers Forces by fleight had taken in Rhinsberg, where the moſt part of 
the Armie was ſent thither to beſet the paſſe, who immediatly after their en» 
try, diſarmed the Citizens, being all Proteſtants, having quartered above 
twentie Souldiers in every houſe; where alſo the Duke himſelfe did march 
with the reſt of his Armie, knowing bis Majeſtic was not able to gainecre- 
dit before EngolFat, he went away, ſuffering his. Majeſtie to ftay behinde, 
to try his fortune againſt the Towne, who alſo did breake up, and marching 
away, the enemy with a ſtrong. partie of Horſemen, and of Dragoniers, 
charged our Reare-guard ; Generall.Zanier being commanded ro make the 
retreate,where the enemy having charged, he behaved himfelfe well by good 
Command, charging the enemy with ſmall Troopes, forcing them to re- 
tire, while as the body of the Armie was rctiring, the Generall com- 
manding ſtill freſh Troopes, one afrer another,to receive the enemies charge, 
till at laſt all were ſafely retired, and the enemy retired alſo, not daritg to 
ſhew himſelte withour the paſſes onthe field, bemg well beaten at an our- fall 
by the Swedens the day before. 

The Retreate honourably made, his Majeſtic continued his march on Meſ- 
bare, having lyne that night on the Hill at Gyſeufels, having in the after» 
noone before drawhe the who!le Armie m one Front , Horſe, Foote, and 
Cannon, for doing the funerall Rites of the Markgrave of Bawdex, whoſe 
corps being appointed to be ſent away with a Convoy to be buried # before 
their departure, the wholc Cannon was twice diſcharged,and thenthe whole 
Musketiers of the Army from the right hand to the lefr, did give two falves 
of Musket , and after them, the whole Armic of horſe did give two falves 
of Piſtoll. This day alſo, old Captaine David Ramey was buried, having di- 
ed ofa conſuming Feaver. = | 

The next day our march continuing towards Mo:burg, where we did lic 
five dayes, his Majeftie having fenc Felr-marſhall Horne, with a ſtrong par- 
tie of horſe, fore, and Cannon, towards Lendſbas , where Hephurne with his 
Briggad was alſo employed. The: Fowne nor being ſtrong, the cemy, 
atrer a little Skirmiſh made with horſe: in the Feilds, retired over the water,

caſting off the Bridge bchinde them, they eſcaped, having letr a weake Gar- 
riſon of foore inthe Towneand Caſtle, to make an Accord, for kceping the 
Towne unplundered, which was ſuddenly agreed on, {o that before night, 
we were quartered in the Towne, the enemy being retired, where divers of 
our Brigg1d made bootie worth their paines, 
4 T he next day bis Majeſtic hearing we had taken in the Towne, did breake 
* upwihthe Armietowards Hemmungen, laving Orders torglhe Felt-mar- 
ſhal! to jovne with the Armie at Freiſingen, having got moneyes for his Ma- 
jcſtie, both from Lanadſhut, and the Biſhopricke ot Freifengen, for keeping 
them unplundered, 
Hohnwart, Pfafenhowen, being two walled Townes, with the Abbacic of 
St. Morrs, and the Abbacie of Sc. George, were alſo brought under Con. 
tribution, where the Boores on the march cruelly uſed our Souldiers (that 
wenr aſide to plunger ) in cu'ting off their noſes and eares, hands and feete, 
pulling our'their eyes, with: ſundry other cruelties which they uſed, being 
juſtly repayed by the Souldiers, in burning of many Dorpes oa the march, 
leavivg alſo the Boores dead, where they were found, 
» A trong partie of the Dukes Souldicrs, thinking to have ſurprized the 
Swedens in their quarters, they fell themſelves in the ditch that they pre- 
pared for others, fo that very few of them eſcaped with life out ot the Swe- 
dens hands. | f | 
By this time alſo Weyſexburg not farrg from Nurenberg,was taken in by the 
Dokes Forces, having got ſoine Cannon from the Caſtle of Werlrzburg - 
Nevertheleſſe, the Swedens Garriſon bekaved themſclves valourouſly,in ma. 
king an honourable Accord, though thoſe Papiſts unworthily brake their 
proiniſe, for thoſe that would not willingly ſerve, were cut downe, and the 
Towne by condeſcending was alſo phages cheir wives and childrcn were 
. abuſed, and the Burgomaſters and Preachers were taken priſoners unto Ex- 
goifat, and the Ports of the Towne they: razed and burnt, 


The thirtieth Ob/Jervation: 


N this Expedition, as in all the former, bis Majefties wiſedowe and dili- 

|| ence, is praiſe-worthy ; for proſecuting his viRories ſo orderly on the 

ot ſent, as the cunning Hunter doth his prey, in giving one ſweat af- 

ecr another, till he kill or derne,in putting the Fox in the carth,and then hooke 
him-out, or ſtarve him. 

Likewiſe, His. Majeſtic alſo very raxir, advancing within his enemies 
Country ; Firſt made the paſſes ſure behinde him, incaſe of Retreate, or of 
{carcitie of Amuoition or vicualls, moſt prudently he left Generall Ru1hves 
at Y ime, as Governour, being his Magazin-place, and ſureft retreate , being 
alſo made certaine of the Duke of Witrenbergs friendſhip, who in necefhitic 
was ab'e to furtiſh him with a great ſupply of men, moneys, victualls, and 
Amugior for his Armie; being then one of the-moſt powerfull Princes 
Wichi') Germany, As alſo, his Majcſtie having got Awsbarg under ſubjeQi- 

_ -O, he yery wilely left apart'of his Armic to ſubdue the adjacent Citics 1n 

- Schwabland, to heJpe bis Contribution; as Memmunges, Pibrach, Brawdenburg 
* onthe River Eve; 24 alſo Hidalchow, &enfſbire,, and Kempten on the Leacke, 
and Elve, and thar by the induſtry and: diligence bf: Generall Major Ratb- 


ven, with the rcſt ofthe young Cavaliers of the Seras Nation, that net 
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him; ſuch as Colonell Hugh Hamilton, Coloncll Tobn Forbeſſe, Licvetenanc 
Colonell Ganne, Lievetenant Colonell IHongomerie, Major Ruthven, Ma- 
jor Brumficld, and divers other Scors Captaines, ſuch as Captaine Dumbarye, 
that was killed by the Boores neere Yime , who all were obliged to Generaj) 
Ruthven, not onely for their advancements, bu: alfo for their meanes, which; 
they made in ſhort time, beyond their tellowes, wiio had ſerved longer . by 
reaſon their lot was to have fallen in a far foyle, that 5bounded 1nriches, 
and as their ſervice to his Majeſtic was faithfull and loyall, ſo his Majeſtic 
was liberall and bountifull, in advancing them totitles of honour, As alſo 
in beſtowing on them Cadoucks and caſualtics, to inrich them more than ©- 
thers, whoſe fortunes were not to be ſo rewarded, though their defervings 
were noleſſc; ſothat being rich in credit, they care not for the want of abun- 
dance of externall things, being inwardly contented through their vertue, 
Here alſo we ſee, that -as his Majeſtie was circumſp2& for his retreate , 
even ſo he was fore-ſceing for the ſafetie of his Armic, in not hazarding to 
ingage it too farre with diſadvantage againſt the” Dukes Armie, and the 
ſtrong Citie of Engo/ſiat ; being the beſt Strength for one within the Empire. 
Neverthelefſe, having onee recognoſced the Citie, he would not leave it, 
till he had ſhowne his reſglution, and left-hjs intrenchment,. as the tokens of 
his worth, in hazarding to beleaguer it, having an Armic to ſecond them , 
and while as his Majcſties horſe was ſhot under him, he faid, it did puthim 
in minde, he was but morrtall and ſubject ro miſcþanges,as others ; and there- 
fore he knew no better remedie, bur to refigne 'himifelfe and ali his to the 
providence of the Almightie : and that he was per twaded, that though God 
ſhould call him our of the world, yer the Lord would notabandon his owne 
Cauſe, being fo juſt, but he was afſured, God would ftirre up ſome other 
wvorthier than he; to pur-4 period to thoſe warres,, tor the }ibettie of Gods 
ſervice in Detchland; and withall, he tooke God to witneſle, he had no other 
intention in proſecuting thoſe warres, but ocely.to pull downe the tyranny 
of the houſe of Auſtria ; and to obtaine a ſolid and a ſcrled peace unto all 
men, that were intereſled inthe quarrell, | 
Where, by this his ſpeech, we ſec, that-ashe was a brave and a valou- 
rous King ; ſo he was wile at this time in preſerving himſelfe and his Armie 
from loſing them beforeſuch a ſtrong Citie. As alſo we ſee, that the Con- 
ditions of mortall mea have their changes common unto them, that oft- 
times they are crofſed by contrary fortunes, as formerly they did proſper; 
and the Lorddoth hide the cauſes of both from us,to ſpurre us everto ſceke 
to his Majeſtic, in doing good; and thoſe good of themſelves, as this juſt 
King was, who notwithſtanding had need of Gods direRion in all his wayes 
and enterpriſes : which ſhould make us all earneſt in ſeeking the Loyd, to di- 
ret us in all our wayes, ſecing of our ſelves we are not able to doc any 
thing that is good, neither ought we to aſcribe any thing of our proſperous 
lucceſle or fortune unto our ſelves, being but the Lords ſervants, ard in- 
ſtruments he uſerh, as weake meanes of his glory, and the well.fare of his 
Church on earth, Our daily delight ſhould be then to learne wiiedome ou: 
of the ations of others; aud like the Bee that makes the honey, ro converſe 
amongſt good company, that we may ſavour at leaft of their £oodneſſe, 
following the footſteps of this Heroick and godly King, fruftifyino ever 
during our life times, unto all ſort of well-doing, till ſuch rime as we may 
end with glory, living after death. | 
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" Moreover, here we ſee his Majeſtic, though on a march, not negle@ive to 
diſcharge that laſt and honourable durie to the corps of that noble and wor- 
thy Cavalier, the Markgrave of Turlagh and Bawden, by making the whole 
Armie to give two Salves of Cannon, Musker, and Piſtoll in comely order, 
as the Cuſtome is at ſuch times ; where it 1s tobe regrated, how oft-times 
death doth- prevent the expected goodnefle of many a brave fellow, as this 
young Cayalicr was, the worthy ſonne of a worthy Father, who carried di- 
vers times the title of a Generall. 

Here alſo I would exhort by the way all worthy Souldiers, who aime at 
credit , never to give themſclves to mouze or plunder aſidefrom the Armie, 
leſt they be puniſhed, in dying 1gnominioufly by the hands of cruell tyrants, 
as the ignorant Papiſt-Boores, that have no more knowledge of Goa, than to 
tcll over their Beads, being taught, as their beſt devotion and knowledge of 
the myſteries of God tending to ſalvation, to glory in their ignorance, which 
makes many of them to commit any wickednefſe whatſoever, to winne dam- 
nation to themſelves being 'once commanded by a Prieſt, that can make the 
poore ignorant bcleeve, that,to doe wickedly is the way to heaven. Who 
cannot then ſee, how deteſtable this Doctrine is, that gives people libertie to 
commit all villany, andthento afſure them of pardon for it * 

The uſe then we ſhould make of this, who profefſe anorher truch, is to ab- 
horre their examples of -life, as we doe their doQrine ; ſeeing wee ſhould 
know, that no crime before God is ſo abominable , as to glory in finne , 
tor where ſinne groweth, there groweth alſo the puniſhment : And he thar 
ſinnes openly with an out-ſtretched necke, as theſe villaines did in Wiſenbsye, 
in ſight of God and before the Sunne and the world, they offended dauble, 
teaching others by their example to ſinne, | 

Happie therefore is the man, whodelights not in finne, but happier is he, 
thar glories not in finne, yea happicſt of all, that continnes not in finne, 
but repenteth of the evill done, and ccafeth to doe ſo any more. 
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The thirty one Duty diſcharged of our Ex- 
»edition unto Munchen , and ofour 
abode there, 


Eing retired from Zandſhwt, a pretty little Towne and Caſtle in Bava- 
11a, lying on the Ezſer, wecontinued our march after his Majeſty, 
and marched towards Friſine, where we joyned with his Majeſty, 
and incamped over night inthe fields, where his Majeſty had intelligence, 
that Walleftine with a ſtrong Army , was on his march towards the upper 
Paltz, which made his Majeſty make the greater haſte to viſit Monchen, the 
Duke of Bevari his chicfe Towne of reſidence, having made the Biſhop of 
Friſing pay fifty thouſand Dollers, and promiſe contribution befide, our of 
the whole Biſhopricke , and contipuing our march the fixth of May , to- 
wards Muxches, on our way, the Commiſſioners from cHuncben did come 
and ſalute his Majeſty , offering all kinde of ſubmiſſion, forto ſpare from 
plundering of tieir City, and from ruinating of their houſes and Pony 
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camped the whole Army withoutthe Towne, marching in with our Brig. 


better looke to our watch : and the command of all directions under ſtayers 
was put upon me, being then Commander of the Guards z where I had 
power over the whole offices belonging tothe houſe, and might have com- 
manded to give out any thing to pleaſure Cavaliers; having ſtayed in this 
charge three weekes nobly entertained. 

Here in Munchen the Boartſh-Boares alleadged the dead were riſen, ſince 
before his Maieſties coming , by the Nukes gommand, the great cannon 
were buricd , ſide by fide in the Magaziz houſe ; whereof his Maicſty being 
made acquainted , they were digged up out of- the ground , and carried a- 
way to Ausburg , above one hundred and fourty peeces of Cannon great and 
{mall, whereof there were twelve Apoſtles, and other Cannon which fors- 
merly weretaken from the Eledor Palatine, and the Duke of Brunſwicke, 
with their names and Armes on them{, of which one was found , whercin 
there were thirty thouſand Duckers of god , being a preient for a 
Lilewiſeinthis Hazazin houſe there were found clothes and Armies 
ready toclothan Army of ten thonſand foote, which helped our Army 
much ; many other rarieties were gotten in this houſe worth much mony, 
which were tranſported away by both the Kings. As allo all the Dukcs 
ſervants of his whole houshold were there, that bare offices about the 
houſe, and the houle it ſelfe was as well repleniſhed and furniſhed, as any 
Kings Palace needed to be, of all magnificent furniture , for bed, board 
and hangings, which were ſumptuous and coſtly, 

Here alſo about this Palace were pleaſant gardens ; fiſh-ponds , watci- 
workes, andall things yeelding pleaſure inthe moſt ſplendid grandure, that 
canbe imagined, with a pleaſant Tennis-court for recreation, where both 
the Kings ſometimes did recreat themſelves. 

Morcover this houſe was ſo magnificently ſituated, that for three milcs 
aboar it there was ſuch pleaſant Harc- hunting, thatſomerimes we could ſec 
the Hares flocking together in troopes above twenty; As alfo tor the Prin- 
ces pleaſure there could be brought rogether 1n proſpect of the Palace, 
heards of Deare, ſometimes above five hundred at once, and ſometimes (++ 
pleaſure, a thouſand to be brought together. 

His Maieſty having remained here above a fort night , ang getting intell!. 
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ence of [{Ome turbulent uproares made by the Papiſts Boores in Schwablana, his 
Maicſty leaving Generall Baxter to command over the Army at Monchen : 
his Maicſty with a ſtrong party of horſe, and two Briggads of foote , mat- 
ch-d towards Memmungen in Schwabland , and having preſently ſtilledthe UP. 
101re, heretired upon Ausburg , and from thence to Munchen againe, where 
his Majeſty ona ſudden taxcd the Towne in a hundred thouſand Rex Do. 
lours , which the Burgers and Clergy were willing to give his Majcſty, to 
keepethe City =, 08 for which ſumme there were Bf'y ot the ſpeciall 
Burgers and Clergy givenas pledges unto his Majeſty , till paiment were 
made of the moniesagainſt a certaine day z and to that effect ; the pledges 
were ſcnt with a Convoy unto CAu5burg, to be kept there till the monies 
were paicd. 

His Majeſty then fearing that Waleſtine larcly made Generaliſſimas to the 
Emperours whole Army , was coming with a ſtrong Army out of Bobemia, 
and his Majcſty thinking he was to fall with thoſe Forces into the, Duke of 
Saxons country , and ſecing the Duke of Bavrer had his Army ready at Rhinſ. 
bere , andthe paſſc open , he might joyne with Waleſtize when he pleaſed, 
and therefore lis Majeſty reſolved ſuddenly to breake up with his Army 
trom 1wunchen , giving orders all ſhould be in readineſle againft the twenty 
ſixth of CIay, to march towards Dowavert , and from thence in haſtc to

I'S E Generalls muſt refolve in time to rule-their affaires ac- 
V \ / cording to the occurrences happening in the courſe of warres : 
for the Duke of Bavie# finding himſelfe, after T/#ies death and 
his lofſe ſuſtained at Rhzne on the Leacke, not baſtant to rancounter his. Ma. 
jeſtics Army in the fields, he very wiſely reſolved to make a defenſive warre, 
beraking himſelfe with his Army within his Strengths and Paſſes, col- 
lIeing his Forces together at thoſe two placcs of Engelſiat and Rhinſbere, 
which his Majzſty perceiving , thought againe , it was not time for him to 
enter in beleaguering of ſuch ſtrengths being ſo ſtrongly. beſet ,. and ſo well 
provided, eſpccially ſeeing his enemics were drawing ſtrong to the fields 
from all parts, 
The Spaniard forcing his troopes on the Rhzme within the Palativat, Ge- 
nerall Major 0f/ſa coming behinde him with an Army in Schwabland, the 
Duke of Bavier lying ſtrong with his Army betwixt him and Nurenburg, on 
the paſſes of Zngo/ſtat and Bhinsberg z- Waleſtine alſo drawing ncere to' the 
Duke of Saxon, with a ſtrong Army to fall into his country, betwixt his 
Majeſty and home;and Papeyhaim then dominicring in the nether Sexo» Creit- 
ches: inconfideration whereof, his Majeſty very wiſely reſolved to hang 
the Jietle Townes, Cloiſters and Abbacies belonging tothe Pepiſts in Bava- 
714 by the Purſe : taking of them on the ſudden all the monies they were 
ablcro give him, and pledges for the reſt, promiſing unto them, unleſſe 
they would duely pay their promiſed contribution. unto his Commillaries, 
the next time he, would burne their Dorpes and houſes, and pur all to the 
ſword ; whereas then he had uſed clemency , in hope they would give the 
like 05edtenceunto him as unto the Duketheir Maſter. For his Majeſty did 


fee , the enemy forced him by adiverſion; And therefore he uſed his on 
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while he was 11 Bavaria; that they might not forget he had bin there * bur 
rather tooke tokens with him ; as men, mony, Armes, raremonuments of 
antiquiry,and rich lewells, and which was worſe (wherein his Majeſty had 
neither hand nor direction) many of their houſes, Dorpes and Caſtles were 
burnt to the ground by evill and wicked inſtruments, that repaicd burning 
with burning , uſing the Papſts at home, as they uſed Prote#ants abroade, 
being neere the Baltrque coalt, they never dreamed that the Proteſtants would 
come lo farre up as to repay them under the foote of the £&lpes, And had 
Gnitavws lived, we had gone neere to warme them within Rome, for their by- 
paſt cruelties', where we {ce., that God the righteous judge puniſheth finne 
with finne, and man by his owne iniquity, 

His Majeſty leaving no Garriſon in Bavaris, to keepe the country the 

better in awe and ob<cdicnce, he tooke Hoſtages and pledges of ſpecial! 
men from them along with him,to make them the readier to pay the ſummes 
they had promiſed; Asalſo their contribution : and to make them the loa- 
ther to riſe againe in Armes againſt his Majcſties Garriſons, which lay ad- 
jacen* untothem. 
. Th. Duke of Baviers forces being retired within their ſtrengths & paſſes, 
fi-din2 themſelves not Baſtantro offend his Majeſties Army , they fall out 
on thc oth<r ſide of the Danube, towards the upper Paltz, making their in- 
curfions there, and take in Wiſenbwurg , where they uſed both Burgers and 
Souldicrs more unhumanly,then became Chriſtians to doe. 

In like manner we ſee here the diligence and celcrity uſed by his Majeſty, 
according to the occaſions that happened,in going ſo ſuddenly towards 0//a, 
and in returning againe at the Poaſt , with a convoy of Dragoniers towards 
Munchen , to breake up with his Army , having left Duke Barnard of Wy. 
mar with Generall Major Ruthwewto attend on Offa his Army , On the bor- 
ders of Tyrof, towards Landaw and the Boden ſca, till buſineſſe were 

acified, 
g Here then we ſee, that his Majefties diligence and experience in warlike 
actions was ſo great, that his enemies neyer plotted that enterprize, bur 
how ſoonc it came once to his knowledge, he preſently with cclerity and 
quickneſſe of judgment could finde out the contrary remedy , ever to make 
himſelfe appeare ineffe& the moſt fortunare Commander that ever we read 
of. For his great experience in warlikeaions did confirme his jadgment 
and his courage ; for he was notaffraid rodoe what he did learne and pra&ilc 
beforc ; and likea wiſe. Generall, he did ever watch againſt all unlooked 
for troakes : for nothing could come wrong unto him , becauſe he was 
alike forall , having had the whole compend of wit in his braines, he could 
well and wiſely governe the Common-wealth, to fight batrailes was his 
delight; inthe m-king ot Leaguers he excelled all other Generalls (as Tilly 
did know) Engines todeyiſe, to paſſe over Rivers or Foffies or walles, was 
his maſter-pcece. (as Tillies death canwineſle at the Leacke) to plante batteries 
orto change,therein he was profound; witnefle alfo his croffing the Leacke ; 
if lines or approaches wereto be altered; his judgment then behooved to be 
uſed, . in a word he was the Maſter of Military diſcipline , being riſen from a 
prentiſe, to rhe great profeſfor of Arts, in thiseminent and high calling of 
a Souldier: where itis requifit , that-asa man is valorous and judicious, ſo 
he onghtro be conſtanr 'in keeping his word and -truth inviolable, as this 


King did toall his confederats, andto his cnemics alſo. And theretore as - 
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moſt pretious Tewell, his remarkable cxamphte of vertue is to be followed by 
thoſe, who would prove Heroicke and Magnthcent as he was. 

And therefore I was ſcrious to prie ſo dcepe into his actions, as that 
thoſe, whom I wiſh to fucceede him in his yertues, may tollow his praQiſcs 
uſed in the conquelt ofa great part of Germany : for his ſpirit alone and kill 
in warres was better then thouſands of Armed men. Thelike gitrs I heartily 
wiſh ro my Nuble Patron his Highneſſe, rhe Prince Elettor Palative, whom 
I wiſh to ſucceede him, not only in his vertues but in his conqueſt 
alſo. 

Scing then thegreateſt part of humane happineſſe doth conſiſt in vertue, 
whocycr then would be wiſe, let him fix his eyes and his mindeto judge 0- 
ther mens actions, thereby ro correc his owne , looking untoall that was 
and 15, '©tIYend that through their example he may learneto better himſelfe, 
fur tolong he ſhall Aoriſh, as wiſdome and counlell are bis guides, which 
both I with we may follow. ;

towards Donavert, having leftan Army bchinde us 1n Schwabland of 

cight thouſand firong , led by Duke Barnard of Wymar , and Ge- 
nerall Major Rurhventoattend on Offs; having croſſed the Leacke againe at 
Rhine, we continued our march towards our Randez-vouz at Dowaverr, 
where we were appointed to joyne with-the reſt of our Army ; and from 
thence we continued our march upon Weiſenburg , being the paſle betwixe 
Donavert and Naremberg, where on our march we had certainty, that Duke 
Barnard had defeated a Regiment of horſe, and raken cight Cornets from 
Oſſa, and that Hanaiball Count of Hebemems was immediatly ſent priſoner ro 
F lme ; and Banier was left fora time at Ausbare, for to ſcttle the Garriſon, 
where the pledges were left in cuſtody. His Majeſty very wifely before 
this march confirmed his confederacy with the Duke of Wirtenberg being of 
orcat forceto adyar.ce his Majeſtics affaires andthe cauſe, with men, meate 
and mony, being the next neighbour to Ye. 

His Majeſty alſoat this time did give Patcnts to Hugh Hamilton and to 
Tohn Forbeſſe , 3s Culonells to Jeavie rwo Regiments of foote on the borders 
ot Sweerzerland, at which time his Majeſty did write a favourable Letter 
unto the Proteſtant Cantons in Sweerzerland, to give no paſle through their 
country unto the Spaniard from Italy , and that for weighty reaſons s chiefly 
calling them ro memory , that the houſc of A»fria and Spaine were ever great 
croſſcrs ot the libercies of their Common: wealth , and moſt of all, of the 
liberry of their conſc1ences : Which Letter was gratiouſly accepted by the 
Sweetzers , ana the paſſage after that was cloſed up. >

T HE firſt of Iv#eour Army did breake upfrom Munchen 1h Bavaria, 
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Our march continuing to to Furt , on our way the Biſhopricks of Archftat 
and Tilligen were brought under his Majeſties contribution , as alſo Papen. 
haim Caſtle was takenin, being the ſecond marſhall. houſe belonging to the 
Empire, notdiſtant above two miles from Wyſenburg , where before our 
coming to Wyſenberg , the Duke of Baviey his Forces were retired againe, for 
their ſafeties unto Engoiſtat , being led by Crars, fo that without impedi- 
ment, our march continued to Frt on the Pegaets, beſides Varenbers - 
where we incamped againe on the fields, the ſeventh of Tue, and remai- 
ned there till the Lords of Nerenbere invited his Majeſty cotheir City, where 
his Majeſty was Royally entertained, and bountifully offered what in their 
powers lay , to be given unto his Majeſty , either for his Army or his Ma- 
jeſties contentment otherwiſe : and inthis meanetime, the Duke of Bawva- 
ri his forces were toyned with Yaleſtine his Army at Egger , having uſed all 
the diligence he could in helping his foote forwards on horſc-backe and wag- 
gons : and in their by-going the ſeventh of 7uze, they tooke in Schulrzbach 
1n the over P«/1z, having no Garrifon in it but Burgers, who defended them- 


ſelves till they madean Accord, which was not kept unto them,

Ere we ſee againe his Majeſties wonderfull diligence, wherein doth 
H ever confiſt the beſt part of warre z for hearing in Bawarrie, that Wa- 
kſtive was marched with a ſtrong Armic out of Bohemia towards 

the over Paliz , and knowing the Duke of Baviere hadthe paſle of Rhineſberg 
free unto the upper Paz, he was not able to hinder their ConjunRion,it Ws- 
lefline his deſigne were on Nurenberg, as it was; his Majcſtic knew then dili- 
a was to be uled for the reliete of Narenberg ; and therefore, though a- 
out, he haſted his march thirher, for his Majeſtie knew we!l, that the ta- 
king of time in warres was of much importance, eſpecially, knowing the 
enemies deſigne being on Nererberg, which to have, the enemy he knew, 


. would not ſpare either money ortravell, for if they could cut off his Maje- 


ſtie from the helpe and affiſtance of this Towne, it was the beſt way to de- 
fend Baviere, Schwabland, and Oſtreigh. ' 
Likewiſe, ic was the onely meanes to recover againe the Biſhopricke of 
Wurtzbarg, and the Dukedome of Frexconia, and by that meanes ( it not al- 
together ) yet farte they might, drive backe againe his Majeſtic of Sweden 
and his Forces, keeping him out of Beveris, as alſo out of the Emperours 
hereditarie lands, This was their cunning eoterpriſe oh N#reberg, andthe 
reaſons of it, which his Majeſtic of Sweden, that Heroicke and magnanimous 
King tooke betimes unto his conſideration ; having had a wake-rife or vigi- 
lant eye over the ſafetie and preſervation of this Citie ; ſeeing itſtood of 10 
much importance unto his Majeſtic, and unto the whole Evangchſts Conte- 
derates, that the enemy ſhould not be Maſter of it. And therefore to pre. 
vent the hurt thereof, his Majeſtie uſed the greater haſte out of Bavaria. 
For his Majeſty knew well,that the opportunitie of time was like a ſwift Ea- 
gle, which being ar ones foote may be taken, bur when once he mounts in 
the ayre, he laughs at thoſe would catch him, not meaning to returne unto 
them : which goved his Majeſtic, not - ſuffer the Eagle to mount ſo high, 
I As 
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35 to be laughed ar, but imbracing opportuniric, while he had it, he pre. 
vented the enemies defigne by taking of time, thar augments our expericnce 
in warfare ; which experience gives us confidence in our behaviours, in the 
greateſt extremitie, giving us reſolution and courage againſt our enemies ; 
as alſo graces our behaviour towards our friends and confederates. 

Here then we ſce the enemies deſignes prevented by the diligence, labour, 
and danger of the moſt valiant, the Zyor of the North, the invincible King of 
Sweden, who was ſo diligent or wake-rite, that his delight was to try the 
Concluſions of Fortune againſt his enemies ; forcing Fortune to make him 

0. her Favourite, and ſometimes her Maſter, as he was onthis expedition, in 
| coming berwixt the enemy and the Citie of Nurenberg,as a good Shepheard 
o0tth betwixt the Flocke and the Corne» 

Moreover, here we' (ce alſo the great wiſedome of his Majeſtic, in making 
his league and confederacy ſure with the Duke of Wirtenberg, before he 
could perceive the enemies ſtrength that were coming againſt him, taking a 
catch oftime, which being over-ſeenc, could never have beene had againe 
and therefore it was, that his Majeſtic uſed the greater celeritic in binding 
up that confederacy, having then his Armie under the Duke of Wirtenbergs 
noſe, to force him to Conditions, it he had not willingly yeelded :; where 
we {cc, that the power of an Armie, led by a King, much availeth ro bring 
interiours to Conditions, not being able againe torcfiſt a Kings power with 
Force, And as his Majeſtie was wiſe in making his confederacy with the 
Duke, ſo he was diligent in fore-ſecing to write to the Repablique of Swit- 
zerland, to get the paſſage cloſed on his enemics behinde him; As atfo we 
ice here his Majeſtics care to ſupply his Armie, by giving Patents to our 
Country-men, whoſe fortunes were much to be lamenrcd ; for having 
brought their Regiments ſuddenly together, they were as ſucdenly ſcarte- 
red : for boththe Colonells being taken priſoners, they were kept pittifully 
1n bondage for the ſpace of three yeares, being neglecedof their Supert- 
ours, ll they were forcedto ranſome themſclyes, and Colonel! Tohn For- 
beſſe having afterwards taken ſervice under the King of France,bcing of ſhore 
con” inuance, was much regrated, he being a young Cayalier, fre and li- 
berall, and of good hope. ! 

To conclude then this obſervation, it was neceſlitic, that vehement fel- 

F. low, did bring his Majeſtie and his Armie ſo ſoone out of Bavaria, being 
the enemy pretled ftrong againſt our friends, he was diverted. Where we 
ſee, that nec«ſſitic in warres admits of no reaſon, more than in other things , 
for ſcldome it ſuffers to make choice of times, And therefore it is holdenas 
the beſt teacher, that teacheth all moſt diligently, even Kings as well as 
meane men, and Armies as well as parties, and parties as private men: for 
1t brings evcr great celerity and quicknefle with it,as it did on this our march, 
for the fateric of Nurenberg. 
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The thirty-three Dutie diſcharged of our Expedition 
from Furt unto the ypper Palatinatc, 


themſelves 1n all things unto his Majeſties will, for the furtherance 
of the good cauſeg they furniſhed vitualls, Armes, and Amunition, 
with Artillery for his Majeſtics Armie z and then his Majeſtic did breake up 
with his Armie from Fwy, and marched by Nwrenberg towards the upper 
Faltz, of intention to get berwixt the enemy and Nurexbere, that where ever 
the encmy could march, his Majeſtie might be provided to follow him, or 
to prevent his Deſignes. EEG 

Thefirſt night our Armie lay in the fields at Lawffe, and the next day our 
march continued beyond Herſhbrooke, where wee incamped over?night, till 
his Majcſties Troopes ſent out to Saltzbach, were returned withrrue Conſhaft 
or intelligence ; which being gor, we continued 'our march towards Fort- 
wanſhowen, and taking it in by'Accord, the encmy retired to Amberg, ; 

The Country being deſtroyed thereabour, having camped two nightstn 
the ficlds, Colonell Hepburne and I were commanded with two thouſand 
Musketiers, to ſecond the Horſemen in caſe of vecde, Bur his Majeſtic ha- 
ving got ſudden intelligence of Waleſtaes marching towards him, he retired 
betime to Harſbbrooke againe, and we with the Horlemen rerired alſo, having 
the Reare-guard, with much rainie weather, which ſpoyled both our Artnes 
and Cloaths for a whole fortnight together, being incamped at-Harſhbrooke ; 
where his Majeſtie hearing of the cnemies approaching, having had then 
but a weake anda diſcontented Armie; according to his accuſtomed manner, 
hc thought it was then fit time to makea reckoning with the Arnie, forthetr 
by-paſt Icndings, and tocaſt ſome thing in their teerh, betng much diſcon= 
tented. To ſatisfic our hunger alicrle,'we did ger of by-paſt- kadings three 
paid us in hand, and Bills of Exchange given us for one and twentie lendings 
more, which ſhould have beenec payed ar Ausb1rg, of the Mwnchen moneys ; 
which we accepted of for payment, but were never paid : and being thus z 
little content, we rctired on Nwrenberz, making all the haſte we could to in- 
cloſe our {cles ina cloſe Leaguer about Nurenberg, before the cnemics com- 
ming. 
During this time, Walenſtine being on his march to us- ward, he did take ih 
Egraand Sowlt7batch, and approaching till with his Armic towards Nures- 
berg, where his Majeſtic being come before him the ſixteenth of 7une, we re- 
ſolved, being bur weake,to expect his coming, and inthe meanetime, his Ma- 
jcſtie direCted for Forces from During, and Schwabland, and theFeltmarthall 
Horne was ſent away towards the Palatinate, and from thence to E/ſaſſe ; and 
his Majeſtic engaged todefend Nwrenberg, we wrought hard, till we were it 
luretie ,z and by this time, bcing the rwenty-fixth of une, Walen#ine being 
Joyned with the Duke of Bevzere his Armie,they marched towards Nurenbere, 
where they mer with Colonell Dowbartle his Dragoniers, and with fourc 
Troopes of ſpare Rutters horſemen, which being defeated, Colonell Dow- 
battle was taken priſoner, who being a valourous Cavalier, of much worth 
that had behaved himſelfe well on many occafions, as on this laft- There 
; Rr 2 port 
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port wh.rcof moved Walenitine, out of his clemency, to fect him free wichin 
three dayes, without ranſome; and aftcr that they approaching to Narer- 
bere,divers hot Skirmiſhes paſt betwixt our horſemen and theirs ; where there 
was go0d ſervice done of both partics ; tor their credits, in making thcir firlt 
acquaintance, they interchanged a number of Bullets, welcoming one ano- 
ther unto Nureaberg. And on the twenty-eight of 1xe, they appointedrhcir 
chiefe Magazine for their Armie, to be at Fryen/ar inthe upper Paltz : and 
an the thircieth of Tune, they came to Srhawbach, being then frttic thouſand 
ſtrong, of horſe and foote, we not exceeding lixteene thouſand ; and on the 
fourth of 1uly, they lay doawne with their Armie betwixt the River Peg. 
vets, and the River Reanets, being betwixt our Armie and Franconia, from 
whence our Forces, ſupply, and victualls were tocome ; and his Majeſtie 
for their welcome, the fifth of ly did cut off three Troopes of Horſe of 
theirs, having got their three Corners, as Bomum omen unto us. =

renberg againſt the ſtrong and mightic Emperiall Armie, led by 

Walenſtine, and the Duke of Baviere; where we have firſt ſer be- 
fore us the reaſons of his Majeſties Conjunction and Confederacy with Nu- 
rewberg againſt their common enemy. 

Firitbeing both of onereligion, thei conſciences tied them, not to ſee one 
anothers hurt or detriment. = | 

Secondly , they faiv and conſidered, that the goal ariſing of the union re- 
dounded alike to both their wealls, Thirdly , the feare they had concerved of 
their owne weakeneſle, by reaſon of the enemies ſtrength , made them joyne 
the faſter together. Fourthly , their hatred they bare to the enemues of the 
Goſpell , who fought nothing mare. then ther overthrow and ruine, made 
them looke the better untothemſelves. Fitthly , his Majeſty ſtood 1n neede of 
the Nurenbergers aſſiſtance, of men, meateand moneyes; and they ſtood in 
neede of his Majeſties concurrence, to keepe the overplus of their meanes, and 
the freedome of their conſcicnces rothemlves,, and their poſterity, by keeping 
the enemies tury off them. 

All theſe conſidered, they joyned hand in hand, and with one courage they 
reſolved to be enemies to thole thatyere come to be their enemies , finding it 
was lawfull for them, before God and the whole world, ro defend tiiem- 
felves : Andtherctore they prepared for it, where ar firſt the Towne' of 
Nerenberg made up twenty foure ſtrong Companies of foote, that carried 
i9their Colours the twenty foure letters of the Alphabet, which they or- 
dained tor a ſupply for his Majeſties Army , thattheir Cicy might be the 
better watched, for they reſolved, their beſt remedy againſt feare was nor 
to feare atall, fince they þad Guſtavws and his Fortunes: under God for 
their Leader: And therefore they were aſſured of deliverance from their e- 
ncmies,with the loſe of alittle mony, and the ſpending ofa little proviſion, 
which they had long kept in ſtoreto ſuſtaine them in their neceffities, ha- 
ving had within their walls-ro ſuſtaine dayly beſides the Army , cight hun- 
dred rhouſmnd ſoules, being no ſmallburthen to a Land-towne, 

| Herealfo we ſee his Majeſties fore-fight in giving a kinde of content unro 
his Army , according to his cuſtome at ſuch times , the enemy drawing 
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neere unto him, to tie the Souldiers and their Othcers to the greater obcdi- 
ence unto his Majeſties commandements , to undergoe whatſocverhe was to 
command them , and for to grieve the enemics bythe rumour of monies, 
which then was given out to his Majeſtics Souldiers; the cnemics Army 
might be disbandoned , and monies being io rite amongſt them, to for- 
ſake their owne Colours and runne away umo his Majcſtics Army. 

Ic muſt needs have bin an extraordinary great provifion, that ſuſtained ſc 
many ſoules a day within the wy , Whereuntoa great part of the country 
people , Gentry and Boores hadrunne together tor refuge, being a great 
number of people beſides the Army, which was ſuſtained tor three monerhs 
rogether by the providence of God, the Rector and Governour of the 
world,and the Fountaine of all goodnefle; this 0»wnipetent,0mniſcient,and 17 
wvincible G O D governing all andover-ſ(ecing all by his providence, art this 
time did ſodirect this people in middeſt of their troubles , that they having 
recommended themſelves, and theevent of their affaires to this great God, 
they concluded that it was berter to prevent, then to ſufler under the Ty- 
ranny of their enemies; And therefore they fell ro worke in carneſt, for 
their owne ſafeties and the ſafety of his Majeſties Army , being under God 


reſolved to protect them.

finding his Forces weake 1n reſpe& of the enemies, he reſolved to 
take all the advantage he cou'd inſerting downe his Leaguer, for 
the preſervation of his Army , and the faſety of the City, and thcretore 
he cauſed to draw the draught of the Leaguer to goe in a circular 0rbe, round *', 
the whole City , the water running through the middcſt of ic ; The Lea- 
ver begun at the Eaſt, withoutthe Suburbes called in Dutch Marke, were 
cowards the South , ro the part called L1ghtenhooffe ; where his Majeſtics 
quarter was , and from thence rowards the weſt, ro the Townes new 
workes, crofling over the water ; This Leaguer beiug accompliſhed in ren 
dayes,and 1n full detence,with ſtrong Skonces, Redoutes, Foſhes , batte- 
ries,and being well. fortified round with Stakkets, withour the Foſſio; and at 
allſorting Ports, being well foreſeenc with flaught- bomes and triangles; 
well taſtencd and cloſe, His Majeſty then vpon the North fide ot the 
City , made the retrenchment goe likewiſe round the City, being alſo wel! 
fortified with ſtrong Skonces and Foflices, from the Eaſt umo the Weſt, 
beginning at the Marke Fled# Were, and going round the 1#den beole, even 
toSt, 14hw, aid the water cluſcd; Above the water on the hight, was 
made a great Skonce, and another great Skonce was made in the corner ac 
GoFtenhooffe , with decpe warer graftes, having workes withour ir againe, 
and halte moones : alſo before Sreeneboole, over againſt Schwennew chere was 


another Skonce, faſt and ſtrong : Likewiſe ut thE backe of the Dorpe m_

boole , towards the Leaguer, there was another ſtrong Skonce made : 
likewiſe towards the wood at the South, on the {treet called Rottenbacherſtreete 
th-re was made anextraordinary ſtrong Skonce, [crabout with fore Crol- 
ſcd Stakkets, of ſtrong timber , ſo that there was no mcanes to ſtorme it; 
the like was made on the ſtreete called Altoffer ſtreete, Theſe wotkes, Skon- 
ces and Redoutres being accompliſhed , a great number of Cannon great and 
ſmall , were brought on the workes,; the Batteries all ready , there could 
be reckoned in the Leaguer about this Towne., without the walls, of 
Cannon on their Carriages, above three hundred , great and 
{mall. 

Our Leaguer thus fortified , the Empetrial! Army led by the Duke of 
Fridland Waletine joyned with the Duke of Bavaria his Forces, conlifting 
both of fifty thouſand men, having the firſt of /#/y taken: in1 Schawbach ; 
the ſecond day after they drew towards the Yorpe called Szeyneaver againft 
Nurenberg, which doth lie about a D##ch mile from the Towne ; therethey 
begun to pitcha Leaguer, and from Steymetowards the Fleckt called Zern- 
dorfe , the Leaguer being well fortified , on the ſeventh of 1#/y, the Duke 
of Fridland made his Leaguer alſo towards Zerndorfe on the top of the hill 
called Altherg , wherein he tooke, for an advantage, an old ruinous and 
waſte Caſtle, necre which ther: lay a hunting houſe in the wood , on the 
rop of the hill over againſt the Flecke-Fort, which was called the old ſtrength 
in Dutch, This Fort he cauſed ſtrongly to palliſade without the workes, 
with Foſfies and Stakkers without the toſſfie , other great and ſtrong Skon- 
cesz he cauſed ro make, and divers other ſtrong Skonces on the old hill, 
the Foſſies and breſt workes were all fortified with great and ſtrong Trees, 
and within the workes, were ſeverall barrells or hogſhcads filled with 
{and and ſtones for throwing , placed on the Batteries , and by this ſtrong 
and great Leaguer Yaleftine did cut off from his Majeſtics Army and the 
Towne of Nurenberg all kinde of victualls or provifion , could come unto 
them by the Axile, thinking thereby to blocke up his Majefties Army, force- 
ing himto take another reſolution, and then he thought to compell the 
Kings Majeſty to a peace, according to his minde, 

Theſerwo Armics thus incamped and ſet downe oppoſite one againſt ano- 
thcr, they begun all of them, as they went forth in the country-about, to 
ſtcale, torob, to plunder and to ſpoilethe whole country , for to ſupply 
with victualls and other furniture theſe two great new-founded Cities of 
ſhort continuance, though it is certaine, many of them did ger life-rcnt-leg- 
ſes of their new built houſes. | | 

Thus having ſet downe the manner of both the Armies incamping, we 
lay ſtill one againſt another a long time , neither giving nor offering offence 
one to another , except it were by meere accident in the country , amongft 
ſtragling troopcs. Nevertheleſſe though we looked on eachothers,we had our 
watchcs night and day, before one anothers noſes , without looſing of one 

Piſtoll, or without ore Alarum in two moneths time, as if in cfteR there 
were a Stil- ſtand of Peace. | 

During this timc we were thus looking one to another , the Spaniard find. 
xXx. inghis Majeſty with the maine Army farre off, hereſolvedtotake his time 

 InthePairz, and crofiing the Moſelagaine rowards Alzie, his Excellence 

the Rex- chancellour OxexFerne having intelligence of their coming , he did 

bring his horſemen over the Rhine and ſuffered the Spaniard to draw neere 
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Mentz,, andthen marched untothem ; 1n the meane time the Sp2n:;ſh Gene- 
rall Comifſary Lookas Cagro did breake up with twelve Companes. of tore, 
giving orders to the reſt to follow him , of intention to fallunlooked for on 
the Rhine-graves quarter ; But he did count without his Hoſte,the Rhinegraves 
folke being berimes acquainted of their comirg, and to their helpe, ha- 
ving got a {upply timely ſentunto them by his Excellence the Rex-chancel- 
lour, the enemy was {o welcomed by them , that he was put in confution, 
and thenchaſed ſo hard , that there were a hundred and wenty kilfed unto 
him, many taken priſoners, and ſeven Standards of theirs were taken, as 
Trophees of the Rbine-graves victory overthem, 

In revenge whereof ſhortly after, the Grave fow Ridberg with a ſtrong 
panty of horle and foote did fall upon that pan of the Pa/rz, called Hwndſracke 
berwixt the Moſel/ and the Noe, and commeg- on Spier, where the Sweden; 
Colonell called Hormegrt without any reſiſtance gave over Spier, notwith- 
ſtanding of a ſuccourſe was {ent unto him from Aentz that w 1+ at rad : 
whereupon the Colonell was afterwards brought prifoner to Mentz, to be 
adjudged there for his evill carriage. 199+: 45 08 

The Speniard taking out of Spier Cannon, Amunition and Armes, with 
all that could be found , together with agreatdeale of mony exacted from 
the Burgers, he had alſo an intention on Wormes , bur iti vaine, being fttong- 
ly beſet with the Swedens forces , ſo that the Spawiaras at this rime, as many 
times before, were forced to quit the Patz,, and todraw backe againe intc 
Holland ; and the States Army being come to he before Maitricht, were for. 
ced to breakeup from Spier with their Army, and whole bagg1ge and Can- 
non: The Swedens getting notice of rheir upbreaking;, defirous ro convey 
them, the Rex-chancellor and Palſgrave Chrittien brextkes up from Mentz 
towards Aitſon , and the next day they cameto Belchin , two miles from the 
part the Spaniard had broken up from ,. and following them hard ill they 
got ſight of the Spaniſh Army , which' the Spaniard perceiving direds his 
baggage before, and drewup in battaile on a plaine' necxe a wood, where in- 
continent they were brought in difordeuby the Swedens , that they were'forced 
with the loſſe of three Cornets and jome toots, to xetire into the wood, and 
finding the whole Swedens Army following up , they reſolved with One conſent 
by flying to ſave themſelves weretheir beſt, and raking the night to their helpe, 
they marched ſo hard as they could. Bur yct the Sweaens continued their march 
after them, rill the Spexiard/caming to a paſle ia the hills , threw off the brid- 

es behinde them ; Nevertheleſle the Swedens repaired the bridges and followed 
ard after , and by Lamtericke came in ſight ot then againe , that neither day nor 
night were they {ufferedioreſt, fothat the Spayrard was forced to burne ſome 
of his baggage on his march, 'and ſome he lettto the Sweaens, that they might; 
the lighter they were , come theeaſter off : inthe cnda part of them by Zamte- 
rick was attrapped by the Rhine groves Horlmen, where ſome were cur Cowne 
their baggage taken, The'Spemtard thus in great feare, and confounded 
by the haſtireſſe ot his march , and ihe Swedens wearied with long following, 
were Content at laſt , the Spayterdr ſhould goe their way with fo little repurati- 
ON out of the Paliz, at their laſt good night, having ioſt aboxe two thouſand 
men and their wloic Baggage. [v4 £4 

By this time alſo the Boores in Schwablavd againe began 10 be tumultrovs 
and unquict , ſo thai by Fempien, they drew togcther very ſtrong, of full 
:Nrention to chaſe the Swedexs gut of their lands. But this uproarc a pr 
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but ſhort ; for when the Swedens Forces drew out of the Garriſons, they 
killed the moſ parr, and drove the reſt unto woods, to ſecke their food with 
the Swine, in burning a number of their Dorpes, to give them worke to 
chinke on againſt the winter, to build new houſes, or ro dwell in woods : 
but repenting their Rebellion, they turned their Armes againſt their owne 
Maſters, that moved them to riſe againſt the Swedezs : and cutting off a num. 
ber of them, they polleſſed their houſes, turning good Swedens againe, being 
beaten with the rod of CorreRion in their bodies and meanes. 

By this time Duke Barnard of Wymar, with his Troopes did cut off above 
five hundred men of Leopoldus folke by Fuſſen on the Leacke , where he cauſcd 
co demoliſh ſundry Skonces made up by the Country- Boores, in time of 
their uproarc, and divers of their skinnes were pierced by Musket and Pi- 
ſoll, rill they were taught to be more ſober and quiet, on their owne char- 
ges ; and afterthis uproare was fetled, the Leopeld:ſh Boores againe our of 
Tyrot recolleced ſtronger Forces,and marched towards the LZeacke againe on 
Fuſſen, and Lanſberg, both ſtrong paſles, and got them ing yet inthe end all 
turned to a ſlight conclufion: tor Duke Barnard of Wymar againe, having 
come upon them with his Forces ; Firſt he tooke in Lap/berg,and then on the 
ſixteenth of vly, he cut off two Companies of Leopolaiſh Dragoniers, and a 
Troope of Horſemen, by a Towne called Reſſhawpten, where few or none did 
eſcape, and in the end, marching on Fsſſes, having ſtormgd the Towne, 
they cut off above three hundred of the Garriſon, and tooke priſoners ele. 
ven hundred with their Officers ; and a number of the Country Gentlemen, 
that were Papiſts, and ſought ro ſave themſelves in that firength, were de. 
ceived, their Colours being taken from them, and above a thouſand of their 
Souldiers were forced to take ſervice. \, 

By this time allo a little Flecke, Freidherg in Schwabland neere to Auſburg, 
treacherouſly having called ſome Crabbars of the enemies to their aſſiſtance, 
they murthered all the Swedens ſafeguards that lay thereabout, whereupon 
the Swedens Forces, 'to be revenged on. them, did fall upon the Flecke, or 
little Towne, and killed all the male-kindethey could finde, and taking their 
wives andchildren out of the Towne to the fields, they ſer the Towne on 
fire; ſo that there is no memory left of this Towne, for their perfidiouſneſle 
eo thoſe they got to ſave them from the injuries of others. 

I hope the Reader will excuſe this extravagancie of diſcourſe, ſeeing all 
this time we lay idle at Nurenberg, being ſometimes without imployment in 
our calling, I thought better to collect atthis time ſomewhat of the ations 
of others, than to be alrogether idle. Therefore I crave pardon againe, to 
tell as yet ſomewhat that happened about this time in the neather S4xou 
Creizis, which I ict downe 1n paper, as his Majeſtie was informed of it, 
we being then at Nerenberg without hoſtile employment. 

By thus time the Earle of Papenhaims, a worth y brave fellow, though he 
was our enemy, his valour and reſolution Ieſtecmed ſo'much of, that it doth 
me good tocall his vertuous ations ſomewhat to memory, and the ſucceſſe 
he had atthis time in warlike and martiall exployts, in'the neather Saxon 
Creitz:s, Firſt then he had not onely offended the Heſſen and Lunenburg, bur 
alſo by skirmifh he made them feele the dint of the valour, which accompa- 
nied him unto his death; and as they felt his skill in the fields by fightng 
diſbanded in skirmiſh, ſo alſo they were made to underſtand his experience 
in bclcaguering of Townes, having taken in beforetheirnoſes, their _ 
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being neerc untohim , Eynbeck and divers places more, and then having re- 
creued his Armic againe Out of Weſtfalia, he rhen marched on Sroage , and rc- 
lieved it before Generall Tort his nole, that lay before it, and aboutir ; and all 
things ſucceeding ſtill well with him, he nor alone relieved the Towne in 
making the Swedens to quit it,but allo cut off unto them fifteene hundred men, 
which were but Novices , being new levied; and he did get divers colours 
of theirs, as Trophees of his victoric ; amongſt others he did get three co- 
loursof Colonell Monro of 0bftell his Regiment, which were then led by 
Captaine Francs Sinclaire , who after a little $kirmiſh had with the enemiec, 
their powder being ſpent, and they environed by the horſemen, knowing of 
no relicfe, tooke quarters forthe Souldiers, and the Officers were priſoners, 
being me unrelieved at Minden , above a yeare and a halte; but the 
Captaine haviog ranſom'd himſelfe came looſe ſoone after he was taken; bur 
ewo Lievetenants Mewro, and Enſigne Monro remainedeightcen moneths lon- 
ger in prifon» | 

Papenhaimatter relieving of Stoade, having gotten intelligence, that Duke 

Franc# Carolus of Saxon Lowanburg had come to the Swedens,with two ſtrong 
Regiments , of intentionto blocke up Szeade againe, the Swedens growing 
ſill tronger and ſtronger, ſo that it was thought Paperhaim was inclolcd as 
in a ſnare or grinne, and which was worſe , that he was ſcarce of victuals in 
the Towne, andthe Towne not ſtrong enough to hold our, he then reſolved 
ro Quit it, taking out with him the Emperiall Garriſon that was thercin, and 
taking his march againe towards the Weſer ſtreame, ſo that heleaving ir, the 
Swedens patronizing the Towne they did beſet itagaine with a Garriſon. 

Shortly after this brave fellyw rencountring againe with ſome Heſſes 
troopes, he did fore beate them alſo backe and fide, By this time Generall 
Licyetenant Bawtiſhen had got the Command of the Swedens Army , after 
Generall Tots had quit it ; who 1ncontinent after followed Papenhaine 
towards the Weſer ; But this brave fellow Papenhaim nor for feare of Bawtifh 
comming , but being called by the Infants for ayde, crofſed the Weſer , and 
comming on the River of Rhine , continued his marchtowards cMaftricht rg 
allit the Spaniard in their need, This brave Commander, as he was full of 
action, ſo he was ſtill employed, and I was forry he was not of my minde in 
ſerving the good caule. 

Papenhaim gone to Maftricht, Lunenburg , and Generall Bawtiſh { under 
whom was my brother Colonell Monro of 0bftel) they returned towards Da- 
derftat , which Papenhaim had ſtrongly belet before hus going awzy, a:1d they 
nevertheleſle got it in with little paines, by reaſon the Souldiers ; that were 
therein, being fifrcene hundred begunne ro mutine, and togive rhemſclves 0- 
ver unto the Swedens ſervice; after this they commanded ſome forces ty 
blockquer Wolfembittle, wherein the Duke of Lunenburg in perſon was em+ 
ployed ; And Generall Major Kivg , being with ſome forces employed oh 
a Poſte apart, the Duke hearing the enemie was matching ftrong , for the 
reliefe of the Towne, he did breake up, and marched away for his owne 
ſaferie, without advertizing Generall Major King of the danger he was left 
unto, by the enemies approaching ſo ſtrong , till in the end they came (6 

geere to the Generall Majors Pofte, having noconſhaft of them , till they 
had ſtrongly invironed him with their horſemen,ſo that the Generall Major 
finding no paſſage open, hebcing purſued did valourouſly with a few men 


defend themſelves,rill in cad being weakeſt, they were madeto yeeld, wh -_ 
LOO . after 
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after divers wounds honourably 'received, the Gencrall Major was taken 
prifoner , and kept long under cure, till that after he ranſomed himfelte. 
and being come looſe againe, he levied more Forces of horſe and foote for 
the Swedens ſervice, to be the better revenged of his enemies, and afrcrthar 
fortunately and valourouſly behaved himſelte, with the generall applauſe as 
well of ſtrangers as of his Country-men , being allo well reported of by 
his very enemies, ſo that fince his vertues and noble carriage have ſtill ad. 
vanced his credit, which for my part, I wiſh to continue, he being now 
Lievetcnant Generall, 

Having thus farre ſpoken of the paſſages, which occurred by this time in 
the neather Saxon Creitzis,] returne againe to ſhew the reſt of our intel!1-ence 
at Nurenbere, come from the Biſhopricke of Tryer on the Rhinez where alle 
on divers occaſions did pafſe ſome rare accidents. 

This Biſhop having concluded a Newtralintie with his Majeſtic of France, 
as alſo with his Majcitie of Sweden, but ſeeing the Spaniſh not to remove, 
neither yet that the principalls of the Gentry of the Land were willing to 
embrace the Nentralitie : Nevertheldſle, the Biſhop remained in his former 
reſolution, and the Strength called vulgarly Hermenſteyne, he gives it to the 
French, \o that they being ſo neere, in naghbour-hood to the Spartard in 
Coblextz, they did agree together as Catts and Ratrs : in the end the Frexch 
ſccing the Spaniſh Garriſon growing weake day by day, the Swedens by ver- 
cue of their confederacic with the French, they came in for their owne hand, 
as third men, and drawing before Coblentz, atrer afhort beleagucring, they 
| make the Spaniard quit it, and getting of the Citie a ſumme of money, 

they remove, giving the Citie over unto the French 2 the Spaniard after lo- 
{ing of Coblentz, Mountebowre, Engers, and other places thereabouts belonp- 
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ing to the Biſhopricke of Tryer, they goe their wayes. 


The Felemarſhall G#Zevas Horne, being by this time ſent by his Majeſtic 
from Nwrenberg towards the Rhine ſtreame, to make reſiſtance to the Em- 
perialits beginnings there z comming towards Trarbach on the Moſef- with 
his Forces, bcing the paſſe the Spaniard was wont to croſle ar, to come unto 
the Paltz , after a ſhort beleaguering, he got in the Towne and Caſtle by 
Accord, and then retired unto the Aarne to draw more Forces together, 
and from thence continued his march towards Mazheime, of intention to 
joyne with the Duke of Virtenberg,tor to make refiſtance to Off and the Fm. 
perialits, which were recolleQing themſelves ſtrongly in Z/ſasagaine, ha- 
ving underſtood Of/ſa was joyned with three Regunents of the Catholique 
League, the Grave Fon Brunckhnyft his Regiment of horſe ; as alſo the tree 
Here Fox Rollingen his Regiment, and Colonell Artternight his Regiment of 
foote, which were levied for the defence of Coblentz ; but ſhortly after, 
through the alteration that happened in thoſe quarters, were brought unto 
Elſas ; and being joyned to twenty-five Companies of Horſe, and ſome'Re» 
gimunts more ©f foote, they croſſed the Rhineunto Terloch, and'further unto 
Brittenie , where they compell'd the Swedens Garriſon there, being two hun» 
dred, totake ſervice of them, and then plundered out the Towne, burnt the 
Ports, and demoliſhed a part of the walles, being in Wirtenberg- land. 

The Grave Fon cMoumecucule was Generall over theſe folkes, whopet=. 
ceiving that the Duke of Wirtenberg with ſome new levied Forces had paſitd 
over Xinb#, he retired upon Kintlingen, and ſcaling the Towne, puts rhree 
hundred to the ſworg, plundered all our, and burnt all the Towne to rhtee 
houſes. By 
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indid lic a Company of Dragoniers, and a Troope of Horſe of the Mark. 
grave Fon Tourlochs folke beleagucrs ir, and by caſting fire in the Towne 
ſers three houſes on fire, whereof the Felt-marſhall Guſtavus Horne being 
made fore-ſeene, he with all his Forces did breake up, and marched , the 
Heidelbergiſh Garriſon being acquainted with.this advancement of the Felc- 
marſhalls, they incontinent retired in great haſte on Heidelberg, and having 
before their up-breaking from Heidelberg dcfired ſuccours from Offa and 
Moumecucule, their Corporall and fix Horſemen at their backe coming be- 
ing taken priſoners by the Swedens, the Feltmarſhall did finde by their Let- 
ters, that on the fixt of A#=geft, their whole Horſemen had appointed Ran- 
dezvour at Metternigh, to goc for Wiſlosh, whereupon his Excellence did draw 
necre to their Randezyouz place, and attended their coming, being unlooked 
for by them, in the meane time the Emperialiſts were advertiſed, that choſe 
of Heidelberg had got in Wiſlech, and were againe blocked up by fome Swe- 
dens Forces, whereupon 0fſa, Moumecucule, the Colonell Mountelabam, and 
Witzone, with the fore- Troopes of Horſe, being a thouſand Horſe, march on 
for the Reliefe, and unlooked for were purſued by the Swedens, whereot two 
hundred, among whom was the Colonell Mownrelaban and other Othcers, 
were killed, many taken, and the reſt all ſcattered, Whereupon Of/a and 
Mountecucule, with the reſt of the tolke, that were lying at 0berhawſen and 
Rhinethawſen, inall haſte did ſet over the Rhine at Philipſharg. The Fe'tmar- 
ſhall followed hard, and finding he could get no more of them, hercturted 
over the Xhyne againe, and getring the'Straſburg paſſe Rhinebroncke,he held on 
his march further unto E/ſas with the-Herſemen,during which time his foote 
Forces with the Wirtenbergers belcaguered the paſle Srolhoſſen, and getting ir 
in by Accord, they marched five tlivtifand ſtrong over at Srraſb#rg unto up- 
per El{as, whereat the Emperialiſts were 'mightily afraid, and without night 
or dayes reſt they marched towards ColmarſchletHad, Briſach, inthe upper El. 
fas in all haſte, by caking them to tho'e parts for their Retreate, bur the Swe- 
dens following them hor-foote, they rooke in divers places, and made good 
bootie on their march, and arlaſt, after in-raking of 0ffexburg by Accord, 


they marched thentowards Benrfie/d, the Biſhop his chicte Strength, and be. 


leaguered it... 


By this time alſo, Feltmarſhall A»»heim leading the Saxons Armie, did fall 


in ſtrong into Sieſta, raking in Groſeglogaw, and other parts thereabours, and 
all the Zmperiatzfts marched towards him with a ſtrong avd mightie Armie, 
T here were incontinent certaine Swedrſh and Brendebargh forces joyned with 
Arnheim, who did ſet on the. Emperiali#s by Steineve,beate them in the fields, 
and followed-them unto Briſlee ; and then after the Emperialifs intrenched 
themſelyes betwixt Breſloe and the Odey. Nevertheleſſs they were hunted 
up againe by the Swedens and Saxons, who followed them from place to 
place, and did get the Thambe at Breſloe, where they did get great bootic from 
the Emperialiſts, and not contented with this, the Swedens and Saxons followed 
them over the-River at Ollawe, and did ſet on the Emperialiſts againe, nor 
farre from Www lee, obtaining a great victory over them againe, where many 
. brave fellowes:iwere taken priſoners, many alſo were killed, and the reſt ſcar. 
tered ; {o that-the Swedens and Saxexs were Miſters of the greateſt part of 
Sileſia, and they made the Towne of Breſſve to atcommodate themſelves in 
confederacy, on certaine Conditions, _ the Swedens and Sax9ns, while as

we at Nsrenberg for ſix weekes together uſed no great hoſtllitie, bur lay ſe- 
cure wirhin our Leaguers, as within walled Townes, but at ſuch times as we 
wcrccommanded forth, as Convoyes for our Horſemen, that wenr for for. 
rage, and then ſometimes we lighted on one anorher, ſtriving alwayes tor el- 
bowroome,whercofart lengrh the Emperia/iits made us very crimpe or ſcarce, 
having but one quarter of our Leaguer tree, tO bring in our torrage, being 
onely from the Somthwe#t. 


The thirty-fourth Obſervation. 


E E readc in Diew, thatafter Ceſar had wonne the Battaile 
V \ / of Pharſalia , amongſt the honours the Senate had ordai- 

ned to be given unto him , they commanded to dreffe tor him 
a Triumphing Chariot, which was ſet oppoſite to 1#piter within the Capi- 
zoll, and that he ſhould ſtand on a Globe, repreſenting the world, with 
rhe inſcription, Semi-Dew'eft: Even ſo the Lords of Nuremberg in confide. 
ration of the great reſpe& they carried unto his Majeſty of Swedes , at the 
firſt entering their City , after the Battaile of Leipſigh, they preſented two 
Globes unto his Majeſty , a Terreftial/and a Celeſtia#, in figne of their love 
and obedience unto his Majeſty,and his Majeſty againe by his Royall word, 
promiſed , under God to defend and prote& them againſt all mortalls ; and 
being thus engaged unto them , theirenemies menacing their ruine , with « 
mighty and a ſtrong Army , being minded to overcome them with the 
{word, or to makethem ſtarve by hunger, baving cloſed up as they thought 
all paſſes, where through ſuccours could come unto them, by planting 
ef a wonderfull ftrong Leaguer abour them, of intention to blocke them, 
and his Majeſtics Army both within them , being then but weake within 
their Trenches and walles. 

His Majeſty againe like a wiſe Generall , pondering and confidering 
how weighty his enemies enterprizes were, in ſeeking to overcome Nu#ty>, 
berg, and knowing , if that once they did get Narenberg on their ſide, the 
rcſt ot the great Citics would follow , inregard whereof his Majeſty reſol- 
vcd, theſafeſt courſe for him and the Towne both was, to fer:downe his 
Leaguer ſtrongly berwixt the Towne and the enemy, afwel! to hin- 
der their correſpondence, in caſe of their unconſiaticy, as for their defence, 
incaſe of their loyalty. For his Majeſty knew well there was as great vertue 
in kecping of a conqueſt, as in getting of it: And thereforear rhus time, #5 
formerly at Statin, Werben and at Weri7barg againſt Tilly, he reſolved to 
take him to a defenſive warre , with the ſpade and the ſhovell ; putring His 
Army within workes , baviog the ſupply of ſuch a back-friend as Nwrer: 
berg was , to aſſiſt himwith men, meate and Ammunition, untill ſuch time 
as he might weary hisenemy, as formerly he had done, or thar ſuccours 
mighrcome to him, that he were baſtant for theminthe fields: and havin 
thus happily reſolved, both the Armies Rrongly intrenched\before others, 
they did bring theeyes of all the Potentares in Ewrope upon rheir aRions, and 
defignes , to ſee how the ead would pove , who ſhould be thought 
wiſcſt of both. Bur you ſhall ſee that he that was at this time the terrour of 
me world , the fſubduer of Sweden, the daunter of Pele and Denmark , _ 
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the hope of Britaine, Holland and Germany, was able even unto his death to 
 1uppr«fle the pride and Tyranny of the houſe of Auftria, and of his Miniſters 

and Servants , being all but Novices 10 warrcs, 1n compariton to the Lyon 

of the North, the invincible G»ſfevw , who in glory and dignity did farre 

ſurpaſſeall his enemies, as is clcered by his former wiſdome, in Govern- 

ing his victories , and hereby his great care and diligence in preſerving his 

friends from the tury of their enemies , exerciſing his Army withina clole Lea. 

gucr, to handletheir Armes well, afterhis owne new difcepline , being taught, 

© keepetheir faces totheir enenues 1n retiring as 1n advancing, never turning 

backs on their enemtesas of old. 

It is alſo to be admired the great proviſion this City was provided with, being 
no Sca-towne, as of victua:ls and Amunition , where it was reportcd that 
they had oates, which was diſtributed to the Army , that had 'bin kepta- 
bove a hundred yeares, and this City was ever from the beginning re- 
nowned for their wiſdome and policy incounſell, more then for their 
forcein Armes, from whence did come the DatchProverbe, that he who 
had the wit of Narenberg , the money of Yiwe, the pride of Ausbure, with 
the power of Yenzce , might doe much inthis world. 

Here then at Nurenberg , asat a ſafe bay, his Majeſty like unto a wiſe », 
Maſter of a ſhip perceiving the ſtorme comintg on , caſts our his beſt Anc- p 
kers, riding outthe ſtormetill it blowes over, and then finding the Gale 
to favour him , he lanches forth to looke for his enemies. For bis Majeſty 
knew well whea it was time to give ablow , as he did know the ſureſt way 
to ward and hold off a blow : and we (ce here his Majeſties counſell was of 
much worthto the goad of the City, as his power in Armes , ſo that his 
very encmies did nor only praiſe his wiſdome, but ofrimes did admire ir; 
and as the enemy did ſtrive to ſtarve us , his Majeſty knew well , that ſuch a 
ſtrong Army as they were in the dogge-dayes , lying in the Leaguer in time 
of ſo great infection, betime would become neere as weake as we were, As 
alſo bis Majeſty knowing the. evill that is incident to all Armits through 
dlencſſe, he prefled to keepe us till in handling andexerciſing our Armes; 
for he knew well , mans nature was like Iron, thatdidruſt when it was not 
uſcd , and on the contrary , he knew that well exerciſed Souldiers, as he þ 
had , would defire to fight, when Novices (as his enemies had) would be 
afraid to ſtirre out of their Leaguers : for oftimes it is not the multitude doth 
the rurne, bur it is Art begets victory, ES We + ls EN BS 

Having ſpoke in the diſcharge of this dury of the ations &f- fome wor- 
thy pcrſonages, I mindehere to obſerve ſomewhat in commemoration of 
the perſons worths that did leade them. | {1 

Furſt then we ſee, that the Spamiard divers timtsy was forced with little 
credit to retire Out of the Paltz , and that inreſpe h&'ne&ver rurn&faces abont 
in making uſe of ground , Cannon ,, Pikeor Musker* which proves his re- 
rreatesto haye bindiſhonourable, andthe Leaderstd have bin fo Souldiers, 
For we preſuppoſe, in toure dayes vetreat the defender cou ofice have 
made choiſe of ground, where making uſe ofhis Cannon, his efetnies would 
be glad they had not advanced ſo: fame; bur rather that thef/ had ſaffeted 
them to paſſe : buran enemy once femed never Bghw wall; "except cxtre-

all Nations : bur it is certaine that at ſuch times the worth and v2'our of : 


Leader is beſt knowne , not only in fighting examplary to o:hers , bur ſpe- 
cially in direQing others. 7 

We ſce here , that the turbulent inſurrection ofthe Boorcs in Schnabland 
is ſoone ſtilled, when they want a head to leade them, where we ſec, the 


- giddy- headed multitude doth cver wagge like rhe buſh : for though ſome- 


times they grow pale for feare, they are ſo impudent, that they never bluſh 
at their faults, though oftimes they arc well corrected for their crrors. 

Here alſo we ſee, the valour and policy of Duke Barnard much to be 
commended, as a prudent Commander in all his enterprizes, ovcrcoming 
more by wit and policy; then by dint of Armes, For though reſolution ne- 
ver failes , yet by ſtraragems he overcomes more, then by killing ; and be. 
ing victorious he did ſhew his clemency, that another time his cnemics might 
yeeld the ſooner unto him , ſecing he had uled theſe well > whom formerly 
he had ſubdued : and this Cavalier being noble, according to his birth, he 
knew that the ſtrength of viRtory conſiſterh in the uling ot it well , which 
made himecver give the berter quarters; for as he was noble, to make him 
the more noble, he was indued with reaſon ; ſo that he conjoined Nobili- 

with Vertuce, which made his worth much eſteemed of , and though he 
was deſcended of noble Progenitors , yet his minde raiſed hum aboye his con- 
dition, he being fir to command Armies , and his birth Hid beger the grca- 
teſt obedience next unto his Majeſty over the whole Army, being reſolute, 
noble, and prudent withall. 

In the former diſcourſe had of the as of that noble and worthy Cavalier, 
though our enemy Papenhairs, his name mecrits'to be inregiſtred , for his va. 
lorous eourage,extraordinary diligence in his expeditions, and the forrunate 
ſucceſſe, thatdid accompany his valorous condu@ at divers times, cven 
unto his death, This noble Cavalier was fo generous, that nothing ſeemed 
difficultunto him, fearing nothing, nor death itſelfe, once reſolved, and 
as he was. yaliant , ſo he was moſt diligent in all his expeditions; for while 
he lived , thoſe Armies next unto him were never ſuffered to fleepe ſound, 
which made his Majeſty of Sweaezcſtecme more of him alone, then of all 
the Generalls-that ſerved the Emperour, wiſhing one day he might rancoun- 
terwith him, to try his valour, whom he honourcd ſo much , though his 
enemy. _ -. j 

This valorous Captaine after the Battaile of Zezpſigh , was the firſt thar 
adventured , witha fingle Convoy, to paſſerhrough his Majeſlies Armies, 
unto the neather Saxon Creztz to pur life in the cauſe, being come agaigye be- 
twixt his Majeſty of Swedenand home , defirous.to gaine credit, he delaied 
no,time , but on the gontrary uſed all diligence , till he got an Army of old 
Souldiers together our of the Garriſons, and then began to rake advantage 
of his enemies , catching them unawares, like a valiant Captaine and Chict- 
raine, he ſuffered no graſle to grow where his Azmy did tread',- but traverſcd 
rom one place.to another, adding and augmenting ſtill ro his owne credit, 


. but diminiſhipg and ſubſtxaRing from the reputation of other General's, cill 


he obtained the name and fame ofthe mait.valiant;, and moſt vigilant Gene- 
rall that ſerved the Emperovur, , beinganefict more furious ſomerimes in his 
conduct then requifit for a Generall , ifearivg nothing but the indignation of 
his Superiout, whom he ſerved valianty and truely, This kinde of bould- 
nefle,, though haply. it dath proſper fora time, yet ſomerimes in others, it 
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rorhing is lefſe cobealloved of in a Commander, then bou'dneſſe withour 
rcaſon, though ſometimes things happen to ſucceed well, being pregnable 
for ſuch daring rficn, as the King of Sweden and Papenkaim was, being both 
tively couragious, Nevertheleſle , this daring 15not to be made a cuſtome 
of ; ſo being oftimes the example & as Ianlty , as the deede in an 


Army. 


able in his carriage, asa Leader, except at Maitreicht, where he was blamcd 
for too much forwardnelle with diſadvantage , having lot more men then 
the attempt proved credible. -- —_ 

As this valiant Cayalicr ſtrived to doe notable ſervice unto the Emperour, 
even ſo Felt-marſhall Guitevm Horne , being & valant Cavalier , wrhout 
either gall or bitrerneſſe (as they ſay) buton the contrary he wag wiſe z valiant, 
ſober , modeſt, vigilantand diligeng, ſtriving 4n; all his actions to pleate 
God, and his Maſter the King of Sweger. 

And as Papenhaim was thought bould, and heady in his refolutionsz The 
other Gaſtavus Horne was remitle ja atlvating , butvery reſolute and couragt- 
ous in the EXCCurion z PArtes moſt worthy prane in a Commander, being 
Subaltcrne to anorhers command ,.,as he was unto his Majeſty ct Sweden, 
who could never emerprize of hunklfe, more then was atlowed unto him 
by his inftrugions had inwriting , ſorashe attempted nothing rathly, he teared 
no danger, once being centred, and he was {0 mecken his command, that-with 
love he obliged the Cavaliers that totlowedhim, t@ obedience; more glien ans 
orher could doe by auſterity : beingghe beſh, meancs to conquer: with, and 
the lateſt way to maintaine reputatig and:credit ; Thus belgvad of all men, 
he was very wile, and filent, kcepingg Decerum iÞ his actions and geſtuges;he- 
ingto my judgment powerfull io command hunſclte, as he:did-command

being Withina faſt Leaguer , inth'end his Majeſty begun to ſtirre 

firſt, cauſing parties to preſent themſelves before Walefines Leaguer, 
as if they wentto borrow a Beare, orrather to proyoke their enemy to try 
their valour , but the Emperialifts having no great deſire co fight, but ar- 
temptedonly in the night to fall over the Pegnets, giving us Alarums to little 
purpoſe, being ſoone repulſed , finding us alwayes ready on our Guards 
attending theirnightly comming , our outward watches being a mile from 
us, ſo farre as Fart on the fide of the River, having alſo Perdues a foote 
without the Leaguer, our Centries on the walles at Batteries, Colours and 

Corp-du-guardszſo that it was hard toſurprize us. But the greateſt hurt the 
did vs, was by their Crabbats , whileas our ſervants and horſes went forth 
to forrage, for in oneday for my part I loſt three of my ſervants, and five 
of my beſt horſes ; Bur inth'end our forrage grew 1o ſcarce, that many did 
quit their horſes for want of entertainment ; Neverthelefſe, twice every 
weeke ſtrong parties of horſe, with ſttang Convoyes of Musketiers were 
ſent forthto bring in forrage , where * was my fortune to have bin oft 
commanded with the foote ; little skirmiſhes we had without great hurt, 
being alwayes in hope of relicfe inneede; Neverthelefſe, whatſoever ſtreete 
we wentout On , their Garriſons were ſtill ready to ſnap ſome or other a- 
monegſt us on our wings, and then away they went unto their Strengths , 
ſometimes they came from Forchem, ſometimes from Buche, and ſometimes 
from Rottenburg, ſo that alwayes fome Deviliſh Garriſon or other ſnatched 
at us aſide, though they durſt not draw neere our bodies ; neither could the 
enemy know on what quarter we went forth on, and if they knew, ſure that 
quarter we Went out on was beſet by Ambuſcades of our people, to attend 
them, in caſethey ſhould fall in betwixt us. 

_ Onthe twenty-eight of ſ#ly, his Majeftie had commanded out Colonell 
Dowbattle, with ſome Troopes of Horſe, and ſome Dragoniers, towards 
Furſtat in the upper Paltz, which lay buttwo miles from Newmarck, where 
the Emperial Army had their M1gazin-houſe for their Vidualls, and Amu- 
nition ; which was beſet with five hundred Souldicrs ; Dowbartle the thir- 
ticth of 7#{y coming before itere it was day, he dividcd incontinent his fo)kes 
in two Deales, putting the one halfe ro the over doore or Port, ard the other 
halfe to the other Port , the over Port made up with a Pittard, the Swedews 
entring, they gave fire, and at their entry they killed the Lievetcnant Co- 
lonell Revenheler, being one of their owne, thinking he was an enem y,Deing 
ſhot in the ſhoulder he died ſhortly after at Nurenberg. All the Emperial 
Garriſon was almoſt cut off; the Proviant waggons were plundered,and the 
Towne was burnt, having brought foure hundred Oxen , that were both 
oreat and fat, unto Nurenberg. 

His 
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His Majeſtic immediatly after Colonell Dowbattle was marched, followed 
with a partie of a thouſand Musketiers, and ſome eight hundred Horſe to- 
wards Bergthane on the Dorpes; thinking, if the enemy gor intelligence of 
Dowbattles march, they would ſet after him ; And therefore to make his Re- 
treate good, his Majeſtie went towards Boſbowre. Atthe ſame time-Generall 
Major Sparre, witheight hundred horfe, twenty Corners of Crabats, and 
five hundred Mugketiers commanded by Lievetenant Colonel! Gordon, and 
Major Leſly, which partic of the enemy had an enterpriſe on Zawffe, to take it 
in, for hindring ws-from Forrage, having no doore open to goe out on, but 
that onely z and haying met with his Majeſtie in the fields, his Majeſtie moſt 
Heroickly charged them, and killed many with the firſt charge : Generall 
Major Sparre kept himſclfe by Colleredo his Horſemen, and the foote were 
commanded by Gordon and Leſly , two Scots Cavaliers, who then ſerving 
the Empcrour did behave themſelves valiantly for a time, as I did heare his 
Majeſtic of Swedes give teſtimony of their valour, alleaging if the Empe. 
rours Horſemen had behaved themſclves'like the foote, his Majeſtic had not 
returned viRorious, for Sparre intending to have broken through his Maje- 
ſties Horſes, the Crabats having runne away,the reſt of the Emperiall horſe- 


men were overcome, and then moſt part of their foote were cut downe 


Generall Major Sparre was taken priſoner, with Gordow and Leſly, and were 
brought all three.unto Nerexbere, with three Cornets, | 

Inobtaining this victory Colonell Ree was kill'd, his Majeſtic after his 
death being forccd to light from his Horſe, and command the Musketiers, 
having skirmiſhed well for an houre on both fides, the praiſe whereof his Ma- 
jeſtie did give tothe Scors Cavaliers, rhat commanded the Emperialifts, to 
whom he promiſed before they were taken, within-three dayes to let them 
looſe againe. Ranſome-free. Nevertheleſſe, they were kept for five weekes 
with us their Country.men, where we made merry as friends. Here alſo in 
this Confliat was killed his Majeſties Camerjounker, called Boyew; and an 
other Chamberman, called CratziFene, that attended his Majeſtic. 

About the ninth of Augs#, the Emperialiſts catched agreat number of our 
Horſes at forrage, and waited on us ſo well, that there was no mote hopes to 
bring forrage unto the Leaguer ſo that many of our Horſemeg, for want of 
Horſes, were put to their feete, till our ſuccours were come unto us.

of another, being reſolved for to gaine credit to endure all toyle 

and miſery, and they contemned all hazard anddanger, to winne 
glory to themſelves, being armed with courage and military vertue, con- 
temning ſpoyleand riches, leaning to their vertue they delight inthe warre, 
Joey nay, by diſcipline heartily to embrace povertie for their Miſtreſle , 
and here the Souldier wearied, is colitent to make the ground his bed to lie 
on, as alſo making the firſt morſell, that chances to his hand, to ſatisfie his 
appetite, and in ſtead of ſleeping out the wholenight, he is conjented with a 
nod, nothing ſeeming impoſſible or impregnable unto'his couragious and 


reſolute minde, glorying more in his contented povyertie, than others oo 
Te their 
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their greateſt riches ; for hethinkes he hath not to doe with gold, being able 
rocommand his owne deſires : as the braycſt Leaders, apd moſt valiant 
Captaines of Armies have eyer made greater elteeme of honour and re» 
nowne, than deceivab'c riches, or of the ſpoyle of theirenenes ; reſerving 
glory and honour unto themſelves, they allowed tlie ſpoyle. for the com- 
mon Souldier, hunting after an immortall name to leave behinde then after 
death, rather than with the ſpoyle of others to be thought rich, robbing 
themſelves of a good name, and their ſoule and conſcience of eternall reſt. 

We ſeethen, that it is much better to conteſt with honeſt men for vercue 
and a good name, than with the avaritious or niggard, that hathcometo an 
eſtate with the ſpoyle of his enemies, or perhaps with the ſpoyle vf his 
friends, or worſt of all, by detaining their meanes from them, who did ferve 
raliantly forit, with the loſſe of their bloud. \ Such Conqueſts unlawtully 
made by ſome Officers, are rather tobe pittied thanenvied ; and Iam of the 
miande, he hath provided well for his wife, children, and friends, that leaves 
an immortall name bchinde him for himſclfe and his atter death, rather than 
to leave them rich in the Devills name by unlawfull Conqueſt; 

His Majeſtic of Swedes having had here but a weake Armie (though ex- 
pert in military vertue ) he reſolved to weary the enemy having a ſtrong and 
mi yu Armie.to be entertained with all ſort of proviſion, which muſt needs 
be brought from a farre, out of Bavaria, upon the Axel or Waggons, being 
a labour of infinit paine and toyle, to tranſportentertainment for fiftic thou. 
ſand men daily , and Corne for Horles ſuch a farre way ; and having ap- 
pointed their Megaziw-houſe.in the upper Paltz, to weary them the ſooner, 
his Majeſtie very wiſcly, as we ſec, plotted the ruine of it,tobceffeQuated by 
Colonell Dowbattle, being knowne for a Cavalier of much worth, that for. 
merly had done his Majeſtic divers notable good ſervices, as at this time, 
which made his Majcſtie to be the more carcfull of his ſafe rerreate,in com- 
ming himſelfe with a partic betwixt the enemy and him, to be his ſecond ; 
being no ſmall honour, where in the firſt Rancounter Colonel] Ree was kil- 
led, and then a little Captaine of the Leeffe Regiment, throwing off his Dou- 
blet did valourouſly. command, ſupplying the place of the Colonell,till ſuch 
time as his Mgjeſtie rooke notice of his noble carriage,and thenlighted from 
his Horſe, rakingthe Command to himſclte : Neverthelefſe, at his Maje- 
ſties returne to Quarters, he did give his own Pourtraic, with a gold chaine 
co the Captaine, and advanced him to a Licyctcnant Colonells place, for 
reward of his vertuous carriage in fight of his Maſter, 

Colonell Ree being kill'd, I being then the eldeſt Lieverenant Colonell, 
under his Majeſties Armie of foote, having ſerved three yeares before as 
Lievetcnant Co onell, I ſought of his Majeſtie, as my due, accordingto the 


. cuſtome then uſed, that I might be made Colonell to Rees Regiment, which 


his Majeſtic confeſſed openly to have beenmy due ; Nevertheleſſe,on other 
conſiderations ſhewed by his Majeſtic unto me, I was contented to giveway 
to his Majeſties will , whereupon his Majeſtic urged me to be Colonell tg 
the Regiment I had commanded ſo long, in abſence of my Lord of Rees, 
ſecing his Lordſhip had advertiſed his Majeſtic, he was notro returne to his 
Charge: As alſo, he had ſent his Warrant under his hand unto me, to deale 
with his Majcſtie ro getthe Regiment being weake to be made up for m 

ſelte, bur I being defirous to have commanded ſtrangers, the other Regi- 


ment being ſtrong, and ours very weake, my intention was to have joyned 


them 
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them both in one, ſeeing ar that time his Majeſtie would not admir me to re. 
crue the Regiment from Sco:lexd,; bur having given me Patent as Colonel, 
his Majeſtie aſſigned a Muſter-place for me 1n Schwabland, from whence I 
was to receive moneys to ſtrengthen my Regiment ( being then bur ſeyen 
Comjpanies)to ewelve ;and before the next Summer, I made them up to ten 
Companies, His Majeſtic having the eighteenth of Auguſt 163 2, placed me 
Colonell over the Regiment, ar which time Major 1h» Srnclaire was placed 
my Lieverenant Colonell, and Capraine Willtinmi Stewart was made Ma- 


jor. 
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The thirty-ſixt Dutie diſcharged of the joyning 
of our Armie with the Ouccours, 
and of our ſervice at 
Nurenberg. 


and During, brought up by the Rex-chancellor 0 xenFerxe, and Duke 
William of Wymar,being come together at Yentzhame, the cightecnth 
at Aiorachand Prugg, and the twenty-one at Furr, by foure of the Clocke in 
the morning they preſented themſelves in Bartaile before Furr, whete did lie 
above a thouſand Emperialiſts , which were preſently chaſed away, taking 
their Retreate unto Waleſtines Leaguer ; which done, Duke Barnard of Wy- 
ear, and Generall Beniey continued the Armies march, being thirtie thou- 
ſand ſtrong, through the fields towards a Dorpe called Greſſer#ote, and draws 
up in Bartaile in plaine Champaigne, halfe a mile from the etiemics Leaguer ; 
h1s Majeſtie then marching our of his Leaguer with the Armie from Swyno 
towards Clymeroote ; incontinent preſented himfelfe in Battaile before the 
enemies Leaguer ; but the Emperialiſts unwilling to be ſcene in the fields, 
they kept themſelves cloſe within their Leaguer, playing on us with their 
Cannon, having done no more hurt, than the killing of one Conſtable and 
a few Souldicrs, and we attending their reſolution and out-coming, cnter- 
prized nothing all day, but ſtood ready in Bartaile till night, that the foote 
Briggads had orders to adyance within Cannon reach of their Leaguer, 
where our Batteries were ordained to be made all in Front, as our Armie 
ſtood; alongſt the face of the enemies Leaguer, where we had caſt up a run- 
ning trench before the front of our Armie, from the right handto the left, 
going from one Battery to another ; on which Batteries were planted ſeven- 
ty-two pieces of Cannon, great and ſmall, well guarded with ſtrong guards 
of Musketiers and Pikemen, the Briggads lying ready at hand to relieve 
them in time of need, and our horſe.Briggads being appointed without them, 
to ſtand in readineſſe for toſecond the foote» 
The day peeping, the Emperiall Generalls were ſaluted with a ſa/ve of 
Cannon, which untimely ſtirred ſome from their reſt, making them retire 
unto their Strengths, not having the courage to ſhew their faces in the 
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R, This ſervicc of Cannon having continued the whole day, in the night the 
Emperialifts retired their Forces rowards their workes on the old hill, being 
mighty ſtrong on thar quartcr,ſothat there was no poſhbulity to harme theng 
any more with Cannon. 

His Majcſtiethin|ing, if it were poſſble to get in the hill, he was then a. 
ble to beate the enemy our of his Leaguer, and therefore in the night gayc 

” Orders to draw off the Cannon from the Batteries, and having the Armie in 
readineſſe, we marched inthe night through Fs77, rowards the other fide of 
the enemies Leaguer, of intention to take inthe hill, and thento beare them 
out of their Leaguer, and his Majeſtie having got intelligence, the enemy 
had marched away and left bur a Reare-guard on the Hill, ro make his Re. 
treate good, we marched ncere the Hill, and drew up in Battailealongſt the 
fide of it, horſe, foote and Cannon, by ſeven of the Clocke inthe morning, 
where incontinent, on ſlight information, his Majcſtic relolved, in earneſt to 
purſue the Hill, 

Duke William of Wymar then Lievetenant Generall next unto his Majeſtic 
had the command of the Armie, Generall Banier had the Command of the 
foote, and Duke Barnard of Wymar Commanded the Horſe, Colonell Leo- 
nard Richardſon had the Command of the Artillery ; divers other Cavaliers 
of note were ordained to attend his Majeſtic, for giving :fſiſtance in Com- 
mand, ro bedirc&ed by his Majeſtie, as occaſion offtcred , ſuch as Grave 
Neeles a Sweden, then Generall Major of foote, Generall Major Beetias a 
Dutch , Sir Iohn Hepburne then having left command of the Briggad, being 
our of cmployment he attended his Majeſtic, Generall Major Ru#ezne being 
then Stallemaſter to his Majeſtic attended alſo, Generall Major Srriffecome 
manded the Horſe next to Duke Barnard. 

F, The Armierthus in Rattaile, and the whole Officers of the field attending 
his 'Majeſtie , and their ſcverall Charges, the ſcrvice being but begunne, 
Gencrall Banter was ſhot in the Arme, and ſo rettredz Generall Major Rx- 
fteine being alſo ſhot did retire incontinent, his Majeſtie commanded ſtrong 
parties of commanded Musketiers out of all Briggads, led by a Colonell, 
a Lieyctenant Colonell, and a competent number of other inferiour Ofh- 
cers, tolcade on the partic towards the Hill, to force a paſſage or entry un- 

to the enemics workes ; which being hardly reſiſted, the fervice went on 
eruell hot on both ſides, ſo that the parties were no ſooner entered on ſer- 
vice, but it behooved the reliefes to be incontinent ready to ſecond them, 
death being ſo frequent amongſt Officers and Souldiers, that thoſe who were 
hurt rejoyced , having eſcaped with their lives, ſecing in cfte the ſervice 
deſperate on our ſide, lofing ſtill our men without gaining any advantage o- 
vcr our enemies, being alwayes within their clofe workes, while as we,both 
Officers and Souldiers, ſtood bare and naked before them, as markes to ſhoot 
at, without any ſhelter whatſoever, but the ſhadow of ſome great trees, 
being ina wood, ſo that we loſt ſtill our beſt Officers and Souldiers, while as 

the baſeft ſort durſt nor lift head inthe ſtorme. 
 Thefervice continued in this manner the whole day, ſo that the Hill was 
tothing els but fire and ſmoke, like to the thundering Echo of a Thunder- 
clap, with the noiſe of Cannon and Musket, ſo that the noiſe was enough 
to terrifie Novices; we loſing ſtill our beſt Souldiers, grew ſo weake in the 
end, that the Briggads of foote had ſcarce bodies of Pikemen to Guard their 
"Colours, the Musketiers being almoſt vanithcd and ſpent by the continu- 
ance 
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- he was ſhot through the head,” being much regrat 


aice of hot ſervice ; where the f{ervice was not alone an n& ſt the toote in 
purſuing of the hill, bur allo about the hill michoubthe wood ,. on the 
W1INgS \ the horſemen furiouſly charged one another, bcing alſo well ſe. 
conded by Dragoniers and Musketiers, that did come on freſh with the rc- 
licfes. | 
By onea clocke inthe afrernoone, Duke William of Wymar commanded 
me (bcing the firſt ſervice I was onas Colonell) for my credit, to goe to- 
wards the Paſte on the hill, where the Grave fon Torne was ſhot, and to 
command thoſe five hundred Musketiers , I taking leave of my Camerades 
went tothe Poſte, and finding the place warme at my coming , divers Offi- 
cersand Souldiers lying bloudy on the ground , I went firſt and ordered the 
Souldiers on the Poſte, to my judgment, as moſt to our advantage for our 
ſaferies and the harming of our enemies, and perceiving the enemy ſome. 
times to fall out with ſmall Plottons of Muskertiers to give fire on us, and 
to ſpice our ations, returning againe, as their powder was ſpent, to trap 
them the next time, I advaticeda Sergeant with twenty foure Musketiers, 
to lie in Ambuſh to attend on their next out-coming , which they percei- 
ving came outno more, but one ſingle manto ſpie ; I retiring againeto my 
maine reſerve to dire& others, ſometimes ſtanding , ſometimes walking, 
and being taken notice of, as achiefe Officer, the enemy commanded 'out 
z ſingle man, with a long peece, who from a treeaming at me, ſhot me 
rightabove the Hanch-bone , onthe kefrfide, which lighted forcunatly for 
me on the Iron clicker of my hariger , which cutcloſe the Iron away , ta- 
king the force from the Bullet, which being battered flat with the Iron en- 
tred not above two inches in my fide, where I found; a little Armes of 
oofe being well put on moſt commadious, 1n preſerving/my life, by Gods 
providence for that time, | 
Notwithſtanding ofthis my hurt, finding my ſelfe in ſtrength, though 
I loſt much bloud, I remained on my Poſte till neere night; my Lievere- 
nant Colonell 7obn Sinclair was ſent with five hundred Musketiersto telieve 
me, where I did bring off but the leaſt number of my men, having loſt neere 
rwo hundred, beſides thoſe Officers and Souldiers that were hurt, and my 
Lievetenant Colonell brought off the next morning fewer than I did - for 
thoſe who were not kill'd or hurt, being in the night , through plaine ;feare 
they lefthim., ſothar at laſthe brought not off ofhis whole number above 
thirty , Officers and all, 
On thigoccaſion a valorous young Gentleman, being one of my Captaines, 
called Petrike Enns , who having behaved himſclfewell the whole time that 
he was on ſervice, being commanded amongſt ftrangers on another Poſte 
thanmine, areliefebeing come torelecve him, he wentto ſhew the Poſte he 
was on to his Camerade, and ſhewing him where his Ceritties ftoode, 
then after, out ofreſolution to ſhew more courage than was needfull in open 
view of his enemy, floriſhing his ſword , and crying aloud , Yive Guſtav, 
« by all his Camerades. 
Likewiſe with him a young man Heer Monro Catwalls Sonne, uncommanded 
voluntarily having taken a Musket,, and gone on ſervice, he was ſhot alongſt 
the braines, and_ lived a fortnight after , which ſhot was wonderlyll ; Þr 
the ide of his head that the Bullet lighted on , che $knlt was whole , nev#- 
thelefſe,, through his great torment , the Chinmgianhaving made inciſfioff on 
the other fide of hishead, to ſee if theskull was whe but being found ſplent 
Tt 3 9a. 
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on that fide , ſo that his braines could be ſeenc, his wound was un- 
curable. : . 

Likewiſe on this dayes ſervice were killed on our fide , Generall Major Be- 
etins, Lievetcnant Colonell Septer , Lieverenant Colonell Macken, Rut- 
maſter Morrits, Licvetenant Co'onell Welften, and divers inferiour Ofhcers, 
and above rwclve hundered Souldicrs; the Grave Fon Erbach was alſo killeg, 
and divers Officers were hurt, as the Grave Fon Eberfeene, the Grave Fon 
Torne , Colonel Porte, ard of our country-men under Spence his Regiment, 
Capraine T raile was ſhot through the throate; As alſo Captaine Yasſſe, un- 
der Colonell Monroof Fowles his Regiment, was ſhot in the ſhoulder, and 
the Coloncll of the Artillery , Leonard Richardſon , with Colonell Erich 
Handſey , being both Swedens with two Lievetcnant Colonel)s were taken 
Prifoncrs. | | 

Likewiſe on this ſervice there were hurt of our Souldiers aboye two thou- 
ſand , which were put under cure in Nurenberg. 

The Officers killed of the Emperialiſts were, Colonell Jacob Fugger, Co- 
lonell 0640 Brandine, Colonell Fon Maria de Cars, and above forty infe. 
riour Officers, with twelve hundred Souldiers, which they loſt. | 

Likewiſe Waleſtine his horſe, and Duke Barnard of Wyraars were both 
ſhot under them. The day thus paſt , in the night for the moſt part, they lay 
quiet, and the day being come, I was commanded notwitſtanding of my 
hurt, by Duke William of Wymaer having attended on him the whole laſt 
night , togoe and receive five hundred Musketiers, for to bring off thoſe had 
bia all night on the Poſte, being ordained to come off with them, and to 
maketheretreate good , I being gone to receive the party come together, 
his Majeſty coming by , and knowing I was hurt, commanded me to re- 
tirebacke with the party , and went himſelfe to make the retreate wonder- 
fully, bringing them off from all Poaſts without one ſhot of Musket or 
Piſtoll, till we drew up the Army againe, within reach cf Cannon, {6 
thar there were killed to me of my owne Company three Souldiers, and 
having removed a little further off, his Majeſty drawing up the whole Ar- 
my in Battaile, Horſe , Foote and Artillery., there was preſently order 
given for drawing outof a new Leaguer, the draught whercof being finiſhed, 
every Briggads quarter being knowne, we begun to worke againe, in fight 
of the enemy , till that in ſpight of him we were cloſed in ten dayes time 
within a faſt Leaguer againe, which was ftrongly palliſaded without the 
Graffe, where we did lic without invaſion in quietneſe to the fixt of Sep. 
tember , that his Majeſty perceiving the ſcarcity of viaualls growing great 
from day to day, and theſcarcity of forrage,; Therefore his Majeſty re- 
ſolvcd to take the ſtart ofhis enemy, in being the firſt up-breaker, knowing 
aſſuredly he was not able to lie long after him,

ERE welſce, thatnothing is more forcible to ſuppreſſe the van- 

ting of ancnemy, than a timely ſucconrs, as came here unto our 

= Army in deſpight of the enemy , who, before their coming, did 

mightily vaunt they would cut off our ſuccours, before they could ary 
wit 
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with us really ; and thenthey would with hunger, ſtarve both the City 
and our Leaguer, which hardly they could doe, we'being provided of 
good men to fight , asalſoof good entertainment to fuſtaine our number. 
Bur che encmy feebly remaining within his workes, though beyond us in 
number, we thundered on them with Cannon , repaying their Cannona- 
ding ſpent before Yerbine, the yeare before, onthe Elve, Andit is thought, 
that the invention of Cannon was found firſt at Nerenberg , for the mine of 
man , beingzat firſt a long time uſed for batrering downe of walles and Ciies, 
and for counter-battcries;rtill at laſt they were uſed in the ficlds,to breake the 
Squadrons and battailes of foote and horſe, ſome carrying peeces called 


Spingards, of f 'ure foote and ahalfe long', that ſhot many bullers ar once, ' 


no greater then Walnuts, which were carried in the ficlds on Iutle Chariocs 
bchinde the troopes, and how ſoone the Trumperdid ſound the enemy was 
thundred on , firſt with thoſe, as with ſhoures of haile-ſtone, ſo rhat the 
enemies were cruelly affrighted with them, men of valour being ſuddenly 
taken away , who before were wont to fighe valiantly and long with the 
Swordand Launce , more for the honour of vitory , then for any deſire of 
ſhedding of bloud : but now men aremartery zed and cut downe,at more than 
halfea mile of diſtance , by thoſe furious and - thundring Engines of great 
Cannon, that ſometimes ſhoore fiery bullers able ro burne whole Cities, 
Caſtles , houſes or bridges , where they chanceto light; and if they hap- 
pento light within walles , or amongſt a Briggad of foote or hore, as they 
did at Zezpfighon the Grave fon Torne his Briggad, (| am & numberat once, 
as doubtleſſe this Deviliſh invention did within Wateftine his Leaguer at this 
time. | 
Likewiſe here we have ſet before us the revolution of humane affaires, 
being ever inconſtane, ſhewing us that good Fortune, Lucke, or chance, as 
they call it, is never ſtill in one fide: for his Majeſty that formerly was alike 
fortunate with few , as with many, hcre though having a mighty ſtrong 
Army , he is croſſed, being fruſtrate of his expcation, ariſing by the 
neglect of a ſmall. point of recognoſcing , his Majeſty having. tiuſted too 
much to others wrong relation, that did nor fatisfic themſelves ; which made 
bis Majeſty contrary to his cuſtome ingage his Army , and once being inga. 
ged upon ſlight incelligence, the relicfes went on ſo faſt, the ſervice being 
ſo hot for atime , thatit was long before the lofle was perceived, where 
Itisro bepittied , that the crronr and f:ult of another ſhould be made to po- 
ſterity, as his Majcſties ovcr-fight, by, thoſe that know no better : for 
thongh a King leading an Army hd CArges eyes, yet it is impoſſible he 
ſhould looke unto all rhiogs himſclfe. The fault of ove here we ſee with the 
lofſe of many was irrecoverable, and he that before this day was the terrous 
of the Empire, by his former lucceſſe, being deceived with falſe intelligence, 
is thoughr to have overſcene himſclfe, the crrour of another being imputed un. 
to his Majeſty in lofirg ſo many brave fellowes ; which ſhau'd teach others 
to be the more circumſpe in nous, mm » beforethey ſhould ingage men 
in bringing them upon the ſhamble. bankes. 

Hereallſo we ſec., that his Majeſty was was everencmy to idleneſie : for 
he had no ſooner brought off his Army from purſuing his eremics, bur in- 
continent he ſcrs them againe to worke , for their owne ſafetics, and that 
within reach of his enemics Cannon, to theend it might nor beſaid, but he 
arteL.ded their out-comming, leſt bis Army might be diſcouraged at a preſent 
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Retreate, after ſuch a greatloſſe, for iftheſervice. had continued , the whole 
Armichad beene indangered ; yet a valourous Captaine, as our Leader was, as 
he feares nothing entering on ſervice, ſo he ought to {cr light by nothing, he 
ſees tending to his prejudice, but ought timely to retire, with as little lofle as 
he may : forit were a groſſe errour to deſpiſe our enemies through too much 
confidence in our ſelves; for ſome times by delpiſing our enemies (as here) 
we make them the more valiant, and if they be ambitious, the more reſpeR we 
givethem, the leſſe weneede to feare them. And it ts neceſlarie, when an Ar. 
mie doth geta clappe , as we did here , then incontinent and with all dili. 
gence we thould prefle to trie our enemie againe ; whereſoever ie can have 
any advantage.leſt our enemy might judge us altogether to have ycelded and 
given over, which were very dangerous. 

The bouldnefle of one bould fallow art firſt , being a Leader may imgage a 
whole Armie for want of judgement, as was done here Fong before this hill of 
Nuvenberg, where as many were brought indanger , as did tread 1n the firſt Lea- 
ders paths, through lacke of judgement , having beene all of them more heady 
than wiſe ; yet todarebeing annexed unto vertwe is the beginning of victory: ne= 
vertheleſlc, a haſty man &n an Armie, without judgement and ducretion, is to 
bediſallowed of, aſwell as a coward. | 

On my Poſte under the Hill, after I was ſhot , a ſudden feare came amongſt 
the Souldiers, ſome thirtic horſe having ſuddenly come through the wood , as if 
they had beene chaſed, the moſt part both Officers and Souldiers ranne away, 
leaving mee witha few wumberon the Poſte, ſo that if the cnemic had fallen 
out, I could not have eſcaped frombeing kill'd or taken; bur as ſoone as they per- 
ceived, that I with the Souldiers remained by me, had unhorſed and taken ſome 
of the horſemen , who were found to bce friends , they being aſhamed of 
their miſcarriage retired, having accidentally rencountred with Hepburs Captaine 
| Lievetenant, who brought them up againe,whom I threatned to ſhcw his Maje. 
ſtie of their behaviours : nevertheleſſe being loath to incurrethe hatred ofa brave 
Nation , for the misbehaviour of ſome unworthy fellowes, rheir blemiſhes I 
preſſed to cover:notwithſtanding afterwards ſome ofthe Officers amongſt them- 
ſelves came toa publique hearing, having blamed oneanother , rill the queftion 
and diſgrace was taken away; by ſhewing their particular courage in fighti 
one againſt another, whereof I kept my ſelf free, ſuffering them odds amongi 
them, being Country-men. 

This kinde of Panicke feare without cauſe doth berray many brave men , and 
divers good enterprizes. And therfore all good Commanders ought moſt care- 
fully tolooke unto it, to avoyde the inconveniences incident unto the like, while 
as they leade either partic or Armie. Wee once marching through a.woode 
towards Franckfurt on the Oder, the white Regiment marching 1n the Van, 
havinga naturall foole, that marched alwaycs before them, going within abuſh, 
throwing off his clothes returning naked, and crying,he had ſcene the enemie, the 
whole Souldiers of that Briggad throwing downe their Armes, they ranne backe 
on the next Briggad being Swedens , and they running alſoaway, tillthey were 
holdenup with pikes by our Briggad, being the third,who having ſtood, and af. 
kedthe reaſonof their running away; inend , being found a falſe , and a fooliſh 
Alarum , the poorefoole was pirtifully cutand carved by the Officers , for the 
Souldiers phantaſticke feare, being a poore revenge for their cowardize, fo that 
we ſee by the example of the third Briggad , that the beſt remedic againſt ſack 
Panickefeares is not to feare at all ; and none ſhould leade Armics , but thoſe 
that arcboth wiſe and ſour. The 
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The thirty-ſeventh Duty diſcharged of our up-breaking, from 
Nurenberg towards Newſtar. 


Armie before the Emperiall Leaguer , and finding them unwilling to 
hazard the Combate, as alſo the ſcarcitie of viuals growing ſo great 
on both fides; his Majeſtic reſolved tro beſet Nurenberg with foure Regi- 
ments, Fowles his Regiment being one, Generall Major Ksiphowſen bad the 
Command over the Swedews,and Generall Major Salawmerſ-dorffe had Com. 
mand over the Burgers; and the Rex-chancellor Oxeſterue was appointed by 
his Majeſtic to havethe direQion of all. | | 

His Majeſtie leaving Nevrenberg in this manner , inthe night he ſentaway 
his great Cannon with a Convoy towards NewF#at; and before day the whole 
Drummes had orders to beate, firſt atore troope gathering , and thena march, 
ſo that we were in readineſle ſtanding in Battaile before the enemies Leaguer 
by day : wherewe ſtood till mid-day , and then the whole Armie was com- 
manded to make a quarter Toure to the right hand, making our front be- 
fore, tobe our left Flancke, whereon our Coulours and {mall Ordinance did 
march, and our right.wing being our Van, we marchedoff, in view of the 
encmie, Duke Bernard of Wymare with athouſand horſe , and five hundred 
mugketiers, commanded by my Lievenant Colonell 70hn Sinclaire , who was 
appoinced to march inthe Reare, for making our Retreate .good, which in a 
manner wasnecdleſle , ſeeing our encmie lacked courage to follow us , bur 
ſuffered usto depart in peace, | | 
_ . Acnightw New up in Battaile a mile fromthe enemies Leaguer, where 
we incamped ſetting forth ſtrong watches of horſe, ahd mausketiers on the 
paſſes betwixt us and the enemie, and our Reare-Guarde betwixtus andthem, 
and our owne Guardes, withoutour Briggads,ſo having quictly paſt oyerthe 
night , the next morning we marched to New#ad, being the fifteenth of Sep- 
tember, where we reſolved to ſtay a few dayes , attending what the Emperiall 
Armie wouldundertake, having ſtill aneye in our necke-pole. 

We got inrelligence,that the Duke of Fridland Waleftine, and the Duke of 

Baveredid breake up withtheir Armies, taking their march through-&4are, 
toivards Boocke, and then to Forcham,burning off all. the doxpes., that lay nea-

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As Waleftine was come to Forchams, he directed Generall Major Galaſſe with 
ſome horſe and toote, unto the Worgkeland , who in his march by Narenberg, 
did deale very ſlightly with Lawffe , Griffenberg, Welden, and Harchbrook, 
which he tooke in ; and Griffenberg he burnt, and in the reſt he cauſed to cut off 
dixers Burgers and Souldicrs , making many poore men with plundering, and 
crucll exattions of mony , and.trom thence, in Woreland, towards Egger, and 
further, till he joyned with Holke, being bothas Simton and Levi , continuing 
their march towards the,Edve, taking in Kemmets, Friberg, Meiſſen , and divers 
other partes, cxaRting great contribution, and bormeſhets, or compoſirions, 
prefling an infinite deale of money ourof the Duke of Sexons hereditary 
lands ; uſing great and extraordinary enormities over the whole lands belon- 
Sing to the Sax#y, by reaſon the Dukes Armie lay then farre off in Silefa, not 
being poſſible for him toreleeve his owne Countrey ; Waletn alſo, from For- 
cham marched towards Saexonie ; and the Duke of Bavaria, to quench the fire, 
that was ai .eady kindled there by the Swedens; marched to Bavere, 

The Empcriall Armiethus ſeparated, his Majeſtie lac ſtill at New#ad, till 
ſuch time, as he ſaw theirſeverall intentions , and then diſpoſing of his Ar- 
mte accordingly, | 

Firſt, the Marqueſlc of Hamilton was gratioufly diſmiſſed by his Majeftie, 
eaking his journey from thence towards Fravce unto Britraine and having ta- 
ken leave of his Majeſtic at Newfad, his Excellence was moſt honourably 
conveyed by the whole Officers his Country-men, that ſerved the Swedens, 
who having -raken leave of his Excellence, a mile from the Leaguer , they re- 
turned, and his Excellence, accompanied with Sir James Hamilton of Prieft- 

feild, Colonell Sir Tames Ramſey, called the Faire Colonell, and Sir 7o-n Hep- 

burne Colonell, having taken good night of all their Noble Camerades they 
continued their journey unto Brittaive; and we returned tO prepare our ſelves 
for a march, and a ſeparation; which immediatly the next day did follow ; 
his Maicſtic having given orders to call in all Safe-guardes , andthe next 
morning tobe 1n readineſſe to march,

| HE ſeparation of theſe two mightic Armies was wonderfull, with- 
| 7 out ſhut of Cannon, Musket, or Piſtoll, the like we can hardly finde 
in any Hiſtorie. 

We ſce then here, rhatwhen the foundation of mans ations is laid ſure 
by vertue, the building hardly can faile, eſpecially when we lay our chicfe 
dependance on God, and our cau'e being good, the lawfull meanes uſed ( as 
was done here by the Lyom of the North, the Invincible King of Swedes ) in de- 
fence of Nurenberg. the libertic of Datch-land, ahd freedome of Chriſts Go- 
Pl, then I fay, the event muſt needs be anſwerable to the ground 1:19, 
co wit, the fregde me_cf this Cirie, and the preſcrvation of his Majeſties 

Armie, both Which we fee by this ſeparation, where the enzmy had not 

the heart ro purſue us, h 'ving G##ev@ and his Fortunes with usz Notwith- 

| nding of their power fill -r.d mightie Afmie , which the Papiffs themſelvds 
dr {ct and ct. me to be threefcore rhoufand m2n, being then of opinion, 


th.c car Summer they were able to over-iwimme the whole Empire, = 
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all their enemies ; yet, with all their bragging, they durſt never prefenc 
themſelves in the Fields, with one Cornet, Colour, or Regiment before 
Guſtavus, being terrified at his preſence, which did prove their valour was 
not correſpondent to their power in Armes, otherwiſe they had gwen us 
greater reaſon to have eſteemed better of their Condutt, ſo that wee ſee, 
there is neither wiſedome, force, or power of coun(cll, that can prevaile a- 
oainſt that cauſe the Lord defends ; and who can thinke thoſe could proſper 
better, who formerly preſſed by their crueltie to have ſubverted the ermth 
of Religion ; by baniſhing the Goſpell, and Miniſters of it, forcing Commons 
againſt Conſcience, cither to forſake their Country and poſlcfſions, or to 
renounce the truth they profeſſed, perſecuting thoſe thatwould not conforme - 
themſelves to their Deviliſh Traditions , what wonder then, thofe Generalls 
could not proſper againſt the truth, or againſt him that rooke the deicnce, 
both of truth and people, againſt the Tyranny of the houſe of TH»#ria, and 
their cruell Generalls, that were not onely crucll ro their enemies, bur alſo 
to their ſervants and Souldicrs, whom they left bleeding behinde them in 
their Leaguer,deſtitute ofall comfortgnot ſo much as once to caule to dreſſe 
their wounds, that they received honourably for their ſafeties © Truly I dare 
be bold to ſay, the Lord will not ſuffer the negligence and inhumane crueltic 
of ſuch Commanders to be unpuniſhed, rhat left unchriſtianly thoſe poore 
Souldiers, which were bould to opentheir breſts to receive wounds, for the 
faferie of thoſe that had no compaſſion on them in their extremities. O cru- 
eltic of all cruelties ! when we fcea valianr Souldier naked, hungry, or pined, 
with his wounds bleeding for our fakes, and then to leave them deſtitute of 
helpe, to the mercy of their enemies, eſpecially, when we are not compelled 
to leave them ! This fault of all faults in a Commander or Souldier, in my 
minde, is moſt unpardonable, which is too common... Therefore, I conclude, => 
ſuch perſons to be unworthy Command, that pretcrre any thing before the 
healch of thoſe,who were willing to give their lives for the ſafetic of their 
Commanders. 

Sith then we ſee, that the greateſt part of humane happineſſe doth confiſt 
in vertue, let him that would prove wiſe, fix his cyes and minde to judge 
other mens acions, tothe end he may grow the more circumſpet and pru- 
dent, preſſing to doe good by continuance of time, if he but obſerve the va- 
ricties of chances incident unto all eſtates, from the Crowne to the loweſt 
Cotrage, in the end, through their examples, he may learne to better him. 
ſelfe, and become wiſe in his profeſſion : for a diligent ſervant to ſuch a Ma- 
ſter as Guava was, might ina few yeares time obſerve many things belon. 
ging to the knowledge of a Commander, though I grant, never atraine unto 
the perfeRion of his Calling ; for the accidents of warres being infinire, 
the knowledge of them cannever be limited, Bui we muſt alwayes be lear- 
ning of new things, till we become more prudent, though nor perteftly wile 
in our calling, ;being infinite; and though many thinke a man may be wiſe, 
and not couragious , ſeeing the wiſe:fore-ſecs all dangers ; truely I will 
thinke, he that is circumſpeR and wiſe inthis kinde, may be called a ſtour 
Commander : for to a wiſe man, we ſay, nn wrong 4-and he that 
cannot be ſurprized in this kinde, muſt needs be doth wiſe and tour. 

To conclude then this Obſervarion,out of the ſeparation of the Marqueſſe 
and his Country-men, at our leave-takings, and atthe parting of Colonell 
Loamicke Leſly, and his Regiment from Spence his Regiment, going —_ 
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Duke B4rnard unto Saxenie from us ; which ſeparation was like to the ſepara 
tion death makes betwixr friends and the ſoule of man, being ſorry that thoſe 
who had lived ſo long together in amitic and friendſhip, as alſo in mutuall 
dangers,in weale & in woe, & fearing we ſhould not met againe, the ſplen- 
dour of our former mirth was obnubilated with a cloud of gricfe & forrow ; 
' which vaniſhed and diſſolved in murvall teares offove, ſevering from others, 
2s our S4viowr did from his Diſciples, in love and amitic ; wiſhing one ano- 
ther the muruall enterchange of our affections,as Souldiers and not as Com- 
plementing Courtiers, inthe way of love and courtelie, we wiſhed againe 
- and againe, being loarh to depart from others, the accompliſhment of all 


happineſſe here, and of ercrnall glory elſe-where.

Waleſtine his Feltmarſhall Holke at this time with his little Armic did do- 
G. minier in Sex9nie,ufing barbarous crueltiein burning,ſcalding,and plundering 
of Townes, Flecks, and Dorpes ; murthering and cutting downe the Inha- 
birants, that it was pitticto heare of ſuch barbaric ina civil landrto be uſed 
by one of their owne profcfſion, making no: conſcience of Religion, he 
ſhewed lefle compaſſion then the Paps#ts did : for their villany, whom he led, 
was ſogreat, that after abuſing the women, in ſatisfying their filthy lufts, 
they did burne them and their tamiltes, their hearts thus hardned, that it was 
evident, that the judgements of the Lord were not farre from them,and thoſe

Cretzbargailo he uſcd little better , from Erfort he defired rwenty thouland 
Dollers , and threatned if the monies were not tould downe, he would not 
taile ro doe them all the miſchiefe he could , whereupon with much adoe 
they did get him tyo thouſand Dollers, and hearing his Majeſty of Sweden 
my drawing neere, he ſtaicd not onthe reſt ; but matched to Aoriburg at 
Hall.

mutuall love and dangers * No, though diſtance of place ſeparate our bo- 
dics, we ſhall tillbe conjoyned in minde, and power againſt our common 
enemy , that defireth the hurr of us all alike. Let us then though ſevered, 
maintaine one anothers credit in abſence, ever honouring rhe worth and ver- 
tues of our deare Camerades, for the kindneſle paſt, ler us learne to be c- 
ver thankfullto their friends alive, and after their death; :jcrour love increafe 
to their ſucceſſours; for if there be any Near in this life, it is in ſorrowes 
we endure for the goodneſſeand love of our abſent friends , eſpecially of 
thoſerhar were our deareft Camerades, for if we ſorrow for them, amend- 
Ing our lives , knowing we muſt paſſe ſhortly rhroughthe (ame paſſage, they 
did paſſe before us , trucly one day our forrow ſhall turne to joy , and our

The cruelty and Tyranny uſed by the Emperiall Officers in Sex0y, who 
neither ſpared man nor woman,is rather to be pitticd by Chriſtians , then any 
wayecs to be imitated, which cruelty did preſage their ruine tO come , for no- 
thing vehement in that kinde did &ver remaine long unpuniſhed, and though 
_ a time the Devills rage, at laſt they are caſt into perpetuall darke- 
neſſe, 

Papenhaim returning from MaFricht, we ſee was immodegrate in his vito- 
ries, and forbearing to ſhew mercy art all , he domineered in his Tyranny, 
running fo long as he had feete, ſome he did hang by their purſes,and ſome by 
their necks by falfes for not paying the Ranſome of others. Such injuſtice 
the God of mercy and goodnefle did not ſuffer long unpunifhed : and it is 
ro be pittied , that ſuch exorbitant pride had bin cohabitant in ſo valorous 
a Ca praine, forit is certaine,when a man of warre groweth too proud of his 
victories, refuſing mercy , then commonly approach puniſhments woe, 
for a proud warriour as this was ( viz, ) errour incounſell, and unhappy 

lucceſle in his beſt aQions ; for how ſoone a man beginneth to grow yon 
and tobe ſecure, then cometh puniſhment ,z and as pride groweth, fo ver- 
tue decaieth , and though the puniſhment of pride and cruelty ſometimes 
comes late, yet ſure it never comes light, andit 15 moſt certaine, there 1s 
ever ſome Gaalicy incident unto thoſe, who are deſirous of vaine glory 
through pride, Our defire then ſhould be - to be humble, that we be nor 
rejected with diſdaine, as thoſe proud Cavaliers rejeted che poore Snppli- 
cants, who though begging mercy, were not heard : whoſe exorbitant wicked- 
nefſe ſhould teach 'us, not to imitatetheir examples, bur rather through 
grace, preſſe to eſchew their puniſhment both temporall andeternall. -

There I was 
left, the Army continuing their march upon Ner{ng , niaking all the expe- 
dition and haſte was poſſible, torelieve Rhine on the Leatke being beleagured 
by the Duke of Bevier his forces, and bis Majeſty coming to the Zeacpe, he 
received newes , the Towne was given over, andthe. Bridge being caſt off, 
his Majeſty was hirdered the paſſage , whereupon his Majeſty directed backe.

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richſts at firſt plaied hard with Cannon and Muskettill night , that bis Ma- 
jelties Batterics were ready. 4 

The firſt of 0Fobey early inthe morning the miſt was ſo thicke , that his 
Majeſty approiched very neere the walles , and that orderly the Barrerics be- 
ing ready , the Cannon planted in the miſt, by nine of the clocke his Mz- 
jeſty ſalutedthe Towne with a Salve of Musket and Cannon, where incon- 
tinent the feeble , Beariſh Commanders entred in accord, which was gran» 
ted unto them , ſo that his Majeſty,by the aſſiſtance of God, got this Towne 
2gaine in wohourestime, after the Batteries were ready, andthat contrary 
to his Majzſties expeation, whodid not expect the getting of it in leſle 
then fix dayes. ;

faithfull ſervants to their Maſter, » | 

The ſaid day , after the execution , his Majeſty returned with the Army, 
towards Rhine from Newburg , wherc againe his Majeſty divided the Army, 
and having beſct Ausbarg, Rhrne and Donavert well , he tooke the yellow and 
blew Briggad with himſelfe, leaving our Briggad after long adviſement, and 
the reſt of the Army under the Command of Palſgrave Chrifiian, Fon Brick. 
Feld, and Generall Major Ruthvey to attend on the Dukes forces , and tq 


maintaine Schweblandwith the paſles, which we had already in Beverts, His 


Majeſty then taking leave of our Briggad, inview of the whole Army thank» 
ed us for our former ſervice, and in particular he expreſſed his affetion unto 
me, andto Lieycrenant Colonell eMeftein : ſhewing he was greeved to 
leaveusbehinde, yer, in reſpet ofthe long march he had unto Saxony, and 
conſidering the weakeneſle of both our Regiments, that were. weakned by 
the royle of warre, and the dint of the enemies Armies , and there- 
forc in conſideration of their former good ſervice, he had ordained. Muſtey- 
places forus, the beſt in Schwabland, for to ſtrengthen our Regiments, a- 
gainſt his returne, and withall, commanded us to ſa it done, 'as-we would 
cxpcQ his tayour : and then calling on Palſgreve Chriſtian , to whom he had 
given command over us and the Army , recommending us partiewhrly yore 
im., deſired him to give us contentment of the monies were then xeſting untÞ 
us , and that out ofthe firſt maney was to be received at Au5burg, '.;* |; 
Having after that taken leave ofthe whole Army, his Majeſty*rerymal 
to Donavert , where the Queene didattend his coming, being making xt 
dy for the march unto Serom, As ſoonc as his Majeſty had dinedatD onayert 
with the Queene,, going tohis Coach , Ftooke kave of bis Majeſty td 
theQueene,, in prelence of Generall Banter, Palſgrave Chriftian, Sit Petrie 
Ruthven. and divers other worthy Cavaliers., being the,moſi doletall ; parting 
Icver ſuffered, having biq till both Iandour Regiment with hisMajelty, 
enall ſcrvice ofimporagce, finec his Majeſties upbreaking from Stein ip 
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Pomeren, till this parting at Donavers on the Danabe, the eleventh of Oe. * 
ber, 1632+ | 
His Majeſty having that night lien at Nerlin , from thence the next day he 
direted the Queenes Majeſty with the focte Bruges ro march on Duzxkel. 
ſpil,and from thence to Rettepberg , his Majeſtythen witha party went for 
Nyrenberg , and betore his Coming, Foyoſes with ſome forces was mar. 
ched to take in Lawfſe from the enemy, who ar firſt defended thernlelves well, 
But in the end they were compelled to come forth and beat his pleaſure , and 
were all made priſoners. By midday his Majeſty hearing there were-not fane 
from Nurenberg lome Emperialiſts ſeene, ſo ſoone as his Majeſty had gotten 
ſurc intelligence of them , he brake up with ſeventeene Troopes of horſe and 
ſome foote, and marched on Exſchbrooke , whence the Emperialiſts had gots 
but a little before , his Majeſty lying there that night, -getting intelligence 
againe of ſome Crabbats thatdid ly on the Caſtle Righe/, ſhewing there were 
ſome fix hundred Emperialiffs coming to releeve Lawffe, hearing of his Maje- 
Nies being there, ,they retired towards Bavaria, yet his Majeſty following 
them in the night Falls on them , and curs off three hundred, where fifty were 
priſoners and rwo Cornets taken from them , witha great deale of booty; 
his Majeſty then turning backe continved his march rowards Saxony , having 
left all behinde him in Fraxconiaand Scwablandin good order , bis Majeſty

In all haſte to releeve the Duke of Saxon and his country , went from Nuren. 


berg to Swinefort , and from thence over During Yault , where he joyned his 


forces with Duke Barnard of Wymar, and then continued the march towards 
' CArneitat , where they lay ſtill rwo dayes,to refreſh the Army wearied with 
| hard marching; and from Arzeſiat he marched to the generall Randez«youz, 


being then appointed ax Zrfors , the Army being then eighteene thouſand 
ſtrong ,- under whom there was no other Scors Regiment , but Colonell Lo- 
owicke Eeſly his Regiment. | 

His Majeſty having madea ſpeech to the Counſell of Erfort, he left the 
Queenes Majeſty there and bleſſed her, and then marched from thence on 
Boodeftawde, from whence Papenhaim with the Zeguiical Army had bur 
paſſed a few dayes before , and his Majeſty baving quartered the Army inthe 
Amp Freebuys , he commanded Duke Barnardof Wymary , with fifteenc hun- 
dred horſeto fall on the enemies reare or hinder Troopes : But Papenhaim ha- 
ving in hafte paſt over the Sele towards eMorsbarg, the Duke could bave no 
advantage of him, but retired againe to his Maieſties Army. 

His Maiefty underſtanding the EmperialiFs had ſent thirty musketiers to- 
wards Nawmbare,to get in thereſt of the money,they had promiſed unto Til- 
ty the yeere before ; his Majef}y incontinent commanded ſome forces with 
Colonell Brandeften to ſee ifthey could get in Nawwbarg , who having come 
before it, the twenty ninth of Ofober before day, defired to make up the 
Portes in his-Majeſties name of Sweden, thoſe who had the watch at the 
Port anſwered ir behooved them firſt to ſhewrtheir Commanders of it , other- 
wiſe they could not anſwer for it , which they underſtanding , unwilling to 
tay ſo ong,taking a ſhort reſolution, with axes and hammers they cut downe 
che Port andentred perforce , finding at another Porta wicker open, they 
enter alfo , and incontinent they bring the Towne in ſubjetion, the ZEmpe- 
ralifts then in the Towne were in-danger,if the inhabirants had oor interceeded 


-for them to ſpare ther , who didget quarters; ſooneafter ſix hundred Em- 


Ferialiſts horimen came before the Towne , led by Colonel! Breda, who Ge. 
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fired to make quarters in the Towne, but beyond their expeRation ha- 
ving perceived the Swedens horſe-watch before the Ports, altering their re« 
ſolution, incontinent they retired backe towatds Yiſenfelts, | 
The thirtieth of 0ober, betimes inthe morning his Majeſtie ſets over th 
Sale, with the Horſemen at the Dorpe Alzenburg, direRing the Infantrie to 
paſſe at the Bridge, where before mid-day the whole Armie were come to 
Nawmburg, and marching by on this fide of it, they lay that day, and two 
dayes _ that in the fields before 7acobs Port, onthe ſtreete thartgocth ro 
Leipſigh. | 
Afer this his Majeſtic being advertiſed, that VFaleſtine with his Armie was 
marching on Y:ſcxfelts, ſhewing himſelfe as if he meane to ſtand and fight ; 
incontinent his Majeſtic intrenched his Armieabout Nawmberg with Skon 
ccs and Redoubts, and ſet two Bridges over the Sa/e, where on all occa- 
fions he could tranſport the Infantrie over {uch a water, and being readie, 
then he threw off all Bridges from thence over the Yu#roms till Freeberg, 
wh rcby they ſhould nor be helpfull unto theenemy,, Whereupon the Duke 
of Freealend Waleſftine changing reſolution, the Towne and Caſtle of Y:ſex- 
felts being in his power to uſe them for his adyantage, be plundering both 
Towre and Caftle the fourth of November,marched with his Armic towards 
Leitzen, two miles from Zeipſigh, and incamped there, 


The thirty-ninth Obſeryation, 
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N the diſcharge of the former dutie we ſee his Majeſtie was troubled 
I with a double care, the one for his 2wecexe, the other for his Armie 
being diligent in bringing both forwards, as alſo carefull co put them 
both in aſſurance; for having left the 2utcene at Donavert, he marched on 
Rhine to {ſubdue his enemies.. Where we ſce, that it bchooved him firſt to 
ex: his Impedimenta in aſſurance, teaching thereby Cavaliers, that followed 
im in time of ſervice, to quit their wives, whereby their care might be the 
better employed in diſchar ing the points of their Calling ; which ſhews$us, 
that ſuch impedimcnts at ſuch times were better away than preſent : for our 
nature is ever to grieve much for the loſle of things we love. Therefore our 
care that are Souldiers having wives ſhould be to ſettle them, where they 
ſhould not be Impedimente unto us, in charging of our duties before our 
Enemy, to the end we might the better be freed of this double care, his Ma- 
jeſtie was ſubjeR untoar this time,which no queſtion troubled his Majeſties 
reſolutions more than any thingelſe. - 

The tragicall end of this Db Colonell Metzlaffe, ſhould teach all Cava- 
liers, to whom Strengths are concredited, not to give over without great ne- 
ccſhitie ; eſpecially being made fore-ſeene of a Relicfe to come. And the grea- 
teſt blame,that was imputed unto him, was his too much negleR of the duties 
of his Calling, being too carefull ro enterraine Cameradeſhip m_ and day, 
the fruit whereof inthe end was ignominie, with the loſe of life and credit. 
Which ſhould reachall mento avoide ſuch a bcaſily life, diſhonouring che 
noble profeſſion of Armes. 

We ſecrthen no law or juſtice is more ſtri& or more ſummary, than the 


Dilcipline nulicary , where the Articles we arc {worne unto, 2:e 917 +2WES, 
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which being tranſgreſled, we are ſubject to the puniſhment : and it our lawes 
were not ſtrict,and our puniſhment ſharpe, it were impoſſible to keepe us in 0- 
bedience. But I am ſorry, that for the molt pare weabſtaine more for feare 
of puniſhment, than for obedience to God and the Jaw, This cenſure though 
hard from me, the truth is ſtill the ſame, though man were filenr, 

On this march towards Saxenze, all things ſucceeded ro his Majeſties de. 
ſire, as preſages of his enſuing victorie, ſeeing Fortune ſmiled on him, du- 
ring his life rime,being Fortunes fellow,he was ſtill incouraged to the Com. ' 
bar, though weakeſt : for magnanimitic and the yertue of true humilitie 
were both cohabitant in him» For as he had courage with a weake Armieto 
rancounter a ſtronger ; Even ſo he humbled himſelfc before God, acknowled. 
gingbcforethe people, he was bur duſt and aſhes, like unro other men. And 
therfore he wiſhed the people they ſhould not truſt or repoſe any thing in him, 
bur ro put their truſt and confidencein God, ſaying, be was buta ſervant : 
and though the Lord would be pleaſed to take him away from amongſt them, 
yer, he doubred not, but the Lord would raiſe up others more powerfull than 
he, to defend the good Caulc he had begunne, till atlaſt ir weft brought toa 

ood end. 
$. : Theſe ſpeeches, and much more to this purpoſe, his Majeſtic out of hu- 
milicie utrered onthis march ; and as his Majeſtie was humble, ſo his cour- 
cefic to all men thar loved him, was the gemmg of his Crowne, eſpccially 
honouring and reſpgRing ever His 2wcene,as the glory of her ſex, his Royall 
Majeltie being trucly indued with ſuch true {plendour of noble worth, that 
he ever ſeemed like unto the Sunne, that ſhineth alike on the Paiſant inthe 
field, as it doth on the Emperour in his Throne. And when his Majeſtic de. 
parted from us at Rhine on the Leacke, then our Sunne on carth went away 
unto another Horizon, leaving us.cclipſed, throughthe want of our Leader , 
ſo that in the reſt of our warfare we had none to depend on,but on Gedalone, 
the oncly ſure Anchor for a troubled ſoule toreſt on. 
* Toconclude then this Obſervation, having'tollowed the Zyon of the North 
thus farre unto the Battaile of Zeizzey , though I was not at the Batraile, yer 
for my love to my Maſter, and to diſcharge the dutie I owe unto my Coun- 
trie, I will relate the true manner of this Battaile in ſhort, being the end of 
the ſecond part of my expedition, under his Majeſtie of Swedes, of never dy- 
ing memory, leaving the third part of the expedition toa fitter opportunitic , 
except ſo farre as we marched before we were ſworne to the Evangeliſt 
Stends, under the ConduR of Palſgrave Chriſtian Brickerfeild in Baviere, 
and afterward under the Feltmarſhall G»#avaus Horne in Schwabland. 
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The fortieth Dutie diſcharged of the 
Battaile of Leitzcn. 


F: HE Kings Majeſtic of Sweden knowing that the Duke of Freedland 


had quit the Towne and Caftle of FY*ſexfetss, and had the fourth of 
| November marched with his Armie towards Zeitzen, two miles from 
Leipfigh, his Maxſtie oh the fift of November, with the whole Armie, two 
| huures 


| 
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hourcs before day brake up from Nawmburg, ictting atter the enem y,coming 
the ſame day after noone-tide in fight of them z He preſented himſelfe with 
his Armie in order of Battaile, fo that incontinently the skirmiſh went on a- 
pace by the Troopes, which were commanded out from both Armies, 
whereupon the Swedews made ſtill good uſe with their ſmall Cannon, till the 
nighr did put them aſunder. In which skirmiſh the Swedens had gotten one 
of the Crabats Standards, whereon was drawnethe Fortune, and the Eagle, 
which on our fide was holden for a good beginning, | 

The Swedens Armie this whole night ing in Battaile, his Majeſtie was 
of intentionto have fallen on the Emperiall Armic two hovres before day ; 
but by reaſon of athicke miſt which had fallen, it behooved his Majeſtie to 
attend the riſing and clearing up of the day. Burt the enemy perceiving the 
$wedens coming ſo neere unto him, it could not goe off withour fighting : 
he did in the meane time ſee well to his owne advantage, giving our. orders 
they ſhould incontinent make the Graffe or Ducch, they had before their 
Front , deeper than it was firſt made, and to lodge Musketiers within ir, 
which they might have before them, equall toany breaſt-worke or Parapet 
for their better ſafeties. 

His Majeſtie then having ended the morning prayers, ard that the miſt 
was vaniſhing away, by the rifing of the Sunne, giving out, by all appea- 
rance, the tokens of a cleare day. His Majeftie then with comfortable ex- 
bortation exhorted every man, foote, and horſe, to fight bravely, eſpecially 
direQing his ſpeech unto the Swedens and 'Finnes - You true and valiant + 
brethren, ſee that you doe valiantly carry your ſelves this day, fighting 
bravely for Gods Word, and your'Xizg , which it you doe, ſo will you have 
mercy of God, and honour beforethe world. ;-and I will truely reward you ; 
bur if you doe not, I ſweare unto you, that your bones. ſhall never come in 
Sweden again. uet | 

The Dwtchalſo his Majeſty exhorted after this manner: You true andwor. 
thy Dutch brethren, Officers and common Sowldiers, I cxhort you all, carry 
your ſelves manly, and fight truely with me ; runne not away, and I ſhall ha- 
zard my body and bloud with you for your beſt, if you ſtand with me; ſo I 
hope in God toobtaine victory, the profit whereof will redownd toyou and 
&=my ſucceſſours : and if otherwiſe you doe, ſo are you and'yonr liberties 

oft, His Majeſtic having ended this ſpeech ſaith, now'lerusto it, andlet us 

cry unto God with one voice, Teſs, Teſw, 7eſs helpe me this day to fight, for the 
glory of thy Name: He advanced then in full Bartaile taſting; having nei- 
ther taſted meate nor drinke, right forwards towards the Towne of Zertzen, 
where on both fides the Duke of Freedlend: his Horſemen did preſent them. 
ſelves, untill ſuch time as their Generall had brought their 1nfantric in Bat- 
taile, beſide the Winde-mill, and then toa fide, by the Ditch that was before 
their Front, they retired backe alittle, and' ſer themſelves'in Battaile, on the 
right hand of the Towne of Leitzen, and then putting the Towne on fire, to 
the end the Swedens on that quartercould doethem no harme. E!- 

Notwithſtanding whereof , with full refolution the Swedens Armicyin/full 
Baraile marched by the fide of the Towneonthe ditch , wheretheir Muske- 
ticrs were lodged,and preſented themſelves in good order,againſt the mighty 
and ſtrong Emperiall Armic, whereupon, the Emperialifts' great Cannon, ' 
that were planted by the winde-mill, began togive fire inthe middeſt 'of the 


Swedens Armie , and were incontinent repayed-and anſwered with thelike

ws, _ deadly wonded fave up the Ghoſt, fighring for God and for the 
defence of the true Religion, he departed valiantly and happily for him, in 
Chrift our Saviour. 


Nevertheleſſc rwo great bodies of £r4bbats of the enemies left wing ſtood 
firme, and falling onthe right wing of the Swedexs horſemen, with ſuch a crie 
and furie, advanced fo farre, that they were Maſters of the Swedens Ammunition 
waggons,bringingalſo ſome of the Swedens borſemen in diſorder : whereupon 
inconrinent did fall on three ſquadrons of the Swedens borſemen, under whom 
Lieverenant Colonell Reliwgew was one, that did ſecond the reſt brayely, wha 
was ſhot in the Arme. Nevenheleſicthe Crabbats were beaten backe agai 
with lofle, during which timc, Duke Barward of Wymay was not idle ,, with the 
Icft wing of the Swedexs horſemen,but with the commanded musketzers being 
of Leſlies Regiment , and with the ſmall Cannen, charged rhe enemies right 
wing, making them retire on their Cannonby the wind-mill and Gallowes,' 
and after Jong fighting, they were made ac laſt ro. give ground, quitting to 
the Swedens fourtcene peeces of great Ordinance. 

As theDuke of Wymer did 
tooke fire, which did i 


while very he _—_ recolleted the ſcattered Troopes, the Ore 
der whercof canicarce bee well: ſer downe, by reaſon ir was ſo necre 
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hefore Papenhaims comming;yct the ſervice continued hor and cruell ſo lang | 


as he lived, till it was paſt __ a Clocks at night, that in cnd Papenhaym 
being kili'd, the Emperialiſts loling courage , through the affiſtance of Gog, 
and the manly , and valiant courage of Duke Barnard of Wymar . the vitorie 
was come on the Swedens fide, the enemie having quir the field, and burnt off 
his Leaguer with his whole Baggage,and three peeces of Cannon, which he 
could not getcarryced away with him ; he@&t@gke his retreate againe on Leip- 
h. 
ur” A were killed of the Emperialiſis the Abbot of Fulds,the Grave Fon Pa- 
im, Coloncll Laxe,Colonell Yeſrum,Licvetcnant Coloncll Lordg, Liye- 
ecnant Coloncll T ephim, Þicvercnant Colonell Camerhooffe, Co Soues 
with many other inferiour Officers and Souldiers. | 

QOa the Swedens fide were loſt with his Majeſtic Genezall Major 1/er, Co- 

lonell Gerftorfe, Generall Major Grove Neeles a Sweden, Coloncll Fildeften, 
and divers more were hurt,and of our Nation was kurt with the Cannon,and 
musket twice Captaine, Henry Lindeſey brother to Bainſhow who for 2 
time did lie almoſt dead inthe field , divers Officers of Colonel Lodewicke 
Leſlie his Regiment were alſo burt, bayiog þehaved thegaclves well, being, tor 
the moſt part, old, expert Qfheers, and old beaten blages of Souldiers. 

Ia this Battaile as was thought, wore killed ningtheuland men, beſides, 
thoſc were hurt, whereof many thereafter dyed oftheir woundes, ſuch as on 
the Emperours fide Grove Berhertbold, Fou Waleftine, Colonell Comargo, Co- 
lonell Browner, the old Colonell Y7:/tz/eben, and others. On the Swedens fide 
allo dyed of his wounds after the Battaile, Generall Major Greve Neetes. 

After his Majcſties death, there was great and extraqrdinary griefe and ſor- 
row overthe whole Armie ; yertthey never ſuffered the {zme to be ſcene out- 
wardly, but proſecuted ſtill the enemie mare vehemently , and more cruelly 
than before. For the Duke of Fymer, and the reft of the Cavaliercs of the Ar- 
micunderſtanding the great misfortune of his Majeltie death, reſolved all alike, 
it was þerter todye on the place with his Majeſtie , than to rexireone foote of 
ground ; which reſolution was the caule , that inthe end they did crojvne the la- 
mentable death af the Kings Majeſtie with a ſtately and haovicall Vidtoric, fo 
that his Majeſtic io the higheſt degree of glorie, may be imagined before an 
King, or Emperour to have dyed, and his lie doth eternize alike bath his prayfe 
and glorie, being victorious before death, in bis death, and after dearh. 

Dukeof Fridland Waleſtine, after the loling of this Batraile,retired with 

his ſcattered Armie towards Zeipſgh, and baving had no time to continue there, 

he was forced to rakehis recreate further unto the Hill's of Bohemia,and thereafter 

Leiphghwas freed from the enemies forces, by the Nuke of Lunenbarg , and the 

Saxens,that were canming with ſuccours unto his Majeſtic before the Battaile, 

whoſe march was tooflow, their ſyccours being come but after the firoaks were 
iven. 

The Caſtle of Leipfieh called Plaſſenbarg haying holden out long , was tak 
<. Git 4 with which all other partes jn Saxon ; that the Emperialifts hs 

en, were freed againe, by the Swedtns the ſecand time , as Camnits, Fryburg 
&<. For whith ſervice the Swedens were evill recompentſed by theungzateful, 
D4x9n, whoſe unthankfulneſle to the Crowne of Sweden will never be forgotten.

vantage,or yet to recolle& the Forces which were ſcattered from him, think- 
ing it was beſt to deale with one before another, and he knew it was a kinde 
of madneſſe to ſtay till his enemies Forces were augmented, ſccing oceaſion 
taken in warres doth often profit more than courage it ſelte; Therefore we 
ſee, there was a neceſfiitic laid on his Majeſtic to fight this Battaile in time,

Waleftimeretired from his Majeſticof purpoſe to put off rimegtill Papenhaine 
had come to him, or till they might draw his Majeſties Army between them, 
which his Majeſtic fore-ſceing adventured the Combat , in ſceking firſt un- 
to Walefine before Papenharms coming.

o&. Here alſo we ſee, what a great charge is laid on him that leads an Armje ; 
and of all charges the greateſt is, to fight a Battaile well with a weake Army 
againſt a trong, 'Wherein is requiſit a wiſe and a Couragious Commander 
for when a Battaile is to be fought, it4s dangerous fora King, the Head a 
the Hean of an Armie, with the danger of his whole Armie, to hazatd-him- 
ſelfe and his Kingdome to the decifion or arbitrement-of' variable Ferrer, 
or to enterprize difficult matters, ſetting all his eſtate in- knzard, ſeeing the 
{fafetie of the whole har power on him alone: for there is nothing more fearful! 
to a Commander, with all diligence to be eſchewed, than that he doe 
not at onetime, and one moment, commit his whole eſtate and $5 ee 
unto the decifion of Chance, without grear advantage offered. Neither 
ought a King to fight with all his Forces at once, except he could perceiye 
a {ure overthrow to be ſeene clecrely unto himſelfe, or to his enemies, ahd 
if then he reſolve to fight, foreſchewing of faftions, ter one ſupreame Com- 


mander command, which is ever beſt ; ſince many wits in Command doe 
but breed confulion. Therefore it is moſt _— that one command and 
the reſt obey, as was done here at Leztzey, al the beſt way of Command is, 
to keepe men in awe of dutie, not ſomuch with crueltie (as maty baſe Gene. 


ralls doe) as with a moderate ſevereneſle : for alwayes Commanders ought 
to doe, as wiſe Marriners, not to ſteere their courſe ſtill one way, but ſome- 
times to give way to the tempeſt, whjeh being paſt, let him follow his courſe 


- 
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gaine : even io wiſe Commanders ſhould moderate their Commands accor- 
ding tothetime. For as ina calmeſca aty tellow may ſteere , but in a great 
tempeſt, askilfull and a wiſe Marrirer is requifit:even ſo in Command, 
whena Battaile is tv be tought, a wiſc and a ſtour Commander is requilite, 
for no man can command well, who did not learne to obey. Thereforc.it is 
the moſt difficult thing inthe world to command well, either our ſelves or 
others: and he that would command well, muſt not ſhew himſelfe cruell in 
words or ſtrokes ,but if poſſible , he ought to bring mento his minde with 
intrcary and friendly exhortations , ſhewing himſelfe grave, majeſtique and 
| benevoicat , gaining of others his infertours reverence, feare and munifi- 
cence , with due obedicnce; and this is the only beſt way ro command, and 
| to keepe men in obedience : which qualicies were all plentitull in the Lyon of 
the North, the invincible Gufavws , who after this manner incouraged his 
ownecountrimenand ſubjes, to fight, asalſo.ina brotherly manner of love 
, incouraged the Durch , being his ſworne ſervants. Who would not obey 
p40 ſuch a Com. nander co fight well, being aſſured under his fortunate conduct 
after travell and paine, to obtaine Glory and honour here, and an im- 
| -jpoerpy Crowne after death, for fighting well the Battells of the 
ord ? | 

As his Majeſty went about his enemies with wiſdomeand courage: ſo Wa. 4: 
liſiine went about his withcrafc and policy, caſting a ditch before our for- 
cesto fall in, which was made the buriall place of his owne Souldiers, being 
fallen in the ditch they had prepared for others. 

I confeſſe there is nothing more commodious 1n warre then to deceive 3n 
enemy , and oftimes through deceit menobtaine viRory 2 yet the wiſ- 
dome of G«/#4vss ſeaſoned with infinite courage could notbe trapped with a 
Fowlers grinne , but brakethrovghit with he afſiſtance of God , till he was 
viQorious over his crafty enemies. 

This Magnanimous King for bis valour mighe have bin well called the 
Magnifique King, and holden for ſuch,who while as he once ſaw appearance 
ofthe loſfe of the day , ſceing ſome forces beaten backe, and ſome flying, 
be valorouſly did charge.in the middeſt of his enemics with hand and voice, 
though thrice ſhot, ſuſtainedthe fight, daing alike, the duty of a Souldier 
and ofa King, till with the lofle of his awne lite he did reſtore the viQory 
to hiserernall credit, hedied franding ſerving the publique, Pro Deo e8 Rehrgie 
onetuenda; and receiving three Bullets, oneinthebody , onein the Arme, 
and the third in the head, he moſt willingly gave up the Ghoſt, being all 
his life timea King that feared God and walked uprightly in his calling , 
and as he lived Chriſtjanly , ſo he died moſt happily, inthe defence of the 
truth : and towitneſſeall this was true, I could rake Heavenand Earth, Sun 
and Moone, mineralls &c. to witneſſe that his Colours ever floriſhed and 
{pred in the name of the Lord, and that his confidence was nor fer on the 
Ameofman, though he was a warriour from his youth ap, he was the 
Captaine over 7raef,whoſe fingers the Lord tavght tofight, and to leade his 
people. | 

He had the heart of a Zyon,that by Gods helpe had done ſuch things, that 
thoſe that had ſeene and heard itas I did , muſt needs have ſaid, that it was 
the Lord that did it and not he, being it was the Lords worke, But our ad- 
ver{.:11cs andtheir damned crew of Iefuits and Monkes , will ſay, that iz was 


their power ard might, and the goodueſte of their cauſe, that made his mw 
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all Maicſty to fall. But we may ſay with Salomon in the twenry-cighth of the 
Proverbs and twenty-one verſe. It was for the ſinnes ofthe Lana, and our ſinnes,that 
hewas taken from amongſt ws, and trom thoſe poore Cavaliers, that did follow 
him, for his Maieſtics love|, and the love of the cauſe. He was ſhot with 


three Bullets, dead with the laſt , for ourhnnes and the finnes of the Land. 


And what he did before his death , forthe liberty of Datch-land, and fiee- 
dome of the Goſpell rone but knowes 1t : he left his owne Kingdome, 'to 
bring ſtrangers to freedome 1n theirs, he ſet light by his owne life for 
Dutch-land, that they might keepe theirs, he wakedand carcd day and night 
for them , as a father for his children, that at laſt he might bring peace for 
them to fleepe ſound he brought the keyes and opened their Church doores 
that were cloſed up by the Antichriſtian Idolaters, that the Devills doctrine 
was baniſhed againe out of the Palt7, and Chriſts Goſpell preached, and the 
Sacraments duely adminiſtred , which I ſaw , and was partaker of, ſinging 
thankes unto God for their deliverance, 

He it was and none other under God , who helped them to their liberties, 
He it was and none otherrelceved 1ſraell, Notwithſtanding whereof, the un- 
thankfulneſſe of the people was fo great, that with my cares, divers times I 
did hee ſome of them ſay,he might as wel have ſtayed in his own country,till 
they had ſent for him , ſo great was theit unthankful:efſe ! Likewiſe they 
ſaid, if he had had muchat home, hehad not come unto them over ſcas ſuch 
a farre Iourncy» Was not this to recompence good with cvills Was nat 
this rig ht the chiefe Butlers part , that did not remember 7oſeph, but forgot 
him? Was not this 70«s his partto lehorde his Father ? O chen this was the 
poiſonable bullet of ingratitude of the people, for which our King and Maſter 
was takenaway ! Oh would to God the people had never bin ſo unthanktull, 
that our King, Captaine and Maſter had yer lived ! 

Moreover as theſe people were unthankfull , forhey were Godlefſe many 
of them in thetimeofthcir troubles, as I did behould oftimes with mine 
eyes a careleſſe ſecurity amongſt them, thinking their victories were ſo 
frequent, and their owne power ſogreat , they needed not the affiſtance of 
the Swedens nor of ſtrangers, and their pride was fo great, that diſeſtee. 
ming of ſtrangers in theirpride , they.led a lite very inſolent and deboiſt, 
being given to the workes of the fleſh, adultery, fornication, uncleanneſſe, 
laſciviouſneſle, idolatry &c, Ina word, it was even amongft them, as it 
was in the dayes beforethe flood, as if the Lord had forgottenthem,orcould 
not ſce their villany , ſoit behooved God to have puniſhed them by his Ma- 
jeſties death. For intheir hearts they ſaid there was no God, fo that their 
miſchicte cameon them unawares; and this the peoples carriage cauſed his 
Majeſties untimely death, being ſhor the ſecond time. O would to God 
they had done otherwiſe , and ſcrved God more truely, that we might have 
had the preſ-nce and c.»nduR of our Magnanimous King longer, till the pride 
of Au#r:4had bin more humbled , and the whore of Babylon brought unto 
repenrance of hcr Idolatrics ! ':O would to God I could enough lament his 
dea'h! Asalſo lament my owne ſinnes, and the wickedneſſe of the people, 
that was the cauſe of this untimely death , through their finnes! And his 
Majcſties ſelte alſo being a'finner , ashe himſelfe ottimes confeſſed, wiſhing 
that God would not lay to his charge the greare reſpeR and reverence the 
beſt ſort of thepcople did give unto him, being but a ſintull man,as they were; 
for which he tearcd the Lord was angry with him;ſhewing by his c6 _ = 
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didglory in nothing but in the Lord, atctibing ever al! his victotics unto 
God, and nothing preſuming of hin:felte, For I dare be bould tofay he was 
a man according to Gods minde, it there was one on carth, Such was our 
Maſter , Capraine and King, As was Abraham the Father of many, ſo was 
our Maſter, Captaine and King. VVas Neah in his time unreproveable £ So 
was our Maſter, Captaineand King, Was /ob in his ſufferings patient £ So 
was our Maſter, Captaine and King. Was Tonathan true and upright in kee- 
ping his word 2 $9 was our Maſter, Captatic and King, Was Jehoſaphat in 
bis wartes penicent, and buſte craving the helpe of the Lord £ SO was our 
Maſtcr, Captaine and King. Was Simeon good and full of rhe ſpirit * So 
was our Maſtcr, Captaine and King. Was young Tobias mindfall all his 
dayes of the Lord, in his heart , and his will nor fet to finne * So was our 
Maſter, Captaine and King, like unto a ſtone moſt preciovs, oven like a 
Taſper, clecrcas Chrifalleverand ever, Andtruely if Ape/ſes with his skill in 
painting, and Cicero with his tongue in ſpeaking , were both alive, and 
preſſed to adde any thing to the perteRion of our Maſter, Capraine and King, 
truelyche ones beſt Colours , andthe others beſt Words were not able to 
adde one ſhaddow to the brightneſle of his Royall Minde and Spirit; $9 
that while the world ſtands, our King, Captiine and Maſter cannot be e- 
nough praiſed. Alas then ! 1twas our ſinnes, and che finnes of the Army, 
and the Land , was the cauſe of our puniſhment in loſing of him, with that 
unhappy laſtbullet of the three ſhot through bis hea, who was the head ofus 
all under God our Father in Chriſt, that did undoe us, it was we, 1 ſay, that 
ſinned againſt the Lord and his Anointed, It was our mifdeedes did thus 
grow over our heads that made us loſe our Head and Leader,, Woe, woe 
then tous that lettthe Lord,till we made the Lord take him from us, that was 
our guard and comforter under God in all our troubles ! What then ought 
wetodoe that one day we may raigne with him in glory 2 While it is today 
we mult caſt off the workes of darkneſſe, and embrace the light in newneſle of 
life, repenting oftheevill, and turning away from our wickedneſſe by re- 
cntance , not likevnto Cam, notlike unto Savl, not like unto Achitophelt, 
not like to 1udas Tſcariot, who all doubted;bur like thoſe of Ni»eve in duſt and 
aſhes, tofaſt and pray beleeving in the Lord ; and with David to ſay, We 
have ſinned againit thee,and againſt the Heavens , bermercitullunto us o Lord : 
like unto Petey, letus, 6 Lord,Weepe bitterly, ler us then repent, and belceve 
the Goſpell, beleeve, yeaarid turne tothe Lord with all our hearts, with 
faſting and praying , and mourning with Saul, that aid, Thos art more righ- 
ceons then I, in ſhewing me good for evill: much more oughe we to life up our 
voices, and with teares of repentance mourne for the loſſe of our Maſter, 

Captaine and King, through our finncs and. unthankfuli:efſe. Therefore: 
day while we have time, let us acknowledge our fines before the Lord,aAd 

repent, /e#t a worſe come unto ws , and that then we be caſt into priſon, 1:7 

= pay the laſt farthing, for ifthe Lord ſparcd not his owne Sonne who was 
blameleſſe and without finne , while he tooke on him our finnes, what ſhall 
then become of us 2 Nootherwile, but exccpt we turne from our finnes, we 
muſt alſo die the death. Let us not then cloſe our cares, as at Meriba and at 
Haſſainthewilderneſſe z butwith the forlorne Child cry, Father we have 
fenned againſt thee , and againit heaven , andare not more worthy to be called thy 
Sonnes, Lord therefore be mcrcifull untous , and enter not into judgment 
with us. Then letus allweare mourning,and lament the dearh of the valiane 
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King Gu#?avus Adolphus , while we breath. Yetwhat helper Res eff srrevoca- 
bil, et quod 'fattum eſt infeFum fieri nequit,whatis done cannot be recalled, and 
ſhould we mourne like unto thoſewho have no hope 2 Farre be it from us, 
ſeing it cannot helpe us in this life, or in the lite ro come. Ler us then ſay 
with Aicha,let it be withus as it pleaſerh God , and let us ſay with David, 7t 
& good for ws 0 Lord, "that thou ba chaſtened us with thy Rod; thou canit alſo 
helpeus,and bring us to an happy end of all our miſcries , the Lord will nor 
ſuffer us nor our {cede tolacke bread , andihe Lord our God did ever give 
unto the people of /ſrae{{ar all times Rul-rs, Iudges and Kings, and Jael, 
though a woman de piled, was ſtrong enough to drive a naile in the righr 
cauſc. Shall notthen the Lord on our repentance, ſturre up one, yet to take 
his cauſe in hand,who are alſo 1zels,and the Lords people and inheritance,bes 
ing alſo chriſtened in the Lords name 2 And as a Mother doth not forget her 
Child, fo wiil not the Lord forget us, but in place of our Maſter, Captaine 
and King, will yer give unto us a valiant Leader, come,T hope,of che valiane 
Bruce, & ofthe firſt Kuig of the Stewarts,of the Iſſue of Elizaberhrhe Queene 
of Bohemia, and Icwell of her ſex, the moſt ſy-lendid in brightneſl© of mirde, 
for a woman, that the Earth doth affoord. From her I wifh the Leader to 
come into the ficld, to fight with goodlucke& victory, with ſtrength & power, 
with wiſdome and underſtanding &c. againſt ber enemies and our cncmics, 
alwayes well furniſhed and prepared, the Lord will give him an Horne of [- 
ron and feete of Braſl* to beate his cnemics in peeces, the Lord will lift up 
his hand upon his adverſaries, and cut offall his enemies ; andito conclude, 
he will make him treade the Devill under his feere. The Lord of *his infi- 
nite mercy grant unto us ſuch a Leader in place of our valiant Maſter, Cap- 
taineand King of neyer dying memory , the Lyon of the North, the invinci- 
ble King of Sweden ! fo fhal! wenot ncede in any manner of way to doubt of 
2 wiſhed happy end , both rothe warre and toour felyes, being victorious 
ovcr all our enemies temporall and ſpirituall. Amen. 
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The fourty-one Duty diſcharged at the intaking of 
Landsberg on the Leake, and the reliefe 
of Rhine, - 


Army in Bavier , having left Rhine with foure Companics of Swedens 
commanded by Colonel] Worbran his Major , he brake up with the 
Army towards Aichſtade 1n Bawier, and having taken it by Accord he con: 
tinued his march towards Landsberg on the Leake, Where having arrived 
within halfe a mile of the Towne, wequartered fora night, till preparation 
were made of victuallsand furniture convenient for the beleaguering , which 
being made, the next day we mirched towards the Towne in Barraile, draw- 
ing up within reach of Cannon to the walles in the ſafeſt part : they thunder- 
ing with cannon amongſt us, our foote Army was divided in-Briggads, and 
dircetcd to ſeyerall Poſts, eur horſmenwere alſo divided. Some were _ 
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manded out to ſcoure the fields on thar fide the enemy. was tro come, others 
were appointed tOremain? beſide the Infantry, to ſecond us againſt the'out- 
falling ; or otherwiſe to fecond us aga1aſt the reliefe, that miiyhr come ro. 
the Towne. Thexeſt of our Horicmen were directed to Quarters, having 
lefr Ordonance Rutters to bring them intelligence. | 

The Towne being beleaguered on all Quarters, a Bridge was made over 
the River, where a ſtrong Guard ot hore and foote were ſent to hinder both 
theic ſupply and eſcape on thatftde. Likewiſe the approzches were begun, 
and orders were given in haſte tor making the Batteries. And the Guards 
being ſer both cothe Cannon, and to thoſe that wrought in the Trenches, the 
Colonells were Recognoſceing about the walls betore their ſeverall Poſtes. 
Where at the firſt, Colonell Fowle was ſhot through the thigh with a Musket, 7; 
who immediatly was ſent to Awsbarg to be cured, 

Before night a ſecond partie of Horle were ſent forth for Intelligence, 
leſt any miſ-fortune might befall the firſt partic ; whereby we might not be 
ſurprized by the Enemy being ſtrong together at Minchen. Spence his Regi- 
ment and mine were appointed to attend on the Generall at his Quarter, 
my Licvetenant Colonel! commanded the Guards on the Battery and the 
Trenches on our Quarter. And the Generall Major Ruthven his Briggad be- 
1ng on the orher Quarter next the water, there grew a conteltation of vertue 
betwixt the Officers of both Briggads , who ſhould firſt with their approa- 
ches come to the wall ; butthoſe of Ruthwers Briggad were forced, notwith- 
ſtanding of their diligence, to yeeld the precedency unto us being older 
blades than rhemſclves : for ineffeR we were their Schoolemaſters in Diſci- 
pline, as they could not but acknowledge. Sobcing they were trained up by 
us from Souldicrs tobe inferiour Officers, and then for their preferments 
and advancement they went from us with our favours towards the Generall 
Major , ſuch as Captaine Gaxne, Licvetcnant Brumfield, Lievetenant Dum- 
barre, Lieyetenant Macboy, Lieverenant Sowtherlazd, Enſigne Denwne, and di. 
vers more, which were preferred under Ruthvens Regiment, till in the end 
they did ſtrive in vertue to goe beyond their tormer Leaders. Neverthelcfle 
we kept ever that due correſpondence together, that where ever we did meet 
we were but one, not without the envie of others, 

This ſtrife amongſt us furthered ſo the viRtory, that before the next mor- 
ning, from our Battery, where Sizclaire did command, there was a breach 
ſhot in the Skonce without the Towne, as alſo from the Generall Major his 
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till further Orders. The Horſemen were dire-ted alſo to Quarters, and then 
there were Quarters made in the Towne for che Generall and the Hoofitaffe, 
25 alſo for the Col6nclls of horſe and foote, during the Generall his turther 


lealure. 
Diverſe of our foote Souldiers were hurt on the Batterics and Trenches, 


which 'go: Quarters inthe Towne, being allowed to have Chirurgians t., 
cure them. And the Towne was incontinent belct againe with foure Com- 
panics of Coloacll Hweh Hamilton his Regimear, being new levied men our 
of Switzerland, and his Major being-an 7r:ſ5-man, commanded the men. Bur 
another Dmch Major called Morntague was left ro Command the Garrifon., 
Vhere thoſe that entred firſt the Towne, did make good bootie of horſes 
and other goods. Bur the moſt part was ſeazed upon by ite Generall Pey. 
ſens, taking the benefit unto themicve's, though not the patite, Where we did 
firit finde miſſing of our former Leader the invincible Gritawvss , who not o0v- 
ly reſpected Cavaliers of merit,at ſuch timics, bur alſoyas ready to reward them +» 
by his bountie, allowing Cadancks unto them, as hc did uuto Lievetcnant Co- 
lonell Gunne | 

The nextdaya partic of a thouſand Hotlſe, with etght hundred Musketiers, 
were commanded out toward Mznchen, to get intelligence of the Enemies de- 
Hgnes, gctting Orders to fall into their Quarters, if conveniently they could. 
Bur be{ide their expeRation the Enemy being together and in readineſſe in a 
Wood , unawares our partie was ingaged araongſt them, fo taat withdifficul- 
tic having loſt priſoners , they were forced to retire, and the Enemy getting 
intelligencethatthe Towne was give over, to prevent us they continued their 
march towards Rhine on the Leacks, to take it 10, in compenſation of the loſe 
of Lanſbere, 

The partic bcing retired, and the Generall underſtanding the Dukes Army 
had marched on &4ize, he brake up with our Armie, and marched on the 0. 
ther fide of the Leacke towards LAn5szro, And ferring the Skonce ar Rhine 

- andthebridge might be taken by the Enemy , hedid direct Captaine Tames 
Lyell with two hundred Musketiers as a ſupply to the Skonce, being ordained 
at hiscommins rhither to take the Command of the Skonce on him. Who 
being come, finding Colonell Wornbran there, ſhewing his Orders, he was 
made welcome by the C ts: Bhs, hard preſſed by the Enemy, and migh- 
tily aſraid : ſo that thgCaptaine had nodifhicultie in getting the command, 
which he gladly peat or being more ambitious of credit than of gaines, di- 
rectly oppolit to the Colonels humour. 

The Armiec having come in time for the relicte, our Horſemen were lcfc 
on the ſide of the River next to Donavert, except my Coſen Fowles his Regj.. 
ment, which marched over the Bridge with the Infantry, being fordained the 
firſt nights jwatchto ſecondthefoot. And immediatly after our over-going 
rhere were five hundred Musketiers of ſupply ſent unto the Towne,in deſpite 
of the Dukes Armic. And then we begun to make up our Batteries, and to 
run our lincs ot approachtowards the Towne, advancing our Redcubts and 
Battcries, as our approaches were advanced, 

, The {ccond night our Batteries being readie, there were mutuall interchan. 

* gesof Cannonading amongſt us, where Enſfigne Murray was ſhot dead with 

the Cannon, histhigh bone being broken, who was much lamented, beivg a 
daintic Souldier and expert, full of courage to his very end. 


On Sunday in the afternoone the Enemy having heard certaintie of his 
Majcſties 
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Maieſtics death, they drew up their whole Armie, Hor!e, Foote aud Cannon 
betore the Towne ; and rejoycing at the Newes, they gave three ſalves of 
Cannoy, Musket, and Piſtoll, Which we not underſtanding, made us admire 
the morc, Nevertheleſle, the Generall reſolved ro'ger fone pritoners of 
them, to cauſe to make an our-fall the next morning : and to thar effect, five 
hundred Commanded Musketiers were fent under the Command of Licycte- 
nant Colonell Zeſly, who had Orders to fall out before day upon the Encmy, 
Which hedid; Fe beating them from their Poſts, there were above three- 
ſcore killed, and thirtie taken priſoners ; which revealed the reaſon of ticir 
ſatve. As alſo by them it was found, the Armic had been broken up at mid- 
right, and croſſed the Danube, having made over a Ship-bridge, thinking 
with expedition to haſte unto Saxorre,to ſupply the /xpperialiſts,that were reti- 
ring after their defcat at Zeitzenunto Boheme. 

Notwithſtanding ot the advantage we had to profecute the Enemy, bein © 
divided by the River, our Generall would not ſuffer to purſuc ther, though! 
Generall Major Ruthven with the whole Othcers oficred to doe good lcervice, 
The Generall tearing they mighe.be brought to fight through defpaire, he 
would not permitto follow them, but chooſed rather toloſea golden oppor- 
cunitie. 

Within three dayes afterwards we marched towards Ansburg, where we 
lay two moneths in open Feilds, in the extremitic of cold, without houſes c: 
buildings, which undid the Army being idle without hoſtye imployment, 
our Generalls giving time to Our Enemies to gather ſtrenth to beat us againe 
out ofthe Country, which tormerly we had ſubdued by his Majeſties valout 
and good Conduet. 

During this time I remained on my Muſter place at Webling Cloiſter, gi- 
Ving Out patents tomy Officers , and money to recrue and ſtrengthen thei: 
Companies. But the enemy having taken-in the Patle and Towne of Lands- 
berg, which was given over upon accord by Colonell Hugh Hamilton, Who 
was priſoner, and kept almoſt three yeares ; forthe cnemie getting the Paſte un« 
to Schwabland, they marched towards Mennine, and trom thence to Branden 
burz on the Eler , and chaſed mee over the Danube. Being forced to quit a 
200d Muſter place, we retired unto Av5berg, having ſer the Danube betwixt 
us and the enemic ; where , on our march untortunacely my horſc fellon my 
{eg, andbcing f1x weekes under cure I continued {till with rhe Armie, on all 
occaſions commanding on horſe-back, being unable to travell a foote. 

\ The nextday after our comming to A wburg , Generall Banner did breake 
 upWwiththe Armie to march towards Ye on the Danube , there to joyne with 
the Felt-marſhall, G#Favws Horne , who was to come witha ſtrong partie of 
horſe, foot, and Artillerie from Elſas, with whom was come Major S:dſerfe,and 
the whole Mucketicrs of Sir Tames Ramſey his Regiment ; who being valou- 
rous and expert old Soldiers, they werecommanded on all exploitsof impor- 
tance, being conducted and led by a diſcret Cavalier their Major. 

The enemie, before our joyning with the Felt-marſhal! , had taken in 
Landsberg, Kaufbeyre, Kemptenw and Henning where their Armic did lic, while 
as we joyned with the Felt-marſhall at /{me, Palſgrave Chriftian being dire» 
cted tocommand the Armie on the Rhine, Generall Bawtiſhes having left them 
voluntarily ro goe for his wedding unto Denmark. 

Generall Banzier being alſo ſickly,nor yet fully cured of his aurc,that he Gic 


2et at Nwrenberg, he was direRed to the Steifft eMadebure to collect new 
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Forces thereto joyne with the Duke of Lunenburg and the Saxon, ho all this 


time,atier his Majeſties death, were purſuing hard the J»perialiſts conjunttis vis 
71bus, afliſting the Duke of Wymaer and the Sweders Arnue, Ar which time the 
Rex-chancellour 0 xeſter» made offer ,after lus Majeſtics death, to the Duke ot 
Saxon, to be made and choſen Directour of the Armies z who was neither 
willing to acceptit himſelte , nor yet willingly would condeſcend to bc dire- 
ed by arty other ; ſo that their diviſion did by timefully ruine the Armie, 
and almoſt loſt the good cauſe, few or none looking to the weale of the pub- 
lique , but all pleaſing their owne fancies , ſuffering the enemie to take ad- 
vantage, every one looking to their particula1 commoduies , which did oc- 
caſion the meeting at Hailbran, 
The fourty-one Obſervation. 
Fter his Majeſties departure unto Saxony , our Briggad , which for- 
Awe onall occaſions followed his Majeſtic, being often the Guard 
of his perſon,as at his croſſing the Rhine and at cMHimfen, were left be- 
hind; whichthenwe thought very hard , as if thereby we had beene loſt, 
which may be was the meanes of our fatetie ; for as ſome flying from danger 
meet with death, others doe finde protection in the very jawes of miſchicte, 
and ſome others in their ſleepe are caſt into fortunes lap , while as others, for 
all their induſtri6 , cannot purchaſe one {mile from her. Wee ſee then, that 
man 15 but mecrely the ball of time , bcing toſt two and fro is governed by 
a power that muſt beobcyed : and we kno there is a providence ordering all 
ehings,as itpleaſeth him, for which noman is able to ftinde or give a reaſon: 
we muſt therefore beleeve S*- Jerome , laying, Providentia Det omnia gubernan = 
tur, &f que putatur pena, medicing ef. ; 

In vaine then we murmurart the things that muſt be, and in vame we mourne 
for what we cannot remedie, Therefore let this be ourchiete comfort, that we 
are alwayes in the hands ofa Royall Proteour :what eyer then befalls us, we 
muſt be contented, not ſtrugling againſt power. 

We ſee alſo thereis nothing more dangerous for Commanders in warres, 
thento be thought once by their fellowes, Officers and Souldiers to be greedy 
of theevill of gaine : which opinion once received by jnteriours, may mighrily 
croſſe the fortunes of their Leaders : for when Ofhcers and Souldiers conceive 
an evill opinion of their Leaders , no cloquence is able to make them thinke 
well ofthem thereafter, for, a ſupreme Othcer bcing once remarked to kee 
the meanes of thoſe that ſerved them , they are without doubt thereafter deſpi- 
ſed by their followers. And therefore he is never worthy the name of a glorious 
Commander, that doth not preferre the vertue of liberalitie before the love of 
periſhing gold ; otherwiſe 1n his tecth he will be afwell deſpiſed by the comes 
mon Soldiers, as by his betters ; for a brave Commander ought never tomake 
an Idol of the moneys whieh ſhould ſarisfie Souldiers , bur he ſhould rather 
looke unto that which may follow , to wit, his overthrow,or at leaſt his con- 
tempt. Therefore I would adviſe Cavaliers, that command and leade others, 
to entertaine the affection of thoſe that have ferved bravely and truly, leſt being 
unjuſtly diſdained, they might turne their Armes the contrary way. 

Wee ſee a'fo the emulation of vertue betwixt friends commendable, in ftrj- 
vingavho ſhould force the enemy firſt unto a parle ; Where the diligence and 
valour of Major Sr7cajre is prauſe-worthy , who teared nothing bur age s 
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where we ſee, thatthe enticement tO great travell and paines is glory and ho- 
rour, And we fee, all Arts and (ciences areattained unto with diligent cx- 
erciſe; So that itis nor time, or number of yeares that makes a brave Soul- 
dier, but che continuall meditation of exerciſe and praftiſe ; For Souldiers 
ſhould bc frequented in running , not torunneaway,as ſome doe, bur on the 
contrary , that with the greatelt celerity they may proſecute their enemies, 
taking tune in overtaking their flying encrmies, and thar they may the better 
releeve their friends , for more come tobe good Souldiers by uſe then by 
nature, Here allo I did ſee our Generall following Guiſcharam his counſell, 
that wiſhed to make a filver bridgeto ler palle our enemues, bur if the enemy 
oN his retreat would grow carelefſſe and amuſe himfelfe onceo:1 booty, then ir 
werea fit time to medle with him being loaden with booty. 

After his Majeſties death we ſee the alterarion of time did give greater 
adyantage unto our enemies; for while as our Army lay idle the whole 
winrerat Ausbarg, the enemy was gathering his forces, and we loſing time 
negleFed «ur duty,baving loſt our Headai d Leader, when we oughtrather to 
have followed our enemies with fire , ſword, ſpoileand flaug! ter till we had 
ſubduedthem , than to have ſuffered the enemy before our noſes to have ta- 
ken from us that , which we by his Majeſties good conduQt had conquered 
before ,, Sothat we ice itis viciſſitude that mainraines the world : and as 
one ſcale iz not alwayes indeprefſion, northe other lifted ever higher , eyen 
ſo, Lke unto the alternate wave of ;the Beame, we were at this time with 
both our Armies kept ever in the play of motion, 
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"The fourty-two Daty of owr March through 
Schwabland under the Alpes to our 
Leaguer at Donavert, being the 
end of my Expedition with the 
Regiment. 


Aving joyned with the Felt-marſhall ar Vime, wecroſled the D- 
H zwbe, and quartered over-night in the Earldome of Xirkberg,being 
Generall Major R#thven his lands, ditpoſed unto him by his Maje- 
ſty for good ſervice ; andhearing theenemies Army were at Memming with- 
in {ix miles of us , we advanced the nextmorning towards them , with a rc- 
ſolution to beate them backe unto Bevy, being almoſt equall with them in 
Strength , we continued our march withextreme cold , till the ſecond nighe 
that we quarteredina great Dorpe, a mile trom the enemy , ſo thatin the 
night fire cncring in our quarter , wirh difficulcy we ſaved our Amunitionand FP, 
Artillery, having loſt many Horſes, and the moſt part of the Armies Bag- 
gage. Noovitanding whereof, we marched the next day towards Memmore, 
and before our coming the enemy having ſtrongly beſet the Towne , he 
marched away two miles from the Towne , thinking to ingage us with the 
Towne , that he might returne againe with advancage torelceye it, {ceing we 
had not time to intrench our (elves,he being then ſo neere, _ 
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But vvc finde at our coming the enemy was gone, we drew up in battaile 


within rcach of Cannon tothe Towne, where they ſaluted us with Cannon 
till it drew necre night , and then leaving ſ{tzong watches before the Towr ©, 
for ſearc of our- falling, laying our watches to keepe them in , we quartred 


over-night in Dorps, attending the up. coming of our Baggage, being ſcarce 
of vicualls and without forrage , but ſuchias we brought with us, The next 
morning our baggage being come, and hearing the enemy was within two 
miles of us , Icaving aſtrorg hinder- halt to kecpe inthe Garriſon , we mar- 
ched with the rcſt of the Army after the! enemy, where betorc night our 
fore-troopes did $kirmiſh rogether, and we having the beſt of ir, the cne- 


4 my was forced to leave a ſtrong Rearc-guard of Horſe and Dragoniers, ma- 


king thereſt of his Army to march away unto a paſle beſide Kemprew, being 
a ſtrong ſtreight Paſſe, the country being|ſtreight and hilly , tull of woods, 
very-commodous for Ambuſcadoes , ſo that we could not march to them, 
bur in order of Bartaile ; our fore- troopes ot horſe and Dragoniers advancing 
ſoftly on the enemy , being forced to recognize ſtill betore them, till ar 
laſt they charged their horſc- watches, which being beaten by ours , we did 
oct three Cornets from them , where incontinent Major Sidſerfſe with Ram- 
ſes Musketiers fell on their Dragoniers and $skirmiſhed with them, till they 
were forccd toretire, and being darke , our Army having {ct out their horſe 
and foore watches before them , they ſtogde the whole night in battaile, rill 
itwasday , and the encmy being gone in the night, the way thwart and 
deepe, ſome of his Cannon being left behinde, were buried, burning 
their Carriages with their waggons as they did breake, making them unpro- 
fitable for us, 

We continued our march in the morning, minding to attrapthem,fo that 
by midday they having turned their Cannon onthe Paſte towards us, they 
forced our Army toſtand without reach of their Cannon, trying on both 
hands of the Pafſe to win through, but 1p'vaine , ſecing there was no paſs 
ſage neere hand;bur at that one place, where we did cannonade one againſt an- 
other for two dayes , till the enemy retired their Cannon wi hin Kemprey, 
and the r<ſt of their Army unto Bevier , having croſt both the ZTeake and the 
Eler againc, | þ 

The cnemy being gone, we retired for want of vitualls and forrage, the 
country being ſpoyled, we were forced to over-fce the beleaguering of Heme 
z2iyz , forthat time paſling by it towards Mcnaetheim, where we reſted two 
dayes, and then marched on Kasfſbier, wherc.in two dayes we forced the 
Garriſon roa compoſition, being content to march away without Armes, 
getting a Convoy to Lexdsbeyg on the Leake, 

The weather being extremely cold under the ſnowy 4 pes, we refreſhed 
our Army three dayes at Xasfſbzer , and the fourth day marched towards the 
Eley , where thewater being {mall , we made a bridge of our ſmall Cannon 
with their Carrage, being placed two and/twoalongft the River at ancquall 
diſtance of eight foote Ali ig where we layd over Deales betwixt the Can- 
non, paſſing over our whole Infantry alongft the bridge ; which being paſt 
and the Dales taken off, the horſes ſpanned before the Cannon, led them 
away afterthe Army, And quarteriog that night in the fi-1ds, the next 

morning  ebeleaguered Kemprenz Having battered hard for three dayes to 
gcther with Cannon, art Jaſtthe breachbeing made and the Towne almoſt 
Drought to an Accord , having loſt divers Souldters and Officers before it, 
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hearing the Duke of Bavier his Army was crolt the Leake againe at Landsbery, 
having gottena ſtrong ſupply , and being made certaine, they were ti» march 
mito the Duke of Yerterbergs Land , the Felt-marſhall atter great paincs ta» 
ken, was foic'd to qui: Kempten, and tomarch with the Army to be be. 
fore them in Yertenbere., | | 

The Dukes Army on their march by the way, tooke in a C: tle beſides 
Koffsier , where Captaine Brumfieldand Quartcr-maſter Saxdelens were ta- 
ken Priſoners , and were ſent tobe kept at Lizdaw. Agsalfo in their by-go- 
ing, they took- in Kofſb:er, and continued their\march alongit the Eder, till 
they croſled with their Army at Brendenbarg , we lying that night with our 
Army within a mile of them , The next day we ſtrived who might paſſe the 
Danube firſt for going to Yertenberg, where it was our Fortune to get berwixt 
them and the paſſe , having line at Monderkine , while as they had crofleda 
mile below us on the River, Which when we underſtood by our intelligence 
oftheir being ſonecre, incontinent the Felt-marſhall cauſed our Ar-illery 
and foote to march over inthe night, ſfothat before day our Army advan- 
ccd towards the Paſle, leaving Dragonicrs behinde us, to burne atid to 
Caft off thc Bride; But the Bridge was no ſooner ſer on fire , but the ene- 
mies tore troopes did drive our Dragoniers atter us, they coming up full 
Squadrons of horſe and foote driving up our Reare, conſiſting of three Ree 
g1mcnts of horſe, Colonell Daggenfield, Coloncll Cratzfteinand Colonell 
Morro of Fowles, being three valorous Barons , who reſolved among(t 
themlelves, Dazgenfield ſhould charge the cnemy firſt , which he mantully 
did, andthenrctired , who immediatly was reſcued by Colonell Monro, 
having charged the enemy, retired , being ſhot through the right foote 
witha Musket Bullet, and Colonell Crates reſcuing him againe, char. 
gedthe enemy the laſt time, keeping them up till the reſt were ſafely re. 
tircd, and then retiring himſelfe at the Spurres, being laſt, was pitrifully 
cut over the head with a Poles-(bable, the enemy following them illrill they 
were repu'ſed by our Dragoniers. Nevertheleſſc they did get the moſt part 
of our baggage, and a great number of the horimens led hories, ſcrvants 
and Coaches. 

The Paſſe being narrow , and we having the adyantage of them, 'bcing 
able to receivethem with our whole arty, horle and foote, while as they 
could not advance unto us but by divifious , at moſt thirty in Front againſt 
a ſteepe hill , where our Army was ſtanding ready in batraile, to receive 
them horſe, footeand Artillery. Which they confideringthe grear diſad- 
vantage they had to purſue us, drawing their Army alſo in battaile, they 

lanred their ordinance againſt us, where once begun , we continued the 
whole day Cannonading one againſt another , where neither toote nur 
horſe could joyne to skirmiſh, Bur the night comming on, the Felt-mar- 
ſhall direed his great Cannon away betore, and lcaving a ſtrong Reare- 
puard of Horſe and Dragoniers at the Paſſe, getting ord.rs to remaine 
thererill midnight.,wee retired the reſt of our Army unto Yertenberg land, ha- 
ving five miles ro march , before day, our retreate being in the right, though 
ſafe, wasconfuſedly made. 

The Enemy finding at mid-night that we were gone, followed up our 
Rere-guard , skirmiſhivg a little, 1n the end retired. And tle whole Armie 
croſſed the Danube againe, of intention to ruine all our Muſter-piaces in 
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Schwablard : and in their way they rookea French Marquelle priſoner on his 
Muſtcr-place,and Coloncll 7obn Forbeſſe, being both carcleſle they were ſur- 
prized in their Quarters, and were kept priſoners tor three yeares. 

The Army quartered themſelves in Schwabland and Tyrol along it the Be 
den Sea, ſetting Garriſons in Townes, as, 1n Coffance, Pybrach, Yberling, and 
divets more. During this time our Armie was well entertained and retreſhed 
in good quarters in Yertenbergland, having ſecured them for that time from 
their Enemies, we attended the Rhinegrave his comming with a ſupply from 
Elſass as alſo we did get 4 ſtrong ſupply of Country Souldiers from the 
Duke of Yertenberg, with a great deale of Amunition, anda WPpIy of Horſe 
and Cannon. The Xhinegrave being come, finding our ſelves ſtrong againe, 
we reſolved to ſearch the Encmy, for tomake him retire unto Baveere againe, 
which we cffectuated within ten dayes» After our up. breaking having croſ.. 


ſed the Danube againe, the Enemy being retired, our Armie did ſettle them- | 


ſelves in a cloſe Leaguer at Dowavert for three moneths together, attending 
the concluſion of the mecting at Wailbron, xcfolving to cnterprife no exploye 
or hoſtility againſt the Enemy,till ſuch eime as they ſhould know,who ſhould 
content them for their by-palt ſervice, as alſo whom they ſhould ſerve in 
times coming. wif 

During which time I went to Hailbron to ſolicite my Regiments affaires 
with the Rex-chancellor, and being there my Coſen Colonell Monro of Fowles 
dyed of his wounds at Y ime, where he was buned, and there after my bro» 
ther was killed by the inſolency of ſome!Dureh Souldicrs, which were of 
another Regiment, net his owne, who was alſo buried at Bachrach on the 
Rhine, and his Lievetenant Colonell 7obn,Menro diſcharging himſelfe of the 
Regiment, they were reduced at Heidelberg on the Neckar to rwo Companies 
under Captaine Adams Gordon, and Captaine| Nicholas Reſſe + which two 
Companies by the Chancellor his Orders I rooke from Palſgrave Chriftiaw 
his Armie, and marched with them to Dopavert, where 10 Isly 1633. Ijoy- 
ned them to my Regiment, of whom I taoke leave, leaving them under 
Command of my Lievetenant Colonell 194» S:nclaire, who immediatly af- 
terward was killed at Newmark in the upper Palatinate, and was tranſportcd 
to be buried at Dowavert. My Major William Szewart ſucceeded to the Lieve- 
tenant Colonell's place, I being gone fora Recreut to my Regiment unts 
Britaine. From that rime to the Bartaile of Nerling, being a yeare, they were 
ſed by Lievtenant Colonell Stewarr, brother to Claire. And fince I did not 
ſee the ſervice, I continue to ſpeake of the laſt yeares Expedition, till I be 
informcd of thoſe whodid ſee the ſervice, as I did the reſt.

N warres wiſedome is of ſuch worth, that the ſpirit and skill of one Com- 
|| mander is ſometimes better than thouſands| of armed men, And nothing 

encourages an Enemy more than the foolifhneſſe and ignorance of their 
Enemies in warlike buſineſſe : But on the contrary, he {leepes not ſound thar 
hatha wiſcenemy, Fora wiſc Leader doth all things wiſcly,and it becomes 


apta Leader tone himſclfe to vanitic, or to intemperate appetites, for, how 
| can 
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can he command others, that never preſſed tocommand his owne inordinate 
defires 2 and brave Leaders of Armies and valourovus Captaines ſhould cver 
tookc to their honour and renowne, more than unto riches or pleaſure,ſ] poyle 
or gainc, quitting, the ſpoyle of their Enemies to their Souldiers, they oughr 
to reſerve the honour and fame for themſelves : for, he/wants not meanes 
bur inrichcs his family , that hath wonne credit, and leaves it to his poſte= 
ritic. Our conteftation then ſhould be for honour and credit, and nor for un- 
lawfall ſpoyle or gaine, eſtceming more of magnanimitie, where ever it is 
found, than of riches attained unto , it may be, through feebleneſſe and 
cowatdice, lying ina Garriſon, having never ſeen anenemy, or a man killed 
in the Fields ; when other Cavaliers did ſhew their valour before their enc- 
mies, gaining more cfcdit, though lefle wealth, which is of ſhorteſt con- 
tinuance. For we are not worthy the name of Souldiers, if we glory (as 
many doc ) more in gathering riches ( that periſh taſter than they come ) 
than we doe to get an immortall good name : for we muſt thinke ſill, 
that truce honour doth confiſt onely in vertuous actions, which ſhould 
make us more ambitious of credit, than of unlawtull gaine attained unto 
by avarice. 

Here alſo we ſce great difference betwixt Leaders, For after we had gotten Xx. 
Feltmarſhall Horne to leade us, we began by his valourous good Condutt ro 
recover againe, what others had ſuffered the Enemy to polleſle : ar:d before 
he advanced, he made his friends ſure behind him, as Y/me, and the Duke of 
Vertenbere , that alwaycs in necefſitic he might make a late rctre.te, as a wiſe 
Gcnerall oughtto doc, looking what might happen. So'then we fee, that 
as Ralolution is ncedfull, Counſcll is not to be deſpiſed coming from a ſted- 
faſt minde, for it is betrer ro ſave our ſelves and others, than to be the In- 
ſtruments to loſe both, But when we have no time to reſolve long in mat- 
ters deplorable, then reſolution ſhould have place before long adviſc- 
ment, 

Here alſo I did obſerve , that Generalls are forced to be ruled according 
to the occurrences in warre. For the Feltmarſhall chinking to get advantage 
of the enemies Armie, he lett che Garriſon of Memmne behinde him, For 
he knew well, if once he did beate or remove the enemies Armie, he could 
deale the cafier with the Garriſon in ſubduing of ir. Moreover, we (ce here, 
how neceſſary Cannon aretoa Generall to make a (afe Retreate, getting any 
advantage of ground. 

Likewiſe we ſec here the goodneſle of Intelligence, which isever moſt ne- +, 
ceſſary to an Armic, without which no good can be done or cffectuated, 
Which made the Feltmarſhall quitthe gaining of Xempten, to ſaveche Coun- 
try of Yertenberg by his diligenceand celcritice, in marchiug to gainethe paſſe 
before the ImperialiFs, 

On the other part, ſloath and negleQive watch js to be condemned, while 
as. through ſecuritic Cavaliers ſuffer themſclvesto be ſurpriſed, as became of 
the French Marqueſſe and Colonell 79h» Forbeſſe, being both takes in their 
beds, who ought rather, tirough good Intelligence,to haye been on Horſe- 
backe in the Fields before the Enemies comming. 

Allo the yalour of thoſe Cavaliers that made the Retrcate good, is wor- 
thy praiſe, they having carricd the tokens of their valour intheir bodics, for 
the {atetic of their Camerades, 
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My Coſcn Fowles being ſhot in the foot, retired to Yimeto be cured, who 
ehrough the ſmart of his wound fell into a languiſhing Feaver : and as the 
wound was paintull tothe body, ſo the fintull body was painful] to the ſoule, 
the body being endangered except the wound were curcd, and the foule was 
not ſound till the bodies finne were healed, and both for fix weckes did much 
{marc the patient, while as his wounds were! dreſſed. But though his bodily 
wound was incurable, yet his ſoule was cured by the puniſhment of his bo- 
dy. For, all thetimc, he like to a good Chriſtian, made himſelfe night and 
day familiar by prayers unto God, till he found reconciliation through Chriſt. 
Sothat his end was glorious, having long {matted undcr correction, though 
his lite was painfull. | 

O happic wounds that killed the body, being they were the meancs to ſave 
the ſoule by bringing him to repentance ! Let no friend then bedew their eyes 
for him that lived honourable as a Souldier, and dycd ſo happic as a good 
Chriſtian. My brother Colonel! Monre of 0bFel being untimely and inno- 
cently taken our of this lite, being a true Chriſtian and a right Traveller. 
His life was his walke, Chriſt his way, and Heaven his home. And though 
during his life time his pilgrimage |was paintull, yet the world knowes, his 
way did lcad to perfeRion : for he leancd|ſtill on Chriſt, in whom he was 
made perfe&t. And therefore let no man doubr, that though his end was ſud- 
den, but his home was pleaſing, being by his brethren after death made wel- 
come to Heaven ; and though he travelled hard, yer I perſivade my ſelfe he 
walked right, and therefore was rewarded and made welcome through C4r:f 
his Redeemer. | 

Shortly after him,my deare Coſen and Lieverenant Colonell 79hn Sinclaire 


| being killed at Newmark, he did leave meand all his acquaintance fſorrowfull, 


eſpecially thoſe brave Hcroicks ( Duke Barnard of Wymer and Feltmarſhall 
Horne ) whom he trucly followedand valourouſly obeyed till his laſt houre, 
hvng much worth he was much lamented, as being without gall or bittcr. 
neſſe, 
Likewiſe at this time Lievetenant Hez7or Monro, being alſo a ſtout and 2 
valourous Gentleman, died ofa languiſhing Ague in Yerzenberg, being much 
lamented by his Camerades and friends. |! 

We rcade in the Roman Story z That the memory of the dead was ever 
honourable and precious, fo that the Rowans| wore mourning for their dead 
frienc's above a yeare. And the Athenians had an Orderamongſt them, that 


allchoſe whodycd bravely in warres , their names ſhould be inregiſtred and 


ſer in Chronicle : -as alſo trequent mention/was ordained to be made of their 
names, and of the exploits done by them, inthe publique meetings, More- 
over, it was ordained by them to celebrate dayes in their remembrance, 
wherein the youth ſhould be exerciſed indiyers exerciſes of body, called Se= 
palchres, whereby the people might be incouraged to follow Armes, for to 
gaine honour to themſelves, to theend that diſdaining death they might be 
encoura: ed to fight for the weale of the publique. And Polemarche the Lea- 
der for thoſe youths, in time of their Exerciſe, was wont to ſing Verſes and 
Songs made in praiſc of thoſe that dyed yalourouſly ſerving the publique, 
and ro mcit- others to the like magnauumitie.

{cads up the laſt Dwvifion of Musketiers,' being fix Rots alſo, and coming in 
equall Front with the reſt , the Captaine making a figne for the Drumme 
beating, they order their Armes,|the, Captaine ſtanding in Front on the 
Right hand, the Enſigne on his left, and the Lievetenant on the left hand 
of both, with a Scrgeant on each Flancke, and the under-Beitclls with halfe 
Pikes ſtand in the Reare of the Company, 

Twelve Companies thus complete would make up three Squadrons, c- 
very Squadron of Pikes and Muskets being drawne up ſeyerall apart, after 
the former example of the leſſe body, Pikes and Colours on the right hand, 
and the Musketiers on the Icft, which three Squadrons thus drawne up and 
complete would make a complete /Briggad of Foote, to be divided as fol- 
lowes ( viz.) cighr Corporall-ſhips of Musketicrs, being thirty-rwoR ots 
diviced in foure Plottons, every Plotton uw elght in front, led off by 2 
Capraine, ai d every Diviſionafterhim led up by a ſufficient Officer, till at a 
haulte all were drawne in even front , afterthis Diviſion ſhould follow the 
thirty-ſix Rors of Pikes, being twelve Corporall-ſhips with their Colours, 
a Capraine lcading off the firſt five Rots before the foure Colours ſhould 
Nirre, where berwixt the ſecond and third: Ranke of the firſt: Diviſion of 
Pikes,-the Drummer ſhould beate, then che Enfignes ſhould leade off the 0- 
cher Diviſion, their Furers wich their Colours following them, till they drew 
up in even Front with the firſt Divifion of Pikes, which ought to be in one 
Front with the thirty.-rwo Rots of Musketiers, that makethe right wing of 
the Briggad, keeping their Armes orderly ſhouldered, cill they were com- 
manded otherwiſe, and their Sergeants ought to looke unto the Flanks, 
eill ſuch time that the whole Squadron of Pikes being thirty-ſix Rots were 
drawne up in even Front with the Musketiers, aftcr this manner, the other 
Squadron of Pikes being thirty-ſix Rots alſo,which ſhould make the Batraile 
of the Briggad, ought to march by Diviſions, being led up inall reſpets and 
order, afrer the manner of the former Squadron of Pikes, till they were in 


, even Front withthereft, then the other thirty-two Rots of Musketiers be- 


longing to that Squadron, which are appointed to be the Barraile of the Brig- 
gad, ought ro be led upas the firſt Diviſion of Musketiers were inall points, 
which ought to draw up art a reaſonable diſtance behinde their owne Squa- 
dron of Pikes, appointed for the Bartaile of the Briggad : where their Ser- 
gcants on the Flancks oughtto looke rotheir order, and not to ſuffer them to 
firre their Armes, till they were commanded. And after them ſhould march 
vp the laſt Squadron of Pikes inall reſpeRs obſerving the order of the former 
$qu?drons in their marching, till they were led up in equall Front with the 0- 
ther Pikes, and then march up the laſt thirty-two Rots of Musketiers in 
toure Diviſions, obſerying the order of the former Diviſions, till they were 
1n equall Front with the whole Pikes, andthenthey making up the left wing

of Exerciſe. 


of the Briggad,the Colonell of the Briggad ordaines the batt<ll of Pikes be- 
ivg the middle Squadron of Pikes to advance 1n one body before the reſt, till 
they are free of the Musketiers and Pikes, which makes the wings of the 
Briggad, and thenthe batraile of Pikes ſtanding firme , the thirty-two Ro: 
of Muskeriers which were drawne up behinde them, march up, till they 
fill up the voide betwixt the Squadrons of pikes ſtanding right behinde their 
owne pikes , that is the bartaile of the Briggad, and then the Colonell ma- 
king a figne to the Drummers , they beate all alike, till the Briggad in one 
inſtant doth order their Armes , all Officers of the Briggad ſtanding on their 
ſtations, according as they were directed , then the ſuperplus of the three 
Squadrons of musketiers being fourty-eight Rot, are drawne up , bchinde 
the Briggad , having alſo Officers to command them, they attend orders, 
which they are to obey , being commanded out as pleaſcth their Officers, 
cither toguard Cannon or Baggage, or to be Convoyes to bring Amunition 
or victualls tothereſt, 
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A direction to T raine ſingle Souldier\ 
apart . 
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Aving thus formed a Company , and ſhowne the manner to draw up 
H a complete Briggad, for the younger Officer his better underſtand- 

ing , being a Noviceto this Diſcipline, I will ſer downe brictely 
the beſt way, ſuddenly to bring a young Company to be exerciſed , which 
in my opinion would be thus, Firſt, fince every Rot of the ewenty-one, where- 
of the Company doth conſiſt , hathallowed a Corporall or a Rot-maſter 
as the Leader of the other five , which Leader is ſuppoſed tobe more expert 
in handling of Pike or Musket, then the other five, who make vpthe Rot, 
and the under Rot-maſter is ſuppoſed to be more expert in handling his 
Armes thanthe other fourc , ſothat he is appointed as a ſecond to the Leader, 
being ſometimes a Leader himſelfe , then aftcr the company is made up, for 
the firſt weeke I would have every Cotporall of the fix, and the fittecne Rot- 
maſters, being Leaders,with the helpe of their undet Rot<maſters,in a wecekes 
time, to make the other foure as expert in handling of Pike and Musket, as 
themſclves , orto be puniſhed with Irons incaſe of their negleR, which the 
Sergeant ſhould ſeedone, as they ſhould anſwer to the Lievercnant, the 
Lievetenant to the Captaine, and the Captaine to the Major, the Major to 
the Lieyetenant Colonell , and they all to the Colonell, which they ought 
to practiſe inthe fields apatt , till the Rot were acquainted, every one with 
his Leader,fronvthe firſt to thelaſt : and while as the under Rot-maſter ſhould 
turne Leader, then all the followers before , were then Leadcrs allo, and 
then the Ror being apart , the middlc mag of the Rot ſhould be taught to 
double ts the Front, till their deepe were three, that was fix before, and 
ia falling off againe , the middle man ſhould turne to the contrary fide or 
hand he came up upon , carrying thcir Armes handſomly free from others; 
Aaa withour 
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without making noife in their retiring to! their former ſtation ; and 
OICcrs. ; 
Likewiſe I wouldhave the Corporall , Rot-maſter or Leader, being a 
Muskcticr, having his Rot once expert, 10 handling ſeverally the Musket 
well, then to diſcharge their Maskets in winning ground, advancing to an enc- 
my,the Leader having diſcharged his musKet,{tanding ſtill ro blow his panne 
and prime againc, having caſt off his looſe! powder, then to caſt about his 
Musket to his left ſide , drawing backe with his Musket his left foot and 
hand, till the mouth of the musket come right to his hand, to charge againe 
inthe ſame place, ſtanding firme till his follower marched by him on his 
right hand,ſtan.ling at the ſame diſtance before him,that he ſtood behinde,and 
thento give fire, blowing his pan, priming, caſting off and retiring his musker 
with his left hand and foote, and to charge againe, as is ſaid, and fo forth, one 
atter another, diſcharging at a like diſtance, till at laſt the Rot-maſter ſhould 
be under-rot, and the under-rot Leader, and then his follower marching up 
by him, whilc as he is charging, giving fire onthe cnemy,and having diſcharg- 
ed, ſtanding till alſo charging, till in th'end, the Rot-maſter come to be 
Leader againe, and fo forgh, ſtill advancing per wices, till the enemy turne 
backe, or that they come repuſh of Pike, and Burs of Muskets. Thus having 
excrciſcd t]:c Rots apart for a w*cke or two, Conbrieſle they will become ex- 
pert Souldiers in uſing their Armes, when they are joyned in a ſtrong body, 
lefſe or more. The P1ke.men would be exerciſed alſo by Rots apart, in the 
ſevcrall Poſtures thereof, till they were acquainted alſo with their Leaders, and 
were made expert 1n = their Pikes aright, till thereafter the whole body of 
Pikes might be excrcifed apart, with great eaſe to their Officers ; The. Muſ. 
kerlers being drawne in a body, being fixteene or thirry-rwomen in Front, be. 
ing but ſix Rancks deepe, the firſt Rancke diſcharging at once, caſting abour 
their muskers and charging all alike, the ſecond Rancke marches through every 
follower, going by onthe right hand of his Leader, ſtanding befcre him ar the 
diſtance they were behinde, and thenbeing firme, they give fire all alike on 
cheir cnemics, blowing, priming, caſting about and charging all alike where 
they ſtand, till per vices the whole Ranckes have diſcharged, and fo forth «r 
antes , ſucceſſively advancing and giving-fire, till the enemy turne backe, | 
or that they come topuſh of Pike, and being thus well exerciſed inadvancing 
to the enemy, and winning ground, if through neceſſity they be forced toretire 
from an enemy, loſing ground, they muſt alſo keepe their faces totheir ene. , 
mics, the Reare being ſtill infire, and the laſt Rancke having given fire, they 
march through the Rancks till they that were laſt are firſt comming off,and fo 
' per wires, till they have made a ſaferetreate, the Rearc which is ever the Front, 


coming fiom an enemy 1s in fire, 
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T he manner to exerciſe a body 
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O cxercile a Squadron of Musketiers, how ſtrong ſocyer they be, the 

| number of Rancks being no deeper than fix, the fifes being even may 
beſo many as your voice can extend to, ever obſerving that you; 
Command be- given in the Front , otherwiſe may breede diſorder, and 
before you begin to command , you would enter fri with a Prologue, a: 
good Orators commonly doe, to reconciliat their hearers attendance : cycn 
1o you oughtwith an exhortation of attendance entreate, bur by way of 
command, your Souldiers notto be gazing 111 time of their exerciſe , but 


with ſtedfaftncle to (ertle their mindes on their exerciſe, that they may the; 


berter obſerve and obey the words of command , and above all things , you 
are to command them to keepe filence, rot babling one to another , neſ.- 
ther in their motions, to ſuffer their Armes to rattle ons og 1inſt another, al. 
wayes to take heede to their Leadcrs, thar goe betore them, and to !ollow 
them orderly without diſturbance, keeping and obſcrving their duc diſtance 
citherof Ranckes or Files : which may becafily done, if they bur ducly ful- 
low their Leaders, and have aneye on their right and left fellow Camerades, 
for keeping their Ranckes evenin alike Front. Likewiſe they arc to obſerve 
when they are commanded to turne any where , whether it be by Rancks or 
Files , that their faces may by turned tothe hand they are commanded to, 
before they ſturre to march, and the to march alike, and when ever they 
couble Rancks or Files, orcounter-march , they muſt ever obſerve corerire 
£othe contrary hand, they were commanded to double on, if they doubled 
tothe right, when they fall off they retire turning to the left hand , ex contra, 
for avoiding of diſorder or hinderance, thartheir Armes woald make, if 
they retired to the ſame hand they were commanded to double or march to; 
In their counter- marches 1t is alſo requiſit in time cf cxercife, that neither 
Officer nor Souldier doe preſume to command, direct, or finde tault with 
the errour, but he that commands in chicke , whether he be ſuperiour 
or inferiour Officer for the time , ſince it is faid, when many ſpeake few 
hcare; Therefore he muſt command alone, ſuffering no rivall, for avot- 
ding of diſorder. Order therefore of diſtance being a chiefe point obſerved in 
exerciſing is three told, to wit, Open order of Rancks or Files is fix foote 
of diſtance , being betwixt Rancks and Files both alike, only requifit to be 
obſerved in muſtering , or while as they ſtand indanger of Cannon, notbe- 
ing in battaile , where in battaile order the diſtance to be obſcrved betwixr 
Rancks or Files ſhould be three foote , where Elbow to Elbow oi the fide 
Camerades may joyne , where in the- open order aforeſaid, hand to hand 
can but joyne. But in cloſe order uſed moſt in converſion, or wheeling 15 
ſhoulder to ſhoulder, and foote to foote, firme keeping themſelves together, 
for feare to be pur aſunder by the force of their enemies, and then to difor- 
der, which is ever to be looked unto, chiefely before an enemy. Your tpecch 
thus ended, for your generall diretions, you begin againe ro commane) 
filence, and to take heed what is commanded to be done, ſaving, Height

This dou- 
bling of the bringers up or of middle-men, is very requilit in giving a gene- 
rall ſalve of Musket, and .s itisto be obſerved in rancks , thatthe beſt men 
arc placed i: front, reareand middle, even fo in files, every Corporal- 
!hip being foure files of Musketiers, the likelieft are put ever inthe right and 
lett files of the foure, being alſo of beſt experience. 

The doubling ofrancks being done, and/all remitted in good order, and 
to their firſt diſtance of open order, you are to command, and cxcrciſe 
Souldiers 1n three ſeveral! wayes of counter-marching , requiſit in ſome re- 
ipects, butin my opinion to be uſed bur ſeldome, except it be in neceſliry 
inſuchpatts, as the ground will nor permitotherwiſe, therefore ro avoide 
diſorder, Souldiers ought notto |be ignorant of any of the three ſorts of 
comter-marchiig. ;

The third ſort of countermarch I eſteeme moſt of to be priQtiſed, being 
rather a converſion very requiſit tobe well knowne to all Souldiers in all Ar- 
mies, chiefly to be uſed beforean enemy : tor as it is muſt ſudden; ſo in my 
opinion,it breeds leaſt diſorder and diſturbance, the Souldiers orce uſcd toit, 
of themſelves they will willingly doe it on any occaſion, the body being be- 
fore in open order or Barcaile order,ſay, Cloſe the Ranks and Files t your 
clofſe order,without encumbering one of another, every man following rig he 
his owne Leader,keeping cloſle to his fide man, then ſay. To the right hand 
the quarter turne halfe or whole, as the occafion and the ground doth per- 
mit, *and then ſay. Drefſe your Armes,and follow your Leaders, and open a- 
gaine to your Battaile order, | 

Laſtly, the body of your Musketiers exerciſed pertc&ly after this man- 
ncr, for the better bringing of them inexetciſe and breath, that in caſe any 
diſorder may happen amongſt them, they may the better afterward be 
acquainted one with another, ſay to your open order of fix foote diſtances, 
Open both Rankes and Files, and ſer downe your Armes handſomely where 
you ſtand, then command your Sergeant to goe an hundred paces from the 
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body of your Muskericrs, and ſticke in his Ho!bert in the ground, then ad- 
moniſh your Souldiers, that at the tucke ot your Drumme they runne from 
their Armes avout the Holbert,and to ſtay thereri!] the Drummerecall chem 
1o4ine to their Armes, which being done, it makes the Souldicrs able in 
breath to know one anothers place, in calc they ſhould be brought atany time 
in diſorder, to recover themſelves the better, Thus much tor the training of 
Souldicrs in changing of place, as you will have them, without glving of 
fre. | | 
Whcnyou have gotten your Souldiers thus experimented in their moti- 
ons, then are you toacquaint them| with ſhor in giving of fire, ro make them 
fix againft their enemics, which is cafily done, having once apart and fingular- 
ly uſed their Muskets, after the order of the ſeverall poſturcs, belonging there. 
tO, as was commanded their inferiour Officers and Leaders to teach them 
beforc they were excrcifed. Therefore before you come to the particular 
formes- ot giving fire, you ſhall firſt give ſyme generall direRious to be ob- 
ſerved by all, for avoiding the hurting of themſelves, or of their Camerades, 
as aſſo how they canbeſt offend their enemies ; and to this cffeR , you ſhall 
admoniſh in love all brave Musketiets, firſt to have their Muskets cleere and 
hanſoime, and aboveall fix in the worke, eſpecially every Souldier would 
be wcll knowne with his owne Muskert and cocke, to cocke arighr, then 
ro hold the mouth or Cannon of his Musket ever high up, cithcr being 
on his ſhoulder,orin priming or guarding of his panne, but in giving fire, ne- 
ver higher or lower than levcll with the enemies middle, then your Muſ- 
keticrs being in readineſſe, your Muskets charged, they may be comman- 
ded to give firc in $kirmiſh, diſbandoned as their Officers doe dirc& them, 
ro adyance or retire, asthe occaſion offers ; alſo to give fire by Ranckes, 
Files, Diviſions, or in Salves, as| the Officer pleaſeth ro command, to the 
effect they may be fixed Omni mods, though in my opinion, otic way is the 
beſt, yet there are ſeverall wayes of giving fire in advancing to an enemy, 
as retiring from an enemy, or inſtanding|firme beiore an enemy, either by 
Rancks, or by Files madcto Ranckss» 
Advancing to anenemy not being diſbandoncd, bur in one bodie they 
eive fire by Rancks to Rancks , | having made readie alike, they advance ren 
aces before the bodie, being ledup by an Ofhcer thar ſtands incven Front 
with them, the Cannon or mouth of their Muskets of both Rancks being 
paſt bis bodie. The ſecond Rancke being cloſe tothe backe of the foremoſt, 
both gives fire alike, priming and caſting abour their Muskets they charge 
againe where they ſtand, till rhe |other two Rancks advance betore them, 
and give fire aftcr the fame manner, till the whole Troope hath diſcharged, 
and ſo to beginne againe as before, atter the oder of the through-counters 
march , ever advancing to an enemie, never turning backe without death, 
or viaorie. And this is the forme that I'tſteeme to be the beſt : as for the 
reſt , they are not to be much uſed ; but this order can be uſed winning 
ground, advancing or loſing ground in a Retreate. When you would com- 
mand the body of your Muskctiers to give fire in a Salve, as is ordinarie in 
Bartell, before an enemy joyne, or againſt' Horſemen, then you command 
the bringers up or Reare to double the Front to the right hand, and to make 
readie, having the match cocked and their pannes well guarded, having 
cloſed the three Rancks, though not the Files, the Officers ſtanding in e= 
quall Front with the foremoſt Rancke,betwixt two Diviſions, he commands 
oo, 
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to give fire, one Salve, two or three, and having charged againe, and ſhoul. 
dered their Armes, they retire tothe lett hand againe, cycry man falling be- 
hinde his own2 Leader. 

Being on retiring from the enemie, the whole bodie having made readie, 
as they march off in order, a qualified Officer bcing in the Reare, and quali- 
fied Officers in the Ya# to order them that tall up, the laſt two Rancks in 
the Reare turne faces about, and the whole body with them, and the two 
Rancks having given fire, they march through the bo(ly to the Fan, and 
order themſelves as they were before, and ſo ſucceſſively rhe whole bo- 
die gives fire ever by two Rancks, and falls off rill ſuch time as they 
have made cl:cir Retreate fure. Thus much of fire. giving by Rancks on 
two or three, as you pleaſe, at once and no more.

Now a little for the exerciſing of the Squadron of Pikes in generall ; 
for the genera!l motion certaine directions are to be obſerved concerning 
Pikes, that the Souldicrs keepe their Pikes cleane and cleere, and never 
to be ſuffered to cut off the lengths of their Pikes,-as often is ſeene upon 
marches, being very uncomely to {ce a Squadron of Pikes not of one 
length ; likewiſe in all motions with the Pike, the hand and foote ought 
to goe alike, and the Souldier would be expert in giving the right pouſle 
with the Pike backwards and forwards. Your Squadron of Pikes as they 
ought to march with the Drumme; ſo they ought to obey the Drumme 
beating a Troope, a Charge, a Call, a Retreate. As allo to traile their 
Pikcs, ro make xeyerence Withthe Pike being ſhouldred : and your $qua- 
dron of Pikes being but fix deepe in Rancke, your Files my be ſo ma- 
ny, as C2n well heare-your voyce in Command, providing there be no 
odde Fic ; and thus well orderedar their open order of {ix foote diſtince, 
command to mount their Pikes, then calling for a Drumme beſide you, ler 
him beate a march,then they are to ſhoulder their Pikes,fAlar or flaunt car: 12d, 
and then to march a little, let your Drumme againe beate a Troope, ken 
they mount their Pikes and troope away faſt or ſlow, as your paſle icades 
them ſtopping, or advancing as you doe, then let your Drumme beute a 
Charge, then they charge their Pikes and advance faſt or flow, as you 
lead them, and retire alſo backwards, their Pikes charged as you will have 


them, then troope againe, and they mount their Pikes, march and ſhou!- 


der ; and haulting, Ict the Drumme beate againe, and they order their Pik: $ 
on the ground as firſt, being ar their diſtance, and rrooping againe they 
mount their Pikes, ſo that you can command them to Bartcll order 
or cloſſe order, for Wheeling or Counter-marching at your owne plea- 
ſure. | 

In repayring to their Colours, or comming from watch, they ſhould 
ever walke with their Pikes mounted, as allo they may uſe this poſture on 
Centrie ; and your Pikes mounted and at your open order, you can uſe 
all doublings that your Musketiers uſed, as alſo to preſent, to Front, 
Reare, right or left hand, the curiofitic of the turnes to the righe or let 
hand in Yar or Reare, the Pike being ſhouldred, you can alfo teach them, 
as you will, though not much to be uſed in exerciſe: and the Pikes chus 
well eXetciſed, having ſeene frequent danger, can doe good ſervice againſt 
Horſemen and againſt foote to foote, either in battell entering a Towne 


or breach, or retiring, or advancing to choake an enemic, on walls within 
Townes 
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Townes or Forts they are very commodious for ſervice, providing they 
reſolve to fight well and to abide by their Officers, and, in my opinion, be. 
ing well led they may beate Musketiers accidently off the Feild, and bcing 
well lined with ſhot they area ſafeguard againſt Horſemen, having the leaſt 
advantage of ground. Thus much in briete for the uſe of the Pike, the 
moſt honourable of all weapons, and my choice in day of battell, 
and Icaping a ſtorme or entering a breach with a light 
breſt-plate and a good head-piece, being ſe- 
conded with |good fellowes, I 
would chooſe a good 
halfe - Pike to 
enter with; 
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Officer his conſideration , being ſhort and

den, being the condition of mortall men, that are ſtill ſubje& unto ſuch 
changes, thatoftimes in their greateſt proſperity comes adverſity , and from 
their adverſity their pro perity againe, God hiding the cauſe of both from 
us. Ir were better then co prevent a wound , then out of time to ſecke re- 
medy : tor in the middeſt of evill is not the time to be merry, and thoſe 
hurts are moſt , which we receive unlooked for, Theretorc it were much 
betrer to prevent, thento ſuffer, and it were much berrer co enter in danger 
being guarded, then out of timeto grow pale. Vaine thcnarerhe cou.:ſ[clls 
of mortall men, whenweſfeeno humane happincſle to be perm-nent, fince 
the Roots are taken up beforethey come tomaturity, except they be confir- 
med by the divine providence; And chictely in warres, as being moſt un- 
certaine, as we ſee by the untimely death ſpoken of, but no man can for- 
bid Gods decree, Neverthelcfſe men that throughage, and long expericnce 
have obtained wiſdome, before they cnter ina buſincſe, they ſhould looke 
unto the event, and unto that, which by all expeQation may happen: for 
it is ever the greateſt wiſdome to uſc the preſent time beſt ; we ought then on 
all occ..fions weare employed 'on, to ſtrengthen our minds with vertue, 
that we may be fe oyercoming all incumbrances , that once we have con- 
demned in the judgment ſeate of wiſdome , which alwayes is accompanied 
with praiſe and glory , whenwe not only cquall our ſelves with hob that 
excelled in vertue, but alſo preſſe rogoe before them,

It is betrer to feare evill , preparing our ſclves for danger, then through 
too much ſecurity, and contempt of the enemy to ſutter our {elves to be o- 
vercome ; for iris dangerous to have todoe with a deſperate body , ſceing 
neceſſity maketh thoſe that are fearctull to become ſtout, and thoſe who 
feare nodangers are cafily loſt, as witnefleth the death of the Invincible King 
of. Sweden : and thoſe dangers ought to beeſchewad, from whence ari{cth 
greateſt evill; andexpericncehath taught us, that nothing 15 more dange- 
rous in warres, then ro fight greatbatrailes on unequall rermes, as witnel- 
ſeth the dolefull bartaile fought at Nerling in Auguſt 163 4+ Atter which loſſe 
thoſe,that ſhould have fought for their country , their wives and children,did 
prove feeble cowards (v:z.) the German Princes , Saxon,Brandeburg., Lunen. 
burg , with the reſt of the Gentrie, giving occaſion to others, that came ro 


hclpe them, forto leave them, It is no wonder then, th: y be plagued them. 
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ſcl\es wiſhing helpe another time, when jultly they cannot have it, Þaving 
rewardcd their helpers (oil as they have done , and through their coveroul- 
neſſe and niggardly ſparing bin thecaule and inſtrum« nts of their owne over- 
throwes, and of the loſle of the cauſe, being I tcare the fore-runners of their 
Succeſlours puniſhment, which I wiſh may not happcn. -

Before the fall of Kingdomes ariſc diſſenfions , that overthrow the con- 
federates more than thu enemics, as it happened here in our late warres 
of Germanie , after the death of his Majeſtie of Swedes, the Dutch Princes, 
eſpecially Saxon, {lighting his Excellcncie the Rex-chancellour of Sweden 
and his Diredorium as Supreame, calling him diſdaintully a Pedant, or a 
Penman. $o that wee (ce that diſlenfion, or diſcord amongſt rhe Superiours 
was the firſt cauſe of the ſuddaine loſſe of Nerling. Next wee ſce that the 
Countrie was deſtroyed, nt onely for their (1nnes, but alſo for not puniſhing 
of ſinne. For after his Majeſties death , what puniſhment was to be ſeene 10 
our Armie 2 none at all:when our owne hor{cmen plundered their triends,not 
being puniſhed, they began to intercept Lerters, and to ryubbe the common 
Poftte, and tohinder the Countries correſpondencic, and common traffique : 
which being overſcene, and winked atby our Generalls, they begun then to 
plunderthe Chancglours owne waggous , abuſing his ſervants, and t..king his 
baggage: thereaficfFthe ſtrongeſt amonglt themſelves ſci the weakelt party 
to foote, taking away their horſes , ull at laſt the whole Armie was dto 
obey the Diredtor and his Conciliurs formatum , lying idle tor three monerhs 
in Donavert Leaguer, ſuffering the cyemie to over-runne the Countrie, and 
all becauſe that the O flicers alleadg'd after his Majeſtics death,that the Scri- 
veners who followed the Chancelour, were 1n better eftceme, than the Ca- 
valiers,that had donemorable good ſervice unto his Majeſtic: ſothar,through 
this jealouſie, the Armie came in diſorder, being the firſt change, andthe 
reſt, pieceand piece did follow,nll at laſt the whole Armie was loſt , through 
the number of wrongs that went before, inthe end cuſtome and uſe of 
wrongs infected the nature it ſelfe z and the lacke, or want of puniſhment, and 
the libertic and freedome , which was given to offend, at laſt the ruine of 
familics, that were famous did follow ,: for nor puniſhing of finne, Ve (ce 
then, whet. a potent King, and. Heroique, as Guſlavas was inthe timehee did 
live, all things floriſhed ina good ordet, burheonce gone,the Comon-wealh 
was puniſhed for their former finnes committed in time of their plentie , and 
peace; when they had their heaven upon earth, as other Nations ave now, 
who ought to looke unto themlelyes intime, leſt that the Lord raife n6t up 
an other Heroique to make them to be puniſhed,as oher Nations have bin, 
to the everſion of great Cities, as CHagdeborg , and divers others: for when 
the publique burthens doe grow , then Govenements doe change , as ws 
ſecne here; for lawes being caſt away, and diſcipline pur in fetters ; then 
ſuddenly did follow change, and great ruine, after the Kings death ot worthy 
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X VI. 


Nothing loſes more, as we lce, the commoncauſe, than the want of aus 
thoriticin one perſon , as was formerly ſaid of the Saxons fealoufic over the 
Rex-chancelors Governement. Alſo the ſame fault was ſeenein the Armie 
under Commanders : as at Nerling, betwixt Supreme Officers, as alſo betwixt 
their inferiours : whofor want of one Supreme Commandcr, as Gu#awus 
was, they could not agree among themſelves, Likewiſe the diſſenſion and jea- 
louſic betwixt Duke Barnard , and the Rhinegrave helpes nothing to the fur. 
therance of the good cauſe, being both brave Commanders : though ſeldome 
ſeene command in ©..e place, and it 15 tobepitied, how the Rhinegrave after 
the loſe of Nerling, not being baſtant againſt the enemie, was forced ta 
ſwimme the &hive on horſe-backe , and dyed loone thereafter ; who was a 
renowned, valoutous Cayalier, as ever I was acquainted with of the Datch 
Nation, ſerving in thoſe warres ; all theſe miſchietes were cauſed through 
the want of one Supreme Leader ro conduftthem,as the enemic had. Vhich 
ſhould reach all men to ſubmirthemlelves to authoritie, leſt by doing other- 
wiſe they procure their owne ruincs | 


X VIL 


To repenta thing, when it is done, is moſt fooliſh, which might have 
beene prevented with counſell : for nonethat doe repent counſcll can 
be eſteemed wiſe. Therefore a Counſellour ſhould bee very faithfull, 
never counfclling his friend for his owneayme, leſt he that is counſclled per- 
Ccive not his drift, and then be deccived. But counſell is taken from neccflitie, 
and follow'd. Anda good Commander deſerves prayſe as well tor his wiſc. 
dome, as for his valour : Butevill counſell is a plague or judgement from the 
Lord ; yer thoſe counſells are ever ſafeſt, that come from him that will be par. 
taker both of the danger , and of the counſell, Therefore it is not good raſhly 
tO uſe the counſell of a Traitor, nor of an cnemie: but wee ſhould rather exa- 
mine, and ſhift counſells, and not truſt eaſily , and bee deceived, Counſel! 
then we ſee is the chiefe ground to governematters well, being ſecret, true and 
free, without flatterie , or reſpect of prone juſt and holy, caſting aſide all 
private gaines, and utilitie, foreſeing the publique weale ; and if thouwouldeſt 
be truly counſelled, thou muſt take heed to thoſe Cavears:firſt that the ſpeech 
be wholeſome, and unreproveable ; his counſel] profitable , his life honeſt, 
his ſentence pleaſant, not wavyering like a childe, orunconſtant , neither ought 
you aske many what you would doe, butſhew itto a few and ruſtic friends, 
whichare rarc to be found: and when thy necre- friends cannot reſolve thee, 
flee tothoſe for their counſells, whoſe daily experience is approved for their 
wiſcdome intheir owne affaires, and then you ſhall doe well. 


XVIII 


Militarie diſcipline is loft, whenthe crueltie and avarice of Officers is exten- 
ded in deraining of Souldiers meanes ; and Supreme Officers neg/cing to 
content Cavaliers, make the whole Armic turne rebellious, as at Donaverr, 


The Concilivrn formatum and their Treaſurer, having not giventhe Armie one 
moncths 
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monthes meanes complet of the whole contribution they had collected the 
yeere atter his Majcities death, bur payed themſelves, and their Secretaries 
dulic , which raiſed great envieagainit them, the Armie having mutincd for 
want of pay : which made them atterward want both the contribution and the 
Country, through miſ2o;ernement of their Conſtlinm.

It is in vaine tor a Cavalier to teare any thing but God, and theoffence of 
his Supreme Officer ; tor being honeſt , modeſty hindering his flight makes 
him victorious 1n middeſt of danger, andot his enemies:as chanced me ard my 
Collegurs at Rugenwoulde in Pomeren, having eicaped danger by Sea, were 
come to Land in dangerot our enemies, but the Lord and the dutie we ought 
our Maiſter, made us abide the danger of our enemies, which the Lord turned 
to our beſt, giving us victorie and treedome, Shall I then diſtruſt this God, 
having had this time, and divers times bcfore,great expericrce of his mercies ? 
God forbid. No, I will till truſt in him,doe to mee what he will : for I know 
his mercics goe beyond all his workes, and they endure for cver.

A man unjuſtly hurt , as many were, that ſerved the Sweden, once eſcaped, 
their Commanders are now ther greateſt enemies ; for the memorie of 1nju- 
ries reccived,is ever more recent inthe Aftor, than in the paticnt : and is al- 
ſo more difficult tobe reconciled : as oft times experiencedoth prove. There 
fore I would advie my friend not to ſuffer injurie if he can, 8 if 1njurie be done 
him,nor to p.f[e it over for flatteric, leſt inaccepting of a ſlight farisfation, he 
ſhould injure himſclfe more,than the other did. But by the contrary, I would 
adviic himtimely to repaire himſclfe,thathe may preſervethe former dignity. 
Likewiſc the greatcr our injurics received are, & the greater they commove us, 
the more ought our wit to moderate out revenge;ſeeing to moderate our ſelves, 
and togvercome vur deflires, is the greateſt prayſe wee canhave , bcing reven- 
ged, Yet injuries doe cvcr ſticke ne-rer unto us, then the remembrance of bc- 
nefits received : tor in remembring of benefits, wee aſcribe the good to our 
owne merits , flattering our ſelves ; but onthe contrary, remembring our in- 
juries received, we call them to minde a great deale more cruelly , than they 
were done without moderation. I muſt thenadviſe my friend , that he not 
only prevent the deede of his enemy , but alfo his counſclls, leſt they brivg 
detriment upon l:im : for he ought to be alike withthe offey of an injury be- 
nga Cavalicr, and with the intention, as if the deede had followed. The 
offcring then of a ſtroke may be repaired witha ſword, the giving of a he 
is repaired with ablow , words not tending to diſgrace are repaired with 
words againc, the lofſe of goods is reſtored by reſtitution , with circum- 
ſtanccs convenient , and to quarrell for a light occaſion is want of vnder- 
ſtanding , eſpecially with thy betters ineſteeme. For there ſhould be had 
reſpeR of perſons, of times, and of circumſtances obſerved, bcforea man 
ſhould quarrcllz and having once quarrelled , I would adviſe my friend ror 
to be put backe without honourable ſatisfattion, or atleaſt greathazard, not 


coming unto the fields for the firſt bout, or bloud, and then to returne wurlr 
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diſgrace unthouyht of by thy felfe, though much by others, as I have 
knowne Cavaliers doe:

In Bittaile fighting with the enemy, ac|the firſt be very flow againſt a 
fierce encmic, that the encmy being weary your ſtrength trcſh and a little 
tuccours joyned unto you , the enemy is ſoone beaten , and having once be- 

un warre, follow it with ſword, fire, ſpoile|, ſlaughter, till the ftrecrs 
be full ; a Rover ſhould never be a Rewer, ſo long as his hands are unto it, 
and you ſhould never give time to the enemy to joyne forces, but purſue 
them ever as they come, never neglecting |an enemy , though he be weake, 
buc ill keepe a good reſerve by your felte, and purſue by parties ſupplying 
yout owne, as they ncede, and tunely, and without doubt you ſhall ganc Lo. 
nour and credit.

Truit never thy ſelfe raſhly toa reconciled enemy, without pledges firſt 
had , for keeping good peace ; and being d<firous to poſelle any thing bee. 
longing to thy enemy , thou haſt neede to uſc rather diligence, then delay, 
that thou maycſt catch them unawarcs , | as Guſtavas did Frankfurt on the 
Oder. And nothing is more to be ſuſpeced , then a neere enemy, which 
Lansberg did finde after the taking of Franckfurt, and nothing is more 
cruellthen a Barbarous enemy, as was found by our Regiment at New- 
brandenburz and thereafter by our Camerades at Magdeburg.

neceſſary for a (ommander. 


I Onſhaft or Intelligence in an Army is fo neceſſary , that without it 
_,,nodireftioncan be given with aſſurance, without it we cannot diſ- 
— cerne betwixt our friends and our enemies , who are with us, or a- 
gain(t us, which is the firſt pointa Commander hath to know ; comming 
in at enemies country - Next he oughtto know the _—_ of his enemics 
Army ; foote and horſe, thathe may the better diſpoſe of his owne : he 
ought alſo to know how his enemy is quartred ih Garriſon, Leaguer, Field 
or Dorpe, and what watch they keepe in all thoſe parts : And how farre 
their horſmen doe lie from their foote; afd how guarded. To have certainty 
of all this he muſt have ſame ſecret friend with the enemy , for giving bim 
ſecret intelligence, and that he ſhould not truſt roo much in one, he muſt 
haye a {ubcill Boore , now and then frequenting withour ſuſpition-among(t 
them ,; as ordinarily his Majeſty. of worthy memory. had : -likewiſe it wtre 
needtull thatthey,deboiſhed ſome Secretary on thetr fide, for” gerting the 
Liſts of their Strengths, Officers and' Souldiers, as alſofor their qualities, 
that he might the betterdiſpoſe himſelfe againſt them 7 in direRing private 
patties on the wayes they travcll to get priſoners ,- and failing thereof ro fall” 
on their watch or within their quarters. 4 

He ought alſo on all marches to have a knowne Boore with him, to ac- 
quaint him withall paſſes or Rraights, 'on which rhe enemy can repare ro 
him, - or from him , conferring his land mappe with the Boores intelligence, 
which betime would enable him in knowing all the Paſſes. 

Likewiſe he ought to have intelligence out of the enemies Leaguer, how 
they were provided of vitualls, Amunitionor forrage, ' and of heir healths, 
if there were any infeRions amongſt them , or what {port or recteation they 
uied without theix quarters , and what ftreetes. they goe on, and how they 
are. canveyed, ſtriving ſtill ro get priſoners, for the better intelligence how 
their Amunition is kept, and with what'Guards , 'tharif it were poſſible, ac- 
cidentall fire might be ſertqir,, and for getting this good of inrelligence, the 
chjefe Officers would be liberall to rhoſe whom they pur in truſt', ſceing 
without it lictle gQod ſervice can be cffe&ted;, and thegetting of it is the ſate- 
ty ofmany Cavaliers andfhcir ctedirs,  '' — Tf RIEE

Aving intelligence of ourenemies ſtrength., how he lies, whether 
in Quarter, Garriſon, Field, or Leaguer, then having an exployr to 
goe on, We muſt recognoſce on horſe| or foote, according to the 


cxp!oyt we have beforc us. As if we-were to blocke up a Towne with a part. 


o: an Armie, we muſt firſt being accompanied with a few Horſemen recog- 
noſce the bounds, riding the Circuit ſhort or long from it, fore-ſccinghow 
to divide our number on the Paſſes & Avenues from or towards the Towne, 
to ſtop our-fallings, or in. commings, in ordering ſuch Workes and Skonces 
to be made on the paſſages;as may pur us in ſafetie,as well againſt out-fallings, 
as againſt their pretended Relictesto come: and our watches one from andv- 
ther, muſt keepe due coreſpondence by their Centries, that none can paſſe 
berwixt them without adyertiſing one angthers guard. 

' Next being to beleaguer a Towne neere hand, we ought to recognoſce al- 
ſo neerer, having firſt placed our Armie foote and horſe Bartell withoutreach 
of their Cannon, though .n their view : having firſt directed our parties of 
horſe to batter the ſtreets without us, then theCommander isto ridethe cir- 
cuir of the Towne within ſhot, as neere as he can, having another riding ata 
diſtance behinde him, and haying a Boore beſide him, reſolving him of all 
Queſtions concerning their Ports, their Grattes, their Bulworkes , where 
weakeſt, ard where the Graffe is ſhalloweſt ; which being knowne, hediſpo- 
ſeth the Armie on ſeverall Poſts, whereagaine the Commanders are to rc- 
cognoſce ncerer the walls, where they can beſt lodge their greateſt bodie in 
moſt ſateric, whereto place their Guard|before them, and where their Cen- 
tries z asalſo where to place their Batteries, and; where to beginne their Ap- 
proaches : which being done, they are thought the beſt fellowes, that ſhew 
moſt diligence, and leaſt lofle to come tothe walles, the ſame circumſtances 


- are to be obſerved by any. Commander, who leads a partic beforea Strength 


or Caſtle to-blocke it, or beleaguexir, having Canton, Piteards, and fire- 
workes, widhufficicat menand furniturebelonging to the Artillerie, that can 
diſchargetheir duties, as. they are direRed by the mb: of the partie, 
wh'S muſt ſee to all things himſelfe, that it be wet! done, as in ſpcciall to the 
placing of his Batteries, and in ordering all things tobe brought ro the Barte- 
ries thar ar. needfull, by the Souldiers commanded our to attend the workes, 
beſide the guard of the Cannon, and ofthe w! Femer, he muſt alſo be very 
vigilant ia viſiting the Approaches Kekriet Bo ' Guards,admoniſhing them 
tobe carefyll againſt out-talls, on the Trenches, Batteries, or Guards, BIvIng 
erdersto the Capzaine of the Watches 10 recelvethe enermie falling our wit 


2 ſtrong-budie of Pikes and Muskgts cloſletfogather to beate them backe, 


being received with Pikes charged, bravely lancked and lined with thor, 


which 
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which being done, to advance their workes againe night and day, till the enc- 
my be forced to Accord. | 

In the night alſo a ſufficient Sergeant being ſeconded by another ſtout fel. 
low,ſhould creepe to the Graffe, with two halte- Pikes, forto wade through, 
to know the ſhalloweſt parts, being helpt thereto by ſome knowne Boore, 
who might give certaintie of the enemies ſtrength within, and of their defeRs 
they have of viRualls, Amunition, fire or watcr.- As alſo ro know their pri- 
vatc ſorting-Ports, to watch their out-commings ; he ought alſo to learne 
what draw-bridges are within, and what Portcullis, and what ſtore of vitu- 
alls, or Amunirtion is to be had within, in cafe the Strength be pregnable, 
that he may the better make his Accord. Alſo he ought to leatne what Ar. 
tillery or Armes are within, and what Caducks, or what number of Horſes 
pertaining tothe enemie, and what other riches they have, and where kept ; 
or if otherwiſe the Towne be not taken by Accord, or ſtrenzth of hand, 
we muſt ſtrive to force it to yeeld by hunger, or by lacke of fire or watcr, or 
otherwiſe by throwing Arrifcial fire amongſt them with Cannon, or with. 
other fiery Engins, ficring their houſes, or ſpoyling their Watches on their 
Poſts or Guards; as alſo we muſt deale by fraud to convey private Letters 
unto them, for dcboyling the Inhabitants, to reliſt the Garriioa in making ci- 
ther Port or Poſt good, whule as the purſucr intends to tall on, on ſtorme 0x 
breach. 

Likewiſe the purſuer had neede to diſpoſe well of his owne watches with- 
out, thathe be not ſurprized, his hooffe-watch,particular watches,re{crves,or 
by-watches,are to bc ſtill in readineſle to attend the enemies our-talling, leſt he 
may cut off his Guards, or ſpoyle his Cannon by nayling of them, or by bur- 
ning their Carriages, or Amunition, being diſgracefull in the higheſt man- 
ner, as oft-times hath hapned to unprovident and ſluggiſh Commanders, 
who have unwiſely deſpiſed their cnemies, 

An enemy being inthe Field, cither with a ſtrong partie or Armic, a ſut- 
ficient Commander muſt be carefull in recognoſcing the Ficld about” him, 
for taking his advantage of the ground, in advancing to an cncmie, as alſo in 
ſpying his advantage in caſe he be put to a Retreat, thathe may the better re- 
tire in order, not being put to rout, as our Armic was at Nerlzng, which ne- 
ver hapned unto them before during the time I ſerved the Sweden.” As alſo 
being inthe Field he ought to obſerve where moſt conveniently he can plant 
his Ordnance, as Generall Tilie did at Leipſieh, and as the Emperialiits did 
on the Hill at N#renberg ; as alſoat Nerling. For Ordnance being planted with 
advantage is oft-times the winning of the Field, and the loſſe of Artillery is 
ever, reputed and holden for adeteate, although both foote and horſebe pre- 
ſerved. There is alſo adyantage of ground very requiſit to be taken by foote 
againſt foote, as theadvantage of hights, paſſages, woods, hedges,ditches, 
as alſo the advantage of Sunne and VWinde with you, and againſt your cne- 
mie ; which his Majeſtic of worthy memory did ſtrive to ger at Leipſigh a- 
gainſt the Experialifts, 

Likewile it is a great adyantage of ground, when one ot both the Armies 
1S brought to that inconvenience, that they cannot come'to fight, but the 
one Armie may be forced to come up but by Diviſions, while as the other 
by advantage of the ground may receivethem with full Battailes of horſe and 
foote, the one-to ſecond the other ; and this advantage Guſtavw Horne did 


get ofthe Emperialiſts, while as he retired before them unto Fertenberg-land = 
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ce 


in March 163 3.the enemy not being able to purſucour Armie bur with great 
diſidvantage, which freed us of them tor that time, he being ſtronger than 
we, and afterward the Rhinegraves Forces come from A{fas being joyned 
with us, we made the Emperialiſts againe retire over the Danube unto Schwa- 
lend at the paſſe of HMunderken, where we came within Cannon-ſhor, yer 
they getting the paſſe, retired in fafetie ; as |they did another rime from us, 


out of Schwablasd unto Bierlend, having, got the paſſe before us ar Kemprey, | 
and afterward over the Eler in Schwablaend, having ( I ſay ) got the paſſe be- 


fore us, they were fafe, and we fruſtrate. $0 thatthe advantage of ground is 
of great importance in warres, as I have ofren knowne by experience, eſpeci- 
ally before the Hill at Nerenber7. | | 

Likewiſe a wiſe Commander being defender muſt obſerve all Circum- 
ſtances, as hedid in - pn; for his owne ſatetie; he muſt alſo being defen- 
der beſet well all paſſes, and frontier Garriſons, whereupon the enemie muſt 
paſſe tocome unto him , having timely recognoſced the ſame, thar ic may 
either be beſet by him, or otherwiſe being found more advantagious for the 
cnemie, it would then be timely demoliſhed. 

As alſo your enemies Armie, or ſtrong partie being drawne up in the 
field, you are to recognolſce both his ſtrength and order , by the ſight of 
your eye, before you intend to purſue him, where you are ro conſider, how 
he can advance to you, or you to him without diſorder, but doe you never 
purſue, except with advantage , though you ſhall be deemed by others to be 
remiſſe, bur rather ſuffer him to be gone, than to take the diſadyantage of 
purſute, ſince time will alter any thing, and he that preſerves an Armie will 
doubtleſſe finde a convenient time to fight. | And it had beene good for the 
Evangeliſts in Dutchland, that this point had beene more wiſcly lookt unto ar 
Nerling than it was , for they might have ſaved their Armic and Countrey 
both, ad they not preſumed with diſadvantage intheir owne ſtrength and 
courage, where G o » the diſpoſcr of hearts made their pride ſuffer a'great

Ntering the place before all things you areto viſit the Poſts, and being 
FE duely recognoſced, the round or eucuit ſhould be meaſured, and 

then the Poſts to be dealt proportionably, according to the ſeverall 
ftrengths , that no man have juſt cauſe rocomplaine, 

The poſts then 'orderly and well beſer, there ſhould be orders given for 
by- watch, orreſerve, where to ſtand in readineſſe, whether on the Market- 
place, or ſome other convenient part, having ſufficient Officers everto com- 
mind them, who muſt be kept co ſtrineſſe of durie, leſt they ſhould be ro 
ſeeke when honqur were to be maintained, while as on Alarum they were to 
repare topoſte, ſtreet, or wall, to reſiſt the encmie, and ro ſucconrſe the 


weaknefle of any accident might befall by purſure or fire, or to refiſt gon wg 
within 
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within or withour, being as well on continuall Guard acalnſt the Inhabi- 
rants, in caſe of uproares, or treacherie, as againſt their outward cnemices : 
fince no eacmy ts ſo dangerous, as the inward enemy being leaſt ſuſpe. 
Red. 

Likewiſe the Governour or Commandant ought to obſerve and keepe a 
due proportion in all commandements given either for workes, ſervice, wat- 
ches, or parties, that no man might juſtly complaine, that there is more du. 
tie layd on him than on his neighbour, bat according to proportion of 
ſtrength, 

The keyes of the Ports, and of all ſorting doores and priſons, are to be 
brought in and out by the Capraine ofthe maine Watch to the Governour, 
and the Captaine of che Watch is to appoint Guards, to ſtand art the draw- 
bridges, Portcullis;and forting Ports, and he is obliged to bring all intelli. 
gence himſelfe unto the Governour, and never to open a doore night or day 
without a ſufficient Guard by him with the Limits paſt, for fearc he mightbe 
ſurpriſed, and the whole Gartiſonin danger. 

Alſo the Governour is to give Orders at night, whether every man muſt 
reſort with their Armes in caſe of Alarum, and the Towne bcing divic ed, 
both Burgers and Souldiers ſhould know their Poſts they are torepaire io, 
from the Alarum place. 

And to ſupply the defects of the fortifications, the Towne thou'd be divie 
ded into equall deales, to worke their day abour, with all materialls necd- 
full for repayring the defeRs,that there be nothing to mend when they ought 
to fight ; and tothateffe, Officers ſhould be appointed by the Governour 
to over-ſee the workes, that things may be the better done, and the Gover= 
nour muſt often viſit all himſclte, taking reckoning what is done every day, 
till all beput.in good order. The Governour ought to have a Regiſter of all 
inquartering, that he may the better be made acquainted by the Burgers of 
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evcry mans behaviour for keeping good order. He ought alſo to have ac- 


count of all vieualls in their ſtore-houſes, both of Corne and all other furni. 
tare, and of all Caducks within the Garriſon , and the out-ſetting of all ſafe- 


guards belongs unto him as his due, He ought to ſuffer no man to makes 


commoditie without his knowledge, butallto put into him, thathe may the 
better maintaine his ſtate, and entertaine ſtrangers. ſeeing he ought to be a 
good fellow,and a common receipt for commers and goers, otherwiſe he will 
faile to be thought of; and he mult give orders to-the Captaine of the watch, 
that no man come dr goe without his knowledge, under paine of puniſhment, 
andthe Captaine of the watch ſhould dire& thoſe that enter the Citie,having 
ſcene their paſſes, with a Convoy and an Officer by night or by day,unto the 
Governour to be inquired ofat his pleaſure. 

The Governour as he ought to give out the word, ſo he ought to ſee all 
Parads at the ordinary time they goe to watch, where comming off againe, 
they ought to repaire to the Parad-place, and draw up orderly, before they 
lodge their Colours, and the Governour is obliged to viſit the Poſts, andro 
goe the round himſelfe, and tomake the reſt goe the rounds orderly after 
him. 
Likewiſe it is his due to command out all parries, being firſt drawne up on 
the Parad-place, ſeeing them tobe provided of Amunition, ard of all necel- 
ſaries, before their parting, giving ſtriR orders that atthear returnes all boo» 


tic be bronght orderly before him, and nothing to be put out of the way or a- 
X Cce3 fide. 
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ſide, on the paine of puniſhing the Officer that commanded the partie, and 
the goods being knowne, they are to be confilcated rothe Govyernour, ſeeing 
all bootic ought to be diſtribured at his diſcretion : and in dividing the Quar- 
ters, the Governour ought to have allowed him ſome tree houſes, to contri- 
bure to his Kitchen, as alſo ſome houſcs kept free to loage ſtrangers, which

I S Majeſtic of worthy memory; 1 being with him at Damarre, 
[=] Brandenburg , Lansbere, yerben, Er fort , CMentz, CAusburg, Rhine 
and Munches 1n Baviere, did never|truſt the making of the Treatie to 

any other than himſelfe : for how ſoone either Trumpeter or Drummer were 
conveyed ( blind-folded by the Officer of the Vatrch ) unto him, then being 
diſcovered, having delivercd their meſſage/and receiving an anſwer, the ſame 

or another being directed backe, then pledges were delivered to be kept on 

both ſides, till ſuch time as the accord were condeſcended ro or left off, incaſe 

of variance ; being continued to a ſecond reſolution,and then the pledges were 

to be retired Hinze inde, Thoſe pledges at ſuch times ought to be modeſt, ſober 

and diſcreet in their diſcourſes, leſt ſome things might flip them, rending to 
prejudice of either parties : and 1f the poet be wiſe, they may ſave ſome 
Commodities for a friend.

ofthe younger ſort, who have not ſeene ſuch Marches as I have bin 
at, with his Majeſty of worthy memory , who quartered his Army Sum- 
mer or Winter, _— as the occafion or neereneſle of his enemy did offer, 
where many times the whole winters night, the Army, horſe, foote and Ar- 
tHlery , being without fire , did ſtand in battaile order by their Armes in 
the fields, having placed their Artillery apart, with a guard to attend them, 
their baggage allo being behinde them apart, and well guarded, and a 
maineguard being commanded out apart before the Army,of horle and foote, 
And the Armies being neere one another, all Officers were commanded to 
abide on their ſeverall charges , as they were commanded on the March, to 
leade Briggads, Troopes or Diviſions; The commanded men being alſo 
apart next unto the enemy , with their Officers by them , which all being 
orderly quartered in this firſ: manner , they entertained one another with 
ſuch dainties as the time afforded, paſſing the night with variety of merry 
xſts anddi(courſes till day, that either Drumme or Trumpet did invite them 
unto earneſt. | A” 

The ſecond forme of our quartering was in the fields not being neere an e- 
nemy , where we quartered a little more commodioufly tor our caſe, being 
commonly drawne up by foure or five of the clocke in the afternoone, neere 
ſome Towne or Village, in ſome faire meadow by water, if it could be had 
inthe Summer, andinthe Winter being quartered, we drew neere the fide of 
ſome wood, both for fire, and for build or ſhelter, The Army drew up in 
battaile by Briggads , as they marched , where behinde the place the Brig- 
gads drew up unto , at a reaſonable diſtance, their quarters were marked 
our ſeverally according as they ſtood in battaile , and before the Briggads re- 
moved from their Armes , their guards were firſt commanded out, every 
Briggads guard being placed at a diſtance of foure-{core paces from their Co- 
lours , where they were appointed to watch , and the watch being ſet, Cen- 
tries were put to the Colours, and then the Pike-men were ordained to fix 
their Pikes faſt in the ground as they ſtood in battaile , the Muskeriers alſo 
were ordained in dry wether to ſetup their Muskets in order in even front, 
with their Colours , but when it rained , they were commanded to k 
them carefully dry by thetnſelves , which all orderly done they were ſaffered 
part and part to goe, and provide themſelvesof ſtraw and fire, providing 
alſo many times well for their Officers Kitchins befide. 

The Artillery and Agwmition waggons being alſo drawne up a part, and ' 
well guarded, their horſes were ſent to grafle for good quartgs,then the Bag- 
gage and wagons as they came up did draw up orderly veffnde tneir owne 

; D dd Regiments, 
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Regiments , andthcir horſes being ſent ro graſle ,| the Officers Tents were 
ſet up orderly at a diſtance before their Colours, and then cookes went ro 
Jrefle meate and all being returned to quarters before ſupper , the whole 
Drummes of the Army did beate before their ſevcrall Briggads, invi- 
ting allto publique prayers, which were nevcr torgorten ; And after prayers 
the Majors of the Regiments did give out orders for that night to the Serge= 
ants, and for up-breaking the next morning , and then all went to meate 
firſt, andnextto reſt , and the whole hortmen were drawne up in this fa- 
ſhion, and parties were ſent out of cheir quarters to batter the ſtreets, two or 
three milc off, the whole night, leſt we ſhould be ſurpriſed by an enemy 
without intelligence» 

The next morning Drummes having called all ro Armes the Briggad,that 
had the Van,marched out firſt in a new ground,and drew up,the Briggad, that 
had the Van theday before,marched out,drawing up on their left hand having 
fallen backe one degree from the Van, and then the reſt of the Briggads 
drew our orderly , one after another , till the left hand of the foore Army 
were cloſed up, and then they went to prayers , and the prayers ended, they 
marched, the Baggage marching after , being drawne up in order, as the 
Briggads or Regiments did march, ſo did they, The Artillery marched 
with the Briggads, in part, and the reſt marched before the Army with 


- their Convoyes , and guard of Musketiers , which were changed cvery two 


dayes, being commanded men out of all Regiments proportionally, ha= 
ving Officers, commanded them accordingly» Thus much of quartering in 
the fields. 

The third manner of quartering, an enemy being a farre oft, and we 
ncere Townes, onely in cold weather, quarterings were given forthe Hoffe- 


ſafe (being the King or Generall and their followers) and the principall Ot- 


ficers of the Army , including his Majeſties houſhold , whoſe quarters were 
firſt appointed by the generall quarter-maſter in |the Townes, and next to 
the Hoffe-flaffe the Colonells , that commanded Briggads , were quartered, 
and next to them, the Colonells of Regiments,their Officers and Souldicrs: 


a great part , and thebeſt ofthe quarters ordained for the Officers belonging + 


to the Artillery, their horſes and ſervants. The Artillery and baggage ſtand- 
ing without the Towne , thoſe who quartered within the Towne, had al- 
lowance of free meate. and drinke, and no more ; ſometimes without Townes 
wc had quarecrs given to Briggads apartin Dorps, Randez-vouz being ap- 
inted for us, thenext morning to draw upon for to joyne with the Army, 
and while as we quartered in Dorps being drawne up without the Dorpe, 
firſt we ſighted the paſſes, and the guards placed in the fields on the Avenzes, 
leſt the enemy unawares might enter the quarters, the Centrics duely er, 
our Colours were conveyed with a Troope t0 their lodging or quarter, 
their furriers ſhuts leading them aright till che Colours were quartered 
and guarded, then the reſt ſhowne unto their quarter, men were appoin- 
ted to goe mecte the Baggage toleade them to their quarters, Orders given, 
every manentertained ahother , asthey had beſt reaſon , and all being letled, 
partics of horſe were ſent forth to ſcoure the fields for intelligence, and leſt 
they might be trapped by the enemy, a ſecond party was ſent out after them, 
both getting orders ,- how farre to ride, and| upon what ſtreets, being 
commanded where to hault, and forrage, as alſo being admoniſhed to have 
ſtill a party on ersbacke to adveniſe the reſt from being furprized , wRne 
one 
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done, Ordnance- Rutters of every Briggad wete lett to waite on the Genciall, 
ar his Quarter, for Orders; the generall Randez-vouz for the Horſe being ap- 
pointed, where to mcete when everthey got Orders. | 
The fourth manner of quarterivg an Armic is ia fait Leaguer, as at Statiz, 
Sweae, Brandenburg, Ferben, Donavert, Ansburg, Engolitat, Nurenbers, winch 
manner of quartering is moſt troubleſome borh tor Officers and Souldiis, 
who having builded Receptacles tor themiclves, their charges and trav. ls 
beſtowed 1a vaine, many times they leaye their houſes to their encuiics, 
yet the forme is commendable, being under an Armie that is well payd, 
where all things may be had for moncy, and then the Leagucr being kepr 
cleane, and in good order, it reprelents a Common-weale or a Citie Gietuii- 
{ible againſt all incumbrances which may occurre ; except it pleale che Lord 
ro wagge his hand, and then no counſellor {trengrl1 can availe agaiaſt Hin 
who is the God of Hoſtes. The uſe. Cavaliers, or Commanders have to 
make of this fort of quartering is, that in cate they happen to have Command 
themſelves, they may learne through this practiſe ro conimand others, 
as alſo through torc-{1ght they may timely take themſelves to this kinde of 
defenſive warre,till they be able tro come inco the Fields,as his Majeſty of wor- 
thy memory did, being torced to retire by the power of his encmucs to the 
HA] tormer Leaguers, wherein there was diſcipline and good practice to be 0b- 
ſerved by Cavaliers, wherethe Kings Majeſtic was made to dwe'l asthe mea. 
neſt Souldier, being alike ſubject to the inconvenience as others, which 
mighc happen, ofayre, {ickneſle, inteRion, or of watching, Thus tarre then 
for the quartering of an Armie. 
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Rrillery being the third part ot an Armie, without which no Armic 

can be gloriouſly lcd; it is requiſit then ſomewhat briefly ro ſpeake of 

the advantages we have by Acrtillerie, being well toreſeene and com- 
manded, as it was by the Capraineot Kings and King of Capraines, Guftavas 
the Invincible, who with as little Charge did as much as any King or Cap- 
raine could ( in doing of ſo great exploits as he did ) with his Artillery. But 
leſt I ſhould be thought tonegle a part of my dutic inthis point concerning 
Cannon, I will ſet ; cate here when his Majeſtic made moſt uſe of Cannon, 
tomy knowledge ; which being rightly conſidered, will be thought ſtrange, 
[ceing in the whole cqurſe of his Majcſties warres during his time, I never 
ſaw or did learne he ſhort a breach in any place, except at Garts, though 0- 
therwiſe I knew well his Majeſtic made good uldof his Artillerie, as at Leip- 
freh, the Leacke, and at Leitzes , where 1nall three he ſhewed hin ſclte Maſter 
of that Art, But againſt cither Towne, or Fort, I did never {ce in his Maje- 
ſties rime one breach ſhot or entred, bis fortune being ſuch, and his diligence 
lo great, that his enemies did cver Parle before they would abide the turic of 
his Cannon , as at Brandenburg, Damaine, Frantfurt, Mentz, Donavert, Auf; 
burg, and divers more ; and in my _—_—_ the rerrour the Cannon breeds 
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is as much to be feared as the execution that followes, though it be OTCAL : 
and Artillery in all Armies and things belonging rhereto,are of infinit mom nr 
on all occaſions, So that they may be called Sine quo n7hil, bur ſupreame'Ot.. 
ficers of the Ficld, are no more troubled with them, bur fo farre as they di- 
re& others ro doe the ſervice, their owne Officers|being appointed to artend 
them, as the Generall to the Artillerie, his Colpnells, Lievetenant- Culo- 
nells, Majors, Captaines, Lievetenants, Conſtables, and all other inferiour 
Officers needfull to attend, who know and keepe their owne Turnes and Re. 
liefes, as other Officers doe theirs , their furniture] is great and their charges 
alſo in buying Horſes to drawjrheir Cannon and Amunition, Waggons, 
with Powder, Ball, Match, Materials, Firc-Engins, Petards, ſtorming 
Ladders, Artificiall Bridges carried on Vaggons to paſſe over Rivers or 


Graffes. 
Inall quartering they are quartered next after the Hofleſtaffe before any 
Briggad, and the furniture and charges needfull to maintaine this third part of 
the Armie is extraordinary great, there being alwayes ſomething to be re- 
paired, while as the Armie doth reſt ;, and oft-cxmes they muſt be provided of 
a great deale of new furniture, and they loſe yearely an extraordinary number 
ot Horſes of great price.But his Majeſtic during lus time was very fortunate in 
this, as in other things; for I never knew his Majeſtic loſe any Ordnance, 
bur I have ſeene him get ſupply of Amunitionand Cannon from his enemies ; 
as firſt, at Garts and Grefewhawgne, Damaine, Francford, Lansburg, Glogo, Leip- 
fieh, Vertsburg, Mentz, and Munchen, beſides the ſupply his Majeſtic did get 
' for his Artillerie from Nurenbere, Francſurt, Ausbarg, Strasburg and Y me : 
and ro diſcourſe largely of this ſubjeR alone, would take a volume of paper, 
But when every Cavalier is commanded apart with a partie where he muſt 
make uſe of Cannon, he would be (before his departure with his partic ) vcry 
carcfull ro receive his Cannon with the furniture belonging unto it twacly roge- 
ther,wich ſufficient Ofhcers for diſcharging that part of che dutic,on his march 
he muſt command his partie as if it werealittle Armic, being ever well pro- 
vided of Guides, and of careful}, wittic, and painefull Intelligencers, that he 
may leade and quarter his partie wich aſſurance, direQing alwayes hi: Intelli. 
encer before him, being ever carefull to beſet the paſſes and avernes well. 
As alſo ſufficiently co guard his Cannon, Baggage, and Amunition, fincema.. 
ny times great hurt doth cone thorow the neglect of guarding the Cannon and 
Amunition: which over-ſights once commutted are irrecoverable, in regard 
whereof I muſt entreate the gentle Reader to pardon me a little her. out of 
Hiſtorie (for the younger Souldier his better inſtzuRtion ) to diſcourſe a little 
of the hurt and inconvenience hath happened many times by Cannon and 
powder ; as alſo of the manner they were firſt invented, being found our by 
Gods permiſſion for the rvine of man puniſhed for finne; experience doth 
teach daily that the ſtrength of it is not to be reſiſted. 

Eſtiene Forcatell in his fourth booke of the Empire and of the Philoſophy 
of the Gawkes, doth attribute the invention of powder and Cannon to the 
Germanes, ſaying that a peece by the helpe of ſome kindled powder did ſpue 
a ball, the noiſe whereoſwas like to thunder, and killed, The maker of it an 
Abbor, the childeof the Devill, affiſted by his Father found out this cruell 

' invention, Which ſerves alike for the purſuer of Townes as for the —_— 
c1ll it ine both. It is ſaid of Archidamme, Sonne tothe King Ageſtlans, wofl- 


dering at a new invention of Cannon brought from $S:ci/ze, TE an the 
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valour of men was beaten downe and trod under foote, ſeeing there was no 
mor- fighting without monſtrous hardneſk and Armour. Andir is thought 
that a blacke tellow called Berthold Schuvart an Abbot invented it. Reade 
Polydore Firgil, in his ſecond booke and fixt Chapter de invent. and Sabellicus 
in his Znnead. bib. g. afellow having ſome beaten Brimſtone for Phy licke 
cloſed in a pot Covered witha ſtone , he ſtriking with a file on a ſtone to 
give fire, a ſparke lighted in the por, and incon:inent the flame came forth, 
heaving the ſtone in the ayre ; and chewing his Cud thereon, he made a Can- 
non of] [ron, clofing powder within it, till that peece and peece he found uut 
the invention. And we reade that inthe Kingdome of Chine, in the Eaſt In- 
dies, both Printing and Artilleric were knowne and practiſed there, long be- 
fore they were found out in Europe, and that there, there be many Cannons, 
which I will rather beleeve than goe to ſce. 

Firgil alſo inthe fixt booke of his Aneids doth ſpeake of the like in his de- 
ſcription of Salmonexe ; and Toſephm,in his third booke and ninth Chapter of 
the Jewes warres , makes mention of an Inſtrument they uſed againſt the 
Towne of 7otapat in Galilee, and ſaith, the ſtones ſhot by Engines did breake 
the walles and Towers, and there was no Troope of men fo well ordered, 
bur was ſcattered by it, and beaten to the ground, The ſame Author ſpeaking 
of the Batteries made againſt the walles of 7eruſalem, aftirmes that the Ntones 
ſhot by the Engines were as heavie as aman : And neverthel: i'e they were 
carried above fix hundred paces by the Engine, killing many men. 

Pliniaz writes in his thirty-one booke and tenth Chapter, in his voyage un- 
to Babylon, that powder was in uſe ofold, and reporteth he did ſce powder- 
milles on the River Exphyates, though of another ſort than qur powder. 

Of this invention alſo you may reade Corzel de Campe , in his ſtorie of 
Friſe, in his ſecond booke and twentieth Chapter. Alſo Simeſtws King of 
Friſe, Bereſne Lord of Holland, and Olympia Daughter to the Earle of Hol- 
land, where it is ſaid, that Simeſcis killed with one ſhot of Piſtoll the Earle 
and his two ſonnes ; and that atterward he would have killed Rowland Earle 
of Flanders, but the Piſtoll miſ-giving, Rowland did kill him with his ford, 
and did throw the Piſtoll in the Sea. Bur we reade that Barbadieve Admi- 
rall of Yenice was the firſt that carried them on his Gallies and Shippes, 
wherewith he did terrific the Genoweys , being at hunting by their noiſe : 
and Pasl love, in his third booke of illuſtrious perſons, writes that Barthelemy 
Cokone Generall tothe Yexetians for the ſpace of rwentie yeares and more, 
was the firſt that uſed Cannon inthe Fields , while as the baniſhed people 
of Florence made warres againſt the familie De Medices,being firſt uſed tomike 
breaches in walles, and to defend wallcs: but afterward they came in uſe to 
breake the Battailes of horſe and foote ; for if the warres of old, and their 
inventions were compared to now adayes, it were a ſport to laugh ar, rather 
than warrcs, 

Now of late the invention is found our of burning Bullets, full of fire, 
ſhot our of Cannon, to fire houſes within Strengths, and to fire Palleſads and 
Gabeons ſet before Batteries on walles or in Fields, whercof his Majeſtic of 
Polle Efties Bathow made good ule in his warres of <Huſco, within a few 
yeares, 

This invention is thought to have been invented by the King of Pole him. 
ſelfe in his civill wazres of Hengerie, finding other Cannon made greatcr 


noiſe than hurt, 
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| The manner 4 piece is charged with a hot Buller, 1s, the piece 1s Charged

| for oft-timcs minding to ruine Others, they arc ruined themlelves, 

Albert Gantz writes, that Chriſtephel King of Dermarke was killed by a 
ſhot of Cannon inthe yearc 1280+ Allo we have adeplorable ſtorie writcen 
by Gyrrard de Rove and Conraae Decins, Of the Battaile berwixt the Empe- 
rour Albert and the Poles in Bohemia. Amongſt their Cannons there was one 
Cannon greater than the reſt, which for hor execution was moſt uſed, ſhee 
killed ſo many ot the Poles, that they were ſo aftraid, that they ranve all away, 
kcaving their tents : and it 15 reported, that at one ſhot ſhee kilied tourcicore 
men, the Divell (as Ifaid betore) was (by the permiſhon of God) the 
invcntor of ſuch a Monſter , being offended with mankinde 1n this laſt old 

oc of the world , thoſe thunder-claps putting usin minde that this whole 
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round Globe ſhall be ſhaken and periſh. | 

Ve reade alfo in the thirty-fourth booke of Paul Tove his ſtory , the an- 
iwerot a Turke reprehended of his cowardize, having runne awzy at the 
noiſcofa Cannon, being beſteged dy the Emperour within Gexler, 

Adrian Barbaroſſarcproaching $:nasforlofing courage, he anſwered {) 
long aswe have todoeto fight againſt Armed mcn, you andmy cnemics doe 
know I ſerved ever with reputation and credit , butto tight againſt the De- 
vill and the fury of Hcll-fire, having againſt us ſuch terrible Monſters, be 
not you aſtoniſhed that I ſought to eſchew death, roth'end I might remaine 
whole to doc you ſervice; | 

We reade alſo inthe bloudy battaile of Ravenyne fought on Eaſter day, 5 12: 
berwixt the French and Dstch, and the Spaniard, that +1 wh of a double 
Cannondid kill (as Michael de Chorben) torty Horſmen- We reade allo that 
in the Sea-fight betwixt the French and the Emperialifts, on the River of 
Melphe , necre the ſtraight of Salerne, in the yeare 1628, ſhot out of the 
Gally of Capraine Philip Dore, a Cannon Bullet that killed above thirty 
Spaniards, and huremany others, as reporteth Paulus Emterws , in his liory 
of the warres of 1taly : and Paul J6ve writing of the ſame Battaile more largely 
and curiouſly , being eye-witnefſle himſeclte, or at leaſt, within hearing of 
the Cannon on the Ifle of Anary , where he did fee the ſmoke of the Can- 
non, faith , Philep Dore diligent to make good execution with Cannon, and 
not in vaine ſpending pouder and ſhot on the Spaniard, his great picce called 
che Baſiliske , the ball being monſtrous great, broke through the whole 
hip, evcntoher keele, and killing thirty, wounded {everall Captaines and 
Gentlemen, that were mutilated or diſmembred ; Sothat the Margueſſe of 
Guat Was all ſpoiled with the bloud and entralls ofthe dead. 

Guicciardin roported that at the ſiege of Cal, inthe yeare 1558. by the 
Duke of Guiſe, inname of the King of Fraxce, onthe three Kings day , in the 
morning , with thirty three double Cannon from one battery , made ſuch 
a noyle, that the ſound was heard five houres going beyond Catz, being 
twenty Engliſh miles. And leſt the judicious Reader will thinke this an un- 
truch , I would warrant it from my owne deede, for' he that plcaleth, may 
reade the ſtory written by the Author Gutcciardin, But thoſe peeces of Can-

homelinefle, fince I was not the Inventer of this Proverbe, | 

The'ekinde of Peeces are verylarge, and carry ſtones for bullets, The 
Morters of Solimay at the Siege of Rhodes, in the yeare 15 22. their bullets 
wayed ſome of them two hundred weight, the leaſt one hundred and fifty 
pounds of great weight, when they light on a houſe, they goe through 
trom top to ground ; and Paulxs 10Vius reports of a Minc made by Peter V al- 
lr, which made entrance for the Speniard within the new Caſtle of Naples, 
kept by the French, the French were ſoaſtoniſhed with the ſurprize ot che 
Mine, that they retiredunio the laſt and furtheſt Court , ſo that the guards 
had not time to draw up ct! eir Draw-bridges, and the Frexchletting downe 
the Pertcullies ro hinder the Spaniards entry, coming with a furious prelle, the 
French bring a peece of Cannon to terrifie the Spaniards, that had enticd one 
Gare, or the firſt Court, and ſhoote amongſt them , where by chance the 

Iron bullet trooke hould of the thicke of the Port, where it remainecs to 
this day ſhowne for a Monument unto ſtrangers, thathave got the | 
credit to goe within this Caſtle ro ſee it. Many ſuch 
Stories we could inferre , but let theſe ſuffiſe 
inthis place for this time.
